Beloved Brethren : | 
The last General Assembly laid upon its Mo- 


derator the duty of issuing to the members of | | 


the Church, during the Ecclesiastical year, a| 
Pastoral Letter in regard to certain evils, the 


Report of the Assembly’s Committee on the, 
State of Religion within the bounds. 

To the fulfilment of this duty, I now address 
myself ; seeking, first of all, guidance from the 
All-wise God; and praying that the counsels 
which He shall enable me to supply, may, by 
the teaching and grace of the Holy Spirit, tend 
to the correction and removal of the evils com- 
plained of : for ‘‘it is God which worketh in 
you both to will and to do of His good plea- 
sure.”” 

I venture to call your attention, in the out- 
set, to the supreme importance of cultivating 
Religion in the family. In the social economy 
Providence has given’ the first place to the 
family. The family takes rank even before 
the Church. The Church is simply an aggrega- 
tion of Christian families. A chief design of 
the institution of the family is the propagation 
and maintenance of religion ; the perpetuation

One of the Hebrew Psalmists recognized this 
design in words familiar to us all : ‘‘He establish-

ed a testimony in Jacob, and appointed a law

| Israel, which?He commanded our fathers, that. 


they should make them known to their children 5. 
that the generation to come might know them, 


'even the children which should be born, who 


should arise and declare them to their children.”’ 


Society could not be Christianized, in other 
‘words, permeated, with purity and goedness 


and love, but through the example and influence: 
of the families of which it is made up. 

I have, therefore, the strongest conviction 
that the efficient maintenance and extension 
of our Church in this country, will largely yea 
chiefly depend on the Christian faithfulness of 
our Heads of families. If the fathers and 
mothers in our congregations fail to honour 
God in their households ; if Bible reading is- 
neglected, if the Sabbath is not remembered 
and kept holy, if family worship is not ob- 
served, if the instruction of our children in 
Christian truth and duty is not practised, the 
result will be that in a few years our Church, 


largely composed of those who are now its 


children and young people, will be ignorant 
and superficial, and that there will be no suffi- 
cient foundation upon which to build up con- 
gregations true to Christ and to His truth, 
true to the noble traditions of the Church, and 
to its great mission in the land. What can be: 
hoped for the children of parents whose 
households are unblessed by a single religious: 
observance, but that they will grow up in god- 
lessness, dishonouring their baptism and dis- 
gracing the Church ? 

Reports, seemingly well-founded, were made 
to the last General Assembly to the effect that 
in some of the families of our church, Christian: 
worship and religious instruction are wholly 
neglected ; while in other families, these duties,, 
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though they receive recognition, are irregularly 
and inefficiently discharged. If this is true, 
it is a sad outlook for the future not less of 
the families themselves, than of the Church. 
I earnestly and lovingly exhort all heads of 
families who have been thus careless, to reform 
Do this at once !

The 
Sabbath-school has become a great power in 
the Church. Be on your guard against the 
growing danger of substituting Sabbath-school 
instruction for Christian training at home. The 
best Sabbath-school teacher in the Church, and 
the most close and regular attendance on his 
class by a child, can never fulfil parental obli- 
gations. 

Let us also guard against the danger of en- 
trusting Sabbath-schoel classes to incompetent 
teachers. This is a matter which demands 
special watchfulness on the part of Superin- 
tendents, which indeed calls for the oversight 
of kirk-sessions and even of Presbyteries. The 
Church has no security for the sufficient train- 
ing of the young in Christian truth, unless it 
insists that Sabbath-school teachers shall be 
qualified by Christian and Biblical knowledge, 
as well as by natural and religious endowments, 
for the discharge of duties which, in the in- 
terests of the Church, present and future, can 
be deemed of scarcely lower moment than the 
preaching of the word. 
know that a movement has been inaugurated 
looking to the efficient systematic training of 
Sabbath-school teachers. For this movement, 
I ask the earnest consideration of every Super- 
intendent and teacher, and of every Elder. 

I call attention to another matter which 
the General Assemby regards as of great im- 
portance in the interests of the Church, that, 
namely of the pastoral oversight of the people. 

The ecclesiastical polity under which we are 
working, makes the fullest provision for such 
oversight. It is impossible for one minister, 
however vigorous, to take pastoral charge of 
any of our larger city or town congregations ; 
such charge, that is, as seems to be demanded 
by the circumstances in which these congrega- 
tions are now found. 


It is satisfactory to 


It is not easy for one 


minister to overtake all the pastoral work in 


even a moderately-sized congregation. Many 
of the congregations in rural districts, call for 
so large an outlay of strength and time for such 
pastoral duty as is absolutely required—for bap- 
tisms, marriages, the visitation of the sick, and 
funerals—that comparatively little opportunity 
is afforded for a systematic supervision of the 
people. It is to Kirk-Sessions that the Church 


must look for that efficient oversight of congre- 
gations which will hold them together, which 
will secure their unity, and maintain peace, and 
which will promote a good understanding be- 
tween the pastor and his people. I have long 
thought the great practical weakness of Presby- 
terianism to be this, that the nature and extent 
of the office of an Elder in the Church of God, is 
not understood, that its importance in our 
Polity is not appreciated, and that its duties 
even if appreciated, are often insufficiently 
discharged. That to the kirk-session (Minis- 
ter and Elders) belongs the supervision of the 
people, is all that could be desired as a theory. 
How rarely do we find the theory acted upon ! 
There are instances in which this is done. 
They are commendable and to be admired. 
Yet, it may be feared that, as a rule, Elders of 
the Church take little or no part in the special 
work for which their office was created, to which 
the Church has solemnly called and ordained 
them, and which at their ordination they pro- 
mised to undertake, namely, the spiritual over- 
sight of the flock of God. Many Elders deem 
that they fulfil an elder’s duty if they take up 
the Sabbath collections and serve twice or three 
times a year at the Lord’s Table. To visit the sick 
and pray with them, to direct impenitent men 
to the Saviour, to go out after the young, beseech- 
ing them to yield their hearts to Christ’s service, 
to deal privately, as friends, with those who have 
been overtaken in a fault; these and such like du- 
ties are not thought of by many Elders as pertain- 
ing to their office. And so the Church is large- 
ly weighted-down by office-bearers who, in some 
instances, have little appreciation of their 
duties ; in others, little love for them ; and in 
others again, no sufficient knowledge and ex- 
perience for the competent discharge of them. 
If our congregations, all of them, were guided 
and governed by men of faith and prayer, men 
of quenchless zeal for the Church and glory of 
God, men of Christian knowledge, men “ full 
of the Holy Ghost,” men having ‘‘a good re- 
port of them that are without,” the Presby- 
terian Church in Canada would become all 
powerful for the correction of those social vices 
which largely debase our country, such as theft, 
lying, commercial and political dishonesty, 
gambling, drunkenness, profaneness, Sabbath 
breaking, extravagance ; and, more than this, 
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and greater than all, would become mighty 
and successful in saving the souls of men from 
sin, and thus from the death everlasting. Let 
then the Elders that are amongst us suffer the 
work of exhortation :—Be ye ensamples to the 
flock, in Sabbath keeping, in love for Ordin- 
ances, in the observance of Family Worship, 
in temperance, in gentleness, in charity. And 
to this end, consecrate yourselves anew to 
the work of the Lord; seek power from on 
High in earnest prayer ; live that life on earth 
which is ‘“‘by the faith of the Son of God” ; live 
that self-denying life which Jesus lived; Jesus, 
who, whether we be Ministers or Elders or Com- 
municants, is our chief, our perfect example. I 
urge these considerations upon my brethren in 
the Eldership, and I pray God they may be 
constrained to take them to heart. 


I venture, in this connection, to press upon 
the attention of both Ministers and Elders, the 
fact that in many of the congregations through- 
out the Church, a large number of individuals 
of mature age, are found living in neglect of 
the ordinance of the Lord’s Supper. They are 
baptized children of the Church; they have all 
their lives been surrounded by Christian in- 
fluences ; many of them, from their youth up, 
have been Sabbath-keeping, Church-going, 
God-fearing members of our congregations ; 
people of good character, of devout minds, 
anxious to know and, when they know, to do 
their duty. The claim which the Church 
makes upon all such persons is that they are 
under the most urgent obligation to come to 
the Lord’s Table ; this indeed is her claim upon 
all baptized persons without exception. The 
Church maintains, and she justly maintains, 
that a baptized person who fulfils not at the 
second sacrament, the obligations of the first 
sacrament, is culpable and therefore inexcus- 
able in the sight of God. If the preparation 
of heart, the living faith, the renewed character 
which alone qualify for the Lord’s Table, are 
awanting, so much the greater need is there 
that such persons should at once return unto 
the Lord, and seek with ‘contrite heart” the 
forgiveness of their sins, accepting, by personal 
faith, the saving work of the Lord Jesus Christ 
on their behalf. Such preparation is within 
reach of every one of them ; every one of them, 


therefore, should be pleaded with, counselled, 
encouraged thus to prepare for the discharge of 
a duty the non-fulfilment of which will even- 
tually lead them away altogether from Christ, 
and endanger their eternal safety. Ministers 
should thus plead with them ; but not only 
Ministers ; parents also, and  Bible-class 
teachers and Elders, yea and private members ; 
all should lend their help ; all available in- 
fluences should be set in motion, not to swell 
the number of communicants irrespective of 
their Christian faith and character, but to con- 
strain men and women’ to secure by earnest 
prayer and resolve those spiritual qualifications 
which alone entitle to full communion. 

Let me, indeed, remind you that every part 
of the work, whether ecclesiastical or simply 
benevolent, which pertains to a congregation, is 
binding on all its members. To strengthen 
and consolidate the religious interests of a con- 
gregation ought not to be wholly devolved upon 
the Minister and a few active, earnest men and 
women who find it their pleasure and their 
privilege to help forward the Lord’s work. Our 
congregations ought to be centres of saving in- 
fluence and power in the communities around 
them ; but this they will never become until 
the great body of the communicants feel that 
they are under the most sacred obligation to 
promote, by earnest and self-denying labour, 
the efficient working of all the departments of 
congregational activity and benevolence. Coun- 
tenancing and helping forward the Sabbath- 
school, visiting and relieving the poor, attend- 
ing and comforting the sick and dying, sym- 
pathising with the bereaved, looking after 
strangers who may have joined the congrega- 
tion, these are some ef those ‘¢ works” which we 
look for as evidence of ‘‘ faith,” not alone in 
office-bearers of the Church, but also in ‘‘ every 
one” among us *‘that nameth the name of 
Christ.” But there are communicants in all 
our congregations who content themselves sim- 
ply with attending Christian ordinauces. Many 
of these are men and women of long standing 
and experience in the Church, some of them 
also of large influznce in the community, most 
of them are persons of intelligence, and yet 
they do not see that upon them lies the respon- 
sibility of taking a full share in both the work 
of the congregations to which they belong, and. 
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the work of the Church at large. This, too, in 
face of the claim which the teaching and ex- 
ample of their Lord so powerfully enforces on 
His every follower, that namely of entire con- 
secration to His service,—that, in other words, 
of a life of self-denial, and even of sacrifice, in 
the interests of His Kingdom. Few, alas! are 
the sacrifices which the most active and useful 
amongst us make in prosecuting the work of 
the Church! Few are they who, in imitation 
of their Lord, suffer themselves to be eaten up 
by the zeal of His house! I pray God, through 
our Lord Jesus Christ, tat by the grace of His 
Holy Spirit, you may be made more willing to 
-work and more earnest and self-denying in 
working, for the prosperity and enlargement of 
the Church, and for the extension of the know- 
ledge and glory of Christ throughout the world. 
*¢] beseech you, therefore, brethren, by the 
mercies of God, that ye present your bodies a 
living sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto God which 
is your reasonable service.”” I beseech you glorify 
God in your spirits also, which are God’s. This 
life of holy zeal, of active service, of love for 
gouls, of consecration to the interests of Christ’s 
Kingdom—this is that ‘higher life” to the 
‘which, in the name of our Divine Master, I 
earnestly and affectionately summon you. 


A glorious destiny opens before the Presby- 
terian Church in Canada, if our Ministers, our 
Elders, and our Communicants, one and all, be 

but faithful to their ordination and sacramen- 
tal vows. We have an evangelical creed. Our 
ecclesiastical polity has come down to us from 
the apostolic age. We have an educated min- 
istry. We have numbers, intelligence, and

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Then, we have in the eastern portions of the 
Dominion, a large and interesting department 
of Home Missionary work : More than a mil- 
lion of French-Canadian Roman Catholics are 
at our doors, are accessible to our evangelistic 
efforts. Many of them, indeed, are anxious to 
cast off the yoke which holds them down in 
ignorance and superstition ; and are groaning 
to be set free, dimly hoping that deliverance 
will reach them through the Bible which we 
open to them, and through the Gospel which 
we preach. Our identification, as a Church, 
with the great Foreign Missionary work of the 
nineteenth century, and the success with which 
our missionaries have carried on their labours 
in their respective fields, should stimulate to 
more earnest prayers, to enlarged effort, and to 
greater liberality. Our stability and growth 
as a Church will largely depend on the faithful 
cultivation of the missionary spirit. All history 
goes to show that the most successful churches at 
home, are those which set themselves to carry 
out the great commission—‘‘ Go ye into all the 
world and preach the Gospel to every creature.” 
Not otherwise can we claim the fulfilment of 
the promise, ‘‘ Lo I am with you alway, even 
unto the end of the world.” 


Chiefest of all, I entreat you, brethren in the 
Lord, to remember that all that we attempt to 
construct and to do within the Church,—that 
our ministries, our offices, our forms, our schemes 
of benevolence, our services, our very prayers 
are nothing, without the abiding presence in 
the midst of us of the Holy Spirit. Only by 
His grace can the Church succeed in her great 
mission ; only by His power can the preaching 
of the Word be mighty to convince and to 
convert sinners, and to strengthen and purify 
believers. For His descent upon us in the 
fulness of His quickening and sanctifying energy 
let us therefore earnestly and constantly pray.

INTERNATIONAL LESSONS. 


THE DEDICATION. 
January 12th.] B. C. 515. (Ezra vi: 14-22. 


GoLpEen Text:—The glory of this latter house 
shall be greater than that of the former, taith the 
Lord of Hosts ; and in this place will I give peace, 
saith the Lord of Hosts.’’—Haggai 2: 9. 


Home Rrapinas.—M. Ezra iv: 1-24. Tu. Haggai 
11: 1-15. W. Ezra v: 1-17. Th. Hzra vi: 1-13. F- 
Hag. 11: 1-28. §. Zech. iv: 1-14. §S. Erza vi: 14-22. 


The prophecies of Haggai,and Zechariah are re- 
corded in the books bearing their names. The former, 
probably one of the returned exiles. The latter, 
born in Babylonia, was a priest as well as a prophet, 
the son of Berachiah, Zech. 1.1. Here called the 
son of Iddo, from his grandfather. His predictions 
respecting Christ are among the most remarkable in 
the Old Testament,—see chapters xiiliand xiv. Both 


were commissioned by Jehovah to rouse the Jews 
from their selfishness and to encourage them to re- 
sume the work of rebuilding the Temple which had 
ceased chiefly owing to the opposition of the Samari- 
tans, who, having been refused leave to assist in the 
work at its commencement, smarted under the sup- 
posed insult, and now hindered them,—Ch. iv: 1-6. 
Inspired by the prophet’s words the people began to 
build again. When Tatnai, the governor, was insti- 
gated to question their authority for so doing. Ch. 
v: 3, the decree of Cyrus was cited, and the docu- 
ment itself eventually found at Acmetha, a summer 
palace of the kings of Babylon: whereupon.he speedily 
sanctioned the work, Verse 18. Four years later— 
nearly 21 years after the rebuilding commenced—the 
Temple was completed, B. C. 515. The old men who 
wept at the laying of the foundation were by this time 
dead, and all now rejoiced. v. 16. The rest of the 
children of the captivity, see ch. viii: 35—among 
them some of each of the 12 tribes, as well as others 
who came with them and adopted their religion. A 
mixed company, a remnant indeed ! as was predicted, 
Is. x: 20-21. V.17. The sacrifices were not to be 
compared in number with those at the dedication of 
Solomon’s temple, 2 Chron. 7: 5, but as much as the 
people were able to give, which is the gospel standard 
of liberality, 1 Corin. 16: 2 and 2 Corin. 8:2. V.18. 
The divisions and courses, instituted by Moses, 1 
Chron. 23:6 and 24:1, also Num. 3:6 and 8:9. 
Nothing .was left undone to make the house and 
service of God as complete and attractive as possible. 
V.19. Kept the passover on the proper day, Exo. 
12: 6, probably for the first time these 20 years. V. 
21. All who professed to be the Lord’s people did 
eat. Christ’s invitation to the gospel feast is to all 
his disciples: They all drank of it, Mark xiv : 23. 
We Great reason for gratitude had they that the 
grace of God had changed the hearts of these heathen 
kings and disposed them to aid the cause and pro- 
vide for the worship of the true God. 


LEARN (1) the unwiseness of neglecting God’s work 
on account of ‘‘hard times.’’ This should rather be re- 
garded as a call for redoubled efforts and liberality 
on the part of those who have the means. (2) It is 
not all gold that glitters. The glory of the second 
temple, plain and humble though it was, exceeded 
that of the first. There often is more happiness in 
a cottage than in a palace. The glory of any Church 
is the presence of the King and Head of the Church, 
and a sanctified congregation. (3) Our liberality 
should “ abound”’ in proportion to our joy, 2 Cor. 8:2.

THE MISSION OF NEHEMIAH. 
B. C. 445. [Nehemiah ii: 1-8. 


GoLpEN Text :—The God of heaven, he will pros- 


perus: therefore all his servants will arise and 
build. Verse 20. 


Home ReApiInGs :—M. Ezra. 7:1-28. T. Hz. 8:1-36. 
F. Neh. 1: 1-11. 


NEHEMIAH, the son of Hachalia—an eminently 


pious and patriotic Jew, residing in Shusan, the 


capital of Susiana, Persia, to the east of the Tigris— 


having heard of the unfinished and desolate condi- 
tion of Jerusalem, and the defenceless state of the 
people,appears before kimg Artaxerxes in the charac- 


ter of an intercessor. He was the King’s cup-bearer, a 
highly honourable and lucrative position. This 
secured access into the royal presence and an au- 
dience. His petition stated the deplorable position 
of his countrymen as a reason why he might be al- 
lowed to go to Jerusalem to better their condition, 
by rebuilding the ruined walls of the city, thus res- 
toring it to its former dignity as a fortifled town, and 
affording its inhabitants needful protection. V. 1, 


took up the wine: as the custom was, poured alittle 
of it into his left hand, and drank it in presence of 
the king to assure him the cup was not poisoned. 
V.2. It was not the correct thing for a cup-bearer 
to wear a long face, hence Nehemiah’s sad counte- 
nance was immediately remarked. Sore afraid lest 
his breach of Court etiquette might displease the 
king, and damage his appeal. Vs. 3-4. Let the king 
live for ever! the usual expression of loyalty—1 Kings 
1:31. Suspecting he had a favour to ask, the king 
interrupts his speech. V.5. Yhat thou wouldst 
send me, &c. Permission to go not enough, he re- 
quired an escort and also letters patent. Vs. 6-9. 
The Queen also sitting by him—some think Damas- 
pia the ‘‘ chief wife ” of Longimanus is here refer- 
red to, but it was more probably Hsther.

From the very short time occupied 
in restoring the walls (ch. 6: 15) it is supposed that 
Nehemiah shortly returned to his duties at Shushan, 
and at a later period was appointed governor of 
Judah for a period of 12 years, ch.5:14. Beyond 
the river. The Persian monarchy was of vast extent, 
reaching from the Indus to the Mediterranean—the 
Euphrates dividing it; and he required a passport 
through the Provinces between that river and Pales- 
tine. V.8. ASAPH was minister of the crown land 
department, without whose leave not a tree might be 
felled. Zhe good hand of my God upon me. Ne- 
hemiah commenced this enterprise by invoking the 
blessing of God and recognized this good hand at 
every successive stage. See Vs. 4.18. See Hzra: 
Every GREAT WorK requires a specially qualified 
leader. He must have faith in his work, in himself, 
and in God: courage, perseverance, and long pa- 
tience, Jas. 5:7. Whatever God calls us to do 
should be done with our might. If we are ever ata 
loss, our prayer should be that of St. Paul, Acts 9:6. 
Nehemiah anticipated the time when the walls of 
Jerusalem would secure protection to its inhabi- 
tants ; in every thing we do there should be a dis- 
tinct purpose in view. To those who have the right 
on their side, nothing is impossible. Blucher’s army 
on the march to Waterloo came to a dead halt—so 
deep was the mud, the soldiers said: ‘“‘ we cannot 
get on a step further!” “ We must get on!” said 
Blucher. They did get on and the battie was won.

Observe who hindered the work: why, and how 
they hindered it: and the means taken to overcome 
their opposition. (1) Sanballat, the Horonite—pro- 
bably from Moab—Geshem,the Arabian, and J'obiah 
the Ammonite, were the ringleaders—all foreign 
adventurers now resident in Samaria, men of consi- 
derable power and influence but destitute of religious 
principles. Tobiah married into a respectable Jewish 
family, (Neh. 6: 17-18) which made his opposition the 
more formidable. And others were drawn into the 
conspiracy—the people of Ashdod, a eity of the 
Philistines, on the sea-coast between Gaza and 
Joppa—a stronghold of heathenism. (2) Envy and 
malice were at the root of their opposition. They 
hated the Jews’ piety, were very wroth at their pros- 
perity, and feared their growing power. Therefore 
they conspired all of them together—with perfect 
unanimity—to stop the work, by fighting if necessary, 
But first they tried ridicule,—"‘if a fox go up onit, he 
will even break down their stone wall!” v.3, Next, 
stretagem, they would let the bearers of burdens 
weary themselves out carrying away the rubbish and 
then come upon them unawares and slay them, v. 11. 
The Jews, however, that dwelt by them in the coun- 
try, though too lazy to work, and too cowardly to 
fight for the cause, kept Nehemiah well-informed of 
their plans, v.12. They were good spies. Nehemiah 
was equal to the occasion. He withdrew one-half of 
the men from the works, armed them to protect 
the other half, and, placing himself at their head, he 
made a stirring appeal to their patriotism, exhorting 


them in the name of God to fight for their wives and 
children and houses. When there is important 
national work to be done, God never fails to raise up 
the right man to doit: e.g. Wiclif, Luther, Knox, 
Calvin. Nehemiah inspired others by his personal 
courage, devotion, and disinterestedness—retusing to 
accept any salary during his 12 years tenure of office 
as governor, ch. v: 14,15. The “sword and trowel’’ 
reference, v. 17, is best explained by supposing that 
they watched and builded time about. Both hands 
were required for building. It teaches us that in our 
warfare against sin and in working out our salvation 
we must put on the whole armour of God, Ephes. 6: 


ne 17. Watch and pray, Matt. 26: 41 and 1 Cor. 16: 


Every work undertaken for God should be begun, 
continued, and ended with prayer. Do one thing at 
atime, and doit well. Nehemiah came to Jerusa- 
lem to do one thing—to rebuild the walls, and to 
every threat and taunt he replied,—‘‘ I am doing a 
great work, so that I cannot come down,” ch. 5; 3. 
Enthusiasm is necessary to success in agreat cause 
and always inspires others. There is all the differ- 
ence betwixt saying,—* go and do this or that,” and 


saying, ‘“come, follow me!” The appeal of Dr. 


Livingstone from the heart of Africa.—‘* Come on 
brethren !’’ was irresistible. He might have stood 


in Edinburgh and said,—‘‘ go to Central Africa,’’ 


long enough without any response.

Here is an interesting account of a religious obser- 
vance in the olden time, entirely different from the 
usual temple worship—a great evangelistic meeting, 
in fact, held 2300 years ago, in the open air, continued 
for six hours, and attended by such multitudes that 
several services were conducted simultaneously in 


different parts of the vast area sothat all might hear 
the Word. The occasion was the Feast of Tabernacles 
commencing on the 15th day of the 7th month (Sep- 
tember). So called because the Israelites kept it under 
green tents or arboursin memory of their dwelling in 
tents in their passage through the wilderness. It was 
also called the Feast of V'rumpets, Lev. 23: 24; and 
this being the first day of the 7th ecclesiastical year, it 
was a ‘great day,” Lev. 25:4. Vhe Place: The 
Court of the Temple not being large enough, it was 
held in a wide street leading to the ** Water Gate,’’— 
through which the Nethinims carried water into the 
Temple. The Preachers :—Ezra, the Scribe and 
Priest, was the presiding minister. He had come to 
Jerusalem 12 or 13 years before Nehemiah, had pro- 
bably gone back to Babylon and returned with him 
as his assistant to superintend the ecclesiastical 
affairs. He rendered valuable service to sacred litera- 
ture by writing out acomplete edition of the canon- 
ical Scriptures. Besides the book bearing his name, 
he was the reputed author of the ‘‘ Chronicles.” V. 
4, The Pulpit of wood :—This isthe only instance 
in which the word pulpit occurs in the Bible. Evi- 
dently « platform, rather than a pulpit in the modern 
sense, for 13 assistants stood beside him. These pro- 
bably officiated by turns, V. 7. In another part of the 
street, thirteen other Levites, were similarly ranged, 
making in all 27 officiating ministers. he order of 
service commenced with prayer, the people standing, 
and audibly responding Amen, meaning in Hebrew 
true, faithful, certain. Frequently used by our 
Saviour, translated verily:—used in the end of prayer 
in testimony of our assurance to be heard, (Shorter 
Catechism) V. 8 Then followed reading of Scripture 
—distinctly ; note that. Gave the sense, either ex- 
plained the meaning of the passages read—many of 
the people being very ignorant—or, translated from 
the Hebrew, sentence by sentence, into Chaldee, 
which had become the adopted language of the exiles 
in Babylon. A grand and imposing service it must 
have been, the people being moved to tears, vs. 9,10. 
The ceremonies would clase on the eighth day with 
the ‘‘Solemn Assembly,’’? Lev. 23: 36—That: Great 
Day of the Feast, John 7 : 37, on which Jesus “‘stood’, 
in Jerusalem, and, amid the shouts of the people and 
sounding of trumpets. cried, “‘ If any man thirst, let 
him come unto me and drink.”’ 

Tf it was a right thing for the Jews to observe 
seasons of special thanksgiving to God for his good- 
ness and mercy, why not for Christians also? Psalm 
107. 

The stupLE Worp oF Gop is in itself a great power.

interest is awakened concerning it, and an 
enthusiastic feeling bears it up before public 
notice. This is preeminently the case with Sab- 
bath-school work, and we regard the gain as 
the beginning of more hopeful results to the 
general welfare of the people and the higher 
efficiency of the Church of God. A school ser- 
vice in a congregation is beginning to be felt to 
be as truly a Divine service and an ordinance 
of God as that in which the ‘‘Word is preached” 
and the sacraments administered, a true obe- 
dience to thea Great Commission: ‘*Go teach 
all nations.” This department of Church work 
in unwonted popular esteem has a literature, in 
form at least, all its own ; adapted in its uni- 
form lessons to the child of seven, and the 
hoary-headed of seventy, carrying into the home 
means, and by its presence creating opportuni- 
ties to the parent of dealing with the head and 
heart of his children. Contributing resources 
that enables the faithful parent to gain the 
distinction won by Abraham, ‘‘1 know that he 
will command his children and his household 
after him, that the Lord may bring upon Abra- 
ham that which he hast spoken of him.” For 
all this let the Christian parents of our Church 
in this year of Our Lord give thanks and take

courage. 


Our people from the pulpit, down through 
the pews, in the homes, in our colleges and 
church courts need, (1) a higher appreciation 
of the issues, for good or evil, that are con- 
nected with this movement in religious instruc- 
tion. (2) A higher standard of well defined and 
clearly detailed knowledge of the Bible as a 
book setting forth the way of Salvation. This 
is needed in the average hearer of the Word 
preached, in the average teacher who is expected 
to minister to his class, and in the scholar as he 
passes along from the primary to the senior 
class and often is compelled to graduate into 
the teaching staff poorly furnished and reluc- 
tantly. (3) The school in all its details of 
work and workers, study helps, and finance, 
needs more intimate church connection. (4). 
We imperatively need prepared workers and 


established means by which the supply can be 
kept up. 

These necessities being in some degree realized,. 
and the Church honestly and earnestly seeking 
to meet them, there would by the Divine blessing 
be given to the educational department of church: 
work, a wider, a deeper, and healthier influence 
for the future. Towards this desirable result, - 
we regard the necessity of prepared workers, and 
how the supply is to be kept up is the impor- 
tant duty of the hour. In avery limited way 
and by a dubious consent, the agency to be em- 
ployed in bringing about these issues is named, 


NORMAL CLASSES. 


From four years steady application to this. 
work, we think we are ina position to say some- 
thing about it. Our last General Assembly by 
its finding and instruction to Presbyteries took 
an advance step in this direction in the follow- 
ing terms,—‘‘ Instruct Presbyteries to give at- 
tention to the oversight of Sabbath-school work 
within their bounds and to encourage the for-. 
mation of classes for training of teachers.” The 
designation of this agency, ‘‘NORMAL CLASSES” 
is appropriate. It is not for the study, or pre- 
paration of specific Scripture Lessons as required 
every week in the ‘‘ Teachers’ Meeting.” This 
is a means of great value in the teacher’s 
training and growing efficiency. No Church 
can afford to be without this help for the School 
services, but the specialty of the Normal Class 
is to deal with methods of study, investigation, 
preparation, methods of work in the school and 
out of school. 

The following Programme of the Preparatory 
Course just finished in the Ingersoll class will 
give a faithful idea of the character of the sub- 
jects that enter into the work :— 


The Sabbath-school work defined and its 
relations to other departments of work dis- 
cussed. 

The construction of the teacher’s text-book, 
or the principles on which it is put together. 

How to study the Bible for spiritual and 
personal profit. 

How to investigate Bible History and chrono- 
logy. 

How to investigate the continuity and growth 
of Revelation in Bible History. 

How to examine the abiding and temporary 
elements in Bible History. 

How to study the Bible for the work of 
teaching. 

How to prepare a Sabbath-school lesson. 

How to teach a Sabbath-school lesson. 


This specimen of subjects shews that the 
Normal Class is not merely a senior or advanced 
Bible class in the former sense of that term. 
The Normal Class is then a gathering of earnest

awakened men and women who are in the 
school as scholars or teachers. Aye, and parents 
being fitted for home work, dealing with vital 
principles in the study of God’s Word, and vital 
forms of doing God’s work. 

This will indicate’what is to be ‘understood 
‘by a Normal School. 


How 1s A NorMAL CLAss FoRMED ? 


The formation of such a class is preceeded by 
a clear statement from the pulpit of what is 
desired in the school department of work, and 
an explanation of the means that are adapted 
and required to reach efficiency. A conference 
is called with the view of organizing. In our 
first experience of this work all that came were 
welcomed to an appointed, well lighted, com- 
fortably seated, but not over large place of meet- 
ing. The class was always as large as was de- 
sirable, but varied in the persons present. 
When the character of the work became suffi- 
ciently well-known, there was established terms 
of membership ; such as an honourable promise 
from each member that he or she would attend 
the course of not less than twelve nights, noth- 
ing but impossibilities to prevent their being 
present at the. appointed hour, to be furnished 
with Bible and note book. 


Tue MANNER OF ConDUcTING IT.—At the 
hour and place appointed let the teacher be fully 
ready, even in small matters; to commence 
with praise, responsive reading of the Word and 
‘prayer, the whole service not to exceed ten 
minutes. Now comes the crucial point of suc- 
cess or failure in these classes. Rigidly chain 
yourself down to teaching methods, and as far as 
possible, without obtrusiveness of the fact, be 
a constant object lesson of ‘‘ How to teach, in 
manner, spirit and method.” Our experience is, 
the moment you begin to lecture or preach, as 
the case may be, you begin to put your class in 
the passive position of an audience, instead of 
bringing into play the universal law of teaching. 
Co-operation at once changes the passive 
audience into an active class. Deal with all 
your subjects on educational principles without 
parading that fact. The degree of success in 
this will carry along the Normal element which 
is the vital power in this enterprise. Insist on 
making points in the subject, not verbal and 
startling, but compact and fruitful, capable of 
an instructive analysis before the end of the 
class. Points that will be an uncurtained win- 
dow to the mind, or sound, germinant seed 
to the heart. Insist on every member taking 
notes, these points should be, however, roughly 
put on the blackboard, growing before the 
eye of the scholar, this will secure a judicious 
and helpful use of this educational appliance— 
Central facts, vital thoughts. “Knumerated 
results ought to flow from the point of the 
crayon. Thus with the eye and ear engaged 
and the board at work, mental activity is ex- 
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cited and directed, the soul of success is in the 
meantime attained, viz :—Jnterest, and Instruc- 
tion. Persevere and be patient, and rich reward 
will come. Beware of the mannerisms of the 
pulpit, and the prettiness or exhaustiveness of 
the Lecture Room. Never do what you can 
get your class to do. The subject in hand and 
to be illustrated is not homiletics, or how to 
frame a discourse about the truth, but the 
equally important subject of didactics, or how, 
together with the class, you can wrestle with the 
truth, to get its name, and its secret: this is 
surely the work of Israel. 


THE TIME OF HOLDING sucH CLAssES.—In 
this no arbitary counsel can be given, but it 
will be found that beginning in the end of 
September enables the class to have twelve 
nights before the bustle of Christmas and New 
Year. Resuming in the end of February, gives 
twelve nights before the warm weather is on. 
This is all that the teacher or the class should 
attempt. We have invariably insisted on the 
whole evening to this work. Two meetings 
crowded into one evening is found to end in 
disappointment and weakness. But there are 
so many matters for so many evenings that it 
seems impossible to get the required time, but, 
alongside of the weekly meeting for prayer, to 
the 8. S. teacher and the senior scholar, de- 
sirous to do what is best in preparation for work- 
ing in Christ’s kingdom, no means of interest 
and culture are as important to them as a 
vigorous Normal Class. Lectures, concerts, 
mutual improvement associations, and societies 
whose name are legion ought not to come into 
competition for one hour, viewed either in the 
light of personal. improvement or Church ne- 
cossities. 


How ARE THE RESULTS OF THE CLASES 
TESTED ?—By voluntary written examinations 
on the subjects taught. During the first term 
or beginning the work in a congregation or town, 
this test may be found difficult if not imprac- 
tical, but keep it before the class as a desirable 
end, issue a series of questions to be answered. 
at home from the notes taken, and the desire 
for such a test will grow. In the term just 
closed in the Ingersoll class we have had three 
written examinations, or six hours study work 
in answering questions without any help, into 
which two-thirds of the class enthusiastically 
entered and turned off work that would do cre- 
dit to institutions of a more prominent kind. 
Results in mental quickening are marked and 
encouraging, spiritual apprehension and appre- 
ciation single outin the Teacher’s meeting those 
who have taken the course from those who have 
not. Power to classify subjects of interest and 
thought and to marshal the hitherto confused 
information posessed is not the least of the bene- 
fits experienced. Deeper interest and wiser > 
work in the management of the class has given 
tone to the school. The Normal class work 
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offers a brighter view for the future of religious 
instruction and a truer perception of the Word 
of God. Of course the difficulties behind this 
hopeful form of Church work lie in a satisfactory 
course of lessons and thoroughly qualified Nor- 
mal class teachers, and to this question we will 
address ourselves next month.

if ing letter from Mr. Chiniquy. It has 
been a long time on the way, and seems to 
have gone round the world before reaching us. 
It is none the worse of that, however. We 
hope to hear from the good father from time to 
time. 


Cowlitz Prairie—Washington Territory, 
23rd August, 1878. 


Here I am to-day, in this remotest part of 
the North West of the United States, as I hope, 
and as you will see, brought by the hand of 
the God of the Gospel. 

In 1858, not long after the greater part of 
my colony of Illinois had given up the errors 
of Popery, I heard that one of our best French 
Canadian families of Kankakee was to leave us 
and start for Oregon. I did, but in vain, all 
that I could to dissuade them. There was 
no Railroad then to cross the plains of the 
West, and the only way to go through those 
3000 miles was by walking six months. 

I put before the eyes of my friend (his name 
was Joseph Goyette) the dangers of every kind 
for himself, his wife and his six young children, 
not only from the fatigue, but from the In- 
dians who were waiting after the emigrants to 
kill and plunder them. I showed him that 
not only he was exposing his life, but that he 
was ruining himself by such a long and costly 
voyage. 

He listened to my observations with a res- 
pectful and breathless attention, and answered, 
‘¢ Mr. Chiniquy, you are right when you say 
that I expose my life and the very existence of 
my family ; you are also correct when you tell 
me that the expenses of such a long voyage 
will ruin me. But God knows the motives 
which prompt me to leave this place and go so 


far away from you, and I hope He will protect 
me. Let me tell you those motives. So long 
as you have been faithful to your oaths, and 
that you were a good Catholic Priest, you know 
it well, I was among your most devoted friends, 
nothing pleased me more than your presence. 
I liked your company, and my family as well 
as myself were among the most punctual to 
attend your instructions. But now, you are 
an apostate, a Protestant! The faith of my 
family is already shaken, and I feel myself un- 
able to answer your sophism. I see only one 
way for escaping from your perverse example 
and influence ; it is to put such a distance be- 
tween you and me, that I will never hear any 
more of you. When there will be a whole con- 
tinent betweeu us I will have nothing to fear 
from your proselytising efforts. If I loose my 
fortune in the attempt, I will have my faith, 
and if I have to die on the plains of the Wost, 
God who knows why I go there, will give me a 
better life.” 

Though my heart was broken by the terrible 
illusions of that dear friend, I could not but 
admire his noble sentiments. I left him, but 
day and night I prayed God for him and his 
family. It seemed that they had even become 
dearer to me after that conversation. Two or 
three days before his leaving, I paid him a 
visit. I had brought with me a Bible (The 
Roman Catholic Edition of Lacy) and I pre- 
sented it to him, saying: ‘‘ My dear Goyette, 
please accept from me this Bible as a last token 
of our long friendship. This is a Roman Ca- 
tholic Bible; you are allowed by your own 
church to read it.” : 

Looking to me with evident indication of 
indignation, he answered : ‘‘ Please keep your 
Bible ; it is because you have too much read 
that dangerous book that you are lost to-day ; 
I will never read it.” These words struck me 
as if they had been a double-edged sword. I 
fell on my knees at his feet, and with tears. 
trickling down my cheeks, I said: ‘*My dear 
Goyette, do not refuse such a gift. It is the 
very Testament of our Saviour Jesus Christ ; do 
not refuse it.” 

By the great mercy of God...his heart was 
broken—he could not resist any longer ; with 
a trembling hand, he accepted the gift. And, 
in pressing my hand for the last time, he mixed 
his tears with mine. 

One or two days after, he left for Oregon ; 
and, for many years, I heard nothing of that 
family except that, on the plains, they had 
been attacked by the Indians who had stolen 
their horses and their furniture. But though 
I did not hear any thing from them, I never 
was a day without sending my humble prayers to 
the mercy seat for them. 

How can I tell you my joy, when eight years. 
ago, I received a letter from Mrs. Goyette, 
saying tome: ‘* Help us to bless the Lord for 
his mercy toward me, my husband and my dear: 
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children ! We have read the precious Bible 
you gave us before we left Kankakee, and 
through that reading, the saving light as it is 
in Jesus has come to us. We have detested 
the abominable errors of the Church of Rome 
and we have given them up. It is no more to 
the feet of the Priests, or the idols of the Pope 
that we will go to be saved, but it is to the 
feet of Jesus alone. Not only my whole family 
have given up the errors of Popery through 
that Bible, but a great number of French Ca- 
nadian Roman Catholics scattered around us, 
are shaken. They say that if you would come 
and visit us, they would also accept the Gospel 
of Jesus Christ as their only guide. Can you 
not come yourself, or send us some mission- 
aries? For we are like sheep without a shep- 
herd.” 


I have no words to tell you my joy at the 
reception of those glorious news. In my 
answer, I promised to do all in my power 
either to visit them myself, or send some one 
in my place. But unsurmountable obstacles 
made the accomplishment of my desire impos- 
sible ygar after year, I had to postpone that 
desired visit, till a year ago, when my doctor 
told me that the only way to restore my failing 
lungs, was to make a long voyage on the Pa- 
cific Ocean—and one of the reasons which 
made me turn my steps towards this Pacific 
Ocean, was that it would give me an oportuni- 
ty of visiting that interesting family with the 
numerous neophites whom they had prepared 
to follow Christ. When I reached San Fran- 
cisco, I learned that I had only 800 miles to 
travel North to go to the settlement of the 
Goyette family, and that five or six days navi- 
gation in one of the splendid steamers of the 
Pacific would land me near the place where 
they had gone, twenty years ago, that they 
might for ever be out of the reach of the apos- 
tate Chiniquy ! 


No! no words will ever be able to give you 
an idea of their joy and mine when I entered 
their happy home, the 12th of this month, and 
with what feelings of gratitude to God we knelt 
all to thank and bless Him for his mercies ! 
I have now spent thirteen days among those 
dear countrymen, going day after day, from 
house to house, carrying the good tidings of 
salvation—and I do not exagerate when I tell 
you that those days are among the most happy 
ones of my life. As the roads are very bad in 
this newly settled country, I had to walk the 
greater part of the time. But to walk through 
those forests of giant trees, which measure very 
often more than 250 feet, and whose gum fills 
the air with such fragance and perfume that 
we have to stop at every moment to enjoy and 
express our admiration, is the most pleasant 
thing you can imagine. Several times, the 
road bringing me along the shores of the Cow- 
litz river, “T had only to throw my line a mo-

one ! 


What delicious hours (I should rather say 
nights) I have spent from house to house, ex- 
plaining the Scripture and showing the mercies 
of God who has so much loved the world that 
he has sent his eternal Jesus to save it by 
dying on a calvary. How can I tell the breath- 
less attention and the unspeakable joy of those 
families in listening to the sublime and so 
simple teachings of the Gospel! And when, 
between two and three o’clock after midnight, 
they were asking me with tears of joy and re- 
pentance: ‘‘ What must we do to be saved ? 
‘‘ We for ever reject the errors of the Church 
of Rome-—We see it, eternal life is a gift—Sal- 
‘* vation is a gift—Jesus is a gift—His blood 
SO ies tal iG UMN be il We accept the gift—In 


“Yes ! when it was da becca evident to me, 
not only by their burning words of faith, but 
also by their tears of joy, that Salvation had 
come into those houses, just as it had come 
formerly into the house of Zaccheus, will you be 
surprised if I tell you that I was quite beside 
myself with joy! Then, falling on my knees 
in the midst of those redeemed of the Lamb, I 
said with the old Prophet: ‘ Bless the Lord, 
‘*Q my soul—and all that is within me 
‘‘ praise his holy name—For his mercy en- 
‘¢ dureth for ever.” 

I would have to write a big volume, were I 
to give the interesting details of some of those 
admirable conversions. Suffice to say that 
these last two weeks, in that way, eighty pre- 
cious souls have been wrenched from the iron 
grasp of Popery and brought to the feet of 
Jesus who has made them free with his word 
and pure with his blood.

i am happy to say here, that I have found a 
very talented and interesting young French 
Canadian Priest of Rome, who is absolutely 
disgusted with the unspeakable abominations 
he has witnessed in the bosom of that Church, 
and who is fully persuaded that she is the 
greatest enemy Christ has ever had. I hope 
I will, D.V. persuade him to come and work here. 

Some of the leading men of the Evangelical 
Protestant Churches of this Pacific region have 
presented to me so many honourable and tempt- 
ing inducements to take this Evangelical field 
for my own, that I see with gratitude to God. 
that they are in earnest : Let us hope and pray 
that this new and till now so neglected part 
of the Lord’s vineyard may be well cultivated 
and give rich and abundant fruits of salvation.

ARRIVAL IN AUSTRALIA. 
We are proud to see from the Sydney Witness 
‘that the good Father met with an enthusiastic 
reception on his landing in Australia. It was 
an ovation, in fact, on a princely scale. 


So soon as the steamer was signalled, a large 
-company, including some of the most prominent 
and influential laymen of Sydney, with the 
Revs. Messrs. Allen and Sutherland, set out in 
-a chartered steamer down the harbour, in the 
-gtillness of a beautiful Sabbath night. The 
notes of ‘‘ I’m not ashamed to own my Lord,” 
.and ‘‘ Hold the Fort for I am coming” were 
wwafted over the still waters. On approaching 
the incoming ship it was ascertained that the 

Rev. Charles Chiniquy was on board, when the 
midnight air was rent again and again with 
cheers. Then followed statements and responses 
between Mr. Chiniquy and Mr. Sutherland, 
the latter expressing the cordial welcome of 
many thousands of Protestants in Australia to 
the brave-hearted Reformer who had crossed 
7000 miles of ocean to visit them. The formal 
Janding was delayed till the next morning, when 
the illustrious stranger was conveyed in triumph 
to the Protestant Hall where a thanksgiving 
service was engagedin, The following evening, 
a public meeting was held in the same place, 
when an address of welcome was presented him 
in the presence of 2000 people, to which the 
venerable Father replied in terms of eloquence 
and deep pathos that drew forth enthusiastic 
applause.

On the 8th December they had the satisfaction 
of worshipping in their new and _ beautiful 
Church. More than 70 families connected with 
the congregation had suffered severely by the 
fire, having had their houses or their places ef 
business, or both, destroyed. The Church is 
built of pressed bricks with stone facings, its 
style is modern Gothic. It is a commodious, 
comfortable and handsome Church. The open- 
ing services were attended by immense congre- 
gations, Principal MacKnight preached in the 
morning. In the afternoon and evening, Rev. 
Dr. Hamlin (late of Constantinople), preached 
to large audiences. The day’s collections amount- 
ed $200. 

JACQUET River, N. B.—On the 29th Noy., 
a new church was opened at this place, the old 
one having been destroyed by fire in the spring 
of 1877. The Pastor, Rev. Thomas Nicholson, 
was assisted by Rev. S. Houston, and M, Mac- 
kenzie. A new Church will be erected at New- 
mills, the centre of Mr. Nicholson’s congrega- 
tion, next summer. 

ALBERTON, Ont.—A neat, substantial and 
comfortable brick church was opened for wor- 
ship at this place on Ist December, by the Rev. 
Dr. Gregg of Knox College, Toronto. The 
total cost of the church was $2,490 of which 
$2,000 is provided for.

A call 
from Springville congregation in favour of Rev. 
J.C. Meek, was sustained. Moderation in a 
call was granted to Economy and Five Islands 
congregation. 


Str. Joun, 12th November.—Rev. 8S. Houston 
appeared before the Presbytery to advocate the 
claims of the College Endowment Fund. A 
committee was appointed to mature a plan for 
visiting the various country congregations for 
the purpose of canvassing them for contributions, 
and to hold missionary meetings at the same 
time if practicable. Arrangements were made 
for the induction of Rev. E. Roberts, at Harvey. 
Home Mission work within the Presbytery was 
carefully considered. It was found that during 
the summer the work was carried on with un- 
usual success, and that the stations had contri- 
buted with more than usual liberality, Dr. 
Waters was appointed to moderate in a call at 
Fredericton on the 25th Nov. 


OrrawA: 3rd December.—Calls were sus- 
tained from the congregation of Buckingham in 
favour of Rev. William Caven, late of Frederic- 
ton, N. B., and from the congregations of Cum- 
berland, Clarence and Navan in favour of Rev.

LANARK AND RENFREW: 19th November.— 
Twenty ministers and seven elders were present. 
The principal business was that arising out of 
the Presbytery’s Home Mission report. Within 
the bounds there are 24 mission stations, with 
an average attendance of 2000 persons. Ar- 
rangements were made as far as possible to sup- 
ply this wide field during the winter. A leng- 
thened conference was held on the subject of 
baptism, with special reference to the question 
whether it should in any case be administered 
where neither parent has made a public pro- 
fession of religion. Six students were certified 
to the several colleges where they intend pur- 
suing their studies. The subject of employing 
qualified teachers to train precentors, and also 
how best to improve the service of praise in the 
Sabbath-schools, was remitted to a committee, 
of which Mr. Burns, Perth, isconvener. Notice 
of motion for the formation of women’s foreign 
missionary associations was given. e 


Linpsay: 26th November.—It was announced 
that Mr. Ross of Pictou had declined the call to 
Woodville. The meeting was chiefly occupied 
with making arrangements for holding the an- 
nual missionary meetings in the congregations, 
the details indicating that the Presbytery de- 
siderates ‘‘ addresses switable to such occasions,” 
and ‘* that full information be given respecting 
the schemes of the Church,” ‘that particular 
attention be given to the formation of missionary 
associations in each congregation ;” and, also, 
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‘¢that the assistance of the Elders be secured 
at the missionary meetings.” 

[These are admirable and well-timed sugges- 
tions. The only way to secure good meetings 
is to provide a good bill of fare. The pulpit is 
the place for sermons ; from the platform people 
expect to receive «tnformation,—‘‘ the latest 
news” from the mission fields of our own 
Church, and other Churches. If it were put to 
the test, it would be surprising to find how few 
know even the names of our beloved mission- 
aries in foreign fields. Ep. | 

Wuitsy : 3rd December.—A sederunt was 
occupied with a very interesting and profitable 
conference on the state of religion. The Pres- 
bytery appointed a committee to take oversight 
of the Sabbath-school work within the bounds, 
and report annually, A Sabbath-school con- 
vention will be held early in the winter at 
Whitby. It was agreed that the subject of our 
mission work be brought before our congrega- 
tions from all our pulpits on some Sabbath 
during this winter, and also that ministers and 
Sessions should make arrangements for holding 
public missionary meetings. Certain remits 
from the General Assembly were also considered. 

BaRRiE: 26th November.—It was agreed to 
send a circular to sessions and congregations 
shewing the measure of giving as compared with 
the average of the whole Church and with that 
of the Presbytery.

STRATFORD: 19th November.—Application 
was made on behalf of Rev. John Kay that he 
be received as minister of this Church. It was 
agreed to hold a public Sabbath-school con- 
ference at Stratford on the 22nd January next. 
The Rev. W. A. Wilson was ordained to the 
work of the holy ministry and inducted to the 
charge of the Second Presbyterian Church, 
Stratford. 


GuELPH: 19th November.—Attention was 
called to those cases in which congregations and 
mission stations had not contributed to the 
schemes of the Church, or had not given in full 
statistical returns. Sabbath-schools were in- 
structed to send in replies to the questions con- 
tained in the General Assembly’s circular. Mis- 
sionary deputations were instructed to enquire 
in the congregations they were appointed to 
visit, if missionary associations are in operation, 
and to urge the formation of such. A committee 
was appointed to consider the remit on a general 
Sustentation Fund, andreport. It was reported 
that a new congregation had been erected at 
Douglas, embracing 66 communicants. The 
special attention of the Presbytery was directed 
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to the state and wants of the General Assembly’s 
Home Mission Fund. ; 


MANITOBA ITEMS. 


The people of Gladstone (100 miles west of 
Winnipeg) have decided to build a church cost- 
ing $1,500 or $2,000, and about a thousand is 
subscribed. Rev, James Duncan reached Prince 
Albert on the 16th of October, and the Rev. P. 
Straith who had been assisting at Prince Albert 
immediately returned to Battleford (150 miles.) 
A traveller lately returned from our Sioux 
mission at Fort Ellice says the Indians raised a 
good crop. In all the houses of the band, 
family worship is held regularly morning and 
evening. A consignment of clothing has lately 
gone west from Winnipeg people to Okanase, 
Mr. Flett’s mission. Donald McVicar, a full 
blooded Cree and a ward of the Foreign Mission 
Committee, is pursuing his studies at Manitoba 
College and is a promising student. Surprise 
is expressed at the illegal action of the Home 
Mission Committee in removing Prince Albert 
from the jurisdiction of the Presbytery of Mani- 
toba. Knox Church congregation is temporarily 
worshipping in Winnipeg City Hall and hag an 
attendance of 600. A new church is to be 
opened in Millbrook Township in a fortnight. 
Hon. Donald Gunn—a Caithness man—the 
founder of the Little Britain congregation—died 
recently. He will be missed. Mr. Lyon, the 
Synodical missionary of the State of Minnesota 
lately visited Rev. John Scott, our border mis- 
sionary, and agreed with him on several mea- 
sures for the advancement ef the cause. The 
Beautifal Plains District (5 stations); Pointe 
des Chénes group, (4stations) ; and Springfield 
and Sunnyside group, (3 stations) are urgently 
calling for missionaries : ‘‘Come over and help

SCHEMES OF THE CHURCH IN THE 
MARITIME PROVINCES. 


Rev. Dr. McGrecor, the Agent of the 
Church in the Lower Provinces, represents the 
financial condition of affairs in the East to be 
extremely unsatisfactory, and has forwarded to 
us a lengthened statement for publication, in 
substance as follows, to which we invite the 
earnest consideration of all concerned. 

I.—Home Missions. ‘For years back, there 
has been no adverse balance, but the tide seems 
to be turning. At the last meeting of the 
Committee, the claims of Presbyteries voted, 
and to be voted at next meeting, exceed pre- 
sent balance on hand, by $1500 besides $500 
to be provided for Manitoba College. 

IJ].—SuPPLEMENTING FuND. We are now in 
debt fifteen hundred dollars, and in January 
have the semi-annual payments to meet of three 
thousand two hundred dollars, and therefore 
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should have four thousand seven hundred dollars 
in a month from this date. To meet this large 
sum, every congregation should make an early 
effort. The weaker charges, even those receiving 
aid, as well as the more wealthy. 

But all the money will not be furnished. 
Here there is an opportunity for men whom 
the Lord has blessed with means, to come to 
the front, and say to the Committee : ‘‘ Gentle- 
men, you must reduce your expenditure. Some 
of these congregations long receiving aid, must 
be thrown on their own resources. And on this 
condition, we will give handsomely to deliver 
you from your present embarassment, and 
enable the church to fulfil her engagements to 
the letter.” We look expectantly for such en- 
couragement. 


I1].—Forenicn Missions. ‘¢ Here we must 
confess, notwithstanding our special appeal, to 
a heavy debt. What its amount is, I do not 
wish that our brethren in the West should 
know. Hitherto they have conceded that in 
proportion to ability, we excelled them in 
Foreign Missions, as they surpassed us in the 
Home field. But we shall carry the banner no 
longer, unless we not only stand fast but ad- 
vance. Dr. Duff’s remark about the churches 
‘¢ playing at Missions ” is too applicable to this 
latitude. Our people within a hundred miles 
of Halifax have spent about as much on seeing 
the Marquess and Princess, as they have given 
to Foreign Missions for a year. It is of course 
well known that scores, yea hundreds, who are 
ready to pray at call, and if need be to speak 
to the question, give a dollar for tobacco for every 
quarter that they give to send the Gospel to 
the heathen. 

“‘T know of no promising opening in the 
Home field rejected for want of means, but our 
Trinidad and New Hebrides Missions are at a 
stand, and the hearts of the Missionaries de- 
jected, because there are no funds to send men. 
Please read letters of Messrs. Robertson and 
Annand, in other columns, and call to memory 
the appeals of Messrs. Morton and Grant. Yet 
alas tell it not in Gath ! when our Committee 
will meet next week, the question will not be 
shall we send another messenger of glad tid- 
ings ? for our christian people practically forbid 
that question to be raised. The question must 
be, rather, SHALL WE CALL HOME A MISSIONARY 
and shall it be Morton, Grant, McKenzie, Ro- 
bertson, or Annand? Nothing can prevent 
such a question coming up, but an awakening 
of our people to the grandeur and glory of the 
great commission, a deeper sense of their own 
obligations to the Lord Jesus and to his cause, 
and a general uprising to discharge our obliga- 
tions to the heathen world, and to obey the 
command laid by our Lord on His church—to 
preach the Gospel to every creature. No money 
to spread the Glorious Gospel! but plenty for a 
seat at the concert, a place at the opera, a 


dress for the skating earnival, and a pleasure 
tour to the most fashionable resort! Shades 
of Geddie, Morrison and Gordon, what think 
ye of our present attitude ? Indolent or urgent, 
we are watched by a cloud of witnesses, and 
by a greater than they, and the question for 
every christian and for every man is, am IJ run- 
ning this race with constancy, looking away to 
Jesus, and so discharging my stewardship as 
not to be ashamed before him at his coming?”

HOME MISSION COMMITTEE MEETING. 


The Semi-annual Meeting of the Home Mis- 
sion Committee, Eastern Section, was held in 
Halifax, on 7th November, Rev. Dr. Waters, 
in the chair; Rev. P. G. McGregor, Secretary. 
The congregations of St. John’s and Harbour 
Grace agreed to aid the Bay of Islands congre- 
gation with $150 per annum until further 
notice. Intimation was made and resolutions 
of thanks adopted for grants from the Free 
Church of Scotland—#£50 for the New Kincar- 
dine Church, and £60 to aid a Gaelic-speaking 
student; £86 stg. from the Colonial Com- 
mittee of the Church of Scotland, towards the 
supplementing fund. Since the meeting, the 
Treasurer has received £100 from the Presby- 
terian Church of Ireland which has been placed 
to the credit of the Supplementing Fund. The 
Rev. H. Gunn’s departure for Bett’s Cove, and 
the Rev. J. R. McKean’s designation to, and 
sailing for Bermuda were intimated. Claims 
of Presbyteries for the past half year were 
allowed: That of St. John being the largest— 
$544.31. It is noted however that the people’s 
payments in this Presbytery, were nearly three 
dollars for every one they received. It was 
agreed to call the attention of all the Presby- 
teries, to the policy of the General Assembly 
to have the ability of all Mission Stations, and 
weak charges to pay, estimated by Presbytery, 
and such estimate being approved by the Com- 
mittee, its liability will be limited, in ordinary 
cases, to making good the difference between 
that amount, and the stipend promised to pro- 
bationer or student. It was found that there 
were just 10 preachers on the list besides those 
located. Rev. Samuel Russell was appointed 
to New Kincardine, and the other nine distri- 
buted among the Presbyteries.

Obituary. 


THE Rev. ALEXANDER Lewis, of Mono 
Mills, Ont., departed this life on the 4th De- 
cember, at the ripe age of 88. Mr. Lewis was 
ordained to the office of the ministry in Nova 
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Scotia in the year 1822. He came to Canada 
in 1837 and joined the United Synod of Upper

existing. He retired from the active duties of 
the ministry in 1865. His funeral was largely 
attended. For many years his parish in reality 
extended over several Townships. Presbyter- 


 ianism owes much to his indefatigable labours 


in this section of country. He kept the lamp 


_ burning at a time and under circumstances, 
in which in ordinary hands, it must soon have 


been extinguished. Thus another of the old 
landmarks has been removed. The numerous 
Presbyterian churches that are now to be seen, 
only six or seven miles apart, for more than 20 
miles square, bear witness to his zeal in the 
Master’s cause. 

He was a man of more than average ability 
in the pulpit. His forté was his peculiar tact 
and talent in his private intercourse with the 
people of his charge. He was remarkably 
punctual and regular as regards ministerial ap- 
pointments and duties. Mr. Lewis has left 
‘behind him the record of a busy and successful 
life. He died in the assurance of faith.

The Committee of arrangements spared no 
efforts to render the meetings interesting and 
profitable, and although the attendance was not 


so large as was anticipated, there is yet reason 


to believe that a good purpose has been served, 
and that as time goes on, and the object of such 
gatherings becomes better understood, they will 


_ be better appreciated. 


THe PLATFORM was certainly a good one :— 
Dr. Arthur T. Pierson, of Detroit, Dr. Robert 


_F. Burns of Halifax, Dr. J. B. Fraser, for many 


years a missionary in the Island of Formosa, 
and the Rev. R. N. Grant of Ingersoll, were the 
speakers from a distance ; while Dr. Jenkins, 
the Moderator of the General Assembly, Prin- 
cipal MacVicar, the Chairman of the Board of 
French Evangelization, and Professor J. Clarke 
Murray, L. L. D., were the presiding officers on 
the several evenings devoted to the discussion 
respectively of Home Missions, French Evan- 
gelization, and Foreign Missions. The Rey. J. 
S. Black of Erskine Church, Montreal, and the 
Rey. Donald Ross, missionary-elect to Prince 
Albert, N. W.T., had also places assigned to 
them. 

Tur SPEAKING was characterized by unusual 
excellence. It is impossible for us to give even 
an outline of the addresses. All we can at- 
tempt to do is to indicate a few of the leading 
lines of thought. 


The Home Mission field of our Church was 
claimed to be one of the very largest of all the 
home missionary fields in the world, and if it be 
true,.as no one doubts, that we are laying the 
foundation in this Dominion of a great and popu- 
lous empire, the work assumes an importance 
second to no other Christian enterprize. The 
uumber of missionaries employed during the past 
summer was two hundred and forty, and the 
number of preaching stations, fowr hundred. 
The Appeals made in support of home missions 
were three-fold. (1). Patriotism. There was not 
a better poor man’s country in the world than 
Canada. Nine-tenths of the people had come 
to this country poor. They could never have 
bettered their condition in the over-populated 
countries whence they came. Here the great 
majority of them had secured for themselves and 
their families independent comfort, and, in 
many instances they had risen to wealth, posi- 
tion and influence. It was the Church’s duty to 
care for the highest interests of the people, and 
to guard against socialism and other evils which 
are sapping the foundation of constitutional 
liberty in older countries. 


(2) Denominationalism demands an aggres- 
sive as well as a progressive attitude on the 
part of the church. A good Presbyterian has 
no quarrel with other Evangelical churches, 
but the man who has most brotherly love toward 
others is usually found to be the man who is most 
attached to his own church, and is the man who 
gives most to support public charities. (3) 
Gratitude to God for the blessings of christianity 
we ourselves enjoy is the highest and noblest 
ground of appeal for the support of missions. 
The whole plan of Redemption has been one 
great system of giving at the hand of God. The 
true christian cannot do otherwise: for, “the 
Love of Christ constraineth us.” 


THE FRENCH EVANGELIZATION is essentially 
a branch of the Home Mission work of this 
Church. With regard to the political as- 
pirations and the Hierarchical assumptions of 
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the Church of Rome we may agree to differ from 
them ; but, against the dogmas, and the enslav- 
ing doctrinal system of Rome, we are as much 
bound to protest as were our forefathers of the 
Reformation. The million and a quarter of our 
French-speaking fellow-countrymen have as 
much right as we to an open Bible, to the right 
of private interpretation, and to freedom of 
thought and speech as we have. Dr. Pierson 
arraigned three principal corruptions of the 
Church of Rome.—The corruption of the 
doctrine of justification by Faith: the doc- 
trine of the intercession of saints: and that 
of the infallibility of the Church. He warned 
Protestants against sending their children to 
be educated in nunneries. 


Forrigxs Misstons—The addresses on this 
subject were especially interesting and instruc- 
tive. Dr. Pierson’s speech on Foreign Missions 
was one of the most eloquent and telling speeches 
we ever listened to. He shewed, to begin with, 
that our warrant and encouragement in send- 
ing the Gospel to heathen lands were to be 
found alike in the word of God and in the Pro- 
vidence of God. That word fist invites us to 
come ourselves,—‘‘ Come unto me all ye that 
labour and are heavy laden.” And next it 
says—‘‘ go ye into all the world.” He pointed 
out the adaptations of the Gospel to the diver- 
sified circumstances and needs of all people 
that on earth do dwell. It commended itself 
to the lowest type of humanity—the savage 
Zulu, as well as to the highest type of heathen 
civilization—the learned Hindoo, and the edu- 
cated Chinaman. ‘The results in the Sandwich 
Islands, Polynesia, and Madagascar, were such 
as to silence the allegation that the Missions 
of the 19th century had been a failure. Ina 
wonderful manner doors had been opened in 
India, China, Japan, and other countries which 
had for centuries been hermetically sealed 
against the missionary. Still the Protestant 
Churches look on and hesitate to advance ! 
while they are able to send, and ought to send 
at once, 1000 missionaries to Africa, and 1000 
to China, and 1000 to Japan, and ten thousand 
to India. Why is it that Syria, the cradle of 
Christianity, is reduced to such a state of de- 
gradation ? The first to receive the Gospel, 
The churches planted there never became mis- 
sionary churches, therefore they died out. 
When the Canadian Church ceases to be a mis- 
sionary church, she may expect the same fate. 


The missionary enterprize is a question of 
Fidelity, of Faith, and of Fellowship. Speak 
of retrenchment because of the difficulty of 
raising money! That were a strange remedy 
to suggest to an army of occupation. The 
‘want of means” should rather be the well- 
understood note of alarm, such as was given 
by Nehemiah to his soldier-builders on the 
walls of Jerusalem—a sign for rallying to the 
weak point—a call for concentration. The 


churches want to be aroused. If they will not. 
be stirred up in any other way, God may send, 
as he has often done before, his messenger of 
persecution among them. Self-saerifice is the 
truest test of fidelity. We want to realize our 
fellowship with our brethren who have hazarded 
their lives in heathen Jands—and with the 
heathen themselves. The whole basis of our 
giving for missionary purposes is wrong, alto- 
gether wrong, and must be revolutionized. The 
christian church has yet to learn the Bible 
doctrine of ‘*Stewardship.” Of those who give 
for missions, some give grudgingly; very few 
‘¢as God has prospered them.” Even intelli- 
gent christians fall into the mistake that the 
Scriptural measure of liberality is reached when 
one tenth is laid on the altar. That was the 
minimum fora Jew. What should the mazt- 
mum be for a Christian ? Clearly all he can. If 
a man who has £100 a year ought to give £10 
to the Lord, how much should the man who 
has £1000, or £10,000 a year give ? The pro- 
portion of giving should rise with the increase 
of income. Upon this principle an income of 
£1000 should yeild one fourth and an income 
of £10,000, three fourths, at least, to the Lord’s 
treasury. There ought to be a certain amount 
of consistency as respects the amounts expended 
by christian people upon their own houses and 
places of worship and the sums contributed for 
the special maintenance of the Gospel among 
the nine millions of the human race who have 
not yet heard the name of Jesus.

‘came to our church last month. The first sun- 


day he borrowed a New Testament, the second 
sunday he paid for it, and the third sunday was 
telling me how differently he feels and how much 
happier, having found what he had vainly look- 
ed for in the confessional box. Another, Mr. 
J—, of C—, stepped into our church on the Ist 
sunday of November; quietly he listened ; 
came back; expressed his preference for the 
little French Protestant Church, lost his 
situation, and the week after was chased out of 
his earthly home. Young but hopeful he was 
seen again in the church, and the Lord reward- 
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ed his faith in providing for him a place where 
to earn an honest living. 

We generally receive them at the hand of Rome, 
very ignorant of the most simple truth. But 
it is interesting to see at the bible-class men in 
their sixties sitting attentively by the side of 
younger men and women. One of them, for 
the first time, the other day, in a prayer meet- 
ing poured his whole soul before God, living 
and evidently present in the humble and touch- 
ing language of prayer. 

I have, in many of them, efficient helpers in 
the work, anxious to see others partaking of 
the same treasure, and thus avail themselves 
of all and every opportunity to speak a word 
of the Gospel, and often, at the close of conver- 
sations and discussions, people have been in- 
duced to venture in the church. Through their 
instrumentality 21 N. Testaments and hun- 
dreds of tracts have found happy new owners. 
It is true that those attending occasionally, or 
frequently, are not all acknowledged pro- 
testants, but they are as many friends of the 
cause of Christ, and in that way the whole 
country is being leavened with truth and as- 
pirations for liberty. Those are the very ones 
that will take part in any social or religious 
movements our great Dominion will be called 
to witness ; and, as Elijah, we shall wonder at 
the seven thousand who do not bow before 
Baal. I was very much surprised one day to 
hear on the wharf a man who, on a previous 
occasion, had strongly defended Rome, then 
vindicating the cause of Protestants and the 
Gospel. 

Let our Church appreciate the magnitude of the 
work intrusted to her, not by the few hundreds 
of converts, the few churches erected or in course 
of erection : that certainly ought to be enough 
to stir up one’s courage and generosity and al- 
low no section of that work to suffer for want of 
adequate means. But a much wider and deeper 
work is now in progress. I do believe that the 
sowing season may be long, the germinating 
process may be long. But let us look forward 
and the harvest will be rich.

no Home Mission stations in Newfound- 
land, the only representatives of Presby- 
terianism being found in St. John’s and Har- 
bour Grace, where these were then self-sustain- 
ing congregations. But a Presbytery being or- 
ganized immediately after, it began te look 
around for opportunities to extend its borders, 
and having heard that about 20 families of 
Presbyterians were living near each other in

the Bay of Islands, application was at once 
made to the Home Mission Board to send aman 
to labour among them. 


I was ordained and sent to spy out this land. 
As a full account of the first summer’s work 
was published in the Recorp, nothing further 
need be said of it now. By generous aid given 
by the friends in St. John’s and Harbour Grace, 
the little church then commenced has been 
completed and paid for. During the spring of 
1877 a congregation was organized with a com- 
munion roll of sixteen, nine being admitted by 
certificate and seven by profession. 


During the next year the work was continued. 
That work consisted in preaching the Gospel 
twice every Sabbath, often three times in dif- 
ferent places, and to audiences, varying from 
15 to 75, teaching two Bible classes, and in 
conducting prayer meetings twice every week 
in the church and in the school-house, three 
miles distant. When the winter set in on us 
we began to think of how to make the long 
evenings profitable. Much time and money 
have been spent in this placein drinking, gamb- 
ling, and their accompanying abominations, and 
some counteracting agency was much needed. 
Many too have got their eyes a little opened and 
desired something better. It was decided to 
organize a Mutual Improvement Society on 
Total Abstinence Principles. This was in 
Corner Brook. Those living near the Church 
followed our example and organized a Secret 
Temperance Society. Nearly 100 persons of 
all denominations joined the two Societies, 
taking a pledge of total abstinence from all that 
intoxicates. Many of them were hard drinkers, 
who to a man kept their pledge. I have little 
faith in Temperance pledges apart from Chris- 
tianity, and I was careful to instruct those who 
waited on my ministry of the necessity of seek- 
ing strength from Him whocame tosave. And 
as our communion season came round in April, 
I had the pleasure of admitting to the Church 
by public profession fourteen new members. 
Four had been added during the year by certi- 
ficate and so our communion roll was more than 
doubled. Last winter was a very hard winter. 
The herring fishery was a total failure. Lum- 
bering operations almost entirely ceased, and on 
these two industries our people depended, and if 
relief works had not been commenced many 
poor in the Bay could have hardly escaped 
starvation. But notwithstanding the hard 
times and the certainty that many would leave 
if times did not brighten, the congregation de- 
termined to make arrangements for the perma- 
nent occupation of the field by inviting me to. 
take regular charge of the congregation, and 
undertaking to build a manse. The latter has 
been progressing slowly during the summer, 
and will be completed this autumn. But how 
the bills were to be met was a problem for 
financiers. A few members who took special 
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interest in the matter proposed having a bazaar 
and tea-meeting. Nothing of the kind had 
ever been tried here and the prospects of suc- 
cess were good. Our friends in Harbour Grace, 
St. John’s, and the different parts of Nova 
Scotia were invited to assist us, and most 
‘liberal donations in money and useful and fancy 
oods were received. Quite a number of inter- 
ested friends forwarded us contributions unsoli- 
cited, so when Aug. 8th came round we were 
able to make a very respectable appearance, 
though on a small scale. A large gathering in 
a small settlement is impossible, money too was 
very scarce ; but enough came to leave us, after 
all expenses were paid, $350.00. The people 
had given considerable value in labour, and 
had subseribed liberally, but our numbers are 
small, and though we have done our best there 
will still be unpaid bills to the amount of about 
$300. Such are the principle facts in connec- 
tion with this mission. ' So far the results 
have been quite satisfactory. The people have 
contributed liberally to the support of the 
mission and something to the schemes of the 
Church. Twenty-five have made public pro- 
fession of Faith in Christ, two Sabbath-schools 
and two prayer-meetings have been kept up a 
considerable part of the time, two day schools, 
rincipally supported by our people, have been 
maintained for a united period of nearly three 
years, and during my absence this autumn for 
five weeks, services were conducted in the Church 
regularly on Sabbath mornings by persons who 
when I came here were careless about religious 
matters, having never made a profession. 
Services were also conducted regularly in 
Corner Brook both on Sabbath and Wednesday 
evening. The Home Mission Board of the 
Presbytery of Newfoundland have supported us 
liberally and given us every encouragement and 
we hope the time may come when we can re- 
ay it all by assisting and encouraging some 
other struggling mission station on this island.

LETTER FROM Ray.’ G. ‘lL. Mackay: 
Tamsui, 7th October, 1878. 


Dar Sir :—I thank you heartily for the, 


interesting letter you sent, and for regularly 
forwarding the ‘‘ Record” to me. It is soul- 
reviving to hear how the Lord’s work is pro- 
gressing in dear Canada, for I won’t conceal it, 
in very many places the people seemed cold 
enough when I was going through the country 
before leaving for Formosa. ‘There were many 
noble exceptions and I love to think of them as 
oases in the desert. But blessed be God: glory 
be to His great name, there is a change, and 
now the Church in our beloved Dominion is 
awake and is doing a glorious work: let her not 
rest satisfied however, she is not doing half of 


what she can accomplish. As I look at the figures 


which one Church in Montreal cost, a feeling 


creeps over me which I cannot describe, for 


200 splendid chapels could be put up in North. 


Formosa for what that one immense building in 
Montreal cost. Think of it! O think of 200 
chapels in North Formosa ; why the heathen 
temples would soon crumble to dust ; think of 
it ! heathenism would soon disappear before such 
light. Such a number of chapels would fill the 


North of this Island with places of worship.» 


No matter, the day will come and that day is 
not far distant when Christ Jesus will reign 
throughout the whole of poor Formosa and 
idolatry will be no more, 

You ask about the aborigines here, well, 
they are divided into two classes, viz: those 
who roam in the mountains and have not sub- 
mitted to the Chinese and are called by the 
latter ‘‘Chhi hoan,” (wild barbarians), and 
those who have submitted some 100 years ago, 
some 50, some 25, &c., and some since I landed 
here. They are called by the Chinese ‘Sek 
hoan,” (ripe, 7. e., civilized barbarians or for- 
eigners). This is the name given to them in 
the North here, and the difference between 
them and the savages (Chhi-hoan) is simply 
this, they, or their fathers or forefathers, have 
submitted to the Chinese rule and shave their 
heads in token of their submission. The sava- 
ges are either being cut off now by the Chinese 
or compelled by degrees to submit, and when 
they put on the Chinese yoke they are called 
here ‘*Sek-hoan.” It is amongst those ‘‘ Sek- 
hoan,” or (‘* Pi-po-hoan,” as they are called in 
the South), that our brethren of the E. P. 
Church have laboured somuch. Here we have 
only one station, that is, Sin-Kang amongst 
them. I thank God that our work is amongst 
the Chinese. 

These Sek-hoan live in very small villages or 
hamlets here in the North and are surrounded 
by crowded cities, towns, and villages of Chinese. 
It is a mistake to say that these aborigines in 
the North occupy a belt between the Chinese 
and savages their kinsmen. They are not 
numerous here and are just about swallowed up 
by the Chinese. Itis also a mistake to con- 
sider them a mixed race. I have only space to 
state about the native preachers here that. they 
are able, devoted, earnest, and faithful young 
men, and in my opinion this island must be 


converted by her own sons, so also China’s mil- 


lions. They can do work that few Europeans 
could do. We are blessed here ; we have more 
trained men than openings. 


We have now 14 chapels and a trained na- 
tive preacher in each, and we have several ready 
at any time to go forth as heralds of the eross. 


Mr. Junor tells me that he agrees heartily 
with my mode of procedure. 
labours have been blessed abundantly, it is gra- 
tifying to hear him say so. I congratulate the

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church in sending forth such a noble fellow- 
worker. Full of common sense, zeal, and de- 
-yotion, his labours will be blessed here. Mrs. 
4 Junor is of like spirit, and now something more 
will be done for the poor women in North For-

Conference on Missions. 


| INCE the General Conference on Missions, 
in 1860, there has been no united ga. 
‘ thering to receive tidings from the various 
foreign fields or to consult jointly concerning 
future plans. About a year ago the secretaries 
_of the British Missionary Societies were led to 
take action for holding such a meeting in Lon- 
‘don. After some delay it was resolved to in- 
vite representatives from the various Associations 
interested in the spread of the Gospel abroad to 
‘meet in conference during the week beginning 
Oct. 21, in the large hall of the institution at 
_ Mildmay-park, London. 
: In response to this invitation a fairly re- 
: presentative company, in which not only Bri- 
“tain, but America and several Continental coun- 
_ tries, were represented, supplemented by numer- 
- ous missionaries, either now or formerly working 
_ in the foreign field, assembled in Mildmay Con- 
ference Hall on the evening of Monday, Oct. 
21. 
The importance and interest of the subject 
can scarcely be exaggerated. But the atten- 
. dance was not considered satisfactory.

_ Dr. Mutiens (London Missionary Society), 
_ spoke on the increased co-operation of missions 
_ to overtake the wider. opportunities offered for 
- the propagation of the Gospel. The discoveries 
of Stanley led to the missions of the Church of 
- England on Lake Nyanza. Then followed a 
third scheme, learning from the others, carried 
out by the London Missionary Society. Be- 
_ tween these there has been much fraternal inter- 
communication. The world misunderstands us. 
_ Though we have differences we have one evan- 
gelical faith. In foreign countries the union of 
missionaries and their converts is very close. 
In London the secretaries of the various mis- 
sions meet together monthly for prayer ; and at 
these meetings the idea of this Conference ori- 
ginated. Our brotherly goodwill is strong and 
constant, our collisions remarkably few. Agents 
of different missions preach together, and travel 
together. In 1829 Williams divided the land 
with the Wesleyan missionaries, and the com- 
pact was ratified by the home churches. A like 


arrangement was made in the Punjaub ; so also 
in China. Because we have one Lord, one 
faith, and one baptism; one commission to 
preach, not ourselves, but Jesus Christ,—how 
can we have but one heart and one spirit in ful- 
fiding thatcommission. Surely in our relations 
henceforth there should be a greater fellowship, 
a greater readiness to serve one another, and so 
serve our lost fellow-men. Alone, each mission- 
ary is a power, but combined how great their 
force! Brotherly love in the sowing has been 
specially owned of God in the largeness of the 
harvest. We talk of ‘the thin red line” of En- 
glishmen who confronted their enemies. What. 
were they to the small number who confront 
thé hundreds of millions of idolators in India. 
Labouring in unity of spirit, denominationalism 
ceases to be an evil and becomes a good. The 
field is too large for any one line of operation. 
Lines of truth and service beiug sharply defined, 
we have varieties of operation, and there is 
room for them all. Individuality is called out, 
and personal interest is excited in the highest 
degree. Let us increase, deepen, and strength- 
en our unity. The service is the noblest 
human life can offer. Satisfied shall the workers 
be if the Master says at length, ‘‘ Inasmuch as 
ye have done it unto the least of these my 
brethren, ye have done it unto Me.” 


SOUTH AFRICA. 


Dr. Moffat, the ‘‘ Nestor” of mission work 
in Africa, responded to the call of the Chairman. 
He was always willing, he said, to hear and to: 
speak about Africa ; since he laid himself on the 
missionary altar in 1816 he had always been 
ready to advocate the claims of the part of the 
world in which he hadsolong laboured. After 
speaking of himself and the state of his health, 
which, considering his advanced years, he could 
regard with thankfulness, he turned to the sub- 
ject of Christian efforts in Africa. The first at- 
tempts in that continent were made by the 
London Missionary Society, which, as he re- 
marked, had also been a pioneer society in the 
South Sea Islands, China and Madagascar ; they 
were followed up by the Moravian missionaries, 
who devoted themselves exclusively to the Hot- 
tentots ; and since then the work had gone on 
among tribes the very names of which are un- 
familiar to us at home, and with so much suc- 
cess as to point to the need for, and greatly to 
encourage, future efforts. 


LOVEDALE. 


Dr. Stewart, of the Free Church Mission, 
read an interesting paper, dealing with the aims, 
principles, and results of Lovedale, He re- 
marked that Lovedale les about 700 miles 
north-east of Cape Town, on asmall river which 
once formed the boundary of Kaffraria proper. 
The aims of Lovedale are very varied, though it 
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has one to which all others are subordinate ; 
they may be expressed somewhat in detail thus : 

First. —To train as preachers such young men 
as may be found, intellectually and spiritually, 
fit for the w ork. Second. rain teachers 
for native schools. Third.—To trait a certain 
number in various arts of civilized life, such as 
waggon-building, blacksmithing, carpentering, 
printing, bookbinding, telegraphy, and general 
agricultural work. ouwrth.—To give a general 
education to those whose course in life is not 
yet decided. 


There are two main departments in the 
institute—the male and the female. The 
buildings are separated by some short distance ; 
in both, the work carried on is educational and 
industrial. But while each department of 
work has its own special aim, and there is also 
a great variety of detail, the Institution, as a 
whole, is carried on with one primary aim and 
important results 
the essential aim of Lovedale is to christianize, 
not merely to civilize. The conversion of the 
individual soul to God is the result of highest 
value, is our greatest anxiety, and is esteemed 
to be the one most worthy of effort, and to 
which all other efforts are properly and 
justifiably subordinate. 


In addition to the elementary and industrial 
departments, Lovedale has its appliances for 
the higher branches of Education—in a regular 
course of study in Arts and Theology—a 
three years curriculum in each. Out of the 
first small theological Class, there are now four 
ordained native pastors, all of them well 
educated and intelligent men, ministering to 
native congregations contributing more or less 
to the support of their own ministers. The 
number of pupils of all grades attending at 
Lovedale in 1874 was 432. The annual cost 
of maintaining the Institution is between 
$35,000 and $40,000 per annum—the Free 
Church contributes about $5,000 per annum. 
The balance is made up by a Government grant 
of about $20,000, subscriptions and_ fees. 
There is a large farm connected with the 
Institution—about 400 acres under cultivation, 
which is also a valuable ‘‘ feeder.” No year 
passes without some giving signs of having 
been the subjects of the great change, but the 
year 1874 was the most remarkable in the 
whole history of Lovedale; and though some 
went back, many or most remained firm to 
their profession. About that time 100 profess- 
ed anxiety, though it would be unwise to say 
there were as many conversions. 


LIVINGSTONIA. 


Referring to this mission, Dr. Stewart said: 
Livingstonia was founded three years ago, and 
it has met with much success—more success 
than the most sanguine of us dared to hope. 
We have gained the confidence of the people, 


and they are beginning to appreciate our abode . 
among them. We have a church, a school, a 
blacksmith’s shop, a carpenter’s shop, and a 
weekly market. By the market we are cutting 
the ground from under the slave trade. At 
home here there is much need of a general 
missionary public opinion that will prevent one 
mission from intruding upon a region already 
well occupied by another society. Basutoland 
has been for thirty years nobly possessed by the 
French Protestants, and yet at the present time 
another missionary society is intruding upon 
their sphere. There is great vitality in the 
African character, and our work among them 
will not be in vain.

We teach our children 
and our people generally the duty of regularly 
praying to God, and praying without ceasing. 
Let us with equal faithfulness teach the duty 
of giving regularly and without ceasing.

plan in certain particulars, there has been some 
anxiety to know how far, if at all, the commit- 
tee would defer to these suggestions, and de- 
part from the methods with which all Sabbath- 
school workers have become so_ pleasantly 
familiar during the past six years. These » 
overtures have had reference to such matters as 
securing more time for distinctively denomina- 
tional teaching, or for the enforcement of the 
claims of temperance, the recognition of Easter 
and Christmas in the yearly schedule, and so 
marked a change as the study of the Bible | 
topically, instead of by passages. To all of. 
these suggestions the committee gave careful 
consideration, but did not see their way clear to 
alter the existing arrangement farther than to 
decide that in the next period, beginning with 
1880, the twelfth and thirteenth Sabbaths of 
each quarter shall be reserved—the one for 
review, the other for any special uses to which

Ne the meeting of the General Assembly of 
the Presbyterian Church of LHastern 


Australia, held in November last, Mr. Chiniquy 
was ‘inttoduced by the Rey. George Sutherland 
and'received a very hearty welcome from the 
Moderator. At a subsequent meeting the 
venerable Father received an invitation to ap- 
pear before the Assembly and to address its 
meihbers gathered together from all parts of 
the-colony. About eighty ministers and elders 
were present, but the large church in Phillip 
Street was crowded with members of the Pres- 
byterian Churches in the city. The Moderator in- 
troduced him in the most cordial terms, stating 
that he was worthy of the confidence and res- 
pect of every Church in the colony as an hon- 
oured member of one of the largest Presbyterian 
bodies in the world. In name of'the Synod he 
gave him the right hand of fellowship, and, 

having read extracts from The Presbyterian 
Record, and from the report on French Evan- 
gelization, he went on to say that these con- 
tained a full answer to the calumnious reports 
which had been industriously circulated respect- 
ing Mr. Chiniquy, and constituted a perfect 
guarantee to the colony “that the Pastor is no 
insignificant adventurer.” 

When these extracts had been read, and the 
Assembly and the large audience had given the 
Pastor the most enthusiastic welcome, the 
Moderator then invited him to ascend the pul- 
pit‘and deliver his address. It was an eloquent 
and moving address. He held the large meeting 
in wrapt attention for nearly two hours as he 
proceeded to explain the secret of the early 
success of the Reformation as compared with 
the modern want of success. He pointed out 
that the early Reformers regarded Popery as a 
false system of worship—as an idolatry—as the 
anti-Christ of Scripture—as not one of the 
many forms of Christianity, but as a system 
essentially opposed to Christianity. The early 
Reformers were earnest and consistent and 
zealous in their protesting ; but modern Pro- 
testants think it best to be silent, or speak so 
charitably of Popery that it has come to be re- 
garded, not as idolatry at all, but as one of the 
harmless variations in the denominations of 
Christianity. Just as Presbyterians differ from 
Congregationalists—just'as both differ from the 
Wesleyans—just as all these differ from the 
Baptists—and just as the four differ from the 
Church of England, so, modern Protestants 
affect to say and believe, all these Protestant 
denominations differ from Popery. But no 
such thing. The Protestant sects differ from 
one‘another on no important essential point ; 
but Protestantism differs from Popery in the 
most essential points of Christianity itself. 
The God of Rome is. not the God of the Protes- 


tants. The Christ of Rome is not at all the 
Christ of the Protestants. The God and Christ 
of the Church of Rome are the wafer which the 
priest makes and then eats; but the God and 
Christ of the Protestants is the Great Being of 
whom the Bible speaks as the Maker and Re- 
deemer of all. 

The Pastor was loudly applauded at the 
conclusion of the address ; and the Assembly 


passed the following important resolution in

WHAT IS WANTED. 


The Holy Spirit is able to make the Word as 
successful now as in the days of the apostles.

Mental power may 
gather a congregation ; spiritual power will 
save souls.

we know some before whom we shrink into 
nothing as to talent, but who have no spiritual 
power, and when they speak they have not the: - 
Holy Spirit with them ; but we know others— 
simple-hearted, worthy men—who speak their. . 
country dialect, and who stand up to preach in |. 
their country place, and the Spirit of God | 
clothes every word with power. Hearts are | 
broken, souls are saved, and sinners are born :

THE KEEPING OF THE SABBATH. 
February 9th.) B.C. 428-423. [Nehemiah xiii: 15-22. 


Gotpen Text:—Remember the Sabbath day to 
keep it holy.—Exodus 20: 8. 


Home Reapinas :—M. Neh. 9: 1-20. T. Neh. 9: 
91-38. W. Neh. 10: 1-39. Th. Neh. 12: 27-47. F. 
Neh. 13: 1-14, 8. Neh. 13: 15-22. S. Jer. 17: 19-27. 


Sappata in Hebrew means fest. God having 
created the world in six days, rested the seventh, 
blessed and sancttfied it, Gen. 2:2,3. It was thence- 
forth observed as a commemorative celebration of 
the Creation. At Mount Sinai it was set apart by 
posiars and perpetual commandment of God to be 
kept holy to Himself. Tue Curistian SABBATH was 
instituted on the first day of the week to commemo- 
rate the second creation. On this day Jesus rose 
from the dead: on this day (Pentecost) the Holy 
Ghost descended on the early Church: on this day 
worship was specially observed by the early Chris- 
tian Church, 1 Cor. 16: 1-2; Acts 20: 7, The Jews 
were compelled to keep the Sabbath on the pain of 
death, Exo. 31:15. Christians observe the Sabbath 
from love to Christ,—* If ye love me keep my com- 
mandments.” The Jewish Sabbath was observed by 
obedience to the letter of the law, the Christian, is to 

e observed in spirit and in truth. All are agreed 
that the physical and moral necessities of man de- 
mand rest one day in seven. The Sabbath is vener- 
able for its antiquity, being the only ordinance be- 
vos! marriage which appears in the records of 
creation. 


V.15. Jn those days :—in the end of the reign of 
Artaxerxes (or Xerxes II). After rebuilding the walls 
Nehemiah returned to the Persian Court. During 
his absence many abuses sprung up, hearing of which 

é€ came again on an errand of reformation. The 
precise date is uncertain, but it coincided with the 
time of Malachi, the last of the prophets; this is 
therefore one of the latest references to the Jews in 
Old Testament history. Sw J: he had ocular de- 
monstration of the sin of Sabbath-breaking—the 
more glaring because of the strictness of the Jewish 
law against it. Treading rine presses and bringing 
sheaves, &c.: this being done in Jerusalem shews 
the insecurity of property outs:de. The produce was 
brought inside the walls for safe-keeping—the hus- 
bandmen lived in the city. This carrying on Sabbath 
was strictly forbidden, Exo. 34: 21. e asses, 
even, had aright to rest, Deut.5:14. Jer. 17: 21. 
V.16.. Menof Tyre. Tyre and Sidon on the coast of 
Pheenicia, noted for their commerce, and always on 
friendly terms with the Jews, had a sharp eye to 
business. They had planted a trading colony in 
Jerusalem, V.17. The nobles, not only the rulers, 
but the leading merchants. They neither carried 
corn nor sold fish, but they connived at it and per- 
haps advanced money. At all events their influence 
could put a stop to the traffic. Nehemiah warns 
them of the consequences. So Ezra also reasoned, 
Ez. 9:14, V.19.. The Jewish Sabbath began at sun- 
set of the previous day. Lev. 23: 32. Some of my 
servants—his private retinue—he could not trust the 
usual gate-keepers. V. 20. Outside the gates, the 
traders were still a nuisance; 21, testified against 
them: warned them to be off, else he would arrest 
them or drive them away by force. V. 22. Ulti- 
mately the Levites were permanently posted at the 
gates. It pertained to them to preserve the sanctity 
of the Sabbath. Cleansing themselves as for a holy 
service, they guarded the Day by guarding the gates. 
Remem pet me! epare me, of thy a il short but 
comprehensive prayer, see vs. 14, 31. Remember 
them, in a different sense, v. 29.

Hebrew title is 7'ehaltm—praises or hymns. Called 
“the psalms of David,’’ he being the only author of 
them mentioned in the New Testament, and his 
name appearing in the titles more than that of any 
other writer. Originally divided into five books, 
they were probably collected and arranged by Ezra 
about 450 B. C. Solomon’s name is connected with 
the 72nd and 127th. The 90th, attributed to Moses, 
must be the oldest. The lst, supposed to be written 
by David, forms a suitable preface to the book, giving 
the key-note to the rest. It describes and contrasts 
the character, and the present and future destiny of 
the pious and the wicked.

For—God does nothing 
without a good reason. He knoweth—cannot be de- 
ceived—the way, the whole course and tenor of every 
man’s life—the way of the righteous, Job 23: 10—also 
of the wicked, Heb.

That Davin was the author of this psalm is clear 
from Acts 4: 25 and 13: 33-36. That itisa Messianic 
psalm appears eyident from Heb. 1:5and 5:5. The 
atructure of the psalm is dramatic—highly poetical. 
It is divided into four stanzas of three verses each, 
representing (1), the hostility of men to God and his 
Anointed: (2), God’s determination to carry out his 
purposes : (3), the mediatorial kingdom of Christ is 
announced : (4), an exhortation to submission, anda 
benediction. Scholars are said to be abreast if the 
age when well versed in literature, but the writer of 
this psalm was far in advance of his times. He was 
the first to announce the ‘‘ Sonship”’ of the Mes- 
giah, and the first to proclaim distinctly the triumphs 
of His sway, dimly foreshadowed in Gen. 3:15. The 
imagery is drawn from the warlike events of his own 
troublous reign from 1055-1015 B. C. 

Versel. The heathen—nations generally, but the 
Gentiles in particular. Why rage ?—expressing 
mingled surprize and indignation. No sinner can 
give a good reagon for opposition to God. Itis worse 
than useless; it is vatn—folly. V. 2. Wicked 


kings and rulers lead their subjects astray by bad 
example: take counsel—literally, sit together deli- 
berating. Anointed, in Hebrew. Messivh, in Greek, 

Yhrist; see John 1:41. Anointing with oil, em- 
blematical of the gifts of the Holy Spirit, was common 
to prophets, Is. 61:1; to priests, Exo. 30: 30, and to 
Kings 1 Sam. 10:1. Hence the title specially appli- 
eable to Christ the King, Priest, and Saviour of men. 
He was ‘‘ The Anointed’ of the Lord, Luke 4: 18, 
Acts 4:27. V.3. Break their bands....and cords, 
as restive oxen break their yokes and the ropes by 
which they are attached to the plough, so wicked 
men separate themselves from the service of God. 
“They will not have this Man to reign over them. 
V.4. He that siteth—in quiet majesty, Ps. 29: 10, 
shall laugh—in supreme contempt:a figure of speech 
elsewhere used, Ps. 37; 13. 59:8. Prov. 1; 26. Vs. 
§. 6 Shall spsak—denounce their wickedness. 
Wrath. indicates punishment ; to vex them, to terrify 
them, Ps. 83:15. Yet, in spite of their rebellion, he 
has set, firmly placed, Hie king over them—in Zion, 
the abode of the ark, the seat of God’s visible pre- 
gence then,and,eventually,the place where Messiahs’ 
kingdom was set up onearth. V.7.8. The decree 
or avowal of Christ’s Lordship, is in the same terms 
used at his baptism, Matt. 3; 17, and transfiguration, 
Matt.17:5 Askof me. Even Christ in bis human 
nature must ask, The Church of God must ask for 
the heathen. V. 9. Shalt break them—subdue them. 
This applies to the enemies of Christ. He came to 
gave men, not to condemn, but will destroy the im- 
penitent like a potter’s vessel, which, when shivered, 
eannot be mended. V.10.11. Now therefore, in 
view of these facts, he wise, be advised. It is only 
fools that despise instruction, Prov. 1:7. S«rve the 
Lord with fear—with reverence ; rejoice wath trem- 
dling—not forgetting the responsibilities of a Chris- 
tian profession.

THE PRAYER OF THE PENITENT. 
March 2nd.] {Psalms ri: 1-13. 


GoLpEN Trxt:— Wash me throughly from mine 
sniqutty, and clease me from my sin.—Psalm 51: 2. 


Home Reapinas :—M. Ps. 6: 1-10. T. Ps. 38: 1-22. 
W. Ps.51: 1-13. Th. Ps.136:1-8. F. Luke 15 ; 11-24. 
S. Luke 18: 10-14. §. Ps. 116; 1-19. 


This is one of ‘‘ the seven Penitential psalms,’’ the 
others are the 6th, 32nd, 38th, 102nd, 130th, 148rd. 
The title indicates the occasion which called forth 
the humiliating confession. This darkest blot in the 
life of King David, is fully described in 2 Sam. chs. 
12,13. The record of this double sin shews the im- 
partiality of Scripture history, and is a warning to 
all, that he who thinks he stands may take heed lest 
he fall. David at this time (1034 B. C.) was about 
50 years of age and could not plead youth in extenua- 
tion of his crime. Nor did it palliate his offence to 
say that neighbouring kings might have acted as he 
had done without any qualms of conscience, er even 
causing remark. David’s whole previous history 
made his guilt deeper and blacker,—‘‘ the man after 
God’s own heart ’ todo this! who had been specially 
consecrated by the spirit of the Lord, 1 Sam, 16: 13. 
Incredible! This psalm illustrates true penitence 
and is full ofinstruction. There is here conviction, 


confession, sorrow, prayer for mercy, and purpose of 
amendment. His sin was a public reproach on reli- 
gion. His confession, equally public. Himselfcom- 
posed the psalm, gave it to the choir-leader, heard it 
sung in public, sung it himself in the Tabernacle, 
all eyes gazing upon him and the words of Nathan 
meanwhile ringing in his ears,—’' Zhou art the man /” 


V.I. Have mercy upon me—much the same as the 
publican’s prayer, Luke 18:13. Mercy, not merit, 
must ever be the sinner’s plea. According to thy 
loving kindness—not to my rank, station, services, 
but “ thy tender mercies.’”? Alot out—as from a re- 
gister, a book of accounts. Vs. 2.3. Wash me through- 
ly—many times, for am stained—ingrained 
with sin. Jacknowledge. It is of great importance 
to be deeply sensible, never to lose sight of our sin- 
fulness, 1 John 1: 8. Against thee—the pro- 
digal son’s confession, Luke 15: 18; thee only—his 
crime against Uriah was not forgotten, but that 
against God immeasurably greater. This evsl—It is 
right to make particular confession of particular 
sins. Mightest b justified. Whatever punishment 
visits sin, the justace of God can never be questioned. 
The penitent thief on the cross admitted that he was 
justly punished, Luke 23:41. V.5. David is now 
convinced of his essentially corrupt nature. Every 
true penitent becomes conscious of this. Vs. 6. 7. 
Truth—up to this time David had perhaps quieted 
his conscience by the regular observance of public 
and private worship, and by his liberal contributions, 
as many do now, What a mockery these when the 
testing time comes!

The committee examined various 
lists of hymns which had been severally pre- 
pared'at meetings of the Eastern and Western 
sections of the committee previously held, and 
and selected about 300 which are now being 
printed in slips with a view to their sub- 
mission to Presbyteries in accordance with the 
resolution of the General Assembly. “We 
understand that a copy will be transmitted to 
each member of Presbytery, so that he may. be 
prepared to take an intelligent part in consider- 
ing the document when it shall come before 
the Court. The committee are exceedingly an-

A report 
was received on the North Williamsburgh case 
shewing the progress towards a decision by the 
Court of Chancery. A report was adopted 
anent Presbyterial visitation, suggesting that 
each congregation be visited once in two years, 
by the whole Presbytery when practicable, 
that the congregations to be visited be furnish- 
ed with a list of the questions to be asked a 
few weeks previously, and that the questions 
be asked by the moderator.

5, What arrangements do you_make for the visit- 
ation of thesick? III, Tothe Deacons or Managers: 
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1. What number of deacons or managers have you? 
2. How often do you meet for financial business, and 
do you keep a record of such business? What 
salary do you give your minister, and how often is it 
paid? Are there any arrears? *. Do you 
oeonsider it a sufficient maintenance? 6. How much 
do you raise for the schemes of.the Church? 7. 
Have youa manse? 8. Have you any congregational 
debt? The Committee recommend that after the 
examination, the moderator appoint members of 
Presbytery to address the minister, elders and 
deacons. Further, that the results of the examin- 
ations be embodied in a resolution to be placed on 
the records of Presbytery. 


An application was received from a congre- 
gation in the State of New York, formerly in 
connection with the Reformed Presbyterian 
Church of the United States, asking that they 
and their pastor be received in connection with 
this Church. 

CHATHAM: 7th December:—Tilbury West 
and Comber were raised to the status of a 
vacant charge and permission granted to 
moderate in a call. A circular was read from 
Dr. Cochrane on the state of the Home Mission 
Fund, and the subject was pressed on the at- 
tention of members. The claims of the 
Foreign Mission Fund were brought under 
notice by Rev. W. Gray. Wallaceburgh was 
raised to the status of a vacant congregation. 


NEWFOUNDLAND. 


On Friday the 27th December last the 
Presbytery of Newfoundland met in the 
Atheneum Hall, St.John’s, for the purpose of 
inducting the Rey L. G. MacNeill to the 
pastoral charge of St. Andrew’sChurch. There 
was a very large attendance of the congregation. 
The Rev. Moses Harvey, moderator of the 
Presbytery, preached and presided. After 
having made allusion to the past history of the 
two congregations now happily united, he 
expressed his thankfulness to God who had 
directed this congregation, at a critical period 
in its history, to fix its regards on such a man 
as Mr. MacNeill for its pastor. The Rev. J. 
Shenton, Wesleyan, and the Rev. L. Hall, 
Congregational, occupied seats on the platform 
and spoke impressively on the interesting event 
of the day. Mr. MacNeill having been induct- 
ed in the usual form was cordially welcomed by 
his brother ministers and by the congregation. 


Obituary. 


q" Rev. JoHN Paterson, late of Bobcay- 
geon and Dunsford departed this life, 
suddenly, at Chatham, in the 77th year 
of his age. He was at church on the previous 
Sabbath and was sufficiently strong to give a 
short exhortation. Mr. Paterson was born at 
Kircaldy, Scotland, in the year 1801, received 


his literary training at the High School, Edin- 
burgh, under the distinguished Professor Pil- 
lans, graduated in the Theological Hall, Edin- 
burgh, and was ordained in 1840. He was first 
settled at Hartlepool, and shortly after was 
translated to Stornaway, in the Island of Lewis, 
where he was married. In 1847, he removed 
to Haddington where for seven years he con- 
ducted a large school. In 1854, he went to 
Birkenhead, England, and while engaged there 
as a town-missionary did a blessed work in res- 
cing the perishing. He came to Canada in 
1861, and was inducted to the charge of Bob- 
caygeon, Dunsford, and Cambray. In 1875, 
from increasing age and infirmities, he retired 
from the aetive duties of the ministry and 
thereafter lived at Chatham with his youngest 
son, the principal of the High School in that 
place. His remains were interred in the Duns- 
ford Church-yard, at his own request, among 
those whom he loved and for whom he so 
anxiously laboured. His end was peace. Mr. 
Paterson was remarkable for his faithfulness in 
fulfilling appointments, and conscientious in the 
discharge of all his duties. He took an active 
interest in political, social, and educational 
questions, and was especially earnest in the 
Temperance cause. His preaching was thought- 
ful, evangelical, and powerful. Mr. Paterson 
has left a widow and six children to mourn his 
loss. 


ON THE 3rd January, there died at Moncton, 
N.B., one of the most useful and public spirited 


Elders of the Presbyterian Church in the Ma- 
ritime Provinces,—Mr. Henry B. WEBsTER, 
Barrister at Law, of Kentville, Nova Scotia. 
Mr. Webster’s health failed in November, and 
by the advice of his Physician he proceeded to 
Bermuda with the hope that change of climate 
would benefit him. It did help him for a week 
or two, but he then sank rapidly and, under the 
conviction that his life was near its close, he 
hastened homeward and came as far as Monc- 
ton, where some members of his family resided. 
Here he died rejoicing in the Saviour whom he 
loved and served. Mr. Webster was 67 years 
of age. He took part in the negotiations for 
the union of 1875. He attended the General 
Presbyterian Council at Edinburgh, and took 
a very deep interest in all matters relating to 
the Presbyterian Church. His loss will be 
severely felt by the congregations of North 
Cornwallis of which he wasa pillar. He was 
one of the earliest and most liberal contributors 
to the College Fund of the Maritime Provinces.

AE Rev. James CurysTaL, D.D., of Au- 
chinleck has been nominated as ‘Modera- 
tor of the next General Assembly of the 

Church of Scotland. The Rev. James C. Burns, 
M.A., of Kirkliston, as that of the Free Church 
of Scotland, and the Rev. Robert Watts, D.D., 
Professor of Theology in the Assembly’s College 
at Belfast, is named in connection with the 
Moderatorship of the Presbyterian Church in 
Ireland. Mr. Burns is the son of the late 
minister of Brechin, and nephew of the late 
Rev. Dr. Burns of Toronto. Heis one of the 
pre-disruption ministers, having been ordained 
in 1837 and at the time of the division was 
minister of the London Wall Church, one of 
the oldest churches in the Metropolis. "Though 
for the last five and thirty years, a country 
parson, Mr. Burns is accounted one of the most 
learned theologians in the Free Church. He is a 
brother-in-law of the late Dr. Guthrie and a cou- 
sin of the celebrated Dr. R. F. Burns, of Hali- 
fax, N.S. The Rev. William Ferguson, for- 
merly of Chumba, and latterly of Queen’s Park 
Church, Edinburgh, has proceeded to Cyprus, 
the first chaplain appointed by the Church of 
Scotland to preach the Gospel to our country- 
men in this latest acquisition to British Terri- 
tory. The very Rev. Principau Tuiocn, D.D., 
lectured on missions in Westminster Abbey on 
the evening of ‘*St. Andrew’s Day.” The edi- 
tor of “The Christian World” thus refers to the

THE DEATH OF PrRorEssor SmyTH, D.D., 
| M.P. of Magee College, Londonderry, isa great 
loss to the Presbyterian Church in Ireland. 
He wasa many-sided man. In his younger days 
he was accounted one of the best preachers in 
Treland, Dr. John Hall, now of New York, not 
excepted. He was a born orator, a clever man 
|of business and a first rate scholar. His 
success as a professor was great. In 1874 he 
was elected to represent the County of Derry 
in the House of Commons where he took a high 
place as a politician. He. was an ardent and 
eloquent supporter of the Temperance cause. 
Such a combination of Theology and Stateman- 
ship has seldom met in the person of a Presby- 
terian minister and it says much for Dr. Smyth 
that he came through the devious paths of 
political strife unscathed and, neither in 
in Parliament nor out of it, ever brought dis- 
eredit on ‘the Cloth.” 
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THe DECLARATORY STATEMENT, in inter- 
‘pretation of the Confession of Faith, proposed 
at last meeting of the Synod of the United 
Presbyterian Church of Scotland, has given 
rise to a good deal of discussion in the Presby- 
teries. There seems to be a very general 
disposition to make a number of important 
modifications in those articles which relate to 
- the Atonement, the decrees, the total depravity 
of man, the eternal loss of the heathen, and the 
Mosaic account of the Creation. This how- 
ever, will not satisfy Rev. David Macrae and 
his followers, who demand the abolition of the 
Confession altogether and the substitution of a 
symbol that might be expressed in a few 
sentences. 

Ropert Raikes, The celebration of the 
centenary of Robert Raikes, who is generally 
regarded as the founder of Sunday-schools, 
will take place in 1880. It is proposed to 
raise a sum of £55,000 as a ‘Sunday School 

Centenary Fund.’ 

- Henry Varley has decided to stay in Mel- 
bourne, Australia, where a Tabernacle is to be 
erected for him capable of holding 5,000 people. 
Mr. Sankey is still in England—singing the 
Gospel. 

THE last census of Palestine shows a total 
Jewish population of only 15,293 souls. Of 
these 8,000 live in Jerusalem, about 4,000 in 
Safet, 2,000 in Tiberias, and 8,000 in Hebron. 
The remainder, about 400, are divided between 
Acco, Jaffa, Haifa, Sichem, and Shefa-Amar. 
In Jerusalem are fourteen congregations ; the 
largest is the Saphardic, consisting of 3,600 
from Spain, the congregation of the Mogrebim 
(Morocco and Tunis) has 1,000 members. The 
Russian Jews have nine separate congregations, 
of which the largest has 492 members. 
Austria, Hungary, Holland, and Germany 
have three congregations. 


Our Foreign Missions. 


INDIA. 


Wy are glad to learn that the Rev. J. M. 
i Douglas has at length received the offer 
of a suitable property for mission premises at 
Indore, and that the British Resident has con- 
sented to its being purchased. This announce- 
ment, which is extremely satisfactory in itself, 
ought to be received by the friends of the mis- 
sion, and the Church at large, as notification 
that contributions to the ‘‘ Building Fund” 
should be forwarded without delay. The 
amount immediately required is about $10,000, 
and, until we have suitable buildings the mis- 
sion can scarcely be said to have begun. 


FORMOSA. 


It will be remembered that Mrs. Mackay of 
Windsor, Ont., recently made the Committee a 
gift of $1,200 for the purpose of erecting a new 
hospital at Tamsui. The Rev. G. L. Mackay, 
our zealous missionary, as soon as he was made 
aware of the handsome and timely donation, 
took steps to secure a new site, the present one 
being not at all desirable, and the buildings 
very poor. A fine elevated situation attracted 
Mr. McKay’s attention and he at once set about 
purchasing it. He thought he had secured it, 
when, lo and behold ! a second ‘‘ owner” turns 
up, who threatens to prosecute the first man if 
he dares to sellit. The matter had to go before: 
the Mandarins, and from them, after many 
months, to the Prefect, who finally decided 
that the last claimant was the owner, although 
he had no deed, while the first man had one, 
over 100 years old, and had received rents for 
the property as far back as people in ‘the town 
can No 2, however, had been 
meanwhile secretly paying a rent to the Govern- 
ment for the grouud, and although himself ac- 
tually the man who sold No. 1 the land, and 
gave him his old deed, he now cooly comes. 
forward and disputes the validity of the docu- 
ment, because it has not the official seal of the 
Mandarin office attached to it. So that lot was. 
abandoned. Another equally eligible lot was 
fixed upon, but that, too after an inconceivable 
amount of double-dealing on the part of John 
Chinaman, and occasioning no small worry to 
Mr. McKay, seems to have eluded his grasp, 
and up to the present time no site has been ob- 
However, the Rev. KENNETH JUNOR, 
from whose letter we have gleaned the foregoing 
facts, is not without hope that the last named. 
site will be ultimately obtained.

‘¢T have tried,” says Mr. Junor, ‘to give you 
an idea of some of the difficulties to be met with 
in mission work here. Multiply this by each 
chapel erected and each piece of ground pur- 
chased, and you have no small sum of trouble, 
and, although some are worse than others, yet 
all are bad. If we get this site we shall have 
a splendid and commanding, as wellasa healthy 
position for our hospital. We would like to 
have a flag to run up every day at the time the 
Dr. goes to meet with the patients. It would 
be a good thing if some of our rich folk in, 
Canada were to donate a bell for it. The hos-. 
pital thus might be made useful to the town 
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by giving time to the town. Of course the gift 
of the bell would be supplemented by that of a 
good clock by some other friend. But perhaps 
same one says these are useless things and not 
in the line of missionary operations. But I can 
assure such a oue that he is mistaken. Every 


time and in every way a mission or a missionary- 


is useful and gains the good opinion of the 
community, the reception of the great message 
of the Church’s mission is facilitated. The very 
conspicuous position of the hospital when it is 
up will help to draw attention and awaken in- 
quiry as to its object. 


Aorth-dilest Cerritories. 


Dr. Black, of Kildonan, is the first com- 
munication that has come to us for insertion 
from any of our missionaries actually engaged 
in preaching the Gospel to the Aborigines. The 
writer of this is a full-blooded Indian, and a 
regularly ordained minister—employed by the 
Foreign Mission Committee of our Church and 
who, we believe, is thoroughly entitled to our 
confidence and support. We are glad that we 
can introduce him in this way without 
being called upon to pronounce his name.

Your kind letter of the 18th ultimo I re- 
ceived three days ago, and in answering it I am 
sorry you do not understand my language and 
that | cannot write in yours, otherwise you 
would hear from we oftener. 

With regard to how the people will be for 
provisions this winter, the crops that they 
raised Jast summer will help them cousiderably, 
but I am afraid we will not be able to save a 
sufficient quantity for seed in spring. There 
are twenty-two families who have ground 
broken up and all ready for seed in spring. 

A great many of the Dakota Indians appear 
to be anxious about their future state, but not 
many of the heathen have made an open con- 
fession although they come and hear the Word. 
Only one adult and two children haye lately 
been baptized. 

Very little is done at present as regards 
teaching the children and keeping up the 
school, as the people are scattered, hunting, try- 
ing to make a living, but 1 expect next month 
when they come in, we will be able to have a 
regular school of about 17 children. I trust 
next year a good many of the people will raise 
sufficient crops to keep their families at home

while they go hunting, and then we will be 
able to have a regular school with better at- 
tendance. 

The wood got out last winter has not li 
used yet as people were hard up for provisions 
last spring, and I had to get upa house for 
myself, which we use this winter as a place of 
meeting, and besides I had to give assistance 
to some of the others with their houses. I 
trust this winter to get out some more wood, 
and if we can only get a good man to assist in 
framing, &c., we could put up a substantial 
house in spring. I will do the best I can with 
the people, many of them are willing to do all 
they can, but you know we are poor and can- 
not do much at one time. 

I wrote to Mr. Robertson about my own 
affairs last week, and that will explain to you 
how I stand. 

I have been very unwell for some time, but 
I thank the Lord that I am now getting better. 
I hope to be able to travel among the other 
Sioux after New Year. I wish if possible, to 
visit them all at the different reserves. 

With God’s help I will do all I can among 
my country people. 

I would like to get a little sacramental wine 
and have applied to Mr. McDonald for some. 
He has kindly promised to let me have a little 
until he can get a permit from Governor Laird 
for me. 

I have to ask your prayers in our behalf for 
God’s blessing and guidance. I am weak and 
my Sioux brethren are ignorant, therefore re- 
member us in your prayers. 

I cannot close this letter without expressing 
my sincere thanks to Mr. McDonald, who has 
always been a kind friend to me and my work, 
and takes a kind interest in the Dakotas who 
wish to do well.

Hew Hebrides Mission. 


LETTER FROM Rev. J. W. McK enzir. 
Nguna Bay, Ist Sept., 1878. 


We cast anchor here this morning, having 
just returned from visiting the islands in the 
northern part of the group. We saw several 
fine openings and what we need now is men to 
fillthem. Is the F. M. Board taking any steps 
towards sending more missionaries to this field ? 
Surely you are not going to desert it. Unless 
you do something at once you will lose the best 
islands in the group. The Melanesian mission 
is picking out the best openings just because 
they have been so long neglected. We met 
Bishop Selwyn at Mallicola. He says they 
have a station on Aurora, another at Lepers 
Island, another at Pentecost, also at Ambrym

-and Mai. Now they have a very extensive 


field in other groups north of this, in the Banks, 
Santa Cruz, and Solomon Islands, and have no 
occasion to come south to the New Hebrides. 
But as we are so slow in occupying the group, 
they do not look upon their entering it as inter- 
fering with ourfield. Mr. Neilson and I visited 
Api Mallicola, Malo or St. Bartholomew’s and 
Santo. At all these islands we found the na- 
tives very friendly. But what is the use of 
visiting them year after year unless we can give 
them missionaries. 


Our little boy, Arthur, is very ill at present, 
and has been so for the most part ever since 
January. We have no hope of his recovery. 
His illness was brought on in the first place by 
exposure during a hurricane, the severest one I 
have yet seen. We took him in the vessel 
hoping that he may be benefited by the change. 
Our fear now is that he will not live till we get 
home. I was alse very ill myself before coming 
on board, and was afraid that I should have to 
go to Sydney for change of air. I am much 
better now and hope that I shall not require a 
further change at present. Another sore trial 
is in store for us and we must undergo it in a 
very short time. Jessie must be sent away to 
school. 


THE Work.—It is four weeks to-day since 
we left home, and I am anxious to get back to 
my charge. The work at the Christian villages 
has been carried on much as usual during the 
past year ; morning school being held five days 
in the week, a prayer-meeting every Wednes- 
day afternoon and a candidate’s class weekly. 

At last communion, two natives from Pango 
and ten from Eratap were admitted to church 
membership. 

GREAT CHANGE.—I must tell you an inter- 
esting circumstance about the village of Eratap 
to show you what a change the Gospel has 


wrought on the hearts of that people who once , 


were notorious cannibals. Some thirty years 
ago a vessel called the ‘‘ British Sovereign ” was 
wrecked near their village, when nearly the 
whole company were murdered and their bodies 
distributed amongst the surrounding villages to 
grace their feasts. On the 9th of January last, 
a labour vessel called the ‘‘ Bobtail Nag” was 
driven on the rocks in a hurricane some three 
or four miles distant from that same village. 
There were a hundred and fifty or sixty natives 
on board at the time, belonging to some of the 
northern islands, and who had shipped for Figi. 
They all got safe on shore, but only to be in 
danger of a more horrible death than that of 
drowning. Very little food was saved from the 
wreck and scarcely a morsel could be purchased 
from the surrounding villages to fill the hungry 
mouths of those poor creatures until another 
vessel should come and take them away. I as- 
sembled the three villages, Eratap, Erakor, and 
Pango, and explained to them the condition of 


these strangers who were cast upon their shore. 
The result was that 90 of them were distributed 
among these three villages, 30 to each, and fed 
there for four weeks. For the rest, the captain 
of the vessel was able to procure a little food 
from some inland villages. Now here were the 
natives of Eratap, some of whom were the same 
individuals who had picked the bones of the 
former shipwrecked company, leading home ‘to 
their village 30 strangers, not to feed on them, 
but to feed them and without any promise of 
being paid for so doing. What will those who 
speak so slightly of missions to the heathen 
say to that ? I may add, however, as I know 
it will interest you, that they were well paid 
afterwards for it. During the months of Feb- 
ruary and March our natives had great difficulty 
in getting enough food to keep them alive. I 
fear they will be badly off again this year, for 
we have had little rain for months. 

Your favour of Dec. last I duly received. I 
was very much gratified to hear that you were 
able to forward so much towards the support of 
my teachers. Would you convey our warmest. 
thanks to the contributors, as I fear that I shall 
not be able to write any of them at present. I 
hope to write to some of the parties you specified 
by next mail. Is it only for one year that you 
have asked contributions ? 


LETTER FROM REV. HUGH A. 
ROBERTSON 


Erromanga, 6th Sept., 1878. 


I have been unusually busy since our return 
from Sydney. I have been visiting some of the 
people, conducting daily classes, buying and 
shipping beans to other missions stations, pre- 
paring arrowroot and arranging for a longjour- 
ney right round this island. On the third 
Sabbath of this month we intend dispensing the 
Lord’s Supper at Cook’s Bay. We had hoped 
to go round in the ‘‘Dayspring,” but they say 
the weather is not fit. Mrs. R. and I will walk 
overland and send ‘‘the Truth.” (Our new 
mission boat) round with a few articles which 
we cannot do well without. We have had a 
grass hut put up there as our cottage you knew 
was blown down more than a yearago. I wish 
you could see the new mission boat purchased 
with the £30 you sent and £17 from my friends 
of the Pictou Presbytery! Sheisa magnificent 
boat and well suited for her work. Mrs. R. 
does not like to be out all night in the boat with 
baby, but overland we cancamp. It will take 
us two days to go and two to return. The 
McKenzies have just lost their youngest child, 
Arthur. Ido sympathise deeply with them, 
it is a sore trial after having lost Joseph, their 
second child. Never was the cause in Erro- 
manga more hopeful since we came toit. Many 
chiefs are giving up their heathenism and asking 
for better things. We call our new boat 
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‘‘Itnessog ’—‘*The Truth.” I have acknow- 
ledged to Rev. Mr. Herdman the £27 stg. from 
the Kirk sent by you to Dr. Steel, and also the 
sums sent from Fort Massey S. 8. and Antigon- 
ish Bible Class. 

We have now 20 teachers out,and hope to settle 
two or three more before long, and if we had 
them we could settle five or six. All the people 
in and about the Bay attend Church regularly. 
Dear Dr. McGregor when are you going to send 


‘us another missionary for Erromanga? We 
need one much, nay, we must have one. To 
think of this poor perishing people. What are 


all our young men doing !—the Gospel lamp is 
not to be put undera bushel. The Erroman- 
gans are literally crying out for a servant from 
the Lord to give them the bread of life. Tea- 
chers are excellent, but they need a leader. 


LETTER FROM REV. JOSEPH ANNAND. 


‘TO THE CHILDREN OF REY. A. B. DICKIE’S 
SABBATH SCHOOL, SHEET HARBOUR, N.S. 


Though the subjoined letter was written to 
the children of one Sabbath-school, we are per- 
suaded it will be read with interest and great 
profit by very many others. 


Aneityum, 4th Sept., 1878. 
My dear young friends, 

I am writing this letter to thank you for the 
money that you gave to assist us in paying our 
teachers on this island. I am much obliged to 
you all for what you gave us and I am sure that 
your money will be well spent. You gave your 
cents because you wished to do something to 
spread the good word of Jesus amongst these 
people. It is agood thing to give money to 
Jesus, and he says that if you do good to any 
of the least of his people you do it to Himself. 
It is very good to deny yourselves so that you 
may give something to carry the Gospel to the 
heathen, but be sure that you accept the gospel 
yourselves. Don’t be like the carpenters who 
helped Noah to build the ark! They worked 
to save others but they would not go in to save 
themselves. There are some people nowadays 
just like these foolish carpenters. The mission- 
aries like better to get money from good children 
than from bad ones. Why? Because when 
good children give their money they pray to 
God and ask Him to bless it. Thus we get 
their money and their prayers too. 

Don’t forget then, dear children, to ask God 
to bless your money so that it may do much 
good. You have given your money to pay the 
teachers, and I will now tell you something 
about our schools. 

Who attend school on Aneityum? The 
children of course ! But not the children only. 
Allare said to attend school—men, women, and 
children. Some old gray-headed men and wo- 
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men are there. Mothers with little children, 
and boys and girls are there too. These are- 
strange schools surely where all the people go!. 
Do they attend regularly ? Oh, no, they don’t. 
If there is a little shower of rain nobody goes : 
all stay at home. These people do not like to 
go either to church or school when it rains. 
They are like some fine people at home who are. 
afraid of.spoiling their fine clothes by going out 
in the wet. But some boy says, ‘I thought 
they did not wear fine clothes on Aneityum.” 
This is very true. They do not wear much 
clothing of any kind. Some of the men go to 
school with only a lavalava on, that is a yard 
and three quarters of cotton cloth tied around 
their middle. The common dress of the men is 
a shirt and a lavalava. They never wear shoes 
and not often trousers. So you see they need 
not fear the rain. However they do not like to 
go to school in the wet. Now let us see what 
they learn at school, these old men and women, 
boys and girls. Well let us go and see; but to 
do this you must get up early. Natives don’t 
sleep late in the morning, because they have no: 
soft beds such as you have. They lie on some. 
sticks or reeds with a straw mat laid on them, 
and one blanket around them, and a block of 
wood for a pillow. If you had such a pillow as 
that you would not sleep late in the mornings, 
would you boys? About sunrise these black 
fellows leave their hard beds and creep out of 
their grass camps, rub their eyes so as to get 
them open, for they do not wash themselves in 
the mornings as you do. Then they stretch 
themselves and yawn for a few minutes, after 
which they start off for school. Now let us set 
out with these dirty men and slovenly women 
and unwashed and uncombed children, and 
visit their school. Here is the house, a white 
lime house with a roof of grass, but only a few 
mats on the ground fora floor. There are no 
seats except one at the side for the teacher, so 
they all sit down on the mats. When all are 
in, a hymn is given out and sung; then the 
teacher prays. After that they all read verse 
about in the New Testament. Some one takes 
the children who cannot read in the Testament 
and gives them a lesson in the first book at one 
side of the house away from the others. After 
those reading have finished a chapter, or two 
chapters if they are short, the teacher gives out 
a few woras for them to spell. This reading- 
lesson over, the teacher asks a few questions out 
of their Catechism. Then they all repeat the 
ten commandments simultaneously. This done, 
another hymn is sung and some one is called 
upon to pray : this closes the school. They are 
only in school about an hour and sometimes 
not so long as that. Would’nt you like such a 
school as that, girls and boys. They do not 
cipher, write, learn geography, grammar, or any- 
thing but reading. The boys and girls have no 
tasks to learn at home like you have. When 
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any one wishes to learn to write, cipher or speak 
English (for all in their own schools is in the 
Aneityumese language), he must attend the 
school. at the mission-house taught by the 
missionary and his wife. Here the teachers 
are taught and any others who will attend. 


Now children, you have heard all that is done 
in school on Aneityum. We get the people to 
attend these schools to learn to read their Bibles 
aud be Christians, When they know the Word 
of God and are willing to obey it they leave 
off their bad habits and all bad conduct. 


‘Now, how are these teachers paid and what 
do they get for teaching only one hour aday ? 
Well, they don’t get much. When a married 
teacher and his wife go and live among the 
heathen and teach them they get six pounds 
a year, or nearly $30. But on Aneityum the 
missionaries have not paid the teachers anything 
for some years. The people are urged to give 
their teachers something themselves. In this 
way the teachers get some food given them at 
times and also a few clothes, but very little al- 
together. The people here are very poor and 
lazy, and they do not like to give away any- 
thing to anybody for teaching them. They are 
much like most of you boys and girls in Nova 
Scotia. You think it would be better for the 
master or mistress to pay you something for at- 
tending school rather than you pay them for 
teaching you. That is just the way with these 
people, they think that the missionary ought to 
pay them for going to. school instead of them 
paying their teachers. The consequenee of this 
is that the teachers get very little for teaching, 
some of them, nothing at all. So, of course, 
the teachers get lazy about teaching and our 
schools suffer. Now, with the money you sent, 
and fifteen dollars that a friend in P. E. Island 
sent at the same time, Iam going to make all 
of our 22 teachers a present of a shirt and lava- 
lava, (a full dress), this will encourage them to 
work better. Then I want the teachers to have 
school for the children for an hour after the old 
people are out, and I cannot get them to do this 
unless I pay them something. Now, children, 
I have told you what your money is helping to 
do here and I think it is very well expended. 
By your gift you are helping us in spreading 
the gospel here and, as I said before, I hope that 
you pray for these people as well. 


Now I will tell you about an accident that 
befel a little girl here a fortnight or so ago. 
She was playing about among the dry grass and 
bushes outside and, to amuse herself, she kindled 
two or three small fires in the grass, and was 
running backwards and forwards between the 
fires. She kept on playing at this, getting 
nearer and nearer to the fires, until her dress 
caught fire. Now her dress was made in this 
way. They take the leaf of the pandanus tree 
and chew it soft, then dry it in the sun. It 
then looks something like narrow ribbons. 
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They tie one end of this grass or leaf to a 
string around the waist and make a shirt of it. 
Over their shoulder and body they wear a short’ 
gown of calico. This little girl was dressed in 
one of these dry grass skirts and calico jackets, 
so when the skirt caught fire, she was instantly 
enveloped in flames and so very badly burned 
that she died the next day. She suffered terri- 
bly for a time and then became insensible. 
This is a lesson for us all not to play with fire. 

Now children I must say good-bye to you all 
and go to our prayer meeting. 

I wish you all everything good, that you may 
all be very happy and like Jesus.

Our CGrinidad Mission. 


LETTER FROM REV. K. J. GRANT. 


San Fernando, 25, Nov., 1878. 


One week ago on the 17th inst., the ship 
‘‘ Pandora” with 488 adults and 100 children, 
return emigrants for Calcutta, set sail from Port 
of Spain. On the following day at noon, when 
passing out of the Gulf of Paria to the Caribbean 
Sea she was becalmed in a Bocas, (there are four 
of these outlets) and by the strong current was 
thrown upon the rocks where she has become a 
total wreck. The passengers were all saved and 
brought back to Port of Spain. Among these 
were Kantoo, Mr. Morton’s teacher, Balaram, 
Mr. Christie’s catechist, and Lal Bihari who has 
served me so well for 64 years. Lal Bihari had 
many misgivings about going, to be absent 
even one year from a work in which he has had 
many encouragements, but he yielded to an 
earnest longing to see his mother. The morn- 
ing they set sail, he wrote me and gave expres- 
sion to his fears that he was not doing right to 
leave his work. On the day following, when he 
escaped from the sinking ship, he had no _ hesi- 
tation in deciding what he should do. He is 
now at his post, engaged heartily in his work. 
We are gathering, and hope to gather yet more 
abundantly. Iam supported by many faithful 
helpers. Their desire is that ‘‘His way may 
be known on the earth,” for they have no faith 
in the ways of salvation indicated in their own 
shastars. 

Lal Bihari is ready to recognize the hand of 
God in occurring events and feels in consequence 
bound to stand by me. It turns out that the 
event which determined my coming to Trinidad 
occurred on the day that he left his home in 
India. . 

A few months before our arrival he left San 
Fernando in a sail-boat to go to Port of Spain 
to buy his- free paper, having determined to 
leave the Estate to which he was indentured. 
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An adverse wind carried them off to the shores 
ef South America, and after enduring hunger 
and thirst they succeeded in returning to the 
point of departure and he resumed his work on 
the Estate. There I first met him, there he 
began that enquiry after truth which resulted 
in his conviction and conversion, there began 
the pulsations of a new life, the power of which 
others have felt. He is again at work and I 
bless God.

LETTER FROM MISS RODGER TO THE W. F. M.S. 


WESTERN SECTION : MRS. HARVIE, 
SECRETARY. 


Mhow, Central India, 4th Sept., 1878. 


You will be pleased to hear that the work 
amongst the women and children is daily grow- 
ing more interesting. Since last writing to you 
I have been asked into a few other houses, and 
as two of them are Parsee homes it is a cause of 
thankfulness, they are so hard to reach. Both 
of these families are in good position, the hus- 
band of one of them is the Head Master of the 
Parsee School in this place, and the other has 
a very good situation in one of the offices at the 
station. Both the women are remarkably in- 
telligent, and are exceedingly anxious to be 
taught English and fancy work. I shall teach 
them as a means of getting an opportunity of 
giving them Bible instruction. One woman 
I visit has lately been very indifferent at times, 
and after I have been speaking to her about her 
own salvation, will give me this answer, ‘“‘Every 
one believes in their own religion, and Madam 
just says what she believes.” 

The Parsee women have more freedom than 
any other class of natives in India, as one of 
them remarked to me one day, that they were 
not so secluded as many who were not even al- 
lowed to sit at the open door in the hot weather. 
They wear a white handkerchief bound tightly 
around the head, which gives them a very nun- 
like appearance. Their housea are more com- 
fortable than the better class of Hindoo homes, 
and they are very fond of having the walls de- 
corated with pictures. In one of your letters 
you wished to know whether you could send 
anything which would be useful in Zenana or 
School work. Just now I am visiting a Brah- 
.™min family, who are very anxious to get some 
patterns for Berlin wool work. Small patterns 
would be much better than large ones. Any- 
thing which would make a nice ‘‘tofi” would be 
very acceptable. They are also very fond of 
doing slippers in wools. The youngest child is 
avery bright girl, and although not more than 
nine years of age can read well in Marathi. 
There are a great many cloth merchants in the 
place, in fact, the principal streets in the bazaar 
contain very few other buildings than their 


shops. Their dwelling-houses are almost always 


in the back part of the building, and they must 
be uncomfortable places, in the hot weather 
especially, being so shut up on allsides. I have 
not been successful in reaching them, they are 
very much opposed to having their women or 
children taught. The girls that attend the 
school are all from the lower classes, but they 
are improving in many ways. They shew an 
eagerness to come, such as I have seldom seen 
amongst native girls. Besides, some of them 
are keeping themselves more tidy, and look 
cleaner than they did formerly: perhaps one 
reason of this change is owing to the fact, that 
the water is more plentiful than it was three 
months ago. In their lessons they are making 
fair progress. Ihave finished with them, a short 
time since, ‘‘Christ’s sermon on the Mount,” 
and we are now going over the eighth chapter 
of Matthew. There is one peculiarity of native 
children, and very noticeable in teaching them. 
When you have gone over a lesson a number of 
times with them, and might expect they would 
be tired of it, and wish something new, then 
they are only beginning to be interested. 

Lady Stavely visited the school last month 
and it was rather amusing to see how anxious 
they were to read before her. They are not at 
all troubled with bashfulness, and made a much 
better appearance in their Scripture lesson, than 
I had dared to expect. After school is over 
they come up to the house for a few hours, when 
Miss Forrester teaches them sewing, of which 
they are very fond, or they would not come the 
distance they do every day, and some of them 
sew very well by this time. They would lose any 
number of needles if not closely watched. For 
the last few days the attendance has not been 
so good, as just now is the time for the worship 
of Yan-pati. Every house that can afford it 
will have its idol. 

When the number of days for worshipping 
this idol is over, they throw the hideous looking 
thing, which has a body like a boy and a head 
like an elephant, into the river. You have 
heard about the Sunday-school, which is held 
in the Boys’ School-room. The girls attend 
this school also. They are taught by Mrs. Van 
Heythusen, and occupy one of the side rooms, 
as there is not room enough for all in the centre 
room; I have aclass of Marathi boys in the 
Sunday-school, I feel able now to do a little in 
that language. 

I do not know whether you may have heard 
that a chaplain is going to Mhow, and he is 
expected here this month. Of course it is for 
the Presbyterian troops stationed here. We 
heard that he had sailed on the 15th August 
for India, and will probably arrive abeut the 
end of this month. We have hada great quan- 
tity of rain, over forty inches have fallen. The 
average here is about 32 inches, but it has been 
a very heavy fall in other parts of India this 
year also. 
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. LETTER FROM MISS FAIRWEATHER. 


To the Bible Class of St. Andrew’s Church, 
Quebec. 


Indore, Aug. 27th, 1878. 


I have been requested to write to you regard- 
ing the two girls, Yamoona and Venoo, in whom 
you are interested, and to thank you for the 
kindly support you are giving us in them. 
Yamoona is a very clever, capable girl, and 
thoroughly well liked by the people among 
whom she works. She is only seventeen years 
old, though apparently much more, not very 
dark, very plump, and considered rather a 
beauty among her own people. Venoo, on the 
contrary, though past twenty-one, looks very 
much achild. She does her work, I am told, 
effectively ; she is rather delicate. She sings 
nicely and speaks English very well. 

Yamoona speaks and writes Goojirati, Mara- 
thi and English perfectly. Hindostani not so 
well. She is clever at all sorts of fancy needle- 
work. She leads the singing at Mr. Douglas’ 
English services twice a week, and at the En- 
glish Sunday-school. 

There are six other native girls in my house ; 
1. Elizabeth, from Mrs. Beaumont’s Orphanage 
at Poona. She is all that could be desired, and 
a great comfort te me ;—a sensible, intelligent, 
Christian woman. She is matron and every- 
thing else besides that is needed. 2nd. Anoo, 
a girl taken from the bazaar is our only large 
girl. She knows very little yet, except to cook, 
and that she can do to perfection. Her chief 
characteristic seems to be her profound adinira- 
tion for Yamoona and Elizabeth. Yamoona 
encloses a short letter, telling you something of 
her history, which no doubt will be interesting 
to you. I may as well say here that we lead a 
very busy life. You must not expect long or 
frequent letters from these girls. 

I am sure you will be pleased to know that 
yesterday, Yamoona, Elizabeth and myself dis- 
tributed no less than fourteen copies of Matthew 
13th in the city of Indore, after twelve o’clock, 
and were home in time for evening service. 
The week before we gave out over 3000, from 
Mr. Douglas’ press. We hope much from the 
circulation of the Word among the people, and 
pray that God will bless our seed-sowing in His 
own good time. I am hoping to hear from some 
one of your number, and that your interest in 
my dear people may grow and increase. 


Conference on Missions. 
(Continued from last month.) 
INDIA. 


The Rev. M. A. SHERRING, of Benares, spoke 
of the growth and position of Christianity in 
India. He'began by showing that there have 


been two periods of work—one in which the 
materials were collected, and the other in which 
the materials were employed. In 1813, India 
was opened to missionary effort, by the removal 
of restrictions, and many of the societies of 
England, Scotland, America and Germany, 
were yet to be founded. Much preparatory work, 
had to be done, fer though a commencement 
had been made by Dr. Carey before that year, 
it had been almost wholly the work of pre- 
paration ; and, as objectors fail to consider the 
evangelization of a country like India, with all 
its cultivation and intellectual advancement, 
demanded long-continued and costly preparation 
of which the end has not been seen yet. Then 
as to the second period—the time of actual work 
among the heathen ; the first kind of effort put 
forth was that of preaching in the villages, 
teaching in the schools and colleges, and then 
the harvest follows. The soil upon which the 
efforts of missionaries are bestowed differs very 
considerably ; and it is everywhere noticeable 
that the lower castes are the most promising. 
In fact, probably tive-sixths of all the converts 
in India are from the lower ranks ; and nowhere 
is the opposition of the higher class natives so 
strenuous as in the city and neighbourhood of 
Benares. At first few converts rewarded the 
efforts of workers in India ; till the year 1830, 
though there were nine missionary societies in 
the country, there were not more than 27,000 
Protestant natives in the whole continent, and 
these including the descendants of former 
Danish converts. But the missionaries, 
actuated by love and earnestness in the work, 
engaged in aggressive efforts, which have been so 
successfully maintained that at the present 
time the tens of a former time have become 
hundreds, and the hundreds _ thousands. 
Thirty-five societies now strive to promote the 
cause of Christ in Hindustan. Large-hearted 
and brave men have gone out, and, thinking 
little of those ecclesiastical differences which 
separate them at home, have worked most 
nobly. The roll of converts has been enlarged 
even so as to attract the attention of sceptics. 
Whilst the Christian converts in 1861 num- 
bered some 213,000, in 1871 they had reached 
the total of 318,000; and at present they are 
not less than 460,000—probably 500,000 in all 
for India, Ceylon, and Burmah, with a corres- 
ponding growth in spiritual condition. Mr. 
Sherring concluded by quoting some striking 
figures in support of his belief that the success 
of mission work in India was amply sufficient 
to justify and to encourage endeavours in the 
future. 


Dr. Murray MITCHELL, of the Free Church, 
discussed the influence of Education in India 
on the spread of True Christianity. Quoting 
the well-knewn words of Edmund Burke, he 
referred to the Government of India, as an 
‘‘awful theory,” in view of its vast responsibi- 
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lities. In the paper he had prepared for the 
Conference, but which the restriction of time 
. would not admit of his delivering in extenso, 
he had divided the subject of education in its 
bearings upon the well-being of the country 
and the continuance of British rule, into three 
parts, —first, indigenous education, ¢.e., by the 
- nation at its own expense ; second, government : 
third, missionary. After a mere mention of 
the first class, Dr. Mitchell turned to the 
consideration of the government education 
system ; and this, he said, was divisible into 
three departments—(a) elementary ;(b) middle- 
class; (c) college education: which are sup- 
ported by a grant, amounting in the nett total 
to about £600,000, after the deduction of fees 
and endowments—a mere ‘‘ flea-bite”” in com- 
parison with the necessities of the case, and 
providing, in fact, for only one pupil in every 
240 of the population. He pointed out that, 
notwithstanding earnest efforts in a large num- 
ber of good schools in the north-west, in 
Bengal, and elsewhere, the destitution oppress- 
ing the entire population is appalling, female 
education being hardly touched upon at all. 
In particular the speaker emphasized the fact 
that the government education is exclusively 
and avowedly secular ; but, he said, a marked 
distinction must be drawn in this respect 
between the elementary and the college train- 
ing; the elementary cannot be charged with 
the overthrow of religious belief, for the native 
mind is quite capable of holding opposite views, 
of receiving knowledge and still holding to 
superstition. Butin the colleges the case is 
ditferent. There, an impassable gulf is fixed 
between native and English, and the Hindoo 
rejects all belief in Divine revelation. He 
falls’ from superstition to scepticism ; with a 
probable gain in manliness and independence 
he loses his respect towards parent and teacher, 
and, with the last remains of his faith, the 
self-control which alone can preserve him from 
that intemperance which has proved the ruin of 
multitudes. 


Rey. HE. E. JEnKins, Secretary of the 
Wesleyan Missionary Society, read a paper— 
‘*To what extent is the progress of Christianity 
helped or hindered by the truths or principles 
that underlie Hindooism or Mahommedanism, 
and are sometimes supposed to be analogous to 
them?” Mahomet was a solitary pietist, but 
his system is now a_ political system. He 
grasped the unity of God in a manner that put 
to shame the erroneous teachings of the so- 
ealled Christians of his time and country. In 
the beginning of his career he believed the 
Divine truth and the Divine call. But, when 
_ argument began to give place to the sword, his 
conscience became corrupt and his action evil. 
He attracted coarser natures by sensual 
pleasures, and thoughtful minds by the mystic. 
ism. of his teaching and the simplicity of his 


life. The Christian teacher finds now no 
initial agreement, for though the unity of God 
is common to both, they thenceafter diverge 
immediately. The Scripture says, There is one: 
God and one Mediator between God and man, 
the Man Christ Jesus. Islam says, There is. 
one God, and Mahomet is his prophet. The 
Church of God has not yet sent its workers in 
adequate force to Moslems. As the founder 
began with the sword, in all probability Moham- 
medanism will fall by the sword. When its poli- 
tical unity fails, then there will be an open door 
for the Gospel. When the Koran comes into 
competition with the Bible there can be no doubt 
of the result. Hindooism isa system of religious. 
speculative thought. The Hindoos have for 
the first time had the opportunity of inspecting 
the foundations and laws of their faith. The 
result has been discontent and discomposure. 
There is hope for the future from two sources— 
first, the influence of thoughtful individuals ; 
and secondly, the prevailing unrest of the 
common mind. The Brahmo reformers have 
been, I think, preparing the way of the Lord. 
Discussion itself in every case is helpful. The 
idea is growing among the populace that 
Hindooism is not compatible with progress ;. 
they see that their own system is giving way, 
but they know not what will take its place. 
The older Hindoo laymen are looking on with 
dismay and the younger with hope. There is 
here, I venture to think, preparedness, and 
there is also the weariness of solitude and 
suspense. 


CHINA. 


Rev. Dr. Lecce, of China, spoke of the 
pression made by the Gospel on China, 
the prospect of its influence on thought and 
life in that land. Rev. Robert Morrison was. 
the first Protestant missionary in China, 
arriving there in 1807. When he died in 
1835, it was not possible for him or any other 
to enter freely into China. By the Treaty of 
1842, Hong-Kong was ceded to England, and 
then twelve missionaries met to consider what 
steps ought to be taken. There are now 13 
British societies, 11 American Societies, 2 
Continental societies. There are 238 mission- 
aries, and 162 wives of missionaries, with 91 
central stations, and 511 out-stations ; and 372 
Chinese churches with 18,035 members There 
are also medical missions, with hospitals, 
dispensaries, and students. I think that the 
membership indicates a community of 50,000 
persons. The constituency of these churches 
is excellent. The impression that somehow 
has gone abroad, that the converts are not 
trustworthy, is wantonly untrue. If mission- 
aries err in receiving converts it is in being 
over-scrupulous rather than in being over-lax. 
There has been wonderful co-operation and 
sympathy among the Chinese missionaries of 
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all societies. There has been one cause of 
division—as to the Chinese term for God ; but 
even that has not been allowed to interfere 
with the work. The Roman Catholic converts 
are said to amount to 500,000 ; but it has taken 
three centuries to bring them up to that, num- 
ber. Give us 300 years, and we will, humanly 
speaking, have quite as large results to show. 
Our missionaries stand higher with the people 
and also with the governing authorities. Our 
converts in thirty-five years have increased 
two-thousand-fold. 


Sir Winut1amM Hity read a paper by Mrs. 
Whitely on the condition of women in the 
East. The paper gave an interesting sketch of 
the life of an Eastern woman from childhood 
onwards ; exposing the degradation and ig- 
norance to which she is inevitably doomed. 
One of the most important questions at the 
present time is that of child-marriage. Until 
this is abolished there can be no hope of the 
elevation of Oriental women. The seclusion 
and inanition of the Zenana, without books 
and without rational intercourse, dwarf and 
deaden the mind. The condition of a young 
widow is even harder. From information of a 
reliable kind we are certain that many hundreds 
are convinced of the truth of Christianity, are 
even converted, although they have not gained 
courage to confess Christ. A female medical 
mission agency in India is very urgently de- 
manded, A female medical missionary to the 
wives and children in India is welcomed as an 
angel of mercy. 


Rey. FLEMING STEVENSON, of Dublin, said: 
The reason why my name appears on the 
programme is to be found in the fact that I 
have recently visited the Eastern mission-field. 
I shall endeavour to give my impressions, 
gathered not only from missionaries but from 
others also, some of them by no means friendly 
to missions. The catholicity of the mission- 
field is one of the most vivid impressions made 
upon the mind of the visitor to the Kast. If 
we ever should have that practical catholicity 
at home, it shall be by our being in lke man- 
ner drawn together in this work. In China 
there is a stream of people always flowing into 
the large towns, and evangelistic preaching is 
one of the curiosities the people coming in 
from the country enquire after. In Canton 
there are nineteen churches open six days of 
the week, and preaching is carried on through- 
out the day by relays of missionaries, so that 
it is calculated that 40,000 people thus hear 
the Gospel preached every month, most of them 
for the. first time. Mr. Stevenson, at this 
stage, narrated some interesting cases of con- 
version. But, after all, he said, the soil of the 
cities is hard soil. Over the area of the 
country the fruit is much larger in proportion. 
Out of what some would call chance preaching 
in a small chapel, a message came to Dr. Ed- 


kins lately, to the effect that in one village 260 
were waiting for baptism, and 250 were in a 
state of preparation. In regard to the quality 
of converts. I would just say that I never met 
men or women of finer spiritual tone or higher 
spiritual experience. Of course I do not mean 
that all are so. I have listened to native 
preachers through an interpreter, and certainly 
their singing and eloquence sway, and are fit- 
ted to sway, the people there as your best 
pulpit orators do here. Take, as a type of 
Chirstian Chinese women, one who, after her 
conversion, rested not until she had brought 
eleven others to Christ. 


JAPAN. 


Dr. Ferris, (American Reformed Church) 
read a paper on the Work and Success of the 
Christian Church in the Empire of Japan. 
The first Protestant missionaries were commis- 
sioned to Japan in 1859 and 1860. At that 
time not one in that Empire believed in 
the Lord Jesus Christ. The Japanese were 
found intelligent and able to read well. They 
had homes and, though impurity abounded on 
every side, yet they enjoyed an affectionate 
home-life. Tradesmen were Buddhists ; nobles 
were Taouists, but they did not hold their faith 
with any earnestness. Among all classes there 
was reverence for the teachings of Mencius and 
Confucius. The missionaries were engaged 
until 1872 in teaching in Government schools 
and private classes ; but in private schools they 
were not allowed to give any definite religious 
teaching. During that time there were only 
occasional religious addresses; there was no 
stated preaching. The acceptance of the Gos- 
pel by natives was punishable by death. The 
Gospel entered the country through the schools.

He sent for one, 
studied it, found a teacher, and was captivated 
by the teaching and character of Jesus Christ. 
Some 200 and 300 young Japanese have since 
passed through my hands, Formerly it was 
death to leave the country without permission 
of the Government. Some 500 have also visited 
Europe. These visits to the West have liberal- 
ized Japan. A few of these young men began 
to study the Acts of the Apostles, and in a few 
weeks they were on their knees pleading for an 
outpouring of the Spirit on their country. Six 
years ago thirteen constituted the first church, 
and now theie are 1200 members of that church.

The committee of the Church Missionary 
‘Society has called this year for $1,050,000, or 
$30,000 more than the amount received last 
year, the largest income in the history of the 
Society. This isan enormous sum of money 
for one society to collect ; but we have no doubt 
that the committee will get what it asks for. 
The scale of operations the Society is conducted 
upon is magnificent in proportion. The results 
‘are commensurate ; 123,724 native Christians 
are reported for 1878.

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Madagascar.” 


HE Island of Madagascar lies 300 miles 
east of South Africa, separated from it by 
the Mozambique Channel. Its length is about 
1,000 miles: its mean breadth, about 225 
miles: its area, 230,000 square miles, is more 
than double that of Great Britain. Excepting 
Borneo and New Guinea, it is the largest Island 
of the giobe. 

The physical aspect of the country is varied. 
Gradually sloping from the sea, the land rises 
to a height of 6000 feet. The highest mountain 
peaks reach an attitude of from 8,000 to 10,000 
feet. Some of the valleys are remarkably fer- 
tile and beautiful. The soil is generally good. 
It is watered by numerous rivers, some of them 
200 miles long. There are immense forests of 
heavy timber,—mahogany, ebony, and other 
kinds. The climate is very unequal: in some 
parts healthy, elsewhere subject to virulent 
miasma, The natives, belonging to one kin- 
dred stock of Malay origin, are divided into 
three distinct tribes,The Hovas, the Saka- 
LAVAS, and the BETSIMISERAKAS. The first- 
named are the dominant race, two-thirds of the 
whole, and it is with them we have to do in this 
sketch. The Hovas are of a light olive colour, 
not tall, but erect and muscular, with rather 
good features, high foreheads and dark hair. 
The population of Madagascar is about 2,500, 
000, though at one time it was much larger. It 
must have an interesting history, but its ‘chief 
attraction for us is that, with the exception 
perhaps of the Sandwich Islands, it has been 
the scene of the greatest triumphs of the Gospel 
in heathen lands. Within the last ten years, 
more apparent converts have been gained to 
Christianity than in all the rest of ihe world for

a quarter of a century. And nowhere has this 
been done with so little outside missionary 
agency. Christianity seems to have seized upon 
the people as by an inspiration. Its genuine- 
ness is attested by the fact that it has grown up 
and flourished in spite of persecution and at- 
tempts to suppress it such as have not been 
surpassed for cruelty in any country. This 
may be accounted for in some degree by the 
national religion of the people. It,was of the 
dullest and most unimpressible discription, and 
had a very slender hold on the people. The 
whole land was fullof idols. Besides these, the 
sun, moon and stars, mountains, earthquakes, 
thunder and lightning, and the like, were 
dieties before which the natives trembled with 
dumb infatuation. Gods without intelligence, 
and without power to raise their worshippers 
from degradation, they granted their votaries, 
no favours out of mercy, and were only propi- 
tiated by pay. They were mean, covetous, and 
cruel. Political upheavals, and especially the 
ascendency of the Hovas, had much to do with 
the great change that came over the Malagasy, 
just in the same way that the then world was 
prepared for the reception of the Messiah, and 
the missionary labours of the Apostles by the 
universal empire of Rome. 


The unification of this people was accom- 
plished under Rapama I, the king or chief of 
the Hova tribe, who ascended the throne in 
1808 at the age of sixteen years. He was a 
man of extraordinary ability and proved him- 
self the Napoleon of Madagascar, With the 
aid of arms supplied by English traders, he 
conquered all the other tribes, and quickly 
made himself master of the whole Island, with 
the exception of two small districts in the 
South. He was equally famous as a warrior, a 
ruler, and reformer. When the French threa- 
tened to invade his dominions, he laughed at 
the project, and boasted that he had two 
generals in whose hands he could safely leave 
any invading army, ‘General Forest and 
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General Fever!” He had sagacity enough to 
form a just opinion of the English people, 
whose civilization he wished to share, and, 
when the British Governor of the Mauritius 
sent an embassy to him, he welcomed them 
gladly, and made a treaty with them, agreeing 
to give up the slave trade. He never became 
a Christian, but, with the wisdom of an astute 
political economist, he welcomed the arrival of 
the first missionaries most cordially, promised 
them protection, and invited as many others 
to come as chose, with their wives and families. 
And, he kept his promise faithfully. He even 
sent a letter to the London Missionary Society 
to send them missionaries, ‘‘ being satisfied 
that they have no other object than to enlighten 
the people and shew them the means of being 
happy after the manner of European nations.” 
The special qualification in Radama’s opinion 
being that they should be ‘‘skilful artisans, 
able to instruct my people in the Christian 
religion, and also in various trades, such as 
weaving, iron-working, carpentry, and the 
like.” He studied English and French and 
watched with deep interest the work of the 


missionaries in reducing the language of the Mal- | 


agasy to a written form, for hitherto they had 
no literature except what was oral. He even 
issued a proclamation that no letter in the new 
vocabulary should have more than one sound ! 
The first missionaries, in 1818, were two 
Welshmen—David Jones and Samuel Bevan, 
their wives and children. But, unfortunately, 
they landed upon an unhealthy spot, took fever, 
and all died save Jones, who escaped to the 
Mauritius for his health. He returned, how- 
ever, in 1820, went straight to the capital, 
Antananarivo, where he received a hearty 
welcome, and was shortly afterwards joined by 
two other ordained missionaries, two printers, 
and six skilled mechanics, sent out by the Lon-) 
don Missionary Society. They soon had their 
hands full in the work of teaching. An adult 
school was opened in the palace yard, in which 
the officers of the army and their wives, to the 
number of three hundred, were instructed. 
Qualified native teachers were set at work in 
the neighbouring villages, and in less than ten 
years they had a grammar-book : the whole of 
the Bible was translated and printed, and fully 
Sifteen thousand native youths were able to read 


their own language. Many of them, too, had 
been converted to Christianity. Although the 
wisdom of Radama was altogether worldly, yet 
he was unconsciously opening the way for the 
gospel, while contenting himself by saying’ to 
the scholars, —‘‘ The knowledge you are gaining 
is good, good for trade, and good for Radama !” 

This great man died on 27th July, 1828, in 
the 36th year of his age, after a reign of almost 
unexampled prosperity, of twenty years. He 
had no son living, and had named his nephew 
Rakatoba as his successor. But he was sus- 
pected by the nobles to be infected with Chris- 
tianity, and, fearing for their heathen religion, 
they concealed Radama’s death as long as they 
could. In the meantime, RANAVALONA, his 
senior wife, seized on the reins of government. 
This wicked woman became ‘‘the bloody Mary” 
of Madagascar. During her reign, ‘‘ from 
twenty to thirty thousand persons fell victims 
every year to her bloody rule.’”** It has been 
calculated that, during her reign of 32 years, 
very nearly one-half the population was swept 
away, and that had she lived much longer, 
Madagascar would have been reduced to a wilder- 
ness. Fora time it was her policy to conceal 
her hatred to the Christians, A certain amount 
of toleration was extended because of the mani- 
fest advantages to the state. 
becoming good artisans. 
increased ! 

But the leaven of Christianity was working 
all the while. Complaints began to be made to 
the Queen that her orders were being disobeyed. 
‘‘The people were still praying, reading the 
Bible and worshipping God.” They were 
brought before the magistrates and compelled 
to drink ‘‘the tangena’”’—a poisonous cup which 
was administered as a test of innocence, and 
from which many died. A general conclave 
was called for Ist March, 1834, when a list of 
the names of the Christians was handed in. 
It was so large as to cause alarm. At length a 
proclamation issued. War was declared against 
Christianity, and one month given to all to 
recant.” The text of one of the missionaries 
who preached at this period is still preserved. 
It was this,—‘‘ Save Lord! we perish! But 
the Christians spent the nights in prayer and 
continued steadfast in the faith. Ranavalona

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delayed pouring out the vials of her wrath, and 
in the meanwhile, all the missionaries left the 
Island. The people, deprived of their leaders 
and teachers, were now utterly disconsolate. 
They durst only recognize each other by stealth 
in their houses, or hold worship, like the Co- 
venanters of Scotland, in lonely glens, and 
mountain tops. Open persecution now began. 
The first persecutor was a woman. So was the 
first martyr. A young woman named Raselama 
who had shewn the missionaries kindness, and 
whose heart God had opened, was arrested along 
with others. She was conspicuous for boldness 
in asserting her right to worship God. She was 
dragged to execution and, while she calmly 
knelt in prayer, the spears of the executioners 
peirced her body, which was left to be food for 
dogs. Some who looked on derided. Others 
said,—‘‘Certainly this was a righteous person.” 
One faithful friend exclaimed,—‘‘If I might 
die so tranquil and happy I would willingly die 
for the Saviour too.” Thus died the first mar- 
tyr of Madagascar on the 14th August, 1837. 

A few of the leading Christians now fled at 
great peril and concealed themselves in the 
mountains. Others were not so fortunate. 
Sixteen, attempting to escape, were betrayed by 
their guides and carried back to the capital. 
Eleven of them were instantly condemned to 
death ; two of them however managed to escape : 
as for the nine, they were tied to poles slung 
across the shoulders of carriers who bore them 
to the place of execution, where they are speedily 
put to death. ‘Paul the Aged,” a faithful 
native preacher was among the number. This 
was in 1840. 

These impressions only served to deepen the 
impression in Christianity, and for a little time 
appeased the fury of the persecutors. Two 
years passed without any further public execu- 
tions. Though the Christians were watched 
and harassed in their homes, still they increased ! 
And what was least expected, a friend in Court 
was raised up in their behalf in the person of 
Rakatond-Radama, the Prince Royal, now 
twenty years of age. Ofan aimiable disposition, 
he hated the shedding of blood and shewed his 
interest in the Christians in a variety of ways. 
He himself had come under the influence of a 
popular native preacher and seemed to be for a 
time deeply impressed. He began to attend 


Sabbath-worship. He engaged Christian tea- 
chers to come to his house to pray with him 
and explain the Scriptures. He interceded for 
those doomed to die. He gained over his 
cousin, older than himself and a great favourite 
with the Queen, as well as others of the nobles. 
Instead of being put to death, the condemned 
prisoners were now confined in chains, but even 
thus, they continued steadfast and unmoveable. 
New proclamations, however, were soon issued 
declaring death and confiscation as the penalties 
for worshipping any other but the heathen 
idols. A fresh haulocast was decreed. LHigh- 
teen persons were seized and commanded ‘* to 
accuse themselves.” They firmly declined, and 
were dragged to execution. Stripped naked, 
they were strung upon poles, their mouths 
stuffed with rags to prevent their speaking of 
the Saviour to the people. Four of them were 
burned alive; the remaining fourteen were 
carried to the edge of a cliff 300 feet high, near 
the palace, called Ampamarinana, and all were 
hurled over the rock save one young woman, 
Ranivo, who was led to the cliff in the belief 
that she would recant. She was entreated to 
take the oath, but firmly refused saying,—‘‘No, 
I am Christ’s throw me over!” Such heroism 
commanded respect even from such savage per- 
secutors. They quailed before it. Her life 
was saved, and, what is more, she remained 
faithful "during the whole of her life. The 
people were astonished at such devotion and a 
brief respite followed. Hundreds were fined 
and imprisoned, but the work of conversion 
went on. Believers,were added to the Church 
daily. 

Years rolled on until, in'1853, Rakatond was 
appointed prime minister. He did all he could 
to mitigate the oppressions of the Christians 
though he could not stop the persecution. Re- 
ports of this change in the Government reached 
England and the London Missionary Society 
sent out Mr. Ellis and Mr. Cameron to see how 
matters were. They found two hostile parties, 
—the one favouring Christianity, the other 
deadly opposed to it. They confirmed and en- 
couraged the former, but they could do nothing 
more. 

Again, in 1856, Mr. Ellis went out for the 
third time and reached the capital. He found 
that in all important particulars the Madagas- 
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ear Christians lived and acted as true Christians 
everywhere have done. Their inward experience 
showed the same faith, love and hope. They 
tried to live the same spiritual lives. They 
burned with the same zeal for the salvation of 
others. They had family worship. Secret 
prayer was universal. They prized and sought 
the Scriptures. They kept up their weekly 
meetings. Even their judges had to confess 
that they could find no fault in them except on 
the ground of ‘their praying.” The martyr 
church of Madagascar was a New Testament 
Church ! 

A new persecution, the fourth and the last 
was hastened by the attempt of a Frenchman to 
incite insurrection and depose the Queen. The 
Christians took no part in it. The plot failed. 
But another convocation was called, and a 
fresh ukase issued, condemning the Christians 
and all their aiders and abettors. More than 
200 suffered at this time different kinds of 
punishment and many more were banished 
from the Island. The old torture of stoning 
was introduced. Fourteen were stoned to death 
in one place. Another device followed, that of 
chaining the Christians together. One men- 
tioned by Mr. Ellis wore fetters weighing 56 
Ibs. for four and a half years. Of one gang, 
fifty-seven in number, more than one-half died 
lingering agonizing deaths in their chains. 

On the 16th of July, 1861, the Queen’s long 
reign of terror came to anend. The miserable 
woman died, and herson ascended the throneas 
Radama IJ. Before the sun set that day he pro- 
claimed liberty to the captives and the opening 
of prison doors to them that were bound. The 
year of Jubilee had come! All the people re- 
joiced. The idols were banished from the 
palace. The dreadful ordeal cf tangena was 
abolished. The brightest hopes concerning the 
Prince were entertained, alas! too soon to be 
dissipated. He was aimiable and kind. But, 
he was nota Christian. He chose young foolish 
counsellors, and rushed into all kinds of ex- 
cesses. Still he favoured the missionaries and 
wished them to return. Again Mr. Ellis was 
sent from England to negotiate, in 1862. Oh 
what a change! He was met by delegations of 
Christians who rent the air with their songs of 
deliverance. Everywhere he found the people 


erganizing themselves into congregations, and | 


there was no lack of native ministers. But the 
young king himself went on from bad to worse, 
until he was confirmed in dissipated habits. 
His mind grew dark and unsettled. Finally, 
a conspiracy was hatched. On the 12th May, 
1863, a party of desparadoes entered his room 
and strangled him. So perished a ruler who 
twelve months before was regarded as the rising 
sun after a long night of terrible darkness. 
His widow, Lasoherina, reigned for five years. 
During her 1ule protection and libe1ty were 
granted to all. There was complete religious 
liberty. In accordance with a request of the 
Queen of England, Rasoherina engaged that 
there should be no more persecutien of the 
Christians, and the engagement was faithfully 
kept. About this time three missionaries ar- 
rived from England. Missionary meetings 
began to be held. Three churches were built 
in the capital ; one of them had an ordinary 
attendance of 1500 worshippers. One hundred 
and eighty communicants were added ina year. 
By the year 1868, there were twelve congrega- 
tions in the capital, and eighty-six throughout 
the Provinces ; 5000 communicants and 21,000 
adherents. An educated native ministry was 
being raised up, and a native Christian litera- 
ture was founded. The people gave liberally 
of their means. Thus rapidly Christianity 
advanced under this heathen Queen. A heathen 
she died on the 1st April, 1868. But, to the 
very last, she was faithful to all her promises, 
and in many things set a good example to 
Christian Sovereigns. 

RANAVALONA II, the sister of the late king, 
and the present Queen, was the first Christian 
ruler in Madagascar. She was crowned on the 
3rd September, 1868. The ceremony was quite 
a Christian service, conducted by native minis- 
ters. Her address was very remarkable, being 
chiefly made up of Scripture quotations. Rana- 
valona was as merciful to the idolators as her 
namesake had been cruel to the Christians, and 
Christianity now entered upon that triumphant 
success which it has ever since enjoyed in Ma- 
dagascar. Joy spread everywhere. Towns 
with thousands of inhabitants were found wil- 
ling to receive Christian instruction. Idolatry 
was in astate of general decay. But the most 
remarkable occurence was the erection of four 
Memorial Churches on the spots consecrated by 
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the blood of the martyrs.. Funds were collected 
in England, and an English architect was sent 
out to construct these buildings. One of them, 
the largest, was built on the summit of the 
rock, Ampamarinana,, from which the martyrs 
had been hurled down. It is an immense stone 
structure with towers rising from each corner. 
Another, at Ambatonakanga, resembling much 
St. James’ Church in Montreal, was the first 
completed and was opened by the Queen in 
person. Thirty-one years before the first 
Christian martyr had yielded up her life on 
the spot where this truly magnificent Christian 
temple now stands. 

On the 21st February, 1869, the Queen and 
her prime minister were both publicly baptized, 
when tears of wonder and joy were shed in the 
palace yard, whence had been issued the blood- 
iest edicts against the Christians. On the 6th 
ef June following, having in the meantime 
been married, they were admitted to the Holy 
Communion. Following their example, many 
of the nobles came forward for baptism also. 
Congregations multiplied at a rate surpassing 
the accommodation for them. The average at- 
tendance at worship rose to 37,000, an increase 
of 16,000 in one year. There were 7000 com- 


municants. All this time the idols continued 
to exist. They had their keepers, priests and 
followers. Idolatry was still a living fact along- 


side of Christianity. Another meeting was 
summoned in the Palace-square. ‘* The idols,” 
gaid the Queen, ‘‘never were mine. My trust 
is in God.” Some one stood up and proposed 
that the State Idols—kept in a village some 
ways off—should be burned. A shout of accla- 
mation followed the proposal. No sooner said 
than done. A party was sent off immediately, 
and ‘‘the idols were utterly abolished.” One 
of the Memorial churches speedily sent out 
twenty missionaries into the country parts. 
Another of them adopted the weekly mode of 
giving, collected a sum of money and sent out 
eleven evangelists. eThe Church of Madagascar 
became a living Church. The Missionary So- 
ciety was at loss what to do, how to control 
such a movement as this, which had no parallel 
in the history of missions. Great meetings 
were held in London in 1870. Sixteen ordain- 
ed missionaries were asked for, and a large sum 
of money was obtained. At that time there 


were 150,000 adherents and 10,000 communi- 
cants. The most recent estimate makes the 
number of adherents, 800,000; of European 
missionaries twenty ; trained native pastors, 
fifty ; of catechists, three hundred, and of 
Evangelists about two thousand. There are 
45,000 children in seven hundred schools. 
The printing-presses connected with the Mission 
issue about 300,000 volumes and tracts annually. 

Although belonging to the history of Chris- 
tianity in Madagascar, it is not necessary that 
we dwell here upon the attempts of Jesuitical 
priests to undermine and misrepresent the 
work and agency of the London Missionary 
Society, for these attempts proved utterly abor- 
tive. Neither would it serve any good end to 
enter upon the unfortunate interference of the 
S. P. G. Society, who vainly endeavoured to ap- 
priate to themselves the credit which justly be- 
longed to others. The British Government, 
backed by the public sentiment, administered 
a well-merited rebuke when it declined to be 
a party to the appointment of any ‘* Bishop of 
Madagascar” having higher pretensions than 
those of a regularly ordained Congregational 
minister. 

‘«The Story of Madagascar,” so well told by 
Dr. Mears, is one of thrilling interest. It 
is full of encouragement to all who are in any 
wise engaged in Missionary effort. David 
Jones planted. The London Society watered. 
God gave the increase. What has been accom- 
plished in this Isle of the Sea is an evidence 
and an earnest of what we have a right to ex- 
pect from the labours of our own missionaries 


in the New Hebrides, in Trinidad, and 
Formosa.

Any piece of business of the General Assembly 
and the other Presbyterian Courts in Scotland 
is opened by an ‘‘overture,” the direct des- 
cendant of a solemn form in the French 
Parliament.—John Hill Burton.

THE JOY OF FORGIVENESS.

This is the second of the seven penitential psalms. 
It was written by David, Rom. 4:6,and had its 
origin in the same dark tradgedy as the 5lst. I1tis 
called Maschil—a psalm of instruction. The psalm- 
ist describes the blessings of forgiveness succeeding 
the pains of conviction, and from his own experience 
of the bitter consequences of sin addresses words of 
exhortation to others. Many who had been led 
astray by his bad example, now witness his humility 
and repentance and are invited to share with him the 
joy of forgiveness. Like the sermon on the Mount 
this psalm begins with beatitudes. 


Vs. 1.2. Blessed—as in the Ist psalm, plural, de- 
noting perfect blessedness. In the Ist psalm refer- 
ence is made to the blessedness of innocence ; in this 
of repentance. Observe the terms—T'rangression— 
which means passing over a boundary—doing what 
is forbidden. Jniqutty signifying inequity—whatever 
is contrary to equity orjustice—a perversion of what 
is right. .Guie—craftiness, fraud, deceit. Sin, the 
most comprehensive of all, including omission of 
duty. All unrighteousness is sim—l John 5: 
Notice also the different expressions respecting sin. 
Forgiven, literally,taken away, carried out of sight, 
as when the scape-goat carried the sins of the people 
away to the wilderness, Lev. : 21, 22: and as

DELIGHT IN GOD’S HOUSE. 
[Psalms txxxiv : 1-12. 


GotpEn Text :—Blessed are they that dwell in thy 
house: They will be still praising thee,, Ps. 84: 4.

This psalm is supposed to have been written by 
David about the year 1028 when he was forced by 
Absolom’s Rebellion to flee from Jerusalem, 2 Sam. 
15;14. This he lamented not so much because he 
had left the royal city as because he was absent from 
the ‘‘ holy city,’’ God’s house and ordinances. It is 
preeminently a Sabbath-day psalm, and expresses, 
(1) his great affection for the ordinances of God, (2), 
for the God of ordinances. The great underlying 
truth in the psalm is that God reveals himself speci- 
ally in the Sanctuary. 

Verses 1. 2. How atmiable—how much to be loved 
—how dear to my heart. Every pious Jew might well 
say so, for in the Tabernacle God promised to meet 
and commune with Moses, Exo. 25: 22 and 50: 36. 
For the same reason the sanctuary should be dear to 
Christians, Matt. 18:20. Zongeth, fainteth—It is 
not until we are deprived of ordinances that we fully 
realize their value. Soul, heart, and flesh,—denot- 
ing all the faculties, and his intense desire to be res- 
tored to his place in God’scourts. Theliving God— 
contrasted with the heathen deities, Ps. 115: 4-8, 
V.3. The idea, though somewhat obscure, seems to 


be that Da i envies the little birds that have their 
homes in the house of God and that are not molested 
there. Thine altars—There were two altars, one for 
sacrifice, and one for incense. The Christian should 
bear in mind both the atonement and intercession of 
Christ. Vs. 4.5. Blessed they that dwell—who are 
not merely occasional visitors but regular in atten- 
dance—and who are most at home in their own 
Church. Fitful church-goers are frequently the 
greatest grumblers. The constant worshipper finds his 
greatest pleasure in st¢l/, continually, praising God. 
Whose strength is in thee—God is the source of all 
the Christian’s strength, Phil. 4:13. Jn whose heart 
are the ways of them—who knows and loves the 
way to God’s favour, follows in the road that leads 
to it, as in Prov. '6: 17, or, whose heart renewed by 
grace becomes as it were a “highway for the exercise 
of right feeling toward God, and a channel through 
which God conveys his blessings. Vs. 6.7. The 
valley of Baca—of weeping.

It has been supposed that this book of Job is an 
allegory and not areal narrative. But Ezekiel names 
Jos with Noah and Daniel, Ez. 14:14; and St. James 
refers to him as an example of patience, Jas, 5: 11. 
No doubt, then, there was such a manas Job. Asto 
to the time when he lived, when this book was 
written, and by whom, there is a great diversity of 
opinion. It is most probable that he lived about the 
time of Isaac, 1800 B.C. (1) Because of his patriar- 
chal age. He is supposed to have been 70 when his 
troubles came upon him, and he lived 140 years after 
that time, ch. 42: 16, making 210 years—rather more 
than the age of Terah, father of Abraham. (2) Be- 
cause he alludes only to the earliest kind of idolatry, 
the worship of the heavenly hosts. (3) He makes 
no allusion to the exodus, though he does to the 
flood, in ch, 22:16. The authorship of the book is 
by some assigned to Elihu, by more to Moses, Faus- 
set makes Job himself the writer. The form of 


quotation from it in | Cor. 3:19—‘ it is written’— 
gives it the authority of inspiration. With the excep- 
tion of Genesis, it is the oldest book in the Bible, and 
in the world. Jts design is to vindicate the moral 
government of God, and it debates the mysterious 
question ‘‘why are the righteous afflicted ?”’ Inchs. 
14:14 and 19: 25 are found the earliest intimations 
of a belief in the resurrection of the body and future 
retributions. 

VERSES 14-16. God speaketh once, yea twice—com- 
municateth his will repeatedly, in a variety of ways, 
Heb. 1:1. Perceiveth not—regardeth it not. Dreams 
and visions were then among the ways whereby God 
spake toman Gen, 15:12 and 20:3. Openth the 
ears—not only the external ears, but the inward 
ear of the heart, as in the case of Lydia, Acts 16: 14, 
Sealeth—with the sureness and secresy of a seal, 
he reveals his warnings, makes the soul receive 
lasting impressions as that of a seal upon wax. Vs. 
17, 18, From his purpose—from sin generally, and 
from pride in particular. Z'he pit—more than the 
grave, or corruption, That which turns man from 
sin saves his soul from perdition, James 5: 20. Ihe 
sword—of God’s justice V, 19-22.

No 
pains are so acute as those seated in the bones. Such 
excruciating pain takes awaythe appetite reduces the 
sufferer to a skeleton, and brings hin to the verge of 
the grave.

But if a messenger, a minis- 
ter, come and explain the design of the affliction, 
and shew the man fis uprightness, t.e, God’s up- 
rightness—that in faithfulness He afflicts and does 
him no wrong, and he be convinced of this.

By a somewhat singular coincidence, three of 
the largest and wealthiest of our congregations 
are at the present time on the look out for 
ministers :—namely, the Crescent Street Church, 
Montreal, Knox Church, Toronto, and St. 
Paul’s, Montreal. What is most remarkable is 
the difficulty experienced in each case of secur- 
ing ministers suited to the charges. One would 
have supposed that in a Church having between 
six and seven hundred ministers on its roll 
there should be no difficulty in making a selec- 
tion. But the very reverse seems to be the 
ease. The first named congregation has been 
four years vacant. During that period a large 
number of Canadian ministers have had ‘a 
hearing ” but, so far as we know, the idea of 
extending a call to any one of these was never 
entertained : certainly it was never acted on. 
Knox Church, Toronto, has been for about two 
years searching for a colleague and successor to 
Dr. Topp, and, if we are rightly informed, is as 
far from having succeeded as when it commenced. 
And now St. Paul’s, Montreal, has begun to 
look out for an Assistant, with faint hopes of 
success. Money is no object with these con- 
gregations. ‘The right man” will be satis- 
fied as to salary, unless his ideas are very ex- 
horbitant. The “positions” are, respectively, 
all that could be desired. All this indicates an 
anomalous and unsatisfactory state of matters. 
It raises questions which we are not prepared 
to answer, but which are worthy of serious 
oeonsideration. First,—have we talent in the 
country equal to the requirements of the 
Church ¢ Second,—have we the educational 
appliances necessary for the fullest development 
of native talent ? Third,—Is there, or is there 
not, a prejudice, more or less, against our own 
young men! Fourth,—Are these large congre- 
gations, or are they not, too fastidious—un- 
reasonably hard to please ? Fifth,—What re- 


medy should be proposed to meet the difficulty ¢ 
Crescent Street has lately decided for itself the 
last named question, by giving a call to a minis- 
ter of the Presbyterian Church in England. 
Must the other churches go and do likewise ! 
Or, must the General Assembly inaugurate a 
** protection” policy ? This much we can say 
without hesitation, that we have in the Church 
native ministers, who have received their theo- 
logical training either wholly or in part in 
Canada, who, without making any comparisons, 
are doing the work of the Church in a thoroughly 
efficient and satisfactory manner. But such 
men it may be said are not available for Assis- 
tantships. We fail to see the reason why. As 
it seems to us they stand in their own light who 
allow a mere question of status to prevent them 
accepting positions of enlarged usefulness, 
which, if they are capable of filling them, are 
sure to prove stepping-stones to higher prefer- 
ment. Perhaps, after all, it is not an unmixed 
evil to be thus reminded occasionally of our in- 
sufficiency. And there is something to be said 
in favour of ‘‘importation” when we think of 
the prestige which has been. added toa the 
American pulpit by such menas Dr. John Hall, 
Dr. William Taylor, Dr. McCosh, and others 
that might be named. But, we have said 
enough in the meantime to make it known that, 
supposing Crescent Street to be sure of its man, 
twe large and influential congregations are still 
holding out the golden sceptre. 

THE ORDINARY CoLLEGE Funp of the Mari- 
time Provinces shows a very serious deficit for 
the current year. The deficiency for 1878 
amounted to $1,161. It is now enjoined upon 
Presbyteries to take order ‘‘that all congrega- 
tions within their respective bounds do contri- 


bute to this Fund, and all other schemes of the 
Church.”

IN THE MARITIME PROVINCES. 


The state of the funds in the Maritime 
Provinces demands the earnest thought of 
ministers and people. It may be stated in 
general terms, that heavy debt rests on Foreign 
Missions, Supplementing, and College Funds. 
Evidence has been given, within the month 
past, that an intelligent consideration of the 
situation has not been entirely awanting. 
Some congregations have given handsomely. 
On the two Foreign Mission accounts, above 
$1600 have been received, and an equal 
amount for the two Home Mission accounts, 
with $1800 for College, only one third of the 
last named sum being direct from the people. 
Friends in Halifax have come forward with a 
gift of $700 over and above the ordinary 
contributions of the congregations to the 
Supplementing Fund, both as an expression of 
interest in the weaker charges, and as a 
stimulus to effort by others,, so that about the 
fourth being provided by one City, the 
other three-fourths should be discharged by 
others without long delay, the committee re- 
lieved, and the aided ministers encouraged in 
their work. From Mr. John McKinlay, 
Barrister, Pictou, four hundred dollars have 
been received, to be applied as may be thought 
best, to meet the present difficulty. Another 
gentleman of limited means, but with a large 
heart, grieved that the call from Trinidad, can- 
not be responded to, sends $100 for that Mis- 
sion with promise of that sum annually if the 
fourth Missionary is forthcoming, and yet an- 
other offers $50 per annum on the same eondi- 
tion. In truth we see no other way of 
providing the salary of No. 4, but by volunteers 
offering such sums, additional to what they are 
now contributing. True it will thus fall on 
those who are now doing the most, and they

MANITOBA ITEMS. 


The Missionary meeting season is in full 
blast in the Prairie Province. Grassmere Church 
was cleared of debt at a Christmas soiree.

The new leader of 
Knox Church, Winnipeg, psalmody arrived this 
month, having been formerly engaged in Brant- 
ford Ladies’ College. Roseau Indian School 
received a barrel of biscuits lately from Winni- 
peg ladies. From 28th of December to 13th of 
January, two Professors and a Theological stu- 
dent of Manitoba College, drove 470 miles, 
preach 14 sermons, made 9 religious addresses, 
performed several baptisms, visited numerous 
families, organized a mission station, and opened 
a church, and yet some people can see no con- 
nection between the College and mission work 
in the North-West. Mr. Cameron on the C. 
P. Railway has 27 stations. His field being 
in the heavy rock-work, the camps are near to- 
gether and he holds five services a Sabbath. Mr. 
Cameron is of necessity a peripatetic. Dr. 
Black and Rev. J. Robertson have just returned 
from opening services of the new Emerson 
church. Sabbath services and Monday night 
speeches encouraged the energetic people of 
this border town. Some hope is indulged that 
Prof. McLaren may visit Prince Albert and 
the Foreign Mission Stations in the Northwest 
this summer. Now that the Railway to Win- 
nipeg is running, the Manitobans may expect 
many visitors. Missionaries in the Northwest 
are being greatly overworked, and yet places 
of importance are calling for supply.

Rev. John Laing, M. A., of Dun- 
das was nominated Moderator of next General 
Assembly. A call from Drummondville and 
Chippawa, in favour of Rev. R. Thomson, a 
minister of the English Presbyterian Church, 
was sustained and arrangements were made for 
hig induction. The annual report of the 
Women’s Mission Association was read and re- 
eeived. 

ManiTopaA: 11th December.— Rey. Mr. 
McKellar was elected moderator, deputations 
apointed to visit Springfield and Sunnyside, 
and Beautiful Plains, reported satisfactorily 
respecting these stations. The Rosseau Indian 
school was reported to be again in operation 
with increased attendance. A school has been 
erganized at Okanase. A letter was read from 
Mr. McKay of Prince Albert in reference to 
the erection of mission buildings at the reserve 
en the south branch of the Saskatchewan. 
Professor Bryce read the report of the Home 
Mission Committee. Mr. McKenzie, M. P. P., 
was thanked for valuable aid rendered to the 
missionary labouring last summer at Beautiful 
Plains. Mr. Stewart was at his own request 
relieved of the charge of the mission at Pales- 
tine. The death of the Hon. D, Gunn, was 
announced. Attention was directed to the ne- 
eessity of energetic action in the establishment 
of Sabbath-schools in all the congregations 
and stations connected with the Presbytery. 
Rev. A. H. Cameron, gave in an interesting 
report of his work on section 15 of theC. P. 
Railway. 

BARRIE: 28 January.—A standing commit- 
tee 'was appointed on Sabbath-schools, to re- 
ceive the returns to the questions of Assem- 
bly’s Committee and prepare a report on Sab- 
bath-school work, based on the returns for 
transmission to the Synod’s Committe on this 
subject. Mr. Gray, on behalf of the Boards of 
Knox and Queen’s Colleges advocated the 
claims of these institutions to more liberal sup- 
port. Mr. Rodgers tendered resignation of 
the Convenership of the Presbytery’s Home 
Mission Committee. Dr. W. Fraser of Bond- 
head, tendered demission of the charge so long 
held by him ; to be taken up by next meeting.

RECOMMENDATION OF GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY. ; 


T is to be hoped that the action of last As. 
sembly in commending this Fund to the 
liberality of the wealthier members of the 

Church will not be without some good fruit, 
The recommendation has specially in view the 
accumulation of such an amount of capital as. 
may be necessary to ensure an adequate annual 
income, when the claims upon the Fund have 
become, as they must become, much more nn- 
merous than they are now. The present capital 
is under $4,000, having been, owing to insuffi- 
cient income, reduced in three years from $8000. 
The Assembly has very properly laid an arrest 
upon the further reduction of the capital, and 
directed that it be increased by adding to it 
‘all donations and bequests, except when 
otherwise ordered by the donors.” This, of 
course, limits the income available for current 
expenditure, to the congregational contributions, 
minister’s rates, and interest from capital. As 
the income from these sources will be far from 
sufficient to pay the beneficiaries now on the 
Fund, unless congregational contributions, 
which have hitherto been, generally speaking, 
very small, are largely increased, the Commit- 
tee has, by authority of the Assembly, issued a 
special appeal to congregations on the subject. 
We shall be disappointed if the appeal is not 
liberally responded to. It will be no small 
discredit to the Church if the Committee is laid 
under the necessity of reducing the annuities, 

It is just possible, however, that the recom- 
mendation which has in view the increase of 
the capital by donations and bequests, may be 
lost sight of unless something be done to press 
it on the attention of those to whom it is di- 
rected, viz:—the wealthier friends of the Church, 
We trust there are not a few who have at once 
the will and ability to do something in one or 
other or both of these ways, towards bringing up 
the Fund to such a condition as to ensure some~ 
thing like a decent maintenance for every 
minister who may be constrained by infirmity 
or age to retire from his pastoral work. 


With the view of indicating what it may be 
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desirable to aim at in the way of capital, we 
would call attention to some facts from last 
year’s Reports on the Aged and Infirm Minis- 
ter’s Fund of the Free Church of Scotland. 
That Fund has a capital of about half a million 
of dollars, from which the annual income is 
mainly derived. The amount payable to the 
eighty-four beneficiaries on the Fund last year 
was £4,895, an average of $290. Deducting 
ten, who are not retired from active duty, but 
who receive allowances (generally £30) for As- 
sistants, seventy.fowr retired ministers receive 
£4,545, an average of a little over $300. The 
number of ministers in the Free Church is, we 
believe, just about one thousand ; so that the 
number of beneficiaries on its Fund may be said 
to be about eight per cent of the number of 
ministers. This largely exceeds our percentage ; 
the number of beneficiaries being last year 
twenty, and the number of ministers about four 
hundred and fifty, a percentage of nearly four 
-andahalf. It may be expected that in the 
course of a few years our percentage will be about 
the same as that of the Free Church. Suppose 
that our percentage reached its permanent aver- 
age of eight per cent., by the time the number 
of our ministers has increased to jive hundred, 
say from ten to fifteen years hence. The num- 
ber of our beneficiaries would then be forty. 
To meet their claims would, according to our 
present average annuity, (220), require ‘an in- 
come of $8,800, and to enable the Committee 
to give as much as $400 in cases in which 
‘ministers have no retiring allowance from other 
sources, would require a much larger income, 
probably from, $10,000 to $12,000. There are 
few, if any, who will be disposed to think that 
an annual income of this amount can be kept 
up without a considerable capital. But with a 
capital such as that of our Widow’s Fund, 
which is over $80,000 and yields income to the 
amount of $6,000, the Church could do some- 
thing like its duty to its worn out ministers, 
And with the example of the Free Church be- 
fore us, it is surely not too much to hope that 
in a few years, especially if it should please 
God to give us some measure of our former pros- 
perity, we may have a capital which, large as it 
may seem, is but a fifth ora sixth of that of the 
_ Free Church.

French Ghungelization, 


JOTTINGS. 
Weer many obstacles and difficulties, the 
KES 


work of French Evangelization goes 
hopefully forward, and there are not 
awanting indications that much good is being 
accomplished. At a recent communion at 
Grand Falls, N. B., where Rev. M. R. Paradis 
labours with much zeal and fidelity, two adults 
were by baptism publicly received into the 
Church. At the January communion in 
Russell Hall, (St. John’s Church), Montreal, 
nine new members were received, three of whom 
without solicitation accompanied their abjura- 
tion of Romanism with a subscription to the 
Church funds. As illustrative of the wide 
reacting influence of the work, the following is 
an extract from a letter lately received by Rev. 
Mr. Doudiet, from a convert who a year ago re- 
turned to France: ‘‘ we have had a great deal 
of sorrow lately through the illness and death 
of two near relatives of my wife. However, it 
was our privilege to tell them, ere they died, 
of the sweet promises of Christ in the Gospel. 
They had been, like ourselves, Montreal Roman 
Catholics and cared nothing for true religion, 
but we have good reason to know that they 
received forgiveness and that they are now and 
forever with the Lerd.” The writer expresses 
ereat anxiety about the progresss and pros- 
perity of the Lord’s work in Canada, and states 
that it is his daily prayer that many of his 
‘‘compatriotes ”’ may understand the riches of 
the Gospel. Another convert recently died in 
the Montreal Hospital giving good evidence 
that she fell asleep in Jesus. Her husband, at 
one time careless and irreligious, seems now @ 
changed man and evidently loves the Gospel. 
Of the many families of converts that have 
been compelled to leave Montreal for want of 
work, two have taken up land in the county of 
Compton, Que. Family worship is regularly 
observed in their new homes. In the evening 
some of their neighbours, Freneh Canadian 
Catholics, come in to hear the Bible read and, 
on Sabbaths, quite a number gather regularly in 
the house of one of these converts to listen to 
the reading of the Gospel and to unite in the 
singing of hymns. It is true of many of our 
French Canadian converts to-day, as of the early 
Christians when scatiered because of per- 
secution, that they go everywhere preaching the 
Word of life. From ministers of the Church in 
various parts of the Dominion the Board have 
intelligence from time to time to the effect that 
certain French Canadian converts from some of

our missions have come to their district and 
identified themselves with their congregations, 
and not unfrequently the testimony is borne 
that they are adorning the doctrine of God 
their Saviour by a consistent walk. The Board 
have been greatly hampered and embarrassed 
in carrying on the work owing to lack of funds. 
In response to a recent appeal for help so as to 
render unnecessary the contraction of the work. 
Many letters have been received indicating the 
deep interest felt in all parts of the country. 
By a poor servant, the servant in a minister’s 
family, two dollars were forwarded, a larger 
contribution than that of some Congregations in 
the Church. A family of children in London, 
Ont., send the contents of their mission bex 
for the year. A young farmer who had just 
adopted the plan of systematic giving sends one 
dollar, hoping by God’s grace to be kept a 
faithful steward and to increase his giving as 
he is prospered. 


A contributor in the West thus writes,— 
‘‘ My wife and I take a deep interest in the 
Evangelization of our French fellow-citizens and 
are very sorry that any employed in the work 
should have to be discharged for want of funds. 
Weare old folks and have lost. most of our 
means through the failures of others. We 
scarce dare to hope to be able to clear our home- 
stead of its present encumbrance, even though 
it is a comparatively small sum, yet, after 
prayerful consideration of the whole matter, we 
have come to the conclusion to send you two 
dollars as we think no one will suffer except 
ourselves and that does not trouble us. The 
Lord has provided for us hitherto and He will 
do it still.” Another contributor says, and 
his words merit serious consideration, ‘‘It is a 
great pity that any of the labourers have to be 
dismissed for want of means. It seems that the 
general depression in business is making those 
who are entrusted with wealth, or the power to 
help by giving of their means, less liberal and 
that should not be so, for ‘ God is able to make 
all grace abound so that we always having all 
sufficiency in ali things may abound to every 
good work.’ Ifa day of prayer through all our 
Churches was set apart for the work among our 
fellow French Canadian countrymen great 
blessing would follow the work. God is able 
to do exceeding abundantly above all we ask or 
think.—Jeremiah xxxiii,3.” 


Since writing the foregoing, we learn that 
in Danville, Q., several families have recently 
withdrawn from the Church of Rome through 
the instrumentality of Rev. M. F. Boudreau, 
our French Missionary there. At New Glas- 
gow, Q., an influential Roman Catholic family, 
named Chartrand, a few days ago connected 
themselves with our French Presbyterian Church 
there. The Missionary, Rev. A. B. Cruchet, 
speaks of this family in the highest terms, and 


adds that Mr. Chartrand is constantly proclaim- 
ing the Gospel to his neighbours, even to the 
detriment of his business. ©

named as Moderator-elect of the English 

Presbyterian Synod. Mr. Graham is des- 
cribed as one of the keenest intellects in the 
Church. This Church has now two hundred and 
fifty-six Ministers. The Rev. John Campbell 
formerly of St. Andrew’s Church, Halifax, N.S., 
and more recently of Oaklands Church, Glasgow, 
has been translated to the charge of Newark 
Church, Port-Glasgow, Scotland. By this we 
are reminded of the names of quite a number 
of ministers who have since the Union received 
appointments from the Churches in Britain, 
and whose Canadian credentials have been a 
sufficient passport for their preferment. The 
Rev. W. M. Black, of Montreal, to Anwoth ; 
Rev. R. J. Cameron of St.John, to Burntisland ; 
Rev. John McTavish, of Woodstock, to Inver- 
ness, Rev. Dr. Snodgrass, of Kingston, to 
Canonbie ; Rev. John Rannie, of Chatham, to 
New Amsterdam (by Church of Scotland). The 
Rey. Andrew Dowsley, of Landsdowne, to India 
(by Church of Scotland) ; Rev. Neil McDougall, 
formerly of Indian Lands, to Coll, and the 
Rev. Malcolm MeNeill, formerly of Simcoe. 
Besides, these, a number of Canadians are to 
be found occupying prominent positions in the 
old country, among whom are the. Revds. G. 
J. Caie, of Forfar; R. M. Thornton, of Well- 
park Church, Glasgow ; Charles M. Grant, of 
St. Marks’, Dundee ; John Cameron, of Dunoon, 
and others. At the Annual missionary meet- 
ing of the Fisher Street Presbyterian Church, 
Carlisle, Rev. Dr. Snodgrass, gave a good 
account of the Canadian Church and its mission 
fields, stating amongst other things that ‘the 
voluntary contributions of the people in Canada, 
were such as ought to put many of the people 
in the old country, who had so many privileges, 
to the blush.” 


THE PRESBYTERIES IN SCOTLAND very 
generally denounced the proposed Lottery 
scheme for the relief of the sufferers by the 
failure of the City Bank of Glasgow, upon the 
principle that ‘‘it is wrong to do evil that good 
may come,” and the consequence has been the 
abandonment of the ill-starred project. In this 
connection, Dr. Rainy took occasion to say, in 
the Free Church Presbytery of Edinburgh, that 
they should overture the General Assembly to 
consider whether raffles at church bazaars could 
could not be put a stop to. In the Presbytery 
of Glasgow, it was moved and seconded that in 
view of the low state of public morality, as 
evidenced by the Bank disaster, the ministers 


ee Rev. WILLIAM GRAHAM, of Liverpool, is ‘ 
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be enjoined to return to ‘‘ the good old fashion- 
ed method of preaching the Gospel.” After all, 
there is nothing like calling a spade, ‘a 
spade”! In the U. P. Presbytery of Edin- 
burgh notice of motion has been given calling 
upon the Synod ‘‘to enter upon the task of 
forming a new symbol of the Church’s faith ;” 
and by 22 to 12 the Presbytery adopted a motion 
recommending the Synod to declare that mar- 
riage with a deceased wife’s sister shall no 
longer be a bar to membership in the Church. 


IN consequence of his appointment as an 
Assistant -Commissioner under the Education 
Act, Rev. Dr. Porter has resigned his profes- 
sorship in the Presbyterian College, Belfast. 
At a meeting of the Belfast Presbytery, a 
lengthened debate took place on the subject 
of Instrumental Music in Churches. The con- 
gregation of Newtonbreda having introduced a 
harmonium in congregational worship, Dr. 
Knox moved that a committee of Presbytery 
be appointed to confer with the minister and 
kirk-session. The pastor declined to be 
‘sinterviewed,” and hence the discussion. But 
the motion prevailed. Dr. Robb will just be 
in time. 

THE FOLLOWING STATISTICS of the Presbyte- 
rian Churches in Great Britain are stated in 
the WEEKLY REviEw to be from official 
sources :—Church of Scotland—16 Synods, 84 
Presbyteries, 1519 Churches and preaching Sta- 
tions, and about 1640 Ministers and licientiates. 
The Free Church—16 Synods, 73 Presbyteries, 
997 Congregations, and about 1026 Ministers. 
United Presbyterian Church—27 Presbyteries, 
526 Congregations in Scotland and Ireland, 
and 564 Ministers. Presbyterian Church of 
England—10 Presbyteries, 274 Churches, and 
256 Ministers. There are also 138 Churches in 
England, formed into four Presbyteries in 
eonnection with the Church of Scotland. The 
Presbyterian Church in Ireland has 5 Synods, 
86 Presbyteries, and about 615 Ministers. The 
Presbyterian Church in the United States 
(North) has 27 Synods, 178 Presbyteries, and 
5234 Ministers and licentiates. 


THE death is announced of BisHor BETHUNE, 
of Toronto. This venerable Prelate was the 
son of one of our pioneer Presbyterian ministers, 
the Rev. John Bethune, the founder of St. 
Gabriel’s Church, Montreal, and afterwards of 
Williamstown, Glengarry. The late Bishop’s 
predecessor, Dr. Strachan, was also a Presby- 
terian by birth and education. 


Ir IS ANNOUNCED that the Revision of the 
English version of the New Testament is near- 
ly completed, and that in a few months it will be 
given to the public. The revision of the old 
Testament is progressing satisfactorily, so that 
in a short time the World at large will have an 
opportunity of judging the results of this great 
undertaking. 


Our foreign Missions. 


EASTERN SECTION. 


LIC HE Committee met on the 29th ult., ai 
New Glasgow, Rev. Alexander McLean 
being chairman pro tem, in consequence of 

the illness of Rev. G. Walker, now however in 

the providence of God, convalescent. Nearly 
the whole time was devoted to the Trinidad 

Mission. First, the report of Messrs, Morton, 

Grant and Christie, missionaries, were read, and 

also the report of Miss Blackadder. These were 

all highly satisfactory. Secondly, all the ac- 
counts for the three districts were successively 
read, and examined. The estimate sanctioned 
last year for Catechists, teachers, and schools, 
was as follows. ForSavanna Grande £150 stg, 
for San Fernando district £224.10, for Couva 
district, £127.10, and it was found that the 
missionaries had kept their demands on the 
church funds within these limits. Besides the 
expenditure thus provided for, Mr. Morton’s 
report shewed an outlay of over $300 dollars, 
and Mr. Grant’s of $1100, which had been met 
by local income, without any charge to the 
public funds. Mr Christie’s shewed additional 
expenditure for a church, of £207.10 stg, for 
which the mission conference asked the Board 
to provide £100. The accounts were accepted, 
and sent to a committee to analyse and report, 
and.the required £100 for the church building 
voted. Thirdly. The estimates for 1879 were 
submitted for Savanna Grande district, £137. 

9.6, for San Fernando, £210.17.4, for Couva, 

£79.17.4, in all £428.4.2, which with salaries, 

£650, make atotal of £1078.4.2, and with 

Miss Blackadder’s salary provided by the 

Women’s Society, £82.4, makes a total of 

£1160.8.2, so that in round, numbers the Tri- 

nidad mission requires £1200 annually and the 

New Hebrides mission, £1000. 

The estimates, prepared with much care and 
every regard to economy, and shewing retrench- 
ment as far as practicable, were approved, and 
the half year’s payment sanctioned in advance. 

The correspondence shewed that Mr. Christie 
was unable to leave, and that Mrs. Christie 
with two children had returned via St. Thomas 
and Bermuda. Mr. Christie’s Catechist, Bala- 
ram, has sailed for India, and may soon be aid- 
ing Mr. Douglas in Indore or Mr. Campbell in 
Mhow, and Couva was so far distant from the 
other missionaries, that it seemed impossible to. 
provide adequate supply and superintendence. 
Mr. Christie therefore reluctantly delayed his. 
return till April, by which time the Mission 
Conference hope for the fourth Mission- 
ary, so long sought and expected. The state of 
the funds being then inquired for, the Treasurer 
submitted a statement, and the Board agreed 
that they could take no steps whatever even in 
inviting offers, so long as they were under 
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a, burthen of debt for the ordinary expenditure. 
They felt that it was painful to disappoint the 
hopes of their brethren in Trinidad who see the 
harvest field white and inviting labourers, yet 
they had no alternative. The responsibility 
lies not with them but with that portion of the 
Lord’s people, who, while willing to be saved 
themselves, shew no corresponding earnestness 
to send tidings of the great salvation to 


ethers.

Our Grinidad Mission. 


BKTRAOTS FROM A LETTER BY REY. A. FALCON- 
ER, OF PORT OF SPAIN, DATED 
DEC. 24th, 1878. 


— 


HE work in the several mission fields seems 
to be making very satisfactory progress, 
but a fourth missionary is sorely needed. 

Mr. Christie remains a few months longer at 
his post with the hope that you will be able to 
put the fowrth coming man in his field before 
he leaves. But apart from that, a field lies 
white unto the harvest—withering indeed— 
eut along the line of railway that runs up into 
the country from this town. It contains at 
least 4000 Coolies, and the number is -yearly 
increasing—all within easy access of the place 
that would be chosen for its centre. This is a 
splendid field for any missionary. Apart from 
the facilities for reaching the heathen, it is a 
fine section of the country, quite healthy, and 
as desirable a place to live in as can be found 
upon the Island. Indeed I cannot see wherein 
very many of our ministers in Nova Scotia 
would sacrifice much in coming to such a field, 
provided they possessed the missionary spirit. 
I am well aware of the low state of your 
Foreign Mission Fund owing to the depressed 
state of business, but is it not possible to 
stretch a point or two—or stretch faith and 
give Trinidad another man? The heathen 
population is rapidly increasing. During the 
year closing, over 2000 Coolies I think have 
arrived, and only about 500 returned to India. 
It will need considerable effort to keep pace 
with this increase in your Christianizing efforts 
But surely it must be done; Nay, the Church 
must do more than keep abreast of this in- 
crease—it must gain onit. And, as immigration 
of Coolies will no doubt continue to this Island 
for some years yet, there will be room for 
increased effort for some time. 


MISS BLACKADER’S REPORT. 
Savanna Grande, Dee. 23, 1878. 
To Rev. P. G. MacGregor. 


The year 1878 has been a year of busy 
astivity for me, and I am thankful to say that 


health and strength have been given me te 
carry on my school work. With the exception 
of an attack of sickness in August last, I have en- 
joyed as good health as at home. I have now 
been teaching eleven years ; nine at home, and 
two in Trinidad, and I feel quite able to keep 
on eleven years more. 


During the first term, we had 78 names on 
the roll; average 48. Second Term, 68; 
average 50. Third term, 77 ; average 43, (small 
on account of sickness during the rainy season.) 
The last term has been the best attended of 
any ; 58 enrolled ; average 48. I never had a 
better attendance even at home. Two of the 
pupils have died, some have returned to India ; 
others have gone out to work. My class of 
large boys is broken up, Bankad has taken a 
School at Jordan Hill. Barmanah has gone te 
Morechal to teach. Gobin has a shop. Sew- 
baran is learning a trade. Teijah is the ‘court 
interpreter at Cedros. Ramkalanan will soon 
go to a situation. All the boys are well em- 
ployed ; and we hope they will be a source of 
strength to the Mission. 


The next class has kept on well, a number of 
them not missing a day. This class have read 
seven Books of the Old Testament; the 
Gospels; Dr. M. Mitchell’s Letters to Indian 
Youth ; learned catechisms, hymns, prayers ; 
portions of Scripture, while the ordinary school 
studies were carried on. The advanced class 
numbered 17, the second 15, the third 12, and 
the Primary class 14; these numbers only 
relate to the term just closed. During the past 
year we have had seventeen girls at school, 
fourteen Indian and three Chinese. The school 
opens at 8 e’clock. At 10 we take breakfast, 
then work goes on till 1.30, then the girls get 
instruction in sewing. At 3 o’clock we dine, 
from 4 till 6 study, and visit the homes of the 
pupils. At 7, the boys come in to prepare 
lessons for the next day, prayers at 8.30, and 
work is done. So you have our time table. 


Looking over the past year we have so many 
things to make our hearts swell with gratitude ; 
eleven of the pupils have professed christianity; 
the children have improved very much in out- 
ward conduct ; they come to school clan ; and 
clothed. We have gained an influence with five 
Chinese families, and as they are the most 
neglected class of people in the Island, we are 
glad to admit them to our schools. Then 
Mrs. Morton has returned to us improved in 
health and strength. 


IT have now been two years engaged in the 
work, and I can truly say that my interest 
grows greater, the longer I am at work, and 
the more I know of the people. The remain- 
ing years of life, will be cheerfully given to the 
work that my Heavenly Father has given me 
to do.

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LETTER FROM A CHINESE CONVERT TO A 


FRIEND IN TRINIDAD. 
Galt, Ont. Oct. 14, 1878. 


Your letter of the 7th August, was received. 
I am sorry to learn that you had been so ill. 
It made me very glad to learn that you want 
to be a disciple of Jesus and that you want to 
work for Him. Yes, my dear friend, there is 
no greater privilege than to spend our lives for 
Him who loved us and gave Himself for us, to 
redeem us from a place of misery and translate 
us to a place of bliss. All we can do for Him 
cannot repay what He has done for us. I 
trust that you are a child of God now, redeem- 
ed by Jesus’ blood. There is nothing hard in 
it my friend, just believe God’s word and take the 
precious gift He offers to you. Take hold of 
Christ with your heart, and eternal life is 
yours. There is no work to be done, Christ has 
done it all. When he was hanging on the 
cross, you remember, He cried with a loud 
voice, ‘* It is finished.” Yes, dear friecd, it is 
finished long, long ago. And now, the only 
thing for us to do is simply believe.

And my dear friend, 
I can speak experimentally that God does hear 
and answer prayer: If not, I would not be here 
to day. God help you, dear friend, the 
mountain that seems so high, and the cloud 
so dark, will all vanish away. Whatever work 
you are doing just now, all your spare time you 
can gather, try and acquaint yourself with the 
knowledge of English grammar, mathematics, 
reading and spelling. It will prove a great 
advantage to you if you get a place to study, 
and who knows but that you will get my place 
when I go away from here. About six months 
longer my time will expire. Then (D.V.) I 
will go and see you all. I am longing to see 
my mother and friends. 


By your description in your letter I see a 
a great change since | left. J am glad Mootoo 
is married. Poor Ramdin what does he intend 
todo? What has become of Victoria Mackenzie ? 
I hope yourself, your parents, brothers and 
sister are all well. Please give them my best 
salaam, and to all friends: don’t forget Mrs. 
Samuel Aaron, your sister-in-law. Remember 
me kindly to all in the mission yard.

Yac HE last mail from China brought an ac- 
cumulated budget of letters quite too 


large for insertion at one time in these pages. 
So we must be content at present with a selec- 
tion. We shall first give a short and very: cha- 
racteristic letter from Mr. Mackay, and then 
endeavour to ‘‘ give the sense” of a very long 
but very interesting communication from Mr. 
Junor. 


LETTER FROM REV. G. L. MACKAY. 
Keune, 24th October, 1878. 


On the 8th inst. Rev. Wm Campbell, from 
Lai-wan-foo in the South, arrived at Tamsui 
with the intention of visiting our northern 
stations before returning home on furlough 
after seven years hard labours in South 
Formosa. This is the third time he came 
North. On the 21st March 1873 he landed at. 
Tamsui when I was all alone, and we spent a 
couple of weeks most pleasantly together tra- 
velling and preaching. Again, on 23 Sept. 
1876, himself and Rev. T. Barclay, arrived to 
attend our meeting of conference at the Loa- 
liong-pong chapel. On the 13th inst. I started 
with Mr. Campbell on our travels. We went 
first to the Lwn-a-teng chapel and preached, 
then walked to Toa-liong-pong and spent the 
night. On Monday morning we set out and 
halted a while in the Bang-Kah Chapel, walked 
to the Chapel at Khol-Chin and had dinner 
there, then proceeded to the Chapel at Sim- 
tiam and remained over night, addressing the 
hearers in the evening. Tuesday we walked on 
a narrow slippery winding path across the 
country to our Chapel at Sa-teng-po where we 
remained over night and preached. Wednes- 
day, towards evening we arrived here and 
although the night was dark and wet, had 
quite a number of worshippers to hear my 
brother missionary. 


Thursday, long before day-break, we arose 
and started on our journey to the East Coast, 
when we arrived at the Sam-tian mountain 
range we found the narrow path so slippery 
that whilst the, ascent was made with consi- 
derable difficulty, the descent was simply 
indescribable, for although I for one went 
along on bended knees, I ‘fell several times 
striking the back of my head on the slippery 
stones. I know too, that my companion fared 
no better, for I turned around once and saw 
him sprawling on his knees and the natives 
bursting with laughter. In the evening we 
arrived at Leng-siang-Khoe and halted in a 
damp, miserable Inn. Friday, on {arriving at 
Lhan-Sia we put up for er night in a temple 
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where a Buddhist priest and two old vegetarians 
lazily spent their time, as if dreaming out 
their days and nights. Mentality and vitality 
seemed to have left them long ago if indeed 
they ever possessed such. One was quite dis- 
pleased because I insisted on him giving us 
tea before placing the little cups before the 
idols. Mr. Campbell slept near the wall and 
I passed the night just in front of an idol with 
uplifted hands. When the old man saw that 
nothing happened to him although we got tea 
first he was quite reconciled and friendly. 
Saturday, we walked along the shore to 
San-bay and with great difficulty succeeded in 
getting a place where we could pass the night. 
On Sabbath we went through the whole place, 
preaching as occasion afforded, then took a 
boat and went to Lam-hong-o a village of 
aborigines and told of salvation through Christ 
alone. The 21st inst. we started back, passed 
through a large town called Sa-Kiel-a, preached 
the everlasting Gospel and arrived at Than-sia 
where we again made for the temple. 
During the evening I had a long talk with the 


Priest about salvation, and in the morning Mr. 


Campbell made known the only way of life. 
On the 22nd we arrived at Leng-Siang-Khoe 
again and after taking some food and resting 
we went out in front of the temple where a 
a stage was erected for theatricals and was 
already lighted up, it being dark. The temple 
also was bright with light, and all around 
lights burning, for many were there selling 
their fruits and pastries. We mounted the stage 
and I have no doubt that with long beards we 
looked to many like real actors. Well, I began 
by extracting teeth and my companion was 
busy arranging those who wished teeth extract- 
ed. When through, he spoke with great 
fervency. Then I addressed them. We hada 
splendid gathering under the canopy of 
heaven and I have no doubt good will flow 
from our poor services. Leaving that place 
by starlight the next morning, we returned 
here yesterday after having a delightful time 
together, wherever occasion afforded I extract- 
ed teeth, and with Mr. Campbell preached 
Christ and Him crucified. 

When we left Tamsui my dear colleague Mr. 
Junor was after having a severe attack of fever, 
but was going about as usual and getting on 
rapidly with the Chinese language and famous- 
ly witn helpers, students, converts &c. He is 
a boon to our mission here. Mrs. Junor is also 
getting on splendidly and will in due time 
greatly help our work. She intended to study 
the language with Mrs. M. during my absence. 


LETTER FROM REV. KENNETH JUNOR. 
Tamsur, 20th December, 1878. 


In this letter, from which we have room’ for 
only a few extracts, Mr. Junor gives a minute 


and graphic account of a visit paid by him and 
Mrs. Junor to eight of the stations in North 
Formosa under the superintendence of our 
Foreign Mission Board. The actual distance 
travelled was about 200 miles. The names of 
the Chapels visited are as follows.—(1.) Pat-le- 
hun opposite Tamsui: (2.). Tek-chham—Two 
days south; (3.) Sin-Kang— one day farther 
south: (4.) Ang-Mng-Kang—halfa day north- 
west from No.2: (5.) An-po-a, one day 
north-east from Tiong-lek, but only a few 
hours from Bang-Kah:  (6.) Bang-Kah—up 
the River, 12 miles from Tamsui: (7.) Toa- 
liong-pong—one mile and a half from Bang- 
Kah, nearer Tamsui; and, (8.) Lun-a-teng— 
two miles nearer. The conveyance is a Sedan 
Chair, 43 feet long and 2 feet wide, suspended 
from bamboo poles 18 feet in length. This 
carriage is surmounted by a gay-coloured water- 
proof awning, and rests on the shoulders of 
three Coolies who are difficult to get under way 
and frequently prove balky. ‘‘Itis an actual 
fact that one of these men will waste a whole 
day in dispute for no higher sum than a few 
cash—(a cash is equal to one twelfth of a cent !) 
After crossing the river they set off across the 
rice fields, which are carefully laid out in 
terraces and are irrigated from reservoirs on a 
higher level. The roads along the plain are 
simply the entrenchments thrown up betwixt 
the different lots or farms, and are about two 
feet wide. Ascending to the table land, the 
view of the valleys, laid out with faultless 
regularity, and dotted with clumps of trees 
and cottages, is very fine. Here we find fields 
of tea, potatoes, corn, and sugar. The roads 
are good. Descending into the valleys they 
follow winding paths, pass a large town 
inhabited by Hakkas—emigrants from the 
north of China, stop of course for refreshments 
to passengers and Coolie, and, reaching Liong- 
lek about dusk, drive up to the best hotel in 
Formosa! Bad is the best. Mr. McKay had 
pre-engaged ‘‘a suite of rooms” for the 
strangers who were shewn into bedrooms, the 
largest in the house,—five feet by seven! An 
open court, about 20 feet square, served for 
dining-room, kitchen, and piggery. Fortunate- 
ly they carried their own provisions with them. 
They started early next morning, ate their 
breakfast on the steps of atemple dedicated to 
his Satanic Majesty, a curious crowd staring at 
them meanwhile, and then pursued their 
journey, over hill and dale, across rivers, 
through a beautiful and well tilled country, 
until they reach Tek-Chham, a walled city of 
50,000 inhabitants. ‘ Here Mr. McKay had 
opened our station only a couple of weeks 
before,” in spite of a determined resistance on 
the part of ‘‘the baser sort,” as well as of the 
so-called ‘‘literati.” But when the gong sound- 
ed one Sabbath morning, crowds of people 
assembled for worship to whom Mr. Mackay 
and A-Hoa, his first convert and helper, who 
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has now charge of the station—preached with 
great power. Referring to the Sabbath he was 
in Jek-Chham, Mr. Junor says ‘‘ there were 
four services, and probably 150 cases of sick- 
ness attended to. I wish you could catch the 
inspiration of standing by and seeing the 
work. It is the Lord’s work and He will sure- 
ly and fully acknowledge it.” On monday 
morning Mr, and Mrs. Junor went out to see 
the city. Such crowds! The Prince of Wales 
in Toronto would not make a greater commotion. 
Mrs. J. was a great attraction, being the first 
European woman the people had ever seen.” 
_A large temple was visited, containing a number 
-of hideous looking idols; some of them six- 
teen feet high. Next morning at five o’clock 
they were ready for the road—the Coolies ex- 
cepted, who took one of their tantrams, where- 
by time was lost. At length they are off for 
Sin-Kang, now along the sea beach, and again 
over immense hills of drift sand. Sin-Kang, 
the most southerly of the stations, and 
-situated in a lovely valley, was reached in the 
evening. ‘The people here are different from 
those at the other stations, being descendants 
of the aborigines who have not submitted to 
the Chinese rule. They are poor, industrious 
in a way, but much lower than the Chinese.” 
‘From this point an excursion was made to 
Oulam, three miles off on the sea coast, where 
the people collected in the market place, when 
Mr. Mackay ‘‘drew a good many teeth” and 
then preached the Gospel. 

The route homeward was somewhat varied, 
and a number of towns and stations were visit- 
ed, which are described in a very entertaining 
manner. ‘The trip on the whole,” says Mr. 
Junor was most profitable to us, and we trust 
also to the Church. The following account of 
THE GREAT GATHERING OF THE CHRISTIAN 
‘CHurRcH OF NortH Formosa will be read with 
interest. 

‘¢ This great meeting has taken place, and was 
a great success, in every way I fully believe. 
‘On the 18th of Dec. it took place, and from it 
we feel sure the native Christians here have 
gone home much strengthened. The meeting 
-was held at Toa-liong-pong a few miles from 
Bang-Kah. This is the month during which 
‘the greatest number of heathen feasts is held 
and is usually the finest month in the year so 
far as weather is concerned. As soon as we 
‘returned from our trip round the stations we 
set about the preparations for the meeting, 
or rather Mr. Mackay did, for I could not do 
much towards it. f 


Very many of the Christians here at the 
various stations have now seen each other who 
have had really very little idea of how many 
others there were or what they were like. If 
vit was possible to bring them all to one place, 
so that they could see and know each other, we 
‘knew much good would result. This now has 


been done. On the day before the meeting, 
every station sent two men to help in fitting up 
for the occasion. It was to be something like 
a large pic-nic, for all the people would have to 
be fed, coming from a distance (as far as 3 days 
journey). The expense was borne utterly by 
the Christians themselves and they contributed 
willingly and plentifully. The Toa-liong- 
pong chapel stands in a large level field on the 
main road to Bang-kah about 14 miles off. A 
large tent was erected opposite ; or out from 
the door of the chapel. Tables holding 8 each 
were provided for 600. Those for the men 
were set out under the tent. Those for the 
women were set in the chapel. There were 
over 100 women present, a remarkably large 
number. The day was spent in singing, speak- 
ing, &c. 

Mrs. Junor had her sewing machine present, 
with which they were wonderfully interested. 
The day will long be remembered by the people 
and with something like the remembrance of 
the church at home from somé such great fact 
as the late union of the churches. As the great 
union meeting in Canada was a stimulus and a 
strength, so was this meeting to the hitherto 
disjointed little communities of christians here. 
They now know their unity, and something of 
their strength. Peculiarly auspicious was the 
day. It had been raining for over a week, but 
on Tuesday the rain ceased and on Wednesday 
the day was all that anyone could wish. We 
feel very thankful to our Heavenly Father that 
He thus favoured us. Since the meeting we 
have had rain nearly all the time. We are 
now looking forward to two or three months rain. 
To-day it is very cold the thermometer stand- 
ing at 40°. 

Our Christmas is somewhat of a sad one te 
us, our hearts and memories going back to the 
last one when we were among our dear friends, 
in our own land, and our own family complete. 
Now our vacant chair is never out of our 
remembrance.

Gor To Mrs. Harviz, Src’y. W. F. M.8. 
Western Section. 


Indore, October 10, 1878. 


Md O-NIGHT there is shining softly upon us 
what we would call at home a ‘‘a harvest 
moon,” and we often walk or drive at this 

time in preference to earlier in the day, as it 

becomes cool towards night. During this month 
there is a great deal of malaria owing to the 
evaporation caused by the earth becoming dry, 
and October is therefore much dreaded by all 
classes of invalids in India. We shall have 
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delightful weather for the next five months. 
We are all enjoying tolerably good health at 
present and have much reason to be thankful 
that this is granted us. I refer to Indore more 
particularly, but so far as I have heard the 
Mhow branch of the mission is also favoured in 
this way, and I have reason to believe the 
ladies and Mr. Campbell are doing much excel- 
lent work in the way of schools, &c. Some 
lady inquired if we had many schools in Indore ? 
Not at present, the reason being that the op- 
position here is very strong, by this I mean that 
we have a Ritualistic party in this station who 
sympathize with the Cowly Fathers and will do 
anything in their power to hinder our work. 
Have I told you anything about the Cowly’s 
mission in Indore? I think Mr. D. mentioned 
it in some of his correspondence with the Board, 
but I may say that the representative of this 
body of extreme High Churchmen is at times 
attired in a costume like that of the Hindoo 
Fathers and goes about the City in this fashion. 
He is called Father in the same manner as a 
Romish priest would be addressed, and he once 
attempted to administer the communion in the 
same way as the Eucharist is given, but even 
his friends and admirers would not thus openly 
imitate Rome, and the Episcopalians in the 
station refused to hear him. Thus it is from 
nominal Christians that our opposition comes. 
They broke up the school which had been 
started and was quite prosperous for a time. 


The remainder of this letter we are reluctantly 
sompelled to omit for want of room.—Ens.

Or of the arguments made use of in 
! advocating the Union of the Presbyterian 
Churches in Canada was that it would tend to 
amore economical and convenient distribution of 
the effective working power of the Church: 
that in many places where there were two 
weak, struggling, and rival congregations, the 
interests of religion would be better served by 
one minister and church organization. The 
accompanying table shews that this expectation 
has not been disappointed, for here are at 
least thirty-seven cases in point, where 
congregational unions have been harmoniously 
effected by those who formerly belonged to 
different sections of the Church. In each of 
these, members formerly in connection with the 
Church of Scotland are now found worshipping 
along with their brethren who previous to the 
Union were identified with the Canada Pres- 
byterian Church. And possibly there are 
other instances which have escaped our notice 
where like happy results have followed the 
Union.

Besides this indication of Christian unity, it 
appears from the official record of translations 
that the old dividing lines are disappearing: 
even more rapidly than was to have been 
Already we can point to a 
considerable number of instances in which old 
Kirk Ministers have been elected to the 
pastoral charge of congregations formerly 
belonging to the Canada Presbyterian Church,. 
and vice versa, as for example the appointment 
of Rev. J. A. Murray, formerly of Lindsay, to- 
one of the largest congregations of the C. P.. 
Church, in London, Ontario, and that of the 


anticipated. 
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Rev. W. Mitchell formerly of Chalmer’s Church 
Montreal, to the pastorate of the oldest and one 
of the most influential congregations in St. 
John, New Brunswick. And, not to speak of 
other evidences of the practical benefit which 
has resulted,it is enough to point to the very 
general, and, upon the whole, very liberal 
support which has been accorded to the various 
missionary and benevolent Schemes of the 
Church since the Union. In a very short time 
we may expect to find that there will be no 
such terms in our ecclesiastical vocabulary as 
‘¢astern’’ and ‘¢ Western ” Sections, but that 
the Home and Foreign Missionary work of the 
Church, in all its departments, and the support 
of all our Theological Colleges, will be re- 
cognized formally, as they now are essentially, 
to belong to ‘“‘The Presbyterian Church in 
Canada” quite irrespectively of geographical 
boundaries, or local predilections. 


A General Sustention Fund. 


HN the subject of a Sustentation Fund for our 
& Church is now under consideration in the 

Presbyteries, it will not be out of place,to 
put before your readers some information which 
may be of use in the discussion. In one branch 
of the United Church this subject has been 
more or less debated for 20 years, and at the 
Assembly of 1877 it really became a practical 
question ; a committee having then been formed 
to consider the practicability of such a scheme, 
and to report to the next Assembly. This 
committee presented its report at Hamilton and 
so meagre was it in details and so oracular in its 
tone, that it failed to satisfy the Assembly and 
the whole question was sent down to presby- 
teries, so that now at least a full discussion of 
the subject is secured, and wise legislation may 
be looked for at the Assembly to be held at 
Ottawa next June. There are some of our 
leading men who seem te have thought this 
discussion unnecessary and who have already 
pronounced the scheme impracticable, but as 
they have never given any satisfactory rea- 
sons for their opinion we cannot allow our- 
selves to be guided in such a grave matter by 
tLeir ejaculations: ‘‘It will never work,” 
*‘It cannot be done,” &c. We know to 
begin with what a Sustentation fund has 
done for the Free Church of Scotland and for the 


Irish and English Presbyterian Churches, and | gregations. 


$570. 64 of our ministers receive $600 per an., 
and 98 from $650 to $700. Many of these mini- 
sters have been labouring for 20 or 30 years at 
these salaries, and though in the meantime the 
farmers composing their congregations have left 
their log-houses and built splendid homesteads 
and many of them become rich, the minister’s 
pittance remains the same and no such thing is 
thought of as the increasing of his income in 
proportion to the increase of the cost of living 
or to the ability of his people to support the 
Church. Now we venture to assert that in 
the ranks of these brethren who have been so 
unhappily situated are to be found many of the 
noblest and most devoted of our ministers, and 
were it not invidious te do so we could give 
many proofs of our statement from cases per- 
sonally known to us. Is it right then that the 
Church should continue indifferent on this sub- 
ject when at least 200 of her ministers are com- 
pelled to bring up their families, to entertain 
strangers, and to help the needy, out of a sum 
which no skilled mechanic would work for, and 
which, inadequate as it is, has often to be waited 
for till months after it is due ? Surely not, and 
if there is any generosity or any Christianity 
among our people this state of things will now 
be brought to an end. But look at the result 
of this treatment of our ministers. We com- 
plain of their preaching, but I wonder how our 
great city lights would succeed if they were 
burdened constantly with a load of debt, if they 
had not money to supply themselves with a 
commentary or a periodical, or even to provide 
themselves with the regulation broadcloth which 
in their present position, gives them such moral 
power in the community. Can we wonder that 
a man who is in such circumstances should lose 
self-respect and, unless there is extraordinary 
grace bestowed, should lose preaching power. 
Well, then, let us consider what is to be done, 
for I know every honest man who reads this 
will be impatient till he comes to the remedy 
for such a disgraceful state of matters. The 
Assembly’s Committee recommended a supple- 
mental fund and we see that one presbytery 
has already bowed to the wisdom of their sug- 
gestion. There seems to us to be many grave 
objections to a supplemental scheme and out of 
these objections we will state three. First,—

Here are facts which make us blush. At least 
80 of our ministers are labouring for an annual 
stipend of less than $600, ranging from $250 to 


just cause. Second,—A supplemented scheme 
really puts into the hands of a committee the 
patronage of all our weaker charges and gives 
them therefore a power liable to abuse. ird, 
—Such a scheme would never command the 
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liberality of the Church in a degree sufficient 
to make it a success. 

This was the experience of the English Pres- 
byterian Church and is now the complaint of 
other denominations who have tried such a plan 
on a large scale, so that many of these denomi- 
nations in England are coming nearer and 
nearer to the idea of asustentation fund. Now 
we believe that these are really solid objections, 
and they do not exhaust the list ; and we further 
believe that no such formidable objections can 
be urged againstasustentation fund. But what 
is the plan of such a fund as we propose ? Here 
itis. All the settled charges in our Church 
would be divided into two classes—aid-receiving 
and aid-giving. The aid-receiving would send 
in all their revenue to the treasurer of the sus- 
tentation fund, except what was required for 
payment of caretaker and other necessary ex- 
penses connected with the church building, and 
they would receive back the equal dividend 
whatever that might be ; but to prevent con- 
gregations leaning unjustly on the fund, care 
would be taken to secure that an equitable rate 
per member was contributed by such congrega- 
tions before they were allowed to benefit by the 
fund, Aid-giving congregations would send 
into the treasurer of the Sustentation fund the 
proceeds of their associations or collections plus 
the amount of the equal dividend. The equal 
dividend would come back to them and what was 
contributed above that amount would go to the 
help of the weaker congregations. So that 
under the working of this fund when a call is 
given to a minister by an aid-receiving congre- 
gation they will have to satisfy the Presbytery 
as to what they are able to pay into the fund, 
and when an aid-giving congregation calls, they 
will promise their minister the equal dividend, 


and whatever supplement they may be willing | | 


to add to that sum. Now let us look at some 
of the advantages of this plan. It will raise 
the status of our ministers throughout the whole 
Dominion and will tend to encourage men of 
higher intellectual powers and higher social 
position to offer forthe ministry. It will put 
an end to arrears of stipend, and only those who 
have suffered from irregular payments can un- 


derstand the advantages of receiving the quarter’s 


salary on the quarter day. It will make it 
possible for our ministers to speak freely to their 
people about giving, without incurring the re- 
proach of self-seeking. A minister can well say 
to his people why should you be a burden to 
the Church when he could not say, why do you 
starve me? It will give a new impetus to our 
Home Mission work, as it will free that com- 
mittee from the work of supplementing weak 
charges and set Dr. Cochrane free to devote his 
splendid energies to the work of providing the 
gospel to our new Provinces and the back settle- 
ments, and lastly, though we have not anything 
like exhausted its advantages, it will effectually 
check the tendency to Congregationalism which 
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has been growing upon us asa Church and unite 
the whole body by the close and lasting bond of 
mutual helpfulness. But is such a scheme practi- 
cable in our Church ? We have no doubt that itis. 
We have some 252 congregations which now 
give their ministers less than $750 per annum, 
To secure an equal dividend of $750 all over 
the Church would require a total contribution 
of $28,000; but last year we contributed $18,000 
to supplement weak charges,so that an additional 
$10,000 would be all that is required. But 
even this sum may turn out to be sufficient for 
an equal dividend of $800 if, as we have no 
doubt would be case, many congregations who 
are now only paying a stipend of $600 or $700 
would at once rise up to the amount of the 
equal dividend rather than be a burden on the 
fund. There are at least 300 congregations 
which would be aid-giving, and there would be 
no difficulty in asking these to bear the burden 
of the $10,000, as through the working of this 
fund they themselves would be benefited while 
helping forward the whole Church. We are 
aware that there would be great difficulties to 
overcome in carrying out this work, but it 
cannot be doubted that it would give our Church 
the very first place among the Protestant de- 
nominations of this country and enable her to 
do her work with an efficiency and success 
which would amply repay the trouble and the 
cost.

Let it be set on fire by 
divine love; it wins men to God. What 
preachers need therefor, is, not less intellectual 
culture, but more love—more love for God and 
man.—Zion’s Herald.

Although from its high antiquity and peculiar 
structure there be many things “m the book of Job 
hard to be understood, the lessons which in the main 
it is designed to teach are plain enough. Job was 

erhaps the wealthiest of all the patriarchs, the 

ead of “a very great household,” and the father of 
a large family, ch.1: 2,3. He was highly respected, 
ch. 29: 5-1], and, withal, an ‘eminently good man, 
who, like Abraham, had his altar and observed family 
worship continually. Ch.1:5. Into this happy 
household Satan—the adversary—(so called for the 
first time, ch. 1: 6), was permitted by God to come 
and afflict Job for the trial of his faith and patience. 
In a single day all his earthly possessions were swept 
away, and, to complete the tradgedy, he was de- 
prived of his ten children by one fell stroke. To all 
this Job meekly replied, “‘ The Lord gave and the 
Lord hath taken away ; blessed be the name of the 
Lord,’’ ch. 1: 21. His three friends, Eliphaz, Bildad, 
and Zophar come to condole with him, ch. 2:11; 
but, instead of comforting, they aggravate his dis- 
tress by reproaching him. Christ denounces the 
kind of argument they used in Luke 13:1-5. At 
length Job yielded to the frailties of humanity; he 
quarreled with his friends, ch. 16: 2, and began to 
expostulate with God, chs. 9, 10. At this time 
Elihu is introduced in the capacity of a Moderator, 
and in a masterly address, exposes Job’s weakness, 
chs. 32-37. God Himself next addresses Job in lan- 
guage of incomparable grandeur, chs. 38, 39. In 
the Lesson we have the end of the whole matter— 
Job’s complete submission. While in the act of 
praying for his friends who had greivously injured 

im, he is restored to health and happiness and 
twice as much worldy substance as he had before. 

Vs. 1-3. Job answered, not as formerly by re- 
monstrating, but in deep humility. J know that 
thou canst do everything—I am convinced of thine 
omnipotence. Wo thought witholden, i. e., nothing 
that the Lord purposed ean be hindered. Who ts he 
that hideth counsel—quoting God’s words in ch. 38: 1, 
and acknowledging that in effect he was the guilty 
man. What J understood not. Job and other pa- 
triarchs and prophets uttered many important truths 
which they themselves did not fully understand: e.g. 
in ch. i9: 25 Job speaks of the Redeemer and the 
Resurrection, concerning which his knowledge must 
have been very limited; but here the reference is to 
his imperfect knowledge of God’s reason for afflict= 
ing him. Vs. 4-6. Hear I beseech thee—as a humble 
petitioner: demand,ask. By the hearing of the ear. 
In youth he had been taught the wisdom and good- 
ness of God, but now he knows by experience. V. 6. 
Iabhor myself. The language of true penitence, 
Isa. 6:5. Rom. 7:24. Repent,—Repentance is a 
turning from sin, (Shorter Catechism). V.7. These 
words—the words of God in chs. 38-41. Eliphaz had 
been foremost in arguing against Job, so God speaks 
to him particularly.

The charming story of Esther reads like a romance 
allthe way through. Though its imagery belongs to 
Oriental times, its moral is of universal application. 
Strangely enough the name of God is not mentioned 
in the book, but the hand of God is plainly visible 
in the preservation of his people. The best teaching. 
of this lesson will be to recite the whole story in 
abbreviated form, giving emphasis in passing to the 
moral and religious teachings with which it abounds. 
AnAzuERUS, king of the vast Persian Hmpire, con- 
sisting of 127 Provinces, began to reign 486 B.C. In 
his third year he convened a great council at Shushan, 
the capital, 250 miles S. E. from Babylon, which 
lasted 180 days, and which probably had reference to 
his expedition against Greece, undertaken soon after 
with anarmy of 5,000.0C0, of whom only 5000 returned. 
For refusing to comply with an unreasonable request 


Queen Vashti was deposed, and 4 years later, Esther 
was instated in her place. The time of the lesson is 


about thirty years after the return of the Jews to 


Jerusalem under Zerubbabel. 
remained in Babylon, among whom Morp«keal, a 
Benjamite, and his neice, and adopted daughter, 
Esther—an orphan maid,inHebrew named Hadassah, 
(Myrtle), noted for her beauty, wisdom and virtue. 
Haman, an Awalekite, a born enemy of the Jews, 
and chief of the king’s household, picks a quarrek 
with Mordacai who refused to bow down and rever- 
ence this upstart and base flatterer, ch. 3: 2, where- 
upon Haman vows vengeance on all the Jews in the 
land.

Yet we did esteem him stricken, 
as if it were for His sins and net ours! Wounds, 
bruises, chastisements, stripes—all were endured for 
Us. Even Pilate found no fault in Him. V.6 il 
we like sheep—the whole race corrupted by sin, has 
left its rightful owner. We have turned aside—from 
God’s way to our own way. Hath laid on Him—as 
the sins of the offerer were laid on the sacrifice, and 
those of all Israel on the scape-goat, Lev. 16: 21, so 
our sins are made to meet upon Him "the sins of all 
he was to save from every age and place.

Venerable Church of Scotland has cast 
off, or given the cold shoulder to her married 
children on this side of the Sea, they are 
labouring under a great mistake. The grants 
of the Colonial Committee last year to the 
Presbyterian Church-in Canada amounted to no 


less than £2018,1,4 or $10,000 of onr currency. 


A large portion of this amount went towards the 
support of Queen’s College Kingston, and the 
Theological Hall at Halifax, and for the aid of 
Student Evangelists. The French Evangeliza- 
tion Board received £200 Stg. In addition to 
this the Colonial Committee aided the. Pres- 
bytery of Pictou in connection with the Church 
of Scotland to the extent of £373, and also 
made a grant of £300 to the branch of the 
Church of Scotland in Ontario and Quebec, 
besides the grant to British Columbia, amount- 
ing to £872,11,4: making a total for the year 
1877-78 of no less than $17,850. 


THE CoLONIAL CoMMITTEE of the Free 
Church of Scotland has again placed us under 
obligations by grants to our Mission Funds as 
as follows.—for Home Missions, in the West- 
ern District, £300 Stg, in the Eastern District 
£150 ; besides £25 for Bursaries in the Halifax 
College ; for French Evangelization, £100, and 
for the Manitoba College, £150, making in 
all nearly $3,625. These liberal gifts are a 
pleasing evidence of the continued interest 
taken in the welfare of our Church by the 
Free Church of Scotland, especially at a time 


of so great financial distress and embarrassment 
in Scotland. 


In making mention of these donations, Dr. 
McGregor thus speaks for the Maritime Pro- 
vinces : ‘‘ While the liberality of these Scottish 
Churches, has proved an immense relief in this 
time of embarrassment, in the Eastern portion 
of this church, and will command grateful ack- 
nowledgements, our thanks should be followed 
with increased efforts to reach entire self-sup- 
port. This should be kept in view not merely 
as a goal to be reached some time, but quickly. 
It would be more graceful to relinquish these 
grants for the benefit of the new Provinces in 


to that extent indirectly aid in the evangeliza- 
tion of the North West?” 

In addition to the above mentioned sums, 
the Colonial Committee of the Church of Scot- 
land has remitted a second sum of £86 stg., to 
aid the Supplementing Fund in the Maritime 
Provinces. 


Tue TRUSTEES of QUEEN’s CoLLEGE, KINGS- 
TON, have acquired, on very reasonable terms, 
three acres of land adjoining the University 
property, which now extends to some nine 


jacres. On this site the new buildings are to 


erected at an estimated cost of about $45,000. 
The Governor General has kindly consented to 
be present at the laying of the foundation in 
the end of this month.

NEWFOUNDLAND, 


Although Newfoundland has hitherto declin- 
ed all offers to enter into pelitical union with 
her sister Provinces, the Presbyterian churches 


- there are now as firmly welded together as 


in any part of the Dominion, and are heartily 
in sympathy with the Presbyterian Church in 
Canada. The following extract of a letter 
to the Halifax Wirnxss from the Rev. L. G. 
McNeill, recently inducted to the charge of the 
united congregations in St. John’s, is satisfac- 
tory evidence of this fact, and from other sources 
we are glad to learn that Mr. McNeill’s minis- 
trations in Newfoundland are highly acceptable 
to his own people and the community at 
large. 


The WITNESS is a welcome visitor to the 
manse. It forms an admirable bridge across 
the chasm that separates our isolated Churches 
here, from the great throbbing life of the West. 
It comes to remind us that we are part of a 
large, living, powerful Church, and that however 
remote from the centre, the one life-blood ought 
to circulate even to the very extremities. If 
our Church is stretching out one hand to help 
and guide the destinies of New Manitoba, she 
is stretching out the other to seize in cordial 
grasp the ancient colony of Newfoundland. It 
is true we are few in numbers as compared with 
other religious bodies on this island, but like 
Scotia’s children the world over, we are intel- 
ligent and influential, and may with God’s 
blessing do a goodly share of work. 

Since my arrival I have visited all the Pres- 
byterians in the city. They number about 
200 families, and as they are now united into 
one congregation, they ought to be able for somé 
missionary work. As the ‘stakes’ are pretty 
‘strong,’ attention must be turned to the 
‘lengthening of the cords.’ We are about or- 
ganizing a Missionary Association to look after 
the Schemes of the Church. If our new church 
were completed and paid for, I see no reason 
why this congregation should not put a pretty 
strong shoulder to the general work of the 
Church. 

Last Sabbath*we had our Communion, the 
attendance was large ; about 200 sat down at 
the Lord’s Table, and we had eleven accessions. 
I hope we may hold our mid-summer commu- 
nion in the new chureh. It is roofed in and 
the carpenters are busy ceiling the roof. The 
church when completed will look well. Its 
cost will be somewhere about $40,000.” 

The Women’s Missionary Society of St. John’s 
is auxiliary to that of Halifax. It was formed 
in 1876 through the efforts of Rev. J. F. Camp- 
bell, now of India. Last year the sum of £43 
stg. was raised and devoted to the support of 
Miss Forrester’s mission at Mhow, India. 


MANITOBA ITEMS. 


Battleford, though the capital of the largest 
district of the Dominion, isa place of 200 souls. 
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Our missionary there, Mr. Straith, is a hard 
worker. The forenoon of the day he devotes to 
his duties at Government house, the afterneon, 
to teaching a school of 20 children, mostly 
natives, in the village, besides grinding up a 
student for the second examination in the 
University of Manitoba. On Sabbath morning 
he preaches at Government House: in the 
afternoon, in the village. Handsome donations 
of $100 and $25 respectively from Governor 
Laird and Major Walker of Mounted Police 
have been received. Late advices from Prince 
Albert Settlement put the population at 840. 
There are ‘between 180 and 190 families, of 
whom 90 are counted Presbyterian, and mission 
work has been prosecuted throughout the 
North-West with few interruptions from storms 
during the present winter. Hast of Red River 
there are seven or eight Townships taken up, 
some well, others sparsely settled. Probably 
three-fourths of the settlers in these Townships 
are Presbyterians. Services are held at seven 
points : at two of these in log churches: at two 
others in log school-houses ; at the other three 
in private houses. In two of these stations 
there is service three times a month: in the 
other five fortnightly : the furthest point is 36 
miles from Winnipeg, the nearest 11 miles. Jn 
these seven Townships the Presbytery has not a 
resident missionary. 'Two missionaries must be 
had in some way for them. Caledonia, one of 
the stations towards the east of this region 
which consists of the newer Townships, anxious 
to show its appreciation of the efforts made to 
supply them with the means of grace, held a 
real Canadian soiree on Feb. 10th, where four 
years ago there wasn’t asettler. Settlers living 
fifteen or eighteen miles away were present : the 
local M. P. P., a French half-breed, was present 
with a sprinkling of his people. Rev. J. Robert- 
son and Professor Bryce of Winnipeg drove out 
the distance from Winnipeg, 28 miles, and re- 
turned the same night. $60 was raised though 
the admission fee was small. Manitoba expects 
an immense immigration this year. Three or 
four more missionaries are absolutely indispen- 
sable. 


Obituary, 


New Edinburgh, on the 3rd March, after 

a lingering illness borne with great pa- 
tience and resignation to the Divine will. Mr. 
Cameron was born at Kilmallie, near Fort 
William, Scotland, in 1837. He came to Can- 
ada in October, 1858, and immediately entered 
the arts classes in Queen’s College, Kingston, 
where he graduated, and afterwards passed two 
years in the theological hall. He completed 
his divinity curriculum in Glasgow University 
in 1865. He was ordained by the Presbytery 


ae Rev. Charles Innis Cameron, died at 
te 


of Glasgow, on 2nd August following, and im- 
mediately proceeded to India as a missionary 
of the Church of Scotland. On account of im- 
paired health, he left India in 1869, went to 
Australia, and entered on pastoral work at 
Geelong. He returned to Canada in Mareh, 
1875, and was inducted to the charge of New 
Edinburgh, on 81st January, 1876. He had 
not been long settled among us when his health 
again gave way, and in December, 1878, the 
Presbytery of Ottawa very reluctantly aceepted 
the resignation of his charge, the duties of 
which he felt unable longer to discharge. From 
that time he gradually sank: but though he 
suffered long from weakness, he was strengthen- 
ed with might in the inner man, and finished 
his course rejoicing in God his Saviour, and in 
the full assurance of the precious faith he had 
preached to others. At his own request he was 
buried in the Cataraqui cemetery, at Kingston. 
Mr. Cameron was married in September, 1865, 
to a daughter of Colonel McBain, of Athol 
Mills, Ontario, and has left a widow and seven 
children to mourn his death. In 1870, while 
visiting at Geelong, Mr. Cameron published a 
volume of poems and hymns which was favour- 
ably received at the time, and which, we under- 
stand is in course of republication. These ex- 
hibit no small degree of poetical power, and 
afford a pleasing insight into the intellectual 
life of the author. One of the hymns, we are 
pleased to find incorporated in the new collec- 
tion for the Church, which has just been pub- 
lished by the Committee for the approval of 
the Presbyteries. It is No. 170, and is entitled 
‘THE GLORY THAT EXCELS.” It is as 
follows :— 


Oh fair the gleams of glory, 

And bright the scenes of mirth, 
That lighten human story 

And cheer this weary earth: 
But richer far our treasure 

With whom the Spirit dwells, 
Ours, ours in heavenly measure 

The glory that excels.

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Mr. ANDREW MILNE, an Elder of the Pres- 
byterian Church in Canada, died near Balti- 
more, Ontario, on Friday, 28th February, at 
the ripe age of seventy-one years. Mr. Milne 
emigrated to Canada when quite a young man, 
and settled over forty years ago in .Cobourg, 
Ontario, and by his industry and integrity soon 
became one of the most prosperous and respect- 
ed citizens of the town. He was always ready 
to take part in matters relating to the public 
good, and was for a time a Town Councillor. 
He was also an earnest and active member of 
the Presbyterian Church, and for,many years 
an Elder of the Congregation of Cobourg. He 
was the father of a large family, but early death 
removed most of them, so that few survive him. 
Amongst those taken was the late Rev. Andrew 
Milne, of Beamsville, Ont. who died soon after 
entering the ministry. Several years ago Mr. 
Milne removed to Toronto, where his wife died, 
and about two years ago he settled on a quiet 
little farm near Baltimore, there peacefully 
to end his days. He was a good, kind-hearted 
man and much respected wherever known. A 
large number followed the remains to the grave.

the sensibilities of his confreres, but for ‘‘ false- 
hood and deceit,” in connection with measures 
adopted by him for extricating his congregation 
from a heavy debt. That Talmage is a born 
genius, and one. of the most facinating preachers 
of the day, cannot be gainsaid, and the tran- 
sition from the blaze of popularity to a position 
which invests his character, and the Church 
with which he is connected, with an atmosphere 
of scandal, is deeply to be regretted. In jus- 
tice to Mr. Talmage, it must be said that he 
has no desire to shrink from the most searching 
investigation of both charges, and it is not to 
be doubted that the trial will be conducted 
after the fashion of Presbyterians,—with strict 
impartiality. The Rev. Dr. Duryea, of Brook- 
lyn, has accepted a call to Central Congrega- 
tional Church, Boston. This is one of the 
largest, wealthiest, and most liberal congrega- 
tions in the ‘* Hub.” 
THe Rev. Duncan Morrison, of Owen 
Sound, is temporarily supplying the pulpit of 


Ge next meeting of the General Assembly 


Penninghame, Wigtonshire, during the absence 
of the parish minister through illness. Rev. 
Dr. McCulloch, of the West Church, Greenock, 
having completed the 50th year of his ministry, 
the occasion was taken to present him with a 
handsome testimonial, in replying to which he re- 
marked that few things surprised him more than 
the progress the Church of Scotland had made 
in Greenock, during the last thirty-five years. 
In 18438 there were only three Established 
Churches in the town, now there are ten, and 
two mission Stations, all well attended. The 
late Dr. Hugh Miller of Broomfield, Scotland, 
has left the sum of $100,000 for the Foreign 
Missions of the Free Church of Scotland. Dr. 
Miller was many years in India. He was a 
warm friend of Naryan Sheshadri, and accom- 
panied him on his visit to Canada a few years 
ago. He died of heart-disease. 

THE LATE Rev. Dr. Durr having left direc- 
tions for the founding of a missionary lecture- 
ship, the Rev. Dr. Thomas Smith has been 
appointed to deliver the first course in Feb- 
ruary, 1880. The subject will be ‘‘Me- 
dieval Missions,” and the lectures will be deli- 
vered both in Edinburgh and Glasgow. The 
number of parishes endowed by the Established 
Church since the commencement of its great 
Endowment Scheme is 278, and the number of 
parliamentary churches erected into parishes is 
40. There are funds on hand for the endow- 
ment of four others, which will make the whole 
number of new parishes 322. This is a great 
work. Next to the Sustentation Fund of the 
Free Church, it affords one of the finest ins- 
tances of sustained Christian liberality on re- 
cord. The Synod of the Presbyterian Church 
in England meets in London, on the 21st inst. 
An important item of business will be the ap- 
pointment of a professor for the chair of Apolo- 
getics and Pastoral Theology which Mr. Robert 
Barbour endowed with $60.000 as a thanks- 
giving for the union. 

ARCHDEACON SWEATMAN of Woodstock, and 
formerly of Helmuth College, London, Ontario, 
has been elected Bishop of Toronto in room of 
the late Bishop Bethune. The parties originally 
nominated were Rev. Provost Whittaker, of 
Toronto, and Rev. Dr. Sullivan, of St. George’s, 
Montreal—representative men, of the extreme 
‘‘high-church” and ‘‘low-church” parties. 
After a lengthened contest it was found that 
neither party could be elected. By a rule of 
the church the candidate for the office of 
Bishop must have a clear majority both of the 
clerical and-lay votes. A very large majority 
of the clergy cast their votes for Provost Whit- 
taker. The laity, by an equally large majority 
voted for the low-church man. Hence the 
deadlock which arose, and the necessity of 
withdrawing both candidates and uniting if 
possible the contending parties. It is very 
gratifying to find that this was possible. The 
new Bishop is spoken of in the highest terms.

JI am very thankful to see 
some fruit of our labour through the grace of 
God. Ispend all my wages on them although 
our Church pays me very well, yet I have not 
one dollar beforeme. I have not only spent 
my wages but much of my own property, but 
I am not sorry for it. 

Our Sabbath-school is very well attended. 
Mrs. Flett’s class of girls yesterday was nine, 
and my own class of young men and boys was 
‘fourteen. The young men read in the Cree 
language, all the boys and girls, in English. 
The most of the Indians are off to their hunting 
grounds. That makes our meeting rather 
small. Our congregation at present is thirty to 
forty, old and young.

Dee BRETHERN,—The crying Need of this 
thy Island at present is ANOTHER MISSIONARY. 
‘SO T thank God with all my heart for the 
success that has attended our labours these six 
years on this dark Island, and considering the 
debased and savage state of the people, and the 
comparative insignificance of the human agency 
at work during that time, the success has not 
been small, or unimportant. But while we 
know that a very great improvement has taken 
place, and visitors notice the change, still the 
work, to a large extent, has been preparatory in 
its nature and necessarily superficial. And how 
can it be anything but preparatory and super-. 
ficial when for the last six and a half years the 
whole burden of the work has come upon the 
shoulders of one feeble missionary! The Island 
is about 95 miles in circumference and its in- 
habitants are very much scattered. Stretches 
of bare country and miles of coral coast over 
which we must pass have no population at all, 
but still take time and waste strength. We 
have always had a fine boat, ’tis true, and there 
is perhaps no island of equal size in the New 
Hebrides which is more easily worked with a 
boat than Eromanga, as there are so many 
rivers, or large streams of fresh water where we 
can run in and anchor for the night or in stress 
of weather, but then, very many districts must 
be visited overland and te overtake all of 
these is no small labour. The visits must be 
frequent or the work will suffer. A thousand 
petty disputes have to be quieted,—the sick 
and dying to look after, books to prepare and 
distribute: chiefs childish whims to be 
smoothed down, and every man who goes out 
as a teacher instructed by the one missionary. 
I have had also to build and keep up twe 
mission stations, (at Dillon’s Bay) owing to 
hurricanes, floods and tidal-waves, and natural 
decay, (which is extremely rapid), causing an 
immense amount of labour. With our time se 
much cut up, considering the material upon 
which we operate—in the first instance—the ex- 
tent of the field, the feebleness of native char- 
acter, the hasty and imperfect training some of

our teachers received when we wished to lay 
hold of some district, which, if not occupied at 
once might be closed against us for many a day 
to come, the faithlessness of some of our teachers, 
the incapacity of several, and the natural in- 
dolence of all—teachersand scholars. With all 
these things taken into consideration, could 
any man expect that our work could be any 
thing else than preparatory and superficial ? 
But a beginning has been made, and we greatly 
need another missionary to manage and carry 
forward the work. If one cannot be got, or if 
the Church will not any more consider dark 
Eromanga, I fear after the ‘‘first love” of the 
natives has lost its freshness, that unless God 
shame and confound us by converting this 
people without us, the work will go back. I will 
not deny that any missionary coming to labour, 
say in Portinia or Cook’s Bay, will have to 
meet with difficulties and many hindrances in 
his work. Such he must expect, and so long 
as the heart remains unchanged these things 
will continue. He will be amazed to find 
matters very different from what he had ex- 
pected, wonder why the missionaries did not 
explain the true state of things, which I suppose 
never will be done to satisfaction, seeing 1t can 
not, as each man forms his own opinion after he 
has seen with his own eyes the field and has 
become somewhat acquainted with the people. 
He will find the natives great liars. If a false 
statement seems to answer their present purposes 
they will not hesitate to tell a lie. He will 
find them dirty in body and mind. He will 
find them lazy. He will find them cunning, 
deceitful, treacherous, malicious, full of envy, 
cruel, ungrateful, passionate, obstinate and 
fickle. But he will meet with some very in- 
teresting people, and he will soon begin to see 
what a power the Gospel will have over them. 
He will see the very faces of men change after 
they begin to ‘‘take the Word,” and he will 
by and by find that many of his young men 
will risk their own lives, should it be required, 
to protect him. He will have a large field and 
many waiting for the Word that he will pro- 
claim to them. He will be in a land of plenty 
so far as yams and taro constitute plenty ; 
he will come to like many of the people and 
with good management he will generally 
carry his point against all odds. 


The natives will gather about the missionary 
and his wife, (for I do not think any missionary 
should come to these islands unmarried), and 
be daily learning some useful knowledge and he 
will find them generally very cheerful and happy 
in their own way. But above all, he will feel 
as he cannot at home, the reality of the work. 
Actually, God’s servants are engaged in person 
in a heathen field (no dream) fighting daily the 
battles of the Lord against the powers of dark- 
ness. 


The Lord will be very near him. His pro- 


mises will give alively hope. The Mighty God 
of Jacob will be his stronghold and he will be 
able to think lightly of ingratitude and selfish- 
ness on the part of the natives when he remem- 
bers his main object—the glory of God. 

And to you brethern of the Maritime Provinces 
do I look for a fellow-labourer. All that has 
ever been done for this Island has been done 
by your agents. Our church may well be proud 
of the Gordons and McNair. Noble mission- 
aries! To you Eromanga can never, never lose 
its interest. What those battles for earth’s 
glory compared with the battle fought by the 
Gordons and McNair here under the banner’ of 
the Lord of Hosts ? 

And how these earthly laurels, which brave 
warriors have won in victories achieved for 
their king and country, pale before the starry 
crown which awaits those heroic men who bray- 
ing every danger, and facing beings more like 
devils then men, bore aloft the standard of the 
cross until they were murdered by savage men 
for whose eternal happiness they laboured. 

I sometimes fear our dear friends are turning- 
away from the New Hebrides, but you will not 
surely give up the stations you now occupy 
here. You will not give up Eromanga? I think: 
the success at Anelgauhat, Erakor and Ero- 
manga is encouraging. Do not forget us when 
you are devising liberal plans for your other 
mission fields. But ifno one comes from your 
church for Eromanga, one thing I will count 
upon, your prayers. Brethern pray for us.

had admitted twelve to church membership 
during the year. Last month we admitted two 
more, and several joined the candidates’ class. 
When at Eratap, Sabbath before last, four old 
people, three of them natives of inland villages 
who had moved there expressly to worship the 
true God, came to me after service desiring in- 
struction with a view to baptism. They are 
too old and feeble to walk to Erakor where the 
candidates’ class is held. How it rejoiced my 
heart to hear them say, after having grown 
hoary-headed in the service of Satan, that their 


*‘old ways were bad” and that now they loved 


I wrote you, I think, that they are making a 
nabelaki, (feast), this year. Itis not yet fin- 
ished. They do not plant the year they make 
a nabelakt. Next year they will have nothing 
to eat except what they find in the bush. With 
them it is a feast and then a famine. 


It is pleasing to find that the Gospel is, slowly 
it may be, silently gaining influence over them. 
Two years ago they were as ready to dance and 
carry on their heathen ceremonies on Sabbath 
as on any other day. This year we don’t know 


Jesus very much of them dancing on a single Sabbath. 


The most exciting and to them the most in- 
teresting part of the feast is to come yet. The 
first thing they do is to make some new drums. 
These are in honour of their departed friends. 
After they set up the drums they have their 
day dance, which lasts a month or more. Then 
comes the night dance. They don’t beat the 
drums at night. When the dancing is over, 
they dig immense quantities of yams and pile 
them in heaps in a small enclosure for the pur- 
pose. The villagers far and near are then in- 
vited in turn, when pigs with long tusks which 
have been fattened for the occasion, are slaugh- 
tered. They are then divided along with the 
yams and carried home to be cooked and eaten. 
Of course a great amount of ceremony is con- 
nected with it all. 


You will be glad to hear that our natives 
have made a little arrowroot this year. Two 
villages made upwards of three hundred pounds 
between them. We hope to make a larger 
quantity next year. We labour nnder a great 
disadvantage, as the river is a long way off. 
We must just make the best of it, however. 

I see by the Record that there are some mis- 
sion goods on the way for us. I am glad to 
| know that this mission has still some friends. 


On Saturday I visited Bufa. The death rate 
there has been very high for the last year or 
two, and as it was some time since I had be en 
there I missed the familiar faces of several of 
the strongest men of the village, some of whom 
had been the first to show us any friendliness 
after we began to visit them. In other res- 
pects I was quite pleased and encouraged. 
What is called Bufa comprises four small villages 
which are from a quarter to half a mile distant: 
from each other. The population of the whole 
four, eighteen months ago, exclusive of those 
who moved to Erakor and Eratap, was fifty- 
three. It is now considerably less. The near- 
est part of Bufa, Tokalourik, is about eight 
miles from us. The other villages are Map, 
Malasor and ‘Ebounalan. We go about half 
way in canoe. This is very pleasant when the 
tide is in our favour, but when we have to go 
against the tide it is very tiresome, especially 
where the lagoon is narrow. We slept at Mala- 
sor. Shortly after daylight we went to Ebou- 
nalan. Very few of the natives were astir, so 
we sat down and waited for a few minutes in 
the house of the principal man of the village. 
Presently about a dozen assembled. Sang the 
hymn ‘ Nifanu nay iwi.” There is a hoppy 
land. During the service no one tried to in- 
terrupt us. We then went to another house 
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LETTER FROM REY. JOSEPH ANNAND. 
Aneityum, N.H., 2 Dec., 1878. 
FEW words from Anelcauhat at the close 
of another open season will, I presume, 
. be acceptable. The mission vessel will 
leave this island in a fortnight for Sydney there 
to lay up until April next. No doubt you will 
_ have heard of her rough passage on her way up 
in September. Those on board thought that 
they were on their last voyage ; and when men 
who had spent thirty years on the deep become 
alarmed for the safety of the vessel there is some 
good reason for their fears. Since I last wrote 
you the work has been moving along as usual, 
possibly a little more actively. I completed 
my Visitation of the island in October. The 
schools are all in operation except one which 
has no teacher just now. By the aid of those 
kind friends in Nova Scotia and Charlottetown 
who sent a contribution for our teachers. I have 
been enabled to effect some beneficial changes 
in the schools whereby the children receive 
more attention than formerly. We have hada 
pleasant and prosperous season amongst these 
interesting people. In October we had great 
excitement and intense feeling manifested 
against one of the evils which threatens to ruin 
many of our young men. As usual at the close 
of the whaling season, liquor was given to those 
who had been engaged in that business ; and 
one young man, the most promising and highly 
respected one about us died, after four days 
excruciating sufferings, from a disorder induced, 
we believe, by drinking. The people threatened 
to burn out and banish from the island the 
person from whom the liquor came. He was 
only allewed to remain on promise that he 
would give no more drink. I trust that public 
opinion here against the abominable stuff being 
so strong will prevent a repetition of such scenes 
for a time at least. Our chief here is very de- 
termined to prevent anymore ‘‘grog” being 
sold on this side of the isle, 

The morality of the people seems somewhat 
better this year than last. We have had only 
three cases of discipline for bad conduct thus 
far this year. The attendance on the religious 
services is very fair. For the past months, 
since I have been counting the members pre- 
sent, I find that we have had an average at- 
tendance at the Sabbath morning service of 
about one half the population of the entire 
district, and an average of about one-fifth of 
the whole at the Wednesday prayer-meetings. 
This, I imagine, is as good if not much better 
than the most of more highly favoured places ! 
T suppose that as we are a Christian people here 
now, it is no longer proper for me to speak of 
the heathen amongst us who do not attend 
church at all. More in conformity with other 

lands I may say that we have about twenty 


as cocao, coffee, &c. 


‘‘advanced thinkers’ here on our side of the 
isle who never grace the church with their pre- 
sence. We can no longer say that family wor- 
ship is held in every house. However, we do 
not on that account feel discouraged. We are 
hopeful. 

The boxes sent from Nova Scotia were just 
too late for the ‘‘ Dayspring.” They arrived 
in Sydney a few days after she had sailed. A 
trading vessel called here a fortnight ago from 
Sydney and ineidentally I learned that the 
captain had been asked to bring the boxes but 
refused. They will be brought along next 
April by our vessel. We are still enjoying 
good health. 


Our Criniddad Mission. 


LETTER FROM REY. JOHN MORTON. 
Savana Grande, Feb. 5th, 1879. 


N Monday, 20th ult., I left early for Mori- 
chal, mounted en an ass and with sun- 
dry little necessaries in my satchel. 

Having examined the school, Annagee and I 
set out at noon on fresh donkeys. Through 
shady cocoa groves, over ravines, up hill and 
down dale we passed, visiting the people from 
house to house till the sun had set. A gather- 
ing of the Coolies in the neighbourhood of the 
school-house closed the labours of the day. 

I cannot say that I slept comfortably. The 
teacher’s room is walled and roofed with palm 
leaves and was rather too cold for comfort. 
The bed, too, was decidedly hard, but its worst 
feature was that to whatever end I turned the pil- 
lew that end seemed lower than the other, and it 
is not pleasant to sleep with one’s head down- 
hill. The second day was spent in exploring 
a part of the district where the people are an- 
xious to have another school opened. All whom 
we saw professed their willingness to aid and 
forward work among the adults. A building in 
that quarter wonld be a great help to the cate- 
chist. 

One is very often asked here, and people at 
home may perhaps ask :—Are these Coolie 
settlements prosperous ? are the people com- 
fortable ? A few of the people have done well 
for themselves in the meantime and have a 
good prospect for the future, by planting trees 
Too many, while working 
industriously, have cropped out their land with 
rice and corn, leaving no shade for the dry 
season. Some see their error now and are 
seeking to repair it, while alas too many new- 
comers are repeating their error over again to 
buy the same experience. As a whole, these 
people have improved their circumstances, but 
they are not at home in the cultivation of trees. 
It is probable, however, that their children 
will fall naturally into tree cultivation and 
succeed better than their parents. 
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Looked at as a field for missionary work, they 
have a first claim. Many of them know us on 
the Estates and take it very kindly that we 
look them up in the woods. There is a much 
greater feeling of neighbourliness among these 
settlers than on Estates where the people are 
numerous. And so far our work among them 
has met with a good measure of success. The 
work is laborious on account of the nature of 
the roads and from the people being scattered ; 
but Annajee, mounted on his donkey,finds his 
way into every corner. One day he came upon 
an aged couple who ten years ago lived in Jere 
village. The old man’s health had been failing 
and they felt dull aud lonely, so much so that 
Annajee noticed at once their low spirits and 
enquired ‘‘ What is the matter? Have any of 
your children or friends died?” They answer- 
ed, ‘* No, all are well.” ‘‘ Have you then no 
food in the house?” ‘Oh yes, plenty, look 
at the heaps of rice and bunches of bananas in 
the house and the plantations growing all 
about.” ‘What then is the matter.” ‘‘We 
have plenty to eat but our hearts are heavy and 
unhappy we know not why.” 


‘7 will tell you a parable,” said Annajee. 


‘There was once a man who had a tiger and 
a goat. He kept the tiger in a cage and tied 
the goat near. He fed both regularly, but he 
could not get the goat to grow fat. The reason 
was when he brought grain and grass to the 
goat, the tiger used to roar at him and try to 
get out of his cage, at which the goat trembled 
and lost his appetite, and what food he did eat 
did not seem to do him any good. And grow- 
ing daily weaker he used to look up and see 
the corbeans waiting to pick his bones. Thus, 
though well cared for, he was very unhappy. 
Now you are like that goat. God has given 
you children, lands ‘and plenty of food, but 
death like a tiger roars for you—the fear of 
death haunts you and destroys your comfort, 
and looking upward and forward you see only 
your unforgiven sins like corbeans waiting for 
you after death, and you cannot be happy. 
What is the comfort of house and land, where 
is the sweetness of food with death and judg- 
ment near?” The tears were by this time 
streaming down the faces of both the man and 
his wife. After a pause, Annajee went on: 
‘¢ But listen and I will tell you of a mighty 
hunter who killed the tiger and drove away 
the corbeans—of the mighty Saviour who abo- 
lished death and bore away all our sins.” Then 
he gave a brief account of Jesus, his incarna- 
tion, life, love and death for sinners, and then 
prayed with them. When he was leaving they 
begged him to come back and tell them more of 
the way of hope and of life. 


At sunset I reached not my own fireside, for 
there is no fireside here, but my home. Having 
rested on Wednesday, I set out for Cedros on 
Thursday morning. Nine miles by van, 30 


by steamer, half a mile by boat, and 40 yards 
on a black boatman’s back, landed me on Ce-. | 
dros beach. The steamer only calls here twice | | 
a week. There is no hotel, not even a lodging | 
house of any kind so I went to the house of | 
the Interpreter. The Interpreter’s, according | 
to Bunyan, was a very comfortable place, but 
in this case it was a room ten feet square, with 
a cot in one corner, a table in another, two 
chairs, and a hammock swung diagonally across 
the room. I took to the hammock and was 
soon waited on by two men, a woman and a 
maiden, who wanted to know if Saheb was 
hungry. Yes Saheb was very hungry. What 
then would Saheb wish for hisdinner. Taught 
by experience, I began by asking what could 
be got. Oh anything that Saheb wished, would. | 
he like a tin of lobsters? No. A tin of mut- | 
ton? No. Can you get fresh fish? Oh Ce- 
dros is famous for its fresh fish, but it is too 
late in the day. We will get you some for 
breakfast to-morrow. Have you any chickens f 
None on hand, but we will send out and try 
and get one. Oh that will make dinner too 
late. Then ‘that jewel of a man,” the Inter- 
preter, suggested a pigeon. So in due time I 
dined on curried pigeon, and rice. After din- 
ner we visited through the village and held a 
meeting in one of the best Coolie houses I have 
ever seen. It is comfortably and substantially | 
built, and painted in and out. The owner | 
keeps mules and carts and is doing well. He | 
has been baptized in the Romish Church, but 
says he cannot understand their service and is 
very anxious that we should open a school in 
the village. . 


After dark I was hunted up by an Aberdeen 
man, from the banks of the Dee, who carried me | 
off to more comfortable quarters. He has charge | 
of two Estates here with two of his brothers as | 
overseers, and three stalwart men they are, | 
The next morning we rode across to the Eastern 
coast and bathed in the surf of the Atlantic. | 
In the forenoon I had a meeting in Bolien 
Village and baptized the child of David Maha- 
bil. I then passed on to the Goldsmith’s Vil- | 
lage and held a meeting in an unoccupied store | 
which was well attended, though rain had been | 
falling in torrents and the roads were very bad. | 


The morning of the next day was devoted to | 
visiting Coolies and I left for home at one, | 
p-m. The steamer was behind time so the van | 
for the mission had left. After some delay I 
got a horse and saddle and reached home at | 
8 p.m. on Saturday night. Cedros is, religiously, | 
a very destitute place. There is a resident | 
priest, but at the time of my visit he had been | 
absent two months. A Church of England | 
clergyman goes down from Port of Spain once 
a month on Saturday and remains till the fol- | 
lowing Thursday. But he does not visit among | 
the people and seems to have little influence. 
There is no other denomination in the field. 
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“We are praying that our way may be opened up 
to send some one to labour among the Coolies 


there. 


Formosa, 
LETTER FROM REV. G. L. MacKAY. 
Tek-chham, 18th November, 1877. 
AM here with Mrs. Mackay, several students, 
and ahelper. We started down Ist inst., 
and have been here since endeavouring to 
establish a chapel in the heart of the city. 
Blessed be the Great Head of the Church, 
through His power and grace we have succeedeed. 
This is the 15th chapel now in North Formosa. 
I spent Thursday, the last day of October, at 
Go-ko-khi with Mr. Campbell, and spent two 
days walking to this city which has about 
50,000 inhabitants. Formerly the houses were 
surrounded by bamboo trees with a drain of 
running water inside, hence the name ‘‘ Tek- 
¢ehham.” Now there isa high wall with four 
gates around. It is an important city, the 
Jaman of the Prefect is here and he spends his 
time between this and Bang-kah. Now that 
we have a chapel here as well as in Bang-kah, 
the two great centres in the North are occupied. 
There are no more large cities or walled towns 
in the North on the east coast to be occupied. 
Although there has been no outbreak like in 
- Bang-kah, it was so near that nothing but the 
_ power of Almighty God prevented it, as you 
will see from the following : 
When we arrived, Saturday evening 2nd inst., 
we went first to the old dirty inn where we were 
wont to halt. Before dark, however, we pro- 
' ceeded to the house which was rented for a 
chapel. We found it dark, filthy, and full of 
the little creatures that kept the pigs inside 
company. I was determined, however, to take 
_ possession at once, so we passed the night, and 
that a sleepless one. Next day being Sabbath 
we went into the streets to preach. Numerous 
‘crowds assembled. Mrs. M. spoke to the 
women whilst myself and students addressed 
the rest. Monday morning dawned, and with 
it anxiety, but no fear. Masons came to clean 
and repair the house. The people became 
alarmed and ran to and fro. They crowded in 
front, and myself and Mrs. M. sat in the street 
in their midst every day from morning till 
_ evening until the day before yesterday, when 
_ the repairs were finished. Exposed to the sun, 
wind and rain, we sat there almost suffocated 
at times with the dense erowds. I extracted 
431 teeth, and one afternoon dispensed medi- 
eines to 126 patients. The women gathered 
around Mrs. M. who day after day spoke to 
them, and in this way removed many prejudices 
and helped to make the people friendly. Tues- 
_ day evening I was delighted to see my old friend 


Mr. Campbell come along. He passed the 
night with us, then left for the South. 


In the meantime several of the Literati (?) 
met and called on the people to put a stop to 
the masons working, and to drive us out of the 
city. JI went into the market and addressed 
the excited crowds. I told them I would not 
leave the city for all the conceited, would-be 
Literati, then returned to sit in front of the 
chapel building. Word came one day in the 
forenoon that the mob were coming to pull 
down the house and beat us. I told the stu- 
dents to stand fast and never move. The 
masons were greatly alarmed. People ran 
hither and thither like insane persons. Mrs. 
M. and myself sat outside not knowing what 
might happen the next moment, At dark all 
was quiet again. 

In the meantime the Prefect who was about 
to leave for the mainland, was lying in the 
yamen sick, when nothing more could be done 
for him, a large sedan chair was carried in front 
of the chapel here and the Prefect’s large red 
card given to me and I was asked to sit in the 
chair and go and seehim. I went immediately 
and in a few moments was standing by his 
side. I saw he was sinking fast and told the 
attendants that in an hour or so he would be 
gone. Stupid, ignorant people, they did not 
seem to know the man was actually dying, and 
kept tormenting him with their foolish nos- 
trums. I felt indescribably sad looking at him. 
A high Mandarin breathing his last without 
faith in the only Saviour of sinners. All 
thanked me, some even with tears, for telling 
them he was so near his end, and expressed 
deep regret that I was not sent for sooner, and 
escorted me back in the chair to the chapel. 
This had a splendid effect on the people for 
nearly all soon knew it. The Mandarin died 
an hour after I left. When the tablet with the 
words ‘‘ Jesus’ Holy Temple” was put up above 
the door of the chapel, there was again great 
commotion in the city, and again all quieted so 
that the masons went on with the work and 
finished last Saturday evening. Yesterday, 
17th inst., we opened the chapel. in the fore- 
noon the place was crowded and all quiet. We 
began by singing ‘‘I’m not ashamed to own 
my Lord,” then addressed the people. In the 
afternoon therewas a larger crowd with the street 
packed full. When speaking, a stone was 
thrown in with great violence and just passed 
near my head. We conducted and finished 
the services as if nothing happened. In the 
evening we again assembled and had a quiet 
meeting. To-day no disturbance whatever,and 
now we are just after having evening worship. 
The chapel was so full that not another man 
could find standing room, and all were perfectly 
quiet. Giam-chheng-Hoa, my first convert and 
first helper, arrived in the afternoon and ad- 
dressed the hearers with his usual power and 
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fervency, then I spoke to them. He is to re- 
main here and take charge of the work, and I 
ean assure you it will be in good hands. To- 
morrow morning Mrs. M. will proceed to our 
chapel at Ang-mng-kang and remain there un- 
til myself, my dear colleague Mr. Junor, and 
Mrs. Junor, will arrive. She will visit the 
women in their homes. I start early in the 
morning for Liong-lek and expect my colleague, 
to be there in the evening on their way down 
from Tamsui. One day then will take us to 
Ang-mng.kang, then we will come here to Tek- 
chham, then go to our chapel at Sin-kang, then 
return to the North. If Mrs. Junor will have 
strength for the journey she will be the first 
English missionary who ever visited these parts. 
Our converts will all be delighted to seeher. I 
start to meet them with great pleasure, for Mr. 
Juner is such a noble fellow-worker I. enjoy 
being with him.

LETTER FROM MISS McGREGOR. 
(Continued from last Month. ) 


I think, nay, 1 am swre you will enjoy hear- 
ing something about Sukhanunden and Narayan 
Singh and how they are going on since their 
baptism also. I believe Mr. Douglas will par- 
don me if I take one or two extracts from their 
letters to him, and which have been read in 
my hearing. About the time of our return 
from Kandalla, 8. and N. left Bombay and went 
to Allahabad where they made their home with 
the American missionaries and continued to 
receive religious instruction regularly. We are 
equally interested in both, but Sukhanunden, 
for some reasons, is slightly more prominent 
than the other, perhaps on account of being a 
few years older, but both, though much tried, 
‘¢hold fast in the faith.” Once there was hope 
that his wife would be allowed to join him, but 
that hope has not been realized, and it seems 
that the opposition from his family has in no 
sense abated. Their progress in spiritual know- 
ledge is very gratifying, and everything is said 
with such child-like simplicity yet with such 
true appreciation that one might well suppose 
they were advanced Christians. In view of 
some troubles from which they are suffering of 
late, S. says, **I have lost all—parents, wife, 
child, yes, and reputation too, but He who called 
me by His grace will give patience to endure 
all things.” Referring to the same matter, he 
also says, and the words are touching in their 
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trustful simplicity, ‘‘ We go to-night just where- 
Jesus Christ will send us.” This referred to: 
their want of a home and some other circum- 
stances of a trying nature. Dear souls, they 
are passing through the fire but it will result in 
their purification. We have no doubt of their 
constancy, why should we when our Lord has 
said, ‘‘no man shall pluck them out of my 
hand.” The probability is they shall imme- 
diately return to Indore, whether for good or 
evil to our mission we know not, their friends. 
may be cause of many petty annoyances on our 
visit to the City. Just at this moment a beggar 
woman is standing at the door with a child in 
her arms, she is singing for pice, she holds the 
child up occasionally to create sympathy. 
These children (often not their own but borrow- 
ed for the occasion) are half-starved and then 
carried around for the above purpose. ‘‘ The 
grinding at the mill’ is being done on the ver- 
andah beneath my window. How it recalls the 
Scripture ! 


Little mites of children came running for 
books, and hoping some one would read them 
we gave them our leaflets, when they ran off 
waving them triumphantly over their heads. 
Books are rarely refused, one boy asked me if | 
these books told about the ‘‘Good Heart’ some | 
lamb of the flock perhaps, he was evidently on 
his way to school and stopped to get a book as 
well as to ask the question in a very earnest | 
tone. After leaving the last mentioned house 
we went to a Parsee home where I read in } 
Urdn the account of our Lord’s birth as given 
by Luke, the woman listened and talked freely 
of the ‘‘ Child Jesus.” In one house we were 
rudely treated and told that they did not wish 
us to read, they had their own bible (the | 
Koran, )and they did not want to have ours, | 
They are Mussulmen and the Virgin Mother is | 
to them “a rock of offence.” When we entered | 
this house a brother and sister were grinding | 
at the mill, but the young man at once arose as 
if ashamed of being seen at such menial employ- | 
ment however he sat outside and listened as 
we found on passing out. In what we call the 
house by the wood, where our next visit is made, 
they listen very attentively and kindly try to | 
help out my broken sentences when I speak | 
Urdn they listen attentively to the ‘old, old | 
story.” Last of all, there were some women | 
cutting up vegetables under a tree, and they | 
very pleasantly take time to listen looking from 
under their chadders which they have drawn | 
closely over their heads, they gave us the name | 
of their caste and said although Hindoos they | 
only worshipped one God. I did not know } 
there was such a class here, but of course my | 
knowledge is limited. By the time we had | 
visited the houses mentioned, the heat of the | 
sun compelled us to leave the Bazaar, and by | 
the time we return breakfast is ready. Thus 
ends the early morning’s work. We are obliged 
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on account ef the narrow ways in the Bazaar to 
go on foot, therefore could not remain as long 
as otherwise we would. Later onin the day, we 
gather the servants and children and teach them 
from the New Testament. I think it is well 
to do the work nearest to us while seeking to 
till the outlying fields. And last but not least, 
while making my effort to sow the seed here, 
my heart is raised in supplication to the Holy 
Spirit to influence the hearts of these people 
and draw them to Him, never till we sing the 
new song whall we know what we have accom- 
plished, but we have already reason to raise 
our grateful Ebenezer for what measure of 
success has been granted our mission and look 
forward to the future of India with hope.

This lady whom I assist is learning Bengali by 
me. I like this school very much, I am very 
happy. Iam sorry to say that a school-fellow 
of ours is paralysed, both her eyes are effected, 
so that she cannot see, we take it in turn to read 
the Bible to her ; it is very sad to see her; but 
we are told that God chastens all those that He 
loves. 

I feel very grateful to you for all your kind- 
ness to me, | pray that God may always bless 
the kind young friends who take such an in- 
terest in their orphan girl.

Scottish Orphanage, Nov. 15, 1878. 


I have much pleasure in writing you a short 
account of my Zenana work which I trust will 
interest you. I must tell you that the women 
whom we teach do not believe in the true God, 
and many of them are very ignorant, but I am 
happy to say that there are a few who are fond 


/ 


of learning about God. The Bible is read in 
every house we visit, and the women pay great 
attention while it is being read. 

We teach a Zenana woman who. is connected 
to Rajah Dhuleap Singh. When I am giving 
her her Bible lesson another woman comes and 
listens, so one day I asked her why she does 
not learn, and she said she would begin from 
the first of December, and that I was to teach 
her more of the Bible than any other book. I 
hope the time will come soon when all the 
heathen will learn to worship and love the one 
true God. 

I have been teaching in the Zenana only about 
a month. I used to teach in a Hindoo scheol 
before. We are studying hard for the exami- 
nation, as we are to be examined soon. I am 
fond of my lessons, so I don’t think learning a 
task, but I like Bengali better than English, I 
feel very grateful to you all for your kindness

Obserbance of the Lord's Day. 


q" is a good sign of the times that this 
subject has given rise to a lengthened 
discussion in the Dominion Parliament 
and we congratulate our Presbyterian represent- 
atives in the Commons for the outspoken and 
manly enunciation of their views on the 
sanctity of the Sabbath. If they have not 
obtained all they contended for, they are en- 
titled to the thanks of the Christian community. 
They have struck a good key-note and done 
good service to the cause of Religion by the 
firm and temperate tone of their remarks. The 
resolution proposed by Mr. Curistig, of 
Argenteuil, was as follows.— 


That the interests of public morality and the 
physical well-being of all classes render it necessary 
that there should be a strict and uniform observance 
of ‘the Lord’s Day in all the Departments of the 
Public Service, which are under the control of the 
Dominion Government; that, in the open of this 
House, the regulations in the Post Office Depart- 
ment should be uniform throughout the whole 
Dominion, and all postmasters be permitted to close 
their offices during the whole of the Sabbath-day. 


Mr. Christie in supperting his motion refer- 
red with satisfaction to the order given by the 
late Government for the closing of the Canals 
on Sabbath, in consequence of which canals 
were closed during the last season of navigation 
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from twelve o’clock on Saturday night till 
‘twelve o’clock on Sunday night, thus securing 
a whole Sabbath’s rest which was hailed as a 
precious boon by all the employés, and by 
‘residents along the line. There had been in 
consequence less drunkenness, profanity, and 
public disturbance than formerly, He claimed 
that the good results which have followed this 
order should encourage the Government to go a 
-step further and to close the Post Offices in 
the Province of Quebec during the whole of the 
Sabbath-day. In the other Provinces the 
postmasters were at liberty to close their 
offices, but in the Province of Quebec, closing 
was prohibited. The position was an anomalous 
-one, and was unsatisfactory to the public. At 
the last meeting of the General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church in Canada the question 
was discussed and it was unanimously resolved 
to petition the Government to take action in 
the matter. The example of the Dominion 
Government in the Post Office Department had 
been followed by the Local Governments in 
‘their Railway Departments. Possibly the 
contractors were responsible ; but, ever since 
‘the Montreal, Ottawa and Western Railway was 
built, excursion trains had been run on Sunday 
during the summer, and all the pleasure-seekers 
-and Sabbath-breakers in the cities had been 
poured into the country, to the great grief and 
annoyance of the Sabbath-keeping portion of 
the community. Even divine worship had 
been interrupted and disturbed by the passing 
trains, and by the music and revelry of the 
excursionists. These glaring acts of Sabbath 
desecration were under the control of the 
respective Governments. They were product- 
ive of the most disastrous, the most deplorable 
results, familiarising the public mind with 
Sunday labour and amusement, destroying all 
regard and respect for the sacred day, and 
converting it into a mere holiday for amuse- 
ment. Many were shocked at these things, 
and called loudly for reform. It would be 
observed that his motion was permissive ; not 
imperative. It was quite true that he would 
prefer to goa little further. He thought the 
regulations should require postmasters to close 
their offices, and, if the House would go that 
‘length, he would be most happy to have his 
motion amended in that direetion, as it would 
be more in harmony with his convictions. 


Mr. CHARLTON, in seconding the motion, 
gaid it must be apparent to all who gave atten- 
tion to the movements of social and intellectual 
forces in this age that there was a growing 
disposition to desire the abridgment of those 
restrictions which Christianity had heretofore 
considered necessary to be imposed for securing 
the well-being and the moral and religious good 
_of society. He held it to be the duty of every 
«Christian nation, people and Government to 
‘honour God’s laws in all respects ; and the mo- 


tion before the House, calling for a more strict 
observance of the Sabbath by the employés of 
the Government, was one which the Govern- 
ment could not disregard, unless they did 
violence to their professions of being a Christian 
Government of a Christian nation. Regulations 
and restrictions, such as laws requiring the 
observance of the Sabbath, were safeguards 
which, if maintained, would secure the conti- 
nuance of civil and religious liberty. It was 
under them that Britain had attained her 
greatness, and had placed her impress upon 
continents, upon races, upon history, and upon 
time, That same old command: ‘‘ Remember 
the Sabbath day to keep it holy,” given 
thousands of years ago, was still ringing in 
their ears, and still binding upon them. They 
could not claim to be a Christian people if 
they disregarded it. 

Mr. Langevin, Post-Master General, moved 
in amendment to the effect ‘‘that there should 
be a cessation of labour on the Lord’s Day on 
all public works, and in all offices under the 
control of the Government as far as it shall be 
found, in the opinion of the Government, 
practicable to do so.” He contended that a 
certain amount of public work was as necessary 
as that the farmer should feed his cattle on the 
Sabbath, and that therefore the rule which Mr. 
Christie wanted to apply could not be enforced 
without great inconvenience to a large portion 
of the public. 


Mr. Scriver held that the remarks of the 
Post- Master General were not.a sufficient reply 
to what had been said, in the moral aspect of 
the question, at all events. 


But there was another question which 
followed, and that was, what were the necessary 
labours which were the results of the necessity 
of our condition? To the statement that it 
was necessary that the post-offices should be 
kept open in certain localities, he thought a 
sufficient reply would be found in the fact that 
in some of the Provinces they were not kept 
open on that day. He believed that the 
weight of public opinion in that portion of the 
Province of Quebec inhabited mainly by 
Protestants was strongly in favour of, at least, 
a permissive regulation, such as that pointed 
out by the resolution of the hon. member for 
Argenteuil. This resolution, if passed, would 
not make it obligatory, but permissive merely, 
upon the post-masters of the Province of 
Quebec to close their offices. 


Str Joun A. Macponatp thought that the 
sense of the House was that a general feeling 
prevailed in Canada, amongst Catholics as well 
as Protestants, that the Lord’s Day should be 
observed as strictly as possible, but he was not 
prepared to go quite so far as was contemplated 
by this motion. ‘ 

‘“‘The resolution was so strong that, if it 
were adopted, any Government would be 
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compelled by it to order all their employés to 
close their post-offices on Sunday, and not to 
open them for one second. If that resolution 
were passed, he would be obliged, in obedience 
to the command of this House, to order all the 
employés to close their public departments, 
except when it was unavoidably neceesary ; and 
of course, as the giving of letters on Sunday in 
Lower Canada was not a necessity, the post- 
offices there could not be opened on that day 
any more than in any other Province. He 
thought, therefore, that the resolution should 
be withdrawn.” 


Mr. Cameron, North Victoria, objected to 
the stringency of the motion. Looking at the 
question from a broad point of view, he did not 
know that rigid Protestant views on the 
Sabbath question were more correct than the 
more liberal views of their Roman Catholic 
fellow subjects upon that matter. He: did not 
know that rigid Sabbatarianism was always 
connected with uprightness of character and 
conduct. As an illustration of this opinion, 
he would only mention the case of probably 
the most guilty of the City of Glasgow Bank 
Directors, who had just been convicted, and 
who was so extremely religious that he would 
not read op Monday a newspaper published on 
that day, ee: it was printed on the Sunday 
night.

Che Sandwich Jslands.* 


The people that walked in darkness have seen 
a great light; they that dwell in the land of the 
shadow of death, upon them hath the light 
shined. —TIsaiah 9 ; 2. 


{ HE Sandwich Islands were so named by 

Captain Cook, who discovered the group 
in 1778. This distinguished navigator was 
received by all classes of the people with de- 
monstrations of astonishment and delight. 
Offerings and prayers were presented to him 
by the native priests in one of the temples 
near the bay in which his vessels anchored and 
on the shore of which he was murdered on the 
night of the 13th February, 1799. The islands, 
ten in number, are called by the inhabitants 
the Hawazian Islands, from the largest of the 
group. They are situated about 2500 miles 
due west from Mexico, and are distant from 
Japan 3,400 miles, thus occupying a central 
position on the great ocean highways that con- 
nect America with China and. Australia. The 
four largest and most important islands are 
Hawaii, Maui, Oahu, and Kauai. The circum- 
‘ference of Hawaii is about 300 miles, and that 
of Oahu about 100. They are all of volcanic 
origin. Snow-capped mountains rise to a height 
of nearly 14,000 feet. On the east side of 
Hawaii, at an altitude of 4000 feet above the 
sea, is the largest volcano that has yet been 
discovered, It is in a state of ceaseless activity, 
the crater being literally a lake of fire, nine 
miles in circumference, bordered with perpen- 
dicular walls of lava 1000 feet deep. The 
elimate is remarkably healthy, and the natives, 
considered physically, are among the finest 
races in the Pacific.

’ * History of the Mission of the American Board of 
Commissioners for Foreign Missions to the Sandwich 
Islands ; by Rufus Anderson, D.D., LL. D., late 
Secretary of the Board. Boston, 1874. 


Sixty years ago there was not a solitary na- 
tive christian in these Islands. The people 
lived in the lowest condition ef heathen bar- 
barism. The accounts of their moral debase- 
ment seen almost incredible. Marriage and 
family ties were unknown. It was common 
for children, as soon as they were born to be 
given away by their parents or to be buried 
alive ;and when fathers or mothers became 
aged and infirm, it was not uncommon for their 
children, in order to rid themselves of the 
burden, to cast them down a precipice, or to 
bury them alive. Human sacrifices formed a 
part of the religion of the natives. But the 
most intolerable part of the religious system 
was the tabu, which made certain days, places, 
persons, and things sacred, and death was the 
penalty for its violation. The Islands were 
full of idols of hideous and disgusting appear- 
ance. ‘At the present time these same Islands 
are found under an independent and constitu- 
tional government, with a native sovereign at 
its head, and a government as confessedly cog- 
nizant of God’s law and the Gospel as any one 
of the governments of Christian Europe, and, 
what is more, with a Christian community of 
self-governed, self-supporting churches, embra- 
cing as large a proportion of the people, and as. 
really entitled to the Christian name, as the 
churches of the most favoured Christian coun- 
tries.” How this great change has been effected 
we shall now endeavour very briefly to state, 
if not in the precise words of the author whose 
name we have already quoted, at least with the 
acknowledgement that to him we are entirely 
indebted for the information submitted. 


Tue AGENCY, which by the blessing of God 
has proved so successful, was the American 
Board of Foreign Missions, composed, at the 
time here referred to, of representatives from 
the various evangelical churches in the United 
States, and which, up to the time of the Union 
of the Old and New-school Presbyterian 
Churches, was chiefly supported by the Con- 
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gregationalist Churches of New England, and 
the Presbyterians of the Middle and Southern 
States. In the year 1809, a youth named 
Obookiah, a native of Hawaii, was induced to 
take passage in an American ship and landed 
at New Haven in Connecticut. The college 
buildings there attracted his attention, and, 
learning their object, he was found one day 
weeping on the threshold because there was no 
one to imstruct him. Kind friends took the 
lad by the hand and cared for him. Mean- 
while other youths were found from the Sand- 
wich Islands and other foreign parts in such 
numbers as to suggest the establishment of a 
mission school or college, which was opened in 
1816 with twelve pupils, of whom seven were 
from the Sandwich Islands. The object of the 
school was the education of heathen youths 
with a view to sending them back to their 
own countries as school-masters, missionaries, 
physicians, skilled artizans, &c. Obookiah was 
among the first pupils, but he died before he 
had completed his education. Chiefly through 
him, however, a very general interest had been 
awakened in regard to his countrymen, and a 
mission to the Sandwich Islands was resolved 
upon. So that although the school itself was 
not very. long-lived it could not be called a 
failure, since it gave rise to this mission. 

It has often been mentioned as a remarkable 
fact in the history of missions that the Sand- 
wich Islanders had abolished idolatry before 
christian missionaries were sent to them and 
thus, in some respects, answered the condition 
foretold in prophecy, Isaiah 42: 4, “and the 
isles shall wait for his law.” In a sense this 
was true, but it is to be noted that this strange 
event resulted from no religious conviction 
whatever, but rather from a desire to be rid of 
every kind of religious restraint upon the lusts 
and passions of a debased and sensual people. 
Yet was it overruled by Providence for their 
speedy conversion. 

The mission to the SandwichSIslands was 
commenced on the 4th April, 1820, when the 
brig “Thaddeus” reached Hawaii with the first 
detachment of missionaries, consisting of the 
Revds. Hiram Bingham and Asa Thurston, 
from the Andover Theological Seminary, or- 
dained to this work ; Dr. Holman a physician ; 
two school-masters, a printer, and a farmer—— 


all married men. The first news that greeted 
their arrival was the death of the old king, and 
‘‘that his successor had renounced the national 
superstitions, destroyed the idols, burned the 
temples, abolished the priesthood, put an end 
to human sacrifices; that peace prevailed, and 
that the nation, without a religion, was waiting 
for the law of Jehovah.” The young king was 
friendly towards the missionaries but was in no 
haste to come under the restraints of the new 
religion ; however, he consented that they 
should occupy stations on three of the principal 
Islands. The missionaries began by reducing 
the language of the natives to a written form— 
their alphabet containing only twelve letters— 
five vowels and seven consonants. In 1822, the 
time printing press came into use. Since that 
not less than one hundred and fifty works have 
been printed in the Hawaiian language, cover- 
ing more than two hundred and twenty millions 
of pages. They include three editions of the 
Bible and four editions of the New Testament— 
more than twenty thousand of the former and 
thirty thousand of the latter. Upwards of a 
hundred thousand hymn books have been 
printed, latterly with tunes annexed; and 
many editions of the Catechism. Besides a 
comprehensive series of School-books, a number 
of standard works on Theology, Church History 
and Science ; biographical memoirs ‘of dis- 
tinguished natives and missionaries; sketches 
of Hawaiian history and ‘‘ Antiquities of the 
Islands by Hawaiians.” 

Before long attempts were made by unfriendly 
foreigners te throw suspicion on the mission- 
aries and their work, but Providence interposed 
on their behalf. Mr. Ellis, the same prudent 
English Missionary who afterwards became so 
useful in Madagascar, accompanied a party of 
native missionaries from the Society Islands 
who had been sent to visit the Marquesas. On 
their way they stopped here, and Mr. Ellis’ 
familiarity with the language proved of im- 
mense service to the mission. The first rein- 
forcement of the mission arrived in the spring 
of 1823. It consisted of three ministers, two 
licentiates, a secular superintendent for the 
mission, and three Hawaiians from the Foreign 
Mission School. By this time the earlier mis- 
sionaries were able to preach, and Mr. Ellis 
had translated ‘and circulated a collection of 
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hymns, much to the gratification of the natives. 
It was not long before a church was built at 
Honolulu, and this having been destroyed by 
fire a larger and better house was speedily 
erected and dedicated. Many of the chiefs and 
tulers had come under the influence of chris- 
tianity, and schools were in a flourishing condi- 
tion on many of the Islands. At the end ofthis 
year fifty natives were employed as teachers 
and two thousand had learned to read. The 
religion of the Gospel had taken root in Kailua 
where it was first proclaimed, and here also a 
church had been erected, in which the usual 
attendance was from six hundred to a thousand 
persons. The Gospel was introduced to Hilo 
and Puna on the opposite side of Hawaii in 
1824, and in two months after another church 
—the ninth on the group—had been erected. 
A few years more and Hilo became the most 
interesting of all the christian districts. In 
1825 more than a hundred natives of both 
sexes at Honolulu offered themselves for chris- 
tian baptism. An important event of this 
year was the institution of a prayer-meeting at 
Honolulu by the Prime Minister and several 
others. It was called by the natives a ‘‘ tabu 
meeting,” since none were admitted who did 
not engage to live sober and correct lives, and 
to attend to the external duties of religion. 
‘What may be called the first ‘‘ awakening” on 
the islands took place in this year at Lahaina, 
when family worship began to be instituted, 
and when scarcely an hour of the day passed 
in which the missionary had not calls from 
persons anxious to know what they must do to 
‘be saved. There was a similar experience at 
Kailua on Hawaii; and at Hilo, on the other 
side of the island, at least two thousand habit- 
ually attended public worship. __ 

-Meanwhile there were not awanting wicked 
men to oppose the progress of the Gospel, 
seeing that it interfered with their unlawful 
gains and sinful pleasures. The outrages com- 
mitted by English and American sailors, and 
under the protection of their national flags, 
were too flagrant to admit of description. But 
even these were providentially overruled for 
good, for we read that soon after this the 
Queen-regent, Kaahumanu, made a tour of the 
island of Oahu in person, accompanied by Mr. 
Bingham and a company numbering between 


two and three hundred, to counteract the per- 
nicious influences exerted by the visit of U.S. 
war vessel the Dolphin. Subsequently to this the 
regent made repeated tours on other islands, 
addressing the people in the different villages, 
prohibiting immoral acts, enjoiming a due 
observance of the Sabbath, encouraging them 
to learn to read, and exhorting them to love 
and obey the Saviour of sinners. The people 
attended these meetings in crowds. The old 
queen was in real earnest, and the influence of 
her own reformed character carried greater 
weight even than her absolute authority. 

A great meeting was held at Kailua in Octo- 
ber 1826. The regent was there, with many 
of the chiefs and most of the missionaries, when 
it was determined to erect a new church, the 
first having become too small. Thousands of 
people were employed in the construction of a 
building 180 feet by 78 feet: it contained an 
audience of about four thousand. The day of 
dedication was one of rejoicing such as had not 
been witnessed on that island. On the next 
day the regent, chiefs, and missionaries again 
addressed vast crowds, re-affirming their pur- 
pose to refrain from interference with the poli- 
tical affairs of the nation ; while as missionaries 
they would declare the whole counsel of God, 
whatever might be its bearing on the former 
customs and existing usages of the government 
and people. At another station a still larger 
convocation assembled, where Mr. Bishop 
preached twice to a congregation of more than 
ten thousand people—the largest audience that 
ever assembled on those islands for christian 
worship. In 1828 a second re-inforcement of 
missionaries arrived consisting of five ministers, 
one printer and four unmarried female mis- 
sionaries. In this year religious instruction 
seemed to take a stronger hold on the people 
than ever before. The attendance at Lahaina, 
on the stated prayer-meeting was seldom less 
than a thousand. At a seore of places on Maiu, 
similar meetings were conducted by native 
teachers. The spacious church at Kailua was 
filled to overflowing on Sabbath mornings, 
Among the converts were the wife of the 
Governor and other persons of distinction and 
influence whose spiritual experiences were simi- 
lar to those of members of congregations in 
Christian lands: the same frank confession of 
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sinfulness ; and the same repentance and faith. 
The savage had become the humble follower of 
the Lamb: the dishonest, brutalized son of 
earth had become the peaceful citizen, the pro- 
moter of order, sobriety and christian morality. 
A Temperance Society was formed at Honolulu 
in 1831 having a thousand members pledged to 
abstain from the use, sale, and manufacture of 
ardent spirits, and from “treating” their 
acquaintances or strangers with the same. 
Among the many instances of special interest 
referred to by Dr. Anderson, none is more re- 
markable than the record of the life and death 
of the good regent. She was nearly fifty years 
in heathenism before she learned the more 
excellent way. Her after life testified that she 
was indeed ‘‘a new creature.” She became a 
nursing mother to the infant church. Her last 
words were two lines of a favourite Hawaiian 
hymn,— 
““ Lo here am J, O Jesus, 
Grant me thy gracious smile.” 


Few have ever done so much in the short space 
of eight years to advance the cause of the Re- 
deemer as Kaahumana. 

Notwithstanding many discouragements and 
drawbacks incidental to the sudden transition 
that had taken place in the habits of the communi- 
ty, the good work was attended by steady pro- 
gress. As often as any of the missionaries were 
ebliged, on account of their health, or for other 
reasons, to relinquish the work, others were 
sent out to take their places. But in 18383, 
the attention of the Board became directed to 
the: question, ‘how to bring the evangelical 
agency to bear, in the shortest possible time, 
upon the entire people of the Sandwich Islands, 
and thus, should the divine blessing attend the 
effort, afford an impressive illustration of the 
renovating influence of Christian Missions.” 
The total population of the Islands at that 
time was supposed to be about 130,000, of 
whom but little more than one half were re- 
Fresh 
detachments of missionaries were sent out year 
after year. But in 1836, the largest reinforce- 
ment embarked that was probably ever sent 
eut by any Mission Board at one time. It 
mumbered in all thirty-two persons. The 
arrival of so great a company of Christian 
labourers, just in time to take their positions

and acquire the language, before the wonderful 
outpouring of the Holy Spirit, soon to be ex- 
perienced, was another of the singular provi- 
dential interpositions of which there were se 
many. 

THE GREAT AWAKENING in 1836-1838 was 
an another important era and interesting 
feature in the history of the Mission. The 
presence of the Holy Spirit became ‘ more 
marked in the congregations and prayer-meet- 
ings. The standard of piety among the people 
was raised. Many children and young persons 
were ameng the hopefully converted, and a 
wide spread desire was manifested to enter 


upon missionary work. The congregations of 


worshippers at that time were immense. ‘That 
at Ewa was about 4000 in number. Honolulu 
had two congregations, one of 2500 and the 
other between 3000 and 4000: at Wailahu 
1800: at Lahaina 2000 ; and at Hilo as many 
as 5000 assembled for worship. During three 
years, more than 8000 were added to the church 
from the districts of Hilo and Puna, then con- 
taining a population of fourteen thousand. Mr. 
Coan admitted 5000 in one year, and as many 
as 1700 in one day!” 

In the meantime corresponding advances 
were made in secular education, as well as in 
regard to the civil government. In addition 
to Sabbath-schools at all the stations, and com- 
mon schools all over the Islands, Normal and 
High-schools were instituted. A regular con-. 
stitution was adopted by the Government ; and 
in 1844, the Hawaiian Islands were formally 
recognized as an independent nation by the 
United States, Great Britain, France, and Bel- 
gium. Following the second great revival, in 
1860-1861, came the novel proposal on the part 
of the Board to bring the Mission to a close. 
With this end in view, Dr. Anderson, the 
Secretary of the American Mission Board, was 
sent as a commissioner to the Islands in 1863, 
and after spending three months in the most 
gratifying personal intercourse ‘with the mis- 
sionaries at their several houses, a general 
meeting was convened and a series of resolu- 
tions were adopted with great unanimity. This, 
resulted in the formation of an independent, 
self-sustaining, native church under the name 
of ‘‘The Hawaiian Evangelical Association,” 
which is neither avowedly Presbyterian nor 
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_ Congregational in its form of Government and

On the enter- 
ing of the king, with Emma the queen Dowa- 


_ ger, and his cabinet, the choir sang ‘‘ God save 


the King” in the Hawaiian language. Dr. 
Clark on behalf of the American Board, then 
addressed the audience through an interpreter. 

Referring to the changes wrought in these 
Islands during the last fifty years, he said,— 
‘‘ Who shall measure them? Where else have 
changes so great and beneficent been witnessed 
in so short a period? A heathen nation has 
become Christian : the Bible, a Christian litera- 
ture, schools and churches, are open and free 
to all; law and order have taken the place of 
individual caprice ; an independent Govern- 
ment shares in the respeet and courtesies of the 
civilized word ; a poor wretched barter with a 
few passing ships has been changed for a com- 
merce that is reckoned by millions of dollars : 
but more than all, and better than all, the 
seeds of Christian culture, ripened on this soil, 
have been borne by the winds and found lodg- 


ment in lands thousands of miles away—in the 
Marquesas and in Micronesia.” The Hawaiian 
people no longer worship in thatched meeting- 
houses. With few exceptions their churches 
are either framed or stone buildings, neatly 
finished with seats or pews, galleries, steeples 
and bells. A number of them are furnished with 
melodions. There are not less than one hun- 
dred and fifty church edifices, and the work of 
building and modifying, to suit the ever im- 
proving taste of the people, is still in progress. 

The number of ordained foreign Missionaries 
employed on the Sandwich Islands from the 
beginning is forty-two; of lay teachers and 
helpers, twenty-one ; of female missionaries, 
chiefly married, eighty-three ; making a total of 
one hundred and fifty-six. Ten of the or- 
dained missionaries died in the field; fourteen 
returned to their native land. The average 
duration of service of the sixteen who remain- 
ed upon the Islands in 1870 is thirty-seven 
years, which speaks well for the climate. 
Most of them are now beyond the age for 
active service, but the residence of these 
fathers among the Churches they have planted 
is a great advantage to the community and 
among the best safe-guards of the national 
welfare. 

Tuer ENTIRE CosT of the mission was $1,220, 
000. Never was a like sum of money more 
profitably invested. The total number of 
members admitted into communion, up to 1870, 
was 55,300. This is an expenditure of $22 for 
each convert. Were a similar estimate applied 
to some congregations in Britain, and the 
United States, and our own highly favoured 
Dominion, we do not hesitate to say that the 
cost of each genuine convert would be more 
than tenfold the amount expended in these 
Islands of the Sea. Fifty-five thousand three 
hundred! And the salvation of one soul is 
declared by the Divine Saviour to be worth 
more than the world ! 

Viewed in the light of an experiment, this 
mission has certainly been successful. In many 
of its features, indeed, it stands alone. It has 
no parallel. It differs from the mission to 
Madagascar in many important particulars. 
For one thing, it was not required to pass 
through the fires of persecution. We read of 
no martyrs to the faith by violent deaths in the 
Hawaiian Islands. Here the chiefs and rulers 
were among the earliest converts and reformers, 
In Madagascar, the work began among the 
common péople, and was chiefly extended by 
the natives. From both we learn the vital 
importance of directing the earliest and most 
strenuous efforts of missionary societies to the 
training of native ministers, and also, that 
native churches themselves need missionary 
ground to be left for them to operate upon. 
For them, as for us, to maintain life they must 
become self-sacrificing, aggressive, TALS OD REY, 
churches.

JORL, the son of Pethuel, a native of Judah, was 
one of the earliest of the Judean prophets—contempo-

_ guage are accounted Eien pure and rhyth- 
metical—equal in sublimity to Isaiah’s. The first 
chapter and part of the second are occupied with an 
account of a remarkable invasion of locusts which is 
described in the most graphic terms. Whether it is 

_ a poetic creation, emblematic of an invading army, 
_ or has reference to an impending plague of grass- 
hoppers, it would be perfectly understood by the 
_ people to whom it was addressed. They knew too 


well the devasting power of the locust. In Cyprus, 


only a couple of years ago: the government destroyed 
62 tons of locust’s eggs—representing 50,000 millions 
of the insect, part of the crop of a single year.

PROPHECY AGAINST TYRE. 
June 1.] B. ©. 589. [Ezekiel xxvi : 7-14 


GoupEN Text :— Heaven and earth shall pass away 
but my words shall not pass away.—Matt. 24: 35.

Ezexin1, the son of a Jewish priest named Buzi, 
(ch. 1:3) was carried to Babylon, B.C. 599, along 
with Jehoiakin, 2 Kings 24: 10-15, eleven years be- 
fore the distruction of Jerusalem. An earnest and 
devoted servant of the Lord, he fearlessly exposed 
the evils of the times warned his countrymen against 
false prophets and taught them that before they could 
return to Jerusalem they must first return to God. 
He live] near the river Chebar, ch. 1:1: in his own 
house, ch. 8:1; was married, ch. 24:18; and was 
held in high consideration by “ the Elders,’ ch. 8:1. 

TYRE, a very old, wealthy, and populous city on 
the sea coast of Phoenicia, 24 miles from Sidon, 30 
miles due north from Nazareth: noted for its com- 
merce and manufactures the world over—a little em- 
pire in itself without any landed territory. A double 
city—the old town built on the mainland, the new, on 
a small rocky island half a mile distant. Commer- 
cial relations had long existed betwixt Tyre and 
Jerusalem. King Hiram proved himself a good 
friend to Davidand Solomon. A large trade grew up. 
The Jews and Tyrians had never any quarrel! that we 
read of. And now that the fall of Jerusalem was 
imminent, instead of expressing sympathy, as might 
have been expected, the Tyreans displayed a mean, 
mercenary spirit, exulted over the calamities of the 
Jews, boasting that they should now secure all the 
customers who had hitherto traded at Jerusalem and, 
in fact, become the resort and sanctuary of people 
from all lands. *‘Because Tyrus hath said,A ha! she is 
broken that was the gates of the peopie..I shall be 
replenished ! ”’ (v. 2), therefore this prophecy against 
her. And history telis how it was accomplished. 
The old town was destroyed by Nebuchadnezzar after 
a seige of 13 years. The new town, protected by 
triple walls 150 feet high, as well as by its insular 
position, survived the ruin of the other until 332 B.C., 
when it was taken amid flames and slaughter by 
Alexander the Great. Eventually it came under 
Moslem rule and rapidly went to decay. Of the old 
town, not a vestige now remains. Insular Tyre is 
described by modern travellers as a mean fishing 
village. Its lofty walls and towers have all disap- 
peared. Fora century it has been a quarry out of 
which have been built Beyrout and Acre. Columns 
of porphyry,marble, and granite lie in confused heaps 
round the shoresofthesea. The sites of her temples 
and palaces are either covered with heaps of rubbish 
or are bare “ like the tops of a rock.” Fishermen 
spread their nets to dry on the ruins of her ramparts. 
Her harbours, once alive with gallant ships, are filled 
with drift-sand. Her commerce and wealth are gene. 
“ What city is like Tyrus, like the destroyed in the 
midst of the sea? ’’ Kzek. 27:34. At present it has 
a squalid population of 35! 0, living in miserable huts 
and ruined vaults, one-half of whom are nominally 
Christian. The description of the seige of Tyre in 
these verses affords full scope for the teacher’s his- 
torical knowledge and powers of description. Ample 
details of the rise and fall of Tyre are to be found in 
all Bible Dictionaries.

ROM the Presbyteries generally come notes 
of preparation for the General Assembly 
which will be held this year at Ottawa, 

on the 11th June. There is a prospect of a full 
attendance of Ministers and Elders: 

Our acknowledgements this month show that 
the people are responding to the calls made 
upon their liberality. Still, we need a steady 
inflow of contributions from all. It is the lack 
of some that causes others to be burdened. 

No one can read the Foreign Mission news 
in our Record without feeling that our Church 
is engaged in a great work for the Heathen and 
that God is greatly blessing her efforts. 

The session of the Presbyterian College, Mon- 
treal, closed the 2nd ult. The closing exercises 
took place in Crescent Street Church in presenee 
ef a large congregation,-—Rev. Dr. Jenkins presid- 
ing. Nine students completed their course and 
received diplomas. Principal MeVicar stated 
that the college has now 51 alumni and 65 
students. 43 students go out to labour in the 
mission field. The Alumni had met on the 
previous day and had founded a $50 scholarship. 
Scholarships, prizes and medals were given ac- 
cording to merit. Rev. W. J. Day, Spencer- 
ville, contributes a $50 scholarship. 

Knox College, Toronto, closed on Wednes- 
day, April 2nd. The closing lecture was de- 
livered by Principal Caven, whe presided on 
the occasion. The audience was unprecedented- 
ly large. .The attendance of students during 
the session was large and the work done, highly 
satisfactory to the friends of the College. 

The session of the Halifax College closed on 
Wednesday the 24th April. There were 19 
students in attendance, 6 of whom graduated. 
All go out as Catechists in the Home Mission 
field during the summer. 

The Home Mission Fund of the Western 
Section is seriously encumbered with debt ; but 
if the spirited example of the ministers will be 
followed by the elders and people that debt 
will be wiped out and the balance will be on 
the right side. Montreal and Toronto are set- 
ting an example which will, we trust, be fol- 
lowed throughout all the Presbyteries. 

The Synod of Hamilton and London met at 
London on the 8th April. An overture in 
favour of a Sustentation Fund was adopted 
and ordered to be sent up to the General As- 
sembly. A full report on Sabbath observance 
was read, discussed and adopted, and the com- 
mittee re-appointed. A report on Temperance 
was similarly disposed of. With regard to the

STRATFORD : 18th March.—Circulars letters, 
were read intimating the intention of four 
ministers of other Churches to apply to the 
General Assembly for reception,—Mr. McLin- 
tock, of the Presbyterian Church in England, 
Mr.J. Elliot of the Episcopal Methodist Church, 
and Messrs. L. M. Reikie, and J. A. R. Dickson, 
Congregationalists. A call was presented from 
Point Edward in favour of Rev. John Cameron 
ef North Easthope. The following were ap- 


pointed Commissioners to the General Assembly, 
—Messrs. Croly, McLeod, Waits, Boyd, and 
Mitchell, Ministers ; Messrs. Thomas McPher- 
son, M. Ballantyne, A. Mundall, William 
Dunn, jr., and John Rennie, Hiders. Rev. Dr. 
Cochrane was nominated Moderator of the next 
General Assembly. A committee was appointed 
to prepare a deliverance on the Hymn Book for 
next meeting. 


OwEN Sounp: Presbytery met on the 18th 
March.—Lake Shore Church of Sydenham was 
separated from Knox Church, Sydenham, and 
joined with Johnston Station. The following 
members were appointed representatives to the 
Assembly, Messrs. MacLennan, Mordy and 
Somerville, Ministers, and Messrs. Christie, 
MacKnight and Mitchell, Hiders. Mr. Steven- 
son gave notice that he would move at next 
meeting to have the Moderator appointed for 
six months. Presbytery agreed to meet six 
times a year, instead of four as at present, for 
ordinary business, viz: on the third Tuesday of 
January, March, July, September, and Novem- 
ber, and on the first Tuesday of May. Mr. 
Currie was appointed to receive the reports on 
the State of Religion ; Mr. Mordy the Sabbath- 
school reports, and Mr. Somerville the state 
and financial returns and tabulate the same. 
The Hymn book was also considered—and the 
Home Mission Report of the Presbytery—Mr. 
McDiarmid got leave of absence for three 
months. 


Barrie : This Presbytery met at Barrie, on 
24th and 25th March. Dr. Fraser’s resigna- 
tion of the charge of First Gwillimbury was 
considered. The resignation was left over till 
means be taken for securing return of allow- 
ance from the congregation and from the Aged 
and Infirms’ Ministers Fund. Application will 
be made to the assembly for leave to retain 
Dr. Fraser’s name on the roll with full status 
in event of the demission being effected. 

Commissioners to the General Assembly were 
elected as follows: Dr. Fraser, Messrs. R. Rod- 
gers, J. Gray, J. Leipek, A. Findlay, R. Scott, 
Ministers ; and Messrs. T. Dallas, R. G. Me- 
Craw, J. Wedge, J. Brown, Jr., R. McKee and 
Jos. Telford, Eiders. Dr. Cochrane was nomin- 
ated Moderator of next General Assembly. Mr, 
Rodger’s resignation of Convenership of Pres- 
bytery’s Home Mission Committee was accepted 
and Mr. R. Moodie was appointed his succes- 
sor. 


A scheme for Presbyterial Visitation of con- 
gregations was adopted, and the Presbytery 
agreed to hold a Visitation at Central Church, 
Innisfil, on Tuesday, 15th April, at one p.m, 
An overture contemplating the decrease of ex- 
penditure of the General Assembly was agreed 
on. 

PeTERBORO: This Presbytery met on the 25th 
March—present 16 Ministers and 5 Elders. 
Home Mission business received due considers 
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ation. Messrs. Torrance, Bell and Bennet, 
Ministers, with Sheriff Hall and John Carnegie, 
Elders, were appointed a committee on the 
state of religion. Messrs. Bennet, Duncan and 
Bell were appointed delegates to the Assembly 
by rotation and Messrs. Hodnett, Sutherland 
and Fotheringham, by election. The Elders 
appointed were Messrs. Gavin Craig, Grafton ; 
A. C. Singleton, Brighton ; James Gray, Perry- 
town; Walter Riddell, Coburg; John Fitz- 
gerald, Lakefield, and J. D. Armstrong, Mill- 
brook. Messrs. Bell, Duncan and Bennet 
were appointed to support the overture anent 
the ‘Status of retired Ministers.” Rev. Dr. 
Gregg was unanimously nominated as Moder- 
ator of the next General Assembly. The Com- 
mittee on Sabbath-School work was reappointed. 
Messrs. Ballantine, Cleland and Beattie (Port 
Hope,) were appointed a commaittee to draft a 
minute on the proposed book of Hymns to re- 
port at Guelph during meeting of Synod. Pres- 
bytery disapproved of the division of the Home 
Mission Fund, and resolved to overture the 
assembly on the subject of a General Sustenta- 
tion Fund, as the best method of increasing 
the salaries of ministers. Messrs. Sutherland, 
Bell and Bennet were appointed to prepare 
the overture and to support it on the floor of 
the General Assembly. The next meeting of 
Presbytery was appointed to be held in Mill- 
brook, on the 2nd Tuesday of July, at 11 
o’clock a.m. 


Toronto: This Presbytery met on the 8th 
and 9th of April.—The Hymn Book in part 
was considered. Papers were read, and parties 
heard, anent a new arrangement of West King, 
Laskey and East King, and Aurora congrega- 
tions with a view to form two pastoral charges, 
and relieve the Assembly’s Home Mission Com- 
mittee of making two supplementary grants. 
The Presbytery recorded its gratification with 
this proposal, and appointed a committee to 
confer with said congregations, and report as 
to the best mode of securing the end proposed. 
Agreeably to application, leave was given tothe 
congregation of West Church, Toronto, to sell 
their present church and site, erect a new 
church at the South West corner of Denison 
Avenue and Wolsey Street, and borrow a sum 
not exceeding $10,000. Rev. J. S. Eakin was 
appointed to moderate in a call at Sutton, on 
the 22nd, and Rev. W. Frizzell, at Queensville 
on 21st current. Dr. Topp gave notice of an 
overture for next meeting anent the propriety 
of making the number of pastoral charges in 
any presbytery, instead of the number of min- 
isters on the roll, the basis of representation to 
the General Assembly. 


MonTrEAL: Ist April :—There was a very 
large attendance of members, about thirty-three 
ministers and sixteen elders being present. The 
following members were elected commissioners 
to the General Assembly : Ministers, by rotation,

The report of the Presbytery’s Home Mission 
Committee was submitted by Rev. R. H. War- 
den. The ministers of the Presbytery contri- 
buted $300 at the meeting in aid of the Home 
Mission Fund, and Messrs. Warden, Black, R. 
Campbell, McCaul, Scrimger, Judge Torrance,, 
A. Macpherson, J, Sterling and J. W. Darling, 
were appointed a committee to collect 25 per 
cent. struck off the grants to missionaries by 
the Central Committee.

College, were examined, and it was agreed to 
ask leave from the General Assembly to license 
them :—J. Munro, B. A. ; 8.

The Rev. B. Ouriére tendered the resignation 
of the charge of Canning street Church, 
Montreal, the continued ill-health of his wife 
rendering a change of climate absolutely ne- 
cessary. The Presbytery agreed to cite the’ 
congregation. The report of the Presbytery’ 
Sabbath-school Committee was considered at/a 
conference of teachers on Tuesday evening, an 
interesting report having been submitted) by 
the Rev. J. S. Black. The new hymn-book 
was considered at length, and certain changes. 
and additions recommended to the General As- 
sembly. 


Bruce : This Presbytery held an adjourned 
meeting at Paisley, on the Ist and 2nd instant. 
A call was sustained from Pinkerton and West 
Brant in favour of the Rev. John Eadie, late of 
Milton. The salary is $850 per annum with 
manse. 

The next meeting of Presbytery was ap- 
pointed to be held in St. Paul’s Church, Wal- 
kerton, on Tuesday, 24th day of June next, at 
3 o’clock p.m. 

The remit of Assembly anent the formation 
of a sustentation fund was considered when it 
was agreed that the Presbytery neither approve 
of the formation of a sustentation fund ora 
separate supplemental fund at present. 

The remit anent the collections of Hymns 
sent down by the Assembly’s Committee was. 
considered where it was resolved : 

1. That this Presbytery respectfully suggest 
to the committee the rejection of Nos. 5, 26, 
64, 70, 97, 167, and 232. 

2. They suggest the following Hymns from 
the Scottish Hymnal, viz: 42, 75, 88, 89, 121, 
128, 137, 150, 192 ; from Gall’s Spiritual Songs 
33, 159, 35, 60, 78, 91, 108, 118, 142; from 
Bateman 80. 
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P. BE. Istanp, March 12th.—The Presbytery 
sustained the trials for ordination of Mr. A.S. 
Stewart, who had accepted the call to Belfast. 
Arrangements were made for his ordination and 
induction. 


Picrov, March 25th.—The Presbytery held 
a visitation of James’ Church, New Glasgow, 
Rev. E. A. McCurdy, Pastor, and expressed 
gratification with the prosperous condition of 
the congregation. They commended the fidelity 
and efficiency of the Pastor and elders, and 
liberality of the people. 


Mrramicut, April 1.—Applications for sup- 
lements were agreed to as follows,—New Car- 
lisle, Quebec, $200 ; Tabusintac $200 ; Redbank 
$100; Bass River, $100; Black River $140, to 
be reduced $40 when the manse is completed. 
The hymn-book was considered and additions, 
changes and rejections were recommended, A 
call to Mr. John Boyd, from New Richmond, 
was sustained. Mr. B. is not yet licensed ; 
but his theological course was completed several 
years ago. He is expected to apply for license 
shortly. The Presbytery will report its pro- 
eeedings in the case to the Synod. Rev. Dr. 
Cochrane was nominated for Moderator of the 
General Assembly, and Rev. D. Macrae for 
Moderator of Synod. The following Commis- 
sioners were appointed to the General Assem- 
bly : Rev. Messrs. McBain, Herdman, Houston, 
and Johnstone, and elders J. B. McKenzie, Dr. 
Benson, J. R. Nicolson and D. Davidson, with 
R. Busteed and J. Hardie, alternates. 


Truro: April 8th—Rev. Dr. McCulloch was 
nomnated Moderator of Synod ; and Rev. Dr. 
Reid, Moderator of General Assembly. Mr. 
Logan reported that his congregation at Acadia 
Mines had come into sole possession of the 
Union Church there, by purchase of rights held 
by others. The Presbytery approved, and re- 
commended a loan from the Hunter Church 
Building Fund, Acadia, Coldstream, and 
Parrsborough congregations were recommended 
for Supplement. The Presbytery approved of 
the Report of the Assembly’s Committee on a 
Sustentation Fund. Dr. McCulloch protested 
against the Presbytery entertaining the 
Assembly’s Remit of Hymn Books inasmuch 
as it sets aside the object of the Rarrier Act.— 
The Presbytery approved of the Hymns as a 
whole, but recommended the omission of 
certain hymns which were considered objection- 
able in their sentiment, and also an increase in 
the number of Hymns for children. The fol- 
lowing Commissioners to the Assembly were 
appointed :—Rev. Messrs Cameron, Grant, Sin- 
elair and Logan, and Hlders, J. K. Blair, 
Patrick, Longhead, and S. Black. 

LUNENBURG AND YARMOUTH, April 8th.— 
Rev. T. H. Murray withdrew his demission of 
the Riversdale congregation, in deference to 
the views of the Presbytery and the congrega- 
tion. Rev. D. McGregor declined the call from 


Clyde and Barrington. A report on the Hymn 
Book was adopted and ordered to be forwarded. 
Rey. E. D. Miller and D. McGregor, ministers, 
and Messrs. Gow and Eisenhaur were appointed 
Commissioners to the General Assembly. In 
the report on the State of Religion it was found 
that family worship is sadly neglected, where 
one of the parents is a member there is family 
worship observed by one in three; among ad- 
herents the proportion is but one in thirty. The 
stipend paid averages $7.25 per family through- 
out the Presbytery.

Geelesinstical Aes, 


RN Dr. Ross, formerly of Cook’s Church, 


Toronto, was installed as pastor of the 

Presbyterian Church, Galway, Ireland, 
on 4th March. His numerous friends in Canada 
wish him much happiness and great usefulness 
in his new sphere of labour. 

The Rev. Dr. James Ingram, minister of the 
Free Church at Unst, Shetland, died within a- 
month of the completion of the one hundred and 
third year of his age, having been born in 
Aberdeen on 8rd April, 1776. He was licensed 
to preach the Gospel in 1800, and ordained a 
minister of the Church of Scotland in 1803. 
At the Disruption he became a minister of the 
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Free Church. He was a man of robust consti- 
tution, and preached pretty regularly to his 
congregation until he was close on a hundred 
years of age. 

The answer of the Committee of the Free 
Church of Scotland to a communication. from 
the General Assembly of the Established Church 
on Union and Co-operation, recently published, 
is couched in courteous and conciliatory terms. 
Whatever may come of it, the correspondence 
is highly honourable to the parties concerned. 
Both concede that great evils have arisen from 
the divisions of Scottish Presbyterianism, and 
express their desire for the removal of the ob- 
stacles which prevent a union. And while both 
profess their steadfast adherence to the West- 
minster Confession and to the Presbyterian form 
of Government and worship, and also admit 
that there should be a national recognition of 
the Christian religion, they both confess to 
grave difficulties in yielding any of those points 
to which particular importance has been at- 
tached since 1843. The maintenance of the 
Established Church, as such, is stated to be a 
fundamental principle with the one. On the 
other hand it is frankly acknowledged ‘that a 
re-union of the Churches in connection with 
State endowments cannot be accomplished in a 
satisfactory manner. The committee refer the 
claim of Right and the Protest of 1843 as em- 
‘bodying the principles on which alone the di- 
vided sections of Presbyterianism can ever be 
re-united, and on these principles they hope in 
due time for actual re-union. It is difficult, 
indeed, to discover in the circumstances any 
substantial ground for hope of a speedy recon- 
ciliation. But no small importance should be 
attached to the frank admission of the evil re- 
sults of dis-union and of an honest desire that 
it should cease. 


Mutual concessions is the next step in order, 
«¢ The Free Church recognizes, in the meantime, 
the immense importance of combined Christian 
effort to carry on the work of Christ, according 
to the old Presbyterian doctrine and discipline 
of the country.” Sir Alexander Gordon has in- 
troduced a bill into the House of Commons in- 
tended to go still further than the abolition of 
Patronage in the direction of liberalizing the 
Established Church. The General Assembly 
is to have sole and final power to decide what 
persons are to sit as members of the courts and 
judicatories. All matters relating to the elec- 
tion and settlement of ministers is to be left to 
the final decision of the Assembly. Congrega- 
tions and sessions joining the Established Church 
ean be simply added to the congregation, and 
session of the bounds. Rev. J. C. Burns has 
accepted the nomination for moderator of the 
Free Church Assembly. The New Deer case 
goes by appeal tothe House of Lords. Rey. 
Dr. Campbell, late of Kilwinning, died recently 
in the 79th year of his age. The noted Dr. 


Talmage, of Brooklyn, has been under trial 
before his Presbytery in charges of want of 
truthfulness and straight forward dealing. 
The debts of Archbishop Purcell of Cincinnati 
amount to at least $4,000,000. A majority of 
the Presbyteries of the Presbyterian Church in 
the United States have declared in favour of 
the plan submitted for reducing the represen- 
tation in the General Assembly ; but the vote 
is close.

LETTER FROM REY. DR. PATTERSON, 


WN many of your readers may be interested 
in my mission to Britain, on behalf of 
our North West, I may give a brief 
statement on the subject. Immediately on my 
arrival in the old land, I put myself in com- 
munication with the committees of the three 
Presbyterian Churches of Scotland, and of the 
Presbyterian Church in Ireland, and afterward 
had an opportunity of pleading the cause of the 
North West and Manitoba College before each 
of them. I also addressed various other bodies, 
and in this way as well as through the press, , 
and by private intercourse endeavoured to cir- / 
culate information regarding the object of my / 
mission, and to excite interest on its behalf./ 
In this I was to some extent at least successful, 
All the committees expressed themselves deeply 
interested in my statement, and I believe ase 
fully alive to the importance of the work pn 
which the church is engaged in our Nofth 
West. | 
But as to raising a permanent fund for /Ma- 
nitoba College, the state of trade was juch, 
that it was considered hopeless to attempt/it at 
present. The depression of business woul not 
of itself have entirely precluded an effort, but 
the failure of the City of Glasgow Bank hid pro- 
duced a state of things, which can ee be 
imagined in this country. The loss by that 
institution was enormous, very widely spread, 
and among a class, not usually affected by com- 
mercial disaster. But worse than this was the 
destruction of coufidence, and the panicky state 
of the public feeling, in consequence 0” no pers 1 
knowing what was to be the issue, and all fear- 
ing something dreadful. But what rendered 
an appeal for any foreign or distant object 
hopeless was that so much sympathy was ex- 
cited for the unfortunate shareholders, that 
whatever men were disposed to give, they felt 
it their duty to give for their relief. In each 
of the churches, I was told by those connected 
with the management of their schemes, that 
they could not attempt anything special im 
their own work, and would be glad, if they 
could keep their ordinary funds to a point suffi- 
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cient to meet expenditure. In these circums- 
tances, I was advised not to begin the effort 
for Manitoba College, but was encouraged to 
expect, that, under more favourable circums- 
tances, liberal assistance would be given. All 
that could be done then in the meantime was, 
to seek annual grants to maintain the institu- 
tion for a few years. I therefore made appli- 
eation to this effect. The F. C. Committee at 
once complied, granting £150 sterling for this 
year, which it is expeeted will be continued 
for three years. The United Presbyterian 
Church are at present somewhat embarrassed 
by a falling off in their funds, but their leading’ 
men are interested in the object, and they will 
do what they can. The Established Church 
have now under consideration the whole ques- 
tion of grants to the colonies, and the commit- 
tee can do nothing in the matter till the meet- 
ing of the General Assembly. I submitted to 
them a strong appeal on behalf of the North 
West, and should the Assembly decide favour- 
ably, as is anticipated, the committee will act 
liberally in the matter. In this state of matters 
an earnest appeal is made to the friends of 
missions to the North West and of Manitoba 
College to contribute toward the fund for the 
present maintenance of the institution which 
at the time of the last General Assembly was 
$3,600 in debt. Contributions may be for- 
warded to Rev. Dr. Reid, Toronte, or Rev. D. 
H. Fletcher, Hamilton, convener of the assem- 
bly’s committee. 


Mritish Columbia 
REPORT FROM REV. R. JAMIESON. 


TO THE CONVENER OF THE Homer MIssIon 
COMMITTEE— WEST. 


We have great pleasure in laying the fol- 
AA. lowing report before our readers, and 
we donot assume too much in saying that, 
though separated from us by so great a dis- 
tance, and though now for a time in another 
ecclesastical connection, Mr. Jamieson enjoys 
the cofidence and the esteem and sympathy 
of all lis friends in the Presbyterian Church in 
Canada We are delighted to have his testi- 
mony ai to the kindness received at the hands 
of the Tresbytery of British Columbia.—Eps. 
New Westminster, B. C., 4th March, 1879. 


The folowing is my report from St. Andrew’s 
Church, New Westminster, for the past year. 
There has been in some respect a little progress 
made. My labours have been confined to the 
town. The state of my health compelled me 


to give up the monthly supply of the North 
Arm Station, 15 miles down the river which F 
have so long attended. The Rev. A. Dunn, 
stationed at Langley, about 20 miles up the 
river, now supplies the North Arm once in $ 
weeks, in addition to 4 other stations, 3 of 
which were formerly attended to by me for 
many years. There has been quite an increase 
of population in those districts, and the atten- 
dance at Mr. Dunn’s services is very encourag- 
ing. To overtake all the wants of our church 
in this district, however, we ought to have 
another missionary at work at once. The 
money question is the barrier. 1+ is so far en- 
couraging that the conditional $800 required 
towards my salary is now made up by the town 
congregation alone, and paid weekly. St. An- 
drew’s formerly paid $600, and the North Arm 
$200: We have had the purely voluntary 
system of support in operation for some years, 
We have no pew-rents, no subscription lists- 
(for ordinary revenue), no envelopes nor check 
of any kind :—just the sabbath colleetions in. 
the ordinary way, appealing to all to givé 
‘‘upon the first day of the week as God hath: 
prospered them.’’ Hence the practice above 
stated—weekly payment of salary. Our stated 
congregation is small, and the general at- 
tendance very irregular, yet the sabbath col- 
lections amount to $860.61 ; including special 
collection yesterday of $43 for the Ministers’ 
Widows’ and Orphans Fund. It is to the few 
regular worshippers we are indebted for the far 
greater portion of the whole amount. Proceeds 
of social meeting at re-opening of church 
$112.50. Total ordinary revenue, $973.11. 
Raised during the year for repairs, alterations 
and additions to the church, with liberal assis- 
tance from friends in the town and elsewhere 
in the Province, $1,100. Total for all pur- 
poses, $2,073.11. While the church was un- 
dergoing repairs we worshipped for about two 
months in the Court House. The debt on the 
church is still $900. Towards its payment we 
have obtained a conditional promise of £50 
sterling from the Colonial Committee of the 
Church of Scotland. That Church pays yearly 
five thousand dollars towards the support of 
five ministers in the Province, three of them 
from Nova Scotia, and two from Scotland ; 
besides grants of £50 sterling to the building 
fund of every new church erected. Our church 
would have loitered far behind in this Pro- 
vince, but for the prompt and liberal action of 
the old Kirk four years ago. And yet some 
have thought it strange that the ministers 
selected by and sent out at the expense of that 
church should form themselves into a Presby- 
tery in connection with it! As things now 
appear, we hope to be able very soon to do 
n.uch more towards self-support in New West- 
minster. This country, however, has been 
such a continual scene of disappointments alt 
along, and of railway ‘‘surprises” since con- 
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federation, that we must not make rash pro- 
mises. If the people had never heard of ‘¢ rail- 
way,” and had settled down to work more and 
waste and drink less, we would all have been 
much better off to-day in every respect. We 
shall relieve you of the burden of our supple- 
meutary support as soon as it is possible for us 
to do so. Connected with St. Andrew’s we 
have 33 families. Communicants, 35; exclud- 
ing North Arm. Three elders. Seven baptisms. 
Communion quarterly. Prayer meeting weekly. 
Two services every sabbath. Fifty names on 
Sabbath-school roll. Five teachers. Interna- 
tional Lessons and Shorter Catechism are used ; 

also Westminster Question Book by the teachers. 

A Sabbath-school paper, the Visitor, Philadel- 
phia, given out every week, and some copies of 
the Sunbeam to the younger scholars. Forty- 
three copies of the Presbyterian Record for the 
Dominion of Canada are paid for by the con- 
gregational committee, and distributed month- 
ly. Though the regular congregation is small 
my labours, and I trust usefulness, are not to be 
understood as limited to it. There is a constant 
succession of people belonging to our Church 
passing and re-passing, and remaining a longer 
or shorter period in attendance upon our ser- 
vices whom no statistics can include. Indeed, 
for the seventeen years I have spent in the 
Province, it may be said that my work has been 
really an ‘‘itinerating mission,”—with this dif- 
ference, that I remain in one place, and the 
people do the ‘‘itinerating.” Hence our very 
slow growth, and our unusually long need of 
the liberal pecuniary assistance generously 
granted by the Presbyterian Church in Canada. 


Thousands of our people have been more or 
less benefited by the ministrations of our 
church in this country, but they do not help 
our statistical tables—in this world. 


I feel very much assisted and comforted in 
my work, since the General Assembly in Cana- 
da granted me permission to connect myself 
with the Presbytery of British Columbia, in 
connection with the Church of Scotland. My 
many years of isolation under the most dis- 
couraging conditions made the change a pecu- 
liarly gratifying one to me. The connection 
has not only strengthened my hands in many 
ways, direct and indirect, but my respected 
brethren have shown me much kindness during 
my very severe illness last winter, and a simi- 
lar attack this one from which I am just now 
beginning to recover. With some help from 
Mr. Dunn, and the conducting of services on 
several Sabbaths by Mr. J. A. Halliday, one 
of the elders, and Mr. John S. Clute (public 
school teacher and collector of customs respec- 
tively), we have been able to rejoice in unin- 
terrupted Sabbath supply. Iam very glad to 
say that there was an encouraging attendance 
upon the temporary services. I regret to say 
that the Presbyterian Chureh in the Province 


does not present, as yet, an undivided front. 


The first Presbyterian Church, Victoria, is not 
connected with our Presbytery, nor with any 
other Presbytery or Body. Its able and much 
respected minister the Rev. John Reid, is con- 
nected with a Presbytery on the American side. 
The cause of the want of union does not arise 
from denominational partiality or prejudice. 
It is purely local and limited to a few on each 
side, and therefore it is o be hoped only tem- 
porary.

qr would be a benefit to divinity students 

and young ministers the world over if they 

were put in possession of a copy of this 
brief and practical treatise by one of the greatest 
of living preachers. We have never heard com- 
mentaries decried without some misgivings as 
to the soundness of the dictum, but now we 
are confirmed i in our own views by Mr. Spur- 
geon’s outspokeness, and his emphatic admission 
of their value to himself and to all who seek a 
thorough acquaintance with the Scriptures. 
‘‘The temptations of our times,” he says, ‘lie 
rather in empty pretensions to novelty of sen- 
timent, then in a slavish following of accepted , 
guides. Usually we have found the despisers / 
of commentaries to be men who have no sort of / 
acquaintance with them ; in their case it is the 
opposite of familiarity that has bred contempt 
A respectable acquaintance with the opinions f 
the giants of the past, might have saved maly 
an erratic thinker from wild interpretations re 
outrageous inferences.” 

Appended to the lectures is a list of om- 
mentaries respecting which the author give his 
opinion in a sentence or two for each. Admit- 
ting that his acquaintance with many of [hem 
is of the most cursory kind, it ig evident that 
the labour expended upon this little wlume 
has been enormous. And it cannot fail/to be 
interesting, and may prove useful, to select 
from this catalogue a few ‘of the comm«ntaries 
which Mr. Spur; geon specially recommenis to 
the notice of his students, 

‘‘ First among the mighty for general weful- 
ness we are bound to mention the man #rhose 
name is a household word, MaTrHEw HENRY. 
He is most pious, pithy, sound and seasible, 
suggestive and sober, terse and trustwathy— 
glittering with metaphors, rich in amlogies, 
overflowing with illustrations, super-alundant 
in reflections. It is the poor man’s cimmen- 
tary, the old Christian’s compan on, suttable to 
everybody, instructive to all. Every minister 
ought to read Matthew entirely and parefully

College; 
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through once at least. I should recommend 
you to get through it in the next twelve months 
after leaving College. Begin at the beginning, 
and traverse the goodly land from Dan to 
Beersheba. You will acquire a vast store if 
you read with your note-book close at hand.” 


Next in order, Mr. Spurgeon ranks ‘‘that 
prince among men, JOHN CALVIN. These 45 
goodly volumes are worth their weight in gold. 
Scant purses may debar you from their purchase, 
but if it be possible procure them. Of all com- 
mentors I believe John Calvin to be the most 
candid. He is not always what moderns would 
call Calvinistic. He was no trimmer and pru- 
ner of texts. He gave their meaning as far as 
he knew it. He laboured, in fact, to declare, 
not his own mind upon the Spirit’s words, but 
the mind of the Spirit as couched in those 
words.” Of MATTHEW PooLE, he says, “ If I 
must have only one commentary, and had read 

_ Matthew Henry, as I have, I do not know but 
_ what I would choose Poole: he is very prudent 
_ and judicious, not so witty and pithy as Henry 
but more an expositor. He is profoundly 
learned.” Joun Trapp is characterized as in- 
comparably sententious and suggestive. ‘“Trapp 
is my especial companion and treasure. Trapp 
is salt, pepper, mustard, vinegar, and all the 
_ other condiments ; I can read him when I am 
_ too weary for anything else.” <A very distin- 
guished place is given to Dr. GILL’s Exposition 
on the Old Testament. ‘‘For good, sound, 
massive, sober sense in commenting, who can 
exceed Gill? No man since his day has at all 
equalled him in the matter of Rabbinical learn- 
ing.” Next to Gill Mr. Spurgeon ranks ADAM 
CLARKE among ‘‘the chief of Expositors—a 
_ prince of commentators.” THoMAs Scorr is com- 
mended as being thoroughly sound and judici- 
_ ous, but ‘mere milk and water” as compared 
| with Matthew Henry. ‘‘ALBERT BARNES, 
| placed alongside of the great masters is a lesser 
| light, but no minister can afford to be without 
it. Kuirro is highly commended for family 
use. BENGEL’s Gnomon of the New Testament 
_is ‘‘the scholar’s delight.” Atrorp’s Greek 
_ Testament is considered an invaluable aid to the 
critical study of the text of the New Testament. 
| THe CriTicAL COMMENTARY, by Jamieson, 
Fausset and Brown is mentioned in very high 
_ terms—‘‘ we consult it continually, and with 
| growing interest.” This ‘portable commen- 
_ tary,” may be had, unabridged, for $3. With 
_ Lanes, Mr. Spurgeon is somewhat disappointed. 
_ *It is costly, and, if you had it, you would not 
_ turn to it for spiritual food.” Of its kind, 
_ however, it is admitted to be unequalled. Mr. 
Spurgeon enumerates sixty-five commentaries 
_on the whole Bible and upwards of a thousand 
on detached portions of the Scripture. 


_ Mz. Spurgeon’s comments on “Commenting” 
_ are characteristie of himself and very much to 
the point. ‘Avoid all pedomtry. Asa rule, 
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those who know the least Greek are the most 
sure to air their rag of learning in the pulpit. 
They miss no chance of saying,—‘The Greek 
is so-and-so.’ The whole process of interpreta- 
tion should be carried on in the study ; you are 
to give your congregation the results. Never 
strain passages when expounding. Be thoroughly 
honest with the Word. It is the Lord’s own 
Word, be careful not to pervert it in the small- 
est degree. Many daub the text with their own 
glosses, and laying on their own conceits. There 
are enough of these plasterers abroad, let us 
leave the evil trade to them ‘and follow an 
honest calling. Do not be carried away with 
new meanings. Plymouth brethren delight to 
fish up some hitherto undiscovered tadpole of 
interpretation, and cry it round the town asa 
rare dainty; let us be content with more or- 
dinary and more wholesome fishery. Other and 
wiser men have expounded before us, and every- 
thing undiscovered by them it were well to put 
to test and trial before we boast too loudly of 
the treasure trove. Do not needlessly amend 
our authorised version. It is faulty in many 
places, but still it is a grand work taking it for 
all and all, and it is unwise to be making every 
old lady distrust the only Bible she can get at, 
or what is more likely, mistrust you for falling 
out with her cherished treasure. Aim to be 
good readers, and be the more anxious about it 
because few men are so, and all preachers ought 
to be so. It is as good as a sermon to hear our 
best men read the Scriptures. Never open the 
Bible in the pulpit to read the chapter for the 
first time, but go to the familiar page after 
many rehearsals. You will be doubly useful if 
in addition to this you ‘‘ give the sense.”” Com- 
mentaries, expositions, interpretations, are all 
mere scaffolding ; the Holy Ghost himself must 
edify you and help you to build up the Chuech 
of the living God.” 


Our Hew Bebridves Mission. 


EXTRACT FROM A LETTER OF Dr, STEEL, 
Sypney, N.S.W. 


SypNEY, 30th January, 1879. 


{er HE Rey. W. Wall and wife sailed for Eng- 
land on the 7th. The Rev. T. Neilson, 
wife and family, are at Melbourne, and 

leave for England in the end of February. Mr. 

Chiniquy has been lecturing in this city and 

throughout the Colony since his arrival in 

October, and has everywhere received a wel- 

come. Many good collections have been got. 

He has now gone to Melbourne. The young 

men who were studying in Melbourne with a 

view to the mission, have withdrawn just as 

they were about to be licensed. We were wil- 
ling to take one of them, as we have ‘failed to 
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get a missionery. We are again disappointed. 
We are very badly off for preachers, and have 
too many vacancies. My second son who was 
lately licensed, is about to be ordained to a dis- 
trict about 80 miles from Sydney. Another 
young licentiate is ready, and we have two 
more who will be ready this year. But we 
could take a dozen more. I am amused at the 
eourse of “Report” in exaggerating circum- 
stances. The tablet I got erected to the mem- 
ory of Dr. Geddie was of wood, hung up on 
the wall of the church at Aneityum. In the 
Canadian Record, it is now stated to be marble. 
This is copied in the Free Church Children’s 
Record, &c. Jam glad the words I chose meet 
with such world-wide celebrity, though I do not 
deserve the credit. They were suggested to me 
by the record of an ancient historian, regard- 
ing Gregory of Cesarea, that ‘‘ there were 
only 17 Christians when he went there, and 
there only 17 heathens when he died.

LETTER FROM REV. J. ANNAND. 


Aneityum, 7th September, 1878. 


We are still enjoying good health and plod- 
ding along in our work. We are receiving en- 
couragement enough to make us hopeful for 
the future, but not sufficient to warrant us to 
eall upon you to rejoice with us. Progress is 
undoubtedly being made, but it is not of such 
a marked kind as calls for any special notice. 
There is very much that is dark and saddening 
amongst us yet; still I can confidently state 
that the work is in a better and more healthy 
condition than it was a twelve months ago. 
The people are all quiet and they are attending 
very fairly to all the means of grace within 
their reach. This is true in reference to the 
whole island. Since last writing you we spent 
three weeks in Mr. Inglis’ late charge. While 
there I visited all the schools on that side the 
island—twenty-six in all. The people were 
very kind to me, and did all they could to 
facilitate my work among them. The food 
provided was so abundant, that after leaving 
one half for our friends there, we had a good 
boat load home with us.—I mention their 
liberality in giving us food, because, that in 
the eyes of a native is the very strongest 
evidence of good will that they can possibly 
shew a person. These people are not exactly 
epicureans, but they do certainly give great 
attention to the things that perish... I can 
cheerfully say that I found christianity in a 
more healthy state amongst the mass of the 
people than I expected. As is the case on our 
own side the isle all the districts are not 
equally advanced. However giving an impar- 
tial statement as to the relative condition of 
the two sides, I must say that there are a 


greater number of the encampments farther 
advanced on the Anname side than on our own 

side. There is a smaller proportion of wild 

young men on that side also. Still the worst. 
district on the whole isle belengs to that charge 
namely Ananunse. Even there all is quiet 
now ; and when I preached there a fortnight’ 
ago all the people attended the services, even” 
all those who were engaged in heathen dances. 
last year. 


WHOLE ISLAND VISITED. 


I have now visited every encampment on this. 
island, forty-eight in all. Though the isle is 
only about thirty-two miles in circumference 
by water, yet that statement gives but a very 
poor idea of the actual distance by the natire 
paths, or of the labour expended in walking 
around the island. This isle is just one mass 
of high hills and deep ravines. The highest” 
peak is 2788 feet. Some of the school-houses. 
are down in the ravines where the hills rise 
almost perpendicularly more than a thousand 
feet on each side ; while others are situated on 
sheltered nuiks on the hill sides. The scenery ° 
is grand in some parts of the island. While | 
visiting the Anname charge I took a new cen- 
sus, which reveals anything but a hopeful pros-., 
pect for the future of these people. Since, 
October 1876, when Mr. Inglis completed his. 
last lists until the middle of August, 1878, 
there have been eighty-two deaths and only 
thirty-one births. The total population now 
on that side is 622. Itis not the old and the: 
feeble alone that are dying but all classes,. | 
the majority being young people. A year ago | 
we had 604 on this side, so that you see the. | 
total number is falling every year. 


DEATH OF WILLIAMU. 


While we were staying at Anname, Williamu, | 
an elder and chief, who was home to Britain: | 
with Mr. and Mrs. Inglis some seventeen years: | 
ago, died after only twenty-four hours illness. | 
He had been suffering for some time previously, | 
with Rheumatism in his legs and feet, but was | 
able to walk about. On a Wednesday night: | 
he took what seemed like a cramp in his feet, | 
and legs which gradually extended over his | 
whole body, and on the next night he died. | 
We did not know that he was seriously ill un-; | 
til he was dead. He bad charged the parties 
waiting upon him not to tell the people that he 
was ill. He was a very intelligent native, and 
the one who has done more than any other to 
spread the gospel on his own side the island. 
You may remember something about him from | 
letters published years ago. The people res- 
pected him more highly than they do any one, | 
now remaining. Their mourning for him was | 
sincere and prolonged. Perhaps a few words 
descriptive of their customs with the dead might | 
not be uninteresting to you. «| 
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MOURNING CUSTOMS, 


An account of their lamentations over Wil- 
liamu may stand as representative of their 
mourning over the death of any leading man 


|.or woman amongst them. But, of couse, the 


| grief over the death of a women is never so 


great as over that of a man. 


On that Thursday night above referred to, 
we were awakened from sleep near midnight by 
the loud cry of men as if in agony ; the house 


of the deceased was about a quarter of a mile 


from the station ; but so loud was their how- 


| ling that we thought that it issued from our 


yard. On enquiring for whom the cry was, we 


| were told that Williamu was dead. We knew 
well that some one had breathed his last, for 
_ their cry when once heard is not soon forgotten, 


and we heard it many a time before. They 


_ kept up this loud wail all night and with very 
little intermission until we buried him at noon 


_the next day. 


After sunrise I went to the house of mourn- 
ing. The corpse was dressed in a gray print 


shirt, white trousers and a red sash tied around 


_ the waist, and laid out on a clean mat under a 
shady tree. The women were sitting around 


| the body in a circle, as closely to it as they 
' eould, and beating the mat with their open 


_ palms and chanting all the good conduct and 
lovely traits that had characterized his life. 


| They were the very picture of grief itself, having 


been assembled for five or six hours and crying 
-all this time. While the women were thus en- 
| gaged around the corpse, the men were standing 

and sitting around in the background and al- 

ternately howling in the loudest strain. It was 
this loud wail of the men that awakened us and 
kept us awake through the night. 


When I reflected, as I had ample time to do 
while lying sleepless in bed, on the facts the 
|" new census revealed, that eighty times this dis- 

mal wail had resounded through these forests 
since Mr. Inglis had left, and that only thirty- 
_one had been born within that period, it seemed 
| to me to be the death-wail for the Aneityumese 
as a people anda race. However we may yet 
see the facts revealed by the census, reversed 
in a few years. While there is life there is hope, 
“may be as true of a people asa person. 


RITES OF BURIAL. 


__ Our burial rites here are much as at home, 
having all been introduced by the missionaries, 


| the people being accustomed in their heathen 
| days to throw the bodies into the sea. 


A man 
or woman of rank is honoured with a rude 
coffin, usually made from an old canoe, while 
children and those of little worth are rolled up 
in a mat and put into the ground. While we 
were on the other side of the island a little girl 


| was burned to death while playing with fire. 


She had kindled several little fires in the grass 
and was amusing herself in trying how near she 
dare run to them, when her grass skirt caught 
fire, and every particle of clothing she had on 
was burnt off her. She lived till the next day, 
the greater part of the time in agony. 


Since coming home, one of our best friends 
and leading men died quite suddenly. He was 
a teacher and the leading man in his encamp- 
ment. The older and more reliable class of 
these people are dropping off. However, Wai- 
hit, the first Christian native of the New He- 
brides is still living hale and hearty. You will 
well remember what a friend he proved to your 
first missionary in the earlier stages of this 
mission. There are many names here yet who 
were prominent men twenty.five years ago. 
May they be spared us at least until we have 
others fully qualified to take their places. 


If I remember rightly I think that I said in 
my last letter to you that we expected a small 
crop of arrowroot this year, but I am happy 
now to be able to inform you that we have ex- 
ceeded our contributions of last year. I have 
now ready for shipment by the ‘ Dayspring’ 
seventeen casks, 34651bs. The quantities from 
the respective sides of the isle are, Aname 1870 
Ibs., and. Anelcauhat 1595 Ibs. Compared 
with last year Aname has fallen off 141 lbs. 
while our side has exceeded that of last year by 
285 lbs.

PAYMENT FOR BIBLE. 


We are still giving all we raise to meet the 
expenses of the new Bible or rather the Old 
Testament,—the first instalment of which 
should reach us next year being the second 
volume which is going through the press first. 
It comprises Job and all the rest of the books 
to Malachi. When we have our Bibles all paid 
for we hope to do something for the spread of 
the Gospel in other isles or help to support 
ourselves. 


Four of our lands have done admirably this 
year at the arrowroot. These four not above 
the average in population have contributed four 
casks or a cask each ; while in another direc- 
tion the people of ten lands have only filled one 
cask amongst them all. One of the above four 
lands of only twenty-two souls, men, women, 
and children has given us 213 lbs., or what 
will yield about nine shillings sterling for every 
one of them. All the usual voluntary labor 
has been performed about the station as hereto- 
fore. Our cases of discipline are fewer than 
those of last year ; so we see some reason to be 
hopeful and persevering in our work.

Mr. CuHRIsTI£’s REPORT.

( HE Couva field is the latest brought under 
cultivation by our missionaries in Trini- 
dad. We give below Mr. Christie’s fifth 

report, which is interesting and encouraging. 
Mr. Christie is now entitled to his furlough, 
and will be leaving Trinidad when this is being 
read, to revisit a portion of the Church, and 
will (D.V.) be present at the meeting of the 
Assembly at Ottawa. 


COUVA. 


The past year has been a favourable one for 
our work, as far as regards weather, as we have 
been very little hindered by the rain; and 
though it has been an unhealthy season, I am 
thankful to be able to say that I have been en- 
joying almost uninterrupted good health. A 
Pelee amount of work has been done and seed 
sown. — 

PREACHING THE GOSPEL. 


The principal point of interest in the work 
of preaching was the opening of a small church 
for Hindustani service, in May. As this, how- 
ever, was referred to in the Record, and in your 
Board’s last report to the General Assembly, I 
need not enter into particulars about it. The 
attendance at the church has averaged about 50, 
chiefly christian adults, many of whom have 
come regularly from long distances, some from 
five to seven miles. 

My Sabbath work for a great part of the year 
has been as follows, and this is the plan on 
which I wish, as far as possible, to carry on the 
work in this field :—Ist, a service at Spring 
School House, at 9 a.m. This is at one ex- 
tremity of my field. 2nd, at 12 noon; the 
principal service in the church, in the centre of 
the field, followed by a Bible class for adults 
taught by myself; and Sabbath-school for the 
children taught by one of the school teachees. 
3rd, a service at one or more places on Mr. 
Burneley’s estates, at the other extremity of 
the field. In addition to these, the usual weekly 
services in the hospitals, and on estates, have 
been kept up by myself, the catechist and some 
of the teachers. I am sorry to report that my 
catechist Balaram has returned to India; but 
Mr. Douglas at Indore has promised him work 
as a catechist immediately on his arrival, so 
that although we miss him here, we feel that he 
is still engaged in the same work. I am sup- 
plying his place as well as possible by the 
teachers, who give a part of their time to the 
work of a catechist. In addition to the preach- 
ing, religious instruction is given on the sab- 
bath in the bible class, at which I have had 
an average attendance of twenty adults, and in 
three small sabbath-schools conducted by the 


day school teachers. During the year, I 
baptised six adults and four children, and re- 
ceived of regular coutributions, $40; special, 
$50; most of which went to the church build- 
ing fund. 

SCHOOLS. 

This important part of our work shews pro- 
gress. During the year I was enabled by the 
kindness of some of the planters, to open a 
branch school in connection with both Ex- 
change and Esperanza schools, the teacher 
spending half the day at each place. In this. 
way 40 or more children have been brought 
under instruction without any increase in the 
cost. There are in the Couva field at present 
seven good rooms, well furnished with desks, 
&c., which besides being used for school pur- 
poses, are available at any time for preaching 
services. Instruction in the Bible and Cate- 
chism is given in each of the Schools every day. 
A cheering sign in this part of our work this 
year, has been the return of a number of chil- 
dren who had formerly been at school, but who 
had been withdrawn, for various reasons, and 
had become seemingly lost to us, but who 
are now coming back, very anxious to learn. 

The report for the year shews in the Couva 
field, 242 children on the Roll. 130 daily 
average attendance, being an increase over last 
year of 95 on the Roll and 47 in attendance.

LETTER FROM REV. G. L. MACKAY. 


Toa-liong-pong, 12th December, 1878.°9 


“ON the 17th ult., I left Tek-chham and 
walked to Liong-lek in order to meet Mr. 

and Mrs. Junor. I arrived after dark 
and just before entering the town, nearly fell 
headlong over a broken bridge on a heap of 
stones below. Iwas sorry not to find them 
there, but learned the next day by letter the 
cause of their delay. Wednesday and Thurs- 
day I spent healing the sick and preaching the 
gospel, and when so engaged Mrs. M. arrived 
from Ang-mng-kang. Friday I went to Lam- 
kham, and on up the table-land towards Go- 
ko-khi and there met Mr. and Mrs. Junor on 
their way down. I soon learned from them 
how they were delayed and annoyed by pro- 
voking Coolies at Tamsui. Well, I turned 
about and we all hastened towards Liong-lek 
and were sitting in the inn about dark. 

The next morning we proceeded to Tek- 
chham, and spent Sabbath and Monday in the 
chapel there. The attendance was very good 
in the evening when we met for service. Tues- 
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day we proceeded to Sin-kang and put up in 
the chapel there. Wednesday, Mr. Junor and 
I went to An-lang and tried to do something 
for our Master there. Thursday we went to a 
place where there were theatricals and a large 
eoncourse of people, on the same mission. [Fri- 
day, we returned to Tek-chham and Saturday 
about noon arrived at our Ang-mng-kang 
ehapel. We spent the Sabbath there, and on 
Monday came to Tiong-lek, and Tuesday passed 
through two towns on the road, and in the 
evening were inour An-pochapel. Wednesday 
morning, started early and halted a few minutes 
in our chapel in Bang-kah, then proceeded 
along the river to the Lun-a-teng chapel, where 
we parted. Mr. and Mrs. Junor went out to 
Tamsui, whilst Mrs. M. and myself returned to 
this chapel. Since that time I visited nearly 
all our Northern stations, and I am here now 
making preparations for a meeting of all our 
converts here in the open air. Now I have no 
doubt my friend Mr. Junor will send a far 
more interesting account of our trip than I can 
do, at the same time I am anxious that you 
should know that it was quite an undertaking 
for Mrs. Junor to make such a trip down South. 
Still, she did it with cheerfulness, patience, and 
a true godly spirit. Our converts at all the 
stations were greatly delighted to see her. She 
is the first foreign lady that ever visited our 
chapels there. May she be enabled to make 
many pleasant and profitable trips from time to 
time to see our converts in the country. Mr. 
Junor at every place where opportunity pre- 
sented itself spoke with great clearness and de- 
cision, and throughout the entire trip manifested 
very great common sense. I found hima cheer- 
ful companion, and obliging friend and devoted 
servant of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 
Before Jehovah’s throne remember this dis- 
tant Isle of the sea. Oh remember the perish- 
ing thousands and the faithful followers of 
Jesus in their midst. Remember our native 
heralds of the cross here who proclaim the glad 
tidings far and near. Let men come forth from 
the great Dominion who will be willing to live 
for Christ, and if need be die for Him. Send 
us such men and we will shout all honour and 
glory be to the Father, Son and Holy Ghost ! 


The Presbyterian Board has two hundred and 
twenty-two mission stations in the following 
countries, viz: Mexico, South America, Africa, 
Siam, China, Japan, Persia, Syria, and among 
the North American Indians. Nine hundred 
and sixty-two missionaries are employed at 
these stations. There are connected with the 
various churches of these stations 10,391 
members, converted from heathenism. Sixteen 
thousand and thirty-nine children are being 
educated in the mission schools,

LETTER FROM MISS FAIRWEATHER. 


To THE SECRETARY CHALMERS’ CHURCH SAB. 
Scu. JUVENILE MIssIONARY SOCIETY. 


Indore, Feb. 8th, ’79. 


% OUR very welcome letter reached us two 
weeks ago, and the parcel of patterns by 
last mail. My girls are just jumping 

with fun and delight over them. Long before 
this reaches you, our good friend, Miss Forrester 
of Mhow, (from Halifax, you know), will have 
become the wife of the Rev. J. Fraser Campbell. 
It is the first marriage in our Indian mission, 
and my girls are all on the qui vive for wedding 
presents and yours are just in time. All spare 
minutes are employed in making up pincush- 
ions, tidies, &c. &c., for the bride by their 
dark tho’ deft fingers. 

I assure you they were welcome and helpful 
tous. Now, I havea very pleasant story to. 
tell you and one for which I know you will all 
thank our Father in Heaven as well as we do 
who are here on the field. 

In a village near Harckwar, in the North- 
west provinces, lived a Brahmin family. The 
eldest son, a fine strong fellow, after receiving 
a very fair education in Uratie, was appointed 
a ‘deroga,” or official, in one of the provincial 
prisons. Here he remained until his child-wife, 
a young Brahmani girl of his own village, died 
after giving birth toason. After her death he 
renounced the world, became a fakhir, or her- 
mit, devoted himself to study and meditation, 
and was handsomely provided for by his caste, 
he being now a Brahmin guru, or teacher of 
Brahmins. For 14 years he wandered about 
from shrine toshrine, and city tocity. Hehad 
heard missionaries preach at the great annual 
Mela, a fair at Harckwar, but paid no heed to 
their teaching. At last a New Testament fell 
into his hands with a little native hymn-book. 
This Testament he read day and night, and 
gradually its light seemed to dawn. At Rutlam 
a gentleman met with him, and entering into 
conversation, told him of our mission at Indore 
and gave him Mr. Douglas’ name. Here he 
for the first time saw the Old Testament. He 
read day and night, only sleeping ¢wo hours. 
out of the twenty-four. He was at it perpetu- 
ally, What he did not understand he marked 
for explanation. He isa fine large man, with 
a quick, energetic way of speaking; a keen 
thinker, and not to be put off with a half an- 
swer. I like him very much. He is so intel- 
ligent. 

One day a Court Judge, a Brahmin and one 
of the Maharaja’s council was in my house, ‘he 
asked to see the Synassi fakhir we had with us, 
I sent for him. He came and the Judge said, 
‘‘You haye been reading the Christian shastras ?” 
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“Yes,” he replied. 
them and of Jesus Christ? ‘Christ is the true 
Incarnation, there is no denying that.” ‘Do 
you believe in Him, and do you intend to pro- 
fess His religion? ‘I cah do nothing less if 
I am a true man,” was his answer. 

Many of the best educated and wealthiest 
men here have come to converse with him and 
in every case he has frankly avowed his belief 
in Christ as the only Saviour of men. 

Night after night, Mr. Douglas sat with him 
reading and explaining. On Sunday last, Feb. 
2nd, he was baptised in our Mission Lecture 
Room. There were seven native men, (all 
Brahmins) present in the church, and five 
more at the windows on the verandah. All 
was good natured, not a single angry word 
heard. He changed his name from ‘*Swami 
Ji” to Isa Ka Dass ”’ or ‘Servant of Jesus.” 

He read in the Bible how Christ called every- 
one to hear, rich or poor, young or aged, it was 
all the same. So yesterday he went out to find 
a congregation just like one of Christ’s, he said. 
After a time he got 14 people together. Then 
he came for me and my girls. We went of 
course. The service was held in an old house 
-on the new premises we have bought. Heread 
and talked with them. Then sang a native 
hymn and afterwards prayed. Before kneeling 
he told them how he was going to talk with 
God, and it must be very reverently, for God 
was very great. Down they went on their 
‘faces with hands upon their mouths, while he 
in simple words asked God to cleanse and heal. 
Lately when at Hindustani worship, Mr. Dou- 
glas asked him to lead in prayer, and he did so 
in such a simple, earnest way we were greatly 
delighted. J am sure you will rejoice with us 
‘in that God has raised up a man so well qualified 
to do work among his own people. Along with 
him was also baptised a Hindu woman with her 
child from my own work, Mr. Douglas con- 
-ducting the service in the vernacular.

THE AGED AND INFIRM MINISTERS’ 
FUND IN MARITIME PROVINCES. 


There are eight ministers this year on the 
Aged and Infirm Ministers’ Fund in the Eastern 
Section of our Church. The payment for the 
last quarter is to be made in April. The sum 
to be paid is $425. The portion of the salary 
of the Agent of the Church paid out of this 
fund is $85. The expenses for drafts and 
printing will be about $8. The sum paid in 
annuities for the three quarters which have 
passed is $1075. Thus the whole expenditure 
this year will be about $1593. The accounts 
are kept from May to May. 

Our receipts up to the present date have 
been as follows :— 


Interest and dividends...... $289.70 
Congregational collections... 265.03 
Ministers’ Rates............ 373.84 
Dotations: outed Uo seein 50.83

Thirty-six congregations have sent in collec- 
tions. Seventy-six ministers have paid their 
rates. A young man in business in St. John’s 
Newfoundland, has given a donation of $43.33. 
It is to be hoped other young men in business 
will do likewise. 

If our income is to equal to our expenditure 
this year, the sum of $613.60 must be paid in 
before the middle of May. It is to be hoped 
that the congregations which have not yet sent 
in their collection will take notice of this. Let 
the collection be made and sent on, be it large 
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er small. The Aged and infirm Ministers’ Fund 
is a scheme of the church. The Assembly 
enjoins that an annual collection be made for 
it. It is a useful scheme. It is not to the 
interest of congregations that ministers should 
be compelled to labour on, preaching and 
visiting, when they are not able to discharge 
their duties properly. But how can a man 
retire if there is no provision made for his sup- 
port. Is it to be supposed that a minister who 
receives a salary of only $900 or $1,000 a year 
ean lay by money? It is a necessary scheme. 
There are only.a few congregations that can 


give a proper retiring allowance. Our Ministers. 


as a class are poor. Many of them, if laid 
aside from work, would haye nothing to live 
upon. It isa Scriptural scheme. Under the 
Mosaic law forty-eight walled cities were given 
to the tribe of Levi for dwellings. They had 
also one-tenth of all the income of the other 
twelve tribes, besides numerous offerings. The 
Levites who were infirm or aged were supported 
as well as those who were strong and active. 
According to the New Testament regulations 
those who give themselves wholly up to the 
Church are to be supported by the Church. 
‘¢Hven so hath the Lord ordained that they 
which preach the gospel should live of the 
gospel.”

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Facts from the Census. 


i ‘‘Biuge Boox ” recently issued gives facts 
relative to the religious denominations 
in this country of which we, Presbyterians, 
should take careful notice. The figures to 
which we refer suggest the question whether 


we are, as a Church, holding our ground as| 


eompared with other Churches, and in relation 
to the entire population of the country. Are 
we doing the work to which God has called us, 
and for which He has planted us in this country ? 
There is no doubt that, numerically, the Pres- 
byterians are a powerful body. It is clear also 
that they are possessed of the elements which 
should, with God’s blessing, make a Church 
strong, prosperous, and benevolently aggressive. 

In 1851 there were in Upper Canada (On- 
tario), 204,148 Presbyterians ; in Lower Canada 
(Quebec), 33,470; in Nova Scotia, 72,924. 
We have no returns relating to New Brunswick 
or P. E. Island. The proportion of Presby- 
terians to 1000 of the population was in Ontario 
214; in Quebec 37; in Nova Scotia 263. In 
Ontario the Church of England and the Metho- 
dists were more numerous than the Presbyter- 
ians ; in Quebec, the Roman Catholics and the 
Church of England ; in Nova Scotia the Pres- 
byterians were slightly in advance of any other 
denomination. 

Let us now come down ten years to the 
Census of 1861. In Ontario the Presbyterians 
increased to 303,374 and to 217 in every 1000 
of the population. In Quebec the numbers 
stood 43,735, and 39 in every 1000,—a very 
slight increase. New Brunswick now comes in 
for the first time, furnishing a total of 36,362, 
and 145 in every 1000, Nova Scotia in 1861 
stood 88,755, being 268 per 1000. Taking the 
four Provinces together we had in 1861 a popu- 


lation of 472,496, being 153 per 1000 of the 


whole population. We were thus in 1861 
slightly in advance of every other denomination 


| 

except the Roman Catholic. In that year the 
R. C’s. number 444 in every 1000 ; the Church 
of England 150; the Methodists 142; the 
Baptists 64. 

Coming to 1871 we find Presbyterians num- 
bering in Ontario 356,449 ; in Quebec 46,165 ; 
in New Brunswick 38,852; in Nova Scotia 
103,539, making in the four Provinces 545, 
005. This is, say, a fair advance on the popu- 
lation. But look at the proportion per 1000, 
as compared with 1861. The Baptists in 1871 
rise to 68 per 1000; the Roman Catholics de- 
crease to 428 per 1000; the Church of England 
shows a slight relative decrease (from 150 in 
1861 to 142 in 1871) ; the Methodists increased 
to 162, while the Presbyterians increased only 
to 156. It is true that if we include P. E, 
Island the Presbyterians are the largest in point 
of numbers of the Evangelical denominations 
in the Dominion. Still, as the foregoing figures 
show, there is at least one denomination whose 
rate of growth is more rapid than ours. It be- 
comes us to be watchful lest we neglect fields of 
work assigned to us by the Head of the Church, 
and lest we should fail to adapt our measures to 
the exigencies of time and place. 

Numbers it is true do not necessarily constitute 
strength. A Church may be numerically weak 
and yet be doing work of the greatest possible 
value. On the other hand a Church may be at 
once large and lazy, and dead. God has given 
us numbers: let us make good use of the trust 
he has committed to us. Hundreds of thousands 
look to our Church for the means of grace. Our 
Home Mission field is widening in every one of 
the Provinces: it is indeed co-extensive with 
the Dominion, and the ancient and interesting 
colony of Newfoundland. 


YC HE fields for mission work at home and - 


abroad,—all the world over,—are so 
numerous that the evangelizing hosts of mini- 
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sters and missionaries are utterly? unable to 
occupy all. For example, how many more 
labourers could find ample work in connection 
with the Presbyterian Churches in _ this 
Dominion? We do not hesitate to say that 
our mission stations could profitably be doubled, 
and that in some of the Provinces at least the 
number of our congregations could also be 
doubled. The fields are before us ; but we have 
not yet the means to enable us to occupy them. 
‘Were our Church financially strong enough she 
might with great advantage multiply her 
labourers throughout the Dominion, so that 
the Gospel might be within reach of many who 
now never hear the joyful sound. 


But it is when we look to heathen and half- 
heathen lands that we are startled with the 
increasing opportunities presented to the 
Church of Christ. There is no doubt that the 
stations in India and China, in Africa, and in 
the islands of the Pacific could be doubled in a 
single year if money and men were available. 
That is to say : there are spheres of labour in- 
vitingly open in vast numbers. From every 
mission that we read about there come appeals 
for more labourers. Witness our own Trinidad 
Mission, our New Hebrides Mission, and our 
fields in India and China. 


The tidings from the mission fields show that 
past labours are bringing forth fruit, and that 
God is preparing the way for a rapid extension 
of Christianity. The Buddhist nunneries are 
being closed in China. At least sixty thousand 
people in Southern India have placed them- 
selves under christian instruction during the 
past year. Ten thousand Teloogoos have been 
baptized. The King of Siam is ‘‘ almost per- 
suaded” to be a Christian. He affords the 
missionaries the amplest freedom for their 
work. Asiatic Turkey is increasingly access- 
ible ; and the demand for Christian teachers 
eomes from unwonted quarters. Bitter enemies 
and persecutors are becoming trusted: friends of 
the missionaries. 

Thus it appears that the prayers of the 
Church for great success in mission work have 
been remarkably answered. It has been well 
asked, what will the Church do should the Lord 
continue to answer our prayers ? Must we call 
home our missionaries ? Must we retrench in 


men and money at home and abroad ? Are we 
really prepared for the responsibilities which 
success involves ? Is the present era of activity 
and success to end in wretched collapse,—or to 
serve as a step towards vastly greater victories ? 
The answer depends, under God, upon the 
benevolence of the Christian people. 


For Others. 


W E are called upon to follow the footsteps 
~ of our beloved Redeemer in self-sacrifice 
for the sake of others. Your neighbour is a 
reckless and wicked man. He brings himself © 
and his family to want and distress. He is a 
centre of moral contagion and of ruin. You, as 
a Christian, must confront this evil and man- 
fully undo it. You must relieve distress even 
when it arises from wickedness and folly. 
And as the contagion of sin spreads it must be 
followed by the unfailing remedy of Divine 
grace and power. <A world lying in the wicked 
one has the same claims on you as it has on 
the Lord Jesus. He died for the world,—even 
for His enemies: we are called upon to give 
money, thought, time, life itself if need be, for 
those who sit in the shadow of death. When 
God asks us to contribute of our means for 
Church purposes, or to give ourselves, or our 
sons and daughters, He only asks us to follow 
His own example. 

You are a member of a struggling congrega- 
tion. If all would do their share of work, there 
would be no difficulty in maintaining the means 
of grace and meeting all reasonable demands. 
But some are doing and giving beyond their 
ability, while others lag lazily behind, doing 
just as little as they possibly can. This is very 
trying to faith and patience. But after all, be 
very grateful to God that He has given you 
grace to be alive to your duty. Those who 
neglect their duty bring leanness upon their 
own souls ; they degrade and weaken themselves, 
and forget to lay up treasure where moth and 
rust do not corrupt, and where thieves break 
not through nor steal. You may feel the bur- 
den now, but how blessed that weight in _con- 
trast with the dull and dreadful weight ef sel- 
fishness and neglect which drags the miserly 
soul down to perdition ! If you have grace to 
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do your own share of work and also your ne- 
gligent neighbour’s, give God the glory. 

Again how many congregations forget their 
full duty towards themselves and the Church at 
large! How many forget or neglect to contri- 
bute their due share towards the support of our 
Church schemes! The result is that a consi- 
derable number have to do double work and 
bear a double burden. It may seem hard thus 
to doand to bear, but it is dutiful and Christ-like. 
The most discouraging thing in the aspect of our 
Church is the number of congregations and ef in- 
dividual members who neglect their duty and fail 
to make common cause in all efforts with the 
Church at large. It is a sin and a cruel shame to 
shirk duty and to lay on the weary shoulders of 
others the burdens which we ourselves should 
bear. O that all would learn that it is more 
blessed to give than to receive—to do for others 
rather than let others do for us ! 

Our Fathers on the other side of the sea 
toiled for us, made great sacrifices for us. Our 
Saviour died for us. Let it then be our delight 
to do what in us lies for the good of others, 
to send them the Gospel, to supply their lack 
of service, to tell them of the love of God in 
Christ Jesus. Possessed ourselves with the 
spirit of the Redeemer nothing can be more 
beneficial to us than that we should be mindful 
of the best interests of others. 


Che Potwer of Hittles. 


The Church cannot be too deeply impressed 
with the ‘‘ power of littles.” The Lord gave 
the lesson very emphatically to His disciples 
when He directed them to gather up the frag- 
ments, that nothing should be lost. Let our 
Sessions, Presbyteries, Synods, and General 
Assembly take due measures to ‘‘ gather up the 
fragments.” Let the help of all be secured. 
Let us so arrange that every eongregation and 
station however small and weak may have an 
opportunity of doing something towards the 
Church’s enterprises. The reproach and weak- 
ness of the Presbyterian Church are that there 
are so many of her members and-adherents who 
are satisfied to look on while others are doing 
the work, and bearing the burden. We must 
learn the lesson of the children’s little verses : 


Little drops of water, 
Little grains of sand,— 
Make the mighty ocean 
And the solid land. 


And the little moments, 
Humble though they be, 
Make the mighty ages 
Of eternity. 


When all our people do their work as faith- 
fully as some do it—when all our congregations 
learn to bear their due proportion of the 
Church’s burdens—then may we expect better 
and more prosperous days, both in matters spirit- 
ual and temporal. There are within the bounds 
of our Church some congregations the joint 
resources of all the members of which would not 
amount to $5000 a year, and yet who contribute 
regularly to all the schemes of the Church. 
This is the spirit we hope to see diffused 
throughout our bounds. Let nothing be lost, 
not the cents of the children, not the poor 
widow’s precious ‘‘ two mites.” 


A General Sustentation Fund. 


THE EXAMPLES OF THE FREE CHURCH 
AND PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH OF 
ENGLAND, 


oe 


HEN reference is made to the example 

/ of the Free Church, and to the won- 
derful results achieved through the 
successful working of her sustentation fund, 
the objection immediately follows : but her cir- 
cumstances were peculiar, and her sustentation 
scheme was carried forward on the great wave of 
enthusiasm, caused by her separation from the 
Church of Scotland. Our circumstances in 
Canada are entirely different. We would have 
no such tide on which to float off a new system 
of finance ; but on the contrary, we would have 
to contend against the intense prejudices of 
those who for long years have managed their 
own affairs, as far as money matters are con- 
cerned, as they pleased, and who would look 
upon this new plan as an interference with their 
liberty. We are sure this objection will meet 
us at the Assembly, and it will therefore be ad- 
visable for us to meet it now by giving a short 
sketch of the origin and history of the Free 
Church sustentation fund, and drawing some 
inferences therefrom. In the year 1841, when 
it was becoming evident that the disruption 
was imminent, Dr. Chalmers drew up and 
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submitted to the judgment of several friends 
what he called ‘‘A Scheme for the Economies 
of a Free Church,” which embodied all the 
principles of the sustentation fund afterwards 
adopted. This scheme fully developed, was 
presented to the consideration of the Convoca- 
tion of November, 1842, but instead of being 
received with favour, it was listened to, says 
Dr. Hanna, with incredulity, and the prospects 
held out by it were regarded as the visionary 
anticipations of a too sanguine imagination. 
Not ten out of the four hundred ministers to 
whom it originally was broached, had much if 
any faith in its success. Dr. Chalmers, refer- 
ring to the reception of his scheme, said ‘‘ My 
attempted demonstration fell at the time still- 
born on the ears, if not of unwilling at least of 
unimpressed and unconvinced, auditors.” After 
the Convocation, Dr. Chalmers, far from being 
discouraged by the obstacles thrown in his way 
by the ignorance, indifference or obstinacy of 
his brethren, at once took steps to establish an 
association in his own district of Morningside, 
with the hope that the example thus given 
would be followed, and for six weeks, he says, 
his association stood alone to be gazed on with 
a sort of gaping wonder ; but by and by as the 
crisis drew nearer, prejudices gave way, and 
associations for the collection of weekly or 
monthly contributions to the sustentation fund 
were established in 687 parishes throughout 
Scotland. During the year 1843, the first year 
of the existence of the fund, a sum sufficient 
to provide an equal dividend of £100 to 600 
ministers was contributed, but Dr. Chalmers 
was far from being satisfied with that result, 
for in the Assembly of 1844, he showed that 
there was much in the experience of that first 
year to discourage them with regard to the {u- 
ture. First, he dwelt on the fact that three- 
fourths of the congregations were aid-receiving, 
and that many of these were raising quite a 
large revenue for their own purposes, while they 
were thus burdening the Church with the sup- 
pert of their minister. Second, he pointed out 
how, out of the one-fourth which were aid giv- 
ing, 15 congregations contributed one fifth of 
the whole sum sent into the fund; and from 
these facts he reasoned that there was an 
amount of selfishness and apathy and niggard- 
liness on the part of the people which augured 
badly for the future. He had a special com- 
plaint to make against the Highland congrega- 
tions, which were nearly all aid-receiving, for 
the smallness of their contributions, and quot- 
ing the excise returns of the quantity of snuff 
consumed in the Highlands, he affirmed that if 
the Highlanders would give every tenth pinch 
to the fund, they would have all the money 
they required. But if the measure of success 
attained in 1843 had been the result of en- 
thusiasm, there would have been a reaction as 
the excitement died away ; but what were the 
factst Dr. Chalmers’ warning voice was heed- 


ed, and his successors in the convenership of 
the fund were men of great financial ability 
as well as great energy, and the fund 
steadily grew as the years rolled on, until 
at last, 29 years after the disruption, the 
equal dividend of £150 was reached for every 
minister of the Free Church; and from that 
year, 1870, until the present time, the fund 
has kept on steadily increasing, and Dr. Wil- 
son, the present convener, can estimate the 
amount which will be at his disposal from year. 


|to year, with as great accuracy as the Chancellor 


of Exchequer in England can estimate the 
amount of the income tax. But if any should 
still be unconvinced that the circumstances of 
the Free Church in 1843 were far from being 
favourable for the launching of the sustentation 
fund, let them consider for a moment the posi- 
tion in which that Church was placed by com- 
ing out from the Establishment, and they will 
admit that any gain she may have received 
from the enthusiasm of the people, was more 
than balanced by the magnitude of the task 
she was then compelled to face. She had 600 
churches to build before her people could be 
organized into settled congregations. She had 
colleges to provide to supply her pulpits with 
well trained ministers. She had schools to 
build and equip in every parish, where her 
children could be educated under her super- 
vision. She had manses to build for her min- 
isters, who had left comfortable homes for con- 
science sake. She had the Colonies to think of 
and provide for ; and she had to undertake the 
whole of the mission fields which had been 
supplied by the church before the disruption, 
as all the missionaries cast in their lot with her. 
Now surely it will be admitted that, instead of 
the position of our church in Canada being 
more unfavourable for the inauguration of a 
sustentation fund than that of the Free Church 
in 1848, we are now in infinitely superior cir- 
cumstances for giving a sustentation fund a fair 
start. First of all, we have more congregations 
who would be aid-giving than aid-receiving, 
and in Scotland to this day it is the other way. 
There, the few support the many; here, the 
many would support the few. Second, our 
position is such in a new and growing country, 
that the burden on the fund would ever be de- 
creasing, whereas in Scotland many of the 
districts of the country are becoming poorer 
instead of richer as the years go on. Third, 
we have the example of all the churches which 
have been before us in adopting this system, to 
guide us into the wisest plans for carrying out 
eur purpose. Fourth, we have a people to deal 
with who are better taught in the privilege of 
christian giving, than ‘those who were brought 
up in a state church, and a people who are giv- 
ing more liberally year by year, even amidst 
the pressure of these hard times. But if there 
is no comfort for the opponents of a Sustentation 
Fund in the example of the Free Church of 
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Scotland there is utter destruction to their ob- 
jections in the example of the Presbyterian 
Church in England. Her position in 1869, 
when the principle of a Sustentation fund was 
earried by a majority in her Synod, was in 
many respects analogous to ours at present. 
She was at that time emphatically a mission 
Church, making the most strenuous efforts to 


overtake the vast field open to her throughout. 


the citiesand towns of England, and finding the 
want of means the only hindrance to her pro- 
gress. Her home mission fund then embraced 
the two objects of supplementing weak charges 
and providing for the opening up of new fields, 
and she had the same difficulty we have now of 
making her income and expenditure balance. 
In the Supplementing department it was only 
after years of struggle that a minimum of £100 
was secured to her ministers, and never a year 
passed without complaints from the congrega- 
tions under the Home Mission or without some 
special effort, such as a visit to Scotland, being 
necessary to provide funds to meet the expenses 
of the two branches of the work. She was then 
a Church whose members were drawn from all 
branches of the Presbyterian family who had 
taken up their residence in England, and from 
the English people who had been connected 
with the state Church or some of the numerous 
dissenting bodies, so that for the most part 
they were entirely ignorant of the working of 
a Sustentation fund, indeed much more so than 
the bulk of our people in Canada. She was then 
a small Church, scattered over a wide territory 
and, with a few exceptions, her congregations 
were struggling to meet their engagements) and 
not able therefore to do much for the general 
funds of the Church. In this respect she was 
worse off than we are and had a greater task 
before her in entering upon a Sustentation 
scheme. It was in these circumstances that 
she decided in 1869 to appoint a Committee to 
draw up a plan and submit it to Presbyteries 
for their consideration. In 1870 this plan was 
adopted and sent down to sessions. In 1871 
it was further approved of by the Synod and 
the committee empowered to send deputations 
to Presbyteries and congregations to explain 
the practical working of the fund and to aid in 
the formation of congregational associations. 
At the Synod of 1872 the report of the Susten- 
tation fund committee was approved, the plan 
adopted and ordered to come into operation in 
January, 1874. At the same time the supple- 
mental department ef the Home Mission was 
placed under the care of the Sustentation fund 
committee. The Synod of 1873 prepared the 
way further for the inauguration of the fund, 
and in 1874, Dr. Fraser, of London, the Con- 
vener of the committee, was able to declare the 
fund a success and to fix the equal dividend at 
£155 stg. In 1875 the equal dividend was 
fixed at £200 and since that date every mini- 
ater of the Presbyterian Church in England on 


the fund has this minimum stipend secured to 
him. Some facts in connection with the agi- 
tation of this question in England are worthy 
of attention. The bitterest opponents of the 
scheme were found among the wealthy congre- 
gations, some of the leading ministers and 
elders of the Church considering the scheme 
utopian or worse. They even boldly affirmed 
that it was a good thing to keep these poor 
country ministers under a judicious Heme 
Mission committee, that it ‘was robbing the 
city charges for the benefit of the hinds of 
Northumberland and Durham, that it could 
never be worked in England, that there was 
no great enthusiasm as in the case of the Free 
Church to give impetus to the movement, that 
it was altogether impracticable because it had 
been voted impracticable in the Synod of 1849, 
and that it was a most unsuitable time to enter 


upon a new scheme when all the schemes already 


existing were in difficulty. But all these objec- 
tions were completely answered, first by argu- 
ment,and second by the signal success of the fund 
from the very outset. Doubtless the success of 
the scheme in England was due very much to 
the able advocacy of Dr. Fraserand Dr. Dykes of 
London, who visited the chief towns and cities 
and held public meetings to enlighten the 
people on the subject. 

The results of the establishing of this fund 
in England have been most beneficial. The aid 
receiving congregations have increased their 
givings not only for ordinary revenue, but for 
the schemes of the Church. The Ministers of 
these congregations have been placed beyond 
the reach of poverty and set free to do good 
work for the Master. The work of Church 
extension has been greatly stimulated and the 
Home Mission Committee greatly assisted in 
their work. Now, having considered these 
examples, surely we are justified in concluding 
that there are no difficulties in our path which 
are insuperable, and surely we will demand 
more satisfactory reasoning than we have yet 
heard before rejecting the scheme as unworthy 
of consideration. It should be known by the 
Church that at the Synod of Hamilton and 
London which met a few weeks ago, an overture 
was adopted in favour of a Sustentation Fund. 
Hoping that the facts we have given may prove 
of some service, and that some definite step in 
advance may be taken at the Assembly we 
leave the subject in the meantime.

INTERNATIONAL LESSONS. 


THE VALLEY OF DRY BONES. 


June 8th.] [Ezekiel xxxvii: 1-10. 


GoupEn Text :—Jt is the Spirit that quickeneth: 
the flesh profiteth nothing: The words that I speak 
unto you, they are Spirit and they are life.—John 

36.

Home Reapines —M. Tivek, 34:11-3!. T. Ezek. 36: 
16-38. W. Ezek. 37:1-14. Th. Ezek. 37: 15-28, F. 
Eph. 2: 1-10. 8S. John 6:53-71, S.2Cor. 3: 1-18. 


Tue first half of the book of Ezekiel relates to the 
sin and punishment of the Jews. The prophet utters 
a blast against Tyre in ch. 26, and another against 
Egypt i in ch, 29. Then follow, beginning with this 
charter, visions of peace and mercy. This prophetic 
vision was announced during the first half of the 7U 
years captivity, when the Jews were thoroughly de- 
moralized and utterly disconsolate. They saw no 
prospect of deliverance. This was to give them 
Hope. While indirectly furnishing an argument for 
the doctrine of the Resurrection, the immediate re- 
ference is to the revival of the people. from sin, their 

release from eaptivity, and the reunion of the for- 
merly hostile members of the community—whose 
contentions hath affected the whole—under one king, 
Messiah—vs. 15-28. 

Vs. 1-2. Thevalley—No doubt the vale of Chebans 
(ch. 2. 22, 23) near Babylon. Full of bones—such a 
ghastly spectacle as many unburied corpses Ezekiel 
may actually have seen in the very valley in which 
helived.

Ye 
shall live—The se of God is life from the dead, 
John 5 : 24-28, Christ is Life. John 6: 33. The 
Spirit is Life. Rom. 8:10. Ephes. 2: ‘A Noise, 
shaking, see Acts 2:2and4:31. The bones came 
together—There first must be the spirit of union 
among the people. V.8. he sinews and flesh came 
upon them—alas! how many dead Christians and 
churches who have the apnearance of life, Rev. 3: 
1. Prophesy, prophecy—FPreach, preach. There is 
no new or better way of making known the Gospel. 
Come from the four winds—that the reviving in- 
fluence may reach the dispersed everywhere an 
breath—as ay first God breathed into man the breath 
of life, Gen. 2: 7; and as Christ breathed upon His 
disciples and they received the Holy Ghost, John 

20:22. V.10. So JI prophesied—Ezekiel did preach 
to his countrymen. <And the breath—the Holy 
Spirit, in His sanctifying influences, came and they 
lived. Renewed by grace, the Jews should live new 
lives. The last clause being distinctly applicable 
to the rising from the dead at the last day, implies 
the general belief of the Jews of that time in the 
doctrine of the Resurrection. 

THE LESSONS HERE TAUGHT, are such as these, (1), 
That by nature we are dead in trepasses and sins, 
_ and utterly helpless to save ourselves. (2), That ovr 
case is not hopeless (3), That God is able and will- 
ing to save to the uttermost all who come unto !lim.

ZECHARIAH the son of Beracliah—ch. 1: 1.—began 
to prophecy in the second year of Darius, about 16 
years after the first band of exiles returned from 
Babylon, B. C. 520. Haggai prophesied at the same 
time, and these two exercised a powerful influence 
in stimulating the people to go on with their work of 
rebuilding the temple which had been interrupted 
by their adversaries. ‘Ihe book of Zechariah con- 
tains things hard to be understood, and which have 
given rise to great diversity of interpretation. The 
first six chapters narrate eight prophetic visions 
rather obscure in their meaning. That in the Lesson 
the fifth, is the vision of a candlestick, with seven 
lamps surmounted by a bowl from which branched 
out seven pipes to supply oil to the lamps. The 
supply of oil is derived from two olive trees that grew 
immediately by the candlestick, one on either side. 
Under this symbol the Jews are taught that in spite 
of all difficulties, relying on the help of God, they 
should succeed in their work, and Christians are re- 
minded of THE NEED OF Gop’s SPIRIT. 

V.1.3. Waked me—Zechariah required to be 
roused out of his trance to comprehend the import of 
the= oe Christians need to be awakened, too, 
Ephes. 5: 14. A candlestick—somewhat patter the 
pattern of that in the tabernacle, Hxo. 25: 31-37— 
represents the Church of God, Matt. 5: in Phil. 20 
15. Rev. 1:20. All of gold—pure i in doctrine, pre- 
cious and indestructible. A bow/—a fountain of 
supply. Christ the Head of His church in this foun- 
tain, ‘ ‘out of whose fulness all we receive, grace for 
grace,” John 1:16. Seven lamps and seven pipes— 
There are many branches of the Church, and many 
channels by which God’s grace is communicated : 
but one candlestick : the candle is God’s. Z7'wo olive 
trees—as the natural olive tree supplies illuminating 
oil, these symbolize the direct agency of the Holy 
Spirit in sanctifying the heart. Knowesé 
thou ?..No my Lord—The prophet did not guess at 
the meaning of what he did not understand. but in 
childlike simplicity confessed his ignorance. Vs. 
6-9. Zechariah, the recognized chief of the Jews in 
captivity, and now their ruler, was discouraged by 
the opposition of Tatnai and others, Ezra 5; 3-17. 
These words assure him that the“ great mountain ?? 
of difficulties shall be wholly removed, that as he 
had began, he should certainly set the headstone 
upon the temple with rejoicings. When the Church 
of Christ is completed there will be heard “a great 
voice of much people ”’ ascribing all to the grace of 
God. Rev. 19: 1-6. The.day.of small things 
—who dispises feeble efforts ?—none who are wise. 
Hath not God chosen the weak things of the world 
to confound the things that are mighty? 1Cor.1: 
27. The plummet—Zechariah was no slipshod work- 
man: they would yet see the topmost stone laid with 
perfect accuracy. With these sewen—see ch. 3:9. 
Seven, “the sacred number,”’ is found nearly 400 
times in the Bible; here used to signify the omni- 
scence of Jehovah. Vs. 11-14. The two olive trees 
—primarily figure Zechariah the ruler, and Jeshua, 
the high-priest, the two appointed means of restoring 
the temple and worship at that time. They also 
symbolize the pcre office of the Holy Spirit : 
and further, point to THE ANNOINTED One—in his 
own person both King and Priest for ever. Ps. 110; 
4. Heb. 5: 5-10 and 8: 1-2

Matacut, the Angel or Messenger—was the last of 
the Old Testament prophets. His writings, though 
not so grand as some of the others, are intensely 
practical and speak more clearly of the near ad- 
vent of Messiah than the rest. In ch. 3:1], he dis- 
tinctly foretells the coming of John Baptist, “the 
messenger ’’ announced by Isaiah (40: 3) who should 
** prepare the way of the Lord,” as explained in 
Matt. 3:3. He was contemporary with Nehemiah, 
and hke him charged the people with apostacy. 
Though cured of idolatry, they had sadly fallen from 
grace. They wereSabbath breakers ; careless about 
religion, mercenary, mean and niggardly in support 
of it. Like priest, like people. They durst notomit 
sacrifice, but they offered to God as little as they 
could, and that of the worst they had. Their formal 
round of observances was a weariness tothem. They 
laid upon the altar “ that which was torn, the lame, 
and the sick, ch.1:13.”’ In other words, that which 
was of no value tothem. This was not sacrifice ! 

V.8. Willa man rob God—the Giver of all good ? 
This would be the height of ingratitude. And then 
to ask, wherein have we robbed thee? This was ad- 
ding insult to injury. Yes, they had robbed God, in 
tiths and offerings. The priests and Levites had 
their maintenance out of the tenth part of al! the in- 
crease, after the “‘ fast fruits’ were paid, Exo. 23: 
19 ‘This tithing, a very old observance, Gen. 14: 20 
and 28:22. The teuth of income was the least a Jew 
was expected to give. In most cases one-fifth was 
given for religious uses, in addition to ‘ free-will 
offerings’ and special contributions The law of 
Moses respecting tithes occurs in Ley. 27: 30-32, 
Numbers 18: 2!. Vs. 9. 10. Ye are cursed—Those 
who defraud God cheat themselves out of His bless- 
ing. Keeping back what belongs to God is robbery. 
This cost Ananias and Saphira their lives. The 
storehouse—the Lord’s treasury, Neh. 10: 38 and i3: 
12, Prove me—the experiment is well worth mak- 
fing: try it andsee. And, do it now—don’t wait for 
better times. Many rob God and deceive themselves 
by pleading ‘‘hard times.’’ Do the best you can 
now, and more when you are able. Oyen you the 
windows of heaven—the same figure in 2 Kings 7: 2. 
Pour you out—God isa bountiful giver. ‘* Give and 
it shall be given unto you, good measure and running 
over,” Luke 6: 38. ‘‘So an entrance shall be minis- 
tered to you abundantly into the kingdom,” 2 Pet. 
1:il. V.1l. he devourer- the caterpillar. Nor 
wine cast her fruit—by mildew. Those who serve 
Ged haye the premise of temporal prosperity as well 
as future reward,1 Tim 4:8. A delightsome land— 
the admiration of all people. V,!2. Words stout— 
Your conversation has been habitually defiant res- 
pecting God. You ask in what way! You have 
satd tt is vain to serve God—that it does not pay. 
The Jews mistook the nature of God’s service, as 
wellas of His providence. Outward observances, 
and a sad countenance, and long prayers, do not con- 
stitute true worship, Matt. 23: 14. 23. 27. Cail the 
proud happy—you say that the heathen, subject to 
no such restraints and taxation, are as well off, and 
in a sense, better than you.

PEACE WITH GOD.. ° 


July 6th.) _ {Romans v: 1-10. 

GOLDEN Text :— Therefore, dey doce snease by faith, 
we have pewce with God through our Lord Jesus 
Christ.—Romans 5: 1. 


Homes Reapines:—M. Rom. 3: 19-31. T. Rom. 4:

This passage of Scripture presents a series of vi- 
tally important views of the rene blessedness of 
true Christians. V.1. They have peace with God 
peace in the sense of reconciliation. Being justified 
they have peace. Justification is an act of God’s 
free grace. Sanctification is a process, under grace, 
in the souls of the justified. Justification includes 
pardon of sin and acceptance in the beloved. Ps. 
7.11; Rom. 8:7; but Isaiah 12:1,2. The ground 
of justification, ‘‘Christ and Him crucified.”” Throug 
our Lord Jesus Christ—justitied by his blood, ver. 
9 see also Rom. 3: 20-26. It is by faith. And what 
is saving faith? It is no part of the ground of justi- 
fication, yet it is necessary from the very nature of 
the case. It is accepting a free and undeserved 
gift—‘ acccepting the reconciliation.”’ It includes 
assent to Gospel truth, consent to Gospel proposals, 
it is confiding, it works by love, ‘‘ with the heart 
man believeth unto righteousness.’’? Rom. 10: 10. 
V.2. Justified, they are lifted up to a gracious re- 
lation to God in Christ. By Christ they have access, 
admittance, introduction into the state of grace in 
which they stand. Eph. 2: 18,3: 12; Col. 1-19, John 
They rejoice in hope of the glory of God. 
The Christian hope is “a lively hope,”’ the hope of a 
‘*quickened”’ soul, and has in it true joy. That of 
souls ‘* dead in sins’’ is not only ‘a lamp that will be 
put out,’’ Prov. 13: 9, but very joyless while it lasts. 
But hope of the glory of God, 1 Cor. 4:17; Col.3:4; 
1 Thes. 2:12: 1 Pet. 5:10. Vs. 3-5. A convenant 
God enables his people even to glory in tribulations. 
Ps. 32: 10; Ps. 34:19, but the godly have Divine 
support amid trials, and in due season their sorrow 
is turned into joy. How comes it that they glory in 
tribulation ? They know that all things work to- 
gether for good to them that love God, Rom. 8: 28, 
and they are enabled to feel trial blessed to their 
souls. “Tribulation worketh patience,’’ Lam. 3: 26, 
Job 18: 15, patient endurance—** and patience exe- 
rience.’ ‘The word translated experience conveys 
idea of proof: of being tested. Christians are enabled 
to bear the test, to trust, love, persevere amid trials ; 
and, hope becomes thereby more bright and more 
fully confirmed, ‘‘ maketh not ashamed,” never tebe 
disappointed, Acts 5:4:; 1 Pet. 4:16; 2 Thes. 1: 4, 
V. 5-8. The love of God is shed abroad in their 
hearts. The love of God to them: shed abroad—by 
the Holy Spirit—and sothey are enabled to feel an 
interest in the love of God, enkindling love in return. 
And what a blessing that: it makes the -yoke easy, 
the service freedom, Rom. 3:10, and perfect love 
casteth out fear, 1 John 4:18. One of the ways in 
which the Hely Spirit sheds abroad love in the heart 
is by spreading through it the influence of the pre- 
cious truths contained in vs. 6, 7,8. Christians have 
the blessedness of feeling that théy have a most 
reasonable hope of glorv. This is clearly set forth 
in vs. 9, 10,—see 1 Pet. 3:15. ‘‘Without strength,’ 
weak through disease, Isaiah 1.4. ‘‘ Died for us,” 
the death of Christ vicarious sacrificial, Is. 53: 5— 
Eph. 5:2; | Pet. 3:18. “‘ God commendeth his love 
to us,’’ recommends it, what condescending com- 
passion ! presses on sinners a consideration of its 
great manifestation and proof. How true that “God 
is love’? and “delighteth in mercy.’’ V. 10. The 
blessedness of being under the faithful and loving 
care of Him who was dead and is alive for evermore. 
Rev. 1:18; John 14: 19. 

1. If the people of God so blessed here, what their 
blessedness hereafter, Is. 32:17. Rev. 7-17. 2. How 
important ear/y piety : what a Joss to be in youth 
and middle life without enjoyment of these blessings.

It is becoming 
that we should remind every officer and member 
of the Church of the duty of praying that the 
Head of the Church may Himself preside over 
all our Assemblies and guide their delibera- 
tions and decisions. 

We referred in our last issue to the last ses- 
sion of our Colleges. Very interesting proceed- 
ings have just taken place in eonnection with 
Queen’s College, but too late in the month to 
enable us to make more than a passing allusion 
tothem. The legacy of Rev. Dr. Spence to 
Queen’s College, amounted to $4,500. Mrs. 
Spence, who had a life-interest in the sum, re- 
cently passed away, and the amount now goes 
into the College treasury. 

The honorary degree of LL.D. was conferred 
a, few weeks ago on our venerable Moderator, 
Rey. Dr. Jenkins, by the University of McGill, 
Montreal. 

The movement of our people to Manitoba 
and to regions farther west continues. They 
go in twos and tens and even in scores. Many 
have been useful and prominent in our congre- 
gations in the older sections of the Church. 
No doubt they will be true and loyal to their 
Church and their Master in the newer districts. 
The burden and responsibility of founding new 
congregations, erecting churches, lifting high a 
banner for the truth, will devolve upon them. 
May they be found faithful amid manifold 
temptations? We need not assure them that 
they are followed by the sympathies, best 
wishes and prayers of those who remain behind. 
In a few years the Presbyterian Church west of 
Lake Superior will count its congregations by 
the hundred, and abundantly repay all the help 
now afforded by the older Provinces. 

We note that there are applications from a con- 
siderable number of ministers of other denomi- 
nations to be admitted to the ministry of our 
Church, It has been so at every Assembly since 
the union. The brethren that have cast in their 
lot with us have proved in most instances to be 
workmen needing not tobe ashamed. We want 
no proselyting of ministers, students, or people ;

but we are rejoiced at all signs of vigour and of 


progress on the part of our Church. 

We referred a month or two ago to the con- 
solidation of congregations going on in conse- 
quence of the union of 1875. The beneficial 
effect is felt most palpably in the newer sec- 
tions of the country, in the outskirts of towns, 
and in the great West. 

Our own columns, and especially our table, 
testify that the subject of a Sustentation Fund 
engrosses a large share of the Church’s atten- 
tion.

pretty much in all the Synods and Presbyteries. 
We regret that space will not allow us to pub- 
blish portions of the correspondence under our 
Mr. MacLeod stat s the case for a Sus- 
tentation Fund so concisely and so forcibly that 
there is little need for anything more in that 
line. 

Our Missionary intelligence is of a cheering 
character. Dr. Steel announces the arrival at. 
Sydney, Australia, of Mr. Laurie and wife and 
child, on their way to occupy the station on 
Aneityum previously occupied by Mr. Inglis. 
The Dayspring was to sail on the first week of 
April, recoppered and in good trim. £200 
have been received by Dr. Steel for the Mar- 
tyrs’ Memorial Church, Erromanga. 

Rey. Thomas Christie, having arrived from 
Trinidad in good health, met the Foreign Mis- 
sion Committee, Eastern Section, at New Glas- 
gow on the 14th May, and will (D.V.) be present 
at the approaching meeting of the General 
Assembly.

MANITOBA ITEMS. 


About 5000 immigrants have reached Mani- 
toba already this spring. Our Church in that 
region will no doubt feel the benefit of such an 
influx cf good citizens. The Home Mission 
field is widening day by day. 


Two more missionaries are required on the 
Little Saskatchewan. Two more for West 
Pembina Mountains. One more for the Town- 
ships, east of Red River. 


Thus, it is obvious that there is much ‘land 
to possess.” Rev. George Roddick of Pictou, 
Nova Scotia, arrived here about the end of 
April. He and his company were most cordial- 
ly welcomed. He intended proceeding to the 
Little Saskatchewan. 


Rev. John Mackay,our missionary to the Crees, 
writes hopefully from the Sascatchewan. At 
his present station the Indians are pagans and 
number 35 families. More families are ex- 
pected. Ample reserves have been set apart for 
the Indians by the Government. Little has 
been done at farming yet, and the Indians have 
to trap, hunt, and fish for a livelihood. This 
takes them from home a great deal. Many of 
the enlightened Indians have gone to the Re- 
serves secured by the Episcopal Church which 
was earlier in the field with its missions,

MonTREAL : 14th May.—Rev. R. H. Warden 
introduced an overture in favor of a General 
Sustentation Fund which was adopted and 
transmitted to the Synod.

OTTAWA: §th May.—Deputations were re- 
ceived from the congregations of Metcalf and 
Russell, in reference to the union of these con- 
gregations. Mr. Muir handed in his resigna- 
tion of the pastoral charge of Metcalfe so as 
to allow the congregation of Russell to 
have a voice in the selection of a Pastor, and 
an adjourned meeting was appointed to be held 
in Knox Church, Ottawa, on the 11th June at 
3 p.m.

Mr. Whiilans, minis- 
ter, and Hugh Allen, elder, resigned their ap- 
pointment as commissioners to the Assembly, 
and Mr. Moore was appointed in place of the 
former, and Mr. Hamilton in place of the latter. 
Dr. Reid was unanimously nominated as 
moderator of the next General Assembly. In 
reference to the Remit and a Sustentation Fund 
the Presbytery resolved to approve of the prin. 
ciple of a Sustention Fund, but think the time 
has not yet arrived for it. In the meantime it 
is not desirable to separate the Supplementing 
and Home Mission Fund. The Remit on the 
Hymn Book was taken up and a large number 
of omissions, emendations and additions made 
to it. It was also recommended that a large 
addition be made to the Hymns for children, 
and that these be scattered throughout the 
book. 

An overture was adopted as to the mode of 
appointing the Moderator of the General As- 
sembly. The following minute was adopted in 
refere1ice to the death of the Rev. C. 1. Cameron : 

‘‘The Presbytery record their deep regret at 
the death, on the 3rd March ultimo, of the 
Rev. C, Innis Cameron, A.M., late minister of 
New Edinburgh. During the brief period of 
three years, In which he was a member of this 
Presbytery, Mr. Cameron greatly endeared him- 
self to his co-Presbyters. Having spent several 
years in mission work in India, and having 
subsequently labored in the Church in Aus- 
tralia, he brought to the discharge of his duties 
in the Church in Canada a wide experience of 


Christian work. Faithful and conscientious in 
the fulfilment of his duty, and devoted to 
Christ and to the welfare of His Church, Mr. 
Cameron was ever zealous in the labors of his 
office and ever anxious to promote the interests 
of the congregation entrusted to his care. With 
vigorous intellect, fervent spirit and broad cul- 
ture, Mr. Cameron possessed also a high poetic 
faculty, which it was his special desire to em- 
ploy for the benefit of the Church. The Pres- | 
bytery express sympathy with the congregation 
of New Edinburgh in their present vacancy, 
and the hope that they may soon secure the 
pastoral services of one who will be a worthy 
successor to Mr. Cameron. 

They also record their sympathy with Mrs. 
Cameron and her family in their bereavement, 
and fervently commend them to the compassiom 
and care of the Father of all mercy and author 
of all consolation.” A committee was appointed 
to prepare a minute anent the death of Rev. A. 
C. Morton, of North Gower. 


Wuirsy : 15th April.—Mr. Roger, Conve- 
ver of the Committee on the state of religion,, 
read the report, which was received and 
cordially adopted. The following are the 
Commissioners to the General Assembly :: 
Ministers, Messrs Spence, Carmichael and 
Drummond ; elders, Messrs. Beith, Fairbairn 
Bingham. The Rev. Dr. Reid was nominated. 
Moderator of the General Assembly. A 
sympathic minute with reference to Mr. Cham- 
bers was adopted. Mr. Drummond drew the 
attention of the Presbytery to the action of the 
Home Mission Committee, at its last meeting, 
deducting twenty-five per cent. off all the 
grants, for the past half-year and proposed that 
some measures be taken, that the congregation 
affected by this action would not suffer. Mr. 


Bingham, the representative of Enniskillen, ~ 


announced to the Presbytery that whilst they 
had exerted themselves to the utmost to meet 
their obligations to their pastor, they had 
resolved on hearing of the action of the 
Committee, to make another effort, and had 
succeeded in raising the deficiency themselves. 


OwEN Seunp: 18th April.—Agreed to 
separate Knox Church, Lake Shore, from Knox 
Church, Sydenham, approve of the basis of 
union between Knox Church, Lake Shore, and 
Johnston Church. The following were appoint- 
ed delegates to the General Assembly at Ottawa : 
Messrs McLennan, Mordy and Somerville, 
Ministers; and Messrs MacKnight, Christie, 
and Mitchell, H/ders. Dr. Cochrane was no- 
minated Moderator of the General Assembly. 
Mr. Stevenson presented an overture to the 
General Assembly on the status of retired 
ministers, and the Presbytery resolved to trans- 
mit it to the Assembly. The motion which 
Mr. Somerville gave notice of at last meeting— 
that Presbytery should meet on the third 
Tuesday of January, March, July, September, 
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and November, and on the first Tuesday of 
May, at ten o'clock a.m. was agreed to. 


SauGEEN: 8th April.—A call from Ayton 
and East Normanby was accepted by Mr. 
Alex. Nicol. A call from Waldemar in favour 
of Rev. J. B. Brown was sustained. Agreed 
to hold a Sabbath School Convention at Mount 
Forrest in July. The second Sabbath of May 
to be observed as a day for special prayer for 
an outpouring of the Spirit on Ministers and 
congregations within the bounds. 


STRATFORD, Tuesday, the 22nd instant.— 
Present, 18 ministers and 10 elders. Rev. 
John W. Bell and Mr. Peter Dewar were 
elected additional commissioners to General 
Assembly. Rev. Mr. Watt’s resignation was 
accepted, and Mr. McLeod was appointed ad 
interim Moderator of Session. It was agreed to 
take steps to re-arrange the ecclesiastical field 
in North and South Easthope, and to give 
Tavistock supply in the meantime. Messrs. 
Hamilton, Hall, Waits, ministers, and Messrs. 
Ballantyne and McTavish, elders, with Mr. P. 
McF. Macleod, convener, were appointed a 
committee to meet with the congregations 
concerned in the proposed re-arrangement. 

The report on the proposed Hymn Book was 
received and adopted, remitting the book 
for modification by an enlarged committee. 
It was agreed to overture the General As- 
sembly to take action in order to prevent the 
accumulation of debt and remove that existing 
in connection with the schemes of the church. 
Presbytery adjourned to meet for ordinary 
business in St. Andrew’s Church, Stratford, on 
the first Tuesday of July next, at 9.30 a.m.

current year. Three deaths were reported by 
the Presbytery of Ottawa, namely, those of the 
Revs. James Whyte, Charles Innes Cameron 
and A. C. Morton. Three overtures were re- 
ceived by the Synod and transmitted to the 
General Assembly, viz: one, from the Presby- 
tery of Lanark and Renfrew, respecting the quali- 
ficationsand duties of missionaries and catechists, 


—another from the Presbytery of Ottawa, res-

Andrew’s Church, Quebec, on second Tuesday 
of May, 1886, at 7.30 p.m. 


SYNOD OF HAMILTON AND 
LONDON. 


This Synod met in St. Andrew’s Church, 
London, on the 8th of April. The Rev. Robert 
Hamilton, the retiring Moderator, preached an 
able discourse from Matt. 4. 19, after which the 
Rev. John McEwen, of Ingersoll, was elected 
Moderator. The overture from the Presbytery 
of Stratford anent a Sustentation fund was 
adopted and transmitted to the General 
Assembly. The next meeting of Synod was 
appointed to be held in Knox Church, St, 
Catharines, on second Tuesday of April, 1880. 
The report of the Committee on the “ Regis- 
tration Act” was accepted, and the committee 
continued with instructions to continue their 
efforts until the grievance complained of is en- 
tirely removed. The following recommenda- 
tions by the committee on Sabbath School werk 
were adopted ; (1) Presbyterial conferences with 
teachers ; (2) Classes for training teachers ; 
(2) Teachers weekly meetings for the study of 
the lessons; (4) the appointment by the 
General Assembly of a committee on books and 
The Home 
Mission work was discussed and the following 
recommendations adopted :—(1) The formation 
of a missionary society in each congregation, 


‘with collectors and monthly collections ; (2) 


Each congregation to contribute to the deficit 
ef the Home Mission fund at as early a date as 
possible ; (3) That the Home Mission fund be 
relieved from the charge of maintaining Mani- 
toba College, (4) An immediate appeal to 
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congregations to reduce the large indebtedness 
of the Home Mission Fund. An overture on 
the Hymn Book was adopted, recommending 
more time and a larger committee in the pre- 
paration of the proposed Hymn Book. 


SYNOD OF TORONTO AND KINGSTON. 


The Synod of Toronto and Kingston met in 
Guelph on Tuesday the 13th May. Professor 
Mowat of Queen’s College, Kingston, the re- 
tiring Moderator, preached the opening sermon, 
after which the Rev. Professor McLaren of Knox 
College, Toronto, was unanimously chosen to 
fill the Moderator’s chair for the ensuing year. 

The Sabbath School report was submitted by 
Rev. J. M. Cameron. It drew attention to the 
need of Normal Classes and the necessity of 
Sessions more thoroughly discharging their 
duty of supervising the appointment of all 
new teachers and officers.

Much 
attention was devoted to Home and Foreign 
Missions. £11,700 were raised for Foreign 
Missions during the year. The Sustentation 
Fund yielded a dividend of £200 sterling, but 
there is a balance of £1,500 on the wrong side. 
The Thanksgiving Fund amounts to £134,000. 
Rev. Professor Patton of Chicago was elected to 
the vacant chair in the College, London. The 
next Synod will be held in London. 

The Sustentation Fund of the Irish Presby- 
terian Church gives a total of £23,000 avail- 
able for the year. This yields a supplemental 
dividend of £22 to each commuting minister. 

The United Presbyterian Synod’s returns, 
(Scotland), show 544 congregations ; members 
175,000; income £367,000; average contribu- 
tion per member, £1, 17s, 3d. Missionary and 
benevolent income, £127,000. 

Messrs. R. L. and A. Stuart of New York, 
contributed $80,000 to the fund of the Presby- 
terian Church, in the month of April.

{ AM now ordering the materials for the 
Martyr’s Memorial Church at Erromanga 
having received altogether over £150. but I 
expect to require at least £50 more. I get a 
few pounds occasionally still. 
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We have just erected a noble statue on a 
noble site to Captain Cook, who discovered the 
islands on which our missionaries labour. 
While I was referring to it last Sunday, there 
was present in church a Christian teacher from 
Eromanga. We had a _ good _ gathering 
at the unveiling. 

The New Zealand Church besides paying Mr. 
Wall his salary of £200 has kindly sent £200 
for his trip home ! : 

The new missionary from Scotland, Mr. 
Laurie, will be here in the end of March, in 
time to go by the Dayspring to Mr. Inglis’s 
station. He is not ordained, but if possessed 
of good ability and proves to be a devoted 
missionary he should be ordained by and by. 

The Dayspring is to be re-coppered before 
sailing. I received from Dunedin £355 this 
year. Our church will give an extra £150, 
thus the expense will be met probably. 


THE Martyr's Memorial CHurROH ON 
EROMANGA. 


(From the Sydney Presbyterian. ) 


Tus Funp for this modest Memorial Church 
to the memory of the Martyrs of Erromanga 
is slowly advancing towards the sum proposed. 
There are, subscriptions, including the amount 
formerly collected and in the Savings Bank, 
which reach the sum of £153. The remaining 
£50 will surely be forthcoming to complete the 
£200. Already a few Sabbath schools have 
sent donations. We hope some more will help, 
and that private individuals who have not 
contributed will kindly aid in providing the 
balance. Mr. H. L. Elphinstone, the Architect, 
has very generously undertaken to prepare the 
plansand specifications free of cost. If possible 
these will be ready in time to get the materials 
prepared before the Dayspring sails on the first 
of April next. 

The @Rev. P. MacPherson, M.A., of East 
Maitland, who sailed in the Dayspring on her 
last voyage for the benefit of his health, has 
published an interesting account of his visit to 
Eromanga in our contemporary— The Witness. 
We make two extracts from it, one referring to 
the temporary Church at Dillon’s Bay, and the 
other to the Martyr’s worthy of our lasting 
remembrance. We hope the narrative will 
awaken new interest in the proposed Memorial 
Church. 


I. THE REED CHURCH. 


‘The Church at Dillon’s Bay is made of 


reeds, and may be described as semi-transparent. 
_ Those who are outside can see through the reed 
walls (one reed thick) all that is inside; and 


those who are inside can see all that is outside, 


Of course the arrangement gives scope for a 
constant ventilation, affording a supply of fresh 
air. Inside isa board with memorial inscrip- 
tions on it, in honour of those missionaries 
who have laboured in the Gospel on Eromanga, 
or who have been murdered on its shores. 
This slender building is to be replaced, as soon 
as possible, by a more substantial Martyr’s 
Memorial Church, for which subscriptions are 
now in course of being gathered.’ i 


Il. THE MARTYRS OF EROMANGA, 


‘ Missionary blood has flowed freely on the 
Island of Eromanga. It has the dark pre- 
eminence attaching to the fact that its soil or 
waters drank the blood of the Apostolic mission- 
ary Williams, and that of his friend Mr. 
Harris, while its cannibal inhabitants cooked 
and devoured their flesh. Another pair were 
sacrificed in the case of the Rev. George Gor- 
don and his wife. The details which the 
writer obtained on the island of the murder of 
Mr. Gordon give a terribly vivid picture. Far 
up on the heights the missionary was engaged 
in building arrangements. Some eight or ten 
assassins came to him; and, seizing his op- 
portunity, one of them aimed a blow at Mr. 
Gordon with his tomahawk. The attempt was 
observed soon enough to enable the missionary 
to raise his hand, and break the blow by cateh- 
ing the blade of the weapon. Immediately a 
second assassin aimed his blow, but the doom- 
ed man intercepted this by firmly catching the 
handle in his other hand. Here, foramoment, 
was a terrible picture. Mr. Gordon was a very 
tall man, his height being beyond six 
feet. Here he was with both hands occupied 
in averting the death-stroke. The scene lasted 
only for moments. The first assassin tore his 
weapon out of the hand of the missionary, 
inflicting a terrible gash across the hand as he 
did so. Soon the good man was laid low in his 
blood, while another assassin went and despatch- 
ed Mrs. Gordon with his tomahawk. To add 
even deepening crimson to the tragic history of 
missionaries on dark Eromanga, a brother of 
Mr. Gordon was the next on the list of martyrs. 
In this case, too, there was an item of peculiar 
character in the details ef the murder. The 
weapon used was a heavy American tomahawk 
(as described to the writer on the island). 
Aimed with the nimbleness of a native, the 
blade sank into the bone of the skull across the 
temple from the eye, so that when Mr. Gordon 
spasmodically dashed away through a French 
window into his room, he actually carried the 
weapon sticking in his skull! Of course the 
wound was mortal ; and the native, apprehend- 
ing no more treuble from the missionary, fol- 
lowed him, and pulled out the tomahawk, 
which he carried away with him. The native 
was too shrewd to lose his tomahawk. Dark- 
skinned, still darker-souled Eromanga! Thus 
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the missionary and his friend, the husband and 
his wife, the brother and the brother, have all 
been offered in sacrifice to the Moloch spirit of 
dark Eromanga. Here is a stronghold of dark- 
ness, and the enemy will not surrender without 
contesting the battle to the bitter end. But 
when the standard-bearers fall in this way, who 
will lead the deadly onset ?—for there is no 
neutral ground between the powers of darkness 
and of light. All honour to the brave mis- 
sionaries and their heroic wives ! 

Up again, for every warrior 

Slain, another climbs the barrier ! 
Within a few menths—nay, within a compara- 
tively few weeks from the murder of the Rev. 
James Gordon—another missionary and his wife 
were at their post on the blood-stained shores of 
Dillon’s Bay |!’ 


DEATH OF AN EROMANGAN CHIEF. 


We quote the following from a late issue of 
the Sydney (Australia) Presbyterian ; NALING, 
the chief at Dillon’s Bay, Eromanga, came to 
Sydney in the Dayspring, but took unwell and 
had to be removed to the Infirmary on the 31st 
December. He died somewhat suddenly on 
2nd January, and was buried in the Balmain 
Cemetery on the 38rd. Naling was a Christian, 
and steod by the Missionaries in times of 


difficulty, and when neighbouring tribes on the . 


island were hostile. He regularly attended 
the worship of God, and along with a teacher, 
also now in Sydney, kept up the service at 
Dillon’s Bay during the months when the Rev. 
H. A. Robertson was absent in the Colonies 
last year. He also watched over the mission 
premises with great care. It was asa mark of 
respect for his fidelity that he was invited to 
visit Sydney in the Dayspring. Though 
he had not great force of character, his position 
as Chief of his people made his adhesion to the 
Christian cause of great importance. He will 
be missed by his people when the vessel 
returns. But we hope that the church for the 
district will be a present from New South 
Wales. His body rests here, while mission- 
aries fell there. May many as they hear the 
stories of these, arise in Eromanga to follow 
the same Saviour. 


A CHRISTIAN OF THE NEW 
HEBRIDES. 


Rev. John Inglis, the venerable colleague in 
Aneityum of our beloved Dr. Geddie, has 
furnished a remarkably interesting account of a 
native Christian who has recently passed away. 
His name was Williamu. He accompanied 
Mr. Inglis to Great Britain in 1860 and enjoy- 
ed his visit thoroughly. The first attempt to 
introduce the gospel into Aneityum was made 
in 1841. On the 30th of March of that year 
the Rev. A. W. Murray of Samoa settled two 
teachers near to Aname. Williamu, then a 
lad of fourteen or so, attached himself to the

teachers, along with some other lads of his own 
age or a little older. Persecution soon began, 
for these lads were often scolded and beaten 
by some of the old chiefs and priests for their 
countenancing the new religion ; but Williamu’s 
heart was drawn towards the teachers, and in 
spite of threats and blows he still clave to 
Christianity. 

In 1848 the Rev. John Geddie and his wife, 
arrived at Aneityum from Nova Scotia, ac- 
companied by the Rev. T. Powell and his wife, 
of Samoa, wha remained with them a year to 
assist in establishing a mission. Williamu 
attached himself to the missionaries as firmly 
as he had done to the teachers ; and when help 
at boating or house-building was needed, his 
assistance was always forthcoming. 


In 1852, when my wife and I joined the 
mission, after having been eight years in New 
Zealand, Williamu, among others, gave us @ 
cordial welcome ; and when we entered our new 
house—a half finished building of two apart- 
ments, the material for which I had brought 
from New Zealand, and which Mr. Geddie and 
I, with the assistance of the natives, had erect- 
ed—Williamu, to show his interest in us, 
brought us a present of a fine large pig, weigh- 
ing ten or twelve stone. 


Three weeks before our arrival, ‘during a 
visit of the John Williams, Mr. Geddie, assist- 
ed by the missionary deputation, had formed a 
church, and admitted thirteen members. 
Some time after our arrival he saw his way to 
baptize Williamu and another young man of 
kindred character named Seremona, the first 
fruits of the mission on my side of the Island, 
No more were baptized for eighteen months. 

As Williamu lived near the mission-station, 
he availed himself to the utmost of the means 
of grace and the opportunities for education. 
At the Sabbath services, the week-day prayer- 
meeting, the morning school, the Bible Class, 
and the Teacher’s Institution, he was in 
regular attendance ; and his profiting was in 
accordance with his diligence. He was among 
the first that I placed out as teachers. He was 
a good singer, and acted for a long time as our 
chief precentor. He was one of the fir8t band 
of deacons that we elected, and he subsequent- 
ly became an elder. When we were building 
our church, which is still standing, at Aname,— 
though bearing the scars not only of time, but 
of hurricanes, earthquakes, and tidal waves,— 
Williamu was located as a teacher at the 
extremity of my district, nearly ten miles 
distant. But one day, when the building was 
roofed and nearly finished, and beginning to 
stand out in its proper dimensions, he paid us 
a visit. On going into the church, he was so 
astonished and delighted that he ran up and 
down the building, and, leaping every now 
and again in an ecstasy of joy, cried, ‘‘ Woho ! 
how you are working here! We at the end of ~ 
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the island have been doing nothing.” 
Williamu had wrought very well at the church 
in the first stage of its erection. But founda- 
tion work did not show like the finishing 
processes ; and hence he prized the work of 
others more than his own. 


When he arrived in this country, he was 
amazed at what he saw. As we sailed up the 
Thames he tried to count all the ships, and 
counted to the extent of some three hundred, 
but he abandoned the task as hopeless : a fleet 
of the Newcastle coal craft had just entered the 
river. When addressing the Reformed Pres- 
byterian Synod in 1860, he said, ‘‘ This is an 
extraordinary country of yours. I have seen 
so much since I came here that I am weak with 
wonder,” We had great comfort in him during 
all the time we were at home. The majority 
of natives who accompany missionaries to this 
country are spoiled through the well-meant 
but injudicious kindness of friends: they 
become lifted up with these attentions, and 
forget themselves. Williamu entirely escaped 
that danger; but another trial awaited us. 
Just as the work was being brought to a close, 
his brain became affected, his mind gave way, 
and he became to a considerable extent insane, 
Most providentially, it was not till the last 
sheet of the New Testament was passing 
through the press that he entirely broke down. 
Acting under medical advice, we had to hurry 
off to the islands, as the most likely means for 
securing his recovery ; and this course was to a 
great extent successful. We had some trouble 
with him after his return ; but after a time he 
settled down comparatively well. A stranger 
could have observed nothing wrong with him ; 
but we who knew him formerly saw that he 
was much altered. Our friends at home 
thought that, after what he had seen and learn- 
ed in this country, he would on his return be a 
great help to the mission; and they were 
prepared to have allowed him a salary, that he 
might be fully employed as a native mission- 
ary. But God had willed otherwise, and 
these hopes were never realized. We felt 
thankful, however, that he remained quiet and 


continued to conduct himself with exemplary. 


propriety. He inclined to live more secluded 
than he had formerly done ; but there was one 
idea which he caught up in this country, and 
to which he gave practical effect all his life 
afterwards, and that was the duty of being 
industrious. ‘There is no idleness,” he said, 
‘sin Britain; every man and every woman 
works, and that every day. And why should 
we be idle here on Aneityum?” And he prac- 
tised what he preached. 


He was upwards of fifty years of age at the 
time of his death, on the 15th August. His 
last illness was very short, only twenty-four 
hours. He was attacked with severe cramps 
in his feet and legs. These became dead, and 
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this deadness gradually crept up over his whole 
body till he expired. He was in Church the 
Sabbath before his death. Mr. Annand was 
round at Aname at that time for three Sabbaths, 
After the sermon he asked Williamu to pray, 
which he did. He also led one of the hymns ; 
both of which exercises he performed well. 
He was not at the prayer-meeting on the 
Wednesday afternoon, but came to the mission 
premises in the evening to see how the arrow- 
root which they were preparing for the payment 
of the Bible was being attended to. He be- 
came ill in the night. Mr. and Mrs. Annand 
were not made aware that he was so ill till 
they heard the death-wail in the night. 


Our India Mission. 


EXTRACT FROM A LETTER FROM Migs FAIR- 
WEATHER TO THE SECRETARY OF THE 
JUVENILE MIssIon SCHEME, 


Indore, Dec. 11, 1878. 
THE HOME OR ORPHANAGE, 


ik; AST June, after my return from the hills, 
I left my former home with Mr. Douglas, 
and came to this house, which was then 
a Parsee shop in the bazaar. A partition half 
way to the roof shuts off a portion for a bed- 
room, the remainder forms my drawing-room (?) 
Back of this shop is a long mud room with no 
light, save what comes through the tiles and a 
round hole in the roof. This is used as a store 
room. On the end of this is my kitchen, and 
beyend this is a long, narrow, but well-lighted 
and cheery room used as a school room and 
general work room. Behind this is a similar long 
narrow room, divided into two by a low wall 
running across, making at one end a dormitory 
for the children, and that for the teachers at 
the other. Attached to the teachers’ bedroom 
isa large bath with a stone floor. For this 
spacious building, for there is plenty of room 
if the walls were only higher, we pay $22.50 
per month. A verandah runs along the whole 
front. The girls’ beds are wooden frames, laced 
with a coarse kind of wide tape, and laid on 
mud and brick pillars or tressels, one at each 
end of the room and one in tho middle, raising 
them above the floor about two feet. On this 
we put a bed of common grass straw, and over 
them a quilt. This is the covering for the cold 
season, and they are enabled to undress and go 
to bed properly. No native woman undresses, 
at night, but sleeps in her clothes. The teachers 
in the next room are accomodated in just the same 
way. Two long tables occupy the middle of 
the school-room floor. The building stands 
directly opposite the mission property just pur- 
chased. 
The teachers are Yamoona and Anoo Barra, 
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Anoo is lately from Poona. She has been edu- 
cated and brought up in Mrs. Beaumont’s 
Native Girl’s Boarding School. 

Elizabeth, the matron, is from the same place. 
They are both clever and accomplished in many 
ways quite the equal of English girls’. 
These are the helpers. Two—Yamoona and 
Anoo—go to Zenanas beside teaching the chil- 
dren at home. : 

The pupils are :— 

1st. Moongoiya. She is a quiet, motherly 
woman of 25 or 30 years of age, a widow with 
two children. She is sent to us by a kind 
Christian lady from a distant village for instruc- 
tion in Bible truth. Her little daughter, 
Ghanki, is with her. On her return home she 
tells me she desires to send her eldest little girl 
to benefit by the Mission instruction. She ap- 
pears to be an earnest seeker after Christ. 
She is of the farmer caste, a Hindoo. 


Anoo Choti. A Madrasssi Hindu, about 
fifteen years old. She was poor, ragged and 
friendless in the bazaar. We teok her in, and 
she has proved herself a good, sensible, indus- 
trious girl. 

The others are small. Maryan, Rosi, Anie, 
Eliza, Rosi, Dusera and Marian Dusera. These 
five are quick to learn, willing, obedient and res- 
pectful, but with not one serious thought in all 
their small heads, except when it cencerns 
play. Last of all Rabka, the same as our 
Rebecca, and she has a history. About twelve 
or fourteen years ago, an English man-of-war 
captured a Spanish slave-ship off the coast of 
North Africa, overhauled her and brought the 
poor captives to Bombay. They were put up 
in the markets to be given out as servants to 
those who desired them. Among them was 
Rabka. She was taken by an English lady, 
who kept her for ten years. Her mistress then 
went home to England, and she was friendless. 
She afterwards was married toa renegade Chris- 
tian who deserted her, and when she came here 
she was simply friendless and homeless. She 
was directed here, she said, by the people in the 
bazaar, who told her the missionaries would re- 
ceive her. She refused to go away, saying con- 
fidenthy, ‘‘ You are my father and mother, why 
should I go?” And so she is here, willing to 
work, utterly ignorant, glad to be taught, and 
the very essence of good nature. I could not 
let her go out into the street a waif, in the great 
sinful city. Mr. Douglas could not send her 
away. But he does say, ‘Money is very 
scarce.” I ask you now what I shall do, and 
will keep her ourselves until we get your an- 
swer. 
Anoo Barra and Yamoona are constantly as- 
sociated with myself in the houses, and in ad- 
dition, Anoo teaches the children in the house. 
Elizabeth looks after the work and is general 
housekeeper besides. She teaches several young 
lads who come regularly for Bible reading. 


Then the books from the Press are all or nearly 
all done here, the paper cut, printed in the 
office, returned to be folded, sewed and covered. 
This is fine amusement and employment for 
them, and they sit and sing at their work by 
the hour. We teach them to do plain needle- 
work, and make and mend their own clothes. 

Now, regarding your sending us dresses, &c. 
I cannot ask that conscientiously of our home 
people. I will try to show you why. Good, 
strong unbleached cotton I procured in Bombay 
at $2.50 per web of from 35 to 42 yards each, 
that equals about 7 cents or between 7 and 8 
cents per yard. Cotton cloth for dresses I pro- 
cure for about the same or less. Could you do 
the same in Canada, plus the expense of trans- 
port, duties, &c., half way round the world ? 
Other missions find it equally disadvantageous.. 
In Poona, on goods sent only from Scotland 
they realize about from 8 to 10 shillings to the 
pound. It isa large and fashionable station. 
They sell everything and buy of the country 
stuffs for their people. 

Christmas presents for the teachers and a few 
trinkets for the girls would be well enough, 
such as cards, doils, &c. After all, the ortho- 
dox doll here is a huge rag-baby with nose, 
ears, eyes, and mouth sewed in black thread, 
loopstitch ; rings for noses and ears being made 
from the captured wires from discarded soda- 
water bottles, and very fondly loved they are.

access toa few homes more, and although 

we have additional help, yet there is much 
for us alltodo. For more than two months the 
daughter of the catechist had been taking charge 
of the school, leaving me free for Zenana work. I 
daily visited the school, and frequently gave the 
Scripture lesson to the children, but the secular 
part of the instruction was left to her. For the 
past week or more I have taken her out with me 
to the Zenanas, leaving the wife of the catechist in 
charge of the school. The girls’ attendance has 
not been as satisfactory of late as we would 
wish, but those that have attended regularly 
have made fair progress. They have been taken 
over the first twenty chapters of the gospel of 
St. Matthew. They attend the Sunday Scheol 
which is held every Sabbath afternoon in the 
boys’ school-room, and they are much better 
behaved than they were at first. We have now 
as many as twenty-five houses which we visit 
regularly, and in no small number of these 
homes the women are taught to read Hindi or 
Marathi. Iam sure you will rejoice to know 
that now I am instructing ten women and girls 


ve CE last writing to you we have gained 
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who can read in one or other of these characters, 
and most of them are reading the New Testa- 
ment with me. Two of them asked for copies 
of the Scriptures for themselves, so that they 
may read them when they choose. Last week 
a Hindoo invited me to visit his wife and fam- 
ily. When I went I was pleased to find that 
the former was able to read tolerably well in 
Hindi, and the eldest daughter, although not 
able to read, was anxious to learn, When we 
went to the house to-day, they had quite a 
number of women and girls collected, amongst 
whom were two little girls who knew the Mara- 
thi alphabet. One of the two is the interesting 
girl I mentioned in one of my previous letters, 
the daughter of a Brahmin priest. 

The daughter of the catechist is a help to me 
amongst the Marathas as that is her mother 
tongue. She also speaks English and can knit, 
and do fancy work. We wish at present to 
open another school in quite another part of 
the bazaar than the one now in operation. In 
the vicinity where we were trying to have the 
school, the better class of the people were living, 
Hindoos and Marathas, who are employed in 
Government offices in the camp, and have them- 
selves received some education. They will not 
send their children, especially their daughters, 
any great distance to school, and we hope by 
having the school directly in their neighbour- 
hood, to secure their attendance. Since the 
cold weather began we have again taken up the 
village work. Wegenerally go out in the morn- 
ing, for the women can be gathered together 
then. Sometimes in the larger villages there 
are not fewer than fifty, men, women and chil- 
dren, all listening te the gospel. We seldom 
have less than twenty listeners, even in the 
small villages. A few evenings since, one wo- 
man told me, after I had been speaking some- 
time, that she had never before heard of a 
Saviour. We have several times visited the 
village in which Holkar’s mother lives. She 
always appears pleased to see us, and I thought, 
listened more attentively to the reading of the 
‘Testament than last time we sawher. She is at 
present in Indore, and will not return this 
month. 


LETTER FROM Miss FAIRWEATHER TO Mrs. 
HaARvVIE Skc. W. F. M.S. 
Indore, Feb’y 15th, 1879. 


My dear Mrs. Harvie. 


You will rejoice in knowing that three more 
have come over from the ranks of heathenism 
and enlisted under the banner of our Saviour 
Jesus. Gunga Gher Swami Ji was a Brahmin 
Guru or Monk of the fourth religious Order of 


Hindu priests a Synassi or Ascetic, tyagin or 


dedicated. He is about forty years of age, 
clever, and well-informed. He belongs to the 
city of Hurdwar so celebrated as the grand 
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religions centre of Jahhrisin. About seven 
months ago at the city of Jhansi he came 
across a New Testament for the first time. He 
was much struck with its contents, and allow- 
ing himself only two hours sleep on an average, 
read perpetually during the night when he 
could be free from interruption. Gradually he 
seemed to see the dawn, and some person meet- 
ing him at a railway station gave him Mr. 
Douglas’ address. He came to us and since 
then Mr. D. has been his unwearied teacher. 
The light has at last broken and freely he has 
confessed his belief in Christ before the high- 
est of his own people. He goes to the Book 
for everything. He declares Christ and John 
the Baptist to have been Pahhirs of the high- 
est order. 


A few days since while reading, he came to 
the verse Christ came ‘‘ not to call the righteous, 
but sinners to repentance.” He sat thinking 
for a little, then closed his book, sprang up and 
putting on his wooden sandals, rushed away to 
the jungle thence returning after a short ab- 
sence with a whole herd of low caste men 
women and children, drove them into his 
house, then read and preached to them. Af- 
terwards we sang and he concluded by prayer. 
He wished however to teach them to pray; so 
speaking to them of the necessity of asking 
God for what we desire he said, ‘* Do not look 
up at God with a brass face, but reverently join 
your hands and prostrate yourselves before Him 
this way,” and he got down to show them, and. 
then got up on his hands and knees to see if 
they were obeying him properly. Down they 
went, men, women and children. He then also 
prostrated himself and prayed that God would 
cleanse them, soul and body. After his prayer 
which they repeated after him, he again address- 
ed them saying, ‘‘ Now. go home and make a 
bargain with your mouths not to lie or say bad 
words, rather pull all your teeth out than say 
wicked things, &c. &c.” 


Mr. Douglas conducts worship in the ver- 
nacular every morning at nine o'clock, in the 
lecture-room, with the school and mission 
agency Isai Dass takes his part in the reading 
and prayer in a very pleasing and satisfactory 
manner, as does our Minister. Isai Dass, the 
new christian name signifies ‘* Servant of Jesus” 
At the same time a Hindu woman with her 
three little daughters, also received the ordi- 
nance of baptism. Mungia is a quiet sensible 
loving woman, with much good sense. Her 
little daughter is the pet of the house, An- 
other girl of 15 years was to have been baptised 
also, but her friends interfered, and much to 
our regret she was taken from us. Poor Mun- 
gia, after her baptism, in her humility and love, 
before Mr. Douglas could prevent it, knelt and 
kissed his feet. My soldiers’ Bible class still 
goes on. Two of the men profess to have 
derived much benefit from the lessons taught. 
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Now I must tell you of my interview with the 
Maharaja Holkar, and the Maharani of Indore. 
An invitation, accompanied by a carriage, 
arrived from his Highness calling us to an 
interview. Isai Dass, our new convert, was 
also invited. The carriage was the Maharani’s 
private conveyance, a georgeous affair, cushion- 
ed and lined with crimson satin, and finished 
with heavy fringe cushions, like old fashioned 
bolsters, covered with yellow silk velvet, for 
reclining. The windows were round and of 
stained glass. I preferred to go in our own 
bullock cart, so accompanied by Elizabeth and 
Yamoona, with Isai Dass on horseback, we took 
our way to the city. Arrived at the place we 
were met by the mounted guard, and ordered 
to take our gari under a tree and await His 
Highness’ summons ; calling an usher I sent 
my salam to Her Highness saying we awaited 
her pleasure. The usher immediately returned 
saying, ‘“‘the great mother calls you.” We 
then drove close up to the Parda or screen 
which separates the royal apartments from the 
rest of the household. The curtain being lift- 
ed we found ourselves in a long hall lined with 
red cloth and open above. At the upper end 
the curtain again opened and we were admitted 
into an open courtyard. In the midst of this 
stood an earthen dais and upon it a throne. 
At the four corners were low pillars, about two 
feet in height, the whole washed with a 
solution of the manure ef the sacred bull in 
ganges water. We are asked to sit upon the 
pillars. Isai Dass was immediately taken into 
presence of the Raja. Here we were the 
‘‘observed of all observers.” From every 
window in the quadrangle were seen peeping 
faces. 

In a few moments an English chair was pro- 
duced and I was invited to follow it into the 
presence of Her Highness, where J was seated 
quite near to her. The girls, like her own 
ladies, sat upon the floor. Her Highness sat 
upon a huge cushion raised from the floor upon 
a wooden platform. The cushion was about 
four yards square with yellow strips at the 
edge. Cushions of all shapes, and sizes, were 
piled about her, so that she might sit or recline 
as pleased her. The whole was of crimson silk 
velvet. Over her feet, as she sat cross-legged, 
was thrown an ample scarf of soft sitting white 
cashmere. She wore the usual Marathi dress 
of crimson silk with gold border. On her right 
arm was a magnificent diamond bracelet which 
must have weighed an ounce without the set- 
ting, I mean the stones alone. On her neck 
a priceless necklet of large emeralds, diamonds, 
rubies and pearls. Her fingers, in contradis- 
tinction from her lady attendants, were not be- 
decked with jewels. On each fourth finger she 
wore a plain circlet of gold. She is short in 
stature and rather stout, a fine olive complexion 
and an intelligent kindly face. She seemed 
curious about our customs and manners, asking 


about them with much good nature and affa- 
bility. She said she did not desire to know 
anything about our religion. After a pleasant. 
interview of about half an hour we were con- 
ducted into the presence of His Highness, at 
the end of the quadrangle. Here instead of 
carpet was a cushion of white eambric, the 
entire size of the room, stuffed to the thickness 
of four or five inches with cotton wool. Upon 
this lay pillows and cushions of all sorts and 
sizes and among them lay His Highness. 
He was in ill-health and was therefore unable to 
rise, but he invited me to a seat near him upon 
the cushions. All about him, ranged against the 
walls, were servants, all women. His second 
and third queen sat at a short distance, and 
just as I was seated a curtain was drawn and 
the Maharani herself entered, and seated herself 
at his head. Two female servants waved large 
bunches of peacock’s feathers above him. 
Almost his first words were, ‘‘ You are an 
American.” ‘*No,” I replied, ‘*I am a Cana- 
dian.” ‘Yes, but you are not English, what. 
do you teach my people.” ‘‘ Truth as far as I 
know it.” ‘ You are not married, are you?” 
‘“No, I am not.” ‘ You are a nun perhaps?” 
‘“*No, lam not.” ‘Then, what are you ?” 
‘A Presbyterian,” I answered. ‘*Oh, yes, I 
know, Presbyterians they are Scotch and you 
are what they call Mees” (Miss). I assented. 
‘¢You christians say we worship idols. You 
do not understand Hinduism,” and-he lay back 
among his cushions, and laughed in a quiet 
amused way. I said, ‘* Perhaps I do not 
know what Hinduism is, and I do not so much 
care; what I wish to know is truth, and for 
that both you and I must search, find it where 
we can, and seizing upon it where we find it.” 
‘‘Every country has its religion, let them alone, 
each one likes his own best,” he said. ‘** But 
I deny there is any but one religion,” I replied. 
*“‘One God, one heaven, one earth and one 
religion. God is not to be circumscribed by 
physical boundaries, but He is the great 
Father, and the world’s inhabitants his 
children. To His children He gives His law. ~ 
These laws cannot contradict each other, or 
God is finite in intelligence. One God and one 
truth made visible to men, and the reason of, 
what you call, so many religions, is that man, 
departing in his pride, from God’s law, seeks 
to substitute his own for the world’s govern- 
ment, placing his finite reason on a par with 
God’s. Hence error, not of God but man. 
Truth always agrees with truth, but error and 
truth are never at peace. Your work and mine © 
is to lay aside prejudice and looking to God for 
guidance, search earnestly for His law and His 
truth wherever we can find it. Could we lift 
man out of religious beliefs we would find God’s 
truth left pure.” I then pointed out to him 
the christiaw salvation, the way, the truth and 
the life. In this way. we talked for at least an 
hour, The girls then sang a Marathi hymn. ©

t HE GENERAL ASSEMBLIES of the Church 
} of Scotland and of the Free Church of 
Scotland convened at Edinburgh on the 22nd 
of May. The United Presbyterian Synod also 
met in Edinburgh and within the Assembly 
Hall of the Free Church there on the 5th 
May. ‘The General Assembly of the Presby- 
terian Church in Ireland met at Belfast on the 
5th June. The moderators who presided over 
the deliberations of these courts respectively 
were :—the Rev. Dr. Chrystal, of Auchinleck : 
the Rev. J. C. Burns, of Kirkliston: the Rev. 
Dr. Jeffrey, of Glasgow, and the Rev. Dr. 
Watts, of Belfast College. 

In the Church of Scotland Assembly no 
burning questions came up for discussion. It 
was an unusually quiet Session. There were no 
cases of discipline. The opening sermon 
preached by Principal Tulloch, the retiring 
Moderator, in the grand old Cathedral of St. 
Giles’, was perhaps one of the most noticeable 
features. It was worthy of the man and the 
The Earl 
of Rosslyn, Her Majesty’s Lord High Commis- 
sioner, was also very happy in his opening ad- 
dress. This is now the fourth time in suc- 
cession that he has occupied the throne. 
Though not a Presbyter, His Grace has always 
manifested a deep interest in the proceedings 
of the General Assembly. In the House, as 
well as at Holyrood, Lord Rosslyn is very 
popular, so much so that were the question put 
to him we might expect to hear the reply, 
‘¢ Almost thou persuadest me to become a Pres- 
byterian.” The report of the committee on 
Union with other churches created a little 
‘‘breeze,” and brought a number of leading 
members to their feet ; as also an overiure on 


occasion—elaborate and profound. 


far the most important matters discussed were 
the reports of the various missionary agencies 
of the church, and not the least interesting of 
these was the report of the Colonial Committee, 
in which the committee foreshadowed their 
future policy towards Canada, namely, their 
intention of restricting grants to the new 
settlements and Provinces of the Dominion. 

In the Free Church, the vexed questian of 
disestablishment received a share of attention. 
The chief debate of the session, however, had 
reference to the case of Professor Robertson 
Smith of Aberdeen, during the hearing of: 
which the House was densely crowded. When 
the vote was taken it was found that 321 were 
in favour of serving a libel on the professor, 
and 320 favoured the appointment of a com- 
mittee to confer with him. The libel as 
amended by the Assembly charges the learned 
professor with having published views respeet- 
ing the books of Scripture at variance with the 
teachings of the Church, specially for the ex- 
pression of doubts as to the authorship of 
Deuteronomy. 

The United Presbyterian Synod had its 
hands full with heretical sentiments respecting 
future punishment, and the Confession of Faith, 
and other indeseretions iterated and re-iterated — 
by the Rev. David McCrae of Gourock, the 
painful result being that he was judicially sus- 
pended from exercising the functions of the 
ministry. The Irish General Assembly was 
chiefly on the question of 
‘¢INSTRUMENTAL Music.” In the end, the 
vote stood 313 against, and 278 in favour of 
the organ. A large majority of the ministers 
voted in favour of instrumental music, but the 
elders, whether wisely or not, turned the seale 
decisively against it. We hope in future num- 
bers to be able to refer more particularly to 
some of these topics. We regret to hear that 
our worthy delegate to the Irish Assembly was 
‘‘crowded out.” Such a thing could not under

The Epistles of Paul are very strikingly character- 
ized by adaptation, 1 Cor. 9:22. To the Hebrews 
be sets forth Christ as greater than Mosesand Aaron 
and all the holy angels.

To the Corinthians, 
proud of the so-called wisdom of Greece—of the

viz : charity, or Christian love. ‘‘ Knowledge 
puffeth up, but charity buildeth up.”

In Acts 18 is an account of Paul’s first preaching 
at Corinth. Referring toit he says, 1 Cor. 2:38. Not 
very long after the formation of a Christian Church 
at Corinth, false teachers disturbed it greatly, and 
led some away into very erroneous views. One of 
them was that there is no resurrection of bodies. 
Some of them professed great spirituality of thought 
saying, ‘‘ the resurrection is past already,” 2 Tim 2. 
18—that the only resurrection is that of souls from 
being dead in sin to newness of life. Corinth, as 
Paul well knew, was a place where the advancement 
of such views was peculiarly dangerous: for the 
Greek Sophoi—or wise men—laughed at the idea of 
resurrection of bodies, Acts 19:32; and as far as 
their views touched the general mind, they would 
help the influence of false teachers of the Church on 
that particular point. But the resurrection of the 
body was to Paul a doctrine of the utmost moment, 
first, because the resurrection of the body of Christ 
was one of the great proofs of his Messiahship—of the 
truth of Christianity, and second, because personal 
resurrection is a great object of Christian faith and 
hope. From y. 35 Paul deals with two questions by 
which the false teachers opposed the doctrine of the 
resurrection, First “‘How are the dead raised up?” 
How canit be?’’ In answer, he represents that as 
a very foolish question in view of the wonderful 
changes of matter in other departments, v. 36-38, 
The 2nd question was, ‘‘ With what body do they 
ceme ?”’ and they argued that as the body is often 
now aclog to the soul the resurrection of it was not 
desirable. In answer, Paul set forth such views of 
the body after the resurrection as are completely 
opposed to the idea of any such influence, v. 50. At 
the resurrection, net such bodies as now, v. 42-44 
““ Spiritual,” as opposed to “ natural ’”’ not as op- 
posed to material. 1 Cor. 10:4, Phil. 5:21. V.51, 
By “we” is meant the godly from all the ages. 


Psalm 90:1, “* we shall all be changed: ”? The godly 
men alive on earth will be changed without dying at 
all, in immediate connection with the resurrection 
of the dead, 1 Thes.4:!5-17 The dead in Christ 
shall first rise, then the living will be changed. It 
does not mean that the dead in Christ shall rise be- 
fore those that die in their sins.

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THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY.* 


The fifth General Assembly of the Pres- 
byterian Church in Canada opened in St. 
Andrew’s Church, Ottawa, Wednesday evening, 
11th June. There was a very large attendance 
of Commissioners, indeed unusually large for 
the opening of Assembly. The attendance of 
visitors was also large. The services opened 
by singing the 100th Psalm, reading the 122nd 
Psalm, prayer, reading the 16th Chapter of St. 
Mark, and singing the 69th Paraphrase. 

The retiring Moderator, Rev. Dr. Jenkins, 
of Montreal, preached the annual sermon. 
His text was ;— 

As thou has sent Me into the world, even so have 
I also sent them into the world. St. John, xvii,, 18. 

He said the twelve Apostles were sent into 
world by Jesus Christ, as God had sent Him. 
This apostleship, thus ordained, and ordered by 
both the Father and the Son, was perpetuated 
to the nineteenth century, and existed in the 
Church to-day. For they to whom was com- 
mitted the ministry of reconciliation were 
Apostles, not in its technical and official sense 
as used in the first age of the Christian Church, 
but in a broader sense—the literal sense. 
They were sent forth into the world as were 
the twelve, and Jesus before them, to whom 
was confided the original message from God, of 
good-will towards men. St. Paul was the 
true Apostolic model, on whom modern 
ministers were to fashion their course. He 
was a grand model, and, indeed, his examples 
had never been surpassed, even if equalled, in 
the history of the Church, excepting by Christ 
Himself. The Moderator advised young min- 
isters to imitate no man, no modern example, 
but to take their inspiration from the book of 
life itself. The rock upon which many young 
ministers had split was that of selecting some 
popular living preacher, or an admired profess- 
or, as worthy of imitation. The result was 
that they follewed their cherished model in 
some ungainly gesture, unattractive elocution, 
tricks of style ; but the robuster qualities, the 
real solid and valuable characteristics—those 
which lay at the root of popularity and power— 
were either overlooked in the modelling or 
found too difficult to copy. . There was only 
one model he would advise them to follow; 
and that was He who, in a ministry of only 
three years, had lived as no man lived before, 
and taught doctrines which had never been 
equalled for purity, holiness, and simplicity— 
he advised them to copy the Saviour Jesus

Christ himself. Devoutness distinguished his 
life, and he loved to commune with his Father 
in prayer. With great self-denial and zeal he 
worked the works of Him who had sent Him. 
It was His sole desire to finish the task His 
father had set Him—to save mankind. The 
qualities enumerated, and all those which 
contribute to the best side of human life, were 
those characteristies which went to build up 
the religious side of Christ’s life. He urged 
them to endeavour to imitate the devotedness, 
the tenderness, the strength and endurance of 
Christ’s piety. How was all this to be accom- 
plished ? By earnest, constant, personal study 
of the oracles of God ; by much private prayer; 
and by a simple every day faith in Christ as a 
personal Saviour. The ordinary services of a 
minister were nothing unless guided by really 
devoted Christian men, A whole hour should 
be set aside every day from the toil and bustle 
of life for communion with God. Sucha course 
would tell powerfully upon their ministry, the 
discharge of their pastoral duties, and their 
pulpit work. Their work should ever be 
sanctified by earnest prayer. The meekness 
and earnestness of Jesus in the prosecution of 
His mission were worthy of imitation by min- 
isters. The concealment of personal power, 
rather than display, was a characteristic of 
Jesus. No true minister of Christ boasted of 
great powers and claimed that they had been: 
overlooked by the Church. As sure as such 
men pushed themselves forward, so sure would 
they fail in obtaining the preferment they 
desired. The men who rise to places of 
prominence were those who did not thrust 
themselves forward in the streets or cry out 
that they had been set aside and overlooked. 
The men who shrunk from responsibilities, 
these were the men who were promoted. The 
weakest member of the Church should remem- 
ber that by earnest prayer and work he could 
merit promotion. The teaching of Christ in 
substance and manner was also worthy of being 
studied and followed. It was in harmony with 
that morally defective condition of humanity 
which prompted His being sent down by the 
Father. The teachings of Christ could be 
classified under three heads:—The fact of 
human sin, the penalty of human guilt, and 
the purpose of God in regard to human salvation. 
He devoted a few words to the ethical teaching 
by Jesus, who propounded a law of duty and a 
law of love with greater power and force than 
the great Athenian philosopher. The Moderator 
requested them to follow out the investigation 
of this subject in every day’s study as a, 
preparation for effective pulpit ministration. 
Be teachers and preachers after the supreme 
model he had referred to ; insist on the law of 
duty as Christ did, so as to make men think 
that in obeying they were yielding to the law 
of love. They should teach men to be true, 
good, and virtuous, not alone to accept the mere 
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letter of the obligation, but the morality of the 
spirit. He concluded thus ;—‘‘ Above all 
cultivate zeal in your work—earnest, sanctified 
all-consuming zeal, Christ-like zeal. How He 
consecrated himself to the furtherance of His 
great mission we have seen. Let there be in 
you such an appreciation of your mission in its 
relations to the mutual glory of the Father and 
the Son, and in its relation also to the salva- 
tion of men from sin, and the ultimate recovery 
to righteousness and to God of our fallen and 
distracted world, as to impel you to a course of 
unbroken self-denial in its prosecution, a life 
of holy undying consecration to that saving 
work amongst sinners to which when you ac- 
cepted it from the Church you sacredly and 
inviolably pledged yourselves.” 

At the conclusion of the opening services the 
Assembly was constituted with prayer. The 
roll was then called, after which the Assembly 
proceeded to the election of a Moderator for the 
ensuing year. Nominations, by the several 
Presbyteries, were read, when it appeared that 
the Rev. Dr. Reid of Toronto, the general Agent 
of the Church for the Western Section, had the 
nomination of fourt:en Presbyteries. Rev. Dr. 
Cochrane of Brantford, the Convener of the 
General Assembly’s Home Mission Committee, 
was nominated by ten Presbyteries. For Pro- 
fessor McLaren, there were two nominations. 
The Revds. Dr. Proudfoot, of London, and 
Professor Gregg, D. D., of Toronto, and Messrs. 
Kenneth McLennan, of Charlotetown, P.E.I., 
John Fraser, and John Laing of Dundas, were 
also nominated. 

On motion of Dr. Bary, seconded by Hon. 
ALEXANDER Morris, Dr. Reid was unanimously 
elected, and having put on the robes of Office, 
was conducted to the chair as Moderator. Dr. 
Reid was greeted with hearty applause as he 
rose to address the Assembly, and was visibly 
affected by conflicting emotions as he did go. 
He described the position as one which any 
man would feel proud to occupy. It would 
have been much more satisfactory to him per- 
sonally if his name had never been mentioned 
ig connection with the position. One reason 
was that he had now reached the age when 
ambition might be safely looked upon as sub- 
sided. The names of the other brethren men- 
tioned were those of persons much more able 
than himself, but he presumed he had been 
selected on the ground of seniority. It was 
forty years ago since he came to Canada as a 
missionary in connection with the Presbyterian 
Church of Canada, associated with the Church 
of Scotland. Out of sixty-five members of the 
Presbytery with which he became connected, 
there were now only four living, Rev. Drs. 
Cook, of Quebec, and Neil, of Seymour, Dr. 
Muir of Georgetown, and Mr. Alexander, of 
Mount Pleasant. He briefly recited some in. 
teresting reminiscences of the past, in connec- 
tion with the church with which he had sub- 


sequently been more intimately connected, and 
then referred to the unusually large death-roll 
during the past twelve months. He concluded 
by referring to the grace, dignity and impar- 
tiality with which the retiring Moderator had 
presided over the Assembly last year, and an- 
nounced the earnest desire to imitate his im- 
partiality. 

Dr. Burns moved, seconded by Dr. WATERS, 

That the cordial thanks of the Assembly ke ten- 
dered to the retiring Moderator, Rev. Dr. Jenkins, 
for his impartial conduct in the chair, and for the - 


remarkably suitable and interesting sermon he had 
delivered that evening. 


The motion was carried unanimously. 

Dr. JENKINS brifly returned thanks for 
the honour done him, and expressed plea- 
sure that he had filled the position of Moderator 
satisfactorily to the Assembly. He laid on the 
table a number of official documents received 
during the past year, including a letter ack now- 
ledging the receipt of the address to Lord 
Dufferin ; the reply from Lord Dufferin; a 
letter acknowledging the receipt of the address 
to Her Majesty the Queen, also a telegraphic 
reply from the Colonial Secretary ; a letter 
from Sir John Macdonald respecting the ap- 
pointment of a general day of thanksgiving ; 
the address to the Marquis of Lorne and Prin- 
cess Louise on their arrival ; the reply of the 
former ; a letter to the Governor General and 
Princess Louise on the death of Princess Alice, 
expressing condolence, and the reply; also a 
letter acknowledging the receipt of the petition 
in favour of closing post-offices on Sundays. 

Committees on Bills and Overtures, also on 
Commissions were appointed, and the Assembly 
then adjourned. 


Second Dap. 
THURSDAY, JUNE 12TH. 


The Assembly met at eleven a.m , and spent 
one hour in devotional exercises. 

An interim report of the Committee on Cre- 
dentials were presented and adopted, also the 
report of the Committee on Bills and Overtures. 
An additional report of the latter Committee, 
recommending the limitation of time as to 
speeches, was adopted after some discussion, the 
limit being ten minutes.

Applications to license students were made 
by the Presbyteries of Montreal, Guelph, 
Quebec, Owen Sound, Lindsay, Toronto, Chat- 
ham, Paris, and referred to a Committee to be 
named by the Moderator. Several special cases 
were referred to the Committee on applications 
for licenses, with instructions to report at an 
early sederunt.

Mr. Laine, Dundas, moved 

That it be an instruction to the Committee, that, 
having heard both parties, they acquaint them with 


the decision, and state to the Court whether the 
parties acquiesce in the decision or not. 


Principal MacVicar seconded the motion, be- 
cause he was quite certain judicial committees 
were desirable, and thought the motion would 
protect parties to the suit. 

Dr. Kemp, Ottawa, said he believed the ap- 
pointment of judicial committees to be uncon- 
stitutional and wltra vires, because it relegated 
to a committee judicial functious which should 
alone belong to the Court. This was a consti- 
tutional change of a most vital character, and 
while he admitted the Church itself could effect 
such a change, he did not think the Assembly 
itself had power to delegate its authority to a 
Star Chamber Committee. The Assembly 
should call and hear parties and decide itself on 
the question; 

The MopERATOR remarked that the last 
speech was somewhat out of place, because the 
Court had by vote decided to refer the whole 
matter to a Judicial Committee. 

After further discussion as to the best pro- 
cedure to be adopted, the Assembly adjourned 
without voting on the question. 


EVENING SEDERUNT. 


SABBATH-SCHOOL WORK. 


Mr. McEwen, of Ingersoll, presented the 
report of the Committee on Sabbath-schools. 
The report stated that the Committee met at 
Peterboro’ on the 9th of October last, when a 
series of questions were prepared. Owing to 
the limited returns no general conclusion could 
be arrived at as to the condition of this work 
among our people. After treating of the work 
under the various features enumerated, two 
central facts deduced from the data gleaned 
were emphasized : (1) the work, character, and 
equipment of the teachers, and (2) organization 
of the work in Sessions and Presbyteries in har- 
mony, the doctrine, and Church teachings. In 
regard to the first, the Synod of Toronto and 
Kingston recommended certain changes, among 
which were the following :— 


(1) That the International series of lessons be 
supplemented by a portion of the shorter cate- 
chism, to be committed with each day’s lessons. 
(2) By adding a portion of Scripture ; especially 
the Psalms, to be committed fer each Sunday. 
(3) Proof from Scripture to be required for | 


craments of Baptism and the Lord’s Supper; 
and further, that teachers’ weekly meetings be 
held for the study of the lesson, that teachers 
be members in full communion ; that changes - 
in officers and schoels and appointments in new 
schools be subjected to ratification of sessions, 
that a scheme of giving Normal class lessons be 
adopted. The recommendation from the Synod 
of Hamilton and London was as follows :— 
That feeling convinced that much of the literature 
used in our Sunday Schools is of an unholy charac- 
ter and recognizing the difficulty of securing proper 
books, agreed that the General Assembly be memo- 
rialized to appoint a standing Committee, whose 
duty it shall be to examine books and periodicals 
prepared by -ocieties and publishers for the use of 
schools, and to issue from time to time a list of such 
books as they may deem suitable for ~unday Schools, 
and thus aid the -esssions and teachers in securing 


proper materials for this important departwent of 
Church work. 


He also read the report on Sabbath-school 
literature, which recommended that a report of 
the Sabbath-school Committee be presented 
annually on this subject, and that every book 
used in schoo!s shall be submitted for examina- 
tion, to responsible persons, with instructions 
to examine on the following subjects—(1) 
What is the subject of the book—history, 
science, biography, narrative, fiction? (2) 
What is its religious character and tendency ? 
(3) Are its teachings in sympathy with our 
doctrines and Church polity? (4) Are its 
teachings patriotic? (5) What is its style— 
whether natural, polished, pretentious, or sensa- 
tional ? (6) Do you approve of the volume as 
suitable for our schools and homes ? (7) If so, 
for what department—primary, intermediate or 
senior ? The report concluded by stating that 
any book which appealed tothe passions should 
be rigidly excluded. 

Mr. FLETCHER moved the adoption of the 
report. He urged upon the Assembly the 
necessity of providing proper training for 
teachers, of causing children to commit cate- 
chism to memory, of providing thorough in- 
struction, and that the teacher should be g 


| true Christian man or woman, and able to set 


a noble example to the scholars. 

Principal MacVicar in seconding the 
motion spoke in a similar strain, and said that 
with regard to secular schools it would not be 
permitted that a person should teach children 


who was not truly conversant with the subjects 
to be taught, so it was equally important that 
every Sabbath-school teacher should be conver- 
sant with the Scriptures and Church doctrines, 
and thoroughly imbued with the spirit of God’s 
Truth. 

Mr. Arcw. MATHESON, of Clinton, came for- 
ward as a Sabbath-school superintendent and 
spoke on the importance of this branch of the 
Church’s labours. The true means to achieve

the human being out'of sight and put Christ 
in the front. 

Mr. Murray said that a great many of the 
recommendations were impracticable, and it 
would be inexpedient to adopt them asa whole. 
He thought a vote of thanks to the Committee 
would obviate the difficulty. 

Mr. SrraituH, of Paisley, advocated placing 
Sabbath-schcols under the supervision of the 
sessions, and narrated the instance of a Sabbath- 
school complaining bicause the pastor of the 
church in connection with it s,sught to exercise 
supervision. He did not think such a com- 
plaint was well taken. Surely it was the 
pastor’s duty to exercise supervision when he 
was respunsible fur his charge. 

Mr. Forest, of Halifax, said that if a little 
common sense were at times exercised there 
would be no struggle between pastor and teach- 
ers as to the mastery of Sabbath-schools. It 
was stated by Principal MacVicar that young 
men left Sabbath-school because the teachers 
were no better informed than themselves. He 
however, was not of that opinion, but believed 
the cau-e of young people leavii g the schools 
was that grown-up people never attended Sab- 
bath-school. When young people reached a 
certain age they desired to associate with adults, 
and therefore left the Sabbath-schools because 
the adults did not attend. 

At this stage the discussion was adjourned, 
and after a number of committees had been 
appointed by the Moderator, this Sederunt was 
closed with the benediction.

ONTARIO REGISTRATION ACT,

dance with the resolution of those Synods. 


ROMAN CATHOLIC ORDINATION. 


The question of the validity of the ordination 
of Roman Catholics was brought up from last 
year by Mr. Laing, of Dundas. There was no 
time for its discussion last year. Mr. Laing 
spoke till the hour of adjournment, and the 
subject was postponed. Mr. Laing’s view is 
that such ordination is invalid and not to be 
recognized by our Church. 


THE OTTAWA LADIES’ COLLEGE. 


The memorial of the directors of the Ottawa 

Ladies’ College, asking the Assembly to assume

A deputation consisting of Rev. Mr. Moore, 
Dr. Sweetland, H. F. Bronson and A.S. Wood- 
burn appeared in its support. 

Dr. SWEETLAND stated that it been felt for 
a long time among Pietestants in this section 
that they should have aschool for the education 
of their young ladies.

About $10,000 had already been received from 
that source. A second bequest was one of £200 
stg. from the late Alex. Rankin of Leamington, 
England, to establish a bursary in the Divinity 
Hall. In addition to these it was announced 
that the late Dr. Spence’s legacy of nearly 
$5,000 has now become available. The people 
of Kingston had subscribed $43,000 towards 
the erection of the new buildings, and are to 
give $13,000 more. The whole amount sub- 
scribed for the Endowment Fund is $142,000. 
Revenue for the year, $17,247 : Expenditure, 
$18,076 : Deficit, $839.

Protestant church, ministered to by the Rev. — 
T. G. Cote—a former student of the Montreal 
Presbyterian College—which commanded the 
warm sympathy and support of the Protestants. 
of that city. The necessity cf missionaries in 
many sections of Quebec being able to speak 
both languages was urged. During the year the 
Board had been greatly embarrassed for want of 
funds, and were most anxious to extend their. 
work, not only in the older provinces but also: 
in Manitoba. Then follows detailed reports 
from a number of different missions. The Ot- 
tawa report says that last year Mr. LeClain, 
the colporteur, distributed 108 Bibles, 282 New 
Testaments, 125 portions, and about 1,400 re- 
ligious tracts. During the year eight converts. 
are reported. The receipts for the ordinary 
fund in the first half of the year just ended 
having fallen considerably short of those for 
the corresponding period of the preceding year, 
the Board, in pursuance of their policy to keep 
from debt, declined applications to enter new 
fields, and temporarily reduced their staff of 
labourers. They are thus able to report to the 
Assembly that they close the year with a balance 
of $112 01. The total receipts for the ordinary 
fund were $20,694, or nearly $2,800 less 
than the previous year. The present expendi- 
ture of the Board is about $2,000 per month, 
avd the amount estimated as necessary to carry 
on with efficiency the work for the ensuing year 
is $25,000, of which $10,000 will be required 
prior to Ist October next to meet salaries, &e. 

In presenting the report, Dr. MacVicar refer- 
red to the importance of the work, to the success. 
met with, and to the hardshiys endured by the 
missionaries. The Board had decided to go no 
further than the church was willing to provide 
the means for, and it was for the members of 
the Presbyterian Church throughout the land 
to decide the question. 

Mr. McLeop, Stratford, in moving the adop- 
tion of the Report, urged the importance of the 
work, in view of the fact that 1,250,000 of our 
fellow-countrymen were interested. It was their 
duty to do all they could to bring the word of 
God within the reach of these people. He had 
no sympathy with organizations formed simply 
on hatred to Romanism, and believed their in- 
fluence must be baneful. He believed that the 
true organism to meet the Church of Rome was. 
a faithful living church. The French Evangeli- 
zation work did not seek to arouse the antago- 
nism of the French population. Their only 
object was to bring the Gospel to these psople. 
He referred to the want of sympathy which 
some Protestants exhibited towards converts of 
this kind, and after touching on the ‘‘ Catholic 
vote ” question, asked what would be thought 
if the Presbyterians should p'ace themselves 
between the two parties and support only that 
party which would endow their colleges and 
place their adherents in fat offices. He trusted 
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that their organization was above politics, and 
concentrated its efforts in circulating the 
Gospel. 

Mr. Pirspuapo, Halifax, said there were spe- 

cial aspects to this work which gave it a pecu- 
liar interest to them as citizens, and spoke 
strongly in its support. 
_ Mr. Tutty, Sherbrooke, defended the Pro- 
testants of Quebec from the charge of heing 
‘‘weak-kneed” made against them, and said that 
they were not wealthy, and could not afford to 
support the converts from the Roman Catholic 
Church. 

Mr. Armstrone, Ottawa, supported a recom- 
mendation in the report asking that Mr. Ami 
should be allowed to canvass for aid to erect 
a ehurch in the city of Ottawa. The 
church on York street now occupied by the 
Methodist Episcopal Church was offered to 
them for $4,000, but, if this could not be se- 
cured, it would be necessary to erect a church 
at a more moderate figure. The Presbyterians 
of Ottawa were utterly unable to give the de- 
sired assistance, and required outside aid. 

Mr. CAMPBELL, Montreal, gave explanations 
in regard to the results following from the em- 
ployment of agents for canvassing, etc. 

Dr. CAVEN, while not being an alarmist, be- 
lieved that the political influences, the position 
taken by a section of the Protestant Episcopal 
Churecb, the callousness of other Protestants, 
and the educational element were strengthening 
the position of the Church of Rome. He had 
no sympathy with those who adopted an un- 
kind tone towards the Church of Rome or any- 
body else, but thought that they should work 
by love. He thought that the report should 
be adopted. 

Dr. Kemp, Ottawa, was acquainted with the 
difficulties surrounding the French Canadian 
mission, and paid a high tribute to Rev. Father 
Chiniquy for his services. The great agency 
by which the revival among French Canadians 
had been accomplished had been preaching, 
and if they could only get men who had the 
abilities in the direction of Mr. Chiniquy he 
was satisfied that they could accomplish a great 
work by such means. It was therefore necess- 
ary that they should encourage French Cana- 
dian converts to prepare themselves for labour- 
ing among their fellow-countrymen.

PRESBYTERIAN COLLEGE, MONTREAL, 


Mr. Davip Morrice, of Montreal, presented 
the report of the Presbyterian College, Mont- 
real. It states that the whole number of 
students on the roll last year was 64, and that of 
the nine who have completed their course and 
are now applying for licensure, four are prepared 


to enter upon the work of French Evangeliza- 
tion. The whole amount to the credit of the 
College is $27,347, or $180 more than last year. 
But the total receipts are less than last year. 
There were 37 students in the Theological de- 
partment, and 27 in McGill College, or in the 
preparatory department. forty-three students 
have gone into the Home Mission field. 


THEOLOGICAL HALL, HALIFAX, 


Dr. Burns presented the report of the Hali- 
fax College. The Board regrets 1o be still un- 
der the necessity of reporting a shortening in 
the ordinary College Fund, In 1876, the con- 
gregations contributed $3,068, 7. ¢., over and 
above the interest yielded by investments. In 
1877, $2,346 were reported. In 1878, $1,419. 
18. The congregational collections for the pre- 
sent year have amounted to $1,698.01. The 
balance against the fund, lst May, 1878, was 
$1,541.95 ; the balance against the fund. Ist 
May, 1879, is $1,941.47. The receipts from 
all sources during the year have amounted to 
$7,090.18. The number of Theological Stu- 
dents is 19. 


MANITOBA COLLEGE. 


Prof. Bryce presented the report of the 
Managers of the Manitoba College. It showed 
that with the increasing pspulation had come 
an increased number of students, and a necessi- 
ty existed for constructing a new College build- 
ing. It was also desired that the nomination 
of Managers should be left with the Presbytery 
of Manitoba, so as to secure a re-distribution 
of representation. 

Prof. Hart presented the report of the 
Senate of the same College. It showed that 
there were 44 students in all attending the 
college. 

The report of the committee on the ordinary 
revenue of the college was presented by 
Mr. Fletcher, showing the balance against the 
fund to be about $3,400. 

Dr. PATTERSON presented a report of his 
mission to the Mother Country to solicit assist- 
ance for the Endowment of Manitoba College. 
It set forth that the failure of the Glasgow City 
Bank and other causes prevented his getting 
any assistance towards a capital fund, and he 
had to content himself with obtaining assist- 
ance for the erdinary revenue of the college, 

Dr. CAVEN moved seconded by Dr, Jenkins, 
that the reports of the several colleges now 
read be remitted to a committee with instruct- 
ions to consider them carefully, and to report 
to the General Assembly as soon as convenient. 
With regard to the finances of Manitoba College, 
the committee are instructed to confer with the 
Committee on the Home Mission report, with 
a view of agreeing, if possible, upon some plan 
of support which shall approve itself to both 
committees. In making this motion he stated

that there was much in the report to make 
them glad, and perhaps the most satisfactory 
feature was that so many young men were 
offering themselves for the ministry. He spoke 
strongly in regard to the necessity of providing 
ministerial education, and favoured the setting 
apart of a Sabbath for the purpose of bringing 
the question before the congregations. 

Mr. Larxc, Dundas, moved seconded by Dr. 
Cochrane, in amendment that the Assembly 
resolve itself into a Committee of the Whole 
on the reports. He urged that this question 
should be dealt with by the whole Assembly, 
and not by small committees. 

PRINCIPAL GRANT, moved, seconded by Dr. 
Kemp, that the college reports be considered 
in open Assembly. Carried. 


THEOLOGICAL EDUCATION. 


Dr. CAvEN presented the report of the 
Committee on Theological Education. It 
contained the following among other recom- 
mendations. 

1. Parents are earnestly and affectionately 
reminded of the duty of dedicating to the Lord 
for service in the Holy Ministry such of their 
children as by possession of the requisite qua- 
lifications seem marked out by the Head of the 
Church as proper persons to receive training 
for this office. 

2.. Sessions and Presbyteries are required to 
make diligent and careful enquiry whether any 
young men are to be found within their 
bounds whose attention sheuld be specially 
directed to the claims of Christ upen them 
with respect to the ministry of the church, and 
to aid and encourage in all proper ways such 
available young men as may declare their pur- 
pose to consecrate themselves to this sacred 
vocation. 

8. Presbyteries shall exercise a kind and 
faithful supervision over students and intend- 
ing students resident within their bounds, and 
shall always endeavour to inculcate upon them 
worthy views of the exalted office to which they 
aspire, and to encourage them in the arduous 
course of study by which the church has wisely 
determined that her ministry should be reached. 

4. It is the duty of Presbyteries to examine 
all persons presenting themselves as intrants 
on the study of theology respecting their moral 
and religious character, their motives, and their 
general fitness to study for the ministry, aud, if 
satisfied, to certify them to the college or the 
Board of Examiners connected with the college 
in which they propose to study. 

5. It is requires of Presbyteries to prescribe 
to students, whether in theology or in the pre- 
paritory course, resident within their bounds 
during summer, a written exercise, and if 
satisfied therewith, as also with the deportment 
of the students and with any mission work done 
by them, to certify them accordingly to the 
senate of their college. 


6. Students on entering theology or on in- 
timating their purpose to study for the minis- 
try, must be members of the church in full 
communion, and all such students are required 
during their course to be in full communion 
with a congregation of the church in the place 
where they are prosecuting their studies. 

7. Students are recommended to take a full 
course in arts in some approved college, and ob- 
tain their degree before entering on the study of 
theology. } 

8. With the view of encouraging students 
to take a full university course, sessions and 
boards of examiners are enjoined to use their 
best endeavours to institute scholarships which 
may be annually competed for by students 
taking each course. 

9 Students who are unable to take the full 
course of graduates are required after passing a 
preliminary examination to complete a two 
years curriculum in some approved college and 
to pass examinations connected therewith ; but 
in no case shall an actual attendance on the 
classes of less than six years be accepted unless 
by permission of the General Assembly.

RETIRING MINISTERS. 


Mr. LAING, presented the report of Commitee 
on applications to retire from the active duties 
of the ministry. The recommendations of the 
report were considered seriatim and adopted. 
In terms thereof, leave was granted to Rev. 
Dr. Fraser, of Bondhead, to retire. The As- 
sembly further agreed that his name be re- 
tained on the roll as senior pastor of his con- 
gregal:, , and his name be transmitted to the 
committee on Aged and Infirm Ministers’ Fund. 
Leave to retire was also granted to Rev. James 
Dick, Rev. Wm. Forrest, and Rev. W. Han- 
cock. The application of Rev. Duncan Mor- 
rison, of Owen Sound, was d-clined. 


CHANGES IN PRESBYTERIES. 


Mr. CAMPBELL, Montreal, presented the re- 
port on this subject, which was adopted in 
amended form. Inter alia,—it recommended 
that the petition for the erection of a new Pres- 
bytery in the Western Section of the Church, 
under the name of the Presbytery of Maitland, 
be granted. It was further agreed that the 
Rev. Samuel Jones, of Brussels, be first Mo- 
derator of the new Presbytery, which is ap- 
pointed to hold its first meeting at Wingham 
on the 3rd Tuesday in July. Said Presbytery 
to be under the jurisdiction of the Synod of 
Hamilton and London. 


OTTAWA LADIES’ COLLEGE, 


The report of the Committee recommending 
the affiliation of the College to the General As- 
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sembly was accepted. Dr. Burns explaining 
that there were no pecuniary obligations in- 
volved in so doing. 


AGED AND INFIRM MINISTERS’ FUND, 


Mr. Mipp.Emiss presented the report of the 
Committee on the Aged and Infirm Ministers’ 
Fund for the Western section of the Church. 
The report stated that there were on the list 
twenty-two retired ministers, and that three 
names appeared there this year for the first 
time. In all $4,582 were paid as annuities, 
expenses $93, the proportion of general ex- 
penses $150, and proportion of agents’ salaries 
$200, total $5,026. This year there was a 
prospect of an improvement in the condition of 
the fund. It was, however, requested that the 
Assembly would direct the attention of minis- 
ters to the necessity of their contributing re- 
gularly to the fund. The report proposed to 
fix the minimum annuity at $200, and recom- 
mended that no annuity shall exceed $250, 
where the retired minister recvives more than 
$400 from other sources. It was further pro- 
posed that the fund should be disassociated 
from the Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund. 

On motion of Mr. McMULLEN, seconded by 
Dr. Burns, the report was adopted. 

Mr. SINCLAIR presented the report of the 
same fund for the eastern section of the Church, 
which showed the income last year to have 
been $1,157 and the expenditure $1,494, show- 
ing a deficit of $337. 

The CoNVENER spoke warmly in favour of 
maintaining the fund, and urged upon the 
Assembly the necessity of urging upon ministers 
and congregations to liberally contribute to it. 

PRINCIPAL GRANT moved, and Dr. WATERS 
seconded, the adoption of the report, expressing 
the desire that the funds of the Eastern and 
Western Section might be amalgamated as 
speedily as possible. 


WIDOWS’ AND ORPHANS’ FUNDS. + 


Mr. CAMPBELL, Montreal, presented the re- 
port of the Fund of the Presbyterian Church of 
Canada in connection with the Church of Scot- 
land. The assets were about $93,000, an in- 
crease of nearly $3,000. The number of an- 
nuitants was forty one. It was recommend- 
ed that a committee be appointed to receive 
the late Dr. Spence’s, of Ottawa, bequest. 
A rsolution was adopted, authorizing the Mo- 
deratoer to appoint such a committee. 

Mr. T. W. Taytor, of Toronto, presented a 
similar report of the fund of the late Canada 
Presbyterian Church. The numbrr of annui- 
tants was 39. Increase of fund, $1,997. The 
total fund was $93,614. 

Dr. PaTTERSON presented the report of the 
fund in connection with the Presbyterian 
Church of the Lower Provinces. The receipts 
were $2,267 ; expenditure, $1,183 ; balance at 
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credit, $1,084. The report recommended the 


i union of the different funds. 


a 


Rey. Dr. Mcogrecor presented the report of 
the fund in the Lower Provinces in connection 
with the Church of Scotland. It shewed the 
receipts for the year to have been $1,024, and 
the expenditure $650 ; balance $374. 

It was moved by Dr. WaTERS, seconded by 
Hon. Alex. Morris, that the various commit- 
tees on the Widows’ and Orphans’ funds be 
instructed to confer with a view to the amalga- 
mation of the various funds, and to report a 
scheme for that purpose to the next General 
Assembly, together with the draft of an Act to 
accomplish that end. 

The committees on the Aged and Infirm 
Ministers’ and Widows and Orphans’ funds 
were empowered to confer together with a view 
of devising a means of keeping the annual col- 
lections f each separate, and also that a special 
collection for the Aged and Infirm Ministers’ 
fund be taken up. 


EVENING SEDERUNT. 


Principal CAvEN presented the report of 
Committee on Correspondence with other 
churches. A commission had been given to 
Mr. Croil to represent the Church before the 
General Assembly of the Church of Scotland 
which met in Edinburgh in May last. The 
Rev. J. M. King had been commissioned to 
appear before the General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church in Ireland. 

At, this stage the Rev. G. W. Sprort, of 
North Berwick, was introduced to the Modera- 
tor as the delegate appointed by the General 
Assembly of the Church of Scotland, and took 
a seat on the platform amid the hearty ap- 
plause of the House. 


HOME MISSION REPORT, 


Dr. CocHRANE, Convener, snbmitted the 
annual report which, as usual, contained a vast 
amount of information respcting the Home 
Missionary operations of the Church in the 
Western Section. After referring to the work 
done within the bounds and under the diree- 
tion of the several Presbyteries, Dr. Cochrane 
carried his immense audience with him in im- 
agination to the Muskoka and Parry Sound re- 
gions, to the Manitoulin Island, Sault St. 
Marie, Silver Islet, and the shores of the great 
inland Sea, Lake Superior, in all of which places 
the committee was actively prosecuting its 
work. He then went on to make special men- 
tion of Manitoba and the North West Territo- 
ries as by far the largest, most hopeful, and 
most necessitous field of their operations. In 
Manitoba they had already seventeen ordained 
missionarivys and have ninety preaching sta- 
tions. here the Presbyterian element predo- 
minated, and by proper effort, it would’ be made. 
a Presbyterian country. In connection with 
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the Prince Albert Mission, it was announced 
that Mr. Ross, the missionary, had collected 
$1,800 in aid of the mission. He also paid a 
high tribute to the Church of Scotland, the Free 
Church, and the Presbyterian Church in Ire- 
land, for assistance rendered to missions on 
this continent. There were in connection with 
the Home Missions, 494 places where the 
Gospel was preached, 28,213 worshippers, 8,684 
families, and 10,604 communicants. Detailed 
explanations were given regarding the financial 
position, and the efforts at reducing expenses. 
The total indebtedness, notwithstanding all 
efforts, was $11,050. The increase in debt 
was, owing to the increase in the field, ard a 
general effort was required to sustain the work. 

On motion of Dr. Jenkins, it was decided 
to suspend the presentation of reports and to 
hear the delegate from the Church of Scotland. 


DELEGATE FROM CHURCH OF SCOTLAND. 


Mr. Sprorr was introduced, and was received 
with applause. He said that he thanked them 
very much for the kind reception they had 
given him, which he felt was an expression of 
their warm feelings towards the Church of 
Scotland. It was deeply interesting to him to 
come amongst friends, and to be present in 
this Assembly. He assured them that he 
regretted very much that the Church of Scot- 
land was not better represented. Those whom 
the Assembly wished to send were unable to 
come, and he was really only here because of 
the very strong desire on the part of his Church 
that somebody should be sent out, and the 
difficulty of getting anybody to come on so 
short notice. Notwithstanding the pressure 
put on him, he would not have come here had 
he not known that Canada had seme claims on 
him, and that any information which he might 
obtain might be useful to the church which he 
represented. His first duty after having said 
so much by way of introducing himself, was to 
assure them of the deep interest which the 
Church of Scotland took in the work and_pros- 
perity of the Presbyterian Church in Canada, (ap- 
plause.) Many of them knew the course which 
the Church of Scotland had thought right to 
pursue with regard to Colonial re-union since 
1861. Their colonial clergy had always been 
singularly loyal to the Church at home—much 
more anxious for the guidance of the Church, 
indeed, than the Church was willing to give. 
He stated that the Church of Scotland had ac- 
quiesced in the union of the Presbyterian 
bodies in Australia and also in Ceylon, and 
latterly in the union in Canada. Though they 
regretted that the union had not embraced all 
its congregations, the Church had felt it its 
duty to assume a policy henceforth of non-in- 
tervention and impartial neutrality. The 
Church recognized her clergy in both bodies as 
equally loyal to her, and would, if possible, ac- 


well satisfied with their conduct. 


te 


cording to its abibity, assist both in supplying 
religious ordinances to the Presbyterians in 
these colonies. This was perhaps not very 
easy for her, but at the same time the Church 
could not probably have adopted any other 
policy. It was not the wish, and he believed 
it was not the interest of the Church of Scot- 
land, to sever the bonds of connection which 
united her to the great Presbyterian unions 
which were growing up in the different colonies 
of the Empire. He exhorted them not only to 
labour for Presbyterian union, but for a union. 
of the whole Church of Christ. Having said 
so much on this point, he felt it his duty to 
say a few words on the course of action which 
the Church of Scotland had resolved to pursue 
henceforth relative to this and other colonies. 
The field was so vast and their resources so 
limited that they felt that it was necessary to 
withdraw grants from the least necessitous 
places to those where their needs were greater. 
It had accordingly been resolved to gradually 
withdraw the grant which had been so long 
given to Queen’s College at Kingston, in 
which the Church of Scotland bad taken so 
great an interest, and of which he was glad to 
see that his friend Principal Grant was now at 
the head. It had also been decided to with- 
draw the grant in the course of {wo years made 
to the Theological Hall in Halifax, gradually 
to withdraw grants from the settled, organized 
congregations in older Canada, and only to give 
new grants to new districts, or new Provinces, 
where immigrants had to struggle with the 
difficulties they had to encounter in settling 
these new districts. They would see that there 
was ample room in this large tract for all and 
for much more than the church of Scotland 
was able to do. He dared say that if they did 
enough in these districts they would be pretty 
(Applause. ) 

Mr. Sprott then gave a comprehensive and 
interesting account of the Endowment Scheme 
of the Church of Scotland,and its various and 
wide-spread Missionary Schemes. In concluding 
an address characterized by rare judgment and 
good taste, Mr. Sprott expressed the great 


‘pleasure which he felt in being present, and in 


listening to the statements which had just been 
made, and assured the Assembly of the great 
interest which he felt in the welfare of the 
Presbyterian Church in Canada. He had 
gained a great deal of useful information and 
though he was here to make enquiries, rather 
than promises, he would be glad to make 
known to the Colenial Committee any represent- 
ations made to him in regard to new districts. 

THE MopERATOR, in suitable and felicitous 
terms, thanked the delegate for his presence, 
hoped that cordial relationships would long 
continue between the venerable Church of 
Scotland and the Presbyterian Church in 
Canada, and desired Mr. Sprott to convey to 
the General Assembly of his Church the thanks 
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of the Assembly for their material aid and 
kindly sympathy.

STATUS OF RETIRED MINISTERS. 


Overtures on the status of retired ministers 
were read from the Presbyteries of Lunenburg 
and Yarmouth, Peterboro, and Owen Sound, 
asking the Assembly to reconsider its decision 
in this matter, and to allow retired ministers 
to retain their status on the rolls of the Pres- 
byteries. 

Mr. BENNETT, Peterboro, seconded by Mr. 
SOMERVILLE, Owen Sound, moved that the 
Assembly discern in terms of the overtures in 
asmuch as 20 out of 29 Presbyteries had de- 
clared in favour of retaining retired ministers 
in full status. 

Mr. Croin, moved in amendment, seconded 
by Mr. Sinciarr, that the General Assembly re- 
affirm the decision of last year. He objected to 
one of the arguments upon which the overtures 
seemed to be based, that years and infirmities 
necessarily qualified senior members of Pres- 
byteries for the efficient discharge of their 
duties. He held the principle that the men 
who were doing the work of the Church were 
the proper men to make the laws of the 
Church. ; 

Mr. MipptrMiss, moved in amendment, 
seconded by PRINCIPAL CAVEN, that the over- 
tures be sent down to Presbyteries for their 
consideration, which was ultimately agreed to 
after remarks from Messrs. CAMPBELL, Mont- 
real, Dr. JENKINS, Dr. Topp, Messrs. STRAITH, 
BENNETT, Springville, Gray, Windsor, and Mr. 
MAcDONNELL, Toronto, who did not sympa- 
thize with the popular outcry against retired 
ministers engaging in secular callings, if ne- 
cessary to their decent maintenance. He 
thought it rather to a man’s credit that he 
should sell sewing machines, or engage in any 
other honest and honourable calling, then 
allow himself to be regarded as a pauper. 


NEXT MEETING OF ASSEMBLY. 


It was agreed that the next General Assem- 
bly shall meet in Crescent Street Church, Mon- 
treal, on the evening of the Second Wednesday 
in June, 1880. 


GENERAL PRESBYTERIAN COUNCIL. 


A communication was read regarding the 
second Presbyterian Council to be held in Phil- 
ade)phia in September, 1880, to which the As- 
sembly was asked to appoint sixteen represen- 
tatives. On motion of Mr. Matheson, (Elder), 
seconded by Mr. McLeod, Stratford, it was, 
after discussion, agreed to elect the representa- 
tives by ballot. Several members entered their 
dissent against what appeared to them to be 


an innovation of doubtful expediency. At a 
subsequent sederunt the ballot was taken in 
open court and resulted in the following nomi- 
nations which were ratified by the Assembly 
nem. con., as follows :—Principals McKnicurt, 
MacVicar, GRANT andCaven: Doctors Rerp, 
JENKINS and Burns,and Mr.D.J.MAcDONNELL, 
Ministers ; T. W. Taytor, Hon. ALEX. Mor- 
RIS, JAMES CroIL, Hon. Jonn McMurnica, 
Dr. McDonaup, THomas McCras, Mr. FArr-

A TRIENNIAL ASSEMBLY. 


AN OVERTURE was read from the Presbytery 
of London recommending certain changes in 
the constitution of the Church: «inter alia, 
that the General Assembly should meet trien- 
nially instead of annually: that instead of four 
Synods there should be only two, with increased 
powers ; and that there should be one Board of 
Foreign Missions instead of two. 


EVENING SEDERUNT. 


FOREIGN MISSIONS, 


The reports on Foreign Missions for the 
Western and Eastern Sections respectively were 
presented by Proresson McLaren and Dr, 
McGrecor. Ample and encouraging details 
were given by Professor McLaren respeeting 
the progress of our work among the aborigines 
in the North-West, in China, and in India. 
The work in Formosa was prospering greatly 
under the management of Mr. Mackay and 
Mr. Junor, assisted by twenty native teachers. 
Fifteen chapels had been erected, and 263 ¢om- 
municants were already enrolled. There were 
eleven Elders, five deacons, and 2000 hearers. 
At Indore and Mhow, in Central India, Messrs. 
Douglas and Campbell, assisted by four female 
missionaries had made a satisfactory commence- 
ment. Zenana work had been prosecuted suc- 
cessfuly. A number of schools had been 
established, and a printing press had been 
utilized for the circulation of 203,906 copies of — 
portions of the Bible. The total expenditure — 
for the year, by the Western Section, was 
$26,909. The receipts were $21,315, leaving a 
deficit of $5,094. 

Dr. McGrecor gave a brief epitome of the 
operations ef the committee for the Eastern 
Section in Trinidad and the New Hebrides, in 
both of which fields gratifying results had fol- 
lowed the labours of our missionaries, and in 
both of which there was urgent need for more 
labourers. The expenditure for the year had 
been $13,652. 

Dr. MacVicar moved, seconded by Mr. Me- 
Kinnon, P.E.I., the adoption of the reports, — 
both speakers urging upon the Assembly the 
importance of supporting these foreign missions 
on their own account as well as for the reflex 
influence upon all the other enterprizes of the 
Church which would thereby be secured. 
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RETURNED MISSIONARY. 


After singing a few verses of the 19th Para- 
phrase, in which the audience joined very 
‘heartily, Mr. CurisTIz£, one of our missionaries 
from Trinidad, was introduced to the House, 
received an enthusiastic welcome, and delivered 
an address full of interest and valuable infor- 
mation. He explained that he was home on a 
furlough, not only to recruit his physical but 
his spiritual system as well. He desired to 
bring before them the main features of 1 .: 
missions in Trinidad. He gave some interest- 
ing information regarding the situation, dis- 
covery, size, and trade of the Island. The 
population of the island was about 120,000, 
consisting of about ten thousand whites, 80, 
000 negroes and coloured creoles, and about 30, 
000 or 35,000 Coolies. It was among the 
latter that their efforts were specially directed. 
About 10,000 of the Coolics were Moham- 
medans, and the remainder Hindoos. After 
arriving on the Island the Cvolies rapidly 
improved, and now took a position decidedly 
above the negro population. The Coolies were 
naturally prone to be bad, but listened atten- 
tively to the words of the missionaries. They 
admitted that the wo:ds were good, but usual- 
ly put off their consideration to a more con- 
venient season. ‘The Coolies were also liberal 
‘in supporting the ordinances of the church, 
and he mentioned one poor family which gave 
$26 per year. He gave full details regarding 
the work in Trinidad, and said that at present 
one-fourth of the coolies returned to India. If 
they could send them back converted, they 
would be of great assistance in converting their 
fellow-countrymen. Not only might they have 
an effect in India, but there was an important 
work to be done in the West Indies. If proper- 
ly established at Trinidad they would be able 
to pay some attention to these fields. What 
was most wanted was another missionary. In 
Trinidad the members of the church contri- 
buted one-tenth of their earnings to the Lord, 
and he hoped that the people of Canada would 
follew their example. 


THE Moperator thanked Mr. Christie for 
his address, and assured him of the great in- 
terest taken in the missionaries and their work 
in Trinidad by this Assembly. 


PRINCIPAL GRANT presented the report of 
the Juvenile Mission Committee, which gave a 
satisfactory exhibit. 


Mr. W. B. McMourricna, Toronto, presented 
the report of the Committee appointed to 
propose a scheme for the amalgamation of the 
Juvenile Mission Committee with the Foreign 
Missions Committee, with a view of co-operation 
and yet retaining the independence of each 
Committee. The report proposed a scheme 
which was adopted by the Assembly. 


Seventh Day 


WEDNESDAY, 18th JUNE. 
HOME MISSIONS. 


Dr. WATERS presented the Home Missions 
' Report, Eastern section. It showed that the 
‘Committee had under its charge twelve minis- 
' ters, eight probationers, 31 students, total 51. 
Newfoundland is a special field for this section, 
‘and bas missions at the Bay of Islands and 
Bett’s Cove. The financial position is described 
| thus :—In May, 1876, our balance was $520,60 ; 
‘in 1877, $507,65—our expenditures being thus 
$12,95 in excess of income. Last year our 
| balance came down to $170,76, showing an 
| excess of expenditure of $336,89 ; but this 
| year the over-expenditure has arisen to $1,447, 
| 80, so that the actual balance against us in the 
accounts amounts to $1,307,04. The receipts 
were $4,211, and the expenditure $5,518. The 
report concluded with several propositions to 
reduce the expenditure. 


SUPPLEMENTS. 


Dr. McGreeor presented the report of the 
Committee on Supplements, Maritime Provinces 
for 1878-9. 

Principal GRANT said that by having three 
reports on the Home Missions and work of the 
Church the pub!ic was never able to learn the 

Teal extent of this work. There were altogether 
130 congregations actually supplemented and 
221 ordained missionaries, licentiates and 
catechists actually employed. One hundred 
| thousand souls, including fourteen thousand 
communicants, were thus supplied with spirit- 
‘ual food. The cost to the Church was made up 
thus :—The Church here gave $37,000; parent 
Churches directly, $4,500 ; Church of Scotland 
to British Columbia, $4000, and the grants to 
Halifax and Queen’s College from British 
sources. The cost of administration was $3,600, 
and the debt $13,000. It was proposed to 
abolish the payment of tray«lling expenses in- 
curred by representatives on the Committee. 
He urged that an appeal be made to those 
congregations which had been negligent in 
their contributions to this fuud. The complaint 
that money voted from the Home Mission 
Fund to Manitoba College was money mis- 
appropriated, was an objection not well taken, 
as the College was eminently a missionary 
effort. The Committee had done well in 
locating a mission at Prince Albert, in the 
North-West, which would be in a few years 
one of the most impertant centres of Canada. 
He moved, ‘‘ That the General Assembly re- 
ceive the reports, and express satisfaction at 
the large amount of mission work accomplish- 
ed during the year, and the many new fields 
that are thus supplied with the means of 
grace. The General Assembly also desires to 
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express its thanks to the Colonial Committees 
of the Church of Scotland, Free Church of 
Scotland, and Presbyterian Church of Ireland 
for their continued interest in our work and 
contributions to our funds, and to the Students’ 
Missionary Societies of our colleges for their 
valuable labours during the year. Further, 
the General Assembly approve of the appoint- 
ment of Rev. Donald Ross as minister of 
Prince Albert, and commend him and his 
field to the especial interest of the Church and 
also approve of the changes suggested by the 
Committee on Continuous Supply, and grant 
leave to the Home Mission Committee, western 
section, to supplement the congregations of 
Balsover and Vittoria,, as asked by the Pres- 
byteries of Lindsay and Hamilton. Finally, 
the General Assembly, while deeply regretting 
the necessity of reducing the grants for the 
past and present half years in the western 
section, also sanction the proposed arrange- 
ment of the Supplementary Committee, eastern 
section, to meet their next payment ; sanction 
the action taken, but recommend the Presby- 
teries to endeavour to make good the deficits 
in their respective bounds, and instruct the 
Home Mission Committee in the future 
management of the fund to equalize the ex- 
penditure and income of each year, and re- 
commend that in congregations where no 
special effort has been made to reduce the 
present large indebtedness a collection be 
taken up at an early date.” 

Mr. J. K. Buarr, of Truro, N.S. seconded 
the motion, and spoke briefly on the import- 
ance of the work. 

Mr. CAMPBELL, Montreal, spoke in condemna- 
tion of the proposal in the report to reduce 
the grants to missionaries in the North-West, 
and claimed that they were the men who were 
doing the real work of which the Church was 
proud. 


Mr. WARDEN, of Montreal, announced that 
a gentleman had promised him $500 as a 
eontribution towards that branch of the work. 

Mr. ARMSTRONG, Ottawa, spoke against any 
reduction of the allowance to missionaries, and 
argued that there should be a levelling up 
instead of a levelling down. It was not desir- 
able in the interests of the Church that the 
members of the Committee should not be 
allowed travelling expenses. 


An overture from the Presbytery of Man- 
itoba protesting against the proposed decrease 
of allowances to ministers in the North-West 
was presented. 


Prof. Bryce, in support of the overture, 
appealed to the Assembly to act honourably 
towards the missionaries, who had gone to the 
North-West on certain conditions, one of 
which conditions it was now proposed by the 
Home Mission Committee to alter. 

Prof. Hart also supported the overture. 


Mr. Laine moved in amendment, seconded 
by Dr. Jenkins, ‘That in view of the great 
increase in the deficiency in the funds as 
reported, remit to a Committee to consider 
what steps can be taken towards relieving the 
‘heavy indebtedness by which the mission 
‘fur ds are burdened,” 

After length ned discussion, Principal Ca- 
| VEN moved a motion setting forth the necessity 
of keeping faith with those who had been en- 

gaged on certain salaries, and instructing the 
|Home Missions Committees to communicate 
/ with Presbyteries for the purpose of indicing 
‘them to subscribe the deticits in their respec- 
| tive bounds. ‘ 

Principal GRANT moved, ‘* That the reports 
be referred to a Committee to prepare a deli- 
verance to be submitted at to-morrow morn- 
ing’s sederunt, and that the Committee be 
composed of :—Revs. Dr. Grant, Caven, Coch- 
rane, McGregor, Waters, KR. H. Warden, C. B. 
Pitblado, D. J. Macdonnell, J. Laing, and 
Elders Hon. Mr. Creelman, Messrs. A. Morris, 
T. W. Taylor, Thomas McCrae, J. L. Blaikie, 
R. Cassels, J. K. Blair, and A. Mutchmore. 

Mr. D. J. MAcDdONNELL spoke at some 
length, as a member of the Home Mission 
Committee, in explanation of the causes which 
had led it to propose the reduction of mission- 
ary allowances. He proposed several remedies 
to prevent future deficits and relieve. the pre- 
sent He said that the elders of the Church 
should be induced to act as liberally as minis- 
ters had done in the western section of the 
Church. The ministers had contributed $2,000 
out of the $11,000 required. In conclusion, he 
urged upon the ministers the importance of 
offering up prayers every Sunday for an out- 
pouring of liberality on the part of their con- 
gregations, and to specially mention the im- 
portance of sustaining the Home Missions. 

Mr. WisHArT, of Madoc, suggested the es- 
tablishment of a Woman’s Home Mission 
auxiliary Beard. 

Dr. Burns urged that the wants of the 
Church should be specified by ministers to 
their congregations ; next, associations should 
be formed, and then unity in labour for a par- 
ticular fund should be adopted on the part of 
neighbouring congregations, 


ADMISSION OF NEW MINISTERS. 


Dr. Jenkins presented the report of the 
Committee appoint+d to consider the applica- 
tion of ministers from other Churches for ad- 
mission into the Presbyterian Church in Ca- 
nada. The report recommended that Messrs. 
D. R. Crockett, J. A. R. Dickson, R. A. Hos-

be sent to this Assembly by the appointment 
of Mr. Sprott, whose address had been listened 
to with so much satisfaction.

COLLEGE REPORTS. 


The consideration of the College reports, ad- _ 
journed from a previous sederunt, was resumed. 
A recommendation from the Board of Halifax 
College, that the Assembly raise the salaries of 
the theological professors, was received and 
agreed to. 


A PRESBYTERIAN UNIVERSITY. 


Principal CAVEN presented the report of the 
committee on theological education on the sub- . 
It recommended the appoint- 
ment of an association with University powers — 
for the purpose of conferring degrees in Divi- . 
nity, and also that the Theological Halls of the ~ 
Church be affiliated with it. A draft Act to 


se 


carry out this intention had been prepared. 
The University was to be known as the Pres- 
byterian University of Canada. 

' Dr. Jenxrns desired to present a minority 
report of the same committee. It set forth 
that the majority report had only been carried 
by the casting vote of the convener. The 
reasons of dissent were the want of time to 
properly consider the matter. No opportuni- 
ty had moreover been given for the considera- 
tien of the draft act. In the present state of 
the finances it was declared inadvisable to 
burden the Church with a scheme which would 
require the outlay of a considerable sum of 
money. 

Principal CAvEN moved a resolution to the 
effect that the General Assembly sanction the 
principle of the report, which proposes to esta- 
blish a University for the purpose of conferring 
degrees in divinity, with which the Theological 
Halls of the Church could become affiliated, 
that the draft act be printed in the minutes, 
and that further consideration be postponed to 
the next meeting of the Assembly. He gave 
detailed explanations regarding the scheme. 

It being ten o’clock, the Assembly adjourned 
without taking any action. 


Gighth Dap. 
THURSDAY, 19TH JUNE. 


_ Principal CavEN continued his explanations 
of the proposed scheme for the foundation of a 
‘University with power to confer divinity de- 
grees. He closed a very able and exhaustive 
address by saying that if the Assembly adopted 
the recommendation of the committee, or some- 
thing similar, they would be taking a step in 
advance, and one which would promote their 
theological literature and the welfare of their 
theological seminaries. 

Dr. WATERs seconded the motion moved by 
Principal Caven. He thought the adoption of 
the scheme proposed would tend largely to unite 

and consolidate their theological colleges. This 
University would tend to raise the standard of 
their theological education. Another result of 
the adoption of this scheme was that it weuld 
“not place any one theological college in a sub- 
ordinate position to any other. The University 
would be entirely independent of any local in- 
terests, and would come under the control of 
the whole Assembly. He considered that there 
would be no difficulty in carrying out the 
scheme. 

~ Hon. A. Morris rose to submit an amend- 
Ment, saying it was his object to give the church 
at large an opportunity of thoroughly consider- 
| ing this question before any change was made. 
There were three plans submitted: 1. To con- 
fer University powers on all their Colleges. 2. 
Principal Caven’s proposition, that there should 
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be a University of the Church, with a Senate 
appointed by the Assembly. 3. That suggested 
in the report of the Trustees of Queen’s Col- 
lege, whereby they offered modifications in their 
charter such as would make all the colleges 
affiliate with it. He was in favour of securing 
the best means of promoting theological edu- 
cation in connection with the church, but when 
there were dividing lines he thought an oppor- 
tunity should be given their people to consider 
this question. He closed by moving in amend- 
ment : 


That the Assembly appoint a committee to be 
nominated by the Moderator, to consider maturely 
the whole subject involved in the Act now submitted 
for the taking of steps to confer by some authority 
on behalf of the church degrees of divinity, and to 
repcrt theron at the next Assembly. 


Dr. URE moved in amendment, 


That this Assembly deem it inexpedient to sanc- 
tion the principle of the creation of such a Univer- 
sity as that recommended in the report, but agreed 
to send dowa said report to Presbyteries with instruc- 
tions that they report as to the principle involved 
at the next General Assembly. 

He expressed doubts as to the advisability of 
conferring degrees at all, and would be prepared 
to support an overture to deprive Queen’s Col- 
lege of the power in this direction now held. 
He strongly urged that time should be given 
for the consideration ef this matter. 

Mr. Moore seconded the amendment. 

Principal McKnieut, of Halifax, stated that 
when he went to college it was considered that 
theolegical students required no stimulus, and 
for that reason there were no class honours at 
all. He did not hold puritanical views in 
this regard, but he considered that the import- 
tance of the conferring of these degrees might 
be over-rated. He did not believe that any 
competitive examinations afforded a true test 
of the capabilities of a man for the work of 
the Church. 

Dr. Topp supported the scheme, and particu- 
larly opposed the proposal to use the powers 
conftrred on Queen’s College as contrary to the 
general uuderstanding at the time of the union. 
It would place the other Colleges in a subordi- 
nate position. His idea would be rather, if it 
were found practicable, in the direction of 
making Queen’s altogether an Arts University, 
and dropping the Theolgical Faculty at 
Kingston. Without pressing this idea, and 
while desirous of maintaining the peace and 
harmony of the Church, in this as in all other 
questions, he supported the motion of Principal 
Caven as one which commended itself to his 
judgment. 

Mr. K. McoLENNAN, Charlottetown, said if 
the preamble of the act were recognized, all the 
rest was mere detail. He did not think they 
were in a position to move with such rapidity 
in this business. 

Mr. McLegop, Stratford, said that in “justice 
to the theological institutions other than Queen’s 
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College, some such scheme as that proposed 
was necessary. By this one all would be 
placed on an equal footing. He thought the 
small expenditure necessary to carry out the 
scheme should not be regarded as an obstacle. 

Mr. Ropert Murray, Halifax, did not place 
much value on degrees, and thought there was 
little neeessity for the scheme proposed. 

Mr. Forest, Halifax, urged that time should 
be given for the discussion of this matter be 
fore the General Assembly passed upon it. 

Mr. McMuuLEen, Woodstock, did not: think 
it was the intention that none but Queen’s 
College should have the power of conferring 
degrees. This unfairness should be redressed. 

Mr. BurNFIELD, Brockville, supported the 
scheme principally because it would raise the 
standard of theological education. 


Dr. MacponaLp, of Hamilton, supported 
the motion. 
Mr. Croit, Montreal, thought that the 


scheme would not promote unity, as, unless 
the powers now possessed by Queen’s College 
were taken away, they would have two classes 
of degrees and, possibly, unwholesome rivalry. 

Mr. McLennan, Q.C., hoped that Principal 
Caven would not press his motion at the 
preseut time. They were all desirous of 
haying a proper solution of this matter, and 
the diseussion which had taken place would 
tend to promote this object. He was not 
prepared at the present time to vote on this 
question, and he would like to see it referred 
to a large committee. 

Dr. MacVicar answered a number of objec- 
tions made to the scheme, and strongly sup- 
ported the proposition of Principal Caven. 

Mr. D. J. Macdonnell objected to the scheme : 
1. Because it was unprecedented. 2- That it 
was troublesome, as it would make more work 
for their men of distinction, who already had 
enough work todo. 3. That it was superfluous, 
as the machinery already existed or could with 
ease be adopted by the Assembly. 4. That to 
a certain extent it was unfair to an institution 
in connection with the Church. He suggested 
that the proposal made by the Trustees of 
Queen’s College should be adopted, and that in 
conferring degrees the institution in which the 
man was educated should receive the credit. 

The amendment to the amendment remitting 
the matter to Presbyteries was adopted by a 
majority of 82 to 73. 


THE HYMN BOOK. 


Dr. GREGG, joint Convener with Dr. JEnN- 
KINS, presented the report of the committee. 
The collection submitted for the approval of 
the Assembly contained 289 hymns in all, 
chiefly selected from the English Presbyterian 
Hymn Book, the Scottish Hymnal, the United 
Presbyterian Hymn Beok, and the Free Church 
Hymn Book. The hymns had been sent to 


Presbyteries to be considered by them, and. 
reports upon them had been received from all 
the Presbyteries except six. Sixteen of the 
Presbyteries expressed general approval, two 
disapproved, seven recommended the matter to 
be re-committed for another year, three ex- 
pressed.no opinion, simply suggesting certain 
alterations and additions. In accordance with 
suggestions offered to them, the committee had 
made quite a number of changes, omitting 
some of the hymns, adding others, and makin 
a few verbal alterations. The committee aske 
to be re-appointed with instructions to avail 
themselves of the suggestions of Presbyteries so 
as to make the collection as complete as possible 
and that they be empowered to publish the 
book for the use of congregations in our Church, 
They further recommended the appointment of 
a committee to select music adapted to the 
Hymns. 

Mr. MoMvuLiLEeN, Woodstock, and Mr. Mo- 
Leon, Stratford, supported an overture from 
the Synod of Hamilton and London, recem- 
mending that further time be given for the 
consideration of the proposed hymn book, and 
that the committee be enlarged. Exception 
was taken to some of the hymns now submitted 
as not being suitable for country congregations. 
Mr. Murray, London, also supported the 
overture although he thought some of the ob- 
jections stated were hypercritical. Dr. JENKINS 
moved the adoption of the report. He was 
prepared to stake any reputation he had for 
taste on the superiority of the committee’s 
selection over the LEnglish Presbyterian 
book on two grounds, 1—That the English 
book was too large, and 2—That it was an 
utter blunder to have mixed up the paraphrases 
with the hymns. He was opposed to any fur- 
ther delay, but, if the Assembly desired to re- 
model or enlarge the committee, he did not 
think there would be the slightest objection. 
He claimed for the committee that they had 
worked assiduously, that they had a clear idea 
of the solemn position in which they were 
placed, that they understood as well as any 
member of the Assembly that one of the most 
solemn and one of the most important things 
in the interest of the church was to secure the 
best possible book of praise to be used in thew 
congregations. 

Mr. Forrest seconded the motion, and, in 
so doing, claimed that the proposed selection 
contained the cream of English hymnology, and 
that there was no hymn which had won any- 
thing like general approval which was not to 
be found there. He hoped that there would be 
no delay in securing a proper hymn book. : 

Some remarks followed from Messrs. MitT- 
CHELL and BENNETT, St. John, ARMSTRONG, 
Ottawa, Fraser, Mount Forest, and McLrop, 
of Stratford, all of whom took exception, more 
or less to the collection, and would like further 
time to be taken in a matter of so great impor

made by the committee on the hymn book, and 
that they re-appoint the committee with in- 
structions to continue their labours for the im- 
provement of the collection of hymns presented 
by them, giving full consideration to criticisms 
of Presbyteries forwarded to them, or which 


| may yet be forwarded, to report at the next 


meeting of the Assembly, and further that 
Presbyteries be invited to assist the committee 
by remitting them any well considered sugges- 
tions they may deem of importance. 

The roll of the Assembly was called, and the 
amendment carried. 


EVENING SEDERUNT. 
THE WALDENSIAN CHURCH. 


A memorial from the Continental Committee 
of the Church of Scotland on the Waldensian 
Church was presented. It stated that efforts 
were being made to increase the salaries of the 
Waldensian Missionaries, and the Canadian 
Assembly was asked to take the matter into 
consideration and make a recommendation. 

Mr. Sprott, delegate from the Church of 
Scotland, briefly addressed the Assembly with 
reference to the Memorial. He thought the Conti- 
nental Committee would be satisfied with the 
passing of a resolution of sympathy with the 
work. 

Dr. Topp moved a resolution of sympathy 
with the proposal and recommended the object 
to the favourable consideration of the members 


- of the Church, which was agreed to. 


THE ORGAN CASE. 


Dr. Topp presented the report of the judicial 
Committee on the appeal of certain elders of 
Knox Church, Perth, against the decision of 
the Presbytery of Lanark and Renfrew on the 
organ matter. The report recommended that 
the appeal be dismissed, and that the matter 


_ be referred back to the Presbytery, with a 


recommendation in any future preceedings to 
adopt the best means to secure peace in the 
congregation of Knox Church- He moved the 
adoption of the report. 

Mr. Dopps, Perth, an appellant, was heard. 
He entered into explanations regarding the 
difficulty, and stated that the congregation 
was in a very distracted condition. Five votes 
had been taken in less than twelve months, 
They desired to know if the session had a right 
to exercise authority in matters of this kind. 
A majority of the congregation had conscien- 
tious scruples against the use of the organ, and 


the session felt that some consideration must 
be shown for their feelings. They objected to 
the decision of the Presbytery calling 4 meeting 
of the congregation in July for the purpose of 
again taking a vote. 

Mr. Houiipay, another appellant, also ad- 
dressed the Assembly, taking a similar position. 

Dr. Mann was heard on behalf of tls Pres- 
bytery of Lanark and Renfrew, and explained 
the action taken by that body. 

Dr. Barn also defended the action of the 
Presbytery. 

Mr. W. T. McMULLEN was not opposed to 
the use of organs, as he had one in his own 
church, but he thought that the existence ofan 
organ al Knox Church, Perth, was, under the 
circumstances, unfortunate. He thought that 
the conscientious opinions of even a small 
minority should be considered. He moved an 
amendment that the appeal be dismissed on 
the ground that the refusal of the Presbytery 
to re-consider their action did not furnish 
sufficient reason for appealing, but at the same 
time the Assembly regard the decision petition- 
ed against as ill advised and fitted, however 
unintentionnally, to intensify the feeling in 
the congregation, and therefore find that the 
appellants have so far cause of complaint, and 
further the Assembly counsel all concerned to 
seek those things which make for peace. 


HOME MISSION REPORTS. 


Mr. R. H. Warden presented the report of 
the committee on the Home Mission report. 
They recommended the adoption of the re- 
commendations contained in the reports, with 
slight modifications. They objected to the 
proposal to reduce the salaries of Ministers in 
Manitoba, and gave the following estimate of 
the amounts required for carrying on the work 
during the ensuing year.—

Altogether, the sum of $59,400 was required 
on the basis of the present payments. 

The Committee recommended that instead 
of making a special appeal for the removal of 
the present dficits, that there be but one 
appeal for the deficits and the current year’s 
expenditure combined ; that congregations be 
instructed to forward contributions to the 
respective Treasurers as early as possible, there 
being due on Ist October (including the present 
debt) about $32,000, so as to warrant the

‘Committee’s paying in full all grants, and to 
render unnecessary the reduction of 25 per 
cent. as contemplated by the Committee of the 
Western Section ; the appointment of a special 
committee to prepare an appeal to the congre- 
gations, and that every minister be enjoined to 
read the appeal on or before the first Sabbath 
in October next. Presbyteries were exhorted 
to see that this injunction was complied with. 
The committees were instructed to entertain no 
new applications for grants until the state of 
the fund should warrant them in so doing. 


THE PRINCE ALBERT MISSION. 


The adjournment of the Assembly was post- 
poned for half an hour in order to hear Mr, 
DonALD Ross, late of Lancaster, who had ace- 
cepted an appointment to this distant sphere 
of missionary labour and who wished to take 
leave of the Assembly before setting out upon 
his journey. Mr. Ross then addressed the 
‘House in eloquent terms, setting forth the 
claims of the great North Western Territories 
for Missionary services, and giving a graphic 
-and interesting account of the field which he 
said was destined before long to become an 
important centre of industry and civilization. 

A resolution in support of Mr. Ross’ mission 
was adopted, and before adjourning, special 
prayer in the same behalf was offered by 
‘Principal Grant.

MISSION TO LUMBERMEN. 


Mr. Moors, Ottawa, in the absence of Mr. 
Gorpon, the Convener, presented this report 
which he stated had no features of special 
interest other than were contained in previous 
reports. The work had gone on steadily and 
satisfactorily, and, as they had reason to 
believe with much benefit to the parties more 
immediately interested. 


COLLEGE REPORTS. 


Dr. Cochrane presented the report of the 
committee to whom the college reports were re- 
ferred. 

With regard to Knox College, a resolution 
was adopted approving of the efforts to pay off 
the indebtedness on the ordinary revenue of 
the College, and encouraging the Board of 
Management to: prosecute their efforts to a suc- 
cessful termination. The last Sabbath in 
November was set apart for the purpose of 
placing before the congregations the claims of 
the cause of ministerial education. 


The question of the defining of the limits of 
the constituency of the Presbyterian College, 
Montreal, was referred to a committee who sub- 
sequently reported in substance as follows: (1) 
that there be no charge made in the territory 
assigned to the college. (2) That the treasurer 
of the western section be instructed to pay 
Montreal College $500 for the current year. 
(3) That the Assembly appoint a committee to 
consider the whole question of the support of 
theological colleges in the western section, and 
to report to the next Assembly. The committee 
to consist of Rev. Dr. Reid, convener; Dr. 
Caven, Dr. MacVicar, Dr.Grant, ministers ; and 
David Morrice, G. Macdonnell, J. L. Blackie 
and J. McLennan, M. P., elders, with power to 
fill up vacancies arising from inability to act. 
The report was adopted. 


LOYAL ADDRESSES, 


Dr. McGrecor, Convener of the Committee, 
presented and read addresses to the Queen and 
the Governor General which were unanimously 
and cordially adopted. 


MANITOBA COLLEGE. 


Professor Bryce read the report of the Cel- 
lege Board, and Professor Hart that of the 
Senate. On motion of Principal GRANT it was 
agreed : (1) That the Assembly hereafter be 
responsible only for the salaries of the profes- 
sors ($3,400.) (2) That for other purposes the 
means be provided frcm local sources. It was 
further agreed that Messrs. McGregor, Owen, 
and Anderson be instiucted to pursue their 
studies under the Presbytery of Manitoba. 


ROMAN CATHOLIC ORDINATION, 


Mr. Lainc moved that the report of the 
committee on ordination of Roman Catholic 
priests be sent down to presbyteries for consi- 
deration. 

Principal CAVEN moved, in amendment, that 
the report be sent down to the presbyteries 
with instructions to report their views at the 
next meeting of the Assembly as to the validity 
of the ordination of the Church of Rome. Car- 
ried. 


A SUSTENTATION FUND. 


Overtures from the Presbyteries of Stratford 
and Peterboro’, also the Synods of Hamilton 
and London, and Montreal and Ottawa, respect- 
ing the establishment of a Sustentation Fund for 
the church, were read. 

After some discussion regarding the advis- 
ability of such a scheme, it was finally decided 
to appoint a committee to prepare a scheme 
and report at the next meeting of the Assem- 
bly. The committee consists of Revs. D. J.

_. Principal Macknight presented the report on 
this subject. It was on the whole favourable ; 
but the committee complained of the paucity 
/ of returns. 

It wes decided that the General Assembly receive 


' the report, thank the committee, and especially the 
| Convener, for their services, and express their grati- 
| tude to Almighty (od for the blessings of His grace 
vouchsafed to the Church during the past year, and 
the many signs of spiritual pregress, especially those 
geasons of spiritual refreshing enjoyed in several lo- 

Gilities. In reference tothe evils complained of in 
| the returns, as iatemperance, the influence of scep- 
tical and frivolous literature, and especially the 
worldliness reported as widely prevalent and injur- 
| jous, the teneral Assembly deplore tke same. and 
| urge that supplication be made for a, season of re- 
| freshing from the presence of the Lord, 


ECCLESIASTICAL PROCEDURE, 


The committee repsrted that they had com- 
| pleted their labours, and that the book would 
be ready in a few days. The publishers had 
_ paid $200 for the right to publish for two years. 
The report was adopted and the committee cor- 
dially thanked. The provisions relative to the 
reception of ministers from other churches was 
approved and ordered to be sent to Presbyteries 
in terms of the barrier act. 


STATISTICS. 


The report showed that there are 857 pastor- 
al charges in the Church. There are 637 Minis- 
ters, being an increase of 19 onlastyear. The 
report was ordered to be printed. 

Dr. JENKINS gave in the Rrcorp report 
which was received and approved. 


SABBATH OBSRRVANCE, 


2 : The report of the Committee on Sabbath 
observance was read by Dr. Jenkins. It 
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commenced by expressing regret that the 
efforts made at the last session of the Dominion: 
Parliament to secure the closing of the Post 
Offices in the Province of Quebec had not been 
successful. Even in the House of Parliament: 
itself they say that there is still room for im- 
provement in Sabbath observance, seeing that 
at present the Library, Post Office, and Read- 
ing Room are kept open for the accommodation 
of members of the House, and many of the 
clerks, door-keepers and other attendants are 
in this way deprived of the privilege of the 
public means of grace. An improvement 
on the Intercolonial railway in regard to Sabbath 
observance is reported. The Committee is 
gratified to learn that the running of street 
cars in the city of Kingston on the Sabbath 
day has been stopped. Pleasure is expressed 
at the formation of an International Sabbath 
Association, and also that the canals have 
remained closed on Sabbaths during the year. 
Their report closes with the following recom- 
mendations :— 

1. That a deputation be appointed to wait on the 
members of Government in Ottawa with the view of 
securing that all persons employed in the Parliament, 
Buildings be relieved from duty on the Sabbath, 
and an opportunity afforded them of enjoying the 
privileges of the public worship of God and_ the: 
means of grace. 2. That the committee be author- 
ized to print and circulate as widely as possible in 


fly-sheet form the civi! law of the Sabbath for the 
information of the public. 


The report and recommendations were adopt- 
ed, and the Moderator and Hon. A. Morris ap- 
pointed to wait upon the Government with 
reference to Sabbath observance in the Parlia- 
ment Buildings. 


THE BIBLE IN SCHOOLS. 


Mr, Laing presented an overture from the 
Synod of Hamilton and London respecting the 
use of the Bible in schools. 

After discussion it was moved by Mr. Laing, 
seconded by Dr. Waters, 


That the Assembly receive the overture, and re- 
solve that, being deeply impressed with the impor- 
tance of having the youth of this country embued 
with the principles of christian morality, it earnest- 
ly urge all the ministers of the church in their sev- 
eral stations to uso their best endeavours as far as 
pr _cticable, to have the Word of God read by the 
children in the public schools. 

A committee consisting of Mr. J. Laing, 
convener, Mr. D. D. McLeod, Mr. Moore, 
Mr. Charlton, M.P., Mr. Root, Dr. Christie and 
Hon. A. Morris, was appointed to look after 
legislation in this regard. 


PROBATIONERS, 


The report of the committee on the distribu- 
tion of probationers, as also an overture from 
the Presbytery of Ottawa on the same subject, 
came up for consideration. 

The following resolution was passed, on 
motion of Mr. H. H. McPherson. 
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That the thanks of the Assembly be tendered to 
the Committee, and especially to the Convener, for 
their diligence, that the recommendations of the 
committee be adopted, and, secoud, that Presbyter- 
ies correspond through their clerss with the com- 
mittee, indicating the names of those probationers 
whose services are not desired by the vacant 
congregations within their bounds, and that the 
committee be authorized to act in accordance with 
the expressed wishes of the Presbyteries in regard 
te this matter. : 


An overture from the Presbytery of Ottawa 
anent the election of Moderators was received. 

The Elders’ scheme with regard to expenses 
of delegates was reported upon by the Finance 
Committee, West, and pronounced impratic- 
able. 

With regard to Histerical Documents, a com- 
mittee was appointed with the view of collect- 
ing valuable records and documents, and 
having them deposited in safety at Toronto, 
Kingston, Montreal and Halifax, 


THANKS, 


On motion of Dr, Jenkins, the thanks of the 
Assembly were tendered to the people of Ottawa 
for their generous hospitality and to the 
Committee of Arrangements for the manner in 
which they had discharged their onerous duties: 
to the Minister and Trustees of St. Andrew’s 
Church for the accommodation afforded ; to the 
several railway and steamboat companies in 
granting reduced rates ; to the press for the 
accurate reports of preceedings given, and to 
the Postmaster of Ottawa for facilities afforded. 

Dr. Jenkins declared that this was on the 
whole the happiest and most useful Assembly 
he ever attended. Mr. Moore, Ottawa, spoke 
of the great pleasure the people of Ottawa had 
in entertaining the Assembly, and cordially 
welcomed them back again. 


THE MopEraror then briefly addressed the

W E have to record the death of the RrEv. 
WW WILLIAM CocHRANE, of Middleville, 
who, after a somewhat lingering ill- 
ness, died on 29th May, in the 60th year of his 
age, leaving behind him a widow and three chil- 
dren. Mr. Cochrane first began his ministerial 
work in Glasgow, Scotland, where in the city 
mission and also as assistant to Dr. Gillan, of 
St. John’s Parish Church, he laboured for about 
sixteen years with considerable success. He 
was ordained and sent to Canada by the Co- 
lonial Committee of the Church of Scotland in 
the year 1862. His first appointment in this 
country was in the congregation of Elgin and 
Athelstane, where not a few still cherish a kind 
remembrance of his work among the people 
there. Next he was settled in Port Hope, frona 
which place he came to Middleville, where he 
ministered about six years Mr. Cochrane wasa 
man of very genial di-position, and was en- 
deared by his kindly manner not only to his 
immediate neighbours, but to all with whom he 
came in eontact. His public ministrations 
whether in the pulpit, or on the platform, were 
often marked by a freshness and originality pe- 
culiarly his own. He was a native of Rothsay, 
Isle of Bute, and received his theological train- 
ing in the University of Glasgow. He will be

He looked forward to the prospeet before our 
Church with joy and gratitude. He noted the 
uniform good temper with which all the dis- 
eussions were conducted. He made feeling 
allusion to the removals by death in course of 
the year—thirteen in number—and closed with 
an earnest invocation of the divine blessing 
upon the Assembly’s work. Dr. Jenkins offer- 
ed the closing prayer: After which the 122nd 
Psalm was sung. The Moderator then pro- 
nounced the Assembly dissolved, and summen- 
ed the next Assembly to meet in Crescent 


on the 12th of May, aged 41 years. He was 
born in Glengarry, Ont., and completed his col- 
lege education in Montreal Presbyterian College. 
For a time he Jaboured as an ordained mis- 
sionary on the Upper Ottawa. In April 1876, 
he was inducted into the pastoral charge of Kin- 
tyre in the Presbytery of London. Mr. Me- 
Gregor had been in delicate health for several 
years. His discourses were characterized by a 
clear apprehension of the truth and by spiritual 
unction. His last Sabbath’s services were in 
Bothwell on the 27th April. His text was 
singularly appropriate, ‘‘ For we must all ap- 
pear before the judgement seat of Christ, &c.” 
Mr. McGregor was gentle and unassuming in 
his manners, and greatly beloved by those who 
were acquainted with him. He wasa faithful 
pastor, dealing individually with his people in 
regard to the salvation of their souls. He had

He took a very deep and active interest in ail 
that related to the Church of Christ, and was 
a liberal supporter of its ordinances and work, 
He bequeathed $200 to the French Evangeli- 
zation work, and $100 to the Foreign Missions, 
both of the Presbyterian Church in Canada, 
‘and $100 to the British and Foreign Bible 
Society. 


Mr. Joun N. Avtt, late Elder in St. Mat- 
thew’s Church, Osnabruck, died on 15th May, 
in the 91st year of his age. Mr. Ault was a good 
representative of the ‘‘United Empire Loyalist” 


type of settlers, now rapidly passing away, a 


man of sterling integrity, of few words, but 
‘sound judgement and good common sense. He 
officiated as an Elder for over fifty years. He 


_also served his king and country in the war of 


1812-14, and avain commanded a company of 
volunteers in 1837-38, and headed them at the 


routing of the rebels in the battle of the Wind- 


mill. He last end was PEACE. 


_ Mr. Joun Smiru, an elder in the Presbyter- 
ian congregation of Cow Bay, Cape Breton, 
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died on the 23rd March, having entered his 
eighticth year. Mr. Smith was a native of 
Kilmarnock, Ayrshire, Scotland. He came to 
Cape Breton about fifty years ago. He 
united many years ago, with the Presby- 
terian Church in a public profession of his 
faith in Christ.

Mr.THoMAs GRAY.—In the death of this Elder, 
one of the few links, connecting the earlier life of 
the congregations of Chatham and Grenville with 
the present; has been severed. Removing 
from Roxboroughshire, Scotland, to this country 
in 1830, Mr. Gray settled in East Hawkes- 
bury, Ont., and connected himself with the con- 
gregation of Chatham, Que, then being gathered 
together through the exertions of the late 
Rev. William Mair. In 1864 he was appointed 
to the Eldership, an office which he continued 
actively to fill for fifteen years. On the 2nd 
May of the present year the Master summoned 
him to his reward. He lived a cheerful, un- 
assuming Christian life. 


Mr. Netz McLeop, an Elder in the congre- 
gation of Thamesford, Ont., died on 22nd May 
last, in the 76th year of his age. He was a 
man of sound judgment and deep piety—a 
lover of his Bible and of the House of God. 
The memory of such men is blessed. 


IsABELLA M. MACMILLAN, daughter of the 
Rev. John McMillan, of Knox Church, Mount 
Forest, died on the 30th April, aged fifteen 
years and six months. Though so young, she 
manifested great patience and _ resignation 
under sufferings singularly painful and trying 
in their character.

LETTER FROM REV. G. L. MACKAY. 
Pang-kio. than, March 26th, 1879. 


OURS came to hand in due time. Accept 
my warmest thanks for remembering usso 
kindly. Itis indeed very gratifying to 

get a friendly letter from such as yourself whom 
I never met. 

Myself and Mrs. M. are here in this town 
trying to make the gospel known to the crowds 
who gather around us. Peculiar interest at- 


‘taches itself to this place, so it may not be out 


of the way to state the cause to you. The 
name Pang-kio-than literally means plank 
bridge head: in other words it is the town 
at the head or the end of the plank 
bridge. Now the richest man in North. For- 
mosa, perhaps in the island, lives there. 
Amongst the British merchants here, and in- 
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deed amongst the natives far and near, he is 
called Pang-kio-than after the town, which in 
a large measure belongs to him, as he has diug 
shops, stores and other establishments under 
his own care. The name is given to whatever 
member of the family is reprsentative. So 
there may be a respectable Pang-kio-than or 
there may be a scoundrel, as with the Pharoah’s 
of old. 


In truth, however, the family’s surname is 
Lim, one of the most powerful clans in For- 
mosa. There own proverb is that ‘*Tan and 
Lim fill all under heaven.” About a dozen 
years ago a bigoted tyrant was head of this 
family here, and many a bloody conflict took 
place between himself and those belonging to 
other clans all on account of taking land from 
poor people by force. I extracted many a slug 
or bullet from the arms and legs of men who 
fought against him in defense of their just 
rights. He was a terror in North Formosa, 
-both tothe people and civil authorities. He 
gained an immense amount of real property, so 
that to this day fields are owned half-way down 
the Island. At length he died to the great 
delight of thousands. His nephew then be- 
came head of the family and was more generous 
in his disposition. He needed all his generosity 
however. He accused me several years ago of 
putting up a chapel on his ground. I invited 
the British Consul to go with me to the spot 
and bring the Mandarin with him. At length 
all appeared. The rich man sent soldiers, &c., 
of his own. I stretched a rope from one boun- 
dary stone to the other and showed all present 
that instead of the chapel being on his ground, 
a house that belonged to him was partly on the 
chapel ground. The Consul felt so indignant 
at this unjust accusation that he went with me 
at once to the head Yaman to demand justice, 
which, after some delay, was granted. So this 
rich man was greatly annoyed at being defeated 
by a ‘‘ barbarian” and ordered all his tenants 
_to cease going to the chapels. Some gave up 
their fields and followed Christ. About the end 
of 1877, the well-known Lieutenant-Governor 
Ting, of this Province, came “over and com- 
pelled this man to pay half a million dollars as 
penalty for past misdeeds. It being the first 
time a Mandarin dared to dictate to the family 
and dared to have everything ready for the 
‘imprisonment of the head if he refused payment. 
It turned to be the deathblow to his kind of 
tyrannical reign in North Formosa. Several 
hundred soldiers are always at hand ready to 
protect him. But they could not stand five 
‘minutes before Honam braves with English 
rifles. This man died last year of a loathsome 
disease, after which thousands were spent in 
superstitious rites trying to get his soul out of 
hell. Now his younger brother is head of the 
household and is beginning to see that he must 
submit to the authorities, 


‘ Though I was here often I was never per- 


mitted to enter their spacious dwelling place 
until to-day. We were in alarge temple, when 
an old woman was sent to invite Mrs. M. in to 
see, and a man sent to invite me. 
through and through, and 1 ow what shall Tsay 
of it? I know no private dwelling in Canada 
so spacious and grand. In pure Oriental style, 
that is, a stone wall all around with barred 
gates and a paved hall on the inside several 
feet wide. There are ponds with turtles and 
golden fish, pots with flowers and plants, sum- 
mer houses with convolvuli and other creepers,

arches of stone and masonry. ‘Trees of every | 


description, rooms of all sizes and positions, 
with clocks from America, England,and Franee, 
and lamps with chandeliers from the west. 
Couches and beds, chairs and tables with rich 
carved work. Canaries and humming birds in 
cages, peacocks perched on magnificent railings, 
parrots making the place to ring with the words 
‘¢than-kee” (head of family). Winding stair 
cases leading to the upper story, from which 
through glass windows you could survey the 
rich country around, the clear streams rolling 


wildly along, and the mountain ranges rising 


one above the other in majestic grandeur. In 
a word the whole place is spacious, artistic, 
airy, light and clean. 

What of the owner of this palace-like build- 
ing? Why, he isa prisoner. He has a grand 
prison truly, nevertheless it is to him a prison. 
Every door of entrance is locked, every gate 
barred, lest he be attacked. He dare not ap- 
pear in public without armed men at his back. 
He dare not wander about and enjoy the out- 
side world scot-free. He contents himself by 
wandering about inside then returning to his 
room. Poor rich prisoner! tke beggar who 
limps from door to door to get a bowl of rice 
has more liberty, more enjoyment. 

I preached the gospel to hundreds here, and 
from what I know I state positively that it is 
a great advance in the way of paving the way 
for the gospel to be invited to visit this place. 
I longed for the day to come, knew it would, 
but did not know when we entered the town 
this morning that my hope would ‘be realized. 
With this man’s power gone, with his estates 
still in his hands and with those around him 
more friendly to us, who can tell what use God 
will make of such wealth in the future. Pray 
for Pang-kio than, pray in dead earnest, be- 
lieving. 

I must state that a very good site for a hos- 
pital has been secured at Tamsui, and now the 
building will go up rapidly under Mr. Junor’s 
superintendence. There is running water on 
three sides of the site.

best we could this month to present our readers 
with a tolerably full account of the proceedings 
of the General Assembly which has just closed 


its fifth session at Ottawa. We are happy to 


testify that the meeting was a delightful and 


useful one. The attendance was large and the 
interest taken in the proceedings was sustained 
to the very end. Brethren met together at 
Ottawa, from Manitoba on the one hand and 
Cape Breton on the other. The Assembly re- 
ceived with great pleasure, and for the first 
time, a delegate from the Established Church 
of Scotland, who came with cordial greetings 
and welcome promises of cooperation in the Far- 
West. There was more time than in any pre- 
yious Assembly for giving due attention to the 
missionary and benevolent agencies of the 
Church. We begin to realize more and more 
fully the vastness of the field for effort in this 
Dominion. New opportunities of usefulness, 
fresh calls, loud and imperative, are presented 
to us day by day. Shall we respond to these 
as becomes the Presbyterian Church in Canada ? 
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This is the question which the late Assembly 
felt called upon to grapple. The funds placed 
at the disposal of the Church last year were 
were found to be inadequate to meet the ne- 
cessary expenditure. It was wisely resolved, 
therefore, to incur no fresh indebtedness, and 
to lay this whole matter of finance squarely 
before the people, in the hope that they will not. 
withhold what is needful for the Lord’s work.. 
Regrets were expressed in reports, and by 
ministers and elders, that a// the congregations. 
cannot be got to support ald the Schemes of the 
Church. It was stated that some churches had 
given nothing to any missionary object during: 
the year, but happily there were very few who 
occupied so unenviablea position. Altogether, 
the contributions of our people exceeded those 
of any previous year. 

Devout thanks to the Giver of all good are 
due for progress and consolidation in our 
Foreign Missions, in our French Missions, and 
through our vast Home field. The Colleges. 
too have had a prosperous year. The reports 
on the state of religion were on the whole en- 
ccuraging. There is ground to believe that the- 
work of the Lord has been prospering in the 
hands of those whom He has commissioned to 
do it. 

During the past year, no less than thirteen 
of our ministers have entered upon their ever- 
lasting rest. Thus we who remain are admon- 
ished to do with our might the work to 
which our Lord and Master calls us. The old 
lines of division are already almost entirely 
gone. Thank God for that. And the fruits of- 
union are becoming more and more apparent.

GEnitorial Correspondence. 


TOWARDS EDINBURGH, 


‘Ae ten o’clock on the night of the second 


of April we left the Bonaventure Station, 
Montreal, en route for Halifax, via the Grand 
Trunk and and Intercolonial Railways. The 
distance—858 miles—was accomplished not 
only without fatigue, but with great comfort, in 
forty-one hours—a marvellous result certainly, 
seeing that we encountered the severest snow- 
storm of the winter and had to plough our way 
through snow-drifts in some places as high as 
the windows of the Pullman car. How different 
from a time not so very remote, when it took 
us ten days to accomplish the same distance— 
attended with indescribable discomfort ! Canada 
has just reason to be proud of her railways, 
and their management. 


At four o’clock p.m., on the fifth, the good 
ship ‘‘Sardinian” let go her moorings and 
steamed swiftly out of the finest harbour in 
the world. At four o’clock on the 14th, we 
landed at Liverpool—exactly nine days. As 
we may have something to say about the return 
passage in the same ship, we shall say no more 
about this pleasant, uneventful voyage. Nor 
shall we expatiate upon the attractions of 
Liverpool—its splendid docks, and forests of 
masts, its enormous floating wharves, its public 
buildings, crowded thoroughfares, and its dray- 
horses—all noteworthy. Our business lies in 
Scotland, and we take the quickest route, by 
the London and N. Western, to Carlisle—a fine 
old border town, justly prond of its ancient 
Castle and grand Cathedral. The average speed 
of the ‘‘ Limited mail ” over this road is 40 miles 
an hour including stoppages. We ran ninety 
miles without halting in an hour and fifty 
minutes. Dr. Snodgrass, ex-principal of Queen’s 
College, Kingston, awaited my arrival and 
escorted me to the manse of Canobie. The 
parish of that name is in the county of Dum- 


fries, contiguous to the English border. It is 
one of the most beautiful in the South of Scot- 
land. Every inch of it belongs to the Duke of 
Buccleuch—the most liberal and popular of 
landlords. The church is large and comely. 
It and the manse are finely situated on the 
bank of the Esk, and both are in keeping with 
the charming repose of the surrounding scenery 
which suggests the beau ideal of a quiet rural 
parish. Here one realizes the proverbial sanctity 
of a Scottish sabbath morn, as you see the 
people from distant parts, gathering in groups 
around the church, and then joining in worship 
just as their fathers did a hundred years ago. 
They are a people not given to change. The 
same reverent attention to the Word: the same 
postures during prayer and praise : the old 
practice of taking the collection at the church 
door. No organ question has ever disturbed 
the equanimity of this people. The Free Church, 
at a respectable distance from the other, also 
occupies a good site. It was pleasant to hear 
that the best relations exist betwixt the two 
ministers and their respective congregations. 
Mr. Milne has been here since 1843, so he has 
become an Institution. The singing in his 
church was exquisite, and for the first time in 
a Presbyterian church, I remember hearing the 
Lord’s prayer chaunted during the service with 
fine effect. We explored the length and breadth 
of the parish, and visited neighbouring parishes 
—Gretna green, of romantic notoriety, and 
Half-morton, where Mr. Burnet, brother of the 
incumbent of Martintown, Ont., has ministered 
to an attached people for thirty six years, and 
Langholm, the seat of Presbytery. The Gretna- 
green marriages, still valid in law but not re- 
cognized by the Church, are now seldom re- 
sorted to. The drive from Canobie to Lang- 
holm along the valley of the Esk, by the old 
stage road from London to Edinburgh, is very 
picturesque. And Langholm is ‘‘quite a 
place,” with very fine Established and Free 
Churches. A Canadian, Mr. James Cormack, 
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of Kingston, was supplying the parish church 
pro tem, during the vacancy. In the centre of 
the town is a monument to Admiral Malcolm, 
‘¢one of four sons of a Langholm farmer who 
were all knighted for distinguished services to 
their country.” There are few antiquarian ré- 
mains in this part of the country, though there 
is a well defined Roman Camp within view of 
Canobie manse, and “Johnny Armstrong’s 
tower,” not far off, perpetuates the name of a 
border chief who in his day was a terror to the 
neighbourhood. Besides these, were pointed 
out the tmposing ruins of Kirk Andrew’s, on 
the English side—recently erected to please 
the eye of the proprietor. It was not always 
go quiet here ; but surely morals are better now 
than when ‘‘ there was racing and chasing on 
Camobte lea.” 

DumMFRigs was the next point of call. A fine 
eld town it is, associated with many historical 
associations. It has nine Presbyterian Churches 
—three each for the Established, Free, and 
U.P., forby a ‘‘ remnant of Original Seceders.” 
The church-yard of old St. Michael’s attracts 
the attention of all travellers. It has been 
ealled the Westminster of Scotland. Many of 
the monuments are very beautiful. That of the 
Martyr’s has a melancholy interest attached to 
it ; but for most people the crowning attraction 
is the handsome mausoleum containing the 
ashes of our national poet, Robbie Burns. The 
New Greyfriar’s Church occupies the site of the 
old Cathedral and Convent where Robert Bruce 
stabbed the Red Comyn to the heart on the 
steps of the high altar, and where his com- 
panion, Kirkpatrick, finding the unhappy man 
still alive, dispatched him, exclaiming, —‘‘J’J/ 
make sure’’—the motto of the family to this 
day—the family, by the way, from which the 
ex-Empress Eugenie is descended. Close to 
Dumfries are the neglected ruins of Lincluden 
Abbey, and not far off is Lochmaben, famous 
in history, and having an interest for Cana- 
dians, in that the venerable parish minister, 
Dr. Liddell, is another ex- Principal of Queen’s 
College, having held that office from 1841 to 
1846. To Messrs. Paton and Wier, the minis- 
ters of St. Michael’s and New Greyfriar’s, the 
Canadian delegate is under obligations for ‘‘ no 
small kindness.”’ 

Now we pass on to Closeburn, Penpont, and 
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Kier—three model parishes in the same coun- 
ty. At Closeburn a new parish church has 
just been completed. It is a perfect gem. The 
toute ensemble of the manse surroundings reflect 
infinite credit on the taste of the minister, Mr. 
Ramsay, who, besides being a sub-convener of 
the Endowment Committee, and indulging a 
taste for antiquarian research, is a subscriber 
to the Canadian Rrecorp—in good standing. 
The place is old—very old. Under the shadow 
of these gigantic sycamore trees have been the 
tombs of Kirkpatricks for twenty generations. 
At Penpont one also finds an admirable gothic 
church, and a manse well known to many a 
Canadian for its hospitality. Here you may 
look on the ‘* Maxwellton braes,” and they are 
“bonnie.” And here you may find another 
ex-Canadian in the parish minister, Mr. Paton 
—a devoted friend of our Church and an active 
member of the Colonial Committee. 

Another stage in our journey brings us to 
Paisley—a new and improved edition of the 
old town we knew pretty well ferty years ago— 
a town that has sent out more settlers to 
Canada than any other of its size in Scotland. 
It has given us first class ministers and profes- 
sors, and thousands of our thrifty farmers 
claim Paisley as their ancestral home. It is 
the birth. place of the illustrious poets Tannahill 
and Motherwell, and the renowned Christopher 
North. No one has seen Paisley aright who has 
not first become acquainted with Provost Mur- 
ray, its genial, talented, and hospitable chief 
The click of the hand-loom is no 
more heard in the streets of Paisley, and shawl. 
weaving, for which it was once famous, has be- 
come one of the lost arts. But other industries 
It has attained as wide 
celebrity for thread as ever it had for shawls, and 
many thousands of the population are employed 
in the enormous works of Messrs. J. & P. Coats, 
and other mannfacturing firms. Paisley has fifty 
thousand inhabitants and twenty Presbyterian 
Churches. One of its clergy, at least, Mr. 
Finlay McDonald, of the High Martyr’s, spent 
the early years of his ministry in Canada ; and 
we do not forget that the Jate Dr. Burns, of 
Toronto, came hither from Paisley; and Dr. 
Burns, of Halifax, is himself a Paisley man, and 
so is Dr. Cochrane, of Brantford. 

But Paisley is scarcely more than a suburb

Who would have dreamed then of the ancient 
Universitatis Glasguensis—dating from 1450— 
being degraded to a railway freight station ? Yet 
so itis. But the new is better—a magnificent 
pile, designed by Sir Gilbert Scott and com- 
pleted in 1870 at a cost of more than a million 
of dollars. Besides the University, the Cathe- 
dral is almost the only architectural lion that 
Glasgow has to boast of. This fine old mins- 
ter, founded so early as 1133, is in a good state 
of preservation. Originally, it consisted of 
three churches. Now, the eastern portion alone 
as used as the parish church of St. Mungo’s— 
so called from the reputed founder of the city, 
who is said to have come from the Orkney 
Islands to preach the Gospel to the Strath- 
Clyde Britons in the year 539. Ever since the 
Reformation, Glasgow has been a stronghold of 
Presbyterianism. The famous Assembly by 
which Episcopacy was banished from the realm 
was held here in 1638. At the present time 
there are upwards cf two hundred Presbyterian 
Churches in the city, the Established and Free 
Churches having each about seventy five, and 
the U. P. Church fifty five. There are not 
more than half a dozen pre-disruption ministers 
in either church remaining to tell the tale of 
1843. Of these Dr. Jamieson, of St. Paul’s, 
is one of the oldest. He is well known as 
joint-editor with Mr. Fausset, of ‘the Critical 
Commentary ’—one of the best in the language. 
Bending under a load of years, he is still in 
harness, able forthe discharge of pastoral duty, 
and never happier than when exercising the 
grace of hospitality, especially if the subject of 
it be a Canadian. Some of the newer churches 
are costly and very handsome. One of the 
finest I saw was that of Pollokshields, on the 
south side of the river, of which Mr. T. B. W. 
Niven is the minister. This is in one of the 
many new parishes created by the Endowment 
Committee, though it owes its existence and 
flourishing condition chiefly to the voluntary 
contributions of the congregation. Before clos- 
ing, for I find I must reserve notice of Edin- 
burgh till next month, I should say that I had 
a most pleasant interview with the Rev. John 
McLeod, in the manse of Govan, and also with 
the Rev. Dr. J. C. Baxter, formerly of Stanley 
Street Church, Montreal, who has since ben 
inducted to a U. P. congrevation in the neigh- 
bourhood of ‘* the lang toon of Kircaldy.”

Philippi, named after Philip King of Macedcn, 
was a city in Macedonia, in Greece: and it was the 
the first city in Europe visited by Paul in his minis- 
terial and Apostolic _journeyings, Acts 16: ¥-12, 
When he wrote this Epistle, he was a prisoner at 
Rome, Phil. 1:13. After telling them that he felt 
it would be “‘gain’’ for him todie, that he would 
rather depart to be with Christ, but that he was 
willing to abide on earth yet longer if it would be 
for the good of others and the glory of Christ, he ex- 
exhorted them to pursue a course of life consistent 
with their Christian profession, 1:27, and not to be 
terrified by their adversaries, Mat. 10:28; and the 
lesson now to be considered contains sme farther 
faithful and loving exhortations, together with many 
considerations calculated to encourage and stimu- 
Mate them to reduce those directions to practice. 
In v. 1, 2he recommends the cultivation of a spirit 
of brotherly love and unity: be like-minded, having 
the same love, being of one accord, of one mind. 
Psalm 133, John 15:12 and 17: 20, 21. This is en- 
forced by several consideretions. The more they 
had of a Spirit of love and unity the greater would 
be their consolation in Christ, Luke 2: 25, John

Colosse was a city in Asia Minor—large and weal- 
thy—close to the river Sycus where it fal!s into the 
Meander. About 66 A.D., in the 10th year of Nero’s 
reign, a violent earthquake shook tke city, almost 
destroying the whole of it. It was afterwards re- 
built and called Chonae. Though some false views 
had crept into the Collosian Church, the members 
of it generally seem to have been a very kind and 
sympathizing people. When Paul was a prisoner at 
Rome, they sent their minister Epaphras to convey 
to him an expression of tkeir love and sympethy, 
and doubtless to ask also his advice as to certain 
evils that had begun to trouble them, Col. 1:7, 8. 
Epaphras, on reaching Rome, not only conveyed the 
messages, but ergaged zealously for the time being 
in Christian work, and he also became imprisoned. 
Philemon, v. 23. When Paul wrote this Epistle, 
Epaphras was still a prisoner at Rome, Col. 4:12, 
and this Epistle was sent by Tychicus 4: 7,8. 
Though Paul was in bonds he was not inactive, Col.

T is accounted a matter of paramount im- 
portance that International relationships 
should not only be clearly defined and expres- 
sed, but that they should also be scrupulously 
regarded. The withdrawal of a national re- 
presentative from any of the courts of civilized 
countries is as much as to say that a serious 
crisis has occurred. It is at least equally im- 
portant that Christian Churches, especially 
those who hold the same doctrine, government, 
and discipline, should maintain fraternal inter- 
course with each other. This sentiment being 
plainly expressed in the declaration appended 
to the Basis of Union adopted by the Presby- 
terian Church in Canada, in 1875, need not be 
further enlarged upon here. What we propose 
to do in a few sentences is to show what are the 
relations subsisting between this Church and 
those churches through which Presbyterianism 
in Canada traces its history; for we have an 
inheritance in the history of the churches in 
the old land of which we cannot divest our- 
selves if we would, and would not if we could. 
I. THe CuurcH oF ScorLanp. It is im- 
portant to notice that the only ‘‘ connection ” 
that ever existed betwixt this Church and any 
of the churches in the Dominion of Canada 
has been that of mutual sympathy, and co- 
eperation on the part of the Church of Scotland. 
The Church of Scotland has never undertaken 
to review the proceedings, nor to control in any 
way the transactions of the Church in this 
Colony. Such a thing as an appeal, for ex- 
ample, from any decision of a supreme court 
in Canada to the Church of Scotland was never 
taken, and would not have been entertained if 
it had been taken. And the fact of a minister 
belonging to ‘‘the Presbyterian Church in 
Canada in connection with the Church of Scot- 
land”’—so called, did not at any time constitute 
hima minister of the Church of Scotland. 
He might not relish being accounted a ‘ Dis- 
senter,” but he was so regarded. At the same 
time the Church of Scotland never left those 
who called themselves by her name in any 
doubt as to her affection for them. She has dele- 


gated her most honoured ministers to visit and | 
encourage us, sent pastors to supply our pulpits, | to her in her disunited state. 


missionaries to labour in destitute parts of the 
country, and has given money towards the 
support of our colleges and missionaries, and 
to aid in church building, amounting in all to 
not less than $150,000 during the last ten years 
alone. And the recent union has neither hin- 
dered continued co-operation nor lessened 
sympathy. The same relations exist now that 
existed before. The only difference being that 
the United Church has been served joint-heir, 
along with other Piesbyterians in the Dominion 
to the benefactions of the parentChurch. The 
amount received from the Church of Scotland 
by the Presbyterian Church in Canada for the 
year ending 31st December, 1878, was $7,180. 
And this year we have to thank them very 
much for sending a delegate to our Assembly 
in the person of Rev. G. W. Sprott. 

II, Toe Free Cuurcyu or ScorLtanp. We 
have not the same means of ascertaining the 
amount of annual grants of money made by 
the Free Church towards the support of Pres- 
byterianism in Canada. But we know that 
they have been considerable, and continued for 
a long time. In January last the Colonial 
Committee, ‘‘ recognizing the great work laid 
to the Church’s hands, and the energy and 
liberality of her people, as shewn in the doing 
of it” expressed their sympathy by grants 
amounting to $3,625. Whatever further ‘ con- 
nection ” exists betwixt the Presbyterian Church 
in Canada, and the Church of Scotland, exists 
betwixt it and the Free Church of Scotland. 
We are on the same fraternal relationship. 
And, as there is on our part the desire that it 
shall long continue, the following reference in 
the last report of their Colonial Committee 
affords the fullest assurance of their continued 


interest in our welfare,—‘* The Committee wel- 
come close and frequent communication between 
the two Churches. They are persuaded that a 
lively interest exists throughout our Church in 
the welfare of the Church in Canada. It is 
only natural and right that it should be so. We 
owe her a debt of obligation for her watchful 
care over our people, who in the past have 
sought a home in her cities, and vast possess- 
ions. We depend on her for Gospel ministra- 
tions to a ceaseless stream of emigration from 
our country, sometimes on a moderate, at other 
times on a large scale.

MANITOBA AND THE NORTH-WEST. 


THE Rev. Georce W. Sprott, North Ber- 
wick, the rspected deputy from the Church of 
S:otland to the Presbyterian Churches in Can- 
ada, has returned from a flying visit to Mani- 
toba and is now in the Maritime Provinces en 
route for Scotland. At a Sabbath evening 
service held in St. Andrew’s Church, 
Moutreal, Mr. Sprott took occision to give 
a brief, but exceedingly interesting account of 
our missionary operations in Manitoba and the 
North-West. Although, from the shortness 
of his visit, the information which he was able 
to obtain was necessarily limited, upon the 
whole, the impression left upon his mind was 
very favourable. He said that without per- 
sonal observation much more extensive than 
his time permitted it was impossible to form 
an adequate idea of the vastness of this western 
country and its capabilities. He therefore 
declined to offer an opinion in regard to its 
material advantages as a field for settlement. 
This much however ought to be said,—that 
along with its many advantages, there were 
undoubtedly many drawbacks which it would 
take some time to overcome. 

In regard to the missionary aspect, he could 
speak with confidence and satisfaction. After 
paying a high compliment to the missionaries 
of the Church of England, and the Wesleyan’s 
Mr. Sprott proceeded to give an account of the 
operations of THE PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH IN 
CANADA which he considered to be conducted 
in a manner highly creditable. A few years ago, 
Fort Garry was a small trading post. Under 
the name of WINNEPEG, it is now a bustling 
town of eight or ten thousand inhabitants. 
Ten years ago the Presbyterians had built there 
what was then accounted a commodious frame 
church, but, owing to the rapid increase of the 
place, that had become too small, and now a 
very handsome structure had been built, and 
would be opened in a week or twe—a sub- 


in 


stantial and commodious brick church, seated 
for 900 persons, at a cost of ahout £4,500 stg. 
In connection with the congregation of K :ox 
Church, Winnipeg, there were now some 210 
communicants. At Kiidonan, four miles dis- 
tant, he found another congregation, older than 
that of Winuipeg, where Dr. Black has minis- 
tered to S:ottish emigrants from Sutherland. 
shire, thrir children, and their grand-children, 
for nearly 30 years. These tw» were the only 
self-supporting Presbyterian congregations, as 
yet, in the whole of the North-West Territory. 
The present population of this country wis 
estimated to be about 50 000 whites aid hilf- 
breeds, and about 30,000 Indians. It was 
computed by those who were well informed in 
such matters that in ten years time, there 
would be a p»pulation of at l-ast 200,000, and 
he saw no reason to doubt the correct ess of 
the estimate. The Pr shytery of Manitoba 
embraced a stretch of country 1000 miles long 
by one hundred an | fifty miles in width. Seat- 
tered over this area, the Presbyterian Church 
in Canada had sixteen groups of Mission 
Stations.—Each of these having from eight to 
ten preaching places, where Gospel ordinances 
were supplied to the sttlers with such freyuen- 
cy and regularity as the distances and other 
circumstances permitted. In addition to 
eighteen ordained missionaries who had the 
oversight of these fieldx, he found that the pro- 
fessors in the Manitoba College were also 
abundant in missiona’y labours, There were, 
besides, a number of Student Catechists engaged 
in the work. Too much could not be said in 
praise of the energy and self-denial nianifested 
by a'l of these. It were difficult anywhere 
else to find a paralled to such missionary zeal. 
And then there were Indian teachers and Cate- 
chists, with an ordained, full-blooded, Indian 
missionary who had come hither from Dakota 
in the United States, and was doing a good 
work among the aborigines. He had heard 
the statement made that nearly half of all the 
settlers in Manitoba and the North-West, were 
more or less connected with the Presbyterian 
Church, and he thought great wisdom had 
been shewn in thus early taking possession of 
the field, and, that taking all things into ac- 
count, they had made as much solid progress 
as could reasonably have been expected. Still, 
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the field was so large, and the prospects of im- 
migration, so encouraging, he felt that it was a 
fair field for any assistance that might be offer- 
ed ab extra—a field specially interesting to the 
older Provinces of the Dominion, as the great 
bulk of the settlers were from these Provinces. 
The railway, which was destined to unite the 
Provinces of the North-West with old Canada 
on the one side and the Pacific on the other, 
‘was now in course of construction. On one of 
the sections, 1000 men were employed. A 
Presbyterian minister was stationed among 
them, and his salary was cheerfully paid by 
them. The College to which le had referred 
was rather at present of the nature of a High 
School than a Theological Institution. How- 
ever, it contemplated the training of young 
men for the ministry and was, he believed, 
doing its work in a very efficient and satisfac 
tory manner. Quite a number of the ordained 
missionaries spoken of, had formerly been min- 
isters of the Presbyterian Church of Canada 
in connection with the Church of Scotland. 
[They are all now ministers of the ‘* Presby- 
terian Church in Canada.”—Ep.] Mr. Sprott 
told how greatly pleased he was to meet the 
Rev. Mr. Scott, of Emerson, on board of a 
steamer, on the Red River, proceeding with a 
band of Sabbath-school children to spend the 
fourth of July at a picnic across the border in 
the United States. For it appeared that Mr. 
Scott had two congregations and two Sabbath- 
schools, if he was not himself a member of 
two Presbyteries—one on either side of the Line. 


It was indeed a happy thought, this flying 
visit of the Scottish delegate to this new and 
interesting field of missionary effort, and we 
trust and believe that it will do good. For 
ourselves, we thank Mr. Sprott heartily for the 
information which he has conveyed to us, the 
more valuable because it comes to us from a 
thoroughly unprejudiced source, and from one 
who is beyond most men an attentive observer, 
and competent to pronounce a sound and can- 
did opinion of matters brought under his 
notice. We wish our friend a safe and speedy 
voyage across the sea, and a happy meeting 
with his family and his congregation at North 
Berwick. 


MANITOBA ITEMS. 


Immigration continues to the Northwest, 
The Little Saskatchewan is still the favourite 
resort. One hundred miles of Railway west 
from Winnipeg wil] bel«timmediately. Roads 
in Manitoba are very bad this season. Pres- 
bytery meets on fourth Wednesday of this 
month. At least three more missionaries are 
needed for the great influx of Presbyterians 
during the summer. Rev. G. W. Sprott, 
delegate of the Church of Scotland, accom- 
panied Prof. Bryce in his return from the 
General Assembly. He expressed himself as 
on the whole pleased with ®he country, and 
was impressed with the strong hold the Pres- 
byterian Church has already taken on the 
Northwest. Presbyterians in the Northw:st 
look for favourable results from the delegate’s 
visit. Knox Church, Winnipeg, is to be open- 
ed on first Sabbath of August. Prof. McLaren 
and other ministers from the East are expected 
to be present on the occasion. 


NEWFOUNDLAND. 
LETTER FROM Rev. L. G. MACNEILL. 


The Manse, St. Johns ; Ist July. 
You ask for Newfoundland ‘‘ Church news.” 
You ask for a rare commodity, as far as Pres- 
byterian churches are concerned. Our con- 
gregations are only three in number, with one 
station, soon to be erected into a congregation. 
Af course, St. Johns takes the lead. Here we 
are strong, united, and beginning to do good 
work. We worship in the Atheneum Hall at 
present, but our new Church is approaching 
completion. We hope to open it in August. 
The pews were sold the other evening, and 
realized a handsome figure. I fear every pew 
will be let at once, a bad thing for any Church. 
It seats 730. We are longing to be in it.— 
St. Andrew’s Church hopes in the future to 
give a good account of herself as the nucleus 
of Newfoundland Presbyterianism. We have an- 
other spirited congregation in Harbour Grace, 
where our brother Rev. A. Ross has for many 
years held up our eld banner. Though few in 
numbers, they will do their share. 


Bay of Islands is our third congregation. 
Though hundreds of miles away, we are glad to 
have it in our Presbytery. It was the latest te 
set up hous asacongregation. It has achurch, 
school-houses, and a manse. Rev. Mr. Creel. 
man has done good work there. As Bishop 
of the West, he will oversee the people well. 
With a good fishery, of which there is a fair 
promise ; and with a help-meet in his work, of 
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which there is a fairer promise, we are sure our 
cause there cannot flag. We are awaiting his 
arrival before holding our meeting of Presby- 
tery. 

four youngest Presbyterian child is Little Bay 
Church. Two years ago Mr. Cruikshank, now 
of Montreal, was sent to Bett’s Cove, then be- 
ginning to be a prosperous copper mine. Nine 
months of successful work gathered round him 
a goodly number of loyal Presbyterians. For 
the last eight months the work has been ably 
continued by the Rev. A. Gunn. Moving with 
the majority of the miners to Little Bay, about 
15 miles from Bett’s Cove, where the chief 
mining centre now is, he has been engaged in 
building a Presbyterian church. The people 
raised over $1000 for the object. The found- 
ation stone was laid in March, and it is to be 
completed about the middle of August. Total 
cost $1500. It is 50 feet by 32 and will seat 
about 250. Mr. Gunn has been here for a week 
and has received between $200 and $300 dollars 
towards the building fund. Much praise is 
due to Mr. Ellershausen, the manager of the 
mines for his liberality and christian spirit. 
He has the “‘sinews of war” and when these 
are directed by the zeal and prudence of such a 
man as Mr. Gunn, we cannot doubt that the time 
is soon at hand when Little Bay will become a 
self sustaining congregation. Meantime we 
must foster and help it. The Presbyterian out- 
look for our Island is bright. The heart beats 
truly and warmly, and the extremities are 
active and vigorous. Next mail I will send 
you the report of our Presbytery. 


Aged & Iniirm Ministers’ Fund. 


Annual collection on the Third Sabbath of 


August. 


STATEMENT BY THE CONVENER. 


In view of the Annual Colleetion for the 
Aged and Infirm Ministers’ Fund on the third 
Sabbath of August, allow me, through the 
Record, to call the attention of our Ministers 
and people to the need of increased liberality, 
in order both to meet yearly increasing ex- 
penditure arising from yearly additions to the 
number of annuitants, and to put the Fund 
in a satisfactory condition. The necessity of 
putting this important Fund in a better condi- 
tion was recognised by last Assembly as so 
urgent, that it was unanimously agreed that 
the annual congregational contributions, here- 
tofore divided between the Aged and Infirm 
Ministers’ Fund and the Widows’ Fund, should 
this year be entirely devoted to the former. 
The Assembly, of course, does not mean to 
interfere with the rights of congregations to 
give this year, as in former years, a contribu- 
bution to the Widows’ Fund; but only to 


indicate the persuasion. 1. That,the Widows’ 
Fund is in such a state that it can this year 
safely dispense with the usual congregational 
contributions, and 2. That the Aged and In- 
firm Ministers’ Fund is in such a state as to 
require more—not to say much more—than has 
hitherto been contributed to it by our congre- 
gations. I trust, that the Aged and Infirm 
Ministers’ Fund will receive the fuil benefit 
of the Assembly’s appointment for this year :— 
in other words, that congregations will not, in 
any case, contribute less to the one Fund than 
they would do to both, if the collection was, as 
usual, to be divided between them. 

To prevent all misunderstanding of the 
wishes of congregations in reference to the two 
Funds, it is requested that, when Treasurers 
remit to the General Agent, they indicate 
distinctly for what object the money is to be 
applied :—whether wholly for the Aged and 
Infirm Ministers’ Fund, or, if for both Funds, 
how much for the one and how much for the 
other. As our people are not generally aware 
of the inadequacy of the present givings of 
congregations to meet the claims of the ever- 
increasing number of Aged and Infirm Ministers, 
it is hoped that Ministers will call the attention 
of their congregations very seriously to the 
matter. They will see from reports presented 
to the Assembly, that for three years there had 
been such an excess of expenditure over income 
as to reduce the small capital by $4000; and 
that, the Assembly of last year having laid an 
arrest upon this reduction of capital, the 
Committee has been obliged to reduce the $250 
annuities by ten per cent. I am sure there can 
be no exceptions to the persuasion that 
reduction is not to be thought of, and that the 
Fund cannot be regarded as being ina proper 
condition until an annuity of $400 is ensured 
to all retired Ministers. The Committee has 
got the sanction of the Assembly to the pay- 
ment of the ten per cent, kept back as above 
referred to; and there can be no reasonable 
deubt that, if the claims of the Fund are 
properly submitted to our people, their liberal- 
ity will not only fully suffice to pay off the in- 
debtedness of the past year and to meet all the 
claims of the current year, but give the 
Committee a balance that may help largely 
toward the permanent improvement of the 
Fund.

Herdman came to this country in 1849, to find 
himself sole minister of seven congregations. 
After supplying them as best he could for some 
time, he was inducted, in 1853, to the charge 
he has just vacated and of which he has been 
pastor for nearly twenty-six years. He was not 
allowed to go away without receiving substan- 
tial tokens of the affectionate regard and 
esteem of his people, who presented him with 
a purse containing $1000. His Sabbath-school 
gave him a gold watch and chain, and the 
ladies presented Mrs. Herdman with a testi- 
monial, Mr. Herdman’s best monument, how- 
ever, is the large congregation which has 
grown up under his ministry—numbering over 
two hundred families, and above four hundred 
communicants—and the handsome church 
which they erected about ten years ago at a 
cost of some $25.000. It will not be easy to 
supply Mr. Herdman’s place in Pictou. And 
this thought takes away from the satisfaction 
with which his friends contemplate his trans- 
lation to his native parish, of which his father 
before him had been the minister. No less 
than four large and important congregations in 
this Presbytery are now vacant. 


Dr. Stevenson, of St. George’s, and Dr. 
Taylor, of Morningside, Edinburgh, have re- 
signed their charges ; the former on account of 
ill-health ; the latter, in consequence of his ap- 
pointment three years ago to the Chair of Church 
History in the University of Edinburgh, and 
the terms stipulated by the Home Secretary at 
that time. Intimation of an appeal has been 
made against Dr. Taylor’s retirement from 
Morningside, on the part of his congregation. 
And Dr.John Cumming, in his seventieth year, 
has resigned the charge of the Crown Court 
Church, in London, in connection with the 
Church of Scotland. Consequent upon his 
retirement, it is altogether likely that the 
congregation, which has of late years dwindled 
down to small proportions, will be disbanded 
and the church closed. So many rumours 
and counter assertions have been published in 
reference to the removal of Dr. Patton of 
Chicago, to the Presbyterian Theological 
Seminary in London, England, one is a loss to 
know where to place this distinguished Theolo- 
gian. The latest intelligence, however, states 
that inasmuch as a movement has been inau- 
gurated, with fair prospects of success, to im- 
prove the financial condition of the Seminary 
of the Northwest at Chicago, Dr. Patton has 
withdrawn his resignation, and declines to 
cross the sea. Dr. John C. Baxter, formerly 
of Stanley Street Church, Montreal, has been 
inducted to the charge of a United Presbyterian 
congregation in the neighbourhood of Kirkaldy. 
De Witt Talmage, the well-known Presbyterian 
minister of the Brooklyn Tabernacle, is making 
as great a ‘‘sensation” in England as ever he 
did in America. Although public opinion 


differs as to the style and matter of his preach- 
ing, he draws immense audiences all the same, 
It is something for him to be mentioned by Mr. 
Spurgeon in terms of highest commendation. 
His week-day lectures, on ‘*The Bright side of 
Things,” are so popular that he receives fabulous 
offers in some instances. His * lowest terms ” 
are $500 a night ! 


Principal Rainy has sent the Scotsman a. 
letter which he received a month ago from Mr. 
Gladstone explaining his views on the question’ 
of Disestablishment in Scotland. The right 
hon. gentleman expresses his desire that this 
question should not be raised by the party 
until the Scettish people have pronounced upon 
it in a manner which is intelligible and dis- 
tinct. He concurs in the declaration of Lord 
Hartington, and says that in his judgment 
the authors of the Patronage Act had done 
most to advance the agitation of the question. 
But it was no part of his duty either to urge it 
forward or to keep it backward. Still he adds 
that, in the present condition of Imperial 
affairs, it does not occupy the first, or nearly 
the first place in his mind. 


After ‘“‘a stormy meeting” the Free Pres- 
bytery of Aberdeen has agreed by a vote of 25 
against 14 to serve the libel against Professor 
Robertson, as amended by the General Assem- 
bly at its recent meeting, without prejudice to 
the plea in law and the defence lodged by 
Professor Smith. The libel has accordingly been 
served, an act which involves suspension from 
all professional, ministerial, and judicial 
functions. Further proceedings will be taken 
on the first Tuesday ef September. Several 
protests were taken, including one by Professor 
Smith, who had lodged a plea in law to the 
effect that, as the libel had been amended, he 
was entitled to be heard on the relavency before 
it was served. The Synodical committee to 
whom the case of Rev. David McCrae, of 
Gourock, was remitted, have, it is understood, 
unanimously given their judgment that no 
other course remains open to the Church than 
that Mr. McCrae be suspended from the fune- 
tions of the ministry, sine die—An opinion 
which seems to be endorsed very generally in 
ecclesiastical circles. ‘*The line must be 
drawn somewhere.” In a letter to the 
MissIoNARY ReEcorD of the Church of Scot- 
land, Dr. Donald Fraser, of Londen, emphati- 
cally disowns the ‘* Weekly Review” as an 
organ of the Presbyterian Church of England, 
which, he says, it is not in any sense. The 
paper is private property. And Dr. Fraser 
characterizes some of the leading articles 
brought under his notice as ‘*thoroughly con- 
temptible.” ‘I would not,” he proceeds, have 
taken any notice of it if your article had not 
shewn me how much our Church may be in- 
jured in the eyes of others, under the erroneous 
impression that the newspaper in question is in 
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some sense our mouthpiece.” It is to be hoped 
that the ‘*‘ Review” may yet ‘‘ tak a thocht an’ 
mend.” 

It is a matter of complaint that the Presby- 
terian Church in Ireland, which has been work- 
ing heroically and successfully to make the desert 
blossom as the shamrock for 250 years, has not 
within itself the power of conferring theological 
degrees, but is still ‘a pensioner on the bounty 
of her friends!” Irish Presbyterian Ministers 
‘have to look to Scotland or the United States 
for such distinctions as many of them are 
claimed to be well eutitied to, and it is alleged 
that Scotland is somewhat chary of theological 
honours to Irishmen. The new University 
Bill for Ireland, introduced the other night into 
the House of Lords by Lord Cairns, does not 
meet with approbation from the Presbyterian 
Church. The Bill contemplates that Queen’s 


University should be merged in an Institution | 


that should become another London University 
with Ireland for its special field, no residence 
being required for matriculation and for degrees, 
and there being no teaching staff, but simply 
a senate for examinations. 

THe Rev. A. V. MILLENGEN, favourably 
known in many parts of Canada, sails this 
month for Constantinople to assume the duties 
of Professor in the Robert college there. 

At the Pan-Presbyterian Council te be held 
in Philadelphia next year, among the subjects 
set down for dis-ussion are the inspiration and 
the authenticity of Scripture and the future 
retribution of the wicked. 


French Evangelization, 


A HE following extracts from Mr. DovupiEt’s 
i, ~=report to the Board, afford some insight 
into the working and management of the 
oongregation over wi:ich he presides. Mr. 
Doudiet is not given to exagerate. What he says 
about French work is to be implicitly relied upon. 
The annual collection on behalf of the French 
Evangelization was appointed to be taken up 
in all the congregations on the 20th July. 
The treasurer’s address is Rey. R. H. Warden, 
260 St. James Street, Montrea!. 


THE BUILDING in which our services are held 
is well known in Montreal, being the old 
«¢ Russell Hall.” 
neat appearance, about 75 x 40, containing be- 
sides the hall where divine worship is hes, 
convenient class-rooms which may, if needful, 
be thrown open and double the seating capacity 
of the Church. The situation of the Church 
is central—in fact, could not be better, front- 
ing on a wide and much frequented thorough- 


It is a plain brick edifice, of 


‘fare. It cost the Board twenty thousand 
dollars four years ago. 

There are probably over two hundred French 

Protestant families or even more in the district. 
_ Our Church however is not the only one that 
has a mission in this field. The Wesleyan — 
‘Methodists have a fair congregation in Craig 
Street Church, and the Baptists one on Dor- 
chester Street. Both these bodies have besides 
their ordained pastors, one or more ‘‘ helpers ” 
and hold meetings occasionally in the suburbs, 
| There are as near as I can make out, 124 
families attending St. John’s Church, more or 
less regularly, but all considering themselves 
members or adherents. In some of these 
families there may be only one convert, general- 
ly the husband, or a grown up son, the women 
in general cling much more tenaciously to 
their Roman Catholicism than the men. 
{Here follows the names and addresses of 124 
| families, and the number of children in each 
family. | 

These families represent a total of 304 
persons, young and old. Care has been taken 
in revising the list of families to include none, 
except those who attend regularly or at reason- 
able intervals, and who belong to no other 
Mission Church. The list might have been 
lengthened by the names of Students of the 
Presbyterian College, several of which attend 
every summer, also by a few English Protestants 
understanding French, who choose to attend 
our services. 

There are few of these 124 families, which 
have not been visited once or many times, 
either by myself, or by the Bible-woman, Miss 
Bean, appointed to this work during the year, 
Some cases, owing to sickness, demanded much 
more time and attention than others. My plan 
‘of visiting is not a ‘‘ formal pastoral visit.” I 
try to enlist the sympathies of the people, by 
enquiries as to their temporal welfare, and 
where the people are agreeable I read and pray 
with them, 

I would estimate that on an average 25 
Roman Catholics attend thus occasionally, 
chiefly on Sabbath evenings. 

There is a Sabbath-school in connection with 
Russell Hall. The Roll before New Year’s 
had 81 names, and the average attendance was 
about 45. Since the closing of our day-school 
however, and the opening of the Wesleyan 
Sabbath-school in Craig Street Church, we 
have lost some 25 children. The Roll at present 
is 44. Average attendance 30. We donot use 
the Shorter Catechism, but follow the Inter- 
national scheme of lessons. The teachers are, 
for the boys, Mr. W. B. Dawson, son of 
Principal Dawson of McGill College, whose 
thorough acquaintance with French, and win- 
ning way with children, have made him a gen- 
eral favourite in the School. Mr. Ami, taught a 
class, until the closing of the College Session. 
At his leaving, Rev. Mr. Internoscio took charge 
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of it. Miss E. Bean, the Bible-woman, has a 
fine class of girls. Miss Ay. Cousineau another, 
and Mrs. Doudiet another. I superintend the 
School myself. 

The Lord’s supper was dispensed four times 
in St. John’s Church, this year, viz. April, 1878. 
40 communicants. August, 41 communicants. 
December, 56 communicants. April, 1879, 
50 communicants. We have at present three 
Elders. E. Junod, Rep. Elder; J. Pirotte, and 
Prof Cornu. The Managers are Mr. J. B Rolin 
J. Philips, J. Maybell, and A. Doudiet. Rev. 
R. H. Warden, is Honorary President of the 
Board of Managers. Sabbath collections are 
taken up at every service.. The total amount 
for every Sabbath averages $1.50. The people 
do not contribute to the Ministers’ stipend, but 
they pay all the current expenses of the Church, 
and provide as far as they can for the poor, 
which are many amongst us. In addition they 
have taken up cellections for several of the 
Church schemes. They would have missed 
none of them, had not the lack of employment, 
and consequent poverty of many, thrown the 
burden of current expenses upon a few, who 
gave fully as much in proportion to their means 
as other members of Exglish speaking congre- 
gations, much more favoured with this world’s 
goods. 

It is not possible to raise any part of the 
salary at present from the people. When we 
gain over to the Gospel twenty or thirty 
families of the higher class, we may pay not 
only part of the stiperd, but the whole of it, 
(for the French congregations will not remain 
under tutelage longer than they can help). 
The desire of the French congregation in St. 
John’s to help themselves was illustrated last 
winter by the formation of a Congregational 
Dorcas Society. It numbered only fourteen 
members, yet although nove of them were 
wealthy, they collected and earned $51 at the 
begining of the winter With this they 
bought materials, and were able to give to the 
poor of the Church. I might state that every 
time the communion has been dispensed in the 
Church, the building has been very full, es- 
pecially at last April, and although the services 
were protracted, few of the R. Catholics pre- 
sent went out before they were finished. 
When the Sacrament of Baptism is to be ad- 
ministered, it also draws large numbers of R. 
C. spectators. I officiated at twenty-three 
baptisms during the year. We lost 28 members 
during the year ; 13 having left the country, 3 
joined another French Protestant Church, 3 by 
death, 2 by suspension, 1 by expulsion, and 
six by apostacy. These last had never been 
very earnest. They came in the fall of the year, 
expecti: g to receive temporal relief during the 
winter, but as my board of managers, have a 
rule, not to procure relief to any person who 
has not been at least six months an adherent 
of the Church, those parties left. This leads 
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me to observe that although the average of the 
people are very poor, only fifteen families were 
assisted more or less by the Protestant Relief 
Board during the winter just past. Converts 
leaving the country, generally write to me from 
their new homes in Europe, the U. States, or the 
West. Did space allow I could give interesting 
extracts from the letters of converts who have 
left the country, showing how in some cases, 
the light kindled by God’s grace, has enlight- 
ened others, thousands of miles away. Final. 
ly, I would draw attention to the fact that 
without any other inducement than the good . 
tidings of the Gospel, we have not only held 
our own during the past year, but shown an 
increase of seven communicants over the 
number reported last year, and that our evening 
meetings are not seldom as numerous as when 
the ‘*Canadian Apostle,” Father Chiniquy, had 
charge of this congregation. With such tokens 
of God’s blessing on our work, I trust that all 
true Christians will during the coming year 
strenuously labour to support our French work, 
and often remember it before the throne of 
Graee.

Tt HE following letter dated at Sydney, N.S. 
a W., gives the latest intelligence that 
has reached us from our good friend, Mr. 
Chiniquy :— 

It is now four months since I landed in 
Sydney ; and by the great mercy of God, my 
bodily strength has been so perfectly restored, 
that I have been able to give eighty-two lectures 
and preach fifty sermons from the day of my 
arrival to the present. You see that your old 
friend has not been entirely idle. In this 
strange Antipode land, everything seems to 
work by contrary laws from those of the North- 
ern Hemisphere. Such a work ought to put 
me down, but it is the contrary. Thereis such 
an elasticity in the pure air we breath here; 
there is such an exuberance of life coming from 
these ever green forests, and these never dying 
flowers; there is such a balm spreading from 
those enchanted gardens which are bathing in 
the light and the breeze of an eternal spring, 
that my three-score and ten years are passing 
without leaving any of the usual ugly traces of 
their passage. The only thiag which I do not 
absolutely enjoy, is to see and feel the Ther- 
mometer marking twice this week, from 140 to 
148 degrees in the sun, and 110 in the shade. 
Such a heat will look incredible to many of 
your readers, and I would hardly have believed 
it myself. But, strange to say, that burning 
state of the atmosphere which would be in- 
tollerable and which would kill you in Canada, 
is perfectly bearable here. 
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However, it is my intention to go to some 
cooler part of this new Continent ; and, as |

I have so earnest- 
ly prayed the Author of every perfect gift to 
direct and guide me, that I feel sure to be in 
the true religion of Christ, when I put my 
trust only in His blood shed, and His life given 
up on Calvary to save my soul.” 


‘‘May almighty God be for ever blessed 
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answered Emma, with a cry of joy and tears 
trickling on her cheeks. I was at the same 
lecture on auricular confession, and like you, I 
felt and knew, by my own sad experience, that 
auricular confession is a school of perdition. 
Like you I have given up the Church of Rome, 
and I have found at the Dear Saviour’s feet a 
joy and a peace that surpasses every under- 
standing.”

A GOOD WORK ACKNOWLEDGED. 


WR. J. W. Corssre, the young man who 
has been supported at the Galt Institute 


during the past two years by the con- 
gregation of Rev. J. K. Smith, has recently 
returned to Trinidad. At the close of last year 
Rev. K. J. Grant of San Fernando was quite 
unwell, being in fact exhausted with mission- 
ary toil ; and it was judged the wisest course 
to recall Mr. Corsbie to take charge of the San 
Fernando school. He is thus in Trinidad 
again, diligently at work as Teacher, and forty- 
five children aroundhim. Mr. Grant’s English 
speaking congregation increases in importance, 
and the school referred to is its chief feeder, 
and Mr. Grant’s opinion of the young teacher 
is thus expressed, ‘* Jacob isan humble, earnest 
Christian, and a good tone will through him be 
maintained in the Central Mission school.” 
Mr. Smith and his congregation have done a 
good work for the Mission, and are well en- 
titled to honourable mention, and to the 
thanks of the Foreign Mission Committee. 
The arrangement was between Mr. Grant and 
Mr. Smith personally, but the benefit was 
public, and such also should be the acknowledge- 
ment ; but as a month or two may elapse before 
a meeting of Committee, I think it best to 
make without delay this early notice of the 
good service rendered by our friends in Galt, 
which may be accepted as semi-official, asit has 
been suggested by Mr. Grant, and will be cor- 
dially endorsed by the Board. Mr. Corsbie’s 
expenses were fully provided for, while at the 
Institute, and all outlay for travelling thither 
and back to Trinidad ; and the congregation of 
Knox Church, Galt, have now the satisfaction of 
knowing that through their liberality the San 
Fernando missionary is fully equipped for his 
work, and is further exercising his gifts 
amongst his own country people, the Chinese, 
while a heavy burthen has been lifted from the 
shoulders of Mr. Grant.

LETTER FROM Rev. J. M. DovGtLas. 


i" is a long time since we have had anything 
from Mr. Douglas in the Record, but we 
now invite attention to the following very in- 
teresting letter addressed to Professor McLaren, 
Convener of the Foreign Mission Board. (West.) 


Indore, April 5th, 1879. 


We have been silent for some time, and have 
written little, for the simple reason that we have 
been fully absorbed in work. A few lines in 
reference to our last convert may be interesting 
to the Board and Church generally. His 
history, as far as we have been able to gather it, 
is asfollows. Gungaghir was born a paramhaus 
a brahman of the fourth, or highest order in 
the village of Bhilwara, near Hardwar, North 
West Province. At the age of fourteen he was 
married to a youth of his own caste whom he 
tenderly loved. In early manhood he held 
under government the office of darogah. After 
the birth of his only son his wife died. This 
to his ardent temperament was a severe blow, 
that gave direction to his whole subsequent 
career. He at once abandoned the world and 
became a wandering devotee or fagir. In this 
calling his great energy of mind and body 
found ample scope. He determined to reach 
the highest position in this order of religious 
teachers—a position which his birth entitled 
him to hold. The process of acquiring the 
title of ‘‘Swami” or highest, in the order of 
Sanyasi fagir we have learned from his own lips 
on different occasions, and it is certainly strange 
to our ways of thinking. (1.) For the first 
four months he ate no Salt. (2.) Swinging in 
the smoke. This lasted for five months. Last 
year we personally witnessed the process in the 
native City of Poona. A fire of manure from 
the sacred bull is kindled. The devotee is 
hung up by the feet so that in a swinging 
motion his head each time passing through the 
smoke brushes the flame. The time spent in 
this position is determined by the time occupied 
in the consumption of the fuel. (3.) Then follow- 
ed his concealment in the earth for six months, 
A hole is dug in the earth, and all is enclosed 
but a small opening to admit the air. Here in 
a living grave he spent his time in reflection, 
not seeing the sun or the face of human-kind. 
At the dead hour of midnight he came out like 
a frog from the earth to receive the food which 
was religiously placed for his use. (4) The 
next is communion with the river god (gunga). 
Each night from twelve to four in the morning 
he stood to the waist in the river Ganges, 
This was continued also for six months, and 
served the double purpose of washing away 
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his sins and imitating Brahm in his wakeful- 
ness. (5.) Sitting in the presence of the dead. 
This also was practised on the banks of Ganges 
during the night season, and for the period of 
one year, After various other acts of self. 
mortitication, such as painting the body with 
the ashes of the dead, remaining silent, &c. 
he received the title of Swami. This word 
means the Highest, or the diety, and after this 
he was worshipped as God. On the day of his 
baptism at our mission room a brahman of 
rauk took him by the feet in our presence, and 
said, ‘* Thou art god, and beside thee there is 
no god.” This was resented and its utter ab. 
surdity shown. After receiving the above title 
he wandered perpetually ; never remaining 
more than three days in one place. His habit 
was not to enter the villages, but to take his 
position under some tree near by, and kindle a 
fire of whatever he could gather. He asked 
for nothing, but demanded everything to 
satisfy nature. He carried neither purse nor 
scrip. No one dared to deny, as all believed 
him to be god, and that his word would send 
them to Gehanun, or perdition. He literally 
abaudoned the world, money, friends, yea all 
earthly attachments ; his favorite adage being 
that, ‘‘ Water to be pure must flow.” 


During last year he received a copy of the New 
Testament from a native Catechist at Shausee. 
He reads and quotes Arabic, Punjabi, Urdu, 
and Hindi ; but Urdu is his language. Before 
this te had hear! Missionaries preach but ‘* his 
heart paid no attention.” He took to reading 
the Look and he read almost night and day four 
eight months, till he became fully convinced of 
the truth of Christ’s claims, and the effi-acy of 
prayer. From the time he came to us from the 
jungle we had no doubt of his having 
been taught of the Spirit. He asked to read 
and study with me, saying that if his faith 
was like mine then he wished to be baptized, 
because he wis a christian at heart. At first 
he was nervous, restless, and much excited in 
appearance, but evidently a person of unusual 
ability, A condensation of power either for 
good or evil. We made no attempts to control 
him, but simply treated him kindly and gave 
him as much bible instruction as_ possible. 
Night after night we spent in the study of the 
living word that quickeneth. His faith in it 
was and is still beautifully simple. The book 
settles all questions. He accompanied me 
daily in the village work. His addresses were 
often eloquent, and abounded with parable, 
and illustration. His testimony for Christ was 
most decided in the presence of lawyer and 
judge, the King and hissubjects. Onapproach 
ing a village at early dawn he said, ‘¢ Sahib, if 
all this be true in the word then we ought to 
go to these people weeping. They should come 
out, and ask us why we weep, and then we 
should tell them of their sins, and God’s salva- 


tion.” Frequently he remarked with much 
feeling ‘‘I have been a great sinner, I took 
away the glory of God ; allowing the people all 
these years to worship me as God. No one 
could commit a greater sin than that.” We 
baptiz-d him with two others on the second of 
February Jast. He is now happy and full of 
work for God. He thus expressed his own 
realization of the change, ‘‘] came among you 
as a beast from the jungle, but now] ama man, 
and happy.” ‘*I will never leave the Sahib 
that led me into the way of truth.” The 
Editor of the ‘* Indian Antiquary,” after hear- 
ing his address to a company of Brahmans who 
from Oojein had come to visit us, remarked, 
‘*that man, with the divine blessing may do 
more for } is fellow-ccuntrymen than any ten 
European Missionaries. He speaks with a 
power and from an eminence among Hindoo 
people that they can never reach ” 

We ask in his behalf the special prayers of 
tle Church, that, fed with the finest of the 
wheat, he may grow up in the grace of our 
Lord Jesus, and work with Him continually in 
all lowliness and meekness of spirit.

DEATH OF SEETAH. 


Extract from a letter of Miss Pigot’s an- 
nouncing the death of Seetah, one of our 
Caleutta orphans, who has been supported by 
Miss M’Leod, Halifax. 


We have just passed through a very solemn 
Christmas D wy.—On the previous Sunday even- 
ing, the girls were waiting for my return from 
church, and hurried me to notice the changed 
look that had come over Seetah. She had lost 
her speech a week before and was now not able 
to swallow. Sago was too thick, and we tried 
milk. With great patience we put a very little 
into her mouth at a time. Some of the girls 
were most kind, and Miss Leslie’s care and 
watchfulness are above all praise. She had 
lingered so long in this strange way, we were 
not anticipating the end. I was just getting 
ready to go to our prayer-meeting, that we were 
having in the morning instead of the usual 
Wedn-sday evening one, when I was sent for 
hurried'y to find that life was quite extinct. 
Hamontho had just looked at Seetah, and taken 
the milk to be warmed for her, and during this 
brief interval she had slipped away without a 
struggle. The girls helped to lay her out, and 
we placed her in the upper school-room. They 
took it hy turns and uumbers watched beside 
the corpse all day. She died after seven in 
the morning, and we buried her the same 
Christmas evening at five o’clock. The last 
time poor Seetah spoke, she was asked if she 


was sad or happy, ‘Oh, happy’ she promptly 
said. Her couversations with us showed she 
was fully ripe.—Her corfidence in Christ 
saving her was always so real. 


Riesionary Contributions.

ya jaa 4 : ; 
Moin is spoken and written concerning 
j the deficiency in contributions for mis- 
sion purposes, and prominent among 
reasons assigned for such deficiency, is the 
universal depression in trade. This is readily 
admitted. Yet in response to the earnest ap- 
peals recently made, liberal offerings have been 
sent in, showing that the Church really poss- 
esses the means. To a full and earnest pres- 
entation of the Board’s present necessities, a 
hearty response has been made. Now, if the 
claims of the fields, home aud foreign, were 
fully and persistently pressed by the Pastors, 
and held up in prayer, instead of a spasmodic 
effort, there would be a constant and a uniform 
flow of the Church’s wealth into the Lord’s 
treasury. Go through our Church in the Mari- 
time Provinces, and where we find the minister 
earnest and enthusiastic, and tLe people intel- 
ligent in regard to the operations of the Church, 
we have liberal contributions, and vice versa. 
Dr. Murray Mitchell, before the General 
Presbyterian Couucil last year, stated: ‘I can 
testify to the exceeding ignorance prevailing 
ever Scotland with regard to missionary work, 
and to the exeeeding gladness with which the 
people of Scotland receive all missionary intel- 
ligence.” Surely it is a reproach to Scotland, 
second in point of privilege to no place in 
Christendom, to be in ‘‘ exceeding ignorance ” 
in regard to missionary operations. It is my 
opinion, and an opinion based upon sound ob- 
servation and enquiry, that Dr. Mitchells lan- 
guage would not be inappropriate to some sec- 
tions of our own Church. During my visit 
home, three years ago, I was som: times pain- 
fully impressed in ceitain places, not only with 
the ignorance of the people in regard to the 
missionary operations of our Church, but occa- 
sionally with the ignorance of their spiritual 
teachers. In the course of my journeyings 
through the Church, I was one day in conver- 
sation with a Minister who had been a settled 
pastor for a few years, and he candidly admitted 
that he knew nothing of our Trinidad Mission, 
or of the nationality of the people amongst 
whom we labour. What liberality would be 
awakened under such a pastorate? It is truly 
painful to think that such a specimen of in- 
difference could be found within the bounds 
of our Church. Another prominent office- 
bearer, who is of necessity frequently brought 
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in contact with missionary intelligence, said to 
me: ‘These people that you labour amongst 
are Chinese, are they not?’ All the intelli- 
gence that had been communicated, produced 
no more impression upon my interrogator, than 
the water playing in the city square on the 
marble statue through which it had passed. 
On one occasion, after addressing a large and 
prosperous sabbath-school, [ drank tea with the 
superintendent, and he remarked to me, ‘‘1 
have heard more missionary intelligence in our 
-ehurch to-day, than I ever heard there before.”’ 
I do not accept this as strictly correct, but it 
served to show how very rarely the subject 
was presented. I could multiply instances of 
a similar character in proof of the fact that the 
necessities of the perishing and the triumphs 
of the Gospel are not generally, fully and fairly 
put before the people. Will it detract from 
the dignity of the pulpit at a regular diet of 
worship to narrate what the Lord is doing 
-among the nations upon whom the Sun of 
Righteousness is rising? On the contrary, 
would it not inspire gratitude in worshippers 
and redound to the glory of the God of Mis- 
sions. The Holy Ghost has set us an example 
in the Acts of the Apostles, which consists 
largely of details of missionary labours. Now, 
if this book constitutes an eighth part of the 
New Testament, is it too much to expect in 
this age of missions, that the pulpit give one 
diet of worship in eight, to recount the Lord’s 
doings in the various parts of the world? It 
may be said that this matter is attended to at 
the monthly missionary meeting. Whilst we 
‘would not undervalue this praiseworthy ar- 
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rangement found in many congregations, yet | 


we hold that it is giving a secondary place to 
a service to which the Holy Ghost has given 
a primary place. Farther, those most requir- 
ing instruction are rarely found at the monthly 
meeting. Our ReEcorD supplies a great deal 
of information, but I believe its value would 
‘be augmented tenfold, as an educator, if atten- 
‘tion were called to its articles from the pulpit. 
A realization of the condition of the heathen 
would move the whole Church. Sometimes 
my soul is stirred to its depths when I look 
round on the heathen in this immediate neigh- 
bourhood,— thousands without light or love, 
soon to perish, and yet the Church lingers. 
How long, O Lord? Within the past three 
months 3,000 souls direct from Calcutta ar- 
rived,—a number sufficient for three congrega- 
tions. Who will tell them the story of Jesus 
and His love? Is there not some earnest 
young minister at home, ready to come to the 
rescue? Are you in doubt, brother, as to duty ? 
Hesitate not to give those who have no helper 
the preference. Do it now. Our King’s bus- 
ness requireth haste,

NEW HEBRIDES MISSION. 


PX 
HE Committee would refer to the record of 
the year past with thankful acknowledge- 
ment of the Divine blessing experienced 
in many ways. The missionaries and their 
wives have been preserved in health; and 
strengthened for their work. In making this 
general statement, they do not forget that Mr, 
McKenzie was an invalid for a time, and that 
he and his wife met with another painful be- 
reavement in the death of their little boy, but 
when the child was taken the father was re- 
stored,and both parents were sustained by grace. 
All the missionaries have prosecuted their 
work with a good heart, and with not a little 
encouragement. They all report progress, and 
write hopefully. In truth, their greatest an- 
xiety is about the Church at home, for whether 
with or without cause, they are apprehensive 
that owr faith is wavering, ard our zeal declining. 
Their only, at least their chief discouragement, 
is, that there is no prospect, so far as they can 
can learn, of any re-inforcement. Mr. Mc- 
Kenzie returning from an exploratory voyage 
in the ‘‘ Dayspring,” among the heathen islands, 
writes, .‘‘Mr. Neilson and I visited Api, 
Mallicola, Malo or St. Bartholomew, and Santo, 
and on all these islands we found the natives 
very friendly, But what tis the use of visiting 
them, year after year, unless we can give them 
missionaries ?” 

On reviewing the work of the year, as gather- 
ed from the letters and reports of our mission- 
aries, as well as from the minutes of the Synod 
of the New Hebrides, the Committee recorded 
their impressions in the subjoined resolution ;— 
‘‘ That this Committee has heard with much 
satisfaction the written statements from the 
missionaries just submitted, and desires to 
express gratitude to God for their health, energy, 
and continued devotion to the Lord’s work in 
their respective spheres. The Committee 
further desires to express its sympathy with 
Mr. and Mrs. McKenzie in their recent bereave- 
ment, and would commend the missionaries 
and their families all to God, for his continued 
blessing upon their labours.” With this 
resolution, the Committee beg leave to submit 
the lading facts which led to its adoption. 


ERROMANGA, 


Rey. H. A. Robertson, Missionary. Chief 
Station, Dillon’s Bay. Other Stations, Cook’s 
Bay and Portinia Bay. Teachers in number, 
23 throughout the Island. The prominent 


* Presented to the General Assembly on 17th

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facts reported by Mr. Robertson, are :—First, 
the health and welfare, by the good hand of 
God upon them, of himself, wife and three 
children, so that he has been able to devote 
himself continuously to the work of the 
mission. Secondly, the distribution of about 
800 copies of the last edition of Mr. Gordon’s 
Catechism, published during Mr. Robertson’s 
visit to Sydney in 1877, at the expense of the 
Heathen Missions Committee of the Presby- 
terian Church of New South Wales. Thirdly, 
the arrival and good services of a new mission 
boat, cutter rigged, 27 feet in length, and an 
excellent sailer. This little craft cost £47 stg., 
of which £30 were provided by this Church, 
and £17 by the Presbytery of Pictou, in con- 
nection with the Church of Scotland ; and she 
has been fairly tried, Mr. Robertson having 
made five trips in her to Cook’s and Portinia 
Bays, besides five shorter excursions. Fourth- 
ly, Mr. Robertson and family spent a month 
at Cook’s Bay, of which he gives the following 
interesting narrative :— 


A MONTH AT COOK’S BAY. 


‘¢We travelled across the island from 
Dillon’s Bay to Cook’s Bay, and after dispensing 
the Communion to fifty-two adults, thirteen of 
whom were baptized on the previous day (and 
three infants), we visited all the districts in- 
land, and on the coast from Jafwa in the south- 
east, to Potasivsiv in the north; and heard 
them reading in every school, thirteen in num- 
ber. We secured a settlement at Mr. James 
Gordon’s district, in Portinia Bay, and placed 
a young man as teacher there. Wealso secured 
an opening at Potasivsiv in the north, and one 
at Jmbunker near Jafwa, and one at Ifwa.” 


‘¢At thetwo last named places they have 
each a good school-house completed, and we 
expect to settle three young men at those 
districts as soon as the ‘Dayspring’ leaves us 
for Sydney. Of these, two have been with us 
at Dillon’s Bay for four years, and will, I think, 
do well. At the close of each school, some- 
times three, four, or more young men would 
ask me to take down their names, as those who 
would no more have anything to do with 
heathenism. Since the communion in July, 
1877, six chiefs of that side of the island, have 
given up heathenism, and the most powerful of 
these, Norowo, assembled his people, and in 
the presence of 200 persons, in the public 
square, laid down at my feet all his heathen 
relics, consisting of a very large and a smaller 
ring stone, the large one, 56 inches in circum- 
ference, through which a small-sized man can 
pass, and weighing 46 lbs., also a number of 
strings of pigs’ tusks, etc., etc. etc. For 
giving up these relics Norowo has had to meet 
the anger of the other chiefs, and their sacred 
men have been trying to make him sick, and 
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have succeeded to, so they say, because he has. 
had a sharp attack of fever and ague !” 


This visit to Cook’s Bay was cheering to the 
Missionary, because he saw many evidences of 
progress, since the last extended visit of four 
months, which he made two years ago. Among 
these encouragements are the following :—The 
teacher and people put up for Mr. Robertson a 
large two-roomed grass-house, without being 
asked, and without payment, and cleared an acre 
of ground, removing stumps and nicely clearing” 
up the whole premises. The people themselves 
were improved. They observed the Sabbath 
better, were cleaner, more polite, more anxious 
to be instructed and more willing to assist in 
every way. Besides, the people of the Bay, 
with some from a distance, supplied the Mis- 
sion family with food without accepting pay- 
ment during the whole month. 


POTNAREVEN. 


At this place, by Traitor’s Head, and near to 
Captain Fraser’s anchorage for the ‘‘Dayspring,” 
when calling at Mr. Gordon’s station in Pot- 
numa [Portinia Bay] a suitable place for a 
Mission Station has been procured. There isa 
good boat-landing with a supply of fresh 
water. 


DILLON’S BAY. 


Here, where the Missionary resides, there: 
are changes to be noted which certainly should 
call forth our gratitude. The sons of Kowiowi, 
the murderer of Williams, promise to give up: 
heathen feasting this summer or next winter : 
but already, their people now regularly attend 
church and Sabbath-school, and the boys at- 
tend the morning week-day school. Besides, 
Mr. Robertson adds, ‘‘Our own people seem 
more anxious to learn, attend classes well (for 
natives), keep themselves cleaner (a very great 
need here), what is to us the most surprising of 
all, are actually shewing a strong desire to 
learn to sing. Every Sabbath evening about 
half the village assemble in our house to 
practice singing the hymns we have printed, 
and a few sing correctly.” 


CLASSES FOR INSTRUCTION. 


Besides public worship, a Sabbath-school is. 
held for all, but at an earlier hour, for those 
who can read. There are teachers in the 
general classes, which are attended by old and 
young, of whom with a few exceptions only the- 
younger will really become readers. Day- 
school is held four mornings in the week, 
prayer-meeting on Wednesday afternoon, and 
candidates’ class usually on afternoons of Tues- 
day and Friday, taught by Mr. R., and a class 
for little girls taught one hour by Mrs, Robert-.- 
son five evenings a week. 
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EVIDENCES OF EARNESTNESS. school contributions, to introduce some im- 
provements which, it is hoped, will be sustain- 
ed by a continuance of the help furnished.

Any 
other work we have paid for.”

EXPLORATION. 


During the year, Mr. R. visited the whole 
district, South, between Dillon’s Bay and 
Unessang, settling two teachers, one being two 
miles beyond Bunkil. Te the settlement of a 
third teacher, in another district, Yalinyon 
presented opposition, and it was delayed. In 
this tour he met with the murderers of Rev. G. 
N. Gordon and wife, still heathen, though one 
was partially clothed, one of the first steps on 
the abandonment of heathenism ; and the son of 
another, a young man of promise, was learning 
toread. The instigator of the murder lives in 
hardened impenitence. The murderers of 
James Gordon as well as the men who slew 
Williams and Harris are all dead. 

North of Dillon’s Bay, Mr. R. visited Eliza- 
beth’s Bay, and has probably by this time settled 
a teacher there at the request of the chief of | 
the district.

Missionary at Eraker: Rev. J. W. McKenzie, 
Other Stations: Paigo, Eratap, Bufa, Tila.

their houses and shared with them their food, 
until the means of removal ‘were provided. 
Such is the return which Christian missions 
make to the men by whom they are so often 
opposed and calumniated. 


TRINIDAD MISSION. 


The Committee are thankful to be able to 
report favourably of this mission, also, during 
the year past. When the reports of the three 
Missionaries and of Miss Blackadder, teacher 
at Savanna Grande, were read with accompany- 
ing letters, the following resolution expressed 
the feeling of the Committee :— 

“The Repors of Messrs. Morton, Grant 
and Christie, sanctioned by the Mission Confer- 
ence, having been read, with report of Miss 
Blavkadder, it was agreed to receive them with 
approval, to record satisfaction, and to express 
gratitude to God for the measure of success 
granted.” It was further agreed ‘that the 
Committee express the pleasure with which 
they have heard the intersting statement read 
from Miss Blackadder.” 

The Committee, while anxious to avoid 
minute details of the work of our Missionaries, 
are persuaded that no statements of a general 
character will give the Church the information 
needful to maintain a proper interest in their 
work ; and as the annual report is r garded as 
a storehouse of facts, constituting the ground 
work of speeches from a thousand platforms, it 
seems desirable that those who resort to it fur 
material to intensify the interest of the people, 
should not be disappointed.

CHRIST REJECTED. 


ON coming out of a meeting one night, I 
asked a young man if he had received Christ. 
‘No,’ he replied. ‘Then you have rejected 
Him,’ I said. ‘Yes,’ was his answer, ‘1 have 
rejected Him. I know I have done that when 
I haven’t received Him.’ That young man 
was at anyrate straightforward. He did not 
evade the question, as some do, who try to 
persuade you they have neither received nor 
rejected Christ. The thing is simply impossi- 
ble. If I offer you anything, suppose it were 
only a drink of water, you must either accept 
or reject it. There is no middle ground to 
stand upon. You go up to some friend of 
yours and say, ‘Have yon received Christ ? 
’* No,’ he says, ‘I don’t profess to be one of 
those people who have got Christ.’ ‘Then you 
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have rejected Him.’ ‘Oh no,’ he says, ‘I am 
not so bad as that.’ He tries to make it out 
that he is one of the neutral people, whom we 
don’t read about in God’s Book. Indeed, the long 
and the short of the matter is this: The 
eleventh and twelfth verses of the first chapter 
of John divide people into two classes—those 
who receive Him not and those who receive Him. 
If you have received Him not, God counts that 
rejecting His Son. ‘He that hath the Son 
hath life, and he that hath not the Son of God 
hath not life’ (1 John v.12). 


DEAN STANLEY ON EARLY PRESBY- 
TERIANISM. 


The distinguished Dean Stanley, whose visit 
to this country last year awakened so much 
attention, in a recent sermon to the Presby- 
terians of Scotland, said : 


There was a time when it used to be the 
prevailing belief of English divines that 
Episcopacy, in the sense of the necessity of one 
presiding officer over every Christian commu- 
nity, reached back to the very first origin of 
the Christian Society, This belief, in the en- 
larged atmosphere of more exact scholarship 
and more enlightened candour, has now been 
abandoned. The most learned of all the living 
bishops of England, whose accession to the 
Great See of Durham has been recently wel- 
comed by the whole Church of England with 
a rare unanimity and enthusiasm, has, with his 
characteristic moderation and erudition, proved 
beyond dispute, in a celebrated essay attached to 
his edition of ‘‘St. Paul’s Epistle to the Phil- 
lippians,” that the early constitution of the 
Apostolic churches of the first century was not 
that of a single pastor, but of a body of pastors 
indifferently styled ‘ Bishops’ or ‘ Presbyters 5’ 
that it was not till the very end of the Apos- 
tolic age that the office which we now call the 
Episcopate gradually and slowly made its way 
in the churches of Asia Minor ; that Presbytery 
was not a later growth out of Episcopacy, but 
that Episcopacy was a later growth out of 
Presbytery ; that the office which the Apostles 
adopted was a rule not of Bishops, but of 
Presbyters. 


HuspanD AND Wire.—The word “ husband ” 
means literally ‘*the band of the house,” the 
support of it, the person that keeps it together 
as a band keeps together a sheaf of corn. The 
word “wife” means literally a ‘‘ weaver.” 
Before our great cotton and cloth factories 
arose, one of the principal employments in 
every house was the fabrication of clothing— 
every family made its own. The wool was 
spun into thread by the girls, who were there- 
fore called spinsters ; the thread was woven in- 
to cloth by their mother, who accordingly was 
called the weaver, or the wife.

LIGHT IN THE DARKNESS, © 


I once heard an illustration from the lips of 
a rough sea-faring man—one of few survivors 
of a great ship-wreck which took place some 
ten years ago in the Bay of Biscay. As soon 
as those who had escaped from the sinking 
vessel found themselves in the small boat in 
which they had taken refuge, in the midst of 
the raging sea, they found their chief danger 
came not frem the solid, massive sweep of 
waters, but from the angry breaking waves, 
which from time to time dcscended upon them, 
and against which every eye and hand had to 
watch with unabated attention. As the shades 
of evening drew on (so the survivor told me), 
their hearts sank at the thought that in the 
darkness of the night it would be impossible 
to see those insidious breakers, and that, soon- 
er or later, they would be caught and engulfed 
by them. But with the darkness came a 
corresponding safety. Every one of those 
dangerous waves, as it rolled towards them, 
was crested with a phosphorescent light, which 
showed its coming far off, and enabled the sea- 
men to guard against it as carefully as if they 
had been in the full light of day. The spirits 
of the little crew revived, and those who, from 
time to time—the cowards and desparadoes 
among them—were for turning back to the 
ship, were guided by those coruscations through 
the night, and in the early dawn they caught 
view of a distant vessel, by which they were at 
last saved. 

Mark that crest of phosphorescent light. 
On the top of those breaking billows is the 
light of divine grace, the compensating force 
of Providence. In the darkness of this mortal 
life and on the wave of this troublesome world, 
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our perplexities and dangers and griefs bring” 
with them, or may bring with them, their own 
remedy. On each bursting wave of disappoint- 
ment and vexation, which reveals the peril, and 
shows the wave, and guides us through «the 
raging storm. Out of doubt may come faith, 
out of grief may come hope; and to the up- 
right and godly disposed there rises light from 
darkness. With each new temptation there 
may come a way to escape; with each new 
difficulty there may come some new explanation.. 
As life advances, it does, indeed, seem to us a 
vessel going to pieces ; as though we were only 
broken fragments of a ship or of a solitary 
skiff on the wide waste of waters. But as 
long as our mortal existence lasts we must not. 
give up the duty of hoping. The sense that. 
kept us back in youth from all intempcrate 
gladness, that same good instinct ferbids un- 
profitable sadness. We must persevere until 
the morning breaks. That speck on the distant 
horizon may be the vessel by which we will 
shape our course. Ferward, not backward, 
must we steer. The speck becomes amass, and 
the mass becomes a ship. Have patience and 
perseverance, and believe that there is still a 
future before every one, and so we shall at last 
reach the haven where we should meet. 


LOVING AND TRUSTING. 


Give Jesus your heart! What does that 
mean? It means, love Him. Why should 
you love Him ? Because he has done so much 
for you. What has he done? He died that 
sinners might be saved. How are sinners: 
saved ? By trusting in the merits of Jesus’ 
death. What do you understand by that ? 
Relying upon His death as a sufficient punish- 
ment for your sins. If He has been punished 
for your sins, there is no necessity for your 
being punished for them too. So, you see, if 
you trust in Jesus, God will forgive you and 
save you ; and if he forgives and saves you for 
Jesus’ sake, you ought to love Jesus. Them 
give Him your heart. 


FOR OLD AND YOUNG. 


How many are willing to lay aside ten cents: 
for the mission work of the church, (and this, 
after all, is the work of the church,) for every 
dollar spent on self? What should we do if 
the Lord gave us only what we are willing to 
give Him?

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A GLANCE ALL ROUND. 


We are now in possession of all the mission- 
ary reports for the past year. The great 
Assemblies and Anniversaries are dver, and it 
is fitting that we should take a brief glance all 
around. When brave and true men are en- 
gaged in battling against a gigantic foe it is 
encouraging for them to learn that successes 
and even ‘‘glorious victories” are reported 
from many portions of the far-extending field. 
Looking at the efforts of the Christian people 
in raising funds and sending forth missionaries, 
we note that some churches and societies have 
to report a falling off in receipts, while at the 
same time there are increasing offers of person- 
al service. The financial decrease is not large, 
_ and is owing to the almost universal commercial 
depression. We find slight deficits reported by 
the Boards and Committees of Churches in 
England, Scotland, Ireland, America, Germany, 
Holland and Switzerland. Even the Roman 
Catholic Church’s funds have suffered severely 
from the same causes, But, while there are 
deficits, the sum total of contributions for 
missions was never larger in any one year in 
the history of the Christian Church than it 
was last year. The gold and silver are the 
Lord’s ; the hearts of His children also are in 
His hands ; and He is making His power felt 
in a way that encourages our hopes and dispels 
our fears. 
- what hampered for lack of funds ; but is it not 
certain that in answer to our prayers God will 
grant the grace of liberality ?—Scarcely a week 
passes in which we do not hear of large 
donations or bequests for missionary purposes 
in Great Britain and the United States. This 
beneficent ‘‘ epidemic” will surely extend to 
the bounds of our own Church ! 

In Presbyterian Churches, there has been no 
falling back during the year. The Churchesin 
the United States still send forth scores of men 
and women with the Gospel message to heathen 
lands, and to aid or relieve the hundreds who 


Our own Missions have been some- 


have borne the burden of work for years in 
foreign fields. There has been no closing 
of stations, no recalling of agents, no cancel- 
ling of appointments. On the. contrary, there 
has been growth, in some instances very mark- 
ed and rapid growth. To this effect are recent 
tidings from India, Siam, China, and Japan. 
The Scottish, English and Irish Churches are 
doing evcn more than their wont. There is a 
deficiency in the receipts of the U. P. Church 
of about £5000; but this is owing to the 
English congregations sending their contribu- 
tions to their own Church since the Union, and 
also to a decrease in donations. The Synod, 
however, has determined on an effort for the 
permanent increase of its Mission income. 
The English Presbyterian Church is holding its 
ground nobly in China. Africa, in the very 
heart of it, rejoices in the new missions of the 
Free and Established Churches. In 1848, there 
were in China but six converts to Protestant 
Christianity. There are now 250 missionaries, 
holding over 600 stations, with 325 native 
churches, and a Christian community of over 
50,000. The famine in North China is over 
now, but the sympathy shewn by Christian 
missionaries is still bearing precious fruit. In ° 
Southern India some sixty thousand have sub- 
mitted themselves to Christian teaching, and 
are being rapidly gathered into churches. In 
Burmah, in Siam, and in Persia, the good 
work isgoingon, Andit is remarkable that the 
desolating wars which swept over the Turkish 
Empire, have not seriously interfered with the 
prosperity of Protestant missions there. The 
people are poorer, but they are faithful, self- 
sacrificing, enterprising in the work of extend- 
ing the knowledge-of the Redeemer. There 
are ninety churches, with 5000 church members 
connected with the American Mission ; and one 
half of these churches are self-supporting. 500 
young men are being trained in Protestant 
colleges in Turkey; and there are fifteen se- 
minaries for the training of young women. 
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One of the great missionary societies asked 
for £36,618 additional, and received £36,547. 
One man gave £35,000 stg., in December, to 
assist native churches in India. The Scottish 
missions in India, have reached the fiftieth 
year of their history. The Jubilee is to be fitly 
celebrated by enlarged contributions for the 
further development of the missions. ‘‘ The 
Bridegroom is coming: let India be prepared 
to meet Him,” said Chunder Sen, lately in a 
remarkable lecture before the elite of Calcutta. 
‘‘ Christ rules British India,” he added, ‘‘and 
not the British Government. 
sent us a tremendous moral force in the life 
and character of that mighty Prophet to 
conquer and hold this vast Empire. None but 
Jesus ever deserved this bright precious diadem, 
India : and Christ shall have it!” He goeson 
to say that not to the British army but to the 
missionaries belongs the honour of holding 
India—‘‘the missionaries headed by their 
glorious Captain, Jesus Christ.”

EDINBURGH. 


“> 
No SEDAN CHAIRS are now to be seen at 
AVY the corners of the streets ; nor brawny 
Highland porters inviting weary pedestrians to 
take ‘‘a lift.” This obselete conveyance was 
as common in my school-days as the hackney- 


coach. In many other respects Edinburgh has 
since undergone changes—for the better. 
But its main features are unimpaired. The 


grim, quaint Old Town still looks down upon 
the New ; and the New looks up to the old, 
never more charmingly than in the month of 
May, when its streets are crowded with 
visitors attracted by the annual meetings of 
the General Assemblies, which have for Scot- 
tish folk a higher interest than royal court or 
Princes Street used to be called 
This latest edition of it, greatly 
enlarged, and beautifully embellished, is 
certainly worthy of the title. The public 
gardens between it and the Castle are admira- 
bly arranged, though we were staggered by: the 
announcement made in ** The Scotsman” a few 
days ago, that no less than twenty-eight 
thousand persons, by actual count, had repaired 
to them on a recent Sabbath; and, that, em- 
boldened by success in this direction, the 
populace begin to clamour for the opening of 
the Botanical Gardens on the Day of Rest. 
And some people are asking whether opened 
Museums and Art Galleries, and _ possibly 
Theatres, after a while, may not be next 
mooted. ‘*Such things are done in Paris!” 
The Scott Monument, and the statues of John 
Wilson, Allan Ramsay, and David Livingstone 
are notable among the other attractions of 
Princes Street—recalling names that Scotch- 
men the world over delight to honour.

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The object of this paper, however, is not to 
attempt a description of Edinburgh, as it was, 
nor as it is, but only to notice a very few of its 
ecclesiastical features. Including Leith and 
the suburbs, the population of the City is about 
350,000.

Presbyterianism here, as throughout Scot- 
land, largely predominates, though episcopacy has 
twice as many congregations as are in Glasgow 
where the population is nearly double that of 
Edinburgh. Methodism does not thrive in 
Edinburgh nor indeed in any other part of 
Scotland. The Assembly Hall of the Establish- 
ed Church, which is also used as the Tolbooth 
parish church, occupies a commanding site on 
Castle Hill. Though a very fine building, 
adorned with a magnificent spire, and complete 
in its fittings, it seems to a stranger quite too 
small, having very limited accommodation 
beyond what is actually required by members 
of the Assembly in session. Consequently it is 
often uncomfortably crowded. The Assembly 
Hall of the Free Church, on the other side of 
High Street, appears to have been expressly 
designed pro bono publico. Besides the ample 
area for members, it has room for an audience 
of between two and three thousand persons, 
and upon ‘field days,” it is filled to the door. 
It has no architectural beauty, but its acoustic 
properties are unequalled by any building of its 
size. Immediately in front of this Hall— 
facing ‘‘the mound” is the ‘‘ New College,” 
and Offices of the Free Church which present a 
handsome appearance from Princes Street. 


The Edinburgh churches are somewhat dis- 
appointing. Of the newer ones, the two St. 


George’s are the largest and perhaps the finest. 
Internally, neither is beautiful. On the whole, 
the protestant churches in Montreal contrast 
favourably. At the same time there is nothing 
in ,Canada to compare with old St. Giles’ or 
with the new St. Mary’s Episcopal Cathedral— 
the finest ecclesiastical edifice built in Scotland 
since the Reformation. St. GILEs’ is worthy 
of notice, chiefly on account of its intrinsic 
value, arising out of its intimate connection 
with the history of Scotland. It is the 
original parish church of the City—tracing its 
origin to the twelfth century, when it superseded 
a church of much older date. Occupying a 
prominent site on High Street, its fine spire, 
surmounted by a sculptured crown, is seen from 
a great distance. This Cathedral is reverenced 
by all classes of the community as a national 
relic. But no ecclesiastical structure in Scot- 
land has been so sadly neglected and mutilated. 
Its external features were almost entirely 
obliterated in the ‘‘ restoration ” begun in 1829 
which left it in its present form. In Knox’s 
time—Cathedral-like—it was open from end to 
end, and had room for a congregation of at 
least 3000 people. Soon after the Reformation 
it was divided into four parish churches. 
Moreover, there was crowded into this unfortu- 
nate building, the Grammar-school, the courts 
of Justice, the weaver’s work-shop, and the 
machinery of the gallows, while beneath, it 
was full of dead men’s bones, and saturated 
with pestilential odours.* Centuries rolled 
on before the literati of Edinburgh bestowed a 
thought upon the subjeet. Not till 1872, at 
the instance of Provost Chambers, of the 
celebrated publishing firm, did the work of 
opening up and repairing the interior of St. 
Giles’ commence. But little would have been 
accomplished, had not Dr. Chambers himself 
become responsible for the amount of money 
that might be found necessary to restore the 
whole of the interior as nearlv as possible to 
Already the East end 
has been renewed and presents a very fine 
appearance. In a year or two more the entire 
edifice will be brought back to something like 
what it was in the olden times, when the floor 
will have a clear sweep of two hundred feet in 


its original condition. 


*Story of St. Giles’ by W. Chambers, L.L.D., 
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length, with a mean breadth of about eighty 
feet. 

In St. Giles’ was held, in 1560, the first 
General Assembly of the Church of Scotland, 
consisting of forty members, of whom only six 
were ministers. And here the opening sermon 
of the General Assembly of the Church of 
Scotland is annually delivered by the retiring 
Moderator. Small wonder if one’s thoughts on 
such an occasion do occasionally wander, even 
under the commanding tones of such a voice as 
Principal Tulloch’s. One cannot help thinking 
of how often John Knox made these lofty 
arches to ring again with perfervidum ingentwm 
scotorum ; and of others who preached here— 
Henderson, and Gillespie, and Mc. Knight, and 
Dr. Blair—not to speak of Jenny Geddes’striking 
sermon, who threw her cutty stool at the head 
of the Dean of Edinburgh as he began to 
read from the new service-book, and of the 
tumult that followed. For twelve years the 
great Reformer ‘‘ who never feared the face of 
man” preached twice every Sabbath within 
these walls. The house in which he lived still 
remains pretty much as when he occupied it. 
There he died, near midnight, on the 24th 
November, 1572, at the age of sixty-seven— 
‘¢ worn out and exhausted by his extraordinary 
labours of body and anxiety of mind.” 

The only other church worth mentioning in 
this connection is that of THz GREYFRIARS 
which, under one roof, covers two parish 
churches—the Old and New. It is neither very 
old nor comely, and is chiefly interesting as the 
place in which the national League and Cove- 
nant of 1638, was signed after sermon by the ce- 
lebrated Alexander Henderson. Among its min- 
isters have been the foremost preachers of Scot- 
land, such men as Robert Rollock, the first 
Principal, and for some years the only Professor 
of Humanity in the Edinburgh University ; 
Principal Carstares ; Principal Robertson, the 
historian ; that Dr. John Erskine who in his 
day was likened to another Ambrose ; Dr. John 
Inglis; and, more recently, Dr. Guthrie and 
Dr. Lee. In this church-yard the Regent 
Morton was buried, and George Buchanan, and 
most of the great Reformers whose names have 
been mentioned, save Knox, who lies beneath 
the pavement of High Street, near St, Giles’. 
In one corner is the place to which twelve 


hundred prisoners, taken after the battle of 
Bothwell bridge, were driven like q flock of 
sheep, and kept for five months, day and night, 
exposed to all weathers, and guarded by 
sentries placed at the gate and along the 
walls.* In another place is the flat grave-stone 
on which the parchment containing the 
Covenant was spread, that the multitude out- 
side the church might also sign it, amid such 
exthusiasm as was never seen before nor since— 
‘¢ Many weeping aloud ; some shouting for joy ; 
some adding to their names, ‘till death” ; 
others opening a vein and signing the solemn 
document with their blood.” In the North- 
east corner of the church-yard, you find one of 


those monuments, of which there are so many 
in Scotland, and before which it is impossible 


to stand unmoved, recalling vividly to mind as. 
they do memories of brave men who purchased 
religious and civil liberty for Scotland with 
their lives, and to whom Presbyterianism the 
world over owes the maintenance of its. 
distinctive principles of faith and order. The 


inscription on this monument partakes of the 
rugged simplicity and determination of charac- 
ter which marked the heroes of the time,, 
which led reflecting minds to enquire why such 
punishments were inflicted, and eventually led 
many to espouse the persecuted cause. It runs: 
thus :— 


Halt, passenger, take heed what do you see—_ 

This tomb doth sbew for what some men did die: 
Here lies interred the dust of those who stood 
’Gainst perjury, resisting unto blood; 

Adhering to the Covenants and laws ; 

Establishing the same; which was the cause 

Their lives were sacrific’d unto the lust 

Of Prelatists abjured : though here their dust 

Lies mixt with murderers and other crew, 

Whom justice justly did to death pursue. 

But as for them no cause was to be found 

Worthy of death : but only they were found 
Constant and steadfast, zoalous, witnessing 

For the Prerogatives of CHRIST their KING; 
Which Truths were seal’d by famous Guthrie’s head,. 
And all along to Mr. Renwick’s blood: 

They did endure the wrath of enemies: | 
Reproaches, torments, deaths, and injuries. 

But yet they’re those, who from such troubles came,. 
And now triumph in glory with the LAMB. 


From May 27, 1€61, that the most noble Marquis of 
Argyle was beheaded, to the 17th February 1688,.

As they were about to fasten Polycarp to the 
stake, he said : ‘‘ Leave me as Iam; He that 
has given me strength to meet the flames will 
also enable me to stand firm at the stake.” 
When the fire was about to be lighted, he 
knelt and prayed: O Lord God Almighty, the 
Father of thy well-beloved Son, Jesus-Chsist, 
through whom we have received knowledge of 
Thyself; God of the angels, powers, and every 
other creature, and of the whole race of the 
holy ones who live before Thee, I bless Thee 
that Thou has deigned to hold me worthy of 
this day and this hour, that I may receive a 
place among the number of Thy witnesses, and 
drink of Christ’s cup for the resurrection to 
eternal life, both of body and soul: among 
whom may I be admitted this day as a fitting 
and acceptable sacrifice, as thou, O true and 
faithful God, hast ordained and foreshown, and 
accomplished. Wherefore I laud Thee for thy 
mercies ; I bless Thee; I glorify Thee, with the 
eternal and heavenly Jesus, Thy well-beloved 
Sen, to whom, with Thee and the Holy Ghost, 
be glory now and for ever.” 


They are going back now, and what is 

more interesting to the Christian is the 
fact that the land of their promised inherit- 
ance is rapidly becoming their own in fee. If 
we compare the present time with eighty-three 
years ago,—when the sublime Porte permitted 
only three hundred to live within the walls of 
the Holy City, the change is remarkable, 
Forty years since, the Porte modified this 
original order so that a large number could 
abide there ; but they were shut up in narrow 
and filthy quarters, next to the dog and leper 
quarters, the objects of contempt and cruel 
oppression. But even frem this quarter, restric- 
tion was removed ten years ago. And now the 
ruling power is in the hands of Great Britain, 
and the sceptre itself is in the hands of an 
Israelite, and Baron Rothschild holds a 
mortgage on Palestine as security for 200,000, 
000, francs loaned to the Sultan of Turkey. 
It looks very much as if accomplished fact had 
put itself in the place of prophecy. The Jews, 
after the quarter restrictions were removed, 
bought all the land which could be obtained 
within the gates, and have built entire streets 
of houses without the gates. With the 
improvements inevitable from liberty and 
possession of homes have come kindred 
progressions in provision of charity for the 
destitute and afflicted. The German Jews have 
sixteen of these. Two journals have been 
started, and in the Rothschild and other Jewish 
hospitals, 6000 patients are under constant 
treatment. The Venetian Jews have given 
60,000 francs to found schools of agriculture ; 
and, in evidence of a progress that shows 
divine care and intervention, the number of 
Jews has doubled in about ten years. In 1869, 
there were not more than seven thousand Jews, 
shut up in their quarters ; and though a vast 
improvement on the past, still they appear to 
us wretched enough to make the most careless 
sigh over the mighty fallen. But in the five 
succeeding years they increased to more than 
13,000. We do not believe all the Jews will 
return, even under the most favourable cir-

THE COMING OF THE LORD. 


September 7th. ] Ace 52s [1 Thess iv. 13-18.

THESSALONICA, the capital of Macedonia, was 
always and still is, under its modern name, Salonici, 
a place of considerable commerce. The church of 
Thessolonica was a pattern to all Christian churches, 
Ch. |: 7. It had endured persecutions for Christ’s 
sake, ch. 2: 13-16. This was written for their en- 
couragement—and ours—from Corinth where Paul 
remained a year and a half, Acts 18: 1-11. A joint 
letter, ch {: 1 hence characterized by the frequent 
use of “‘ we,”’ and supposed to be the earliest of St. 
Paul’s Epistles. 


The Thessolonian converts seem to have belonged 
chiefly to the working classes, v. 11, V. 13. / would 
not—should be we—my fellow- labourers and myself 
Ignorant—There are many things about the future 
state, respecting which we are, and must continue, 
ignorant. Death is itself a great mystery. The life 
beyond is very imperfectly understood.. But God 
has revealed some consolatoty truths which we 
ought to know—concerning them which are asleep. 
The cemetery is, literally, asleeping place. Beauti- 
ful idea! Death does not annihilate. The dead 
only rest from their labours. Sorrow not as others— 
Many had perverted Paul's preaching into a cause 
of fear concerning their deceased friends as if they 
could not be sharers in the glory that should follow, 
and which they thought must be reserved for those 
who should be found alive at Christ’s coming. The 
sorrow here forbidden is not instinctive expression 
of grief at the loss of dear friends, but immoderate, 
excessive grieving. As others—the heathen, who 
had no hope beyond the grave. V. 14. If we be- 
lieve—This is the test of our religion at 
the grave. The fact of Christ’s resurrection 
is the pledge of ours. Believing the 
one, we are sure of the other—though we know not 
how it is to be. | Cor: 15. 20. 85. V. 15. By theword 
of the Lord—by divine revelation. The old Test. 
references to the resurrection are few and faint. 
In the New, it is clearly revealed, 1 Cor. 15: 51-52. 
We which remain—i. e. those of us who may live to 
witness this event. Believers are taught to live in 
continued expectation of their Lord’s coming, Luke 
12: 40. Shall not. prevent—anticipate, or enter 
glory, before, the righteous dead. V.16. With a 
shout—the shout of a King. Voice of Archangel— 
aii by an innumerable company of angels, 

att 25:31. Thetrump of God—proclaiming His 
advent. and summoning the dead from their graves— 
as the Israelites were summoned to their solemn 
convocations—Numbers 10: 2-10. Shall rise first— 
i, e. before the living are “changed.” Then we— 
Christ’s people who remain alive, after having been 
changed “in a moment,” shall join those who have 
been raised.

TimotHy—one of Paul’s converts—called his own 
son in the faith. For his family and conversion see 
Acts 16: 1-3 and 2. Tim. 1:5, These epistles are for 
his guidance, as overseer of the church at Ephesus, 
respecting the orderly conduct of worship, the 
qualifications -of bishop-elders and. deacons, with 
rules for government and discipline—a Directory in 
short, for the use of ministers, evangelists, and 
teachers in all time to come. 


Verse 6. But—contrasts the mistaken notions 
mentioned in previous verse as to what is gain, with 
contentment in this. Godliness—good living. holi- 
ness. Great gain—having the promise of the life 
that now is, and of that which is to come, godliness 
renders the christian contented with his lot—trees 
him from anxiety as to the future. All godly people 
can say with Paul ‘‘I have learned in whatsoever 
state Lam to be content,’ Phil. 4: 11. V.7. For, 
we brought nothing &e.—appeals to the reasonable- 
ness of contentment. Beggars should not be choosers. 
God will provide what is needfui for His own. Ps. 
87:25 and 84:11. V.8. Having food and raiment— 
taken for granted that believers shall have these at 
any rate. Isa. 33: 15-16. V.9. They that will be— 
who covet riches at all hazards—who will sacrifice 
truth and honour for wealth—there are such even 
now. /al/—not merely are in danger of falling, they 
do fall. Hence the Lord’s prayer, teaches us to say, 
‘“Lead us not into temptation ’’—But notice, they 
themselves fall. James 1: 13-14 V. 10. The love 
of—money itself is not an evil, but inordinate love 
of it is one of the roots of all evil. It makes men 
covetous, envious, selfish, niggardly; eats religion 
out of their souls, 2 Tim. 4: 10. V. 1). But thou 
man of God—contrasted with some in v.10. Thou— 
thyself in y. 20—O‘ Timothy,’’—thou art a minister, 
and therefore no longer a man of the world—flee 
these things.

Titus was another of Paul’s Gentile converts, ch. 
1:4; a Greek, Gal. 2: 3; a fellow-labourer and help- 
er, 2 Cor. 8: 23; was with him at Rome and thence 
went to Dalmatia, 2 Tim. 4: 10. his written to 
him while in charge of the mission stations in 
Crete—now Candia; partly for himself, that he 
might speak with authority, but chiefly for the 
beuefit of the Cretians—some of whom had come 
under the influence of Peter’s preaching at Pentecost, 
Acts 2: li, but whose general character was far 
from good, ch. i: 12. 5 ) “ 

Verse 1. Put them—these Cretians, in mind 
They had known their duty but were in danger of 
forgetting that profession of religion implies good 
citizenship—submission to constituted authorities— 
sobriety and fidelity. This they_should shew by 
seeking occasion for doing good. V.2. Speak evil 
of no man—not even of bad men. If we cannot 
speak good of others, better to say nothing about 
them. Slanderous and foul-mouthed speech are 
denounced by James, Ch. 3: 1-10. Brawlers— 
contentious, quarrelsome, arguing for argument’s 
sake, 2 Tim. 2: 23-24. ‘The servant of the Lord 
must not strive: ’’? on the contrary be gentle, shew 
meekness, Luke 6: 27-29. V.3,. For we ourselves— 
the remembrance of our own sins and shortcomings 
should make us lenient and charitable towards 
others. Do we not pray,—‘‘ forgive us our debts as 
we forgive?’’? The penitent thief understood this 
when he said to his companion, * Dost thou not fear 
God seeing thou art in the same condemnation?” 
Luke 23: 40. Were sometimes—before our conversion. 
V.4. But after—a strong contrast betwixt a past 
natural state and a present deliverance from sin. 
VY. 5. Not by works—These are the results—the 
fruits of our election the evidence of faith, James

Which He—the Holy Spirit—Shed on us 
abundantly—richly. _God_is a bountiful giver, 
“here sin abounded, Grace did much more 
abound. Rom. 5: 20. see also2 Pet. 1:11. Through 
Jesus Christ—the channel through which we receive 
the Holy Ghost. V. 7. Justified by Grace—as 
opposed to works inv. 5. Made heirs uccording to 
the hope—we do not now enter fully on the inherit- 
anee. Though even now ‘’the sons of God,” the 
crown of righteousness—eternal life—is /aid up for 
us, 2 Tim. 4:8. This blessed hope inspires practical 
holiness. V. 8. 9. This ws a faithful saying— 
therefore one which all ministers and teachers should 
constantly affirm, namely, that foolish talking, 
boasting. contentions, and strivings about nice 
points of law and order. are unprofitable. They 
which have believed in God—Gr. believed God—will 
necessarily be more careful to maintain good 
works than to make a display of their abilities, or 
to indulge in hollow professions. 1 John 3: 17. 
“Pure religion and undefiled before God and the 
Father is this’’—James 1 : 27. 

LEARN that as Christianity is the only true source 
of patriotism and national prosperity. so it is the 
only solid ground-work for integrity in the individual. 
Prov. 14 4 and Heb.12: 14 The evils which 
Paul refers to in Ch. 2 are not extinct at the present 
time. The good advice here offered Should be pres- 
ged upon the attention of youth,—" that shewing 
good fidelity,’ “‘ denying ungodliness and worldly 
lusts, we should live sober/y, righteously, and godly 
in this present world.’”’ Titus 2: 12. 
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OUR GREAT HIGH PRIEST.

Turis EpIstie is supposed to have been written by 
St. Paul at Rome, during his first imprisonment 
there, shortly before the destruction of Jerusalem. 
The reference to Timothy at the end of the book 
makes him the bearer of the dispatch. ‘The 
Hebrews,”’ supposed to be the Christian Jews in 
Jerusalem as well as those who had left the City 
and settled in Asia Minor. St. Peter, writing to the 
latter, says that Paul had already written them—2 
Pet. 3:15. THE pusian of the epistile is to show 
the superiority of Christianity over Judaism, inas- 
much as its author was greater than Moses, Ch. 3: 3. 
The lesson confines attention to the priestly attri- 
butes of Christ, which had a special significance to 
the Jews, so long familiar with the Mosaic 
economy. See references to the priestly office in 
Lev. Ch. 4: tothe High Priest, Lev. 16: and how 
Christ executeth the office, S. Catechism, Q. 25. 


Verses 14-15: Our Great Hicn Priest is greater 
than Aaron, (1) because he has passed into, or 
through, the heavens, into the immediate presence 
of God. The Jewish high priest went once a year, 
and every year within the veil, but Christ, once for 
all, has passed and taken his seat upon His inter- 
cessory throne. His sacrificial work was “ finished”? 
by His death on the cross, but the work of redemption 
still goes on—will go‘on till the end of the world— 
“‘ He ever liveth to make intercession for us,’’ Heb. 
7:25. (2) Our High Priest is Divine, Jesus the Son 
of Giod—so called because he saves his people from 
their sins, Matt.1: 21. (3) Our High Priest is sin- 
less—free from original and actual sin, though 
tempted, he never yielded to temptation ; this could 
not be said of Aaron. ‘Youched with the feeling of 
our infirmities—He is gracious and sympathetic— 
not only able but willing to save to the uttermost. 
Let us hold fast—It is not enough to accept Christ, 
we must hold fast our profession of faith in Him— 
must never deny Him, nor be ashamed of Him be- 
fore men. Only he that endureth to the end shall 
be saved, Matt. 10: 22. Those who fall away, im- 
possible for them, Heb. 6: 4-6. V. 16. Let us there- 
fore come boldly—nothing doubting. To the throne 
of grace—because itis a throne of grace, not of 
inflexible justice, and because we have a Mediator 
there—an advocate with the Father to plead our 
cause, 1 John2:1. That we may obtain mercy.. 
and grace—mercy to pardon cur sins, grace to purify 
our souls and keep us from falling. Jn time cf need— 
every time is a time of need, so we should pray 
without ceasing—pray in advance, that when tempt- 
ations assail we may find grace to resist- Specially 
for mercy at “that day”’ when we shall most need 
it—our dving day,2 Tim.1 : 12,18. Chap. V: 1. 
From among men—not from angels, who could not 
have a fellow-feeling for as men. Christ answers 
this description, Gal. 4:4. Ordained—consecrated, 
set apart. Vs. 2,3. Christ by taking upon Himself 
our sinless: infirmities could compassionate the 
ignorant, and reclaim those enticed out of the way 
by the wiles of Satan. Unlike Aaron, He had no 
sins of His own to expiate. V.4. No man taketh 
this honour—no man has a right to assume the 
priestly office at his own hand, He must be duly 
qualified and appointed. Aaron was so, Exo. 28: 1- 
8. Paul was called to be an apostle—separated unto 
the Gospel, Rom. 1:1. Uzziah was signally punish- 
ed for presuming to officiate, 2 Chron. 26 : 19-20. 
Vs. 5,6. Christ glorified not himself—In_ virtue of 
his Son-ship, He received His commission direct 
from the Father, 1 John 4: 9-10. Saith in another 
place—Ps. 110: 4and Ch. 7 : 17,21. Melchisedek—a 
contemporary of Abraham—King of Salem, i. e. 
Jerusalem, and ‘*a priest of the most high God ”— 
the first Priest named in Scripture. 
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THE HOME MISSION FUND.

Ge Reports of the Committees charged 
with the oversight of eur Home Missions, 
having informed the General Assembly at 
last meeting, that the funds hitherto placed 
at their disposal have proved inadequate to 
meet the necessary expenditure, the Assembly 
took the whole subject of its Home Missions, 
and supplements to weak congregations, into 
consideration, and, after long and anxious 
reasoning, adopted certain resolutions which 
have been printed and circulated among the 
various Presbyteries, Jnter alia,—a committee 
was appointed to prepare a short appeal to the 
members and adherents of the Church, setting 
forth the condition and requirements of the 
Fund—to be signed by the Moderator,—and to 
be read by every minister from the pulpit, on 
some Lord’s Day, on or before the last Sabbath 
of September; and enjoining that an oppor- 
tunity be afforded to every individual to 
contribute, by subscription, or otherwise, as 
Kirk-sessions, and Deacon’s Court may resolve 
upon. We shall not anticipate this appeal by 
any words of ours. All we have to say about 
it at present is, that the subject matter of the 
circular is of the highest possible importance 
to the being and well-being of the Church. 
If our Home Mission operations are not found- 
ed on a proper basis, and supported system- 
atically and genereusly, we need not expect to 
prosper in our congregational work nor, indeed, 
in any other department of our church work. 
<‘If any provide not for his own....he is 
worse than an infidel.” We do not anticipate 
that there is a single minister or missionary in 
the Church who will disregard the deliverance 
of the Assembly in this matter. To do so 
would be to incur a very grave responsibility. 
But there is an unfortunate tendency in human 
nature towards procrastination. There is 
nothing like a well-timed, concentrated move- 
ment all along the line, in an emergency of this 
kind. It should not be allowed to interfere 
with any of the other missionary or benevolent 

schemes of the Church. 
The collection for the Assembly Fund falls 
to be taken on the first Sabbath of September. 
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If only all would give the very small amount: 
that is asked for this purpose the fund would. 
be out of debt; but..... 


PrRrHaps few take the trouble to read atten- 
tively that portion of the Rxecorp intituled’ 
‘‘ MEETINGS OF PRESBYTERIES.” Nevertheless: 
it costs more labour than might be supposed.. 
If any one will just try their hand at ‘ boiling 
down” the reports of twenty Presbyteries into a: 
couple of pages—as in this number—they will be 
in a better position to appreciate the difficulties. 
connected with the process. But brief as our 
notices of this kind must necessarily be, we 
attach no small importance to them.  For,. 
after all, it is in the Presbytery that the ad- 
ministrative work of the Church is done. In 
the notices for this month there is presented, 
a bird’s eye view, as it were, of the whole 
Church—from Newfoundland to Manitoba ; and 
you seem to feel the pulse of the various 
congregations throbbing with life. It is. 
especially gratifying to find so very general 
and hearty an expression of loyalty to the 
Supreme Court as is evidenced in the action 
already taken by nearly all the Presbyteries in 
the matter of the Home Mission Fund. Our 
simple aim in preparing these notices is to 
seize upon any thing we find recorded in the 
meeting of a given Presbytery that we think 
may be of benefit to some other Presbytery. 
This will explain to Presbytery Clerks why it 
is found necessary to exclude all matters of 
purely local interest. 


Rev. G. W. Sprort, the delegate of the 
Church of Scotland to our Assembly, left for 
home in the R.M.S. Nova Scotian which sailed: 
from Halifax ou the 5th ult. He made a brief 
visit to Newfoundland,—the Nova Scotian 
having called at St. John’s.

shortly from the Pacific Coast, via the Rocky 
Mountains, and Saskatchewan Valley. THE 
Rey. Donatp Ross, of Lancaster, has gone 
forth from:us on his long journey to PRINCE 
ALBERT in the North West Territories in true 
Patriarchal fashion, taking with him his wife 
and children, and household stuff, and of ether 
goods and chattels very much. We sincerely 
wish them a prosperous journey, and great. 
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usefulness in the goodly land to which they 
are going. . . 
THE Rev. RopERT CHAMBERS, formerly of 
‘Whitby, has accepted an appointment from the 
American Board of Commissioners for Foreign 
Missions, to go as a missionary to Erzroum, 
Eastern Turkey. Mr. Chambers expects to 
sail for his destination in about a month, 
taking with him his wife and little boy of two 
‘years, One of his brothers also accompanies 
him to the same field. Our dear brother is 
going to ‘classic ground ” truly! He will be 
‘very near the spot where a celebrated Mission- 
ary stepped ashore some four thousand and 
odd years ago, after a voyage of a year and ten 
days across a much broader sea than the 
Atlantic. We heartily wish him Godspeed. 


THe Rey. Duncan Morrison, of Owen 
Sound, at present on leave of absence, has been 
making good use of his time in Scotland. For 
some months he supplied the pulpit of the Rev. 
Mr. Maclean, of Penninghame, where he is 
said to have stolen the hearts of the people, 
and since then he has stolen the heart of a Dum- 
frieshire lady to whom he was married last 
month. It is too late now to cry ‘stop thief.” 
‘Our friend is evidently incorrigible. 

SUPPLEMENTING Funp : MARITIME 
PROVINCES. 


The debt remaining on this Fund in May 
was $1,084. Congregations had fallen off in 
their contributions, $587. The semi-annual 
payments fell due on the Ist July, and the 
Committee according to the Assembly’s direct- 
ion borrowed enough te pay one half,—the 
socond instalment to remain unpaid until 
congregations provide funds. The Committee 
find it necessary to reduce expenditures at least 
one-third. This is because the grant received 
for some time from the Church of Scotland is 
about to be withdrawn, and congregational 
contributions are at a rate that compels the 
Committee to retrench. The following resolution 
was adopted by the Committee at its meeting 
on the 7th July : 

That the list now to be prepared shall be for six 
months only, from July st, i879, to January, Ist, 
and that payments shall be made pro rata from 
funds in the treasurer’s hands, after the loan for 
July 1879 payments has been repaid—the present 
debt of $1,084.28 to remain. é 

That as a preparation to reducing grants, especially 
to the larger congregations on the list, a circular be 
be prepared and issued by the secretary, embracing 
the various regulations of the General Assembly 


respecting congregations on supplemented list; and 
that a copy be sent to clerks of Presbyteries, and to 


all ministers of each Presbytery, and to all supple-. 


mented congregations in the Maritime Provinces. 
This circular has been some weeks in the 
hands of Presbyteries, and it is hoped that the 
facts it contains have received due attention. 
‘The Committee ‘urgently entreat Presbyteries 
to abate their demands to the lowest possible 
figure.” Congregations that have long been 


reeeiving grants are urged to do without any 
further aid, or to do with greatly reduced 
grants. A readjustment of boundaries in some 
quarters is suggested as a means of relieving 
the Fund. Another meeting of the Committee 
will be held early in January. Presbyteries are 
to send in their reports to Dr. MacGregor before 
the end of December. Every member of the 
Church, whether in a poor or a rich congiega- 
tion, should aid in the good work of helping 
the weak, and extending the bounds of the 
Church.

and Bible-classes which are, as they ought to 
be, above ground, 

LEEBURN, Ont. :—The new church erected 
here to replace the one destroyed by fire last 
November, was opened for worship on 27th 
July. The Rev. James Sieveright, the pastor, 
officiated at the morning service, and the Rev. 
Wiliam Graham, of Egmondville, in the 
evening. 

Suemocug, N. 8., A new church was open- 
ed here on the 15th June. Rev. T. Talloch 
presided, and was assisted by Rev. W. S: 
Darragh. It is a neat and comfortable church 
52 x 32, seated to accommodate nearly 300 
people. The congregation is a new one, and 
deserves credit for the energy with which its 
work is being done. 

Boyne River : Manitoba :—The first Pres- 
byterian church built in South Western 
Manitoba, was opened on Sabbath, 6th June. 
Rev. W. R. Ross, pastor, preached in the 
morning, and Rev. James Douglas, Morris, in 
the afternoon. A soiree was held next day in 
honour of the occasion at the Church. On all 
occasions the attendance was good, and would 
have been better had the roads admitted. The 
receipts from Sabbath collections and soiree, 
amounted to $52.55.

Hleetings of Dre byteries

(Y EWFoUNDLAND July 9th :—This 
Presbytery met at St. John’s. All the 
ministers and one elder were present. Rev. 
L. G. Macneill was appointed Moderator for 
the ensuing year. Rev. D. Creelman reported 
concerning his work at Bay of Islands, which 
is now organized into a congregation with a 
full staff of officers. A church and a manse 
have been erected which are nearly free from 
debt. Sabbath-schools, Bible classes, and Pray- 
er Meetings, are regularly conducted. Two 
schoclhouses have been erected, and the 
excellent teachers are supported by all de- 
nominations there. But no grant from the 
public funds has been received. The Presby- 
tery was much gratified with this report from a 
field which was occupied for the first time only 
three years ago—Rev. A. Gunn _ reported 
progress among the miners of Bett’s Cove and 
Little Bay. There are now 200 Presbyterians 
at Little Bay, and about 50 at Bett’s Cove. 
They contribute $400 a year towards the 
support of the missionary, and they have 
secured a suitable site for a church building, 
and subscribed $1000 towards such a build- 
ing. This sum, with aid from St. John’s, secures 
a total of $1250. The Presbytery was much

gratified with Mr. Gunn’s report, requested 
him to continue his labours, and authorized 
him to organize the people into a regular 
congregation, to form a communion roll, have 
officers appointed, and celebrate the Lord’s 
Supper. 


LUNENBURG AND YARMOUTH : 22nd July :— 
The demission of Rev. D. McGregor, of the 
congregation of New Dublin, was accepted. 
The Presbytery did not see its way clear to 
proceed further in re-arranging New Dublin 
and neighbouring stations. Leave was given 
to moderate in a call at Lunenburg. A call 
from Bridgewater, to Rev. John Cameron was 
sustained, and provisional arrangements made 
for induction. 

Hatirax : 5th August :—The Presbytery of 
Halifax met in Poplar Grove Church, and at- 
tended to numerous matters of routine. A 
special committee was appointed to consider 
the proposed allocation of Funds to be collect- 
ed by the congregations. An application for 
moderation in a call from Elmsdale and Nine 
Mile River, was allowed to lie on the table till 
next meeting, which will be held at Elmsdale. 

QvuEBFo: 17th July:—lIn accordance with 
the instructions of the General Assembly, 
deputations were appointed to visit the 
supplemented congregations and mission 
stations, within the bounds. An application 
from Knox Church, Brampton Gore, to be 
recognised as a congregation was favourably 
entertained. Arrangements were made for 
holding missionary meetings. Mr. James T. 
Patterson, a student of Morrin College, Quebee,. 
was, licensed to preach the Gospel. 


LANARK AND ReENFREW : 15th July :— 
Considerable interest was attached to this 
meeting in connection with the appeal before 
the last General Assembly inthe ‘‘ organ case.” 
The matter was happily settled ] y compromise— 
All parties agreeing to the use of the organ 
only at the evening service, and the Presbytery 
hinding the congregation not to take a vote,. 
or agitate the question in any public way, for 
the next three years. Deputations were ap- 
pointed to visit all the supplemented congre- 
gatons and mission stations, in connection with 
the resolutions of last Assembly: and this 
Presbytery, of a year old, promises to be as 
thoroughly organized in its Home Mission work 
as any in the Church, through the energy and 
zeal of its Convener, Mr. Campbell of Renfrew. 

At an adjourned meeting, held on 23rd July, 
Mr. M. H. Scott was Jicensed to preach the 
Gospel, and Mr. Taylor was ordained as 
missionary at Mattawa. 


GLENGARRY : Ist and 17th July :—Rev. 
Neil MacNish L.L. D.,was appointed Moderator. 
The report of the committee on statistics was: 
ordered to be forthcoming at next ordinary 
meeting, and other business of local interest 
was transacted. At the meeting held on the 
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18th, arrangements were made for the ordina- 
tion and induction of Mr. McCrae at Osnabruck, 
elsewhere noticed. 

BROCKVILLE : 8th July :—Rev. Elias Mullan, 
of N. Augusta was elected Moderator. Mr. 
Burnfield, Convener, presented and read the 
Home Mission Report of the Presbytery’s 
committee, which was received and action 
taken thereanent. Committees were named 
to visit supplemented congregations in relation 
to their connection with Assembly’s Home 
Mission Fund. Reports were received from 
commissioners to the General Assembly A 
suitable minute was adopted, in reference to the 
resignation by Rev. G. M. Clark of his charge 
at Kemptville. Mr. Leishman gave notice that 
at next meeting, he intended to introduce a 
motion respecting the action of members who 
absent themselves, perhaps for years, from the 
Lord’s table, and yet continue to claim the 
rights of membership. 


Kineston : 8th July :—Rev. Walter Coul- 
thard was appointed Moderator. Messrs. John 
Ferguson, B. D., and George McMillan, B. A., 
were duly licensed to preach the Gospel. A 
Conference on Sabbath-school work was held in 
the evening, when addresses were delivered, by 
Messrs. Gallagher and Wilson. Mr. T. G. 
Smith, Convener, presented the report of the 
Presbytery’s Home Mis:ion Committee, inter 
alia, recommending the appointment of 
deputations to visit all the supplemented 
congregations and mission stations, for the 
purpose of securing increased liberality on 
their part, and, as far as possible, relieving the 
Home Mission Fund from the burden of their 
support. The report was adopted, and it wes 
announced that the congregations of Pictou, 
and of Roslin and Thurlow, have both resolved 
in future to dispense with any further aid. 


Wuirsy : 15th July :—The Home Mission 
report was read and considered, and a committee 
appointed to visit supplemented congregations, 
with a view to lessening their drafts on the 
Home Mission Fund. A minute was adopted 
in reference to the retirement of the Rev. 
Alexander Kennedy, of Dunbarton, from the 
active duties of the ministry, recognising his 
devoted and successful labours during the long 
period of forty-five years. A suitable minute 
was also adopted in reference to the translation 
of Rev. John Hogg, from Oshawa to Charles 
Street Congregation, Toronto. 


Toronto : 15th July :—Commissioners to 
the General Assembly reported their attendance 
at said Court. An application was read from 
Rev. Christopher Smith, of the Free Church 
Presbytery of Brechin, Scotland, to be rceived 
as a minister of this Church, and it was agreed 
to apply to the next General Assembly in his 
favour. The erection of a new congregation 
at Dixie, Toronto Township, was announced. 
Various extract minutes of the General Assem- 


bly were read, and action taken thereon ; 
specially in reference to the deliverance on 
Home Missions, requiring each Presbytery to 
shew that the grants have been revised since 
meeting of Assembly, and that deputies have 
visited the congregations and mission stations 
within the bounds with a view to the reduction 
of the grants. This matter was remitted to 
the Presbytery’s Home Mission Committee. 


BaRRIgE : 29th July:—Mr. Duncan Me- 
Donald of Creemore, was elected Moderator. 
The report sf the Committee on Session Records 
directed attention to some irregularities, and 
elicited discussions on the right of congrega- 
tions to elect office bearers ; on re-baptism of 
Roman Catholics; and private administration 
of the Lord’s Supper. The following recom- 
mendations were adopted. (1.) That ministers 
give more attention to the keeping of Session 
Records, and read over the minutes carefully 
before signing. (2.) That Records be handed 
in to the Presbytery annually, at the first meet- 
ing after the beginning of the Calendar year. 
(3.) That the attention of Moderators and 
clerks of Sessions be called to chapter VIII of 
the new Book of Forms, and that each Session 
preserve a copy of said Book. The Home Mis- 
sion committee was instructed to procure the 
services of two additional ordained missionaries 
for the Muskoka district. Messrs. M. Fitz- 
simmons, B. A., and Daniel. M. Beattie, M.A., 
were licensed to preach the Gospel. 


OwEN SowunpD 15th July :—Rev. A. 
Stevenson was elected Moderator. Mr. Moody 
real a paper on ‘‘The training of the young.” 
In this connection the Presbytery unanimously 
recorded its opinion that ministers, elders, and 
members of the Church ought to do all they 
can to help forward the movement now on foot 
for securing the reading of the Bible in all our 
public schools. It transpired that most of the 
congregations had taken up collections for 
defraying the expenses of commissioners to 
the General Assembly.

GuELPH : 15th July :—Rev. W. S. Ball was. 
appointed Moderator. A committee was ap- 
pointed to arrange for missionary meetings. 
The resolutions of the General Assembly anent. 
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Home Missions were submitted and read, and 
special attention called to one forbidding the 
Home Mission Committee to make new grants 
to either congregations or stations, or to 
continue old ones unless evidence was produced 
that the same had been visited and proof 
given that they were doing all they could of 
themselves for the support of ordinances. 
Commissioners to the General Assembly report- 
ed their diligence in attending to the duties 
assigned them. Arrangements were made at 
the request of the Foreign Mission Committee, 
for the ordination and designation of Mr. J. 
Wilkie, son of Mr. William Wilkie, of this 
city, as missionary to India. The ordination 
is to take place in Knox church on the evening 
of the second Tuesday of September, Mr. Ball 
to preach and preside, Prof. McLaren, of 
Knox College, Toronto, to address the mission- 


ary, and Messrs. Smellie and McCrae the 
people. 
Hamitton : 15th July : — Twenty-five 


ministers and ten elders were present. ‘In 
regard to the General Assembly’s deliverance, 
anent the Home Mission Fund and work, the 
the Presbytery recommended that this be made 
the subject of discourse at a regular Sabbath 
service in each congregation, that the appeal to 
be issued on the subject be then read, and that 
the Moderator of each Kirk-session report in 
writing as to the method adopted, and the 
amount received : also, that a similar statement 
be made to the Sabbath-schools, and that they 
be cordially invited to co-operate.

The affairs of the congregation were found to 
be satisfactory, and a deliverance was agreed to, 
and appointed to be read from the pulpit the 
following Sabbath, by the Rev. R. N. Grant. 
Mr. W. N. Chambers, was received as a licen- 
tiate of the church and the Rev. Robert 
Chambers recently of Whitby, was recog- 
nized as a minister without charge. Steps 
were taken for the visitation of supplemented 
congregations ; also, for the apportionment of 
the amount required for Home Mission 
purposes by the General Assembly’s committee— 
tamilies being made the basis of distribution. 


LONDON : 22nd July :—Messrs. D. L. Munro, 
H. Cameron,and A. Smith, were duly licensed to 
preach the Gospel. Mr. Lawrence, catechist. 
was certified to the Presbytery of Manitoba. 
A request was made from Napier, Alwinston, 
Brook, and Enphemia, to be united in one 
charge. Steps were taken to carry out the 


instructions of the General Assembly in regard 
to supplemented congregations, 

Huron : 8th July :—Rev. John S. Lochead 
was appointed Moderator. It was agreed to 
hold a Presbyterial Sabbath-school convention 
at Goderich in the month of February. A 
union of the congregations of McKillop and 
Tuckersmith, and that of Seaforth was sanction- 
ed. A minute was adopted in reference to the 
retirement of Rev. Matthew Barr, pastor of the 
above first named congregation, recognizing 
with thankfulness his abundant labours

during the past twenty-six years. A similar 
minute was also adopted in reference to the 
translation of Rev. John Ferguson, of Brussels. 

MAITLAND : 15th July :—The Rev. S. Jones, 
of Brussels, presided as Moderator at this, the 
first meeting of this new Presbytery.

Clerk, The Presbytery consists of seventeen 
settled charges, five vacancies, and two mission 
stations. Mr. Wilkins gave notice of motion 
in reference to the election of Commissioners 
to the General Assembly. Resolutions anent 
Home Missions adopted by the General Assem- 
bly were read, and it was agreed to visit all the 
supplemented congregations with a view to 
the reduction of grants. It was agreed to 
order a collection to be taken up in all the 
congregations, to defray the travelling expenses 
of commissioners. 

MANITOBA: This Presbytery last met in 
Knox Church, Winnipeg. Rev. Allan Bell 
was elected Moderator. Standing committees 
were appointed on Home and Foreign Missions, 
Finance, and _ Statistics, Sabbath-schools, 
Temperance, State of Religion, &¢, Deputa- 
tions were appointed to visit the everal stations. 
Rey. Alex. Smith gave an interesting report of 
his labours in the little Saskatchewan district. 
Mr. Goldie gave a like account of his work in 
the Big Plain, and Beautiful Plain District. 
In both, the population is large, requiring an 
increased supply of services. The Home 
Mission Committee was instructed to secure 
another missionary for the Canada Pacific 
Railway. It was agreed that all congregations 
and mission stations be requested to take up a 
a collection in aid of the Home Mission, upon 
an early day. A minimum rate of fifteen 
cents per member was suggested. Mr. Patter- 
son, a minister of the English Presbyterian 
Church, was furnished with letters of commend- 
ation to such menibers of the Presbyterian 
Church as he may visit on his way across the 
continent to the Pacific coast.

HE Rev. WiuiiAM Barriz, D. D., of 

» Guelph, departed this life on the 28th 

July, having well-nigh attained the pa- 

triarchal age of fourscore years. His native 
place was Gateside, Fifeshire, Scotland. After 
having completed his theological education at 
the University of St. Andrew’s, Mr. Barrie 
went as a travelling companion with a friend 
to Madeira. On receiving license he officiated 
for some time in Scotland, and also in London, 
England, when he accepted a three years ap- 
pointment from the United Secession Church 
to labour in Canada. He soon received several 
eligible calls, and finally accepted one from 
Eramosa of which he was ordained the pastor 
on the 4th January, 1843. A few years ago 
the Presbyterian College of Monmouth, U. S., 
conferred on him the degree of D. D., an 
honour to which he was well entitled. Dr. 
Barrie retired from the active duties of the 
ministry a few years ago, and had since lived 
in Guelph honoured and beloved by many 
friends and acquaintances. 
— Mr. Jonn SuTHERLAND—an honoured Elder 
of the united Congregation of Guthrie Church, 
Melbourne and Cooke’s Church, Caradoc, Lon- 
don Pres., died on the 9th June last. Mr. 
Sutherland was a native of Morayshire, Scot- 
land—born in 1809. He came to Canada in 
1835, and soon afterwards settled in Caradoc 
where he lived ever since and was highly res- 
pected. 

Mr. JAmzs AITKIN, a native of Kilmarnock, 
Scotland, died in Montreal, June 19th, 1879. 
He received his first communion in 1827,— 
came to this city some years after—was one of 
the first members of Coté Street Church—was 
diligent and successful in business—liberally 
supported ordinances—was a useful Elder of 
St. Mark’s Church—beloved by his fellow- 
worshippers—a friend to the poor—blameless 
in moral character, and was brought to his 
grave ‘“‘like as ashock of cern cometh in his 
season.” 

Mr. Jonn McLzop, Elder, Glashvine, Bel- 
fast, P. E. Island, departed this life on the 
20th July last at the age of 64 years. He 
officiated as an Elder 23 years in this congrega- 
tion. He lead a cheerful and consistent life, 
and was beloved by all who knew him, His 
piety was deep-toned, cheerful and zealous. He 
was an energetic and effective worker in the 
Sabbath-school and continued actively to per- 
form his duties until the Master summoned 
him to his reward.

ROvOST Murray, of Paisley, is dead. He 
Y was well known, and highly esteemed by 
many on this side of the Atlantic as one 
of the most genial and hospitableof men. He 
had been a great many years the chief 
Magistrate of Paisley, and, while an active and 
liberal member of the Free Church, was truly 
catholic in his sentiments. He was the father 
of the Rev. John Clarke Murray, L.L. D., 
Professor of Moral Philosophy in the University 
of McGill College, Montreal. The death is 
announced of Rev. Peter Cairns, the venerable 
pastor of Stewarton U. P. Church, in the 87th 
year of his age, and 52nd of his ministry. 
The Rev. Mr. Thomson, who has been a 
missionary in Palestine for forty years, has 
returned to New York, and is preparing a new 
and elaborately illustrated edition of his 
famous work, ‘‘The Land and the Book” to 
be published by the Harpers. Three mission- 
ary Bishops were recently consecrated in St. 
Paul’s Cathedral, London, (1.) The Rev. 
Joseph Barclay, as Bishop of the English 
Church, Jerusalem, in room of the late Bishop 
Gobat; (2.) The Rev. John Martindale, 
Speechly, as Bishop of Travancore; and (3.) 
The Rev. William Ridley, as Bishop of 
Caledonia, British Coiumbia. 


At an in hune effectum meeting of the Synod 
of the United Presbyterian Church held in 
Edinburgh, on 23rd July, effect was given to 
the recommendation of the committee to whom 
Mr. McCran’s case had been submitted in the 
following terms :— Whereas the answers of Mr. 
Macrae to the questions of the Committee show 
that he claims liberty as a minister of this 
Church to hold and teach, in general], that the 
doctrine of the Subordinate Standards on the 
subject of the future condition of the wicked 
contradicts the sense of Scripture and traduces 
the character of Almighty God ; in particular, 
that the everlasting existence of the unsaved 
in a state of sin and suffering is not a Scriptural 
doctrine, and that he does not hold it; that it 
is irreconcilable with the revealed purposes of 
God, and, therefore, with His character, that 
human beings should exist for ever in such a 
state ; that he claims liberty to hold and teach 
the theory of restoration, or that of conditional 
immortality ; and whereas Mr. Macrae thus 
avowedly rejects, contravenes, and denounces 
the teaching of the Subordinate Standards 
regarding the punishment of the wicked, the

That 
decision having been appealed against, and the 
Synod, having carefully considered the same, 
carried the following motion :—‘*‘ Dismiss the 
protest and appeal, affirm the finding of the 
Committee, and on the ground of that finding 
declare Mr. Macrae no longer a minister of this 
Church.” The Moderator added ‘In their 
name, I have now to declare that you are no 
longer a minister of the Church.” 


The separation of a minister from his 
Church, and the fellowship of the brethren, is 
always a painful thing‘ when it occurs after 
this fashion it is doubly so. People ask why 
could not this matter have been settled 
amicably ? The sentence did not come sudden- 
ly nor unexpectedly. Mr Macrae had seen the 
probabilities of it deepening into certainty. 
If he could neither retract nor resile, one 
other course remained—he could voluntarily 
have withdrawn from his church connexion. 
But then he would not have attained to even 
the appearance of martyrdem. Mr. Macrae’s 
congregation have publicly condemned the 
action of the Synod, locked the doors of the 
church against ‘‘supply” appointed by the 
Presbytery and resolved to separate from the 
U.P. Church, and to recall Mr. Macrae as 
their minister. 


VERY DIFFERENT was the case of Mr. 
ALCOTT, a member of the Presbytery of 
Wooster, in the State of Ohio. _He had for 
some time past experienced serious difficulties 
in preaching on the doctrine of the atonement-— 
in short he found that his views upon this 
subject were more ‘‘unlimited” than those 
which Calvinism, as he understood the system, 
countenanced, or indeed would tolerate. In- 
stead of raising a hue-and-cry, and converting 
the Presbytery into a bear garden, he courteous- 
ly stated his difficulty and expressed a desire 
to be dismissed in good standing. However 
reasonable such a course may seem to the 
uninitiated, it would have been easy to have 
raised objections to the granting of his request. 
It was “‘a new thing”—not strictly in accord 
with Presbyterial polity—to deal thus with 
Arminianism. But Mr. Alcott was released 
from his ordination vows, and parted from his 
brethren in peace. Surely it was better so. 
Mr. Alcott states his case in these terms,—** I 
asked If I could preach an unlimited atone- 
ment for sins; namely, that God designs the 
atonement for all men. The answer, both by 
the committee and the Presbytery, was, ‘No:’ 
and the reason assigned was that “the Stand- 
ards,” set forth the doctrine of an atonement 
definite in its design, and his ordination vows 
limit a Presbyterian minister to teach the 
doctrine of the Confession of Faith.’” 


The declinature of the Professorship of 
Apologetics in the College of the Presbyterian 


Church in England by Professor Patton, of 
Chicago, has occasioned great disappointment on 
the other side. There are many also on this 
side of the Atlantic who regret it, and for two © 
reasons, first, because they believe that a man 
of Dr. Patton’s stamp was greatly needed in 
the present circumstances of the English 
Presbyterian Church: secondly, because they 
do not see much force in the objection which 
proved insuperable, namely, that the Seminary 
of the North West might shut its doors’ if 
Professor Patton were to go away. Some well- 
informed Americans, think that at least half a 
dozen Theological Colleges might be advantage- 
ously dispensed with in the United States at 
present, without very serious consequences to 
the Presbyterian Church. 

Tot COMMITTEE appointed by the Pan- 
Presbyterian Council as to creeds, held its final 
meeting for Scotland lately in Edinburgh. 
That body, at its meeting next year, will thus 
be able to compare the formule of the Churches 
on both sides of the Atlantic. They are not 
the same. The American Presbyterian Church 
accepts the Confession as certaining the ‘‘system 
of doctrine” of Scripture. The Scotch U. P. 
Church accepts it as ‘‘ exhibiting the sense ” in 
which the Church understands Scripture. Both 
thus leave a little margin to the Church to 
tolerate a man who differs from the Confession 
in minute details. But on the question 
whether Restorationism is left open by the 
Confession, or whether (if not) it is a minute 
detail, the Northern American Church came 
to a decision only last year, in a very similar 
case to that of Gourock. They found that it 
not only was a serious deviation from the 
Confession, but a deviation from the ‘system 
of doctrine.” which the Confession holds. 

Old Lord Jerviswoode is gone, and with him 
a well-known Edinburgh figure. 


A Sustentation Fund, 


Ties reference has again and again been made 
43 to the fact that a Sustentation Fund has 

> een tried in Canada and failed, it will 
interest your readers to learn some particulars 
of the great scheme which was born in 1844, 
nursed and cherished by a board of guardians 
until 1849, and was then buried out of sight. 
And first of all, it is needful for us to know 
something of the Church for which this 
scheme was intended. In 1844, there were 23 
ministers on the roll of the Synod, and in 
1848, the number had increased to 58, and it 
was not until that year that any thing like 
correct statistics of the general state of the 
Church were obtained. These few ministers 
were scattered over upper and lower Canada, 
many of them having vast regions of the 
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newly settled districts to supply with Gospel 
ordinances, and receiving for their self-denying 
labours, the merest pittance from a people who 
seldom possessing ready money, when they did 
receive it, seemed to keep it in their souls in- 
stead of in their pockets, so hard was it for 
them to part with any of it for the support of 
the Gospel. In these circumstances it will not 
be wondered at, that meetings of presbytery 
were few and far between, and that even meet- 
ings of Synod were but poorly attended. At 
the Synod of 1844, 19 ministers and 5 elders 
were present, and at the Synod of 1847, 27 
ministers and 13 elders, and when it is 
remembered that up to that date, the brethren 
had to pay their own travelling expenses, it is 
a wonder that any were present at all. Dr. 
Bayne, of Galt, brought forward his scheme 
for the support of the ministry ; and for a 
church so small, so unorganized, and so poor, 
even to attempt such a task as launching a 
great scheme of this kind was simply heroic. 
Now, in justice to Dr, Bayne it ought to be 
said that he never believed it a practicable 
scheme himself, and doubted the advisability 
of attempting to put inforce. Its peculiarities 
were, first, its comprehensiveness, it meant to 
draw into a central fund all monies raised by 
congregations for the support of the ministry, 
and to re-distribute these funds according to a 
rule of arithmetical progression. Congregations 
were really to have no direct voice as to the 
amount to be paid their ministers, but to allow 
the Committee to settle that by mathematics. 
Any sustentation schemes which had lived, 
have had before them no such object as crush- 
ing out the individuality of ministers and 
people, but have only endeavoured to secure a 
certain minimum stipend over the whole 
Church, leaving congregations perfectly free to 
add to that minimum as much as they liked, 
and free also to contribute to the general fund 
as much or as little as they chose, over and 
above the minimum. For example, according 
to Dr. Bayne’s plan, a congregation was bound 
to send into the central fund all its revenue, 
except what was necessary for church officer, 
&c., say a sum perhaps'of $2000, and its 
minister would receive back say $1400; his 
whole salary coming from the central fund, 
and liable to be altered by mathematics every 
year. According to the English Presbyterian 
plan, a congregation would be asked to send 
into the central fund the amount of the equal 
dividend which it would receive back, and as 
much more as it was able and willing to give 
for the help of the weaker congregations, but 
in no sense would the Sustentation Committee 
interfere with the right of that congregation to 
pay as high a stipend as it thought proper. 
A second peculiarity of Dr. Bayne’s plan, was 
its ingenuity, it not only must have required a 
man of great ability to invent it, but perhaps 
even greater ability was required to understand 


it, and the man who could make it plain to 
Canadian farmers must have been a genius 
such as is not to be found among us in these 
degenerate days. It seems from the numbers 
of manifestoes issued by the Committee that 
they had not much success in making it clear 
to the people, indeed, in one of these, after a 
most elaborate treatise on the subject they 
conclude “*N. B.— It is feared that this 
general statement of the scheme will give it an 
aspect of complication.” Here then is the 
summary of the plan. ‘* Let the minimum 
number representing each.congregations be 10 ; 
and let one be added to that number for every 
£20 over £100, contributed by that congrega- 
tion ; then add together the numbers represent- 
ing each congregation. Divide the whole 
sustentation fund by the sum so _ found, 
multiply the quotient by the number re- 
presenting each congregation. The product 
in each case will be the dividend due to the 
minister of said congregation.” Just think of 
a country minister explaining this scheme from 
the pulpit without notes or a black-board to 
help him! It is qnite evident that the scheme 
was too complicated ever to be workable, and 
that sustentation funds which have survived 
have been noted for their simplicity, First of 
all there is too much machinery about it to 
rouse the enthusiasm of Christian people, even 
if they could understand it, and I am sure 
many a godly elder would condemn it as un- 
scriptural. It gave no guarantee to any 
minister of a stated income for more than one 
year ; and it made it needful to withold a good 
part of his salary till the end of the year, or 
until such time as the annual balance was 
struck, which might be three months after the 
year was ended. A third peculiarity of Dr. 
Bayne’s scheme was that it demanded a radical 
change in the management of congregational 
finance, and interfered with existing contracts 
between ministers and their people. The last 
peculiarity of Dr. Bayne’s scheme which I will 
notice was, that the distribution committee 
was entirely composed of laymen. Now, it 
must be stated that Sustentation funds which 
have lived, have been carried on under the con- 
trol of ministers : for it is not only a knowledge 
of banking, or of buying and selling that is 
needed on such a Board, but also a knowledge 
of the Church, and all the characteristics of 
Presbyterian congregations. But now comes 
the question, should the failure of that scheme 
be a bar in the way of our securing a Sustenta- 
Fund for our great united Church ? surely not ! 
Should we be discouraged by such arguments 
from the past, and say, because a little Church, 
of some 30 or 40 ministers, when the country 
was new, and the congregations nearly all 
struggling for existence, failed to launch a 
scheme which was unworkable, that we, a strong 
Church of 600 ministers, with all the experience 
of churches in other lands, are not able to 
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succeed in Jaunching a fund of a simple and

hot times of it in Australia. He is now 

in South Austraha, he will shortly 
proceed to Queensland, and afterwards come on 
to New Zealand. As illustrating what the 
father has had to endure of ‘hardness as a 
good soldier of the cross,” we quote the follow- 
ing from the Australian Witness :—*‘ On 
Saturday, the 19th April, when Father 
Chiniquy was waiting for the train to Castle- 
maine, a well-dressed Roman Catholic lady 
approached him, spat in his face, covered it 
with dirt, and left at the double quick. 
Indignant at such an outrage, several friends 
asked a policeman to accompany them, some 
took hold of the worthy daughter of the Pope, 
and came to the father to ask him what to do 
with the woman. He was then calmly taking 
away with his handkerchief the dirt from his 
face. He answered :—‘‘ Let the poor woman 
alone, she does not know what she does; she 
has been told by her priest that I deserve to 
be so treated; she sincerely thinks she has 
dene right; let her go back home, without 
troubling her in any way. I cannot complain 
when I am treated just as my Saviour was: 
the servant is not above his Master.” The 
policeman released his prisoner—and the father 
took the train for Castlemaine. 

At Castlemaine, after his lecture on ‘ Tran- 
substan tion—sheer idolatry,” Jarge stones were 
thrown at Mr. Chiniquy, as he was driving to 
the manse of the Rev. A. B. M’Cay. One 
stone struck his head, and another the head of 
the Rey. John Russell, of Newstead. Mr. 
Chiniquy was protected in some measure by 
the leather of the buggy though he could not 
sleep after it. This is the ninth time he has 
been attacked in Victoria. Mr. Russell’s 
wound was more serious.” 

Writing of his own sufferings and mission, 
Mr. Chiniquy says: ‘ Protestants of Australia! | 
I do not write this to complain, but to take | 
away the mask which Rome has put on her 
face. And to ask you to bless God that I have 
been called to suffer something for our common 
Saviour’s sake ; my object is to awaken you to | 
the dangers that are ahead for your fair | 
country from the Church of Rome.

Would he 
not have perished there? as the priests of 
Rome, who hear the veice of God, are to-day 
perishing at our doors ? 


What would have become of Luther, if his 
friends had not sheltered him behind the walls 
of Wartburg? Was it not in solitude that, 
alone with his God, he studied the Bible, 
prayed, and drank the pure waters that flow 
from the fountain of Eternal lifs ? Was it not 
from that solitude that he came out, strong as 
a giant, to break the fetters of 100,000,000 
of slaves? And Knox! was not the lion of 
Judah happy to find a shelter under the 
hospitable roof of the Christians of Switzerland ? 
Was it not only after he had studied the Word of 
God in those peaceful retreats, that he came 
eut and struck such blows to the walls of 
Babylon, that they crumbled everywhere before 
him? Wasitnot only after several years of 
meditation and prayer in the solitudes of 
Switzerland, that his giant arm could wrench 
his dear and noble Scotland from the grasp of 
the Pope?

TRINIDAD MISSION, 


1. MR. MORTON’S DISTRICT.—SAVANNA GRANDE. 


WN ISSIONARY, Rev. J. Morton, appointed 
1867 ; Teacher, Miss Blackadder ; Native 
Evangelist, Joseph Annajee ; Stations— 

Savanna Grande, Jordan Hill, Mount Stewart 

and Morichal. 

Mr. Morton lives in the mission-house at 
Savanna Grande, the central station, and the 
work there may be briefly presented thus: At 
8 a.m., Sabbath school — attendance and 
interest well sustained; at 11 a.m., Public 
Worship, at which all helpers, as well as 
Coolies in the neighbourhood, attend, and at 
least as well as formerly. Lately an increased 
interest in the service and in Christian facts 
has been shewn by Mohommedans ; three have 
been baptized, and others are hesitating. 
Discussion must be going on among themselves, 
and recent converts defend their change and 
position vigorously. This also is the site of 
Miss Blackadder’s school, of which the report 
for the year is already before the Church, shew- 
ing a most successful year of work, numbers 
increasing, classes advancing, and young lads 
passing from the school in considerable numbers, 
qualified for situations of trust and usefulness, 
while girls have been fitted for acting their 
part at home with intelligence and discretion. 

2.—Jordan Hill District receives a Sabbath 
service on alternate afternoons, and here also 
the attendance is encouraging, while on alter- 
nate Sabbaths a number walk to Savanna 

Grande. Here the converts keep up a prayer 

meeting among themselves, and John Kunto 

kept up meetings on the estate hospital and 
occasionally in a neighbouring village. Since 

Kunto’s departure to India, Banka, the most 

advanced monitor, has taken up his work, but 

the school has been hindered by prevailing sick- 
ness among the children. 

3.—Mount Stewart has also an alternate 
afternoon service, which has been well attended, 
and people much interested, with, among other 
results, one baptism. 

4, Morichal. ‘Last year,” says Mr. 
Morton, ‘our Fairfield Hindustani School was 
our most distant point.’ Within the year, 
however, Mr. Morton has extended his line to 
the new and more distant district of Morichal, 
where a house was built and a sehool opened #n 
September, and Mr. Morton writes, ‘‘ Joseph 
Annajee was then transferred to the care of that 
field, the responsibilities of which he bears 
well, and the duties of which with my superin- 
tendence and aid he discharges well.” The 
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peculiarity of this district is that the people 
are land-owners, and few of them likely to 
return to India. The work has only begun, is 
full of interest and hope, and Annajee is 
throwing his energies into it. 

Besides the regular course of supply already 
indicated, Mr. Morton has visited regularly 
seven estate hospitals weekly or fortnightly, 
with extra services occasionally on estates and 
at villages, with visitation from house to house. 
Mr. Mort«n also, with the concurrence of his 
brethren, devoted four weeks to the

assembled from the different stations in a 
special course of biblical study. Brought to- 
gether for the study of the Bible, they shewed 
deep interest in the class exercises, and return- 
ed to their respective spheres, like students 
from a course of theology, with new idcas, en

Mr. Grant describes his district as including 
thirty sugar estates, with schools which supply 
eighteen of these estates. On twenty of them 
the Gospel is preached weekly, either by him- 
self or by helpers, and the other ten are visited 
occasio: ally. ‘The Sabbath services are held in 
five places—San Fernando, La Fortune, Wel- 
lington,. Canaan, and Concord, now centralized 
at Harmony Hall, where a house has been 
built by the aid of Mr. Gittins, the estate 
manager. In San Fernando, the Lord’s day 
services include one Hindustani diet, one 
English service, and Sabbath-School — no 
English service is held at any other place. 
The Sabbath services conducted by Mr. Graut, 
are at La Fortune or Wellington at 8; at San 
Fernando at 11, at 1.45, at 3; and at Colonial 
Hospital or Harmony Hall at 4.30—attendance 
at the former 120, of which about one-third 
are Coolies. 


HELPERS, 


Mr. Grant gratefully acknowledges the aid of 
Messrs. James Drennan and James Alston, 
resident gentlemen of San Fernando. Among 
orientals, Soudeen, an elder in our church and 
cash-keeper in a large dry-goods store, gives 


valuable aid. Lal Behari, of whom it may be 
said that his praise is in the churches, having 
been shipwrecked after sailing for India, has 
returned and resumed his work. Sadaphal 
has much to show for his devoted service. 
Jaipargaslal having retired from shop. keeping 
that he may devote himself to the work, labours. 
hard and successfully for the great Master, 
The names of Seeboo, Birgoo, and Vishoo must 
also have a place among those who are entitled. 
to honourable mention in this list of worthies, 
and also among teachers, Mr. Seale and Mr. 
Kinsale. 

Mr. Grant further mentions the interesting 
fact that several of the young people who are 
under Christian training are gaining employ- 
ment in places of trust, and a few commencing 
business in a small way on their own account, 
These statements show progress, and the 
following figures give confirmation: Adult: 
baptisms, 46; children, 26,—total 72, At the 
communion 160 were present at the Hindustani 
service. On the roll 62 orientals—present 58, 
‘¢who partook most reverently of the memorials 
which tell of the sacrifice offered once for all.” 
These are Mr. Grant’s words, and he adds, 
“It was truly a high day to us—converts from 
one section of my field for the first time met 
those recently admitted from other sections, 
and I am sure that we were spiritually strength- 
ened,” 

When it is considered that the aim of our 
missionaries is that all under Christian influence 
should be taught to read, the schools properly 
receive great attention, and it is gratifying to 
learn that this field shows a roll of about 400, 
with an average daily attendance of about 252. 


III. MR. CHRISTIE’S DISTRICT—COUVA. 


Mr. Christie being settled in January, 1874, 
is the junior missionary in Trinidad. For five 
years he has been in charge, and the last year 
has proved the most productive of tangible 
results. Early in 1878 the first church for 
orientals was opened in that district at a cost 
of £200 stg, of which £100 came from our 
Church funds, the greater part therefore was- 
furnished by proprietors with £30 stg., from 
the coolies. This church is in size 52 feet by’ 
40, pitch-pine frame and floor, sides and 
ceiling of white pine, and will accommodate: 
150 persons, and has had an average attend- 
ance of about fifty, chiefly Christian adults, 
some of whom travel thither from five to 
seven miles. Besides this building, there are 
six well-furnished rooms for school purposes, 
and fer holding meetings for worship. Instruct- 
ion in Bible and Catechism is given in all 
these every day. 

The Lord’s day services are, at 9 a.m. in 
the school-room ; at 12, principal service in the 
new church in the centre of the field, followed 
by Bible-class—attendance twenty—and S. 


‘with no additional 
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School, the former taught by the missionary, 
the latter by helpers ; at 3 p m., service in one 
or more place on Mr. Burnley’s estates at the 
other extremity of the field. It may be added 
that weekly services are held in hospitals and 
on estates, and three small Sabbath-schools are 
conducted by ordinary school teachers. 

By the departure of Benjamin Balaram, who 
was supported by the joint efforts of young 
men of James Church, New Glasgow and of 
River John congregation, to India, Mr. 
Christie has lost his mght hand man; yet the 
blank has been filled, as far as possible, by two 
teachers, and it is hoped the work will not 
suffer to any great extent. Mr. Christie’s own 
absence is, in the prisent state of the mission, 


even more serious, but as this could not be 


well avoided the Committee trusts that the 
Lord will provide, and that the report of next 
year may shew that the good work has not 
suffered seriously. 


SCHOOLS—-PROGRESS. 


Branch schools have been opened at Camden 
and Phcenix Park in connection with schools 
at Exchange and LEsperanza, the teacher 
devoting half of the day to each, forty more 
children being thus brought under instruction 
expense.

As the reports from which it has 
been prepared had respect to the calendar year, 
there will be an inevitable discrepancy to some 
extent between these figures and those of the 
Treasurers, the latter being from May Ist, 1878, 
to the same date in 1879.

The Committee commenced and continued 
the work of the year past under much financial 
embarrassment. The last year’s accounts 
shewed a debt on main fund of $2,894.08, and 
on the Dayspring and Mission Sehools fund of 
$1,488.73, in all $4,382.81, for the removal 
of which the congregations in the Maritime 
Provinces had been asked for a special contri- 
bution. 


Even before a response to this had been 
reported to any large extent, the Committee 
were placed under the necessity of considering 
the subject of increasing the salaries of their 
Trinidad Missionaries. It was by an unlooked 
for incident that the matter came up, but the 
facts, which came before the Committee, were 
as follows: The Senior Missionary required 
an allowance for the education in Nova Scotia 
of one at least of his family, and until a 
general rule on this subject should be framed, 
the Assembly remitted to the Committee the 
duty of meeting the case practically by a grant 
in aid. Their second Missionary notified the 
Committee that while his salary was £250 stg., 
per annum, he had in living and pushing on 
his work expended £300 per annum, or within 
a small fraction of that sum ; that the private 
means which enabled him to do this, were 
exhausted ; and that it was simply impossible 
for him on his present salary, to keep a horse 
and carriage, and conduct his work as in the 
past. Their third Missionary’s salary was paid 
at the same rate with the other two, by 
proprietors of estates, but not in advance, and 
they knew that it was with great difficulty that 
he was able to live and keep up the means of 
visiting over all his field. 


Other facts coming to the knowledge of the 
Committee, led to the unanimous decision that 
some increase was needful, and the following 
minute was adopted: Ist. That it is the 
opinion of this Committee that the salaries of 
our missionaries in Trinidad should be increased 
to £300stg. per annum, and that the Secretary 
be directed to pay at that rate from July Ist, 
1878, reporting the same to the next General 
Assembly, and asking their sanction for said 
addition for the year, and a decision as regards 
the future. 2nd. That in consequence of this 
increase, the Board think it inexpedient, at 
present, to vote anything in aid of the 
education of the children of the Trinidad mis- 
sionaries. 


This decision of. the Committee was adopted 
after much thought, as a measure required in 
order that our missionaries might be in a 
position to maintain the outfit of horse and 
carriage (always most expensive in the West 
Indies, both as respects purchase and uphold- 
ence), indispensible to the full discharge of 
the duties of their office. In recommending 
its sanction and continuance by the authority 
of the Assembly, the Committee would present 
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it as de facto a grant for the providing of 
adequate means of travel in their respective 
mission districts. 

The application thus made and responded to 
was quickly followed by another of a similar 
character, though utterly independent, from 
the Missionary Synod of the New Hebrides, 
for an increase to the salaries of our mission- 
aries there,, from the rate of £150 stg. per 
annum, with £10 stg. for each child, with 
widows’ and orphans’ rates paid by _ the 
Committee, to £200 a year, with £10 for each 
child till 10 years of age, £15 per annum from 
10 to 15, and £20 till 18 years of age, the 
arguments urged being that this was the rate 
of the London Missionary Society for Polynesia ; 
and that it was acted on in the New Hebrides 
by all the co-operating Churches except the 
Free Church of Scotland and the Presbyterian 
Church in Canada to both of whom consequent- 
ly the request for increase was sent. 


The Committee would have felt thankful to 
meet this application in a liberal spirit and to 
have conceded at once the request that our 
missionaries should be placed on the same scale 
of support as those from New Zealand and 
Victoria. But in this case, they had no 
evidence that our missionaries could not 
continue their work without embarrassment on 
their present salaries. Though desirable that 
their salaries should be made equal to some 
others, it was not all-important to their comfort 
or to the success of their work, and as the 
Committee had not in their possession the 
means of paying thesordinary salaries, without 
borrowing for the purpose annually, they saw 
their way to the following resolution, ‘‘ That 
while the Committee recognizes its obligation 
to provide for the comfortable support of its 
missionaries, yet as no facts have been submit- 
ted to show that the salaries now paid to them 
are inadequate, it does not feel free,in con- 
sequence of the embarrassing condition of our 
funds, to make, at the present time, any 
change in the rate of payment.” 


Notwithstanding our special effort and 
draft from our reserve, as already stated, our 
debt has been reduced only by the sum of $261. 
34, or from $4382.81, last year, to $4121.47 this 
year. Our extra expenditure of ($730 in 
Trinidad for salaries, of $260.19 sent to Dr. 
Steel to meet contingencies, and advance of 
$160 te a missionary’s widow to be repaid next 
year) $1150.19 has prevented progress to any 
appreciable extent in the reduction of the debt, 
so that had it not been for the draft from our 
well-nigh exhausted reserve, our debt would 
have been increased. 


The deficiency for the year has been in the 
Sabbath-school or children’s scheme for support 
of ‘¢‘ Dayspring” and Mission schools. On this 
_ fund, taken by itself, the debt has increased 

‘from $1488 73, last year,to $2607.69. And why ? 


Has the *‘ Dayspring’ failed in her work ? 


On 
the contrary, it has been well done. Her 
voyages have been successfully performed to 
the great benefit of the New Hebrides Mission 
and to the satisfaction of the missionaries. 
From imminent jeopardy in a terrific storm, 
her captain, crew, and passengers were gracious- 
ly delivered, and the ship now recoppered 
without any call on us, is carrying the mission- 
aries to or from Synod. Have the Trinidad 
schools been closed or diminished in intérest ? 
If not, then why has the fund fallen off ? 
Because a large number of members and 
superintendents of Sabbath-schools have 
ignored both ‘‘Dayspring” and mission schools, 
and have neglected practical training of the 
children under their charge in the duty and 
joy of giving to the Lord. Hence, in several 
instances, a siugle Congregation gives as much 
aaa whole Presbytery, and as many as eighty 
Sabbath-schools have not been encouraged to 
take any pait in this work. The Committee 
would therefore respectfully ask the General 
Assembly to use its influence so as to induce 
all Sabbath-school superintendents to bring the 
missionary work of the Church before the 
schools, and to make arrangements for the 
systematic gathering of the children’s gifts in- 
to the Lord’s treasury. 

In conclusion, the Committee are happy to 
inform the General Assembly ; First, that Mrs. 
Morton has regained her health and rejoined 
her husband, whom she is aiding in his work : 
and that Rev. Thomas M. Christie, after five 
years absence has returned with wife and 
family for six months, and will be happy to 
give an account of his work to the Assembly. 


Secondly. That earnest appeals have been 
presented by both missions, in each case for a 
fourth missionary. Mr. Robertson’s appeal on 
behalf of Krromanga has been placed before 
the Church in the ‘‘ Record.” The case for 
Trinidad will be stated by Mr. Christie. This 
section of the General Committee cannot move 
forward for want of means, but should the 
General Assembly from the vast resources of 
the West provide the fourth missionary to 
Trinidad and his support, there will be great 
joy prepared for the missionaries on that island, 
great good done to Christ’s cause in the West 
Indies, and a rich heritage of blessing secured 
to those who come forward to rescue the perish- 
ing. The Committee are free to state, that 
while rejoicing in the progress of the New 
Hebrides mission and heartily supperting our 
men there, their conviction is that the enlarge- 
ment of the mission force must be looked for 
to the Colonies of Australia and New Zealand, 
on whom the duty seems naturally to dévolve. 

Thirdly. This Committee is persuaded ef 
coming revival in missionary zeal and liberality 
in our Churches. The era of depression and 
debt must end. Even now, if one-half of our 
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Church members gave as our converted coolies 
of Trinidad, one-tenth of their earnings to 
Christ’s cause, we could send forth a fourth, a 
fifth and sixth missionary at once. As a 
people, we are not sowing bountifully but 
sparingly, and seem not more than half 
convinced of the truth of the wondrous words, 
which fell from the lips and illustrated the life 
of Him who said, **It is more blessed to give 
than to receive.” 

Finally. We ask the Assembly to order the 
Foreign Mission Reports to be published in 
the ‘* Missionary Record.’ At present they 
are perused only by the office-bearers of the 
Church and a few others. If published in the 
‘Record ” they would reach the whole body 


of the people, without the cost of a cent ; and 
| this Committee know of no step better fitted 
_ to increase the interest and to draw forth the 
_ liberality of the whole Church.

Our Crimdad WPission, 


( HE following letter from Rev. A. FALCONER, 
| Port of Spain, will give a fair idea of the 
results of our mission work in Trinidad. 


A COMMUNION SEASON AMONG THE COOLIES, 


Being in San Fernando on Sabbath last, 
supplying the Scotch Churci: in exchange with 
Mr. Heuderson, I had an opportunity of being 
present at the dispensation of the communion 
in Mr. Grant’s Church. The whole scene im- 
pressed me so deeply, with the importance of 
the work being done by your missionaries here, 
that I think perhaps a word or two 
regarding it might help to deepen the interest 
taken in this field. 

On my return from the Scotch Church, I 
went immediately to Mr. Grant’s service, where 
to my astenishment I found the church almost 
filled. There must have been more than two 
hundred persons present. The gathering on 
this occasion was intended to be a concentration 


of the converts, and others interested, from all 


the out stations ; and therefore, a good meeting 
was expected. But as the morning proved 
exceedingly wet, (a tropical pour,) it was 
surprising to see such an attendance. Such a 
mornivg would have materially thinned a 
home audience. Previous to my entrance, the 
preparaiory sermon was preached, and the 
sacrament of baptism administered to thirteen 
persons. (our others would have been present 
to receive that ordinance, had it not been for 
the rain.) The communicants were just taking 
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their places, among whom I seated myself ; 
and though Mr. Grant—his address being in 
Hindustani—did not to me ‘‘ speak five words 
with the understanding,” nor did ‘one 
interpret,” yet the whole scene so impressed 
me, that I trust I communicated in some 
measure worthily. ‘*The supper being ended,” 
I addressed a few words to the audience, by 
means of an interpreter. 


Besides his Hindustani service, Mr. Grant 
preaches in English each Lord’s day, for the 
benefit of certain Madras Coolies and a few 
Chinese. As these could not profit by the 
Hindustani exercises, it was deemed necessary, 
to have the communion celebrated separately 
for their benefit. Thirteen of this class 
communicated. In all, between sixty and 
seventy persons, professed their faith that day, 
over the symbol’s of our Saviour’s death, 
nearly all of whom, four or five years ago, were 
groping in heathen darkness. And I do not 
think, that I ever saw a more solemn and 
reverent observance of the supper, or a more: 
attentive general audience, than the two 
hundred Coolies, who well-nigh filled the San 
Fernando mission church on that occasion. 


At the Savanna Grande station, Mr. Morton’s 
centre ef operations, some eight miles distant, 
similar services were going on; where, as [ 
afterwards learned,the number of communicants 
and the general audience were alike very en- 
couraging. AsI afterwards sat musing upon 
the events of the day, two thoughts suggested 
themselves to my mind. (1.) How enviable 
a position is that which the missionary 
occupies ! True, he may have sacrificed some- 
thing, in leaving home, for the foreign field’, 
but even in this life, he has his reward: 
Honest service in the cause of God, anywhere, 
will be amply rewarded, for no true life can be 
without its success. It will connect itself 
with immortality, in some form or other. So 
the faithful servant of Christ, in any sphere, 
has no right to say, ‘‘I have spent my strength 
for naught, and in vain.” But as a general 
rule, the returns of labour, seem to be greater 
among a heathen people ; and, from the very 
eircumstances of the case, more marked. The 
more drear and barren the desert and the 
wilderness, the greater the contrast when they 
rejoice and blossom as the rose ; the deeper the 
darkness of ignorance and vice, the more: 
striking the change, when intelligence and 
virtue begin to take their place. (2.) Then I 
asked myself, if the Church at home could 
witness this scene, would there be any longer 
delay in seuding hither the fourth missionary ? 
And the answer instinctively came, Vo; and 
that in the full consciousness, of long-continued 
commercial depression. Certainly the times are 
hard, and very many are feeling the pressure. 
But doubtless there is some hoarded wealth in 
the Church yet, which might be let loose for 
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Christ. There are well-to-do farmers, comfortable 
tradesmen, successful merchants, who despite 
all their losses, can present a very satisfactory 
balance-sheet. And all that is required is a 
sufficiently strong motive power, to call forth 
some of this wealth, and so impart a fresh 
impulse to the cause of the Redeemer, which 
is now retarded for want of means.

i HE Rev. T. M. Christie, one of our 

“4, Trinidad missionaries, now on furlough, 
sends us the following extract of a letter from 
Mr. Douglas, at Indore, referring to Balaram 
who went lately from Trinidad to India as a 
Catechist, — 

Balaram reached us by the beginning of 
May. His presence caused a good deal of 
excitement among his friends and caste people. 
All their efforts to bring him back to caste 
were fruitless. His mind is still firm in the 
truth of Jesus. His wife joined him, and this 
was another cause of trouble among them. 
She also resists all their persuasions to go back 
again, saying ‘‘she will be just what her hus- 
band is, that Balaram’s religion is all in his 
heart and in the Book, and that he speaks to 
God twice every day, that they may be brought 
into the new religion.” 

We all like Balaram. He is steady and 
sincere, always willing to work, and by the 
blessing of the Master he will doubtless be a 
great help to us. I enclose Balaram’s letter in 


Canadian Mission, Indore. 
June 19, 1879. 


When I was in the ship, from that time, by 
the help of God I am well, and came to 
Calcutta without any harm. Afterwards, I 
went to Rev. Mr. Douglas’ house and spent 
time under his charge. He and his madam 
and Miss Fairweather, they all love me very 
much like you. Afterwards I saw my friends, 
brothers and father, but my mother has died. 
Afterwards some countrymen come to me and 
speak it is very wrong to us to let your wife go 
with you again, you are a lost relation. But 
I spoke to them kind words, ‘I do not like 
image worship, but I believe on the only true 
God, and then afterward my wife left her 
father and mother, and stays with me. I and 
she pray to God everyday for you because you 
show me good way to save my soul from hell— 
God has power to give us the Holy Spirit in 
this world, and the next too, for the sake of 
Jesus Christ, therefore we both ask Him like a 
child that he will save us from any harm. My 
dear sir do not forget me, because I am a poor 
sinner. 
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Please tell my salam to Madam, mat 
mother,, and miss Annie and Miss Belle, and 
all who know me.

LETTER FROM REV. G. L. MACKAY. 


a village called Pang-lian a few miles 

from Bang-Kah, and a short distance 
from the tea-clad mountain ranges. My object 
was to secure, if possible, a place for worship, as 
the building at Khoe-chin became actually 
unfit for a helper to live in. The people put it 
up themselves in great haste a few years ago. 
Besides it was in a retired country place. So 
that all thought it necessary for the work’s 
sake to remove to the village—a change which 
I wished from the beginning. It is unnecessary 
for me to give a detailed account of the end- 
less trouble in securing a place in a new 
locality. Itis the same thing over and over 
again, and has been ever since I began work 
here. I rather tell you that a building has 
been secured, than the way it has been done. 
At Pang-lian we purchased a building very 
cheap which will do splendidly for a chapel for 
many a day to come as far as we poor short- 
sighted servants of Jesus can foresee. Mrs. M. 
rendered untold service in the way of talking 
to the women, and pacifying them. Scores 
gathered around, treated her with the greatest 
respect, and seemed to place the utmost 
confidence in her. Many took her by the 
hand, and led her into their dwellings. We 
visited all round going from door to door, and 
from hamlet to hamlet, trying to pave the 
way, &c., &c., The chapel building being 
undergoing repairs we had no place to pass the 
night, until an old man in charge of the 
temple dedicated to the god of grain, very 
kindly invited us to take his room, and he 
would go elsewhere. In the day time he was 
present, and at night we were the only parties 
within the walls of the temple. Crowds come 
day after day, and thus we continued. Some- 
times moving to other chapels, then returning 
again, until the 27th inst., when we opened the 
new place for worship. Helpers and converts 
assembled from other stations early in the 
morning, and we had a glorious gathering. 
May Jehovah bless our poor services. We 
expected Mr. and Mrs. Junor up, and waited 
until we gave up hopes, then I got word that 
they started in a boat and when at Kan-tan 
the river got rough, and Mrs. Junor, who was 
unwell previously, got very ill so they had to 
return to Tamsui quite disappointed at not 
being able to be with us. We all would have 


On the 2nd inst., I went with Mrs. M. to 
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_ been delighted if they were present. Still we 
must submit to the doings of our Blessed 
Master who guides and controls all things. I 
fe-l very anxious about Mrs. Junor’s health 
and would like to see her stronger. Had she 
not a missionary spirit, with her present 
strength, she would not think of mission work. 
Both of them are doing so well, I pray God to 
bless and spare their lives. When passing 
through Bang-Kah the other day I observed an 
immense crowd in the burying ground, and 
proceeded to the spot. The dead body of a 
petty official from the main-land was there 
covered with fragrant wood. Several soldiers 

_were setting fire to the heap, when in a few 
minutes the smoke and blaze arose high in the 

_ air. A few minutes more, and nothing but 
ashes remained, which was carefully gathered 
and put into a vase to take to the dead man’s 
family on the main-land. God have mercy 
upon these poor devotees who care so much 
about the body, whilst the. soul is left to 
perish. Monday, 18th inst., I started from 
Toa-liong-pong, and went northwards through 
scenery of surpassing grandeur. Nothing 
wanting but the heather to be like many a love- 
ly spot in my dear fatherland in the Highlands 
of Old Scotia. Proceeding however we passed 
over high steep hills covered with tall grass, 
where the monkey, wild boar, and a small kind 
of deer roam at will. 

We passed by Sulphur Springs resembling*a 
burning mountain, boiling water, and sulphur, 
being belched forth with tremendous force. 
Towards evening we arrived at this town called 
Kim-pan-li’ near the sea-shore. It is remark- 
able for the great earthquake which destroyed 
many a life about a dozen years ago. There is 
a spot a few minutes walk from here where at 
that time the rice fields swnk and boiling water 
of a sulphurous nature immediately arose. So 
that at present it is just a pond of boiling 
water. I cannot gaze. at these things for a 
moment without thinking of our frailty and 
the mighty power of Jehovah who controls the 
elements, and appoints the time for the raging 
jive under our feet to be still, and to burst forth 
with furious rage. The North of Formosa is 
of a volcanic nature, so also is Steep Island 
which I visited last year to preach salvation 
through Christ alone. 

Upon arriving here a wicked, daring sort of 
man invited us to put up at his house, as 
there was no other accommodation we accepted 
his invitation, and enjoyed his hospitality until 
now. Once fairly settled, crowds of sick people 
began to assemble. They came from far and 

near. I have been labouring from early in the 
morning till late at night, preaching the 
Gospel of Jesus our Redeemer. I was glad to 
see some from the neighbouring village where 
there is quite an excitement about a little 
girl who died, and is supposed to have been a 
goddess who came to earth for a short time and 


is now gone to the ‘‘ western heavens.” She 
was six years of age, and had a severe attack of 
fever, followed I believe by an attack of 
Pneumonia and Plewrisy which caused her to 
waste away until death ended her sufferings. 
She was buried according to usual ceremonies, 
her elder brother had sores on his foot, and 
went to her grave to burn incense, &c. In a 
few days the foot healed. The report begins 
that she has power, passers by catch the strain 
and swell it to immense dimensions. Neigh- 
bours go and burn incense, people from a 
distance do the same, and some declare their 
petitions were answered. The body is dug up, 
and put in the back part of the house, small 
huts are speedily erected, and the worship goes 
on almost night and day. At present she is 
called Sien-lw-Niu, which means the ‘‘ good 
virgin lady.”” Hundreds of years ago that is 
just the way idols were begun to be worshipped 
in China, and continued to be multiplied until 
to-day their name is ‘‘legion.” This one is 
destined to be of short duration as scores of 
others I have seen worshipped since landing 
here. I have seen rocks, pieces of wood, roots 
of trees, &c., &c., worshipped and then aban- 
doned in a few months. The Gospel light is 
now in every hand here and depend upon it the 
darkness must give way. New idols can’t be 
introduced now as in days gone by. I have 
been watching very closely during the past seven 
years the movements of Chinese on the main- 
land and here, and care little for snobs and 
sneerers, who can only say ‘‘John Chinaman ” 
‘¢ heathen Chinee ” drive the pig-tailed celestials 
out of America.” I fearlessly maintain that 
this old, this vast Empire is marching onwards, 
however slowly. Midnight is past, and now it 
is coming near the morning light. Ye who in 
Christian lands are under the mid-day splendour 
pray—O pray for Formosa, that she may arise. 
I mean not the cold, dead, formal stereotyped 
utterances, but the cries of the believing heart, 
for Jehovah to shake the foundations of 
idolatry in dear Formosa. He will do it. He 
is doing wt. Believe Him. He promised %. 
Our forefathers have been guilty of neglect with 
respect to this old Empire. I feel it to the 
depths of my heart, as I am told “If what you 
say is true why did you in western lands not 
come centuries ago.” Let christians of to-day 
answer the question, and be careful lest 
coming generations will have to say that in 
1879 Christians in Canada neglected the 
heathen.

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Wloverator’s Cucular, 


HOME MISSION.

»DEAR BRETHREN, 

It seemed good to the General Assembly of 

‘the Church, at its recent meetirg in the City 
‘of Ottawa, to give instructions for the 
)preparation and issue of a brief appeal to the 
Members and Adherents of the Church, 
setting forth the condition and requirements 
‘of the Home Mission Fund. The Assembly 
further enjoined every minister to read the 
appeal on some Lord’s day before the end of 
he month of September, and to afford 
opportunity to every individual to contribute, 
by subscription, or in any other way that the 
Session or Deacons’ Court may have previously 
resolved upon. 

The Home Mission work of the Church, 
and the Home Mission Fund without which 
the werk cannot be carried on, have been so 
often and so fully brought before the Courts 
of the Church and before the Congregations, 
that it may seem almost unnecessary to 
enlarge on the subject. But, in accordance 
with the instructions of the Assembly, we now 


desire briefly to set this matter before you, 


seeking to stir up your minds by way of 
remembrance, and, in dependence on the bless- 
ing of God, to draw forth your interest, your 
prayers and your liberal contributions in 
behalf of a work of such importance. Let us, 
therefore, ask your attention to a few consider- 
ations bearing on this subject. 

With reference to the great and urgent duty 
of prosecuting with zeal and diligence the 
work of Home Missions, let us remind you of 
of the peculiar circumstances of our Church. 
The various branches of the Church have 
generally marked out with sufficient clearness 
in their several circumstances and in the 


providential leadings of the Great Head of the 
Church, their peculiar mission and work in 
connection with the advancement of the 
Redeemer’s Kingdom. Now, most: evidently, 
the great work laid on us is what may be call- 
ed Home-Mission Work. Inthe older countries 
the land is in a great measure fully occupied, 
the population is comparatively stationary, the 
people, generally, are within reach of the 
means of grace and the congregations remain 
from year to year with little or no change. 
But in our Dominion it is different. ‘¢ There 
remaineth still very much land to be possessed.”’ 
Our population is largely increased from year 
to year, our Congregations rapidly 
multiplied; new Congregations and new 
Mission Stations are reported every year. Into 
some parts of our field, as Manitoba and the 
great North-West, thousands and tens of 
thousands are pouring every season ; and surely 
it is our duty to supply them, or to help them 
to supply themselves, with the means of grace, 
for it is evident that for years these new settlers 
must have assistance. It is especially neces- 
sary that we sustain, and, if possible, extend 
the work in Manitoba and the North-West. 
Last year the amount of $11,000 was expended 
in this section of the territory of our Church, 
and even a larger amount will be required this 
year. It must be borne in mind that, for 
the present, the support of Manitoba College 
is largely drawn from the Home Mission Fund ; 
and, in the judgment of those most competent 
to form an Opinion, it is essential to sustain 
this Institution.

That you may have some definite idea of the 
work, let us lay before you a few particulars 
gathered from the Home Mission Report laid 
before the Assembly. In the Western Section 
of the Church, the Home Mission Committee 
assisted in sustaining 144 Mission Fields, with 
390 Preaching Stations, attended by 4,502 
families and 4,729 communicants. The 
Stations themselves raised $31,105.32 for their 
supply and for churches, while they received 
from the Committee $20,704.94. Further, 
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eighty-seven Congregations received supplement 
to enable them to sustain a settled ministry, 
to the amount in all of $9,714.29. 

Again, in the Eastern Section, the Home 
Mission Committee supplied twenty-six vacant 
Congregations and 105 Mission Stations 
throughout the bounds of the several Presby- 
teries, while the Supplementing Fund assisted 
forty-six Congregations to retain settled pastors. 
There is thus much real work being done, 
quietly and with little romance thrown around 
it, but it is good work, and the results are 
worth all the labour and means expended. 

As to the condition aud requirements of the 
Fund, let us say a few words. In the West 
there is a debt of $11,000, and there is needed 
for the work of the present year $35,000—in 
all $46,000. In the East, where the debt is 
$2,400, the amount required for the present 
year is $11,000—in all $13,400. Let it be 
observed that the debt, both in the West and 
in the East, has been incurred simply in 
consequence of the rapid expansion of the 
-work. The Committees might have avoided 
debt, but this would have been done by reject- 
ing urgent applications for help, by consigning 
many of our brethren to silent Sabbaths, by 
removing candlesticks from their places in 
many dark parts of the land. They felt, in 
many instances, that they dared not do this, 
and hence assistance was granted, even at the 
expense of incurring debt. The grants have 
been cut down to the utmost, and the estimates 
for the year have been made with all regard to 
economy in the administration of the means 
that may be put into the hands of the Com- 
mittees. The amount raised last year was, in 
all, including congregational and Sabbath 
school contributions, donations, bequests and 
grants from other churches about $30,000, in 
the western section, and $9550 in the eastern 
section. To clear off the existing debt and 
provide for the demands of the year, we require 
at least fifty per cent. more than was raised 
last year. But surely this should be accomplish- 
ed with comparative ease. Were every con- 
gregation in the Church to take up this matter 
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record some such noble gifts for our Home 
Mission ? We trust there will be some ; at all 
events, let all give according to their ability— 
as God hath prespered them ; let none with- 
hold their contribution ; let no congregation 
stand aloof in this work. After several years 
of depression there are signs of returning 
prosperity. God hath blessed us with a most 
bountiful harvest. There is not only abundance 
for man and for beast, but a large surplus to 
dispose of to those who need such supplies as 
we can part with. ‘‘Honour the Lord with 
thy substance and with the first fruits of all 
thine increase.” 

The General Assembly has enjoined that an 
opportunity be given to every individual to 
contribute, by subscription, or in any other 
way that the Session or Deacons’ Court may 
consider best. We do not desire to dictate or 
to interfere with the jugment of the Sessions 
or Deacons’ Courts of the Church, but we 
would press the importance of adopting some 
systematic method of collecting the free-will 
offerings of the Christian people for missionary 
objects, so that there may be something 
beyond a mere collection on a Sabbath day. 
It is recommended, too, that the important 
|!matter of Home Missions be brought before 
Sabbath-schools and Bible-classes, and that 
they have an opportunity of giving at least a 
a portion of their contributions to this object. 

We earnestly and affectionately appeal to 
you, dear brethren, in behalf of this import- 
ant object. We appeal to you as true patriots, 
sincere lovers of your country. We know, on 
the best authority, that it is righteousness 
alone which exalteth a nation, and how can 
we more effectually promote this righteousness 
than by spreading a pure gospel throughout 
the land ? We appeal to you as loyal members 
of the Presbyterian Church in Canada. We 
seek not to hinder the growth and _pros- 
perity of other Churches. We rejoice to 
hear of their progress. But we love our 
own Church—the church of our fathers—and 
we desire that those who have been nur- 
tured within her pale shall not be compelled 


in the spirit of the churches of Macedonia—if | to sever their connection with her, and seek 


there were a ‘“‘willing mind” in all the 
members of our Church, the amount required 
would be easily obtained. 

The truth is, in the Western Section, the 
contribution of even 58c. from each communi- 
cant, and in the East 46c. from each commu- 
nicant, would produce what is needed. Surely 
this can be accomplished. Comparatively few 
are unable to give the average just named, 
while it is confidently hoped that very many 
whom the Lord hath blessed with increased 
means will feel called upon to give as the 
Lord hath prospered them. It is only recently 
that, in the pages of our ‘‘ Record,” attention 
was called to some very liberal contributions 
for Foreign Missions. Shall we not have to 


ordinances elsewhere. We appeal to you as 
God’s stewards, who are entrusted for a time 
with the use of a portion of His goods, and 
who must render an account to Him of the.use 
or abuse of the substance now in your hands. 
We appeal to you as professed followers of the 
Lord Jesus, redeemed by His blood, consecrated 
to His service, members of His kingdom now, 
and fellow-heirs of the heavenly inheritance. 
You are not your own, but His. Seek then to 
glorify Him with your bodies and your spirits, 
with all that you are, and with all that you 
have. May His love constrain you to live not 
unto yourselves, but unto Him who loved you 
and gave Himself for you. May the Lord by 
His Spirit open your hearts, and dispose you to 
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devise liberal things and to give, not in a 
niggardly pint but with open-handed, liberali- 
ty, not grudgingly but cheerfully, consecrating 
your gifts as you have consecrated yourselves 
to the Lord, and following your gifts with 
earnest, fervent, continual prayer. So shall 
your giving to the Lord bring a double bless- 
ing—a blessing to your brethren, who, through 


_ you, may enjoy the means of grace, and a 


a blessing to yourselves, for ‘*God loveth a 
cheerful giver,” and hath promised that ‘the 
liberal soul shall be made fat, and that he who 
watereth shall be watered also himself.” 
Finally, be prompt in your contributions. 
At once, ‘let every one lay by him in store as 
God hath prospered him, that there be no 
gatherings,” when your contributions are 
required to be sent forward. Seek promptly 
to replenish the treasury of the Lord. It has 
been said : ‘* He gives twice who gives quickly.” 
Come into the courts of the Lord, and ‘bring 
an offering” with you. And may He bless 
you in your basket and in.your store, bless you 
with temporal blessings and with spiritual 
blessings ; and may He abundantly bless our 
Home Mission Work, so that ‘‘the wilderness 
and the solitary place shall be glad for them, 


and the desert shall rejoice and blossom as the 


rose.’

‘¢ But,” Mr. McMurrich says, ‘‘it must be 
borne in mind that many members and many 
congregations will not come up to the 
average amount, and every one who can 
possibly do so, willrequire to give much more 
than the average stated, otherwise the funds 
absolutely necessary for carrying on the great 
Schemes of the Church will fall lamentably 
short, and thus the work of the Lord be hinder- 
ed. It is pressed, therefore, on the attention 
of Presbyteries ‘and congregations that, in 
dependence on the blessing of God from whom 
alone the willing mind and the ready heart can 
come, means be taken to raise the standard of 
Christian liberality, so that each may give ‘as 
God hath prospered him,” and that every 
congregation may contribute to the several 
Schemes of the Church. The Committee lay 
great stress on the organization of Missionary 
Associations where there are no Deacons’ 
Courts. At all events, there should be some- 
thing beyond a mere collection on a Sabbath 
day for an important Scheme of the Church, 
as many things may occur to make such a 
collection altogether below what the congrega- 
tion should give. The Supreme Court of the 
Church has repeatedly recommended the form- 
ation of Missionary Associations, and it is 
hoped that soon in every congregation such 
organizations will be formed.”

EDINBURGH. 


ue Hich Srreer of Edinburgh is not 
ea easily described. There is nothing to 
which one can liken it. Whatever you may 
think of it and its extraordinary environments 
as they now appear, must be qualified by re- 
collecting what it was two hundred and fifty 
years ago, and by taking into account the 
many strange and stirring events which have 
transpired on its pavement. High street runs 
nearly in a straight line from the Castle to 
Holyroodhouse—a good Scottish mile. On a 
map it looks like the spinal column of some 
huge megaiherium, with streets and lanes, 
closes avd vennels branching from it to right 
and left like so many ribs. It is well called 
‘¢Auld Reekie,’’ for it is lined on either side 
by scot-be-grimed houses of uncommon height 
and antique appearance — tenements rising 
upon tenements till eight and ten stories are 
piled on top of each other and finally vanish

*The first General Assembly was, held in the 
Magdalen Chapel in the Cowgate, not in St. Giles’ as 
inadvertantly stated last month. C.,, 
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‘from view amid stacks of chimneys, turrets, 
and sharp pointed gables in inconceivable 
eonfusion. Till the middle of last century 
‘this was the grandest street in Scotland. 
These weird looking houses were formerly the 
abodes of rank and fortune. Once, it was the 
New Town. Even the “closes” and dark 
alleys—unow so hideous to look into, and swarm- 
ing with a squalid population—then led to 
genteel mansions and beautiful gardens, 
Many of them still bear historic names, and 
have their archways adorned with armorial 
bearings, telling how some of them belonged 
to the Knights Templars, and the Knights of 
St. John. Ou others you find latin inscriptions, 
as over the gateway ef the Canongate Tolbooth, 
the old city jail—which preserves its peculiar 
motto,—Sic ITuR AD Astra”! That some 
have found the dungeon of the Tolbooth a 
short road ‘‘to the stars” is beyond a doubt. 
It was while a prisoner here that the noble 
Marquis of Argyli—the proto-martyr of his time 
—was ‘‘adjudged to be execute to death asa 
traitor” (for adhering to the Covenant) ‘‘ his 
head to be severed from his body at the cross, 
and affixed to the same place where the 
Marquis of Montrose’s head was formerly.” 
‘‘T had the honour,” said Argyll to set the 
crown upon the King’s head, and npw he 
hastens me toa better crown than his own.” 
So saying, he walked up High Street to the 
cross, mounted the scaffold with composure, 
knelt in prayer, and had his head struck off 
with ‘‘the Maiden.” Up this street, too, was 
dragged in savage triumph his noble son, 
another martyr in the cause of civil and 
religious liberty in Scotland, of whom it is 
said that, falling upon his knees, he embraced 
the instrument of his execution with the 
pleasant remark that ‘‘it was the sweetest 
maiden ever he kissed, it being a mean to 
finish hig sin and misery, and his inlet to 
glory—for which he longed.” Besides these, 
the many other martyrs and confessors who 
in the dark days of persecution suffered in 
Edinburgh were led along this street to execu- 
tion. And from remote times it has been the 
avenue by which the kings and would-be-kings 
of Scotland have passed from the palace to the 
castle. Bonnie Prince Charlie went through 
it in state in the year ’45; George IV, in 1822:

Queen Victoria in 1842. The  vice-regal 
procession, however, which annually precedes 
the opening of the General Assembly now takes 
amore circuitous road to reach the Assembly 
Hall. 

Hotyroop PaLace, though shorn of much 
of the grandeur it had in the olden time, is 
is still a large and beautiful pile of buildings, 
enclosing an open area of nearly one hundred 
feet square, The oldest part of it, known as 
Queen Mary’s rooms, and which remains very 
much as when she occupied it, was built in 
The rest was erected by Charles II, 
about 1679. The public rooms, in which the 
state Levees and receptions are held, are large. 
The picture gallery, used during the sittings 
of the Assembly as the Lord High Commission- 
er’s dining room, is one hundred and fifty feet 
in length. Its walls are adorned by a hundred 
full length portraits of Scottish Kings, and, 
when lighted up, and enlivened with a band of 
music and the table-talk of ahundred ministers, 
aud other distinguished guests, it presents a 
very brilliant appearance. Alongside of the 
Palace are the ruins of a small Chapel—all 
that remains of one ‘of the wealthiest and 
most extensive ecclesiastical establishments in 
in Scotland prior to the Reformation. Tus 
ABBEY originated in a Convent founded by 
David I, whose zeal in erecting monastic 
institutions over Scotland was only surpassed 
by the iconoclastic enthusiasm of the Reform- 
ers in pulling them down. This Monastery 
of the Hoty Cross, as it was first called—and 
which accounts for the name Holyrood—was 
suppressed along with others at the time of the 
The large church attached to it, 
which served as the Canongate parish church, 
was burned. The nave, however, was repaired 
by James VI, and georgeously fitted up as his 
private chapel. On leaving Scotland, at the 
time of the Union, he had thrown off his 
Presbyterian mask, which, it is alleged, cost 
him no great effort to do. Fourteen years later 
he came back to Holyrood a full blown Episco- 
palian, and for the first time introduced 
episcopacy into the royal chapel. But an 
infuriated mob made short work of the organ 
and gay paraphernalia, James II of England 
thought proper to introduce the mass in it, 
This time the people demolished the building 


Reformation. 
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itself, though it was afterwards restored. But 
in 1768 its heavy stone roof fell in with a 
crash, leaving the bare walls and the exquisite 
stone tracery of the east window to preach 
sermons to succeeding generations. Within 
this old chapel, kings have taken their 
coronation oaths. Mary Queen of Scots and 
Darnley were married in it ; and, beneath its 
floor, Darnley’s dust, and that of crowned 
heads and peers of the realm, lies mingled 
with kindred dust. 

The contrast betwixt the irregularity of the 
Old Town of Edinburgh and the symetrical 
streets and squares of the modern Athens is 
mot more remarkable than that betwixt their 
respective inhabitants. On the one hand you 
find the highest order of intellectual culture 
and refinement ; men of leisure living in their 
elub-houses ; literary men ; lawyers, surgeons, 
divines, educationists, at the top of their 
professions, engaged in conducting hospitals, 
schools, colleges and other benevolent institu- 
tions that cannot be told for number. And 
yet, you find on the other hand, in the Cow- 
gate, and the Grassmarket, and the purlieus 
of High Street, a poverty-stricken, degraded, 
mass of humanity the existence of which in 
the heart and centre of the capital of Scotland 
must seem incredible to any one who has not 
seen it with his own eyes. Bad enough as it 
is, what would it be without the ragged 
schools founded by Dr. Guthrie, and the toiling 
missionaries, and benevolent men and women 
who are striving, hoping against hope, day 
and night, to bring about a better condition of 
things ? 

The custom which obtains in Canada of 
‘‘pilleting”’ members of Assembly upon the 
inhabitants, does not prevail in Edinburgh. 
As a rule, the several commissioners lodge in 
their ‘‘own hired house,” as St. Paul did at 
Rome, or at the Hotels of which there is no lack. 
An exception was made to this rule, however, at 
the meeting of the first General Presbyterian 
_ Council in 1877, when the strangers and 

foreigners who at that time came from the 
ends of the earth to the Metropolis of Scotland 
were entertained during their sojourn with 
princely hospitality by the citizens. In this 
way acquaintanceships were formed which 
ripened into friendships; so that when I re- 
turned to Edinburgh, on the 23rd of May last, 
I had only to announce myself as ‘‘ Old Pan ” 
come back again to receive a hearty welcome 
in a certain palatial mansion in Chalmer’s 
Crescent. I shall not refer particularly to the 
courtesies of a more public kind that were ex- 


ing cause for lasting gratitude, and not less 
for thankfulness, as indications of deep interest 
taken in the affairs of the Presbyterian Church 
in Canada by the parent Churches, and, may 
I venture to add, by His Grace the Lord High 
Commissioner and the Countess of Resslyn, 
whose marked kindness at the Palace I do not 
know how to acknowledge. I only mention it 
as one of the inexplicable mysteries of my 
Edinburgh experiences. 

It was good to see and hear so many of the 
men whose names have been long familiar— 
the men who are leaving their impress on 
society, and who are to some extent moulding 
the thought and public opinion of the nine- 
teenth century: men of independent minds, 
who are not mealy-mouthed, but give utterance 
to strong convictions in vigorous speech :— 
such ministers in the Old Kirk as Principal 
Tulloch and Dr. Crombie of St. Andrew’s ; 
Principal Pirie, Dr. Milligan, and Professor 
Black, of Aberdeen; Dr. Phin, Professors 
Charteris and Flint, and Dr. Archibald Scott 
of Edinburgh ; Dr. John Marshall Lang, and 
Dr. Dodds, of Glasgow ; Dr. Story, of Rosneath, 
Dr. Cunningham, of Crieff—the historian of 
the Church—Dr. Cook, of Borgue, Dr. Herdman, 
of Melrose, and the Macleods: and elders like 
Lord Polwarth, Sir James Ferguson, James A. 
Campbell and T. G. Murray. And in the Free 
Church, Revds. Sir Henry W. Moncrieff, 
Principal Rainy, Professor Blaikie—the 
literateur—Drs. Begg, Moody Stuart, Walter 
C, Smith, and J. Murray Mitchell, of mission- 
ary fame; Messrs. Wilson, of the Barclay 
ChurclH, Ross, of Rothsay, together with the 
Browns, and Bonars, and Balfours, and many 
elders unknown to me by name, save and 
except the Earl of Kintore who is a host in 
himself, and was first to give me the right 
hand of fellowship in that great Assembly. 
Of ex-Canadian members of Assembly, I 
have good reason to remember Rev. W. M. 
Black, of Anwoth, who laid me under many 
obligations ; and Rev. John McTavish, of 
Inverness, who made a long arm to greet me in 
the Free Assembly. Among the non-members 
present during the discussion of Canadian 
affairs were Revds. Dr. Snodgrass, of Canobie ; 
Messrs. John Cameron, Dunoon ; Charles M. 
Grant, Dundee ; Andrew Paton, Penpont ; and 
John Whyte, Queensferry. To speak of the 
debates in either Assembly would oceupy too 
much space, and the feeling that I have already 
trespassed on the patience of some of my 
readers reminds me that these imperfect 
sketches must draw to a close. So I bid | 
adieu to Edinburgh, hoping that at next meet- 
ing of these General Assemblies the Presby- 
terian Church in Canada will be more worthily 
represented.

The manna— 
preserved from putrefaction, teaches that it is only 
in Christ that we are kept pure. Aaron’s rod— 
reminds us of God’s interposition on behalf of His 
people, as well ascf the institution of the preety 
office, Num. 17: 5-10 and 2): 8-11. Tables of the 
Covenant—the ten commandments—the moral law— 
our schoolmaster to bring us to Christ, Gal. 3. 24, 
The mercy seat—of pure gold, representing Christ’ 8 
perfect righteousness. Cher ubims ef glory— 
symbols of the divine glory in angelic form. V- 6. 
Here follows mention of the services performed in 
the Jewish Tabernacle. Ordained—when every 
thing had been divinely arranged.

THE TRIUMPHS OF FAITH.

Christian dispensation, Paul in cb. lu : 38 states by 
way of conclusion,— —‘Now the just shall live by 
Faith,’ Here he proceeds not so much to define 
what faith is, as to enumerate some of its elements 
and capabilities, adducing familiar examples in 
proof of his statements. It is of faith in the widest 
sense he speaks,—Faith in God—a retrcspective as 
well as prospective faith. 


Verse 1. The substance of things hoped for— 
Faith converts the promises of God into realities, 
so that the believer is as sure of blessings as if he 
bad them. Hope implies the existence of faith 
though it does not reach so far, Rom. 8 : 25. 
Hvidence—demonstration, convincing proof to the 
mind of what the eye cannot see. V. 2. Thea 
elders—the ancient believers. Obtained a good 
report ~itis recorded to their credit, God bi: 
testifying to their Faith as in vs. 4. 5. 39. 
The worlds -—not this earth only, but all worlds. “Tt 
requires a strong exercise of faith to believe that 
God made these out of nothing. Neither reason nor 
analogy would convince us of that, but by faith we 
accept the word of God for it, and, acknowledging 
the miracle of creation, we believe all things are 
possible with Him. V. 4. Abel—the first martyr 
to faith. A more excellent sacrifice—Not so in 
itself, but because it was of God's appointment—a 
sacrifice of atonement, while Cain’s was one of 
thanksgiving. Obtained Wa ee e testimony of 
God as recorded in Gen.4 : 4, both as respected 
Abel and his sacrifice. ‘The believer’s person is 
accepted first, then his offering. Yet speaketh— 
The influence of our lives whether good or bad, does 
not end at death—Most important corsideration. 
V. 5. Hnoch—another of those * elders,” gave 
evidence of his faith in that ‘‘ he walked with God,’”’ 
Gen. 5 His, a progressive faith and pleasing to 
God. Translated—suddenly removed without 
death, only changed as the living shall be at 
Christ’s coming. Had this testimony—the testimony 
of Scripture already quoted. He slso_ had the 
testimony of his own conscience. All God’s people 
have ae witness of the spirit that they are such, 
Rom. 8 V.6. But without faith—such a faith 
as shall enable us to walk with God—an active, 
progressive faith. He that cometh—as a worshipper, 
must believe—* Blessed are they that have not seen 
and yet have believed,’’ John 20 : 29. Diligently 
see aa tea bats 38 and earnestly—who ** knock, 
Matt ; who ‘‘strive’’ or agonize, Luke 13: 94, 
V.7. Noah being warned—under the influence of 
reverential fear, was moved to action. His neigh- | 
bours would have been saved too had they taken 
heed of the warning and believed. ‘*So the people 
of Nineveh believed God,’”’ Jonah, 3 : 5. But even 
the carpenters who built the Ark were drowned ! 
Let teachers think of this. Condemned the world— 
unbelievers were rebuked. A good example is the 
best kind of rebuke, Matt.5:16. Became heir—If 
we are the children of God. then heirs, Rom.

THE AUTHOR of this epistle was not the brother of 
John so oftea mentioned along , with him, but either 
James the son of Alpheus. or “ the Lord’s brother,”’ 
Gal. 1:19. & Matt. :3: 55, if indeed these titles do 
not refer to one and the same person. The son of 
Zebedee viding fae first apestle who suffered martyr- 
dom, Acts 12: 2. This is called ‘‘the GreERAL 
EPISTLE ”’ neaekae not addressed to a particular 
person or church, but was intended for general 
circulation, It is intensely practical throughout, 
dealing with erroneous views of Christianity which 
had thus early manifested themselves, and_with 
vices that continue to the present time James 
denounces pride, atbition, boasting, swearing, 
duplicity, presumption. and cantankerousness 
generally. He administers a scathing rebuke to 
unjust and ungenerous rich men in ch. 5. . Luther 
and others have supposed his teaching to be irre- 
concilable with Paul’s doctrine of ‘‘ Justification by 
Faith.’”’ But Luther lived to see and confess his 
mistake. The more this lesson is studied the 
clearer does it appear that there is no discrepancy. 
James combats not St. Paul but those who mis- 
understood his meaning: Paul speaks of_faith as

Verses 14-16. What doth it profit—what use is it

ment : nobody will believe him. That kind of faith 
may quiet an easy conscience, but it will not save a 
man—ang that is the erucial test. You may say to 
a needy brother or sister ‘““be ye warmed and fill- 
ed,” but if you do nothing they may die of starva- 
tion. The “inoperative profession of sympathy 
illustrates the inoperative profession of faith. V. 
17. The conclusion is that inoperative faith is a 
dead faith. ‘* Thou hast a name that thou livest 
but art dead,”? Kev.3: |. Being alone—separat- 
ed from vital energy. V.18. Shew_me thy faith 
without thy works if you ean. Man requires 
occular demonstration in some form or other. The 
question is not as to the grounds of belief, but the 
emonstration of it. God ‘‘ tempted ’’ i. e. tried 
Abraham, to put his faith to this test, and it stood 
the trial. Jesus plainly taught St. James’ doctrine. 
Mat.7: i620. V.-19. Thou believest there is one 
God-. rather, that God is one. This is the first 
principle of religion, and good as far as it goes: 
but it will not save you. Besides, your creed may 
be all right, and loudly expressed, but if it does not 
regulate your life properly, what good will it do 
you’? The faith of devils goes as far as yours, for 
they also believe, but their belief only adds to 
their torment. It was to Belshazzar’s condemnation 
that “‘ he knew all this,” but did not humble him- 
self, Dan. 5:22. V.20. Wilt thou know, O vain 
man! You think you know a great deal more than 
you. do, Jay aside your unwillingness to learn that 
such faith as yours is dead—tdle—useless—un- 
availing to save. Vs. 21-238. Abraham? Paul cited 
abraham as being justified in the sight of God by 
faith : James claims him equally as an exponent of 
his doctrine. He demonstrated his willingness to do 
God’s bidding, regardless of consequences. So his 
faith wrought with his works—was a working faith. 


Faith made perfect is evidenced by works of self- 


denial. Vs. 24-25. Ye see then—in this notable 
instance —faith expressed in action, and how that 
it availed to save, for “‘ it was imputed into him for 
righteousness.’ RawaAB, a humbler example: Bien 
in her case you see the same thing—faith a 
works going hamd in hand. Josh. 2 : 1-22. Heb. Th: 
3\. V. 26. As the human body deprived of breath— 
the life- giving principle— becomes a loathsome 
carcass, so faith without works is DEAD

Simon Prerer was one of the first called to be an 
apostle.

Jesus gave him a new name, 
Cephas—a stone, John 1: 35. Misew here ad- 
dressing him as Peter, says to him—not of him— 

upon this rock I will build my church.”’ Matt. 16: 

J8-—-referring to Himself, as seems probable from 
St. beens allusion to “The chief Corner Stone,” 
Eph. 2: 2). There is no proof in the Bible that 
Peter ever assumed a primacy over the other 
apostles : nor did the others ever admit any such 
preeminence. Paul declares himself “‘ not a whit 
behind the chiefest of the Aposties,’? 2 Cor. 11: 5 
and 12:11. In. Gal. 2:11, he says that he withstood 
him to the face, because he was to be blamed. 
Peter only claims for himself rap aheai ec parity— 

“ who am also an elder,’ 1 Pet.5 : 1. This epistle 
was written to the scattered Christians (V. 1) from 
Babylon, ch. 5: i38, where it is supposed he died in 
in old age about A.D. 68. The story of his crucifixion 
in Rome, with his head downwards, has no 
historical foundation, nor is it certain that he met a 
violeut death, unless the words of Jesus are so 
construed, John 21: 18, which Peter recals in his 
second epistle, ch.1:14. That he was a married 
man is certain, Matt. 8: 14. That his wife ac- 
companied him in his missionary travels seems 
probable, 1 Cor. 9: 6 The main objects of the 
epistle are to impress christian converts with the 
fact that they must expect persecution, and to in- 
culcate patience and perseverance. 

Verses 19-20. Thankworthy—a ccepta able to God. 

| Mor conscience sake—not from mere stoical indiffer- 
ence..to suffering, but on principle, Wronafully-— 
when accused unjustly, as were many of the Reform- 
ers and Scottish Covenanters. What glory ?—what 
peculiar merit. Bujfeted—beaten—the punishment 
of slaves. Ye take wt patiently - making a virtue of 
necessity. But, to suffer patiently for well-doing is 
a glory, and alw: ays commands sympathy. V. 21. 
Were ye called—with a heavenly calling, as all God’s 
people are, Rom. 8 : 30 and 9:24. Christ suffered 
for us—not for Himeelf. His dying for us was the 
highest exemplification of ** doing well,” and laid 
on us an obligation to imitate his disinterestedness 
and patience. /ollow his step—go as far as he did, 
even to laying down your lives for the brethren, if 
need be, 1 John 3: 16. Vs. 22-28. Did no sin— 
committed neither sins of omission nor commission, 
He was holy, ee ae undefiled, separate from 
sinners, Heb. 7 : When he was reviled—the 
wonderful prophecy. in Isa. ch, 3, was literally 
fulfilled, Matt. 27: 39. Thr eatened not—He even 
rebuked those who would have restrained his 
persecutors, Matt. 26 : 51. Committed himself— 
and his cause: with perfect resignation to the will 
of His Father, Matt. 26:39. Judgeth righteously— 
the judgment of God is always right, Rom 2 : 2) 
hence we are perfectly safe in His hands. V. 24. 
His own self— substituted for us—there being none 
other that could have done it. Bare our sins—He 
became as it were chargeable with them, bore the 
punishment of them, and made atonement for them. 
thereby removing them from _ us. The reference is 
to the animals under the Mosaic economy upon 
which the sins of the people were symbolically laid 
and which were then sacrificed, Lev. 4 : 
Christ so bare our sins that He offered them along 
with Himself onthe cross. By whose stripes—see 
Isa 53 : 5 V. 25. For ve were—before your 
conversion. Going astray—not driven but volun- 
tarily going. We cannot remain stationary—but 
are either going in the right way er the wrong. 
Returned, conversion is more than conviction, it is 
turning from sin and going to God.

HE Acts and Proceedings of the Fifth 
General Assembly, begun at Ottawa on 
11th June last, have just come to hand. The 
goodly volume reflects credit on its com- 
pilers and printers, and also upon the Church. 
The minutes proper are admirable for the concise, 
business-like manner in which the proceedings 
of the Supreme Court are recorded. There is 
not a superfilous word, as it appears to us, in 
the whole record ; and yet nothing is left un- 
said that should be mentioned. It is all com- 
prized in fifty pages! Surely this is multwm 
én parvo, The Appendix, however, containing 
the reports of committees, Rolls of Presbyteries, 
and other information, extends to 262 pages 
of closely printed matter. As copies of the 
minutes are sent gratuitously to all the mem- 
bers of the Kirk-sessions, it is to be hoped that 
they will be carefully read and studied by them, 
and that steps will be taken in every congrega- 
tion, by the ministers and other office-bearers, 
to communicate to the people generally so 
much of the contents of these reports as may 
be necessary to give them a proper conception 
of the work of the church to which they be- 
long, in all its branches, as well as to impress 
upon them the consideration of their duty in 
contributing according to their several abilities 
for the maintenance and support of the various 
agencies employed, The Recorp will do what 
it can to assist in spreading abroad this valu- 
able mass of information. Turning in the 
meantime to the Report of the Committee on 
Statistics, of which Rry. R. Torrancz, of 
GUELPH, is the Convener, we note the following 
figures respecting the numerical strength and 
equipment of the Church.

Mr. GrorGE Munro, a native of Pictou, 
but a resident of New York city, has endowed 
a Professorship in Dalhousie College, in Nova 
Scotia. He will pay the salary, $2,000, the 
first year, and give money sufficient to make 
this the permanent salary. The new Professor- 
ship will be that of ‘‘ Physics,” and Mr. J. 
Gordon McGregor, a son of Rev. Dr. McGregor, 
Agent of the Church at Halifax, has been 
chosen Professor, 


Dr. CocHRANE, of Brantford, Convener of 
the Assembly’s Home Mission Committee, has 
been employing his time usefully on the other 
side of the Atlantic. We have heard of him 
preaching in Paisley, his native town, to large 
audiences ; and of his meeting with the Colo- 
nial Committee of the Free Church of Scotland. 
In many other ways, no doubt, he has been 
doing good service, for he is not the man to 
hide his light under a bushel. 


Rev. THomas M. CuristTIz, one of our Tri- 
nidad Missionaries, is engaged in visiting the 
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congregations in the Maritime Synod. 
August he completed the visitation of P. E. 
Island, where he spent 33 days, held 38 meet- 
ings, and travelled 800 miles. The collections 
taken up at these meetings amounted to about 
€500. Mr. C. is now visiting the congrega 
tions in the Presbyteries of Sydney and Vic- 
toria and Richmond.

Obituary, 


ex-Principal of Knox College, Toronto, 

died at the manse of Aberlour, Bannf- 
shire, Scotland, on the 19th August. Dr. 
Willis, accompanied by his wife, was on a visit 
to Rey. Dr. Sellar, and had preached for him 
in the parish church on the 10th of August : 
on the following day he was taken suddenly ill ; 
and, after a period of severe suffering, borne 
with Christian patience, he expired on the day 
above mentioned, in the eighty-first year of his 
age and the fifty-seventh of his ministry. His 
remains were enterred in the High Church 
Burying-ground, Glasgow. The funeral was 
largely attended by members of the Free 
Church Presbytery and by ministers and mem- 
bers of other denominations. Few men have 
done so much for the advaneement of Pres- 
byterianism in Canada as our friend who 
has now gone to his rest and reward. During 
a period of twenty-three years his eminent 
talents were faithfully and assiduously employ- 
ed in the teaching and training of candidates 
the 
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present ministers of the Presbyterian Church 
in Canada have reason to remember with grati- 
tude their old teacher ; and the large number 
of his students who came to occupy prominent 
positions in the Chureh, attest the value of his 
instructions, and are his best monument. Dr. 
Willis was a native of Greenock, was ordained 
to the ministry in connection with the Old 
Light Burghers in 1821, and very soon attained 
a distinguished position as minister of Renfield 
Street Church, Glasgow, and as professor in the 
Divinity Hall. In 1839, along with his Synod, 
he joined the Church of Scotiand. In 1848, 
Dr. Willis identified himself with the Free 
Church cause, though not without some degree 
of hesitation, and certain reservations of which 
he made no secret at the time, nor afterwards. 
But, while following what he honestly believed 
to be the path of duty, he remained to the end 
of his days a large-hearted, liberal-minded 
man, always willing to cooperate with other 
denominations, and to do good to all men as 
he had opportunity. His first visit to Canada 
was shortly after the disruption, when he came 
as a deputy from the Free Church to visit the 
Canadian churches. In 1847, Dr. Willis was 
appointed Professor of Theology in Knox 
College, Toronto, and continued to occupy this 
position, and to preside as Principal until 
1870, when he resigned and returned to 
Britain—receiving a retiring allowance from 
the College of $1200 per annum. He was not 
only a sound and accomplished theologian ; he 
was endowed with superior natural abilities. 
As a preacher and a platform speaker he had 
few equals. There was an earnestness and a 
power in his addresses which told with effeet 
upon his hearers. And he was a genuine 
philanthropist—full of sympathy for the poor 
and the oppressed. He never refused an invita- 
tion to preach the gospel, when it was possible 
for him to comply. He was a pronounced 
opponent of slavery, and, during his residence 
in Toronto, gave freely of his time and his 
money to assist the coloured people of the 
Southern States in their endeavours to escape 
from bondage, and to breathe the free air of 
Canada. He was a member of the First 
Presbyterian Council held in Edinburgh in 
1877, and since then he made a lengthened 
evangelistic tour on the Continent. Take him 
for all in all, we shall not soon see his like 
again, Mrs. Willis still survives and has the 
sincere sympathy of her many Canadian friends 
in her great bereavement. 

Mr. JoHN Forprs, of Goshen, Nova Scotia, 
died on the 18th Angust, at the advanced age 
of 91 years. He was a native of Scotland. 
In his twentieth year, he enlisted in the 93rd 
Highlanders, and spent four years with his 
regiment at the Cape of Good Hope. In 1814, 
the 93rd came to America and John Forbes 
was one of the men who fought bravely in the 
battle of New Orleans, in 1815. Hisregimen 
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entered the conflict 1000 strong, but only 200 
answered the roll-call at the close of the fight. 
Forbes, though in the thickest of the fray, 
never received a wound. In 1815, he was 
discharged with a pension. He came with his 
family to NovaScotiain 1830. The first eleven 
years he spent in Pictou, and the remainder of 
his life at Goshen. He became a Christian in 
the fifteenth year of his age, and joined the 
communion of the church at the Cape. He 
was ordained an elder in 1837. He delighted 
in every part of his work, and was a faithful 
soldier of the great captain of our salvation— 
liberal in his contributions, and ready to assist 
in every good work. He leaves eight children, 
the eldest having served a number of years in 
the eldership with himself. Two are ministers 
Rey. A. G. Forbes of the Bruce Presbytery, 
and Rev. John F. Forbes, of Pictou Presbytery. 
The youngest is a lawyer and Sabbath-school 
superintendent in the Presbyterian Church in 
Des Moins, Iowa. Mr. Forbes was honoured 
and beloved over the whole country side. 


Mr. JoHN C. BEOKET, elder in Erskine 
Church, Montreal, died on the 5th September, 
in the 69th year of his age. Mr. Becket was 
a native of Kilwinning, Scotland. He came to this 
country in 1854, and had resided nearly ever 
since in Montreal, where he earned the respect 
and esteem of his fellow citizens by the active 
interest which he took in the benevolent 
institutions of the city, by his strict integrity 
as a man of business, and his exemplary 
Christian deportment in all the relations of 
life. 


Mr. RicHarp McKes. By the death of this 
respected elder, the first Essa congregation, 
Ont., has been deprived of a useful and honour- 
ed office-bearer ; one who was constant in the 
discharge of duty, and whose wise counsels 
were always welcome and highly valued. He 
was a native of Ireland and was ordained to 
the eldership in 1858. 


Mr. Rosertr Witson of Chatham and 
Grenville died on 20th June last in the 65th 
year of his age. He was ordained a deacon in 
1846, and an elder in 1852. 

Mr. WILLIAM TORRANCE, an elder of the 
Presbyterian Church at Mimosa, Ont., died on 
16th July, aged 78 years. 

Mrs. JANE MoGregaor, wife of Mr. Donald 
Campbell, and daughter of late Rev. W. 
McGregor, died at Lot 16, P. E. Island, on 
12th February last. 


Geclesinstical Hews, 


(Fore CHHINIQUY has had a very remark- 


able career since he left us, more than a 
year ago. From the day he landed in 
Australia until now, a continued ovation has 


attended his progress from place to place. If 
he has not turned the world upside down, 
he has certainly created an interest in thes 
Southern Colonies that has never bee 
exceeded. He has not been eating the brea 
of idleness ; everywhere, in season and out «q 
season, this venerable and fearless apostle gf 
Protestantism has been preaching and lecturing 
to immense audiences, assaulting the strong- 
holds of superstition, and asserting his right/as 
a British subject to liberty of thought and 
speech. Hislife has been frequently in danger ; 
he has been several times stoned, and not \a 
few have acted as if they thought they would 
do good service by taking his life. But he has 
been mercifully preserved from harm, and at 
last accounts was in good health and spirits, 
none the worse of the extraordinary ordes 
through which he has passed. He is probablj 
on his way to New Zealand by this time. 
Hobart Town, Tasmania, the announcemest 
that Mr. Chiniquy’s friends had engaged the 
Town-Hall for him to speak in created great 
excitement. The Catholics were determined to 
prevent the delivery of his lecture, 
Protestants, on the other hand, were as fully 
determined to carry out their programme, 
Riot and bloodshed seemed imminent, and wer 
only averted by the firm and prompt action o 
the public authorities.

The vol 
teers were armed and called out at sho 
notice ; the artillery paraded the streets wi 
their guns; the majesty of the law was 
vindicated ; the liberty of the subject was 
secured, and Father Chiniquy delivered his 
lecture ‘without let or hindrance. 

THE EVANGELICAL ALLIANCE held ite 
seventh conference in Basle, Switzerland, in 
the beginning of last month. A large number 
of delegates from all parts of Europe and 
America were in attendance. Pastor Ecklin, 
on behalf of the city, welcomed the guests in 
the Great Hall of the Vereinshaus. Dr. Schaff, 
of New York, represented the Anglo-Americans, 
and spoke at length of the vitality of Protest- 
antism in America, calling special attention to 
the fact that the American churches were firm 
in their adherence to a strict observance of the 
Sabbath. He touched also on the Mormon 
question, and on the voluntary principles at 
work in America for the support of religious 
institutions. Dr. Anderson, of New York, 
spoke on Sabbath-schools, shewing their im- 
portance as respects the development of the 
life of the church. Dr. de Pressense, of Paris, 
discussed the Christian and anti-Christian 
influence of the press on national life.

| THE ENGLISH PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH, has 
‘sustained a great loss by the death of Dr. 
Lorimer, Principal of the Presbyterian College, 
london. Dr. Lorimer having ceased from his 
labours at the age of sixty-seven, has given rise 
fo the remark that this period of life is 
yeculiarly dangerous to men of intellectual 
work. At this age died Dr. Chalmers, 
Melancthon, John Knox, and St. Paul. Crown 
Court Church, London, so long a centre of 
attraction, has been declared vacant by the 
resignation of Dr. John Cumming, distinguish- 
ed for his scholarly excellence, his theological 
bre, and critical acumen, no less than for the 
simplicity and chasteness of his style as a 
preacher and writer. It is reported that a 
movement is on foot to induce Principal Tulloch 
to go to London as Dr. Cumming’s successor, 
and that in the event of his consent, the 
proposal of erecting a Presbyterian Church to 
be in connection with the Church of Scotland, 
on the Thames embankment, will be revived 
under Broad Church auspices, and with Dr. 
Tulloch as pastor. Dr. William M. Taylor, 
pastor of the Tabernacle church, New York 
city, and editor of the Christian at Work, has 
arrived in New York after a season of travel 
abroad. He was not persuaded to stay in 
London by the call to the church at St. John’s 
Wood. 

PRESBYTERIANISM IN IRELAND. — The 
minutes of the Irish General Assembly, recent- 
ly published, contain some statements. which 
are of interest as indicating the strength of 
that Church. It may be stated, in brief, that 
there are ; 5 Synods ; 36 Presbyteries, and about 
615 ministers. Total number of families, 79, 
632 ; communicants, 106,776; elders, 2,145 ; 
deacons, 6,746 ; raised for building or repairs 
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of churches, manses or schools, £35,711; 
Sabbath collections, £18,260; raised for Sus- 
tentation Fund, £23,424 ; mission collections, 
£12,487 ;by Sabbath-schools for missions, £2, 
263 ; other collections, £15,717 ; total for the 
year, £154,377 ; contributed to the poor, £2, 
019. There are 712 National schools under 
Presbyterian management; 1,053 Sunday- 
schools, with 8,571 teachers and an average 
attendance of 72,288 scholars. There were 
during the year: Ordinations, 7 ; licenses, 13 ; 
installations, 19; deaths of ministers, 14; 
congregations organized, 2; designations to 
missionaries, 3. The number of assistant 
ministers is 33 ; licentiates, 55 ; students, 61. 

THE AMERICAN PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH, 
North, now has 574,486 communicants, a gain 
for the year of 6,631; 38 synods, and 179 
Presbyteries ; 4,937 ministers, a gain of 36, 
against 100 in the previous year ; 5,415 churches, 
a gain of 146 ; and 614,774 children in Sunday- 
schools. There were only 137 licensures last 
year, the smallest number in six years. There 
are 614 candidates, less by 153 than in 1874; 
and 306 licentiates, or two more than in 1875 ; 
and 25 less than in 1878. The loss of minis- 
ters by death was 97—-the same number as in 
1877 ; 58 were received, and 17 were dismissed. 
The total of contributions was $8,259,923, 
which does not show a very great falling off, 
from the previous three years. Of the whole 
sum, $6,311,768 were used for congregational 
purposes, $390,685 for Home, and $381,568 
for Foreign missions. 


Presbyterian College, Paltfax. 


The Calendar for 1879-80 opens with a view 
of the new premises. The next session will 
open on the 5th November, and close on the 
29th April. Professor Currie will deliver the 
opening lecture. There are three Professors: 
Principal Macknight, D. D., (Professor of 
Systematic Theology and Apologetics), Pro- 
sessor Currie, (Oriental Languages, Exegetics 
and Hermeneutics,) Dr. Pollok, (Church 
History, Pastoral Theology, and Homiletics.) 
The Library contains about 9000 volumes. 
There is ample accommodation for resident 
students. The building is commodious and 
very finely situated in a most salubrious locality. 
The fee for board—heating and light included, 
is $2.50 per week, Nine prizes, ranging from 
$10 to $30, are offered for the coming session.— 
The Calendar contains a valuable historical 
sketch of the educational efforts of the 
Presbyterians in the Maritime Provinces. 
Their first Theological Professor was Rey. 
Thomas McCulloch, D. D., who conducted the 
Pictou Academy for upwards of twenty years. 
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At the time of his death Dr. McCulloch was 
Principal of Dalhousie College. The Synod 
appointed Rev. John Keir, Professor of System- 
atic and Pastoral Theology, and Rev. James 
Ross, (now Rev. Dr. Ross, Principal of 
Dalhousie College,) was called to the Chair of 
Exegesis and Biblical Literature. The ‘ West 
River Seminary” was placed under the care of 
Professor Ross. It was opened in the autumn 
of 1848 with 12 students. At the close of the 
term in 1852, there were 28 students in 
attendance. In 1824, the late Professor 
Thomas McOulloch was appointed to the chair 
of Natural Philosophy and Mathematics. In 
1858, the seminary was transferred to Truro 
to a new and commodious building. Here the 
attendance at one time reached 52. The 
Theological classes were in session six weeks 
each autumn,—under Professors Keir and 
Smith,—The Free Synod of Nova Scotia 
commenced in 1846, making arrangements for 
training a native ministry. Rev. A Forrester 
had a class of 5 students in 1847. In October 
1848, Professors King and Mackenzie arrived 
from Scotland, and on the 2nd November the 
College was opened with an attendance of 
fifteen,—three being in Theology. Dr. Honey- 
man Taught Hebrew. In 1849, Professor 
Mackenzie died. His place was filled in 1850 
by Dr. Lyall. In 1855, Mr. Macknight was 
sent out by the Colonial Committee to teach 
Hebrew. After the union of 1860, the 
Theological Faculties were combined at Halifax, 
and the Arts at Truro. In 1863, the Synod 
entered into an arrangement with the Govern- 
ors of Dalhousie College, which led to the 
closing of the Seminary at Truro. Professors 
Ross, Lyall, and McCulloch were appointed to 
Chairs in Dalhousie College, but continued to 
be paid by the Synod. The students had the 
benefit of an Institution in which there were 
three other Professors. 

The Synod in connection with the Church 
of Scotland co-operated in the reorganization 
of Dalhousie College. It had previously help- 
ed many young men studying in the Scottish 
Universities. In 1863, the sum of $20,000 was 
raised, and Professor McDonald was appointed 
to a Chair in Dalhousie.—Professor Keir died 
in 1858, and was succeeded by Dr. Smith. 
When Dr. King retired in 1871, he was suc- 
ceeded by Professor Macknight, in the Chair 
of Theology and Church History. Professor 
Currie was then appointed to the Chair of 
Hebrew and LExegetics——Shortly before the 
union of 1875, the Synod of the Maritime 
Provinces unanimously requested the Colonial 
Committee of the Church of Scotland, to 
undertake the support of one chair in the 
Theological Hall, Halifax, and recommended 
Professor Pollok to be appointed. Both 
Synods approved, and the Church of Scotland 
liberally undertook his support until the 
necessary endowment could be raised. Dr. 
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Pollok has been since 1875, Professor of Church 
History and Pastoral Theology. There are six 
Professors in the Service of the Church in the 
Maritime Provinces. The invested funds of / 
the Church for educational purposes amount to | 
$92,000.

Manitoba and the dorth-dWest, 


So much has been written about pe 
and the North-West that it is not easy to sa 
anything new. A few notes however, giving 
the impressions made upon a stranger, Det 
a recent visit may not be entirely devoid 0 
interest. 

It was with somewhat high expectations that) 
I turned my face towards Manitoba, and I am) 
glad to say that my highest expectations were 
fully realized. The flatness of the country 
impresses a stranger accustomed to more at 
scenery, rather unpleasantly. These wi | 
plains may not have many attractions for a 
poet, but the visitor in search of those material 
advantages out of which wealth is easily | 
developed, can scarcely turn away disappointed. 
With a bracing climate, Manitoba possesses a | 


soil almost unsurpassed in fertility. The land 
no doubt varies in quality, but in travelling) 
several hundred miles in various directions 
through the Provinee, I saw scarcely an acre 
which would not be accounted good land in | 
the richest districts of Ontario. We were 
assured on good authority that wheat has in; 
the Valley of the Red River been grown upon! 
the same land forty years in succession, with. 
out any apparent decrease in the yield. i 
some places the land is wet, but almost every; 
where it admits of being easily drained, 
Farther to the West, we understand that there 
are large districts where the soil is light and 
the rain-fall rather deficient, but there are also 
immense tracts of country scarcely inferior to 
Manitoba. What is needed for the North- 
West is an active, intelligent, Christian popu- | 
lation to oceupy its vacant lands. This want 
is being rapidly supplied, and+when railroad 
communication with the outside world is more 
fully established, the number of immigrants 
will speedily increase and the work of colonizing 
these fertile plains advance more quickly. 
Already the work of taking possession of this 
new land has made great progress The whole 
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Province of Manitoba is occupied after a fashion. 
It has passed out of the hands of the Govern- 
ment into the hands of private parties who 
hold it, if they do not cultivate it. And sparse 
settlements extend nearly over the entire 
Province. There are also isolated settlements, 
like that of Prince Albert far into the interior, 
but in addition to these, the settlements may 
be said to extend westward of Manitoba almost 
continuously for nearly seventy-five or one 
hundred miles. At Emerson, I met with set- 
tlers from Turtle Mountains, seventy-five miles 
west of Manitoba. The settlements both in 
Manitoba and in the country west of it, are 
very sparse, partly owing to the large amount 
of land frequently taken by one seitler, and 
partly owing to the quantities of land held by 
speculators who expect to grow rich by the 
labours of the actual settler. The scattered 
nature of the settlements is in many quarters 
a serious evil, as it greatly lessons the ability 
of the new communities to sustain churches 


_ and schools, and to make those improvements 


the world. 


essential to the welfare of the community. 
This evil will no doubt gradually disappear, 
but in the meantime it makes the Home 
Mission work much more difficult. 

The settlers are from nearly every part of 
The Maritime Provinces and. 
Quebec are well represented, but Ontario sends 
by far the largest quota, and the Presbyterian 
element is everywhere strong. The Presbyter- 


ian Church has taken a very influential position 


in Manitoba, and no one can fail to see that if 
justice is done to our cause during the next ten 
years, a noble future is in store for it in the 
North-West, but if during these formative 
years, the proper efforts are not put forth to 
give the new settlements the ordinances of 
religion, no future activity can undo the 
mischief. The men already in the field appear 
for the most part-to be d@ing their work well, 
but they need immediate reinforcements. 
Four or five additional labourers are urgently 
required at once. 

My stay in Manitoba was rather brief, but I 
had an opportunity of seeing a good deal and 
hearing more of the state of things there. My 
first Sabbath was spent with the pioneer of our 
Church in the North-West, Rev. Dr. Black, of 
Kildonan. I had the pleasure of preaching 
twice to his congregation. It is evidently 
composed of an intelligent and substantial 
class of people, who listen with real interest to 
the gospel. The church is a comfortable stone 
building, seated for 350 persons, and was well 
filled at both services. It is twenty-eight years 
since Dr. Black unfarled the blue banner for 
the first time in the North-West. For many 
years he was the sole representative of Presby- 
terianism, but now he finds himself a member 
of a Presbytery with some twenty-three 
ministers on its roll. No one can be long in 
Manitoba without learning how well he did his 


em ee 


work during all these years, and what a place 
he has secured, not only in the love of his own 
congregation, but in the esteem of the entire 
community. 

Winnipeg is certainly by far the most import- 
ant centre of population which has sprung up in 
the North-West. It is a city of yesterday, but: 
already it has a population of 10,000. And 
from its rapid growth, and the advantages of 
its position, there seems every reason to think 
that it will continue to hold a prominent 
position. Its citizens have the most unbound- 
ed confidence in its future. An intelligent 
gentleman said to me that he was firmly 
convinced that in ten years it would be as 
large as Toronto, and that in twenty-five years 
it would be as large as Toronto and Montreal 
put together. Itis not safe to prophesy, but 
certainly the growth of Winnipeg during the 
past four or five years, and the development of 
of the country to the west of it, give some 
countenance to such pleasant dreams. 

We were glad to observe the position which 
Presbyterianism has secured for itself in this 
rising city. Rev. James Robertson has done 
excellent work, and gathered round him a 
large and influential congregation, second to 
very few of the city congregations in the older 
provinces. His new church is the most com- 
manding object which attracts the eye of the 
stranger as he approaches the city from any 
point of the compass. It gives visibility to 
Presbyterianism in Manitoba. It is admirably 
adapted for the purposes of public worship. 
It is by far the largest church connected with 
any denomination in Winnipeg, but judging 
not merely from the opening services, but 
from what I learned of the ordinary attendance, 
I believe it. will soon be too small for the 
audience. A second church will very quickly 
be require! to meet the growth of Presbyterian- 
ism in Winnipeg. Manitoba College is here 
carried on in a humble and unpretentious 
building, but it is doing excellent work in the 
education of the young. It is to be hoped 
that its friends in Winnipeg will rally around 
it, and place it soon on a more satisfactory 
financial basis. Professors Bryce and Hart, 
while giving their strength to their education- 
al work, have also, we had frequent occasion 
to learn, been rendering invaluable aid in 
fostering the numerous mission stations around 
which they are able to reach on Sabbath. 

A short trip up the Assiniboine River en- 
abled us to see something of the country for 
seventy miles west of Winnipeg. The land 
for a considerable distance up the river appears 
to be largely in the hands of a class of settlers 
who are not doing justice to the fertile soil on 
which they live, but as you approach Higk 
Bluff and Portage La Prairie, a marked change 
is observable. The land is no better, but the 
farmers are of a different class, and it is 
difficult to imagine anything finer than the 
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_great fields of wheat, oats and barley, which 
meet the eye in every direction. Rev. Hugh 
McKellar occupies High Bluff and Prospect for 
our Church, and is doing excellent work in this 
promising field, A little farther west, Rev. 
Allan Bell most worthily represents our cause 
in the rising village of Portage La Prairie—a 
village which hopes soon to be a goodly city. 
Steamers run regularly up the Assiniboine to 
this point from Winnipeg, but during the 
present season thay run occasionally as far 
west as Fort Ellice, which by the tortuous 
-course of the river is more than five hundred 
miles from Fort Garry. 

After returning from Portage La Prairie to 
Winnipeg, we started up the Red River by 
steamer for Emerson, and from that point made 
@ very pleasant excursion into the Pembina 
Mountain country. Wharves are not consider- 
ed necessary for steamboats on the Red River, 
so when we came within two miles of Emerson, 
eur steamer blew her whistle, ran her end in 
against the bank, shoved out a plank, and four 
-divines and one or two other passengers, found 
themselves safely landed on terra firma in the 
usual manner of the country. 

It was not entirely by an undesigned coinci- 
dence that Rev. Mr. Laidlaw, of Hamilton, 
my brother, and myself found ourselves at 
Emerson just asa Presbyterial deputation consist- 
ing of Rey. Professor Bryce, and Rev. John 
Scott were starting to visit the mission stations 
in the Pembina Mountain region. Our arrange- 
ments for starting were soon made, aud five 
divines set out in one waggon to invade the 
west. It was altogether a most enjoyable 
expedition. Our ls lay almost due west for 
nearly fifty miles, an& just a little north of the 
American boundary line. The first night we 
crossed into Dakota, and slept under the 
hospitable roofof Mr. James Hyde, a Canadian 
Presbyterian from Minden, Ont., who, we were 
glad to see, had not ceased to feel a deep 
interest in Canada and its church life, although 
he now livesunder the Stars and Stripes. The 
next evening we reached the foot of the 
Pembina Mountains, where Rev. Mr. Borthwick 
gave us a right cordial welcome. It was 
Saturday evening, and on the following 
Sabbath the party were so dispersed over the 
the wide diocese of our host that we were able 
to preach the gospel in seven or eight different 
places to excellent congregatiors. On Monday, 
I went westward with Prof. Bryce to Nelson- 
ville, a flourishing little village of some twenty 
houses in an excellent district. Here ] had an 
opportunity of meeting with a number of the 
leading Presbyterians, and was delighted to see 
the interest which they manifest in securing 
tbe regular administration of the ordinances of 
religion. They purpose taking immediate 
steps for the erection of a church. The settle- 
ment is new, but the people are full of hope. 
Rey. Mr. Borthwick has been working most 


labouriously in a field altogether too large for 
one man. It is sufficientl, extensive to give 
ample work for three missionaries. The soil 
in this region is more varied that in some other 
parts of Manitoba, but is generally very 
excellent. The range of hills known as 
Pembina Mountains, give a beauty to the 
scenery also, which is entirely wanting in the 
more level districts. The view from the top of 
the Mountain, near the residence of the Rev. 
Mr. Borthwick, is one of the finest I have ever 
seen. To the North-East, the rich prairies 
adorned here and there with clumps, or belts 
of trees, stretch out as far as the eye can reach. 
The following Sabbath, I spent with my friend 
Mr. Scott, in Emerson. Emerson, next to 
Winnipeg, is perhaps the most flourishing town 
in Manitoba. It is situated on the East side 
of the Red River, immediately north of the 
boundary line. It is only three or four years 
old, and it has already a population of 1500. 
Here Mr. Scott has a comfortable church, and 
a substantial and steadily growing congregation. 
He has two other stations, one at Pembina on 
the American side of the lines which is taking 
steps for the immediate erection of a church. 
In this whole region Mr. Scott appears to be 
exerting a very wide and happy influence. I 
have extended my notes unduly, but I may 
say in conclusion that I left Manitoba with a 
much livelier conviction that the North-West 
has a great future before it, and that our Home 
Mission work in that region is fraught with 
encouragement, and demands the cordial 
support of the entire church. ;

French Ghpngelization. 


f ( N the August number of the ‘‘ Record” 
there appeared extracts from the annual 
Report of the Rev. C. A. Doudiet, Pastor 

of St. John’s French Presbyterian Church, 
Montreal, showing the interior working of 
one of the congregations under the care of the 
Board of French Evangelization, We here- 
with present afew jottings fromthe Secretary- 
Treasurer of the Board which will be read with 
much interest, as affording illustrations of the 
work being accomplished, and of the remark- 
able changes which, by the blessing of God, 
are taking place among the priests and 
ecclesiastics of the Church of Rome. 

In the report presented by the Board of 
French Evangelization to the General Assembly 
in June, reference was made. to the hopeful 
indications of ‘success'in the near futage: The 
following remarks were made :— 

‘¢ There is an opinion somewhat prevalent i in 
the Protestant community ef the country, 
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that the Reformation of the Roman Catholic 
Church in Canada must take place from within 
the church itself. No intelligent observer can 
doubt that there are at the present time signs 
of upheaval in that church, still less can any 
one at all acquainted with the history of 
French Canadian Evangelistic work, fail to trace 
the present unrest and growing dissatisfaction 
within the Church to the efforts put forth from 
without during the past forty years to give the 
people the Gospel, and the Board of French 
Evangelization have confidence that the efforts 
they are now putting forth are, by God’s bless- 
ing, helping to foster and hasten the great 
efforts from within Romanism itself which a 
long-suffering and much injured people are yet 
to make. When that time comes many will 
be surprised to find the large numbers within 
the church who will hail it with delight. A 
much wider and deeper work is now in progress 
than on the surface is visible. The sowing 
season may to some seem long, but the reap- 
ing time will come, and rich and golden will 
the harvest be.” 

From time to time we are cheered by 
incidents clearly indicating the progress which 
is being made, of which the following is a 
remarkable specimen : 


ONE DAY’s INCIDENTS. 


On Wednesday the 6th August four persons, 
all desirous of leaving the Church of Rome, 
called at the Office of the Board for counsel. 

The first was a priest, stationed near 
Montreal. On two or three different occasions 
previous to this date he had visited the 
Chairman of the Board, the Rev. Mr. Doudiet, 
and myself, to unburden his mind as to his 
dissatisfaction with Romanism, and to enquire 
concerning the teachings of the Bible. On 
the morning in question he came to intimate 
his resolution to leave the Church of Rome, 
and to obtain advice in the circumstances. 

The second was a French Canadian student 
about twenty-four years of age. He had 
met with one of our missionaries from whom 
he obtained a copy of the Bible which he had 
carefully read, and after much thought and 
prayer had decided at considerable personal 
sacrifice to sever his connexion with the church 
of his-fathers, and to seek connexion with our 
Church. He has since relinquished a position 
of trust in the Church of Rome, and after 
careful examination we have decided to employ 
him as a teacher in the Russell Hall mission Day 
School. He has favourably impressed all the 
members of the Board who have met him, and 
we entertain strong hopes of yet seeing him 
in the ministry of our church. 

The third was a young man in a Friar’s garb, 
who introduced himself asa Christian Brother, 
studying for the priesthood of the Church of 
Rome. He had for some time had serious 
doubts as to the Confessional, had obtained a 


copy of the Word of God, as also a report of 
the Board from one of our missionary teachers 
with whom he had had frequent conversations 
which led him to see the errors of Romanism 
and to resolve to abandon them. He had 
spent the few weeks preceding his visit to the 
office in a ‘* Retreat” near the city, and had 
on the morning of the day he called received 
instructions to leave Montreal that afternoon 
with three priests for a Roman Catholic College 
in the Eastern Townships. He felt that now 
was the crisis hour in his history,—that to 
obey these instructions was to do violence to 
his conscience, and he called to obtain counsel 
and direction. After lengthened conversation 
consultation with Principal Maevicar, I took 
him to my house where he stripped himself. of 
his clerical garb. We procured him a board- 
ing house in the home of an _ active 
Christian family where he has spent a few 
weeks studying the Word of Life. He too has 
made a very favourable impression upon those 
with whom he has come in contact, and so 
highly has he commended himself to us that we 
have arranged to have him teach a mission 
Day School at Grenville, under the care of 
the minister of our French congregation there. 

The fourth was a young man belonging to 
one of the oldest French Catholic families in 
the Province of Quebec, the son of a well- 
known professional gentleman. His desire was 
not so much te become a Protestant as to 
obtain spiritual peace, having, we _ believe, 
been convicted of sin by the Spirit of God, 
and been unable to find peaee to his conscience 
in the rites and ceremonies of the Church of 
Rome. We pointed him as-best we could to 
the Saviour, and gave him a copy of the Bible. 
Since then he has called repeatedly. His 
parents have discovered him _ reading his 
Bible, and, learning his design, they have plied 
every argument to weaken his faith in God’s 
Word, and to prevent him leaving the Church 
of Rome. The earnest entreaties of his 
mother, to whom he is very strongly attached, 
having proven in vain they now threaten him 
with the direst consequences if he avow him- 
self a Protestant. What the issue may be is 
known only to God. 

In all these cases, leaving the Church or 
Rome means being disowned by friends and 
family, and, it may be, persecution of no trivial 
nature. 

The practical difficulty meets us :—What 
are we to do with such persons, and especially 
with priests and ecclesiastics who come to us 
from Rome? They come generally without 
means and even without clothing, except their 
priestly garb. To discourage them we dare 
not, even at the risk of now and then meeting 
with an unworthy character. Better far that 
we should be frequently imposed upon 
than that we should discourage one earnest 
soul seeking peace and groping for light.

The 
Board will be gratified beyond measure to 
receive the names and addresses of any gentle- 
men requiring the services of French teachers, 
willing to employ such persons as from time to 
time come to us, where they will be surround- 
ed by healthy Christian influences. 

Meantime we must incur the expense of 
boarding and clothing them during their period 
of probation, trusting that the Lord will 
provide the means to enable us to do so, as 
well as to meet the increased expenditure of | 
the Board in the payment of the salaries of 
those of their. number to whom we give 
employment as missionary teachers.

LETTER FROM REY. G. L. MACKAY

es night in Toa tin-tia, a large commercial 


town not far from where this chapel 
stands, the ceremony of ascending a 
‘‘Jadder of knives,” was performed. In an 
open space just overlooking the Tamsui river, 
a pine pole about forty feet high and 6 or 8 
inches in diameter was put into the ground 
two feet deep. Four strong ropes were med 
around the top and the other ends fastened to 
posts fifty yards away. | 
This upright po'e had square holes a foot | 
apart, the lowest being a few feet from the | 
ground. Into these holes knives or swords | 


moments the latter is supposed to be under the 
afflatus of the former, jumps up, strikes’ his 
hands violently on the table, dishevels his 
long black hair, shouts like a demon, and cuts 
his tongue, face, and head, as if no nerves 
existed. Thus bleeding and acting like a 
maniac he is led forth amid the beating of 
gongs, shouting of devotees, and firing of 
crackers. Let us take the lead and return to 
the ladder and watch the proceedings. The 
crowd at this juncture became greatly excited, 
for the sorcerer walked barefooted over the red 
hot coals in the furnaces, then went slowly up 
the ladder : arriving at the top he rested a few 
moments, then descended on the opposite side 
and disappeared amid yellings and shoutings 
of the blind devotees. Strange proceedings ! 
Why, you ask were all these things done ? 
Without giving a lengthy and minute account, 
I reply they were done to frighten hateful 
demons, and appease beloved gods. (Chinese 
demons are simply sowls of dead men.) As on 
previous occasions I wituvessed these proceed- 
ings not out of mere curiosity, but to learn 
more and more of their customs, manners, and 
idolatrous rites. And above all to preach 
Jesus and Him crucifled. Standing in the 
crowd I had abundant opportunity of doing 
so. Scores admitted the absurdity of such 
rites, whilst the Literati (?) seemed ashamed and. 
left the ground. They would not stand dis- 
cussion. 

Seven years ago, I venture to declare that 
insteal of a few hundreds being present, 
thousands would have been there shouting 
‘‘ great is the goddess of mercy” great is the 
Pearly Emperor.”

| LETTER FROM MISS FAIRWEATHER. 


Indore, 21st March, 1879. 


(7? 
WING to circumstances over which I had 
J no control, I found myself with keen 
regret obliged to close my camp work in 
June, and thereby losing nearly two-thirds of 
my past year’s labour. All my present work is 
within the limits of the city proper. I have 
now 82 houses, 30 newly opened, or opened 
since June, besides the Eurasians and soldiers’ 
wives. The Eurasians I have visited less fre- 
quently of late. During the cold season we 
had a detachment of unmarried soldiers, and 
for them I established a Bible-class on Tuesday 
evenings. Two men have expressed themselves 
as being much benefited by the lessons taught. 
‘The Girls’ Native Boarding School began in 
July, with nine pupils. Of these, one woman 
‘and child have received baptism. Another 
grown girl would have done so, but her friends 
prevented it by forcing her from the institu- 
tion, Elizabeth is the matron. Anoo the teacher, 
and with Yarmoona and myself, helps in 
Zenana work and the entertaining of native 
visitors. Of those we have had during the past 
six months, were 222 gentlemen and 154 ladies, 


most of whom were Brahmins. These all heard 


_ portions of Scripture read and hymns sung and 


explained. The spare time is devoted to the 


preparation of papers for the press and in 


making up the booklets after they are printed. 
This keeps the little ones especially very busy. 
During the past six months, over 44,000 have 
‘been distributed by us in Indore city alone. 
Besides there were those sent to Mhow, Poona, 


and for railway distribution.

The school began in July last and consisted 
of 5 small girls. 1. Annie Francis, half-caste ; 
2. Mary Ann David Madrassi, native ; 3. Roji 
David, ditto ; 4. Roji Dusseaa, Hindoo native ; 
5. Mariam Chote, ditto ; Anoo Madrassi ; 
Minigia Hindoo; Jhankie, Minigia’s baby ; 
Rebecka or Ralka, African; Rebecka’s baby 
Anoo was a girl of seventeen who came to us 
an outcast in the common bazar, was with us 


_ six months and was preparing for baptism, but 


her friends went to court and forced her away 
before having received it. Mungia is a Hindoo 
woman who was sent to us by a Christian lady 
to whom she was a nursery maid. The number 
of villages visited since I got my horse has been 
44, and many of these as frequently as three or 
four times. The women at first were very shy, 
but are gradually becoming more friendly. 
When I cannot manage to get a good audience 
of women, I get the village men to listen, but 
often, too, I just go with the catechist while 
he preaches, and after I try to get on friendly 
terms with the people. The work on the 
whole has been most encouraging both as to 
the interest taken in Bible truth and the 
increasing esteem in which we are held by the 
people among whom we labour. 

You know of course of the forced absence of 
Suhkamunden and NarayanKao from Indore 
on account of their Baptism. Not long since 
Suhkamunden’s brother called at my house, 
and very angry he was. He said, “If I had 
Suhkamunden I would put his head on the 
floor, and my foot on his neck. He is 
possessed of the devil, that is why he was 
baptized. His caste people desire his blood, 
and he has brought shame and dishonour on 
our house.” I sent for Mr. Douglas. To- 
gether we talked and reasoned with him, and 
before he left we even managed to make him 
smile. He shook hands on leaving. Now I 
am glad to say he is quite free and the other 
evening ran into my house to enquire in a 
friendly way for Suhkamunden. This relaxing 
we have hailed with much hope and joy. . I 
wrote to you regarding my visit to His High- 
ness Holkar. Since then a messenger called 
us to an interview with the Private Secretary 
saying, Her Highness the wife of the Balla- 
sahib had chosen Elizabeth as her instructress, 
and I went at once, but found that the 
Maharami and her daughter-in-law wished a 
person to read for them their private correspond- 
ence, and write their dictated replies. This 
would have led her into a most dangerous 
position, laying open the intrigue and inner 
life of a heathen court. After consulting with 
Mr. Douglas it was determined to decline, 
although a fine salary was offered. The wife 
and sister of the Secretary, will be pupils from 
this time, and the way may yet be opened for 
some of us to reach those in high places with 
the Light of Life.

LETTER FROM MINNIE, — SUPPORTED BY 
St. ANDREW’s CHouRCH, KINGSTON. 


EAR FRIENDS,—I am very anxious to write you 

a letter again, and I hope you will be so kind 

as to send me one, as I would like so much to 

know something about the young friends who sup- 
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port me. God is very He eyt me, and I thank Him 
too for putting it in your hearts to be so good to 
orphan children. In my last letter to you, I told 
you about one of my sister orphans who was very 
bad with paralysis, and this time I have something 
sadder to say; she died on the 25th of December. 
She passed off so quietly. We were all very sorry. 
She was buried in the Scotch burial-ground, and we 
went to her funeral. Jam still teaching the little 


ones in the upper school. The members have in- 
ereased since I last wrote. I taught for a short time 
in one of the Hindoo schools. I am sure it would 
please you very much if you could see these little 
children and hear them repeat their lessons. Some 
of them are as young as four and five. ‘They are 
very fond of coming to school, and cry at_times if 
their mammas do not wish them to come. It would 
be nice if we were all as fond of lessons. I am glad 
to say lam. The only lesson I find rather difficult 
is my arithmetic, but I am trying hard to get on 
with it, and I do hope will succeed. I got the third 
prize in the second class for general proflciency. 


Miss PIGOT’S REMARKS CONCERNING MINNIE. 


Minnie looks hardly twelve years of age, and 
for her age she is the brightest girl we have, — 
so gentle, and always looking thoroughly happy. 
I trust she may be spared to be a great blessing 
to her country. She is in the second class with 
girls that are older, and with them, too, she 
has eagerly fallen in with their additional duty 
of being Pupil-Teacher, assisting in our heathen 
and other schools. Minnie first began by teach- 
ing the little girls that lived for some months 
with us. The mother came with four girls to 
board with us, that she might acquire English 
habits. The father had been to England and 
came back obtaining a high appointment under 
government. In these circumstances, and with 
his own habits changed, he wished his family 
to adopt his own method of living. The two 
elder sisters improved remarkably, and their 
praises are in many places. The-two youngest, 
of three and four, learned many sweet lessons, 
loving Minnie with their whole heart. Upon 
these going away, Minnie helped with the 
senior class at a heathen school, in preference 
to girls older, who should have done it. I have 
had to bring her into our upper-class Christian 
Boarding-school, to translate the lessons for our 
English Teachers as we cannot do it. She was 
chosen unanimously for her sweet disposition. 
I asked where she would like best to work. 
She answered ‘I like to do whatever you wish 
me. I like every place very much.” 


Foreign Mission Aeport. 
(WESTERN SECTION.) 


I. MISSION TO THE INDIANS IN THE NORTH-WEST. 


Ne Prince Albert, on the Saskatchewan, 
the oldest of our mission stations, two 

ordained missionaries have laboured 
during the year, viz.: Rev. Messrs. D. C. 


Johnson and John Mackay. Mr. Johnson has 
taken the general oversight of the mission 
interests, and has conducted the mission 
school with marked ability and satisfactory 
results. Owing to the scattered nature of the 
settlement and the presence in it, at no great 
distance, of a rival school recently established 
by another denomination, the attendance has 
not increased to any large extent, but it is. 
quite as good as could be reasonably expected, 
The average has been about thirty during the 
year. The school has been kept open regular- 
ly, with the exception of a few weeks when, 
owing to the out-break of scarlet-fever in the 
settlement, it was found necessary to close it. 
The pupils have been taught the ordinary 
branches of a sound English education, and 
carefully trained in the knowledge of the 
Scriptures and of the shorter catechism. A 
considerable portion of Mr. Johnson’s salary 
has been met by the contributions of the 
parents whose children attend the school, 
Your Committee hope that at no distant day it 
will be found possible, with due regard to all 
interests which require to be conserved, to 
transfer the entire support of the school to the 
community more specially benefited by it. 
Owing to the removal of the Indians from the 
neighbourhood, it can no longer be regarded 
as to any large extent a mission agency. It is, 
however, doing work of great importance to 


the Church in the settlement ; and it has been — 


considered expedient to continue to the school a 
reduced grant, for at least one year, after Mr. 
Johnson leaves the field. The period for which he 
went to Prince Albert expires in autumn, when 
it is expected he will return to Ontario. Rev. 
Donald Ross who goes out to take charge of 
the Home Mission work at Prince Albert, and 
from whose presence your Committee anticipates 
much good, both to the Home and Foreign 
mission work, is very anxious to have the 
school continued for a time. And it is under- 
stood that when he removes to that distant 
out post with his family, he will be accompanied 
by a lady of whose experience and ability as a 
teacher your Committee have had the most 
satisfactory testimonials. She will be prepared 
to take charge of the schoo] when Mr. Johnson 
leaves. And for her support the Committee 
have agreed to make a grant for one year. 

Rev. John Mackay has had special charge of 
the work among the Cree Indians in connection 
with the Prince Albert Mission, and very 
satisfactory accounts of his labours have been 
been received. From his intimate knowledge 
of the language, character and habits of the 
Cree Indians, there seems good reason to hope 
that, through the divine blessing, he will 
accomplish much good. He has two fields to 
which he chiefly devotes himself. The one 
lies on the south branch of the Saskatchewan, 
about twenty-eight miles from Prince Albert.

erect upon it, without delay, a plain building 
an which religious meetings can be held, or a 
«school kept. The other field is Sturgeon Lake, 
‘on the north side of the north branch of the 
Saskatchewan, and about twenty miles from 
Prince Albert. The Indians settled on this 
reserve are heathen, and have hitherto refused 
to permit missionaries to settle among them. 
Mr. Mackay is personally acceptable to them, 
and there seems every reason to believe that 
they will allow him to labour permanently 
among them. When this has been definitely 
ascertained, steps will require to be taken to 
erect a suitable building for meetings. 

Rey. George Flett continues to reside at 
“Okanase, and from this centre he travels over a 
field two or three hundred miles in extent, 
preaching to the Indians in their own tongue, 
and administering, as occasion requires, 
Christian ordinances. He seems to be doing 
excellent service. He has visited Fort Ellice 
five times, Shoal Lake seven times, and Fort 
Pelly and Bird-Tail Creek once each during the 
year. When he is at home he preaches twice, 
and occasionally three times every Sabbath, 
and holds a prayer meeting on a week day. 
‘He conducts a Sabbath-school once or twice, 
according to circumstances, on the Lord’s Day. 
Mr. Flett reports for a period of less than ten 
months, twenty-nine baptisms, five marriages, 
and four deaths. He has twelve communicants 
enrolled in the fellowship of the church at 
‘Okanase, and four more preparing for admission 
at the next sacramentalseason. He is constant- 
ly coming in contact with heathen Indians, 
and: finds many opportunities of commending 
‘to them the Gospel of Christ. Not a few of 
the Indians to whom he ministers had been 
baptized in the Romish Church, and the priest 
is now making great exertions to recover them 
to the fold, but the great majority of them 
remain steadfast in their attachment to the 
truth. He mentions as many as twenty-five 
who were baptized in the Romish faith who 
‘appear to have broken completely with that 
system of error. 

Near Fort Ellice, an interesting work has 
been carried on among the Sioux or Dakota 
Indians who came over from the United States 
to British soil some years ago. Reserves have 
been set apart for them and they are likely to 
be permanent residents. The missionary, Rev. 
Solomon Tunkansuicye, is himself a Dakota 
Indian, who cannot write in the English 
language, and, consequently, the information 
your committee are in a position to give 
respecting his work is not very abundant. 
He appears, however, to be prosecuting his 
work quietly and faithfully, and to enjoy the 
confidence of the members of the Presbytery 


Between these Reserves a grant! labours. 


It is stated that many of the 
Dakota Indians appear to be anxious about 
but not many of the 
heathen have made an open confession, 
although they come to hear the Word. The 
baptism of only one adult aud two children 
has been reported to us. But as no recent 
information from the missionary has been 
received, this statement cannot be regarded as 
giving any idea of the work accomplished 
during the year. An old chief named Enoch 
has recently been made an elder. The 
missionary visited during the winter Portage 
La Prairie and all the Sioux tents in that 
neighbourhood. Itis to be hoped that your 
committee next year will be in a position to 
give fuller details of this department of the 
work. The attendance at the Roseau School, 
near Pembina, has not increased during the 
year. Indeed it is reported as showing only 
an average of 114 during the time school has 
been kept open. Your committee did not feel 
warranted in expending any large amount of 
the funds entrusted to them upon the school ; 
they agreed, however, to grant $150.00 upon 
the condition that the school should be kept 
open for seven months. This arrangement has 
been carried out. 


II.—MISSION TO CHINA. 


In this field steady progress continues to be 
made, and a growing body of the people are 
obedient to the faith. Rev. G. L. Mackay 
pursues the course which he has followed with 
such marked success from the beginning. He 
travels almost constantly through the country, 
dispensing medicine to the sick and preaching 
the glorious gospel from place to place until 
almost every corner of Northern Formosa has 
had an opportunity of hearing the glad 
tidings of salvation. He is usually attended 
on his tours by a body of students whom he ig 
training by his example and by the instruct- 
ions imparted daily, to become intelligent and 
effective heralds of the cross. There are now 
fifteen chapels connected with the mission, 
each of which enjoys the services of a trained 
native helper. Last year, thirteen chapels 
were reported. Since the last Report, Teck- 
Chham, the largest city in Northern Formosa, 
has been occupied. Itis the only walled city 
in the north of the island, and has a population 
of 50,000 or 60,000 inhabitants, Bang-ka and 
Teck-Chham, are the most important centres 
in the region in which the Canadian Mission 
operates, and they are now both occupied for 
Christ. The opposition has been very bitter 
in these large cities where the influence of the 
literary and official class is powerful. In 
Teck-Chham, if the hostility was less violent, 
at first, than at Bang-ka, it does not appear to 
be less deep-seated. From a letter lately 
received from Mr, McKay, we learn that there 
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has been a recent outbreak of opposition. A 
report reached him at Tamsui that the chapel 
at Tek-Chham had been plundered. He set 
off at once to ascertain the facts amd face the 
enemy. When after two days’ journey he 
reached the spot, he soon learned that the 
report was true. ‘‘A party,” he writes ‘ who 
hated us from the beginning, forced the door 
in, tore maps, broke tiles, carried away 
baskets, and threatened the life of the teacher 
in charge. There are several in prison already 
but we don’t know what the end will be. I 
know this, however, the enemy there is begin- 
ning to feel that the gospel of Jesus is a 
stern reality, and therefore bestir themselves 
to trample it under their feet, if possible, but 
that they cannot do, though hell should be 
emptied to assist them. I believe there is a 
day of bitter persecution in store for the 
Church in Formosa. Let us beseech Jehovah 
to help each one in darkness or sunshine, to 
shout, ‘*God is our refuge and our strength, 
in straits a present aid.” 

A site for the hospital at Tamsui has not yet 
been secured. Almost innumerable difficulties 
have baftiled the efforts of the missionaries up 
to the present time, but they hope in the end 
to be able to erect on some suitable site an 
edifice more adapted for the purpose. They 
have, however, rented a commodious house 
which they use in the meantime for an hospital 
and chapel, and the attendance was better than 
it has been for the past four or five years. 

Mr. Junor, since his arrival in Formosa, has 
been chiefly engaged in the study of the 
language, but he has already been able in 
various ways to render effective service to the 
cause of the mission. He has met a very 
cordial welcome from Mr. McKay and his 
helpers, and has entered 01 his work with zeal 
and energy. Both he aid Mrs. Junor are 
making such progress in the language as 
will enable them soon to communicate freely 
with the people. Mr. McKay writes, ‘‘ You 
will doubtless be glad to learn that my dear 
colleague is getting on very well studying the 
language. One of the helpers is his teacher, 
and though necessarily, there are many inter- 
ruptions, Mr Junor is making marked progress 
and ere long will be proclaiming the gospel of 
peace in Chinese. Mrs. Junor comes every 
day to study the language with Mrs. Mackay, 
and she too is making decided progress, and in 
due time will be able to help on the great 
work of our adorable Redeemer, Christ Jesus.” 
Mr. and Mrs. Junor have sustained a severe 
trial since they reached Formosa, in the sudden 
death of their only child, an interesting boy. 
Early as he was taken from them, it was not 
before he had learned to love the Saviour and 
look forward joyfully to the better country, 
Your committee feel assured that the afflicted 
parents have had the hearty sympathy of the 
Church in their bereavement. 


Dr. Ringer, who from the beginning of the 
mission has rendered it such generous service, 
has during the year continued to take charge of 
the hospital at Tamsui gratuitously. In the 
absence of the Annual report, which has not 
come to hand, we cannot give details of work 
accomplished. But trom the incidental notices 
which have come to hand during the year, we 
infer that the hospital work has kept up to its 
usual amount. It is to be hoped that, when a 
more suitable building has been secured, its 
usefuluess will extend, To Dr..Ringer the 
Church is under a debt of gratitude for his 
long continued gratuitous services, well 
deserving of some special recognition. An 
interesting feature of the work in China, which 
is full of promise for the future, is the steps. 
now being taken to reach the women more 
effectively. Five Bible-Women are wnder- 
going a training to fit them for usefulness 
among their sisters in Formosa. Mrs McKay 
has done excellent service in leading the 
Chinese women to attend more largely the 
various gatherings and avail themselves more 
freely of the public means of grace. At a 
festive gathering held at Toa-liong-pong in 
December last, where some five hundred 
Christians were assembled, it is mentioned by 
Mr. Junor as a fact specially noteworthy that 
not fewer than one hundred women were 
present 

This portion of the report may be suitably 
closed with a few gleanings from a deeply 
interesting letter from Mr. McKay, of the 
24th March, which arrived after this part of it was 
nearly completed. He writes, ‘‘ the 3rd instant 
was a day of joy mingled with feelings of the 
deepest sadness tome. I finished my work of 
teaching the remaining five students, who have 
been travelling with me for the past two, three, 
and four years. They are now helpers, waiting 
for openings to go forth and preach salvation 
through a crucified Redeemer. 

‘Thus you see that, in all, there are twenty 
trained native preachers here in Northern 
Formosa all of whom I taught during the 
past seven years. In many places, and under 
various circumstances, I endeavoured to teach 
them the Bible, geography, church history, 
astronomy, anatomy, physiology, etc. ’ 

‘You need not wonder that, when I think of 
twenty trained native preachers here, I rejoice 
above measure, and when I think of the 
glorious time I had travelling with them being 
at an end, I feel as no words can express. 
God bless them for evermore!” Mr. McKay 
has been cheered by the baptism of a large 
number of members at Lun-a-teng Chapel. 
Saturday the 22nd March, until noon, he 
spent examining the converts, Mrs. Mackay 
also visiting them in their houses. ‘* About 
mid-day Mr. and Mrs. Junor arrived by boat 
from Tamsui. In the evening we hada good | 
meeting. Yesterday, converts began to 
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assemble early in the morning, but some. from 
a distance did not arrive until 10 or 11 o’clock 
a.m. All being seated, the services began, 
according to the plan I pursued since beginning 
work here. Myself and several helpers 
preached. Mr. Junor read a hymn and ad. 
ministered the ordinance of baptism. Twenty- 
seven were baptized, making a total of 255 
members living. Judging from Mr. Junor’s 
first attempt in public, I think it will not be 
long till he will be able to preach in Chinese. 
_ In the afternoon eighty persons sat down at 
| the Lord’s table.” 
It is little more than seven years since Mr. 


.. McKay landed in Northern Formosa, where 


, unbroken heathenism then reigned, and when 
he last wrote he could report, ‘‘there are seven 
schools here, with about one hundred and fifty 
children in all studying daily. There are 
fifteen chapels with as many trained native 
_ preachers, proclaiming the Gospel to hundreds 
of hearers. There are five more trained helpers 
ready to go forth and unfurl the blood-stained 
banner of Jesus. There are two Bible-women 
going about distributing tracts, etc. There is 
an hospital at Tamsui doing excellent service. 
Two hundred and sixty- -three persons have 
been enrolled as members in fall communion. 
There are eleven elders and five deacons, and 
about two thousand who might be called 
hearers.” Of those baptized, eight have been 
called to be for ever with the Lord, and eight 
other converts were taken away suddenly before 
‘they had been received into the fellowship of 
the Christian Church, but not before they had 
given such evidence of discipleship as to inspire 
the hope that for them to be absent from 
the body was to be present with the Lord. 


III, MISSION TO CENTRAL INDIA, 


The mission, for the time that it has been in 
operation, has been attended by an encouraging 
measure of success. It is still only in the 
initial stage of its progress. It employs, how- 
ever, a great variety of agencies to make 
known the Gospel to the people of Central 
India. There has been no addition made to 
the Canadian labourers. Messrs. Douglas and 
Campbell and four young ladies have constitut- 
ed the mission staff for the year at Indore and 
Mhow. ‘They have, however, been aided by a 
goodly band of native assistants in the various 
departments of their work. 

At Indore, two services are held in English 
each week, on Sabbath and Thursday evenings 
These are attended by Europeans, Eurasians, 
and English-speaking Hindoos and Musulmans. 
At these services the chief officials from the 
Native States of Indore and Dhar, Dewas 
and Ihansee have been occasionally present. 
A Sabbath-school and Bible-class meet each 
Lord’s day. Every morning a short service is 
held in the vernacular. The Catechists in turn 

with Mr. Douglas conduct the exercises. At 
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this station there have been three baptisms 
during the year. ‘On the 2nd March,” 
writes Mr. Douglas, ‘‘ our first communion was 
dispensed in the vernacular. Eleven in all 
communicated. It was tous atruly interesting 
occasion, rendered sad only by the absence of 
Sookananden and Narayan Sing, who for the 
truth’s sake are still in exile.” 

The villages around Indore, to the number 
of fifty-five, have been regularly visited, and 
the Gospel of Christ has been preached in them 
to audiences ranging from two or three up to 
three hundred. Advantage also has been taken 
of the great gatherings of the natives at their 
melas or fairs to make known to them the 
Gospel message.

bounds. The field of Forzicn Mis- 
SIONS is the World! The marching orders of 
the Christian army as it advances to the 
Great Conquest are the last words of its Great 
Commander,—‘‘ Go ye into all the world, and 
preach the Gospel to every creature.” 

The population of the world is computed to 
be about 1,374 millions, divided somewhat as 
follows.—HEATHEN, 900,000,000 : CHRISTIAN, 
347,000,000 : MoHAMMEDAN, 120,000,000 : 
JEWws, 7,000,000. Four-fifths of the human 
race are either entirely ignorant of Jesus Christ, 
or refuse to accept as their Saviour Him con- 
cerning whom we believe that ‘‘ THERE IS NO 
OTHER NAME GIVEN UNDER HEAVEN AMONG 
MEN WHEREBY WE MUST BE SAVED.” 


It is not necessary to enter into a discussion as 
to the salvability of the heathen. David Living. 
stone’s remarks about Sebituane, the noble 
Bechuana chief, whom he encountered in the 
heart of Africa, and who died suddenly before 
he was made to understand the Christian sys- 
tem, is perhaps all that can be said on the 
subject ;—‘‘He was the best specimen of a 
native chief I ever met, and it was impossible 
not to follow him in thought into the world 
of which he had just heard when he was call- 
ed away, and not to realize somewhat of the 
feelings of those who pray for the dead. The 
deep, dark question, of what is to become of 
such as he, must be left where we find it, 
believing assuredly that the Judge of all the 
earth will do right.” We recognize it to be 
our duty and our privilege to instruct the 
heathen in the Christian religion, and this 
work, whether regarded simply as respects its 
magnitude, or the results expected to follow, is 
certainly the grandest ever presented to the 
mind of man. 

Is the conversion of this appalling mass of 


heathenism at all possible ? or, does past 
experience indicate that the advocates of 
Foreign missions are engaged in a fruitless and 
hopeless warfare ? There is nothing so con- 
ducive to success as success. People, as a rule, 
like to be on the winning side. Can we shew 
any appreciable results as the outcome of 
missionary effort in the nineteenth century ? 
The fact of the matter is, we are living in the 
best time Christianity has ever seen ; only some. 
of us don’t knowit. It is now with us the 
Third great Reformation—the era, pre-eminent- 
ly, of missienary enterprize. In the begin- 
ning of this century you could count the 
missionary societies of all the Protestant 
churches on your ten fingers. Now we have 
more than seventy large, well organized, efficient. 
societies, under whose direction there are 
twenty-three hundred European and Americar: 
ordained missionaries, with a staff of trained: 
native assistants numbering over twenty thous-- 
and. The Bible has been printed in nearly 
three hundred different dialects, and thus the- 
way has been prepared for all nations and. 
tribes to hear and read the Gospel in their owr:. 
language. Countries hitherto hermetically 
sealed, have in a remarkable manner opened: 
their doors to commerce and Christianity. 
Notably has this been the case in China and 
Japan, seats of the densest masses of heathen- 
ism. In ‘The Celestial Empire,” where until. 
quite recently the herald of the cross dared not: 
open his mouth, there are already two hundred! 
and fifty missionaries, and fifty thousand 
Christians. The inhabitants of the Sandwich 
Islands + are as much a Christian community 
as the people of the United States who begam 
their conversionin 1820. Fifty yearsago, there 
was not a single Christian in the group of the 
Friendly Islands. Now, thirty thousand 
natives, clothed and in their right mind, meet 
regularly for worship on the Lord’s day. The

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idols have been utterly abolished. Forty years 
ago, the Fiji Islands were inhabited by brutal 
cannibals ; now, they are a respectable colony 
of Great Britain. They have six hundred 
chapels, twenty-four thousand communicants, 
and fifty thousand children in their Sabbath- 
schools. In the small group of New Hebrides, 
where John Williams planted the first Christ- 
an mission, and where he suffered martyrdom, 
there are now three thousand native Christians, 
two thousand scholars, and seventy native 
teachers. The story of Madagascar * is of it- 
self sufficient to settle the question as to the 
success or failure of missions to the heathen. 
Does any one want to know the results of 
single handed effort directed to foreign fields ? 
We point them to pastor Gossner’s mission to 
India. In 1845, he educated and sent out 
from Berlin four missionaries to a station one 
hundred miles north of Calcutta. For five 
years they laboured without making a single 
convert. ‘‘Should they give up in despair, 
and return to Berlin?” <‘‘No, said the old 
pastor, *‘ you must work harder, and I will 
pray more earnestly for your success.” Their 
courage revived. In 1850, four were baptized. 
In 1857, nine hundred had been baptized ! 
Then came the mutiny: the converts were 
dispersed and their chapels destroyed, but not 
one apostatized. In 1862, they had baptized 
nineteen hundred. Now they have five thous- 
and communicants, and twenty thousand 
adherents. At Tinnevelly, in the south of 
India, where a large native Christian church 
already existed, no fewer than sixteen thousand, 
hitherto strangers to the Gospel, voluntarily 
placed themselves under Christian instruction 
during last year. India has 143,000 scholars 
in mission schools, and 1,600 pupils who have 
passed the entrance University examinations. 
Among the savage tribes of Africa, the mis- 
sionaries of different churches claim to have 
sixty-five thousand communicants, sixty 
thousand children in their schools, and alto- 
gether a million of natives under Christian 
instruction. The American Board of Foreign 
Missions has two hundred and fifty mission 
stations in Turkey, with over five thousand 
communicants, and twelve thousand children 
in Christian schools. It is estimated that there

are 12,000 mission schools in the world, con- 
taining at least 400,000 pupils. 

It was a favourite idea of Norman Macleod’s 
that it might be possible to lay the foundations 
of a National Christian Church in India that 
should be neither distinctively Presbyterian, 
nor Episcopal, nor Congregational, nor Method- 
ist, nor Baptist ; yet one that should compre- 
hend them all. Was Dr. Macleod dreaming 
about the millenium ? If sucha church were 
possible in India, why not in Canada, and in 
all the world as well ? However that may be, 
in the meantime missionaries in India and 
China and elsewhere are found co-operating 
wherever it is found possible to do so, and if 
they do not always succeed so rapidly as some 
impatient and unreasoning people think they 
should, the fault lies nearer the door of highly 
favoured communities than most of them are 
willing to admit. The selfishness and indiffer- 
ence of the great mass of people in Christian 
countries is one of the greatest drawbacks to 
the conversion of Heathendom. Said Paul to 
Agrippa,—‘* Why should it be thought an in- 
credible thing with you that God should raise 
the diad ?” Why should it be thought an 
incredible thing with us that the Heathen 
world shall be converted ? If Christianity is 
only true to itself, the child may now be born 
who will yet join in the universal anthem of 
praise, ‘‘Alleluia! for the Lord God omnipotent 
reigneth. The kingdoms of this world have 
become the kingdoms of our Lord and of His 
Christ.” All other motives to work, and give, 
and pray for this blessed consummation centre 
in this,—‘‘ The love of Christ constraineth us, 
because we thus judge that if one died for all 
then were all dead, and we who live should no 
longer live to ourselves but to Him who loved 
us and gave Himself for us.” 


Che Waldensian Pastors. 


HAT the meeting of the General Assembly in 
Ottawa, a communication was read from 


the Continental Committee of the General 
Presbyterian Council appointed to provide 
means for increasing the salaries of the pastors 
of the Waldensian Church in the valleys of 
Piedmont, Italy. The Rev. G. W. Sprott was

heard in support of the appeal, and the Assem- 
bly unanimously expressed sympathy with the 
proposal and commended it to the favourable 
consideration of the members of the Church. 
The increased interest taken in the Conti- 
nental Churches by British Presbyterians is 
one of the first fruits of the Pan- Presbyterian 
Council that has assumed a practical form, and 
is in itself a very satisfactory result. The 
object of this appeal is to raise a capital sum 
of £12,000 to supplement the stipends of the 
twenty-two pastors and professors who consti- 
tute the Church of the Waldenses. The 
history of this church is extremely interesting. 
To quote from the appeal,—‘* No Church has 
in proportion to its numbers contributed so 
large a contingent to the noble army of 
martyrs, endured such savage and 
bloody persecutions. And after persecution 
unto death became no longer possible, they 
still laboured under oppressions of the most 
grievous description, up to the year 1848, the 
era of their emancipation. From that period 
the Church of the Valleys has become as 
prominent for her missionary enterprise as she 
had previously been for her sufferings. She 
has planted her mission stations throughout all 
Italy and Sicily, and to such an extent that 
her missionary ministers have already attained 
to double the number of the pastors of the 
parent Church. | 


It is not generally known that the salaries of 
these Waldensian pastors are hardly sufficient 
at this moment to afford their families even the 
necessaries of life. But recent enquiries on 
the spot have revealed the truth. Three 
hundred dollars a year is all that these devoted 
men receive ! Even when the price of provi- 
sions was low, this scarcely raised them above 
want, but now, their position has become a 
singularly painful one. Butcher’s meat in 
many of their households is almost unknown, 
and where families are large there is not un- 
frequently a positive deficiency of wholesome 
nourishment. And now, comes the reflection, — 
How is this ancient and, in the present cir- 
cumstances of Italy, this unspeakably precious 


Church to be supplied with pastors ? The present 
state of things cannot last much longer. 
The very existence of the venerable Church of 
the Vaudois now depends on extraneous aid, 
without which, humanly speaking, the noble 
old fortress which hurled back the fierce 
assaults of Popish persecution, backed by all

the powers of France and Piedmont, may be 
sapped and mined, and crushed by poverty.” 
But, the necessary funds will be provided. 
Already the appeal has been liberally respond- 
ed to in Britain, and, no doubt there are in 
Canada some who would be glad of the 
opportunity of helping to pay the debt that 
the whole Protestant Church owes to our 
Waldensian brethren. Contributions for this 
purpose may either be sent direct to Rev.

ee when there was a choice of con- 
veyance and modes of travel between 
Edinburgh and Glasgow. The rich rode in 
their ‘‘ post-chaise””—as much a thing of the 
past as the sedan-chair. Business people 
travelled by the stage-coach, then in its palmy 
days, at the rate of ten miles an hour. The 
favourite route for tourists was ‘the swift- 
passage-canal-boat,” drawn by three horses 
which were urged to their utmost speed by 
liveried postilions. This, too, has disappeared, 
but the mention of it recals pleasant memories, 
and it should not be forgotten, as it contained 
the germ of the mighty iron steamship that has 
superseded the wooden walls of Old England 
and revolutionized the carrying trade of the 
world. Now-a-days you can scarcely travel 
anywhere in the United Kingdom otherwise 
then as a first, second, or third-class ‘‘ Railway 
passenger.” 

En route to QUEENSFERRY, we pass Corstor- 
phine, where the late Dr. George Burns 
ministered for forty years—the same who was 
first pastor of St. Andrew’s Church, St. John’s, 
N. B. ; and Kirkliston, the home of Rev. J. C. 
Burns, the Moderator of the Free Church 
Assembly, who is well known in Canada; and 
Dalmeny, with its eight-hundred-year-old 
parish church—one of the best specimens of 
Norman architecture in Scotland, of which 
Rey. R. H. Muir, the Convener of the Colonial 
Committee of the Established Church, is 
minister ; and Abercorn, where Rev. David 
Playfair, another friend of the Canadian 
Church dwells. As for Queensferry, it is a 
curiosity—an ancient, decayed, royal burgh in 
miniature, with a stationary population of 
950 people. Its hospitable manse is pleasantly 
situated on the Firth of Forth. The name 
carrivs us back to the time of sainted Queen 
Margaret, wifeof Malcolm III, whose frequent 
passages across this ferry, suggested its royal 
title. But modern science has designed a 
transport service very different from Queen 
Margaret’s galleys. In a short time railway 
trains will be seen crossing this stormy estuary 
at an elevation of one hundred and fifty 


a Ree 


feet above the sea. Workmen are now engaged 
in constructing the grandest suspension bridge 
yet attempted. The central tower on the 
Islet of Inchgarvie will be five hundred and 
and sixty feet high—the loftiest piece of man’s 
handicraft in the world. The two spans 
across the channel will be 1680 feet each. 

DUNFERMLINE is worth going a long way 
to see. It was a favourite residence of early 
Scottish Kings. Its ancient Abbey and 
Palace are still beautiful in their ruins. A 
part of the Cathedral Church escaped the 
ruthless zeal of the Reformation period and 
still presents a grand appearance. Within its 
walls the Presbytery was in session at the time 
of my visit, and here I recognized the face of 
another Canadian, in the person of Rev. 
Archibald Walker, formerly of Belleville, Ont., 
to whom I was indebted for hospitality and 
information of great interest. Here, too, are 
tombs of kings and queens—of Malcolm III 
and Queen Margaret who both died in the 
year 1093, and David I, of pious memory, in 
1153. In 1818, the tomb of King Robert the 
Bruce was discovered containing a leaden 
coffin in which the skeleton of the monarch 
was found entire, and was seen by many 
witnesses. But it will never be seen again, 
for the Town Council then took such precautions 
to preserve the remains from farther disturb- 
ance as are likely to last till *‘ that day ” when 
even this sarcophagus shall burst its iron 
fetters to give up its ancient and precious 
charge. 

How much we owe to the railway for even 
such brief glimpses at places of imperishable 
interest ! though in its mad hurry it seems to 
laugh at sentiment. Away! the iron horse 
snorts and sweeps through the Kingdom of 
Fife. It leaps over the broad estuary of the 
Tay on its gossamer bridge. It only allows us 
to look in for a few minutes at the manse of 
St. Mark’s Dundee. But few people can say 
so much in so short a space of time as the Rev. 
Charles M. Grant, formerly of St. Andrew’s 
Church, Halifax, then of Calcutta, and after- 
wards of St. Mary’s Church, Glasgow. He is 
surely near the top of the ladder now! Stirling 
Castle is of small account nowadays. Its gates 
rust on their hinges. Its ramparts are crumbling 
to decay. Its prestige and power are sup- 
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planted by the sway of Iron. In every part of 
the realm, Railway is King. 

And now, to make a long story short, here 
we are again, at Liverpool on 5th of June, at 
4pm, A crowd of people are on the Landing 
stage, some with moistened eyes leaving dear 
native land never to see it again, others joy- 
fully returiing to their western Homes. Two 
great ocean steamships are riding at anchor in. 
mid-Mersey, with steam up, impatient to be 
off. One is the Germanic of the White Star 
Line, a splendid vessel, bound for New York : 
the other, the SARDINIAN, one of the finest of 
the magnificent fleet known as the Allan Line ; 

_ but, for the next week or so, with all due 
_ respect to Sir Hugh, she is “our ship.” Soon 
| we are ‘all aboard,” and over the bar. They 
_ will need to have swift steeds that follow us! 
| By noon next day we drop anchor in the 
beautiful harbour of Mboyville, and after 
receiving mails and passengers sail hence at 
_ five p.m. on friday the 6th June. On Friday 
_ the 13th, at noon, I landed at Rimouski, 
_ having made the fastest passage on record—six 
z days and nineteen hours! There were on 
_ board about five hundred persons, all told, 
b and a more agreeable and orderly company— 
_ passengers and crew—never rowed in the same 
boat. We were only one Sabbath at sea, and 
_ though but two days “out,” we made a good 
_ muster in the saloon. In the forenoon, the 
_ English Church service was read by the 
_ Captain, after which the Rev. G. W. Sprott, of 
_ North Berwick, preached an excellent sermon. 
In the evening, Captain Dutton conducted the 
whole service himself. He shewed us that he 
_ was no novice in the art of preaching. Few 
_ ministers, indeed, are gifted with so good a 
"memory, are so thoroughly versed in Scripture, 
- and have the happy faculty of speaking so 
6 well, extemporaneously, as this sea-faring 
_ evangelist who seems to be equally at home on 
| the bridge and in the pulpit. On board this 
_ ship religious services are not confined to the 
- after-cabin, nor to the Sabbath day. Three 
| services, at least, were held every day during 
He the voyage,—at 10 a.m., in the steerage ; at 4 
_ p.m. in the chart-room, and at seven p.m. in 
; _ the fore-castle. Among the passengers was 
that genuine philanthropist, Miss Ryr, having 
some fifty or sixty children to add to the 
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thousands she has rescued from ‘‘ poverty, 
hunger, and dirt,” and placed in comfortable 
Canadian homes. The Lord requite her an 
hundred fold for this labour of love! Here 
should follow my apology for the unconscion- 
able space I have occupied in this narrative,

NEW CHURCHES. 


CANNINGTON, Ont. The tasteful and com- 
modious new Church at this place was opened 
for worship, on Sabbath, 5th October. The 
Rey. Dr. Gregg, of Toronto, officiated in the 
morning. The afternoon services were conducted 
by the pastor, the Rev. Joseph Elliot. It was 
an ccecasion of great interest to the large num- 


ber of people who attended. 


Port Dover, Ont. Knox Church was re- 
opened on 28th September, after extensive ad- 
ditions and repairs. The Presbyterian Church 
at Mono Mills, after a thorough renovation, was 
also re-opened on the same day. 


STRABANE, Ont. A commodious and sub- 
stantial stone church was opened fer divine wor- 
ship at this place Sabbath, 5th October, by Rev. 
R. J. Laidlaw, of Hamilton, and Rev. George 
Chrystal, of West Fiamboro. 


NEWFOUNDLAND. Early in September, Rev. 
L. G. Macneill conducted the services at the 
opening of a neat new church erected at the 
mining village of Lirrte Bay, not far from 
Bett’s Cove. The church is capable of seating 
300 people. Rev. Mr. Guan, has laboured for 
about a year at Bett’s Cove and the Copper mi- 
ning regions around. He meets with much 
encouragement from the people, and from the 
proprietors of the mines. A congregation was 


organized nearly two years ago at Bett’s Cove. 
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At that time there were hardly any people at 
Little Bay ; but the discovery of very rich de- 
posits of copper led to the rapid f rmation of 
a village, which is now hap;iy supplied with a 
place of worship and the stated ordinances of 
religion. Mr. Macneill reports most favorably 
of the Home Mission work in the Copper Mining 
regions, 

Brak, P, E. Istanp. Onthe 14th September, 
Rev. Charles Fraser and Rev. A. F. Carr, con- 
ducted the services at the opening of a new 
church at Brae, a section of Mr. Fraser’s con- 
gregation. The attendance was very large. The 
building presents a very neat appearance, it will 
furnish accommodation to about three hundied 
persons. The pastor and also the people in this 
section of his charge, who are neither numerically 
nor financially strong, deserve great credit for the 
energy they have manifested in providing such 
a comfortable place of worship. Another new 
church is in course of erection in a different 
section of the congregation. Not only so, but 
they expect to beable to do without the supple- 
ment they have hitherto been receiving and 
become a self-sustaining congregation at an 
early date.

(Ly ALIFAX : 80th September :—The Pres- 
Ji = sobytery met in Poplar Grove Church. 

“" Nearly all the business related to the 
ordinations and inductions to take place in 
consequence of the acceptance of calls. The 
particulars will be found under the proper 
heading. The trials of Messrs. Jack, McDou- 
gall and Gray were sustained. 

Pictou : 7th October :—The Presbytery 
met at Merigomish, for the induction of Rev. 
D. MacGregor. The settlement was perfectly 
harmonious. Rev. Alex. Maclean, Hopewell, 
was appointed interim Moderator of Westville - 
Session. The congregation is to be supplied 
gratuitously for three months by the Presby- 
tery. The congregations of West River, and 
Central Church were, according to their own 
request, united, and to be known as_ the 
‘“‘United Congregation, West River.” Rev. 
W. Donald was appointed interim Moderator 
of Session. 

LUNENBURG AND YARMOUTH : 4th Septem- 
ber :—The congregations of Clyde and Barring- 
ton announced to the Presbytery, through Mr. 
Miller, their determination to be self sustain- 
ing, and relieve the Supplementing Fund of 
the usual grant in aid. The Presbytery 
received the announcement with satisfaction. 
The 31st of March was fixed as the date to 
which congregatious are to make up their 
returns anent schemes of the church. A Com- 
mittee was appointed to examine the estimates 
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of anticipated expenditure for schemes of the 
Church, and prepare a schedule showing the 
amount each congregation may be expected to 
give Sept. 11:—The Presbytery accepted the 
demission of Rev. Thomas H. Murray. The 
congregation of Riversdale and the Presby- 
tery part with him very regretfully ; but he 
was obliged to seek a change of climate. 
The Committee appointed to prepare the 
schedule mentioned above gave in a report 
which was adopted. The highest amounts 
asked from any congregation for the schemes 
of the Church for the current year is $150, and 
the lowest $25. The whole amount apportion- 
ed is $855, nearly double of what was given 
by the Presbytery last year. The schedule is 
based upon the past contributions, and the 
present circumstances of the congregations, 
and the needs of the church ; and in no case 
is more asked than has been given during some 
past years, but in one or two cases less. The 
Presbytery therefore feel confident that their 
anticipations will be fully realized. 


PrINCE EDWARD IsLAND: 9th September :— 
The Presbytery met at Princetown for Pres- 
byterial visitation. After sermon by Rev. J. 
Mav Kinnon, satisfactory answers were received to 
the formula put to the Kirk-session and other 
office-bearers. Mr. Laird’s demission of his 
charge of Malpeque was allowed to lie on the 
table till next meeting to be held at Tyne 
Valley Church for visitation of Mr. Crawford’s 
congregation, and transaction of ordinary 
business. 

QuEBEC : 24th September :—Reports of 
deputies to supplemented congregations were 
received and their recemmendations anent 
grants adopted. A call from Three Rivers to 
Mr. C. KE. Amaron was sustained and arrange- 
ments made for his induction. Dr. Mathews, 
of New York, having signified his acceptance 
of a call from Chalmer’s Church, Quebec, his 
incuction was appointed to take place on 30th 
October. Leave of absence was granted for 
three months, to Rev. Henry Edmison, of 
Melbourne, on account of ill health. Mr. 
Tully gave notice that at next meeting he 
would introduce an overture to the General 
Assembly anent the division of the Presbytery. 
Mr. Joseph Martel, a convert from Romanism, 
was examined with the view of entering the 
Presbyterian College, Montreal, aud he was 
certified accordingly. 


MontTREAL : lst October :—Satisfactory re- 
ports were received from deputies appointed to 
conduct missionary meetings in the rural 
charges. The Home Mission report, given in 
by Mr. Warden, indicated hopeful progress, 
Rev. W. Moore, of Ottawa, addressed the 
court in the interests of the Presbyterian 
Ladies’ College of that city. Sessions were 
instructed to observe uniformity as to the time 
of appointing their representative elders, name- 


ly,—immediately prior to the first meeting of 
Presbytery after the rising of the General 
Assembly, and to see that their travelling ex- 
penses were paid. Messrs. W. D. Russell and 
William Mullins were licenced to preach the 
Gospel. The latter proceeded the same evening 
to Manitoba, to labour there as a missionary 
under the auspices of the Board of French 
Evangelization. The resignation of Rev. C. 
Brouillette, of St. Louis de Gonzague, was 
accepted. An application from Rey. L. Pons, 
of the Episcopal Church, New York, to be 
received as a minister of this Church was re- 
commended to the General Assembly. 


LANARK AND RENFREW : 17th September :— 
Mr. Knowles Ramsay was appointed Moderator. 
Call from Bristol in favour of Mr. M. H. Scott, 
was sustained and his ordination appointed ; 
stipend, $700 with a manse. Reports from the 
deputations appointed to visit the supplement- 
ed* congregations and mission stations was 
received. So closely had the Presbytery dealt 
with this matter before, it was not found’ 
necessary, after careful enquiry, to recommend 
a diminution inasinglecase. However anxious 
to curtail its grants, the Presbytery were un- 
able to do so. Messrs. Bailie and Bayne were 
examined for the Hall. A standing committee 
was appointed to report yearly upon the 
statistical returns, and upon all arrears and 
blanks in contributing to the schemes of the 
Church. 


BROCKVILLE: 9th September :—Recommend- 
ations anent new mission fields within the 
bounds were discussed, and reports read and 
considered in reference to the grants to supple- 
mented congregations. In regard to missionary 
meetings, the pastors of the several charges 
were authorized to make their own arrange- 
ments for holdiug them, with the following 
salutary instructions ;—(1) Deputations shall 
give as full information as possible on the 
schemes of the Church. (2) Assistance@of 
elders shall be sought for these meetings. (38) 
Deputations shall ascertain and report the 
manner in which missionary moneys have 
hitherto been obtained in the several congre- 
gations, etc., and where deemed advisable shall 
seek to introduce the ‘‘ schedule system” or 
missionary associations where such may not be 
found to exist. 


LINDSAY : 26th August and 16th Sept. ;— 
Rev. Joseph Elliott was elected Moderator for 
the ensuing year. The deputations to supple- 
mented congregations and mission stations 
reported the fulfilment of their appointments, 
Messrs. Townsend, S. Carruthers, and J. Currie 
were certified as students to the college senate. 
The Presbytery was chiefly occupied with the 
consideration of an application from Mr. 
McLeod for licensure which was eventually de-, 
clined. 

Toronto : 30th September :—Two calls in 
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favour of Rev. E. D. McLaren, of Cheltenham 
and Mount Pleasant came up for consideration. 
The first from Knox Church, Lancaster; the 
second for Brampton and Malton. Commission- 
ers having been heard from all the congrega- 
tions concerned, Mr. McLaren was asked to 
express his judgment, when he stated that he 
felt bound in honour to accept that from Lan- 
caster ; the Presbytery however, in the exercise 
of its prerogative, resolved to translate him to 
Brampton and Malton, and made all the neces- 
sary arrangements for his induction. A letter 
was read from the late Rev. Dr. Topp, stating 
that, owing to the state of his health, he felt 
constrained to tender the resignation of his 
charge, at the same time a paper was read from 
the congregation of Knox Church, setting forth 
an expression of deep sympathy with their 
beloved pastor. Resolutions of a similar 
import were adopted by the Presbytery, 
and a committee was appointed to confer 
with Dr. Topp before any further action 
be taken. Messrs. John Jamieson, James 
Malcolm, and A. T. McLachlan were attested 
as students to the Board of Examiners of Knox 
College. Arangements for holding missionary 
meetings within the bouuds were left to the 
discretion of the ministers of the several 
charges. 


BaRRIE: Tuesday and Wednesday 30th 
Sept , and Ist. Oct., :—The Presbytery met at 
Barrie. A call was sustained from Burns and 
Dunn’s churches in favour of W.S. Acheson, 
of First Essa. In a re-arrangement of congre- 
gations effected at the previous meeting of 
Presbytery, First Essa was disjoined from 
Cookstown, and joined to the vacant congrega- 
tions above named. Mr. Acheson has accepted 
the call, so that the union is now complete. 
Another call was sustained, that from Mulmur 
and Tossorontio, to Mr. William Anderson, 
Probationer. Stipend $600 with manse. The 
Presbytery agreed to call Mr. Hugh Thompson, 
residing in Paris, to the missionary field of the 
Maganetawan. <A portion of the Innisfil 
congregation was organized into a separate 
charge, aud Mr. Gray, of Orillia, was appointed 
to meet with them for election of elders and 
completion of organization. Honeywood was 
separated from Singhampton and Maple Valley, 
to be united to the congregation of Horning’s 
Mills, in the Presbytery of Toronto. Presby- 
terial visitation of the charges of the lst and 
2nd Tecumseth and Adjala, was agreed on. 
Much time was occupied in the Home Mission 
business of the Presbytery which is always 
large. 


SAUGEEN ; 16th September :—Mr. Campbell 
read the reports of the deputations appointed 
to visit supplemented congregations and its 
recommendations were carefully considered. 
The report of the Sabbath-school convention, 
held in July was read by Mr. Blaikie, and the 


thanks of the Presbytery were accorded to the 
committee and other members of Presbytery 
who took part in it. A large amount of local 
business was attended to. 

HAMILTON , 16th September :—The reports 
of committees in rebus the supplemented con- 
gregations were read and considered. A 
resolution on contributions to the Home Mission 
Fund was adopted. Mr. Burson gave notice 
of motion for holding Presbyterial visitations 
within the bounds. It was intimated that the 
late Mr. Bowman, of Dunnville had left legacies 
to the several schemes of the Church. A 
committee was appointed to prepare a minute > 
on the subject. A petition from Mr. Thos, ~ 
Shaw, of Binbrook was received, and in accord- 
ance with it Mr. Shaw was restored to his place 
in the Church and Session. Sessions were in- 
structed to arrange for holding missionary » 
meetings as may be found most expedient in 
their several congregations. 

Paris : 9th September :—A Presbyterial 
visitation was held in the River Street, and 
Dumfries street churches, Paris, and the Revds. 
John McEwen, and D. G McKay were appoint- 
ed to preach in these churches on the following 
Sabbath and read from the pulpit the deliver- 
ance of the Presbytery to each respectively, 
Rev. R. Chambers, under appointment as a . 
missionary to Turkey by the American Board, 
applied to have his status preserved as a minis- 
ter of this Church in the foreign field, and it 
was agreed to refer the same to the General 
Assembly. A committee was appointed to 
consider the best method of defraying the 
expenses of commissioners to the General 
Assembly. It was recommended that a series 
of meetings be held during the winter for the 
training of teachers, and that a conference on 
Sabbath-school work be held at Woodstock. 
At next meeting it was agreed to take up remits 
anent a Presbyterian University, Romish 
ordination, and the Home Mission Committee’s 
appeal. 

LoNDON : 16th September :—Mr. James 
Smith, of Toronto East, applied for ordination, 
with a view to his going to India as a mis- 
sionary, which the Presbytery declined, ag 
being ultra vires. It was resolved to com- 
mence the financial year in future in January 
instead of July as heretofore. Reports were re- 
ceived from the committees appointed to visit 
aid-recieving congregations. Mr. Cuthbertson 
gave in the Home Mission report. It was 
resolved that all moderators of sessions 
within the bounds be enjoined to lay on the 
table of the Presbytery, at the November 
meeting, a written report specifying (1) that 
the Assembly’s appeal concerning Home Mis- 
sions has been read from all their pulpits and, 
(2) what steps have been taken to respond to 
the said appeal, and with what financial results, 
Further, that sessions be instructed to take 
this opportunity to organize missionary asso- 
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ciations in connection with their respective 
congregations with a view of raising funds for 
the various schemes of the Church. 

CHATHAM : 16th September :—Adelaide and 
Chatham street churcies presented petitions to 
be united as one congregation, under the 
designation of. First Presbyterian Church, 
Chatham, which was sanctioned. Mr. John 
‘Brown was received as a student catechist. 
“The cemmittee on expenses of commissioners 
‘to the General Assembly reported progress, and 
was re-appointed. Petitions were received from 
‘Dresden and Knox Church, Township of 
Chatham, praying to be united into one pastor- 
.al charge: the prayer of the petition was 
granted and interim arrangements made for the 
‘supply of the pulpit. It was agreed to hold 
missionary meetings in all the congregations ; 
with the understanding that missionary sermons 
on the Lord’s Day may be substituted for 
missionary addresses on a week day. The 
Presbytery then resolved itself into a Sabbath. 
school Convention. 


SreatForD : 23rd and 29th September :— 
The Court met at Biddulph, on the 23rd, when 
a Presbyterial visitation was held in that 
congregation. The meeting on the 29th was 
theld at St. Mary’s for the ordination and de- 
-signation of Mr. James Smith, of Toronto east, 
aga missionary to India, at his own request, 
-and that of the American Board of commission- 
ers for Foreign Missions, under whose auspices 
Mr. Smith is about to proceed to Bembay. A 
large assembly appeared at the solemn and 
interesting services, which were conducted in 
the usual manner. Thereafter, Mr. Smith 
having declared his willingness to sign the 
formula, it was agreed, at his request, to ask 
from the General Assembly permission to place 
chis name upon the roll of Presbytery. 


Bruce: 23rd September :—Mr. Johnston 
-declined the call addressed to him from Hanover 
and North Normanby. Mr. Tolmie submitted 
the Home Mission report, and in connection 
therewith Mr. Hugh Mackay read a very 
interesting report of his missionary labours in 
Manitoulin Island. Rev. J. R. Macleod re- 
sported good progress in the congregation at 
Sault Ste. Marie under his charge. Mr. 
McLennan read an interesting deliverance on 
the Sabbath-school Convention, held at Paisley, 
in July, for which he received the thanks of 
‘the Presbytery. 


MANITOBA ITEMS, 


“Notwithstanding the severe pressure on the 
‘funds of the Home Mission Committee, it is 
encouraging to know that the Lord is raising 
ap suitable labourers for our new work in the 
North-west. The Presbytery asks the appoint- 
ment of Rev. D. C. Johnson in place of Rev. 
@, Straith, whose term has expired. On 


account of the stations having raised some $1700 
in excess of last year, the Presbytery has 
claimed the appointment of two unmarried 
missionaries for very necessitous fields in the 
territories just outside Manitoba. This will 
give an increase of three labourers for the 
eastern half of the Presbytery’s work, with no 
increase of expenditure. The Presbytery is 
also indebted to the French Evangelization 
Board for the appointment of Rev. W. 
Mullins to a mixed English and French field 
including Headingly, Riviere Sale, and White 
Horse Plains. Rev. Mr. Reddick has been 
received as a member of Presbytery, and 
placed in charge of ‘a group of four stations 
with headquarters at Grand Valley, Assiniboine 
River, the stations contributing all he receives. 
Rev. D. McRae has also been received as a 
member of Presbytery, and is in charge of 
four townships in Pembina Mts. free of expense 
to the committee. Mr. Lawrence, who for 
several years has been an efficient worker in 
London Presbytery, is giving assistance in 
Grassmere and Argyle, two stations of the 
wide field of Rev. Alexander Campbell ; and 
Mr. J. Copeland, an earnest and energetic 
student is placed in charge of five stations, 
with St. Clair as headquarters in N. W. 
Territories, on the most westerly crest of the 
immigration which has now reached Fort Ellice, 
250 miles west of Winnipeg. The last men- _ 
tioned labourers. are also no charge on the 
fund. Manitoba College opened on the 2nd of 
September. Up to the Ist of October 41 
students have reported themselves this session. 
15 of whom are engaged on work for the 
varicus University examinations ; others pre- 
paring for the same course in the future : and 
four taking Theological subjects. Rev. Donald 
Ross has not proceeded to Prince Albert on 
account of ill-health. Rev. H. J. Borthwick 
has gene west to his new field of labour at 
Rock Lake. Three new churches are approach- 
ing completion in Manitoba. One at Selkirk, 
another at Morris, and a third at Gladstone. 
The REcorD is being more and more appreciated 
in the Prairie Province.

12 EV. ALEXANDER Topp, D. D. It is with 
‘R feelings of very deep regret that we announce 
the death of Rev. Dr. Topp, Pastor of Knox 
Church, Toronto, which took place, sudtenly, 
on the sixth of October. In any circumstances 
the death of such a man is a public calamity. 
The Church of which he was an honoured and 


useful Minister could ill afford to lose the active 
service, the matured wisdom, and wise counsels 
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which his presence always afforded ; but that he 
should have been removed so unexpectedly gives 
especial solemnity to the occurrence, and makes 
it difficult for us to realize the loss we have sus- 
tained. As the pastor of one of the largest con- 
gregations in the Church, Dr. Topp was well 
known and universally respected. As amember 
of the Church Courts, his reputation was still 
more extensive. In private life he was beloved 
by all for his gentlemanly bearing, his conscient- 
ousness, and integrity. Rarely do we find a 
man so deferential to the opinions of his brethren 
and at the same time so f.ee from conventional 
policy—so independent in thought ; so sound in 
judgement. 

When the subject of an incorporating union 
of the Presbyt+rian Church in Canada was first 
officially entered upon, we remember how heart- | 
ily Dr. Topp espoused the proposal, and with 
what fidelity he discharged the onerous and 
difficult duties which devolved upon him as con- 
vener of the committee in the Canada Pres. 
byterian Church, and as secretary of the Joint 
Committee during the whole time the negotia- 
tions lasted. But for his sagacity, his fertility | 
of resource, and his conciliatory spirit, the union 
might have been longer delayed ; it might have 
been less harmonious ; indeed it might still have 
been in the future. When that event was 
happily accomplished, none rejoiced more sin- 
cerely than Dr. Topp: and his appointment to 
the moderatorship of the second General Assem- 
bly of the United Church expressed the unani- 
ons opinion of his brethren that he was worthy 
of the highest honour the Presbyterian Church 
in Canada had it in its power to bestow. 

Dr. Topp was born in the neighborhood of | 
Elgin, Scotland, in the year 1815, and at the 
time of his decease was in his sixty-fifth year. 
Though it was known to himself and his friends 
that he had been suffering for some eighteen 
months from disease of the heart, no one | 
imagined the end of his earthly career tobe so | 
near. In the discharge of ministerial duty, 
while visiting a sick parishioner, he was him- | 
self suddenly prostrated, and expired without a 
struggle in the house of his friend, before 
medical aid could be called in, or even his nearest 
relatives could reach his dying couch. This 
circumstance will be accepted by the whole 
Church, and especially by his brethren in the

elder of that congregation from the time it was: 
formed until his death, 
worker in the Sabbath-school and Bible-society 
as well as in other departments of Christian 


ministry, as a note of warning to work while: 
it is day, and to be ready for the coming of 
the Son of Man. 

Dr. Topp began and completed his studies for 
the ministry at King’s College, Aberdeen. He 
was licensed to preach the Gospel in 1836, when 
only twenty-one years of age, and a few months 
afterwards received a presentation from the Crown 
to the parish Church of Elgin. Singularly 
enough he was the first parish Minister in Scot- 
land, as he himself informed us, who received 
an appointment from her Majesty Queen Vic- 
toria, In 1843, Dr. Topp cast in his lot with. 
the Free Church. After nine years of a success-- 
ful pastorate in Elgin, he was translated to the- 
Free Roxborough Church, Edinburgh, where he: 
remained six years. He entered upon his work 
in Knox Church, Toronto, in 1858, and soon 
attained a prominent position in the Canada 
Presbyterian Church, of which he was elected 
Moderator in 1868. He received his degree of 
Divinity from the University of Aberdeen. 

The funeral of our departed friend was very 
largely attended. Principal Caven commenced: 
with prayer at the house. The service in Knox: 
Church was conducted by Professor Maclaren, 
who referred in feeling and appreciative terms to. 
the many excellent qualities which united in 
Dr. Topp and made him so influential in the: 
church and in the community at large. 


‘They would miss him” he said;—‘‘miss hiny 
in the social circle ; miss his well-known form 
on the streets; miss him in the courts of the 
Church ; he would be miss:d in the house of the 
humble, where he visited so much—but stil? 
they should rejoice that their loss had been his 
unspeakable and eternal gi'n. They should 
not forget that smaller circ!» where the ties of 
nature had been broken. ‘i’ :ey should try and’ 
enter into their feeling, a d weep with those 
who had so much cause to weep. They should 
endeavour to follow in t e footsteps of their 
departed father in so far as he had followed 
Christ, and seek to confi.m to His image, and 
at length join the great c mpany who had gone 
before.” 


The Rev. Dr. Reid o‘fered up prayer at the 
grave, and the body was lowered to its resting 


place in the Mount Pleasant Cemetery.

Mr. Joun Murray, an elder at New Glasgow, 
Quebec, was gathered to his fathers on the first 
of August, at the extreme age of 95 years.

He was a native of Berwick-shire, Scot- 
land. Some of his last words were addressed to 
his pastor.

Mr. Joun Hoce, another venerable and faith- 
ful elder of St. Andrew’s Church at York Mills, 
Ont., died on the 24th July, 84 years of age. 
He was a native of Dalserf, Lanarkshire, Scot- 
land. 


Geelesiustical Hetos, 


ROFESSOR ROBERTSON SmiruH’s CaAsE has 
“sY again been before the Presbytery of 
Aberdeen, but without bringing it much 
nearer a settlement. It is impossible to see 
where it is to end, and in the meantime public 
opinion is divided on the subject of the offences 
imputed to the Professor. It must come before 
the next General Assembly, but it is pretty 
certain it will not end there. 

Rev. Davip MaAcraAz has formally intimated 
his resignation of his late charge at Gourock, 
and has recommended the congregation to 
maintain their connexion with the U. P. 
Church. In the meantime he has accepted the 
call from the School Wynd U. P. congregation, 
Dundee, who have severed their church can- 
nexion in order to secure the services of the 
man of their choice. Mr. Macrae declares 
that his severance from the United Presby- 
terian Church will enable him henceforth to 
contend for the truth more freely. 

There has been a hot debate in the Presby- 
tery of Edinburgh (Established Church) on 
the question of permitting an organ to be in- 
troduced into the North Leith church. The 
pastor made a statement of the case, showi'g 
that the majority of the members wanted the 
organ, the opponents numbering only one- 
seventh of the membership. There was a dis- 
pute over the facts, it being contended on the 
other side that the objectors numbered at 
least.a fourth of the membership. Mr. Mac- 
pherson said the pastor’s narrative reminded 
him of what he had read of Egyptian temples, 
where there were fine paintings, grand archi- 
tecture, and everything very beautiful ; but 
when one came to the centre there was a mis- 
erable cat. Here they had a miserable box of 
whistles in the centre of it all. He held it to 
be a crying sin to bring up a young, useful, 
talented minister to occupy the time of the 


Presbytery with statements, contradicted by 
counsel and others, merely for the purpose of 
introducing this miserable thing. The case is 
not yet settled. 


It was in the year 1829, that Rev. Alexander 
Duff was set apart as the first missionary to 
India, by the Church of Scotland, and now 
that fifty years have elapsed, the Free Church 
have resolved to commemorate the event in a 
becoming manner, by raising a Jubilee Fund, 
having for its objects the relieving of the 
Foreign Mission Committee from present an- 
xieties, and also the permanent benefit of their 
missions in India, Africa, and Melane:ia. The 
plan agreed npon is that of raising a capital 
sum of £25,000 sterling, through the contri- 
bution of as many sixpences as are equivalent 
to that sum. It will be a grand thing if it is 
accomplished. Intelligence has been received 
from Livingstonia that the natives there, and 
to the north, on the west side of Lake Nyassa, 
are flocking for protection to the mission 
stations in large nnmbers. At the sanitarium 
of Kaningina, upwards of 2000 are under the 
care of the missionaries. The best relation- 
ships continue to exist betwixt the mission 
staff at Livingstonia, and that at Blantyre, in 
connection with the Church of Scotland, which 
is also making rapid progress under the super- 
vision of the Rev. Duff Macdonald. 


The long sealed gates of Japan were opened 
by an American fleet fifteen years ago. Five 
years later the American Board sent its first 
missionary there. Result: Ten years ago less 
than ten converts in a population of 33,000,000, 
no church, no native ministry, no missionary 
that could preach, placards everywhere de- 
nouncing Christianity. To-day there are more 
than 2500 converts, a fine body of native 
preachers, Christian schools, a Christian litera- 
ture, including 100,000 copies of parts of the 
New Testament, and 100 missionaries. The 
Rev. Naryan Sheshadri, whose visit to this 
country will be remembered, a converted Brah- 
min, and a most successful missionary of the 
Free Church in India, has caused a church to 
be built ona hill near Jaulna, by native Christian 
masons and carpenters, who originally were 
thieves by profession. In addition to becom- 
ing Christian, they have learned their trades. 

The American Board of Commissioners for 
Foreign Missions, which has held its auni- 
ver-ary meeting in Syracuse recently was 
organized in Connecticut, in 1810, by five 
ministers in a minister’s parlour at Farmington. 
In 1819, it had eighty-one missionaries and 
assistant missionaries, and asked for $37,000 
for that year ; now it has nearly 400 mission- 
aries and needs $500,000 a year. é 


Dr. JosEPH MuLLENS whose death we 
noticed in a recent issue, devoted his whole life 
to the cause of missions. He was born in 1820, 
He was a missionary in India from 1843 to 
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1866, when he returned to take the Secretary- 
ship of the London Missionary Society. He 
spent one year in 1873-74 in Madagascar. In 
June last he left England to help forward the 
mission in Central Africa, on Lake Tanganyika. 
The hardships of African travel, which he bore 
with great fortitude and patience, told heavily 
upon him. He was cheerful and made no 


- complaint, but walking through the long grass 


exhausted him, and, at his age, was too great 
a strain upon his already reduced strength. 
On the 5th July, he caught a severe cold which 


was made still worse by his refusal to rest. 


Early in the morning of the 10th, after en- 
during patiently many hours of extreme suffer- 
idg, he died, and on the 12th he was buried in 
the burial ground of the London Church 
Missionary Society at Mpwapwa. The news 


of Mr. Mullen’s death was received in England 


with every demonstration of sorrow. 
Our Home Missions. 


HE regular half yearly meeting of the 
Home Mission Committee (Western Sec- 


tion) was held in Toronto, on 7th and 
8th October. Every member of Committee 
was present. The claims of Presbyteries, in- 
cluding Manitoba, Lake Superior, &c., for 


services rendered during the six months ending 


30th September, amounted to $18,740. These 
were ordered to be paid as soon as the Treasurer 
receives funds to enable him to do so. It was 
agreed not to pay the grant due for the past 
half year to any supplemented congregation 
that is not contributing to the schemes of the 
Church, until the Treasurer receives from such 
congregation a contribution to the Home 
Mission Fund. Rev. Messrs D. C. Johnson,

A letter was read from Rev. D. Ross, dated 
Selkirk, Manitoba, 27th September, stating 
that he and his family had reached that point 
on their way to Prince Albert, but that owing 
to ill-health and other causes he had been un- 
able to proceed further, and forwarding medical 
certificates from Doctors Young, Agnew, and 
Henderson. The Committee resolved to ex- 
press their deep sympathy with Mr. Ross in 
the painful circumstances in which in the 
Providence of God he is placed, and in relieving 
him from his appointment as missionary to 


Prince Albert, do so in the hope that ere long 
his health may be fuily restored, and that an- 
other sphere of usefulness may be opened up 
for him in the Master’s vineyard. A com- 
mittee was appointed to arrange the financial 
matters connected with Mr. Ross’s mission. 

Rev. J. Duncan, who has been at Prince 
Albert for the past six months, was continued 
there meantime till a permanent missionary is 
appointed in room of Mr. Ross. 

The Presbytery.of Manitoba was empowered 
to re-engage Messrs. J. Stewart, J. Scott, H. J. 
Borthwick, S. Donaldson, 8. Polson, and J. 
Duncan for six months, from 1st October, 1879. 
Owing to the state of the fund, the Committee 
were reluctantly compelled to decline the 
urgent application of the Presbytery of 
Manitoba, for the appointment of missionaries 
to Nelsonville, Beautiful Plains, and Upper 
Little Saskatchewan districts. The appoint- 
ment of a second missionary for the Canada 
Pacific Railway, whose salary ($1000) will be 
entirely met by the people on the Line, was 
referred to the standing sub-committee.— 
Messrs. Cochrane, King, Macdonnell, Warden, 
and Taylor. 

Much time and anxious thought were given 


to the state of the Fund, which at present is 
as follows :—

Instead of proceeding to make grants for 
the ensuing year the following resolution was 
adopted :— 


Whereas the indebtedness of the Fund at this 
date is the sum of $23,000, and there are claims 
upon the fund which the committee are required 
by the instructions of the General Assembly 
to pay as preferential claims which, with the 
present indebtedness, will exhaust the entire 
income expected by the Committee for the 
year, the Committee resolve not to proceed in 
making any appropriations for the next six 
months, the claims for which as sent b 
Presbyteries amount to about $12,000, but to 
adjourn until the last week in March next, and 
then to meet and distribute among the various 
Presbyteries of the Church, in respect of mission 
work and supplements during the six months 
then past, such moneys as the liberality of the 
Church may by that date have placed at the 
disposal of the Committee, provided always 
that the Committee may meet at an earlier 
date if the Convener see cause. The Sub- 
Committee were instructed to issue a circular 
the ministers and Presbyteries of the Church 
embodying the above resolution. 
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The preferential claims referred to in the 
resolution include the salaries of the British 
Columbia and Manitoba missionaries to 1st 
April next, $2000 to the Manitoba College, 
interest, printing and other expenses amounting 
in all to about $9000. This, with the $28,000 
already expended, makes a total expenditure 
of $37,000 for which the Committee are liable, 
whereas the total receipts last year, including a 
legacy of $2,000, and $1700 ministerial and 
other special contributions, were under $30,000.

French Goangelization. 


GRAND FALLS, N. B. 
RY, A. Burrows, of Truro, Nova Scotia, 


spent a portion of the month of, August 
at Grand Falls, New Brunswick, and 
there saw the working of the French Missionary, 
Rev. Mr. Paradis. The place, Mr. Burrows 
says, contains a large population, but with only 
thirty Protestant families. These families repre- 
sent about 150 individuals, who are sub- 
divided into no fewer than seven denominations ! 
There are three places of worship, one Roman 
Catholic, one Church of England, one Presby 
terian. The last mentioned is occasionally used 
by sister denominations. A good day-schcol is 
very much needed. It would be of essential 
service to the missionary. Mr. Burrows strong- 
ly pleads for such a school. He found Mr. 
Paradis enjoying the esteem of the people, even 
of those who care nothing for his instructions. 
His ‘‘parish” extends 30 miles in one direc- 
tion, and on Saturday Mr. Burrows rode with 
him through this region. The people are chiefly 
French Roman Catholics. Mr. P. conducts 
service at 10.30 a.m., at one of his stations 
here—thirty miles from Grand Falls. - It was 
most cheering to see the cordial welcome ex- 
tended to him, and the delight of the people 
as Mr. P, spoke to them of spiritual things. 
Some hate him, and have shown their feelings 
by turning him out of their houses, and even 
threatening his life. Mr. B. formed a very high 
estimate of the fitness of Mr. Paradis for the 
work in which he is engaged. He has four 
regular preaching stations, with occasional ser- 
vices elsewhere. At Sabbath morning worship 
there were 70 or 80 present,—some of whom 
were Roman Catholics. There is not a Pres- 
byterian family in the place. In the afternoon 
there was Sabbath-school at Grand Falls,—35 
children present. In the evening there were 
62 at the service, 16 of whom were Presbyter- 
ians. On monday evening a meeting was held 
at a poor widow’s house; attendance 40 ; some 
R. C’s. On Tuesday evening, another station, 
Van Buren, was visited, and service held in 
the parlour of the hotel. 


a 


whole Presbyterian family at Grand Falls. The 
missionary has to encounter many difficulties ; 
but he is doing his work well, and it is pros- 
pering. 26 persons have joined the Church ; 
but only 16 remain on the roll, there being re- 
movals from the place. During the first two 
years no money was raised, except the ordinary 
collections in the Church, In the third year, 
£60 were raised ; in the fourth year $120, and 
in the fifth year, $217. ‘*The mission field I 
regard as of great importance on account of 
the destitute spiritual condition of the Pro- 
testant families, not to speak of the state 
of the Roman Catholics!” Another labourer 
is much needed in the field. Mr. Burrows 
mentions one circumstance most creditable 
to the Grand Falls’ people : they take 14 copies 
of the Record, though Presbyterians are so very 
few, and are comparatively poor. 


Foreign Mission,

{jt HE Committee met at New Glasgow, when 
letters were read from Dr. Steel, of N.S. 
Wales, and from Rev. Joseph Annand, 
The Mission Synod, of New Hebrides, had 
held its annual meeting. Letters from Messrs. 
Morton and Grant, were read on the subject of 
ordaining Indian converts who may shew such 
qualifications as in the opinion of the Presby- 
tery of Trinidad may warrant such a step. A 
minute of the Presbytery of Trinidad was read 
as follows:—‘‘ That in the opinion of this 
Presbytery the time has come when this 
question ought to be seriously entertained, and 
a committee appointed to draw up a syllabus 
of such standard of attainment on the part of 
candidates for ordination, as might be deemed 
suitable in the circumstances.” This resolution 
was adopted by the Presbytery, and a commit- 
tee appointed to superintend, in the meantime, 
the training of any candidates who might offer, 
said committee to report to next meeting of 
Presbytery. The Committee expressed sym- 
pathy with the movement, and general ap- 
proval of what was done, leaving any farther 
steps for future consideration. 

The letters of the Trinidad missionaries 
gave accounts of great commercial losses and 
failures in Trinidad, from the unprecedentedly 
low prices of sugar, involving losses to the 
mission funds, both from failures of proprie- 
tors, and diminished ability of Coolies, and 
suggesting that these facts must be carefully 
weighed in connection with the proposal for a 
fourth missionary. The report ef visit of Rev. 
T. Christie to Prince Edward Island was read, 
notice of which is given elsewhere. The 
Committee expressed hearty approval of Mr. 


There is not one | Christie’s diligence and zeal ; and their entire 
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satisfaction with the result, as respects the 
welcome given by the people, the interest 
evoked, and the contributions sent in. At the 
suggestion of Mr. Christie himself it was 
decided that he should continue the visitation 
of churches for at least two months longer, and 
the two Presbyteries in Cape Breton were 
named for September, to be followed by a 
similar tour among the congregations in the 
Presbytery of Miramichi.

Hew Hebrides Mission. 


y RY. Dr. Steel, Sydney, New South Wales, 
announces that a gentleman and his wife 
at Newton, have presented a chaste 

communion service to the Martyr’s Memorial 
Church, Eromanga,—for the use of the mission- 
ary and the converts, Dr. Steel says: 

‘‘ We once had the pleasure of remembering 
the death of Christ there, and will not soon 
forget the feelings which the place and its 
memories associated with the Communion. 


<¢ Where martyr-blood was thrice shed, 
On shore from ship we hied, 

In Dillon’s Bay to shew forth, 
The death that Jesus died. 

We joined with native converts, 
Dispensed the bread and wine ; 

O Christ ! o’er Thy death’s symbols, 
We vow’d that Island Thine.” 


The last voyage of the Dayspring to the 
Islands was a long one. A visit was paid to 
Lord Howe’s Island. This island lies 420 miles 
from the New South Wales coast. It is six 
mils long by one wide,and has but 30 people on 
it. Rev. Joseph Copeland landed and had 
service with the people, and baptized two 


_ children.—The weather in Aneityum has been 


_yery wet, and whooping cough prevails. 
' Twenty deaths, 


mostly of children, have 
recently oecurred. The decrease of population 
is greatly aggravated by this visitation. 

The new Missionary, Mr. Lawrie, has been 


settled at Aname, the station so long occupied

by the Rev. J. Inglis. 


He was warmly wel- 
comed by his colleague, the Rev. Joseph 
Annand, M.A., who found that by attending 
to both stations, he had to neglect visitation of 
his own people. 

Mr. Copeland and Mr. Lawrie visited the 
schools within reach soon after landing, and 
found they w.re in much want of supervision. 
The boys and girls were not getting on in their 
learning. More time and patience will need to 
be exercised by teachers towards them. This 
is likely to be done when the teacher knows 
that the Missionary may be regularly expected 
to visit and examine the schools. The people 
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at Aname have been very glad to get a 
Missionary of their own. Mr. Copeland’s 
presence and counsel, are ef the highest value 
at the mission there. He can preach in 
Aneityumese, with fluency. 


The visit of H. M.S. Wolverine to the 
group led to the punishment of the natives of 
Leper’s Island, for the barbarous murder and 
eating of two Europeans and four natives, from 
the Queensland schooner, ‘‘Mystery,” some time 
ago. Commodore Wilson landed 100 marines 
and blue jackets, after a week's delay and 
parley with the natives, who were unwilling to 
give up the murderers. The natives fled from 
their village at first —‘‘Just as the place was 
about to be destroyed, some 200 to 300 natives 
came down and delivered up a native, named 
Aratugu, the ringleader: of the ‘‘ Mystery’s” © 
murderers, together with 20 pigs as an indem- 
nity. They were taken on board the Wolverine. 
An old chief came with them, and told the 
story of the massacre, from which it appeared 
that Aratugu enticed the boat’s crew inshore, 
under the pretence of getting them a recruit ; 
then a combined attack was made—Aratugu 
being the firat to strike a blow—and the six 
men were speedily butchered, and their bodies 
were distributed amongst the different tribes of 
the island, who assembled at a great feast of 
human flesh to celebrate the opening of a yam 
field. The only European on Leper’s Island 
was found to be Mr. Bice, of the Melanesian 
Mission, who was of great assistance, ashe was 
a good interpreter, and was thoroughly up in 
the native manners and customs.” 

The Wolverine had a good deal more work 
of the same kind, in islands to the north, 
where murders had taken place. How much 
need there is of Missionary effort to spread the 
blessings of the Gospel of Peace in these 
savage islands of Melanesia. 


LETTER FROM REV. J. ANNAND. 


Aneityum, 23rd May, 1879. 


First, I must acknowledge receipt of your 
welcome letter of January last, and return 
many thanks for all the information furnished. 
The mission goods sent away from N.S. in 
March, ’78, came safely to hand by the Day- 
spring, April 21st. Though long on the way, 
they were little the worse. Our hearty thanks 
are due to those who have so kindly remember- 
ed us. There also arrived by the Dayspring 
a new missionary and his wife for Aname Sta- 
tion, so that we are now thoroughly set up for 
Aneityum. We are all enjoying good health 
and happiness. Mr. Copeland and his son, 
Alexander, 13 years of age, are staying fora 
few months, to introduce the Lawries to their 
work. Mr. Copeland’s health is not by any 
means confirmed, and he may have to with- 
draw from the islands. [Next follows direc- 
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tions for the payment regularly of $24.33 
annually to the mission schemes of the Church, 
which the agent had omitted.] You will be 
sorry to hear that the whooping cough is now 
proving very fatal to the children on this 
island. There have been about twenty deaths 
on the Aname side from it within the last 
two months. It has just begun on our side: 
the first death from it occurred two days ago. 
It is likely to take away a good number yet, 
as it has not extended over more than one 
third part of the land. Otherwise all is well.

LETTER FROM MRS. MORTON. 


Savanna Grande, June, 1879.

year the Mission premises, Savanna Grande, 
\\, lives a quiet well-behaved old Coolie, 
named Sewa. He sometimes attends the 
Missionary’s Sabbath services, and sometimes 
calls the Brahmans and’ ‘‘ makes praise” after 
his own fashion. His wife is a smart looking 
woman who appears to have taken him for 
better but not for worse, for if the old man 
falls sicks or fails to display that amount of 
meekness which she thinks becoming to his 
sex she deserts him, for a time, taking with her 
the youngest child, a pretty little creature 
now about four years old. The poor fellow 
grumbles a great deal at first, but sets quietly 
about the household work, and caring for two 
cows which are his most valuable earthly 
possessions. 

He has three boys between the ages of nine 
and fifteen. The two youngest have attended 
the mission school from its opening three years 
ago. The eldest is of opinion that two 
students are quite enough in one family; he 
has successfully resisted all efforts te induce 
him to learn to read. He says cutting grass 
for the cattle is his reading, and carrying water 
is his arithmetic. The old man speaks pretty 
good English about common things, or what 
passes for such among the Coolies. Here is a 
specimen with which he favoured me lately— 
‘¢ When me first hear’em Coolie parson name 
all man, tell ’em say that parson too much beat 
’em all children, he tie ’eir, beat ’em ; this no 
true ; me see ’em three year done, same like 
soogar,—street side, he tell ’em salaam—Again 
he come for me house, sit down, good word 
talk—no lie word tell ’em, no make ’em 
quarrel.””—I asked him one day how he hoped 
for forgiveness ; he said first ‘*by my good 
works.” When he found that would not do he 
said ‘‘ God will give it.” While assenting to 
the fitness of the Gospel plan he firmly main- 
tains that having been initiated into the 
Hindu faith he can never become a disciple of 


~ 


Jesus, as to be twice baptized would be mani- 
festly improper. Let no person imagine that 
the hearts of the people are bowed before us 
‘as the trees of the wood are moved with the 
wind.” The fact is that missior. work in 
Trinidad is no wholesale mowing down of 
opposition but a hand-to-hand fight with every- 
thing that sin and satan can cast in the way of 
man’s salvation. 


It is difficult to gather the people to the 
meetings for public worship. This might be 
expected, because one who attends regularly 
and cheerfully may be looked upon as almost a 
Christian. The missionary holds regular 


| fortnightly services on an estate, on the Sab- 


bath afternoon. A little before the hour he goes 
round to each house inviting an audience, 
accompanied, perhaps, by his wife, who en- 
deavours to gather in the women. Endless is 
the variety of excuses presented, but this is 
not all. Quite a number readily agree to come 
and request you to go on while they change 
their dress or lock their door, but alas! you 
see nothing more of them. Last Sabbath I 
invited a woman who was sitting at the dvor 
of what appeared to be house and shop together. 
She said at once that she would come, but 
urged me to sit down, and take some wine or 
eat something, I told her that I never took 
wine, and had but just eaten ; to avoid appear- 
ing unfriendly I asked her to give my little 
boy some biscuits. Seeing another woman 
near, I invited her also: she said she could not 
come, but when I spoke further the shop- 
woman advised her in a very low tone to tell 
me that she was coming, which shedid. Isaw 
at once that they intended playing me false, 
but as time was short I moved away without 
saying anything. It is needless to add that I 
did not see them again. As you pass along the 
barracks you may sometimes hear ‘‘ Christen 
"em kara”’—a mixture of Hindustani and bad 
English, from which you gather that they are 
saying among themselves that if they attend 
the meetings we will make Christians of them. 
The result of your efforts is, perhaps, to 
gather in a dozen or so besides the small 
number who would have come without being 
called, and many of those se blankly ignorant 
and indifferent that they catch but a very faint 
glimpse of the truth which you struggle to put 
before them in the plainest and most forcible 
light. Do you go home discouraged ? No, 
not at all. You have seen the little band who 
call themselves Christians neatly dressed and 
in their places, their countenances expressing 
so much intelligence and interest that one 
could almost single them out by that alone; 
this is sufficient encouragement. You return 
through the week, visiting from house to house, 
holding a meeting at the Estate Hospital, 
inspecting the school. Children flock around 
you, all are kind and friendly, but you make 
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slow progress in winning them for Christ. | of the building was endangered so that every

called at our house to return a visit paid to one 
of them in the previous week. They were at 
leisure, so I read and talked with them for 
about an hour. I flattered myself that with 
the help of the tract, I had succeeded in 
making the way of salvation so clear to them 
that they could not but be impressed with a 
desire to become disciples of Jesus. They had 
listened most attentively, and had made 
remarks displaying an intelligent interest in 
some of the points dwelt upon. I was further 
encouraged by one of them declaring that she 
was very much afraid to die, for usually her 
country people seem quite indifferent about 
death. Anxious to follow up my supposed 
advantage I called in Mr. Morton’s aid to 
supplement what I had said, but alas! after a 
little further conversation we ascertained that 
her fear of death was caused by nothing more 
than anxiety as to where aud how she would 
get food and clothes after she was dead. 

At a near estate are some newly arrived 
Coolies whom we visited a short time ago anid 
succeeded in securing the attendance at Miss 
Blackadder's school of a bright lad about nine 
years old. After about three weeks we missed 
him and called at his home to ascertain the 
reason. His mother had been told that if he 
continued to come to school Sabib would pour 
salt water on his head, and that after that he 
would not love his father and mother any 
more. Evidently she had heard rumours of 
baptism, No argument could persuade her 
that she had been misinformed. No persuasion 
could induce her to allow the boy to come back 
to us though he was auxious to do so. 

Now we would very unwillingly discourage 
any friend of missions by dwelling too much 
upon the difficulties of the work, but on the 
other hand we mildly protest against friends at 
home looking to us for encouragement as is 
frequently the case. Our decided opinion is 
that this is reversing the order of things. 
The soldier’s work is in the battle fild. His 
country is hownd to supply the elements of 
victory—and if our church would win 
Trividad for her King she must spare neither 
her servants nor her stores. 


LETTER FROM REV. K. J. GRANT. 
San Fernando, 25th Aug. 1879. 


F» 
kh 7 E have had a heavy and rather unex- 
Ni pected expenditure on our church this 
year. Tie walls bad never been in- 
closed, and when wind and rain came together, 
it was very uncomfortable. We resolved to 
inclose the walls, and it was then we discover 
ed that our foundation wood-work, laid in 
pitch, was entirely consumed. The stability 


repairs were completed at a cost of $542 00, 
but we may have to renew the foundations of 
towers next year and replace boards well nigh 
gone. To meet our outlay we collected in our 
own mission ehurch, in San Fernando, $345.00 
by special effort, without reducing the weekly 
offering, and a few friends unsolicited handed 
us $26.50, making a total of $372.00. J[in- 
close our subscription list. We hope before 
Christmas to pay it all. This effort has given 
us proof of the interest felt by the converts ; 
and there was a measure of heartiness and 
good will shewn, that cheered us much. Our 
congregation is growing. Yesterday ten well 
instiucted Brahmins applied for Baptism. To- 
day I have been off in the saddle for nine 
hours, in a rear settlement, and as I passed 
through the rice and corn cultivation, over 
hills, dewn dells, through low tangled 
undergrowth, I could not help thinking of 
Zululand and pitying the poor British soldier 
so entirely at the mercy of the Zulu. Jacob 
is much pleased that the Board has thanked 


-Mr. Smith and the people of his charge, for 


what they do for him. 


AN AUXILIARY BiBLE SocleTY was formed 
a week ago in our Coolie Church. The Episco- 
pal Bishop presided. One of his clergy gave 
an admirable address, also Mr. Morton, Dr. 
Knaggs and others. It is said that about one 
hundred thronged the doors and windows, un- 
able to find standing room, inside. We are 
scarcely identified with any church yet, and 
hence the readiness on the part of all, to come 
to our building. It may be premature to 
report, but I am thankful that we have a good 
prospect of having a schcol opened ere long, 
in oar district, without much charge on your 
funds. 


REMARKS. We would like to publish the 
subscription list, for the benefit of the large 
class who think they have done well when they 
give a dollar to missions, and a few dollars to 
their own church ; but as there are about 70 
donors, the list is too long for our columns. So 
far as the Indian contributions are concerned, 
they vary from 6 cents up to twenty-six dollars, 
and this is irrespective of their Lord’s day offer- 
ing, Which in many cases amounts to one tenth 
of their earnings.

LETTER FROM MRS. JUNOR.

Toronto, has favoured us with the 
perusal of an interesting letter from Mrs. 
Junor, from which we make the following 
extracts.— 


Your welcome letter came to hand very soon 
after I had mailed a second one to you, and for 
this reason I did not write on receipt of it; 
but I had no intention of allowing so many 
weeks to pass before writing. Many things 
have happened to prevent me from carrying 
out my good intentions. I thank all the 
members of your society for your kind words 
of sympathy. The sympathy of friends is 
indeed precious, but, how much more precious, 
is the sympathy of Him who knows all our 
sorrows. Truly, nothing but God’s love and 
grace, can really comfort in times of sorrow 
and trial; and God does give His grace, in 
proportion to our need. We still miss our 
darling sadly, but we know that it is well with 
him. All that was most precious still lives, 
in the presence of Jesus, in the home of God’s 
people ; and there he is beckoning us upward. 
It is most gratifying to hear that the interest 
in Foreign Mission work is increasing through- 
out the Church at home, no doubt it is largely 
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owing to the organization of your W. F. M. 
Societies. God hag already blessed your work, 
and given you great success. May the Divine 
blessing be still more abundantly poured out 
upon you, aud give you to fel, that, while you 
are thus cheering the hearts of your mission- 
aries, you are yourselves receiving a rich spirit- 
ual blessing. Our Master’s work is steadily 
progressing in this land of  heathenism. 
Chapels have been opened in several new places, 
and there is a good prospect of opening others 
before long. 

A second hospital, in connection with the 
mission, has been opened, at Kelung, a post 
about forty miles to the north. It isunder the 
supervision of Dr. Mann, a Scotchman, lately 
arrived, as medical practioner to the foreign 
residents in that post, who, very kindly 
volunteered his services to the mission. Our 
new hospital is not yet finished, but will be be- 
fore many weeks. We have great cause for 
thankfulness, for while we are not free from 
cpposition and discouragement, I do not 
think that we meet with as much persecution 
as many other missions. Here the people are 
all immigrants, not so crowded, and more 
indifferent to the opinions of the literary class, 
the bitterest opponents of the Gospel in China. 
We have had an addition to our mission circle 
in the person of a little Miss MacKay, who 
was born on the 24th of May. Mr. Mackay 
has been very ill again but is much better now, 
and Mrs. Mackay is quite well again. Two 
weeks ago Mr. Junor had an attack of fever, 
the first since last November. Before he was 
better I was taken down with it. At the same 
time many others bad it. For several days 
the weather was very bade and the atmosphere 
oppressive, on the whole, however, so far we 
have had remarkably cool weather. 

We have had two or three requests from 
Sabbath-sckools and Bible-classes to assign 
them a Bible-wcman for their special care or 
support. Iam rejoiced that so much interest 
is taken in these poor heathen women, but I 
am sorry that the matter was mentioned in 
our leiters before Bible-women had actually 
been secured. It proved more difficult than 
anticipated, and I am sorry to say that up to 
this date none have been secured. I would 
like, however, to say that we all are of the 
same opinion here, that the b:st way of secur- 
ing the greatest results from your efforts to 
to help us, is that your societies give their 
earnest prayers first, and then all they can of 
their worldly goods for the cause, through the 
hands of the Foreign Mission Committee. We 
don’t wish to receive money, and we do not 
wish to set apart any particular person for any 
particular church or school. Make the Foreign 
Mission Board strong with your prayers and 
your contributions, and you will, so far as my 
poor judgment goes, do the best for this 
mission at least.

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You ask about Mrs. Mackay. She is a 
native Formosian, born near Tamsui. She was 
brought up by her grand-mother, who is now 
one of our Bible-women. She knows no 
English. In training, habits, dress, &c., she 
is purely Chinese and has not changed in these 
respects except to wear foreign shoes. It was 
possible for her to do that because her feet were 
never very much nor very long bound. Her 
hair is very dark, like that of all Chinese 
women, It is done up and decorated after the 
manner of the Chinese. Her dress is the 
usual dress of Chinese women in good cir- 
cumstances. She travels with Mr. Mackay, 
when he travels, in a sedan chair. Last 
Sabbath, just before Chinese service, Mr. Junor 
baptized their baby for them.

III. Mission To CENTRAL INDIA .—continued. 


A school for Christian girls was opened in 
June last. From the fact that they have to be 
clothed and fed, the number admitted is 
necessarily limited. It supplies a home for the 
children of Christian families, who in search of 
employment have found their way into these 
Native States. When able the parents pay 
apart or the whole of the expenses. This 
school is under the care of Miss Fairweather. 

A school for boys has been opened in the 
city, which promises to do good service. The 
average attendance is about fifty-four. ‘* The 
boys provide their own books, and write on 
small boards dusted with ground brick. 
Marathi, Hindi, and English are taught. All 
think aloud while swaying from side to side. 
It certainly has the hum of business.” One 
interesting feature of this school is a class of 
Brahman gentlemen, who meet Mr. Douglas 
three times a week to study such books as 
Wayland’s Elements of Moral Science, Paley’s 
Natural Theology, and Butler’s Analogy of 
Religion. fourteen have joined this class, 
and they assure the missionary that it will 
increase. 

The printing pres3 is proving a powerful 
auxiliary here to the cause of Christ. By 
means of the printed page multitudes learn the 
message of life before they hear it from the 
lips of the missionary. Mr. Douglassays, ‘‘ In 
Indore, we have a large reading population, 
almost entirely destitute of reading matter. 
The native press here has as yet produced 
nothing, and the pernicious literature which 
the West is pouring into such cities as Calcutta, 
Madras and Bombay, has not yet largely 
reached this region. Our Scripture tracts have 
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gone into every lane of the city. They have 
been found in country villages a hundred 
miles distant. Fathers have sent them far 
hence by mail to their sons. In the ancient 
city of Oogein, we found that the priests in 
the temple of Kali had seen and heard them 
read. We were greeted on the street as ‘‘ Kitab 
denewala,” that is the book-giver. They have 
been distributed along the line of railway. 
Thus thousands have had an opportunity of 
reading for themselves precious portions of 
the Word of God. The total issues of the 
press have been 203,906 copies, making in all 
773,389 pages. Our Scripture booklets are in 
size 16 mo., containing from ten to sixteen 
pages, and illustrated. We have supplied Mr. 
Campbell with them for bis work, and sent 
some also to Poona and Ratlam. The thirst 
for them continues unabated in the city here. 
Many are distributed from the office to groups 
of respectable men, who walk from the city 
to receive them.” 

Your Committee are glad to report that Mr. 
Douglas, after encountering various difficulties, 
was able to secure suitable locations for 
mission buildings at Indore. He has been 
able to occupy in the meantime the building 
upon one of the properties secured, but steps 
will have to be taken, without much delay, to 
erect premises adapted to the wants of the - 
mission. The obtaining of a permanent 
location for the mission must exert an import- 
ant influence in giving greater stability to the 
work in Central India. 


MHOW. 


A large military cantonment is not regarded 
as usually a very hopeful field for missionary 
effort in India. The character of the camp- 
followers, and of the majority of Europeans, is 
found to exert a very unfavourable influence. 
Rev. J. F. Campbell has during the year had 
to labour on where these malign influences 
have had full opportunity to make themselves 
felt. He has not, however, been left without a 
measure of encouragement in his work. There 
have been a number of applications for baptism, 
but while several of them have inspired hope, 
Mr. Campbell has not seen his way to admit 
any of them inte the fellowship of the Church. 
The only baptisms he reports are those of the 
child and grand-child of his catechist. 

In October last, Mr. Campbell was happy 
in securing, through the kindness of Rev. 
Narayan Sheshadri, an excellent catechist who 
has proved a great comfort to him in his work. 
A school for boys with an average attendance 
of 314 has been kept up, and Christian instruct- 
ion has been imparted daily. Some of the 
boys have learnt the Scripture lessons with 
great accuracy, and the hope is cherished that 
in due time God’s truth will exert its saving 
power in their hearts. A school for girls has 
also been sustained, but details concerning it 
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have not been supplied. Sabbath school, with 
an attendance rauging from 30 to 130, has also 
been kept up. A service in the vernacular has 
been conducted by Mr. Campbell and his 
catechists. The natives have evinced consider- 
able interest in these services, and the attend- 
ance has ranged from twenty to seventy. 
Street preaching, itinerating through the 
surrounding villages and circulating portions 
of Scripture are among the means which Mr. 
Campbell has employed to reach the people. 
Mr. Campbell calls attention to the necessity 
there is for more suitable mission buildings at 
Mhow. It is to be hoped that the liberality of 
the Church will supply the means at an early 
day to enable your Committee to provide 
buildings both at Indore and Mhow. 


ZENANA WORK, 


The ladies engaged in this department of 
work have found ready access to the homes of 
their heathen sisters. There does not appear 
to be any difficulty in finding more homes 
ready to welcome the ladies than they are able 
to visit regularly. Some indeed appear to be 
closed against them after a time, but more 
than they can overtake fully are still ready to 
receive them. Miss Fairweather reports that 
she has thirty-eight zenanas which are open 
to her. Miss McGregor reports the number 
which she visits as forty-nine. At Mhow, 
Miss Rodger visits thirty zenanas. In these 
one hundred and seventeen zenanas the average 
in each is four or five, but Miss McGr gor 
remarks, ‘‘the average in each refers only to 
the members of the household, whereas it 
must be remembered that the dwellings are 
situated so very near one another, that 
the women from the zenanas gather in one 
house, making the average number of those 
who receive instruction weekly in each house 
from fifteen to twenty persons.” These ladies 
have also done more or less in teaching— 
Miss Fairweather conducting a boarding school 
with nine pupils at Indore, and Miss Rodger 
teaching the girls’ school at Mhow. They 
have also visited a large number of villages 
and have had many opportunities of making 
known the way of salvation both to men and 
women who have come to converse with them. 

Miss Forrester devoted herself chiefly to the 
acquisition of the Hindustani, but she was 
able to aid both in the boys’ and girls’ school, 
and also in various ways to assist Miss Rodger 
in her work. Your Committee have learned 
with much pleasure that on the 21nd February 
Miss Forrester was married to Rev. J. F. 
Campbell, and they feel assured that in her 
new sphere,she will render not less important 
service to the mission cause than she wou d 
had she continued one of the regularly recognized 
members of the mission staff. 

Your Committee had hoped to have sent 
during the present summer another Zenana 
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worker to Central India in the person of Miss 
A. Montgomery, of Charlottetown, P. E. I. 
This young lady having offered herself for 
service In India, the Committee last year, 
having received the highest testimony to her 
qualifications, very cordially agreed to accept 
her offer, provided suitable arrangements could 
be made for her employment and accommodation 
in India. This condition has been found 
more difficult to fulfil than was anticipated. 
Correspondence with the missionaries has failed, 
partly on account of the lack of suitable house 
accommodations to secure an opening for her 
immediate employment. This, your Committee 
much regret, as it may deprive the Church of 
the services of one whom there is every reason 
to regard as specially fitted for usefulness in 
this department. 

The following statement of the receipts and 
expendiiure for the year deserves special 
attention. The prayer meeting is said to be 
the thermometer of the Church. Perhaps the 
finances of the Church’s mission schemes supply 
a measure scarcely less accurate of the spirit- 
ual temperature.

Your Committee were happy to learn, that 
during the year the Woman’s F. M. Society, of 
the Presbytery of Hamilton, which was 
previously a separate organization, accepted the 
Constitution approved of by last General 
Assembly, and united with the general Society 
of the Western Section, and has thereby be- 
| come directly auxiliary to the Foreign Mission 
Committee. The sum credited to the Hamilten 
Society in the receipts of the year is the 
amount paid prior to the union. Since that 
time its funds have gone into the treasury of 
the Woman’s F. M. Society of the Western 
Section, for the support of a lady missionary 
in India. 


Cordial acknowledgements are also due for 
liberal contributions received from St.Matthew’s 
Church, Halifax ; the Halifax’s Woman’s F.M. 
Society ; and the Woman’s F. M. Society of 
the Presbytery of Kingston. The growing 
interest taken by the Christian women of the 
Chure : in carrying the knowledge of salvation 
to the heathen ef their own sex, cannot but be 
regarded as a symptom full of hope for the 
future. It is also a very hopeful sign that 
labourers are offering themselves freely for 
foreign service. Your Committee trust that 
the liberality of the Church will provide the 
means, that these devoted men and women who 
are offering themselves to labour among the 
heathen, may be sent forth on their mission of 
mercy. 


It is not pleasant, however, to discover that 
the expenditure has more than kept pace with 
the growing income. There is now a debt 
upon the fund of $5,094.05. The debt report- 
ed to last Assembly was only $1,008.83. It 


year. The increase in the debt is to a very 
large extent, if not entirely, only apparent. 
The sum of $550 due on account of China, of 
which the Treasurer was not advised until] the 
accounts of last year were closed, belongs in 
reality to the debt of the previous year rather 
than to the expenditure of the year just 
closed. There has also been a change made in 
the mode of transmitting money to China, 
which requires payments to be provided for in 
advance. It is believed that the sum which 
appars in the statement for China will cover 
the normal expenditure of that mission for at 
least sixteen months. This alone is sufficient 
to account for nearly the entire increase in the 
debt. The purchase of mission property in 
India which the last Assembly directed, has 
also entailed a considerable outlay. It was 
hoped that a very considerable portion of the ex- 
pense of this undertaking would have been met 
by special contributions. An appeal was made 
to the Chureh for donations, but the response 
was not such as had been hoped. Only a few 
donations were seut, and almost the entire 
expense has come out of the ordinary fund. 
But while these explanations show how your 
Committee are in debt, and indicate also that 
the income has been greater than the ordinary

Your Committee have drawn up a series of 
Regulations for the conducting of the Mission 
in Central India which they trust will aid in 
the harmonious and orderly prosecution of the 
work. In preparing them they have been 
guided largely by the experience of other 
bodies, which are prosecuting Missionary work 
in the same field. Time may show the 
necessity of minor modifications in these rules; 
but your Committee do not anticipate that any 
very rafical change is likely to be required. 
A copy of these regulations, which have been 
adopted ad interim, will be found appended to 
this report.

THE SCOTCH THISTLE. 


‘¢Such a mite as I can do no good” is the 
general impression of our boys and girls, when 
they are urged to do what they can for the 
good work. But smaller, humbler instruments 
than you God has made use of to do great 
works in this world. 

A great army many years ago invaded Scot- 
land. They crept on stealthily ever the 
border, and prepared to make a night attack 
on the Scottish forces. There lay the camp all 
silently sleeping in the starlight, never dream- 
ing that danger was so near. The Danes, to 
make their advanc2 more noiseless, came 
forward bare-footed. But as they neared the 
sleeping Scots one unlucky Dane brought his 
broad foot down squarely on a bristling thistle. 
A roar of pain was the consequence, which 
rang like a trumpet blast through the sleeping 
camp. Ina moment each soldier had grasped 
his weapon, and the Danes were thoroughly 
routed. The thistle was from that time adopt- 
ed as the national emblem of Scotland. 


By the harbour of New London there was 
once a long, old rope-walk, with a row of 
square window-holes fronting the water. In 
the time of war a British Admiral was cruising 
off that coast, and had a very good chance to 
enter and destroy the town. He was once 
asked afterward why he did not do it. He 
replied that he should have done so ‘‘if it 
_ had’nt been for that formidable long fort whose 


guns entirely commanded the harbour.” He 
had been scared off by the old rope-walk. 


SHE GATHERED SHAVINGS. 


Miss Janette B. Cameron, of the United 
Presbyterian Church in Rochester, New York, 
is to accompany the Rev. Dr. Bushnell on his 
return to Africa. The following is the story of 
her life as given in the New York Lvangelist :— 
When quite a child she saw a picture in one of 
the Sabbath-school books, of a heathen mother 
throwing her infant to a croccdile in the 
Ganges. She eagerly inquired of her teacher 
what it meant, and the explanation given made 
an impression upon her mind that has never 
been effaced. Soon after, an address by Dr. 
Dales, of Philadelphia, enlisted her zeal to do 
what she could in behalf of the cause. She 
gathered shavings and sold them to acquaint- 
ances, giving the pennies earned to the mission 
in Syria. The desire to become a missionary 
herself was early formed, and grew with her 
growth. So many obstacles were in the way 
that her pastor and friends were slow to 
encourage her to hope for it. But she did not 
despair, Through deep poverty she fought her 
way, her eye steadily fixed on this ‘‘ one thing,” 
and now, to the wonder of alJ, ‘the little 
missionary shavings girl,”’ well qualified for the 
work, is commissioned to engage in it. 


A FATHER’S SELF-SACRIFICE. 


Not long ago a coloured fishsrman was 
crossing the river Mississippi at Little Rock on 
a stormy night. He had his young child with 
him in the boat. When in the middle of the 
river, the water began to dash over the sides, 
and it became quite plain that, unless relieved 
of some of its weight, the vessel would sink. 

Placing the child securely in the middle of 
the small craft, the father jumped into the 
river, was washed away, and drowned. 

A party from the bank went to the rescue, 
and recovered the boat and child, but the man 
was never seen afterwerds. 

Does not this little story of a negro father’s 
love remind you of the greater love of our 
Father ? The earthly parent gave his life for 
his own son ; but ‘God so loved the world that 
He gave His only begotten Son, that whosoever 
believeth in Him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life.’

We are deficient in regularity, unity, system, 
A 


_ few congregations give liberally to all the 


Schemes of the Church; a larger number give 
fairly toa few Schemes ; a considerable number 
neglect their duty wholly! All the Church 
courts, from the Assembly downwards have 
spoken plainly as to the obligation upon all the 
congregations to do what they can, at all 
events to do something,—for ali the Schemes. 


At may well be the special endeavour of Pres- 


byteries to see to it this year that there shall 
not be a delinquent congregation within the 
bounds. If Presbyteries make up their minds 


‘to go through with this arduous but most 


necessary task they can do it, and it will be 
easier every succeeding year. It would be a 
most gratifying circumstance if we could an- 
nounce next June, that every congregation in 
the Church had put its hand to the work, and 
had at least tried to do its duty. Presbyteries 
will no doubt wisely decide to begin early in 
the ecclesiastical year to deal with congregations 
or stations that are habitually delinquent,—to 
deal with them most kindly, most patiently, but 
also most firmly. As Presbyteries must deal 
with congregations one by one, so the Sessions 
must deal with the members of the Church, 
and endeavour to secure contributions from all. 
Let there be as far as possible equality in this 
‘as in everything else. The principle on which 
‘we must urge men and women and children 
ito give is the grand principle of doing all for 


the sake of Christ, and as an indication of our 
love to Christ. The money we give is a grate- 
ful offering from loyal hearts to the King of 
Kings. Zaccheus gave one half his property, 
and made amends for previous neglect. Shall 
not many in our congregations surpass Zaccheus 
in liberality ? Give often, for Christ needs 
your gifts, and He often remembers you with 
His blessings. Give freely, for ye have freely 
received. Give regularly, for it is thus only 
that the Church will be able to put your gifts 
to the best use. 

In our financial operations we must not forget 
that our interests as a Church are co-extensive 
with British America, and that, in truth, the 
field is the world. We must make common 
cause in all church schemes with all our 
brethren. All the colleges are ours. All the 
Foreign Missionaries and Home Missionaries 
are ours. All the aged and infirm ministers, 
all the widows and orphans of ministers are 
ours. The missionaries among the French are 
our missionaries. Thus, every member of the 
Church is concerned in—should be deeply in- 
terested in—every one of the enterprises of 
the Church. We are not Congregationalists 
merely ; and this should be borne in mind in 
dealing with our Schemes. 

This then is emphatically the year for calling 
forth all the resources of the Church,—for en- 
listing the active aid of every congregation and 
every member, young as well as old. System- 
atic, hearty devotion of our substance to the 
Lord will surely be followed with an abundant 
blessing from the Most High.

‘¢ If any Church puts the work of missions 
in a corner the Lord will pnt that Church in a 
corner,” were among the last public words of 
the venerable and veteran Dr. Calhoun, and 
they embody the lessons of Divine Providence 
exhibited in the history of His Church.

REPORT TO THE COLONIAL COMMITTEE BY THE 
Rev. GrorcE W. Sprott, B.A., DEruTY 
OF THE CHURCH OF SCOTLAND TO THE 
CHURCH IN CANADA, 1879.

iG SPROTT, as many of our readers will 
remember, came to Canada in the month 
of June last for the purpose of visiting the 
churches, to see how we look from an old coun- 
try peint of view ; to obtain information on the 
spot as to the practical results of the recent 
Unior, to ascertain whether any further assis- 
tance is needed in the new circumstances, and 
in what way such assistance might be most pro- 
fitably given. 


On his return to Edinburgh, after spending 
- nearly two months in Canada, Mr. Sprott 
submitted to the Colonial Committee a very 
interesting Report, embodying the results of 
his observation extending over a vast extent of 
territory—from Newfoundland to Manitoba. 
A printed copy of this Report is now before us 
from which we make a few extracts, premising 
that we take it to be on the whole a very fair 
and impartial document ; and it certainly con- 
tains a great deal of information that cannot 
fail to be useful to the Colonial Committee in 
determining their future relations to the Pres- 
byterian Church in Canada. Speaking of our 
General Assembly at Ottawa, Mr. Sprott says, — 


‘After addressing the House in accordance 
with my instructions, the thanks of the As- 
sembly were tendered to me by the Moderator, 
the Rev. Dr. Reid, who took occasion to ex- 
press their high respect for the Church of Scot- 
land, their gratitude for the aid received from 
the Colonial Committee, and for the prospect 
of this being continued in some of the more ne- 
cessitous fields. For several days I was in 
close attendance on the Assembly, and in my 
representative capacity received every attention 
by which regard for the Church of Scotland 
could be manifested. 


The Assembly had among its members many 
eminent ministers and laymen from all parts of 
Canada—the homes of some of them beirg at 
least 3000 miles apart. The attendance of the 
most distinguished clergymen is always secured, 
as Presbyteries send only part of their repre- 


sentatives by rotation, electing the rest by bal-| help from home.

in a great measure effaced, and the ability 
shown in debate, the liberality of sentiment — 
displayed, and the excellence of the business 
arrangements, would all have done credit to 
any ecclesiastical assembly in the world.” { 
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Our six Theological Colleges are thus referred L 
to: 


‘‘These Institutions, all of which were in ex- 
istence at the time of the Union, besides train- 
ing a native ministry, serve a most important 
purpose as centres of evangelistic effort. The 
Church could not have erjoyed anything like 
its present prosperity had it not been. for.the 
labours cf professors and students in the Home 
Mission fields during the summer months. For 
many years the students have been pioneers in 
the new districts, and have volunteered for posts 
along the frontier. which the Home Mission 
would otherwise have been wholly unable to 
occupy. The fruit of their labours is now to 
be seen in many flourishing congregations, 
where the ordained minister very often carries 
on the same work which asa student he had 
begun. The Montreal Theological College trains 
both French and English speaking students, 
and has a very close connection with this Mis- 
sion, which employs at the present time 39 
agents, 17 of them ordained ministers, several 
of whom are ex-priests of the Church of Rome. 
This is probably the most successful Mission to 
Roman Catholics in the world, and the reason 
of its success may be due to the fact. that the 


French Canadians are a remarkably sober, in- . 


dustricus, moral, and, in their own way, reli- 
gious people.” 


A passing notice of our widely spread Foreign 
Missions is followed by a very appreciative and 
full account of our vast Home Mission fields, in 
which mention is made of the work carried oa 
in the Madoc, Muskoka, and Parry Sound dis- 
tricts, special prominence being given te Mani- 
toba and the North West Territories :— 


‘‘The Manitoba Mission is a very heavy bur- 
den on the resources of the Church; but it is 
most anxious to follow the tide of immigration, 
as the Free Church did with marvellcus success 
in Western Ontario, and it is exerting itself 
almost beyond its strength to do so, in the 
belief that many of the stations which can now 
do little for themselves will, in a few years, be 
be flourishing congregations, able to help their 
more necessitous brethren. Presbyterianism 
starts in Manitoba without any divisions, and 
full of heart and hope. The clergymen J] met 
with were of opinion that the white population 
within the bounds of ihe Presbytery will, in ten 
years, amount to 200,000, and to maintain and 
extend their operations, they look eagerly for 
They desired me to 


The old lines of distinction seemed to be ' represent to the Colonial Committee that it 


OO 
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would be of immense advantage if the 
Committee would pay the salary of a 
Presbytery missionary to visit new stations, 
and te act as a supernumerary. This, includ- 
ing travelling expenses, would amount to £250 
per annum. They were of opinion that this 
was the best thing the Church of Scotland 
could do forthem. At the same time they 
would welcome a grant to the College, or mo- 
ney devoted to the support of student evan- 


gelists.”’ 


The result of Mr. Sprott’s conferences with 
brethren who have not yet entered into the 
Union in the Provinces of Ontario and Quebec, 
was such as leads him to say, ‘‘ that meanwhile 
there is little prospect of any change of posi- 
tion.” In New Brunswick, Mr. Sprott ‘did 
not think it necessary to make any stay, as the 
union is complete in that Province, and the 
new fields are not extensive. In Picteu County, 
Nova Scotia, he found twelve congregations 
not embraced in the Union. One fourth of 
these were vacant, or about to become so. At 
the conferences held with the ministers and 
elders in this district, ‘‘ little was said on the 
subject of Union. One or two spoke against it, 
most were silent, but important facts were 
mentioned which seemed to indicate that oppo- 
sition to it was fast dying out. The clergy- 
men assist each other at communions, and their 


- people often sit together at the Lord’s table. 


The missionary collections of the Pictou Pres- 
bytery, amounting last year to $400, are given 
to the Foreign Mission of the Union Church, 
and vacant congregations are quite ready to 
call Union Ministers. All this seemed to shew 
that Union was looked upon by many as a fore 
gone conclusion. The Report concludes with 
these remarks : 


«« Without entering upon matters about which 
there may be difference of opinion in the Com- 
mittee, I wish toadd a few observations with 
regard to the Union Church. 


Though before its completion I thought it 
very unfortunate that union was pushed on at 
the risk of division among our own people, | 
was greatly impressed with the hold the United 
Church has taken of the whole country, and 
with the extraordinary energy and liberality 
displayed by its adherents, Ministers and 
members of our Church in the Union every- 
where assured me that they were as much 


Church of Scotland as ever, and those, who 
had a different connection previously, ex- 
pressed their gratification at having been 
brought into closer relations with us, and being 
now ‘*as much Church of Scotland as anything 
else ;” at the same time, looking to the future 
of Canaca, all seemed to be animated with the 
desire to hold up a great National Church there, 


able to provide as soon as possible for its own 
people, and to maintain and extend its Foreign 
Mission schemes. There are few rich people in 
the country, and I heard everywhere of com- 
mercial depression and bad times, yet their li- 
berality is truly extraordinary. Last year hay 
been a very trying one in Canada ag elsewhere, 
and most of the conveners had to report to the 
Assembly that their schemes were in debt ; but 
it was resolved to economise wherever possible, 
to draw up estimates as to the probable expen- 
diture for the current year, to add the debt, 
and then to lay the whole facts ‘fairly and 
squarely” before the people, and to apportion 
the amount required among presbyterics, con- 
gregations, and communicants. The estimate 
forthe Maritime Provinces had been partially 
completed when I reached Halifax, and the 
amount asked for three of the schemes of the 
Church was an average of 140 dellars from each 
congregation, or a little over a dollar from each 
communicant. As another instance of liber- 
ality, I may mention that one of the Halifax 
clergymen informed me that his people had 
given last year for religious purposes an aver- 
age of £20 per family, and that the whole 
amount had teen collected at the church door. 

I would further call attention to the remark- 
able success which has attended the ¢fforts of 
the Church to raise up a native ministry. The 
facilities for obtaining a complete theological 
education of a high order are now ample, and 
parents in good circumstances are as ready to 
devote sons to the Church as they once were in 
Scotland. The consequence is, that instead of 
requiting any more miisters from home, the 
Church has more, both Gaelic and English 
speaking licentiates, than she has openings for, 
and the Colonial Committee might find in Ca- 
nada agents admirably suited for its work in 
other fields, In particular, vacancies in British 
Columbia might be filled by Canadian clergy- 
men of the Church of Scotland now in the 
Union. There are many young men of this 
class—some without charges—and they would 
not forfeit their life-claim on the Temporalities 
Fund by taking service in the Pacific Province. 
This might strengthen the friendly relations 
that already exist between the two Churches, 
but it couid do nothing either to hasten or 
retard incorporation, which is practically out 
of the question, because of the immense dis- 
tance and the absence of means of communi- 
cation.”

THE HEAVENLY SONG. 
December 7th.] [Revelations v : 1-14. 


GOLDEN TEXT :- Worthy is the Lamb that was slain 
to receive power, and riches, and wisdom, and 
strength, and honour, and glory, and blessing—Rev.

The Seer is now favoured with a vision of the 
method of God’s government as inscribed in “a 
book ’’ ; from which we learn that His decrees are 
not arbitrary, but stated and fixed, every detail 
adjusted and planned in infinite wisdom. He is re- 
presented as holding this record in His right hand, 
signifying His readiness to execute all the counsels 
therein recorded. 

Verse 1. A Book—rather a roll of parchment, 
written on both sides, as accords with ancient usage. 
This roll has been ealled ** the title deed of man’s 
inheritance.” It is equally the history of the 
glorified church. Sealed with seven—the number 
seven, made up of four, for the four quarters of the 
Globe, and three representing the Trinity, and 
hence called the perfect number, rung all through 
the Bible, expressing completeness. Vs. 2. 3. No 
man in heaven nor in earth—no created intelligence. 
Such things, even angels, who have not been redeem- 
ed, cannot understand. Certainly no man is able, 
Job 11:7. To loose the seals—to unfold the coun- 
sels of God. Nor to look thereon—so as to be able 
to read them. Vs. 4, 5. Went much—was distressed 
that he could not see more clearly of the divine 
mind and will. One of the Elders—one of the re- 
deemed, a representative of the church militant. 
Weep not—what you know not now you shall know 
hereafter, 1 Cor. 13: 9. The Lion of Judah—see 
Gen. 49: 9-10. Root of David -see Matt. 22: 42-45. 
He who is the mediator betwixt God and man is 
alone able to execute the counsels of Goed—for He 
has prevacled over the powers of darkness. Vs. 6. 7. 
1 beheld—recognized,in midst of the shining throng— 
and of the four beasts—or living creatures—the 
sacrificial Lamb of God which taketh away the sins 
of the world, John 1: 29. Seven—tirice, inti- 
mating perfect wisdom. He came—prevailed by 
His merit and worthiness. V. 8. Before the Lamb— 
adoring saints and angels worship the Lord Jesus 
Christ. With harps— they praise Him. The pray- 
ers of saints—not addressed to angels, but to God. 
Neither saints nor angels are said to inter cede for us, 
for there is only_one mediato:—they only present 
these petitions. Vs 9.10. Sung a new song—The 
heavenly hosts sang together at the creation, Jeb 
38:7. But now they sing a new song. None of the 
songs of earth will do for heayen. This was the 
song of Redeeming Love—ever suggesting new 
thoughts of praise. Out of every kindred, tongue, 
people, nation—from the four quarters of the 
world Hath made—the work of redemption is 
completed. Kings and Priests—to reign with Him 
in glory ch. 22 : 5 and to offer through Him spiritual 
sacrifices, 1 Peter 2:5. We shall reign on the earth— 
The saints shall with Him judge the world at the 
great day, 1 Cor.6: 2. Vs. 11. 12. Many anzels— 
The idea conveyed is that of an innumerable 
cempany (Hebrews 12 : 22) ascribing everlasting 
glory and dominion, to the Sovereign of the Universe 
and to “rae LAMB THAT WAS SLAIN’’: while the 
ransomed saints would echo back the chorus, — 
“ Unto Him that loved us and_washed us from our 
sins in His own bicod,” asin Rev.1:5. Worthy to 
receive, power, riches, wisdom, strength, honour, 
glory, blessing—again seven ascriptions. They only 
ae learn this song upon earth shall sing it in 

eaven.

Mr. Anderson was a native of Edinburgh, 
where he completed his literary and philosophi- 
cal course ef study, and commenced that of 
divinity. Coming to Canada in 1855, he 
finished his curriculum at Knox College, Toronto, 
and was ordained to the ministry in 1857. His 
first charge was in the Township of Brock. 
In 1860, he removed to Farnham Centre, Que. 
In 1864, he was settled in the Township of 
Maryborough, where he has since resided, 
ministering faithfully and acceptably during 
most of the time to two congregations, separa- 
ted from each other by a distance of ten miles, 
Latterly, his charge comprehended Rothsay 
and Moorefield. Mr. Anderson’s position was 
not such as to bring him prominently before the 
Church, or the public at large, but few minis- 
ters laboured more diligently and disinterested- 
ly in the Master’s service. 


Mr. GrorGce Bust, Halifax, died on No- 
vember 2nd. He was an elder, first, in 
Chalmer’s Church, and then in Fort Massey 
Church, and discharged the duties of that office 
with conscientious diligence. He was for many 
years a most useful member of the College 
Board. One of his last appearances in public 
was in connection with the Board’s work.

SManitoulin Island, 


F HIS Island, situated on the northern part 
of Lake Huron, is about ninety miles long, 
and thirty wide. In some of its features it re- 
sembles Newfoundland. Its coast line is deeply _ 
indented with bays, orarms of this great inland 
sea. In the interior are numerous lakes. About 
one-third of the island is covered by water ; one- 
third is rocky and barren, the remaining third 
is for the most part fit for cultivation, The 
total population is between seven and eight. 
thousand. Of these, about fifteen hundred are 
Indians, who live on their reserved lands, and 
are mostly Roman Catholics. The Protestant 
part of the community is divided here, as else- 
where, so that you find representatives of va- 
rious churches, — Presbyterians, Methodists, 
Episcopals, Baptists, Universalists, Disciples, 
Plymouth Brethren, &c, &c. Remote as it is 
from the centres of civilization and commerce, 
and difficult to overtake the work among a 


MANITOBA ITEMS. 


Great disappointment is felt in the North- 
west that the Home Mission Committee could 
not see its way to send them the three un- 
married missionaries asked for at an additional 
expense of $1800. Deputations visited the 
whole Presbytery of Manitoba, at a personal 
expense on the part of the members of the 
deputations of, in all, $200. They increased 
the amounts of last year by some $1700, an 
increase of 32 per cent, hoping and leading the 
people to believe that the increase would en- 
able the committee to give the three men 
asked for without additional expense.

Another good indication of a growing interest 
in church matters is that a very considerable 
number of copies of the PRESBYTERIAN RECORD 
are now regularly circulated, and, what is more, 
are paid for with exemplary promptitude. Two 
years ago, the Rev. Hugh Mackay was sent by 
the Presbytery of Bruce to this field. Assisted 
by his brother, Rev. A. Mackay, and Mr. Jos. 
Builder, and now by Mr. Thompson, Mr. Mac- 
kay continues to labour indefatigably, and 
through their joint instrumentality, aided by 
the Home Mission Committee, and the society 
above named, they have maintained stated or- 
dinances in the many parts of the Island. The 
people have contributed liberally towards the 
erection of the churches, and have begun to do 
something for the support of missionaries sent 
tothem. The chief part of Mr. Mackay’s sal- 
ary ($700) is a charge on the Home Mission 
Fund. The following extracts from Mr. Mac- 
kay’s report to the Home Mission Committee, 
dated 3rd September last, supply some interest- 
ing details respecting the nature and the pro- 
gress of the work under his supervision :— 


‘‘The Island is divided into three fields or 
groups of stations, the north, east, and central. 
In the first are included Gore Bay, Ice Lake, 
Kagawong, Billings, Kagawong South, Long 
Bay, Barrie Isle, and Wolsey. The second com- 
prises Little Current, Rheguandah, Bidwell, 
Smith’s, Manitowaning, and Hilly Grove. In 
the third are Michael’s Bay, Providence Bay, 
Mindamoya, Bassingthwaightes, Sandfield Mills, 
and Tahkummah,—twenty in all. During the 
summer I have spent the most of my time in 
the north; Mr. A. Mackay has laboured in the 
east ; the central field has been occupied Mr. 
Thompson of the Student’s Missionary Society. 


GorE Bay is the principal station in the 
north. It is a small village with a splendid 
_ harbour, but likely to rise to a place of some 
importance, as the land about it is good. There 
are here, however, only about twenty families 
upon whom we can depend. There are thirty 
communicants. The average number attending 
public worship is about one hundred. The Sab- 


bath-school has fifty scholars and five teachers, 
with a library of one hundred volumes. Our 
church, erected at a cost of $700, and seated for 


300, is the only one in the village, or within 

20 miles of it. There is still a debt of $100 on. 
it. Ice LAKE, 6 miles distant, is a small set- 

tlement, where there are 7 Presbyterian families. 

shut out from Gore Bay by the lake, and from. 
Kagawong by a deep swamp, but they will be 

able to reach Gore Bay as soon as the road is 

opened. Kagawong is 12 miles east of Gore 

Bay. The boats call at this place, where is a 

grist and saw mill, and a post office. It will 

be a village ere long. There are ten Presbyterian 

families and a Sabbath-school with 25 scholars. 

About 50 attend public worship a Sabbath.. At 

Billings, 4 miles south, we have 8 families, and 

an average attendance upon ordinances of about 

40. At Kagawong South, there are nine families: 
about 30 attend on Sabbath. Long Bay has as 

yet only 4 Presbyterian families, with an atten- 

dance of 20 on Sabbath, but it is likely to in- 

crease. Wolsey is 12 miles south-west from 

Gore Bay. The settlement contains 12 families, 

half of whom are Presbyterians, who have been 

visited, and are anxious to have services. Bar- 

rie Isle is a poor place, 10 miles west of Gore 

Bay, having 20 families—a few Catholics, 4 or 
5 Methodists, about the same number leaning 

to Presbyterianism, and the rest—nething.” 


It is not necessary to go into the details of 
the other two districts, which partake of the 
same character as those above described. 
Enough has been given to shew that the mis- 
sion to Manitoulin Island is an important and 
hopeful one. And let it be remembered that 
this is only a small part of our vast Home 
Mission field, of which any Church might well 
be proud. ‘In regard to future supply,” Mr. 
Mackay asks ‘‘what is to be done? There should 
be at least two ordained missionaries on the 
Island this winter. Kagawong and Gore Bay 
should have a settled minister or resident mis- 
sionary. If there was a settled minister for 
Manitowaning and Sandfield Mills, I think they 
would themselves contribute perhaps between 
three and four hundred dollars towards his sup- 
port. I trust the Home Mission Committee 
shall continue to think well of the mission on 
Manitoulin Island. I think that ere long there 
will be three self-sustaining congregations here, 
for though the most of the people are poor 
now, in a few years they will be in better cir- 
cumstances,” 


It is much to be regretted that, owing to the 
want of funds, the Home Mission Committee 
will not be able to entertain the proposal of 
sending any additional missionaries to the 
Island this winter.

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French ECoangelizution, 


INCE the departure of the Rev. B. Ouriére 
for France, in May last, the Canning 
Street French Presbyterian Church has 

been without a settled Pastor. The congrega- 
tion recently presented a unanimous call to the 
Rey. A. B. Cruchet, of New Glasgow, Que., 
who was inducted on the 30th ultimo, and has 
entered upon his work with encouraging pros- 

ets. This is the church edifice which was 
built for Father Chiniquy three years ago. The 
Board have now two regularly organized congre- 
gations in the city of Montreal—Canning 
Street and Russell Hall—each having a settled 
Pastor, a Mission Day-school Teacher and also 
a Bible woman. In addition to these the Board 
carry on a mission among the Italians of the 
city, the missionary being an Italian ex-priest, 
the Rev. A. Internoscia, who after attendance 
for two Sessions at the Montreal Presbyterian 
College, was received by last Assembly as a 
minister of the Church. Mr. Internoscia is 
doing a good work among the Italians, some of 
whom he has brought out of the Church of Rome. 
He conducts service in his native language 
on the afternoon of every Lord’s Day in Russell 
Hall, the attendance being from 25 to 40. 
The mission day-school in Russell Hall, which 
was opened three months ago, is attended by 
an average of 40 scholars (including a few Ita- 
lians,) who in addition to the rudiments of a 
good English and French education, receive 
instruction daily in the word of God. It will, 
doubtless, interest many of the friends of the 
mission to know that this school is being 
successfully conducted by one of the young 
French converts to whom reference was made 
in the October ‘‘ Record.” Another of these 
converts, an ex-friar, has been engaged for the 
past three months in teaching the Board’s Mis- 
sion Scheol in Grenville with most encouraging 
sficcess. He has commended himself highly to 
both the English and French people of the dis- 
trict, as also to the missionary under whose 
supervision he labours, and he has recently in- 
timated his intention to study for the work 
of the ministry. 


This is one of the most gratifying features 
in connection with the work of the Board 
of French Evangelization, the number of 
converts who consecrate themselves to the 
work of the ministry. Of the French Stu- 
dents, who have for the first time entered 
the Montreal College this Session, one belongs 
to a Montreal family who recently left the 
Church of Rome, and another is the son of one 
of the first converts of our mission at St. Paul 
de Chester. In recent letters from the Rev. 
Mr. R. Paradis, the Board’s devoted missionary 
at Grand Falls, New Brunswick, frequent re- 
ference is made to a young man educated at a 


Roman Catholic College in the Province of 
Quebec, who has resolved to abjure Romanism. 
Mr. Paradis thus writes regarding him : ‘I be- 
lieve him admirably adapted for the work, and 
that by God’s blessing, he would, after a course 
of study, make an excellent missionary, He 
appears most conscientious and devoted. While 
a catholic, he waited so assiduously at masses, 
that his knees would bleed, and this he rejoiced 
in, thinking it meritorious. He was never so 
happy as when at chapel doing penance. Four of 
his near relatives are Priests and one a nun, 
Knowing well that he would be cursed by his 
parents and persecuted by friends the tempta- 
tion was strong to stifle conviction. He has had 
a hard battle to fight, but at length God enabled 
him to conquer and such intense joy and hap- 
piness he has experienced since! He is anxious 
to enter college next year and I intend to have 
him with me and assist him in his studies this 
winter, so that he will be thoroughly tested as 
to his sincerity and devotedness.” 


While it is gratifying to find so many young 
earnest French Canadian converts giving them- 
selves to the work of the ministry, it is cheer- 
ing to have to report the opening up of new ~ 
fields of labour for our missionaries. Recently 
the Board sent a missionary to ‘* prospect ” in 
Chicoutimi, a city on the River Saguenay, the 
see of a Roman Catholic Diocese with its 
Cathedral. &c. He found the city not wholly 
given up to idolatry, for after a few weeks ser- 
vice, he returned with a petition from the few 
English and French speaking Protestants, 
praying for the appointment of a permanent 
missionary and guaranteeing his full salary, at 
least $700 per annum and free house, provided 
he would give part of his time to teaching a 
Protestant school. The Board are at present 
endeavouring to obtain a suitable person for 
this field. There is not a single ordained Pro- 
testant minister in Chicoutimi or the whole 
vast territory of country on the North of the 
St. Lawrence River, Hast of Quebec city, a dis- 
tance of several hundreds of miles. 


At Masham Mills, in the County of Ottawa, 
the Board some four months ago located a 
missionary, Mr. G. C. Mousseau, who preaches 
every Sabbath to a congregation numbering 
about 30 French Canadians. Mr. Mousseau 
devotes part of his time on week-days in teach- 
ing a Mission Day-school. There is here a 
small church building which, it is hoped, will 
be deeded to the Board for the purposes of the 
mission. 


At St. Hyacinthe, where the Board erected 
a substantial brick church this year, a minister, 
Rev. E. D. Pelletier, was inducted on the 10th 
Nov. The people themselves pay the salary in 
full of a Presbyterian lady Teacher, and contri- 
bute $250 per annum towards the salary of Mr. 
Pelletier, who conducts services in both French 
and English. This is one of the now numerous 
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fields occupied by missionaries of the Board 
who minister to the sparse English speaking 
settlers and at the same time make inroads 
upon the French Catholic community of the 
district, a department of the work from which 
the very best results are being realized. 


Within the past two months ground has been 
broken in Manitoba, the pioneer missionary of 
the Board, Rev. W. Mullins, having begun 
work in the Headingly and Riviere Sale dis- 
tricts, where there is a very large French 
speaking population. Mr. Mullins has already 
found access to the homes of several Catholic 
families and writes hopefully of the prospects 
of the work. When last heard from he was 
about to establish a Bible-class and Sabbath- 
schools. His Sabbath services have thus far 
been fairly attended. 


To meet the increased expenditure conse- 
quent upen the rapid extension of the work 
largely increased contributions are necessary. 
The Board are resolved to end each year free 
from debt. While they have faith in the liber- 
ality of the Church and in the sympathy of 
our Christian people, they are not blind to the 
evils consequent upon running up large deficits. 
The Treasury is at present empty and they 
earnestly appeal to the congregations aud Sab- 
bath-schools of the Church, and to the friends 
of the mission generally for liberal contribu- 
tions. With very great reluctance will they 
contract the work in its present hopeful con- 
dition, but in pursuance of their policy to keep 
free from debt, they will be compelled to with- 
draw from some of the fields at present occupied 
unless funds are forthcoming within the next 
few weeks to warrant them in doing otherwise. 


They therefore very earnestly appeal fur con- 
tributions to be forwarded without delay to the 
Treasurer, addressed Rev. R. H. Warden, 260 
St. James St., Montreal, from whom copies of 
the Annual Report and blank Subscription 
Sheets and Collecting Cards can be obtained 
on application.

Our foreign Missions. 


EASTERN SEOTION. 


Ne a meeting of the Committee lately held 
y at New Glasgow, a letter was read from 

Rev Mr. Copeland by direction of the 
Mission Synod, communicating the enclosed 
amnemo. from that body respecting the salaries 


of our New Hebridean missionaries. 13t. That 
your missionaries can with rigid economy live 
in the islands on their present salaries while 
their children are with them, and there is no 
extra call arising from sickness and such like. 
An increase of salary would give more comforts 
and tend to make their work more efficient. 
The Free Church of Scotland allows £176, and 
the Australasian churches £200 of salary to 
their missionaries, exclusive of allowances to 
children, 2ud. That in case of a furlough of 
longer or shorter duration to Australasia, at 
least double te present salary would be need- 
ed. The Victorian Church puts its missionaries 
on a yearly salary of £350, while in the 
colonies. 3rd. That for the education of their 
children the salaries of your missionaries allow 
them to make no provision. It is well known 
that children must leave these islands if they 
are not to grow up largely natives in manner, 
views, and feelings, to board and educate 
respectably a boy or girl in Sydney or 
Melbourne, will cost from £60 to £70 per 
annum. 


The Committee were of opinion that the 
salaries be raised from their present rate £150, 
to £175, besides £10 for each child, while at 
home it was proposed to ask the General As- 
sembly to direct that such increase should be 
made, but as the funds might be deficient at 
the meeting of the Assembly, as they are at — 
present, it was decided to lay the facts before 
the Synod of the Maritime Provinces, and as 
its congregations have to provide the funds, to 
let that bedy express its mind prior to any 
reference to the Assembly. Rev. T. M. Christie 
gave a report of his visit to the congregations 
in Cape Breton, showing that he had visited all 
except Cape North, holding 36 meetings in 30 
days, travelling over 600 miles, receiving in 
collections $282, and that he had everywhere 
met with a cordial reception from ministers and 
people. <A resolution expressive of approval 
of Mr. Christie’s zeal and diligence was passed, ® 
and the thanks of the Committee tendered by 
the Chairman. As there can be no immediate in- 
crease of salaries for the missionaries in the New 
Hebrides, and as Messrs. Mackenzie and Annand 
expect both to be in Australia this winter in- 
volving increased expenditure, it was considered 
desirable that mission goods should be forwarded 
to all the stations, and in time to m-et the 
two brethren on furlough, while in Sydney : 
and the Secretary was instructed to request 
that contributors should forward their donations 
by Christmas, so that they might be despatch- 
ed by January Ist., packages or boxes with 
invoice of articles to be address’d to Rev. P. G. 
McGregor, Halifax, with notice by mail. Rev. 
Mr. Christie was then commended in prayer to 
God, followed by affectionate farewells by the 
chairman and members of Committee.

just the most difficult thing to get. 


you will please on our behalf thank 
the donors. The goods were all of a most 
useful kind for this island. Besides those 
more especially intended for the natives, were 
some very handsome articles for our own 
personal use: The total absence of ‘‘home 
spun” from the box indicates that there is 
some misunderstanding among our country 
friends as to its value here. Though it may be 
very little prized on some of the northern 
‘isles, yet there is nothing which comes from 
Nova Scotia that is more sought after by the 
Aneityumese than homespun. Some of the 
old people were quite disappointed this year 
when they knew that I could not supply them 
with it. However, I got about seventy yards 
from Mr. Mackenzie, which supplied the most 
pressing needs. 

You will be pleased to hear that we are still 
enjoying good health, and plodding along 
diligently with our work. Our regret is that 
we are not able to report such progress as is 
ardently desired. There is a great deal of 
deadness both in the Church and out of it. 
We are too much like the Laedicean Church of 
old. The attendance at church and prayer 
meeting is respectable, and much of the 
conduct of church members is commendable, 
still we are compelled to feel that too often 
religion is not a living, vital force among these 
people. Very much is external, merely the 
body without the spirit. Therefore we ask for 
your prayers. We wish to see a revival in the 


Church here, a refreshing from on high. We 


are hopeful and believe that we shall yet see 
better days on this island. The attendance at 
our afternoon school is now much better than 
ever before. There are about twenty young 
men and women regularly present besides the 
children. Until this year we were unable to 
get any of the former class to attend except 
our own servants. We are very desirous to 
interest the young people in learning, so that 
we may get a class formed with a view to turn- 
ing out a higher grade of teachers than any 
mow employed. From a higher class of teach- 
ers we may in time get some few qualified to 
instruct their brethren from the platform or 
pulpit. We are working with an eye to the 
future welfare of our charge as well as for their 
present advantage. The great want now on all 
these islands that are partly christianized is 
that of a better qualified class. But this is 
The ex- 
treme diversity of language prohibits any one 
central institution being attempted for the 
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training of suitable men and women for higher 
duties. Then on the other hand there is great 
difficulty in getting the young men to devote 
themselves to those duties on their own islands, 
where all around them are idling away their 
time, and enjoying themselves with their 
amusements. Afier discussing anew the whole 
subject relative to the higher training of 
teachers this year in our Synod, it was unani- 
mously agreed that the only practicable plan 
open to us for all and each of us, to do the best 
we can, in this department of the work, within 
our own particular fields, 

We cannot help one another owing to the 
diversity of tongues, and no one man can 
master all the dialects in which we are already 
labouring, so as to be qualified to take charge 
of an institution. Even had we the man, 
what could he do with a polyglot class such as 
could be collected from the islands already 
occupied by us? The people here have done 
very well this year, in making arrowroot. We 
have seven casks now ready for shipping. This, 
year’s crop ought to purchase all the Bibles 
that we shall need for many years. 

You will be sorry to learn that the whooping 
cough has been carrying off many of the 
children lately. It was brought over from 
Tanna, by a native in a trading vessel, last 
January, and since that date over thirty child- 
ren have died from that disease alone. There 
has been a great deal of sickness on the island 
this year in addition to the cough. The 
mortality is higher that for some years. past. 
There has been a kind of epidemic passed over 
the island of Fotuna this year which cut off 
about one seventh of the population in five 
months, As there was no missionary there at 
the time, we do not know exactly what the 
disease was, though it would appear from the 
nativ» description of it to have been a malig- 
nant fr-ver with cough. 

TANNA is not progressing this year during 
the absence of both her missionaries. War is 
raging around Port Resolution, Mr. Neilson’s 
station. The work seems to be progressing on 
all the other islands. Nguna is now yielding 
to the Gospel, after having held out firmly for 
eight years. There were about sixty attending 
the daily school at the mission station there in 
June, the date of our visit. 

Mr. Robertson is sadly in need of a fellow- 
labourer on Erromanga. Can you not send 
some one to share the honour of christianizing 
that historical isle ? We settled Mr. Michelson 
at a, station of his own, this year, on the 
island of Tongoa, a lovely little isle about 
thirty miles north of Nguna. He enters a 
hopeful field. I purpose availing myself of the 

| Board’s permission given last year, to pay a 
visit to New South Wales, at the end of the 
year. We will be absent from our station 
‘about four months, this giving us about three 
months in the colony.

LETTER FROM REV. K. J. GRANT. 


San FERNANDO, 7th July, 1879. 


MUST tell you of your last week’s work. 
On the 29th June, the Lord’s Supper was 
dispensed in our church. Though rain 
fell heavily in the morning yet, it did not pre- 
vent the converts from coming up from the 
various stations in my district. About 180 
were present at the Hindustani Service; and 
of these, 53 received the communion. During 
the service, Mr. Falconer, who had exchanged 
for the day with Mr. Henderson, of the Scotch 
Church, entered, and at the close addressed 
the communicants through an interpreter,—9 
adults and 2 children were baptized. Though 
the service was long the interest was sustained 
throughout. 

After a brief interval, the English speaking 
congregation assembled, about 60 in all,—13 
commemorated the death of Christ. They came 
from China, from Bengal, from Madras, from 
Trididad, yet with a common experience in 
Christian fellowship, they received the memo- 
rials consecrated to the remembrance of the 
death of our exalted Lord. The service which 
was peculiarly appropriate and solemn was con- 
ducted by Mr. Falconer. 


ScHooL EXAMINATION. 


Yesterday 4 adults were baptized. 

During the week I married 7 couples. 

On Friday, the San Fernando school was 
examined by the Mayor of the town, Mr. Frost 
and others, an unusually large number of the 
well-to-do Indians of the town were present 
and seemed gratified in witnessing the readiness 
with which answers were given to the questions 
put to their children. The attendance at 
school is large, a great improvement is manifest 
since the return of our young Chinese friend 
Jacob Corsbie, from Galt. The young people’s 
association of Knox Church, Galt, has done for 
us a great service in supporting this young man 
two years at Galt Institute. His presence re- 
lieves me from a burden, which pressed heavily 
for many months. He is ready in every good 
work. 


MEETING OF PRESBYTERY. 


On Tuesday last, the Presbytery of Trinidad 
met. ©The important question of ordaining 
properly qualified native agents to mission 
work amongst the Indian Coolies occupied a 
considerable time. I enclose the extract from 
the minutes, bearing on the subject. Perhaps 
it is necessary to be in the work as we are fully 
to appreciate the importance of such an agency. 
To us it appears that the time has come. Mr. 
Morton will doubtless forward to you his well 
prepared paper on the subject. 


After our next 


meeting of Presbytery in October the 7th, s. 
formal application will be submitted to your 
Board, if the examination of the candidates be 
satisfactory, to authorize the Presbytery of Tri- 
nidad to set apart by ordination to the ministry 
Jos. Anagee and Lal Bihari. They are worthy 
men, have proved willing, faithful, earnest 
workers, command the respect of their country- 
men both Christian and heathen, and the full 
confidence of your Missionaries. To me our 
prospects in the work are delightfully encour-

iss the time has now arrived when many 

congregations are accustomed to apportion 
their missionary funds, it is important that the 
claims of the Foreign Missions of the Church 
should be carefully weighed. The attention 
of the Church has been earnestly directed to- 
other departments of Christian work. We 
have ne desire to depreciate any of them. 
They deserve all the support which is asked on 
their behalf. We feel, however, that the 
members of the Church should not permit the 
urgency of home claims to lead them to over- 
look what they owe to the heathen who have 
neither churches, Bibles, Sunday-schools, nor 
Christian literature to point them to Christ. 
The home work is in some respects of paramount 
importance, but it should never be forgotten 
that the most destitute localities in our own 
land are in an unspeakably better position than 
the most highly favoured of heathen commut- 
nities. The Foreign Mission work is growing. 
It is impossible that a work which is successful 
can do otherwise than increase in expense. 
The extension of the work in China, where we 
have now nineteen chapels, each of which has 
connected with it a trained native helper, in 
place of eleven last year, necessarily increases 
the expense of the Mission. The erection of 
an hospital at Tamsui, altho’ provided for in 
part by the noble gift of $1200, from Mrs. 
Mackay, of Windsor, Ont., has made it ne- 
cessary to draw a considerable sum out of the 
ordinary Fund. 

Rey. John Wilkie and his wife have been 
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<sent out to India, and the mission property 
‘purchased at Indore, has had to be paid for 
chiefly out of the revenue of the current year. 
“There can be no question that the expenditure 
for India will be very considerably in advance 


of last year. 


The estimate made by the Committee of the 
the General Assembly of the sum necessary to 
carry on the Foreign Mission work, placed un- 
der the care of the Committee of the Western 
Section, is $25,000, or about 34 cents for each 
-communicant in Ontario, Quebec, and Manitoba. 
With this sum contributed by the congregations 
ef the Church, the Committee may hope to 
meet its liabilities for the present year. The 
year was begun with a debt of $5,094.05 which 
has increased to about $15,000 at the present 
date. This large increase in the debt is due 
to the fact that while expenditure has been 


going on steadily, only a very small portion 


of the contributions of the year have yet 
been received. While the Committee hope 
that this debt will entirely disappear when 
the congregations have sent forward their 
contributions for the year, it cannot be re- 
garded as a satisfactory financial position for 
the church, to require during nine or ten 
months of the year to carry on its work, on 
borrowed money. There should certainly be a 
sufficient balance on hand, at the beginning of 
the year, to carry on the work, until the revenue 
of the following year comes into the treasury. 
We trust the liberality of the Church will soon 
place the Foreign Mission work on this basis. 
_All that is necessary to secure it is a systematic 
effort to obtain contributions from all the 
members of the Church. If our interest in 
the salvation of the heathen and the extension 
of Christ’s Kingdom is a reality, surely there 
are few so poor that they cannot come up to 
the average contribution asked, while the 
wealthy should feel that it is a p ivilege to give 
as the Lord has prospered them to an enterprise 
which lies near the Saviour’s heart.

LETTER FROM REV. GEO. FLETT. 


Bryce, the President of the Ladies’ Mis- 
sionary Association at Winnipeg :— 

The interest you have taken in our mission 
at Okanase and the help you have so kindly 
extended us, induce me to try and give you an 
idea of how the labour in Christ’s vineyard is 
being performed here. Perhaps you can get 


ae following letter is addressed to Mrs. 
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the best idea of it from a sketch of our tour 
through the Indian camps in June last. Leav- 
ing Okanase on June 7th with Mrs. Flett, we 
stopped first at Shoal Lake, in which neighbour- 
hood most of our Indians with others were 
hunting. The chief of this band I may men- 
tion is one Kee-see-wo-ma (Sky-man.) Being 
aware that I was to be at Shoal Lake on the 
Sunday, the Indians hereabouts came in a 
body and the following day, at morning and 
noon, I held service, getting large congrega- 
tions of Indians (about 30 or 40 each time, )— 
our own Indians, Roman Catholics and Heathen. 
During the day I had one baptism, a child 
born three hours after our arrival, whose 
parents preferred that the ceremony should 
take place thus soon, as our stay had to be 
brief. Our next point was Fort Ellice, where 
we arrived on the 11th and held several meet- 
ings for divine service, getting a good attend- 
ance. I baptized four here, two being adults. 
At one of the services, an old Indian whom I 
never expected to see attending worship, was 
present with us and took such a deep interest 
in the proceedings, that in the evening he came 
again and brought a woman who wished to be 
baptized and who was one of the two adults I 
have mentioned. 


On the afternoon of the 12th, we left for 
Fort Pelly reaching there on the 17th, making 
a total distance from Okanase of about 200 
miles. The day after our arrival we had a well- 
attended meeting, at which five children were 
baptized. Next day the Indians again as- 
sembled as numerous as before, and during the 
service we had one baptism, an adult. On the 
20th I went to the Reserve, south of Fort 
Pelly. The chief Mee-mee (the Pigeon), a 
heathen, showed me his farm and was very 
desirous that I should let the white people 
know what it was like. I found it well fenced, 
with thirty-six bushels of barley sown. He 
had put down no wheat but had the promise of 
a rare yield of potatoes, 236 bushels having 
been planted. He had also under cultivation 
a kitchen garden of about two acres, well 
stoeked with almost every description of vege- 
table. This cultivation is of course, the work 
of such of the band as have been induced to 
take to this kind of way of living. And as I 
looked over it, I could not but feel thankful 
that this chief and his men had been enabled 
to accomplish so much. I could not but feel also 
that much credit was due Capt. McDonald, the 
Indian agent at Fort Pelly for what he had 
done to bring about this change for the better. 
In congratulating the chief I said to him that 
it was a good idea to let the white people know 
what was being done here, how well the In- 
dians were farming, and their names and their 
deeds would be recorded in the papers. But I 
suggested to him that there was something far 
better than that which he might seek for, and 


which he would certainly get if he sought 
aright—the safety of his soul here and here- 
after. If he sought ihe Great Father of all, I 
told him his name would be recorded in some- 
thing which would cause him to live for ever 
and ever in happiness—the Book of Life in 
heaven. I pointed out to him his responsibility 
as head of the Indians. I showed him that 
many of the Indians would not attend my 
meetings and hear what I had to say about the 
great God unless he attended too and thus 
showed them the example. Thereupon the 
chief went to the Indians, made them a speech, 
called them into the house, and there we held 
a very interesting service, at which I baptized 
eight, five of them being adults, and a'l rela- 
tives of the chief. Next morning I held Divine 
service again, where I had six more baptisms, 
two being adults. We left this place—‘‘ the 
Crow-Stand”—on the 21st, returning to Fort 
Pelly where we had evening service. The fol- 
lowing day—Sunday—lI published the banns 
of marriage between the man who came with 
me on this trip and one of the Fort Pelly girls. 
The same evening I had a prayer meeting at 
the Barracks, Swan river, about eight or nine 
miles north of Fort Pelly. Two were baptized 
here. We halted again in a small camp at 
Snake Creek, where we had evening service. 
On the 23rd, I had three marriages and one 
baptism at Fort Pilly, two of the marriages 
being by license and one by banns. Next day 
the 24th, we set out for home, driving all day 
through a heavy rain. Passing Sunday at 
Shoal Lake, we had two services there ; and had 
the pleasure of reaching home on Dominion 
Day. 

This brief record gives an outline of our 
usual course of labour in the mission fi ld. 
Long distances have to be traversed and great 
pains taken to get a congregation together, but 
each succeeding visit, thank God, appears to 
tell in this good work.

LETTERS FROM REV. G. L. MACKAY. 
Sa-Kak-eng, 13th Mav, 1879. 
i am here endeavouring to secure a place for 
chapel services. You observe the name 
has three characters which mean respecti- 
vely, three, corner, wave. It is situated in the 
corner between three mountain streams, hence 
the name. 

To the lover of nature its situation is at once 
picturesque and grand, near by, the waters of 
several mountain torrents rush along, Not far 
from the town rise the sloping tea-clad hills, 
and in the rear stand the cloud-capped ranges 
where the naked savages roam. It is about 
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equidistant from the Sin-tiam and Bang-kah 
chapels. 

Until very recently this was a notorious 
place. Robbers and vagabonds lived on every 
hand, and succeeded in evading the course of 
justice by running into the woods and living 
friendly with the savages. 

Two years ago the sub- Prefect came to seize a 
man who murdered his grandmother, when 
leaving the town with the fellow, a band of 
daring villains rushed down the hills, pierced 
the Sedan chair of the Mandarin with their 
spears, beat his guard and set off with the 
prisoner, The sub-Prefect however, was not to 
be defeated, and in due time returned with a 
military official and 1000 braves! Several 
robbers were captured and beheaded, the rest 
were never heard of. Since then better order 
prevailed here, still, it is far from being a 
quiet, settled locality yet. The God of power 
and might will convert souls even here, and 
will do it through the use of means. I am 
daily dispensing medicines and preaching the 
Gospel of Jesus. 
bling den, and my bed the gamblers table, 
about 5 feet high. I can see prejudices being 


removed as day succeeds day, and am confident 


that in due time a helper can be stationed 
among the people. On Sabbath I went to a 


large town called Toa-kho-ham, and preached — 


to immense crowds, I also visited Pang-kio- 
than, where the richest man in North Formosa 
rsides, I notice a great change in the people. 
When I came out seven years ago and went 
through the town, I was stoned and reviled by 
large crowds, now scores gather around and 
invite me to their hcuses or shops. 

The work at the different stations is quietly 
progressing as usual. Mrs. M. is at Toa-liong- 
pong chapel, and goes out to visit converts in 
their homes. Mr. and Mrs. Junor are both 
busy with their teacher studying the language, 
&c. The former has his hands full lo king 
after the building of the new hospital at 
Tamsui. No one in Canada can understand 
the innumerable annoyances in carrying on 
such work. And few can understand what a 
great difference it will make to the mission to 
have suitable hospital accommodation.

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ST. ANDREW’S DAY. 


Some of our boys and girls are wondering: 


why the 30th November is called St. Andrew’s. 
Day. In the olden time it was customary for 
each country to have what was called a Patron 
Saint. So England adopted St. George, and: 
Ireland St. Patrick, and Wales St. David, as- 
their respective patrons. The people of Scot- 
land chose St. ANDREW, and history connects. 
with their choice the following legend.—A bout. 
the year of our Lord 369, St. Regulus, a Greek: 
monk, being warned in a dream that he should’ 
take the bones of St. Andrew and depart with 
them to some unknown land in the far wests- 
resolved after some hesitation to obey the 
divine admonition. He accordingly gathered’ 
up what relics he could find of the Apostle, 
namely,—an arm-bone, three fingers, three 
toes and a tooth, and being accompanied with 
sixteen other monks, and three devout virgins, . 
be set sail, not knowing whither to steer his 
course. For two long years were this pilgrim. 
band tossed about with tempests, as they skirt- 
ed the sunny shores of the Mediterranean, 
passed the dreaded ‘pillars of Hercules,” and 
rode in the Bay of Biscay: but at last, over-- 
taken by a storm more violent than any they 
had yet encountered, they were whirled north- 
ward, and finally shipwrecked on the Promon- 
tory now called St. Andrew’s. With difficulty 
they escaped the waves, bearing with them 
their precious relics. On landing they found: 
themselves in a country infested by wild boars.. 
{he inhabitants were painted pagans. But the 
king, awed by the holy lives of St. Regulus. 
and his saintly company, became Christians 
after a time, and were baptized. 

How much truth there is in this legend it is 
impossible now to determine, but it doubtless. 
has some foundation in fact. Respecting St. 
Andrew himself, we know that he was the first 
whom Jesus called to be a disciple, and that he 
remained faithful to his Master even unto the 
death. Tradition says of him that when called 
upon to renounce his faith in Christ, he boldly 
resisted ; that he was scourged on his naked 
body ; and instead of being nailed, was tied: 
with cords to a cross on which he lingered in 
in agony for two whole days, during which 
time he ceased not to speak of Jesus. At last 
relief came on the 30th NovremBer. At 
all events the life and character of St. Andrew 
are worthy of our study and imitation.
